To  the  Honorable  Senate  ofid  House  of  B^resentalives. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  347  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1890,  under  which  the  Free  Public  Library  Com- 
mission was  organized,  the  commission  herewith  presents  its 
tenth  report,  covering  the  calendar  year  1899. 

The  Commission. 

Mr.  Samuel  Swett  Green  has  been  reappointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor for  the  full  term  of  five  years.  Mrs.  Anna  Amory  Weld 
has  resigned  her  membership,  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  Miss 
Mabel  Simpkins  of  Yarmouth  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  Mrs.  Weld  had  rendered  the  Commonwealth  devoted, 
enthusiastic  and  efficient  service  since  the  death  of  Miss  Anna 
E.  Ticknor,  whom  she  was  appointed  to  succeed.  The  com- 
mission has  held  monthly  meetings  from  the  date  of  its  organi- 
zation to  the  present  time. 

Books  supplied  DUBiNa  the  Ybab. 

The  towns  of  Seekonk  and  Williamsburg  have  been  supplied 
with  books  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  347 
of  the  Acts  of  1890,  and  the  towns  of  Phillipston  and  Norfolk 
have  been  supplied  with  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  books 
each  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  255  of  the  Acts  of  1892.

Gifts  to,  and  Notes  prom,  the  Libraries. 

In  reference  to  a  request  for  information  relative  to  any 
special  gifts  for  library  purposes,  or  any  new  features  of 
library  administration,  the  following  information  has  been 
obtained :  — 

AcusHNBT.  Gifts  of  books  have  been  received  from  Mrs.  Clement 
Swift  and  from  the  Aiillicent  Library  at  Fairhaven.  Branch 
libraries  have  been  established  at  Long  Plain  and  Perry  Hill. 
TraYelliog  libraries  are  received  from  the  Woman's  Education 
Association. 

Ambsburt.  The  will  of  Mary  A.  Barnard  of  Amesbury  contained  a 
bequest  for  a  library  building  for  Amesbury  from  which  the  sum 
of  $14,750  has  been  received,  and  the  library  has  also  received  a 
legacy  of  $5,000  from  the  estate  of  L.  Everett  Fowler.  A  site 
has  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $5,500,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
erect  a  building  not  exceeding  $20,000  in  cost,  with  a  shelf 
capacity  for  about  40,000  volumes. 

Akdover.  The  experiment  is  being  tried  of  opening  the  reading 
room  on  a  part  of  Sunday  afternoon  and  Sunday  evening.  An 
art  gallery  has  been  finished  off  in  the  third  story  of  Memorial 
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Hall,  and  provided  with  a  number  of  selected  paintings,  the 
expense,  about  $2,000,  being  provided  for  from  the  '^Cornell 
fund."    A  new  catalogue  has  been  issued. 

Arlington.  Exhibitions  of  photographs  of  Florence,  Venice,  western 
and  south-western  scenery  and  platinotypes  of  various  subjects 
have  been  held  at  the  Robbins  Library. 

Ashland.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  interest  the  children  in  art 
by  mounting  100  of  the  Perry  pictures  in  groups  of  10,  with  a 
short  written  description  of  each.  Especial  effort  is  made  to  serve 
the  pupils  and  teachers  of  the  public  schools. 

Attlbborough.  a  course  of  lectures  on  Shakespeare  has  been  given 
for  the  benefit  of  the  library  by  Mr.  Henry  A.  Clapp. 

Barre.  The  town  will  receive  $30,000  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Caro- 
line L.  Billings,  who  died  without  making  a  will.  The  will  of 
her  husband  left  this  sum  to  be  permanently  invested,  the  income 
to  be  used  for  the  increase  of  the  library.  Effort  is  soon  to  be 
made  for  the  establishment  of  branches  and  deliveries.  The 
teachers  of  all  the  schools  are  provided  with  catalogues  and  bul- 
letins, and  are  allowed  to  draw  any  number  of  books  for  school 
use.  In  the  remote  districts  this  at  present  often  furnishes  the 
only  tie  between  the  people  and  the  library.  A  children's  room 
was  opened  Oct.  15,  1898,  in  which  the  juvenile  books  and 
periodicals  are  placed,  and  to  which  the  children  are  given  free 
access.  Many  volumes  from  the  cases  for  adult  readers  have 
been  added  to  this  collection,  in  order  to  lead  to  the  cultivation 
of  a  taste  for  the  best  standard  literature.  The  library  is  a 
member  of  the  Library  Art  Club,  and  has  held  five  exhibitions 
of  the  club  pictures  during  the  year.  A  fine  collection  of  Japan- 
ese photographs  has  been  loaned  for  exhibition  by  two  of  the 
townsmen,  and  four  sets  of  amateur  photographs  loaned  by  some 
of  the  young  people  of  the  town  have  been  exhibited.  For  the 
past  three  years  a  course  of  lectures  has  been  given  during  the 
winter  months  for  the  benefit  of  the  library.  They  are  growing 
in  popularity,  and  the  hall  is  crowded  with  people.  Many  of 
these  lectures  are  given  by  professional  men  of  the  town.  Among 
the  speakers  the  past  year  were  Samuel  S.  Green  of  the  Free 
Public  Library  Commission,  Col.  Butler  Ames  of  Lowell,  Gen. 
Curtis  Guild  of  Boston  and  Hon.  F.  H«  Gillette  of  Spring- 
field. 

Bboket.  Mr.  N.  W.  Harris  of  Chicago^  in  addition  to  the  $15  which 
he  gives  yearly  for  the  purchase  of  books,  has  given  $50  for  the 
same  purpose. 

Belghertown.  About  40  volumes  of  fiction  and  several  periodicals 
for  the  reading  room  have  been  received  by  gift  from  different 
persons. 
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Bernardston.     a  new  supplement  to  the  catalogue  has  been  issued. 

Beverly.  The  Beverly  Farms  branch  has  received  the  interesting 
gift  from  Chief  Justice  Holmes  of  a  writing  desk  owned  and 
used  by  his  father,  Dr.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes ;  also  a  gift  of 
$500  from  Mr.  John  W.  Wheelwright,  for  the  purchase  of  books 
of  American  history  and  literature  ;  and  from  book  clubs,  through 
Mrs.  Fred  Warren  and  Mrs.  Reginald  Heber  Fitz. 

Blandford.  Mrs.  Josephine  £.  S.  Porter  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  the 
giver  of  the  library  building,  and  her  son,  the  Hon.  John  Addison 
Porter  of  Washington,  D.  C,  have  added  79  books  of  current 
literature  and  travel  to  the  libraiy  during  the  year. 

Boston.  In  addition  to  the  usual  gifts  of  books,  the  library  has 
received  an  endowment  of  $2,852.41  from  the  friends  of  the  late 
Henry  Sargent  Cod  man,  for  the  purchase  of  books  on  landscape 
gardening ;  and  a  marble  copy  of  the  bust  of  Sir  Walter  Scott, 
by  Chantrey,  from  the  committee  on  the  Scott  Memorial  in  West- 
minster Abbey.  The  library  of  the  American  Statistical  Associa- 
tion, a  valuable  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets,  numbering 
about  5,000  volumes,  has  been  presented  to  the  library;  and 
Mrs.  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  has  given  24  wooden  blocks  en- 
graved by  Mr.  Stevenson. 

Boxborough.  Though  the  library  is  only  open  on  Saturdays,  the 
school  teachers  and  children  who  live  at  a  distance  are  given 
opportunity  to  obtain  books  at  any  time  when  they  can  come  to 
the  library,  and  they  are  allowed  to  keep  them  for  a  longer  time 
than  the  general  rules  provide. 

BoTLSTON.  The  will  of  Pamelia  W.  Sanderson,  a  native  of  the  town, 
contained  a  legacy  of  about  ninety  acres  of  woodland,  located 
in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  town,  for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 
The  town  may  dispose  of  any  portion  or  all  of  it,  and  the  income 
may  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  or  the  whole  amount  used 
toward  a  library  building.  The  bequest  is  made  a  memorial  of 
a  brother  of  Mrs.  Sanderson,  Albert  S.  Hastings  of  Boylston,  who 
was  a  member  of  Company  £,  Twenty-first  Massachusetts  Vol- 
unteers, and  lost  his  life  at  Camp  Nelson. 

Braintree.  The  sum  of  $2,500  has  been  received  by  the  Thayer 
Public  Library  from  Mrs.  Amos  W.  Stetson,  to  be  called  the 
^^  Caleb  Stetson  fund,"  the  interest  to  be  expended  annually  for 
books.  The  privilege  has  been  granted  to  the  teachers  in  the 
higher  grades  of  the  schools  to  take  ten  books  at  one  time  and 
retain  them  for  one  month  for  use  in  school  work. 

Beidobwater.  a  bequest  of  $1,000  has  been  received  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Lewis  G.  Lowe,  and  a  similar  amount  from  the 
will  of  Mrs.  Frances  A.  Parker.  A  gift  of  $50  has  been  received 
from  Mrs.  Hannah  Bates. 
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Bbockton.  In  addition  to  the  regular  branches  of  the  library  at 
Campello  on  the  aoath  side  of  the  city  and  Montello  on  the 
north,  a  delivery  station  has  been  established  at  the  Shaw 
school,  to  accommodate  residents  of  the  east  part  of  the  city. 
Three  exhibitions  of  photographs  from  the  Library  Art  Club  have 
been  held,  and  a  collection  of  some  seventy  large  clippings  from 
the  illustrated  magazines  on  the  Boer  war  and  the  South  African 
question  has  been  shown  in  the  reading  room. 

Bbookfield.  The  branch  library  of  East  Brookfield  is  kept  open 
three  days  in  the  week,  instead  of  one  as  heretofore ;  the  two 
books  on  a  card  system  has  been  adopted,  and  the  shelves  have 
been  thrown  open. 

Brookline.  The  most  important  development  in  the  public  library 
of  Brookline  has  been  an  extension  of  its  work  with  the  public 
schools.  A  special  appropriation  of  $2,500  permitted  the  recon- 
struction of  a  part  of  the  basement  and  the  fitting  up  in  it  of  a 
room,  83  by  32  feet,  for  reference  use  by  school  children.  An 
additional  appropriation  of  $2,000  has  been  available  for  furnish- 
ing this  room,  stocking  it  with  a  special  collection  of  books  and 
employing  an  assistant  to  take  charge.  The  chief  characteristics 
of  the  work  undertaken  have  been :  First,  visitipg  the  schools 
by  the  assistant,  to  learn  the  needs  of  the  pupils  and  teachers ;  - 
conferences  with  the  teachers  at  the  library,  to  aid  in  the  selec- 
tion of  books ;  and  the  preparation  of  printed  lists.  Second, 
issuing  to  teachers,  besides  the  seven  books  allowed  for  their  per- 
sonal use,  twenty  or  more  books  each,  drawn  either  from  the 
special  collection  in  the  school  reference  room,  which  contains 
many  duplicates,  or  from  the  main  library,  to  be  used  by  pupils 
in  school  or  at  home,  in  connection  with  their  lessons  or  simply 
for  recreative  reading.  Third,  the  special  assistant  has  charge 
of  the  school  reference  room  during  the  afternoon,  and  assists 
pupils  who  resort  there  for  the  purpose  of  looking  up  topics  of 
study  or  for  collateral  reading.  The  room  has  been  open  since 
October  last,  three  months  only.  The  children  make  about  1«000 
visits  per  month  to  the  room.  The  room  is  entirely  distinct  from 
the  regular  children's  room,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  ninety 
and  some  600  volumes  for  recreative  reading.  Fourth,  systematic 
instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  is  given  by  the  assistant  in 
charge  to  the  pupils  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  of  the  gram- 
mar schools  and  the  first  year  in  the  high  school,  who  are  brought 
to  the  library  in  classes,  accompanied  by  their  teachers.  The 
lowest  grade  is  taught  about  the  make-up  of  a  book,  the  title- 
page,  copyright,  table  of  contents  and  index,  and  how  to  use 
them ;  also  the  chief  facts  regarding  the  binding,  and  the  use 
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of  the  commoner  reference  books ;  the  next  grade  take  ap 
more  advanced  reference  books,  and  learn  to  ase  the  card  cata- 
logue ;  while  the  high  school  students  are  doing  some  simple 
bibliographical  work.  By  these  means  it  is  hoped  to  bring 
library  and  schools  into  close  relations,  to  teach  the  children 
how  to  use  the  library,  and  gradually  to  bring  them  to  realize 
and  appreciate  its  resources. 

BucKLAND.     About  80  volumes  have  been  received  by  gift. 

Canton.  The  circulation  is  much  larger  than  in  former  years,  and 
the  reference  room  is  well  patronized  by  the  school  children  and 
the  members  of  literary  clubs.  Book  cases  filled  with  children's 
books  have  been  placed  outside  the  desk  in  the  delivery  room. 

Carver.  The  library  is  soon  to  be  removed  from  its  overcrowded 
room  in  the  upper  story  of  the  town  hall  to  a  school-house  at 
the  centre,  which  has  been  vacated  and  will  be  fitted  up  as  a 
library  building.  Plans  are  being  made  to  raise  money,  by  en- 
tertainments and  other  means,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
pictures  for  the  walls  and  otherwise  rendering  the  library  room 
attractive. 

Chelmsford.  The  grounds  of  the  library  have  been  regraded  and 
stone  curbing  and  concrete  walks  have  been  added,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  Mr.  Adams,  the  giver  of  the  building. 

Chelsea.  A  few  open  shelves  have  been  placed  in  the  delivery  room. 
A  new  catalogue  is  being  printed. 

Chicopeb.  The  overcrowded  condition  of  the  library  has  been  some- 
what relieved  by  an  addition  to  the  library  building. 

CoLRAiN.  A  branch  library  had  been  established  at  Christian  Hill, 
about  seven  miles  distant  from  the  central  library.  About  80 
volumes  are  placed  there,  and  exchanged  every  three  months. 

Concord.  A  large  and  valuable  collection  of  paintings  and  other 
works  of  art  has  been  presented  to  the  library  by  Rose  Standish 
Whiting  of  Plymouth.  They  are  from  the  collection  of  her 
father,  the  late  Hon.  William  Whiting,  who  was  a  native  of 
Concord.  Among  them  are  many  original  paintings  of  great 
value,  as  well  as  copies  of  Gnido,  Raphael  and  others,  by  dis- 
tinguished artists. 
Conway.  Mr.  Marshall  Field  of  Chicago,  a  native  of  Conway,  is 
causing  plans  to  be  prepared  for  a  library  building  which  he  pro- 
poses to  give  to  the  town  of  Conway,  and  which  will  be  one  of  the 
finest  buildings  for  a  town  of  its  size  in  New  England. 
DuxBURT.  A  card  catalogue  has  been  prepared.  A  gift  of  35  books 
has  been  received,  and  Harper's  **  Weekly"  and  *^  Bazar"  for 
the  reading  room.  It  is  hoped  soon  to  establish  a  weekly 
delivery  at  one  of  the  post-otfices,  and  in  time  in  all  the  outlying 
sections  of  the  town. 
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East  Bridoewater.  The  library  receives  a  beqaest  of  $500  under 
the  will  of  the  late  John  W.  Kennan  of  Brookline.  Hon.  Isaac 
N.  Nutter,  a  trustee  of  the  library  since  its  organization,  has 
given  an  excellent  portrait  of  Mr.  Washburn,  the  donor  of  the 
building.  The  building  was  opened  Oct.  22,  1897,  and  the 
circulation  for  that  year  was  13,437,  —  an  increase  of  4,620  for 
for  the  year.  Mr.  Washburn  Osborne,  a  nephew  of  the  donor, 
gave  €100  for  new  books,  and  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Quimby  gave 
the  *'  Farmer's  Library,"  the  "  Century  Cyclopsedia  of  Names" 
and  a  classical  dictionary,  and  gifts  of  books  have  been  re- 
ceived from  several  other  persons.  Two  boxes  of  books  are 
sent  to  distant  neighborhoods  that  would  otherwise  be  deprived 
of  the  use  of  the  library.  There  is  a  ^'  free  access"  book  case, 
in  which  the  newer  and  some  of  the  older  books  are  kept. 
Seasonable  works  on  gardening  and  other  subjects  are  placed 
where  visitors  can  make  their  own  selections.  Teachers'  cards 
are  issued  to  the  higher  grades.  The  more  personal  the  work, 
the  greater  the  circulation  and  the  deeper  the  interest  in  the 
library. 

Easthamfton.  The  library  association  has  received  during  the  year 
a  gift  of  $822,  and  also  100  shares  of  the  Easthampton  National 
Bank  stock  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Miss  L.  L.  Ferry,  to  be 
called  the  **  Ferry  fund." 

Easton.  The  Ames  Free  Library  has  received  the  gift  of  a  complete 
type-written  card  catalogue  of  its  14,500  books  and  a  card  cata- 
logue case,  from  Miss  Mary  S.  Ames,  and  the  gift  of  a  type- 
writer from  her  mother,  Mrs.  Frederick  L.  Ames.  An  exhibition 
of  about  100  pictures  of  New  England  birds  and  a  collection  of 
books  about  birds  has  been  held.  Lists  of  books  on  the  topics 
studied  by  the  women's  clubs  and  lists  for  teachers  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  supplementary  reading  for  the  schools  are  made 
by  the  librarian. 

Enfield.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  secure  subscriptious  for  a 
library  building  in  Enfield.  It  is  proposed  to  raise  from  $12,000 
to  $15,000,  and  a  good  beginning  has  been  made.  A  gift  of  $500 
has  been  received  during  the  year,  and  also  some  gifts  of  books 
and  magazines .'  A  series  of  entertainments  of  a  high  character 
were  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  library  during  the  winter. 

Everett.  The  Frederick  E.  Parlin  Memorial  Library  has  received 
the  gift  of  a  valuable  oil  painting  and  the  sumptuous  volumes  of 
*'  Picturesque  and  Architectural  New  Koglaud." 

Falmouth.  The  West  Falmouth  Library  has  received  gifts  of  about 
$700  in  cash  aud  50  volumes  of  books  during  the  year.  About 
$130  has  been  realized  from  entertainments.  Six  sets  of  views 
have  been  exhibited  from  the  Library  Art  Club. 
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FiTCHBUBO.  The  Hon.  Rodney  Wallace  who  gave  the  fine  library 
building  to  the  city  has  given  110,000  additional,  $2,000  of  which 
was  for  the  immediate  relief  of  the  over-crowded  condition  of  the 
library,  and  some  new  steel  stacks  have  been  pot  in.  One  hun- 
dred and  eleven  volumes  have  been  given  during  the  year. 

Granville.  The  Hon.  Milton  B.  Whitney  of  Westfield,  a  native  of 
Granville,  and  for  many  years  a  leading  lawyer  of  western  Massa- 
chusetts, offered  to  give  $5,000  towards  a  library  building,  if  a 
like  sum  could  otherwise  be  raised.  An  association  of  ladies  has 
raised  about  $6,000,  and  it  is  probable  that  arrangements  will 
soon  be  perfected  for  a  new  building. 

Great  Barrinqton.  Gifts  of  $50  in  money  and  146  volumes  of 
books  have  been  received,  and  $25  realized  from  an  entertain- 
ment for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

Hampden.  A  number  of  books,  magazines  and  other  periodicals 
have  been  given,  and  the  City  Library  Association  of  Springfield 
has  given  about  100  volumes  discarded  by  their  library,  which 
have  been  made  presentable  by  repairs  and  fresh  wrappers  and 
are  being  appreciated  by  the  readers. 

Hanover.  John  Curtis,  the  founder  of  the  library,  has  given  the 
library  $4,000,  and  $270  has  been  received  from  the  alumni  fund 
of  Hanover  Academy. 

Hard  WICK.  The  public  library  of  Hard  wick  receives  a  bequest  of  $200 
and  some  books  from  the  late  Charles  S.  Marsh  of  Springfield. 

Harvard.  The  will  of  Samuel  F.  Stone  makes  a  provisional  bequest 
of  the  balance  of  his  estate  to  the  town  library.  The  valuation 
of  the  estate  is  $6,000  or  $7,000 ;  but  the  contingencies  leave  it 
somewhat  doubtful  as  to  how  much  will  come  to  the  town,  or 
when  it  will  be  available. 

Haverhill.  The  will  of  the  late  Nathaniel  Emery  Noyes  contained 
a  bequest  of  $10,000  to  the  Haverhill  Public  Library.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  card,  on  which  two  books  may  be  taken, 
students,  clergymen,  teachers,  members  of  literary  clubs  and 
other  literary  workers  are  allowed  to  have  a  student's  card,  on 
which  ten  books  may  be  taken  and  kept  four  weeks.  Exhibi- 
tions of  photographs  have  been  furnished  during  the  year  by  the 
Massachusetts  Library  Art  Club.  The  number  of  schools  in  the 
school  delivery  system  has  been  increased,  and  the  number  of 
books  sent  to  each  school  has  been  increased  to  suit  the  needs 
of  each  teacher.  Books  are  sent  to  the  schools  every  four  weeks. 
The  two  branches  are  open  more  hours  for  the  delivery  of  books. 
Books  are  reserved  for  readers  on  payment  of  one  penny  to  pay 
for  postal  notice  sent  to  the  reader  when  the  book  comes  in.  A 
newspaper  room  will  be  established  this  year,  and  also  a  chil- 
dren's room.    The  age  limit  for  children  has  been  abolished, 
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thereby  attracting  more  children  to  the  library.  The  card  cata- 
logue has  been  revised  and  placed  in  the  delivery  room,  to  be  of 
easy  access  to  readers ;  and  the  old  catalogue  case  has  been  re- 
placed by  new  and  more  convenient  single- tray  cases. 

HoLTOKE.  The  new  library  building  will  be  erected  during  the  coming 
year.  There  has  already  been  given  a  lot  of  land  valued  at  $100,- 
000,  for  a  site,  and  $86,000  has  been  subscribed  by  citizens, 
including  $10,000  from  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  whose  father,  J.  S. 
Morgan,  was  born  in  Holyoke. 

HoPEDALB.  The  new  Bancroft  Public  Library  building  was  dedicated 
Dec.  14, 1899.  It  is  a  gift  to  the  town  of  Hopedale  by  Joseph 
B.  Bancroft,  in  memory  t/f*  his  wife,  Mrs.  Sylvia  Thwing  Ban- 
croft. It  is  built  of  stone  aud  cost  about  $20,000.  Gen.  Wil- 
liam F.  Draper  has  given  the  library  $500  for  the  purchase  of 
technical  books. 

HuBBARDSTON.  A  portrait  of  Jonas  6.  Clark,  the  founder  of  the 
library,  and  a  large  picture  of  the  Congressional  Library  build- 
ing have  been  given  to  the  library.  A  dictionary  catalogue  is  in 
course  of  preparation. 

Htdb  Park.  The  new  library  building  has  been  completed  and  is 
now  occupied.  A  gift  of  $1,000  in  money  has  been  received. 
A  children's  room  has  been  added. 

Kingston.  To  commemorate  the  first  anniversary  of  the  dedication 
of  the  library  building,  a  loan  exhibition  of  pictures  and  other 
articles  illustrative  of  the  early  history  of  the  town  was  arranged 
by  the  librarian.  The  rooms  were  handsomely  decorated,  and 
the  occasion  proved  of  great  interest  to  the  townspeople.  It  is 
proposed  to  commemorate  the  anniversary  in  some  agreeable  way 
each  year. 

Lancaster.  The  library  has  received  several  valuable  art  books  and 
a  gift  of  $100  for  re-cataloguing  the  library  from  Mr.  John  E. 
Thayer.  In  addition  to  the  usual  methods  of  delivering  books, 
several  home  libraries  have  been  issued.  Over  500  of  the  Perry 
pictures  have  been  mounted  and  are  loaned  to  the  pupils  in  the 
public  schools.  An  increased  number  of  exhibitions  of  pictures 
has  been  held,  including  a  Dewey  exhibition  and  heliographs  on 
Egypt. 

Lawrence.  A  branch  has  been  established  in  South  Lawrence,  and 
is  in  good  working  condition. 

Leicester.  Gifts  of  about  150  volumes  and  some  additions  to  the 
museum.  Exhibitions  have  been  held  of  collections  of  pictures 
loaned  by  the  Library  Art  Club,  the  Woman's  Education  Asso- 
ciation, and  from  individuals.  Lists  of  books  on  current  topics 
and  portraits  of  men  prominent  in  literature  or  politics  are  posted 
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from  time  to  time  on  the  bnlletin  board.  Notices  of  the  exhibits 
are  sent  to  the  public  schools  and  to  the  daily  papers,  and  lists 
of  new  books  and  items  of  interest  relating  to  the  library  are 
printed  in  the  papers.  Ck>llections  of  the  Perry  pictures  are  to 
be  mounted  for  circulation,  in  order  to  awaken  an  interest  in  art 
among  the  chUdren.  A  scrap-book  containing  illustrations  from 
books  in  the  library  has  been  found  useful  in  drawing  attention 
to  the  books.  Having  no  children's  room,  a  collection  of  150  or 
200  volumes,  which  are  changed  from  time  to  time,  is  kept  on 
shelves  where  the  children  can  have  easy  access  to  themf 

Lexington.  A  fiction  card  catalogue  is  being  made.  The  teachers 
have  the  privilege  of  drawing  as  i«;any  books  as  may  be  desired » 
and  retaining  as  long  as  needed  unless  otherwise  called  for. 
Books  on  special  subjects  are  also  set  apart  in  the  reference  room 
for  the  use  of  the  schools.  Monthly  exhibitions  of  photographs 
have  been  held  since  April,  1899. 

LiTTLKTON.  The  books  for  younger  readers  are  kept  where  they  may 
have  easy  access  to  them,  and  a  collection  of  books  both  new  and 
old,  not  fiction,  is  kept  open  to  the  people,  to  help  them  keep  in 
touch  with  the  resources  of  the  library.  These  include  many 
government  publications  relating  to  agriculture. 

LoNOMEADOw.  The  library  has  been  removed  to  new  quarters,  a  con- 
venient and  suitable  room  in  a  new  school-house  having  been 
provided  by  the  school  committee. 

Lowell.  Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  preparation  of  anno- 
tated and  descriptive  lists  of  books  on  special  subjects  They 
are  in  the  form  of  scrap-books,  containing  printed  lists  of  cut- 
tings, of  which  about  200  have  already  been  made,  forming 
almost  a  complete  bibliography  of  these  special  subjects  and 
their  sub-divisions,  and  available  for  general  use  in  the  reference 
room  of  the  library.  The  publication  of  this  material  in  the  form 
of  bulletins  has  been  commenced,  and  the  following  special  sub- 
jects have  been  issued :  botany,  chemistry,  chemical  technology 
and  manufactures,  municipal  government,  French  fiction,  elec- 
tricity, architecture,  astronomy,  evolution,  American  authors, 
historical  fiction,  Shakespeare,  British  poets,  artists,  musicians, 
birds,  money  and  banking,  and  Dante.  Exhibitions  have  been 
given  of  the  collections  loaned  by  the  Library  Art  Club,  the 
Appalachian  Mountain  Club,  ^'  Scribner's  Magazine,''  and  of  the 
collection  owned  by  the  library,  of  about  700  photographs  illus- 
trating the  famous  paintings  of  the  world,  of  the  collection  of 
plates  of  textile  fabrics  at  the  opening  of  the  Textile  School,  of 

* 

the  life  of  Christ  in  art,  of  the  800  plates  illustrating  Ongania's 
Grand  Monc^raph  on  St.  Marks  in  Venice  (a  gift  to  the  library. 
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in  memory  of  Miss  E.  O.  Bobbins),  and  a  loan  exhibition  of 
valuable  paintings  by  modern  masters  from  the  private  collec- 
tions of  Mrs.  Warren  and  Mrs.  Chase  of  Boston.  Mr.  Joseph 
A.  Coram  has  recently  presented  the  library  with  two  vignettes, 
which  are  to  be  placed  in  the  arches  in  the  lobby  of  the  memorial 
building.  They  were  painted  by  Mr.  Vesper  Lincoln  George  of 
Maiden,  and  one  is  entitled  the  *^  Art  of  Printing,"  and  the  other 
«'  The  Textile  Industries." 

LmxMBUBG.    A  special  gift  of  $100  from  an  unknown  source. 

Ltnn.  The  two-book  card  system  has  been  adopted.  The  new 
library  building  is  nearly  completed,  and  will  soon  be  occupied. 

Ltnnfield.  a  bequest  of  $1,000  from  the  will  of  6.  L.  Hawkes  of 
Wakefield. 

Maldkn.  Four  new  delivery  stations  have  been  established,  making 
five  in  all.  Five  exhibitions  of  photographs  loaned  by  the 
Library  Art  Club  have  been  held. 

Manchxsteb.  Gifts  to  the  amount  of  $50  have  been  received  during 
the  year.  The  two-book  system  has  been  adopted.  The  free- 
dom of  the  shelves  is  given  to  all  adults  and  to  the  pupils  in  the 
highest  grades  of  the  public  schools. 

Mansfield.  Stimulated  by  the  gift  of  site  and  some  $8,000  in  addi- 
tion by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  F.  Noble,  which  has  been  supplemented 
by  other  subscriptions  and  an  appropriation  by  the  town,  the 
comer-stone  of  a  library  building  was  laid  Oct.  21,  1899.  It  is 
to  cost  about  $14,000,  and  will  contain,  besides  the  library,  a 
memorial  hall  and  a  meeting  place  for  the  Grand  Army. 

Marlborough.  Lists  of  new  books  are  printed  each  month  in  the 
local  paper,  and  holiday  and  patriotic  lists  are  issued.  Exhibi- 
tions of  pictures  and  photographs  on  various  topics  of  artistic 
and  current  interest  are  held  from  time  to  time,  and  a  movement 
has  been  started  to  provide  boxes  of  reading  matter  for  the  fire 
stations. 

Marshfield.  The  new  library  at  Marshfield  Hills,  for  which  Mr. 
Clift  Rogers  gave  $5,000  ($4,000  for  building  and  $1,000  for  a 
book  fund),  has  been  completed  during  the  year. 

Melrose.    A  delivery  is  to  be  established  at  Melrose  Highlands. 

MxTHUEN.  A  number  of  gifts  have  been  received  from  Mrs.  Harriet 
F.  Nevins,  including  a  marble  bust  of  Marguerite,  a  French  cab- 
inet  of  bric-a-brac,  a  fine  old  clock  and  pictures,  books  and 
bronzes. 

MiDDLEBOROUGH.  A  gift  of  $2,000  hss  been  received  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Enoch  Pratt  of  Baltimore,  Md. 

MwDLETON.  Mrs.  Joseph  N.  Smith  of  Lynn  has  given  a  memorial 
window,  in  memory  of  her  father,  Mr.  Jesse  Fuller  of  New  York. 
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MiLFORD.^  A  gift  of  $500  from  Gen.  William  F.  Draper  for  the  pur- 
chase of  techoioal  books. 

MoioiERET.  One  friend  has  paid  for  the  printing  of  500  catalogues 
and  another  has  paid  for  shingling  the  library  bniiding.  The 
teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  ontljing  districts  draw  books  for 
such  of  their  pupils  as  are  unable  to  visit  the  library. 

NsEDBAM.  Exhibitions  of  paintings  by  Miss  Helen  M.  Enowlton, 
a  resident  of  the  town,  and  also  of  a  fine  collection  of  paint- 
ings, etchings,  etc.,  from  a  citizen  who  had  closed  his  house  for 
the  winter.  Special  provision  is  made  for  teachers,  school  chil- 
dren, study  classes  and  any  one  who  is  pursuing  any  line  of 
special  inquiry. 

Newburtpobt.  a  bequest  of  $5,000  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Stephen  W.  Marston  of  Boston.  The  Hon.  William  C.  Todd 
has  given  $5,000  for  the  newspaper  reading  room,  in  addition  to 
the  $10,000  he  had  previously  given  for  that  purpose. 

Nkwton.  a  collection  of  about  3,000  photographs  of  works  of  art 
owned  by  the  library  has  been  circulated  among  the  patrons 
generally  and  with  profit.  A  collection  of  100  books,  exchanged 
once  a  month,  has  been  loaned  to  the  Nonantnm  Boys'  Club,  to 
be  circulated  from  their  club  room.  Two  new  reading  rooms 
will  probably  be  opened  during  the  coming  year. 

NoBTH  Adams.  An  unconditional  legacy  of  $500  from  Mrs.  Ann 
Eliza  Babbitt,  widow  of  Dr.  N.  S.  Babbitt. 

Northampton.  The  Forbes  Library  sends  boxes  of  books  monthly 
to  the  Lilly  Library  at  Florence ;  sends  baskets  of  books  once 
a  week  to  a  store  in  the  village  of  Bay  State ;  supplies  periodi- 
cals and  books  to  a  mission  reading  room  on  Hospital  Hill; 
maintains  a  permanent  exhibition  of  its  own  paintings,  engrav- 
ings and  photographs  in  connection  with  temporary  exhibitions 
from  outside  sources;  supplies  photographs,  etc.,  framed  and 
unframed,  for  school  decoration ;  and  supplies  books  for  litera- 
ture classes  in  the  schools. 

NosTHBOROUGH.  Ovcr  100  books  have  been  received  as  gifts,  among 
them  Audubon's  works  in  ten  volumes,  Boydeirs  Shakespeare, 
and  several  volumes  of  phoU^raphs  of  foreign  scenery,  build- 
ings and  works  of  art.  A  bequest  of  $200  has  been  made  to 
the  library.  Four  exhibitions  of  photographs  from  the  Library 
Art  Club  have  been  held. 

North  Brookfikld.  The  library  is  being  reclassified  according  to 
the  decimal  system,  and  a  card  catalogue  is  being  made. 

NoBTHFiKLD.  The  Dickinson  Memorial  Library  has  received  gifts  of 
about  25  books,  various  curios  and  relics  for  the  relic  room,  a 
large  and  valuable  oil  painting  and  a  framed  portrait  from  the 
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donor  of  the  library.  Exhibitions  of  pictures  from  the  Library 
Art  Club  have  been  held.  Books  are  delivered  at  intervals  to  a 
branch  library  six  miles  away,  and  distributed  through  the 
teachers  to  the  public  schools  of  the  town. 

Oeakge.  Sixty-two  volumes  of  magazines  have  been  presented  to 
the  library  by  the  librarian,  and  they  have  been  bound  and  are 
widely  read. 

Otis.    One  branch  library  has  been  established. 

Oxford.  Interesting  exhibitions  have  been  held  of  pictures  loaned 
by  the  Woman's  Education  Association  of  Boston,  and  a  few 
portraits  of  former  townspeople  have  been  presented  to  the 
library. 

Peabodt.  The  Peabody  Institute  Library  has  joined  the  Library 
Art  Club,  and  has  given  six  exhibitions  of  collections  of  photo- 
graphs. New  accessions  are  displayed  where  the  public  has  free 
access  to  them. 

Pbtebsham.  a  legacy  of  $100,  and  possibly  as  much  more  in  private 
donations  and  the  proceeds  of  lectures  and  entertainments,  com- 
prise the  gifts  of  the  year. 

Phillipstok.  The  library  has  received  $100  worth  of  books  from 
the  Free  Public  Library  Commission,  and  a  set  of  the  messages 
of  the  Presidents  from  the  United  States  government.  The 
two-book  system  has  been  adopted,  and  the  leading  magazines 
and  papers  are  taken  and  allowed  to  circulate,  the  patrons  find- 
ing it  more  convenient  to  read  them  at  their  homes  than  in  the 
reading  room. 

PrrrsFiELD.  A  system  has  been  inaugurated  of  sending  boxes  of 
books  to  the  schools,  and  in  connection  with  the  school  delivery 
the  librarian  has  addressed  the  assembled  teachers  of  Pittsfield 
and  the  pupils  of  several  of  the  schools  upon  the  selection  of 
books  and  their  use  by  young  people.  The  establishment  of  a 
delivery  station  at  Pontoosuc  has  been  recommended.  In  con- 
nection with  the  Western  Massachusetts  Library  Club,  the  library 
has  undertaken  to  index  the  daily  and  Sunday  issues  of  the 
<«  Springfield  Republican." 

RoTALSTON.  The  town  pays  for  the  transportation  of  books  to  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  town. 

Salem.  A  second  card,  called  a  student's  card,  is  issued  to  all 
readers  who  desire  it,  good  for  any  books  except  fiction. 

Sandwich.  One  bequest  of  $500  has  been  received  during  the 
year. 

Saugus.  The  Riverside  Club  has  given  the  library  about  $65,  raised 
by  entertainments  and  other  means.  Five  branches  are  main- 
tained, and  everything  done  to  place  the  books  in  the  hands  of 
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the  people.  Art  exhibitions  are  held  at  which  talks  are  given 
by  the  librarian  which  are  nsefol  and  entertaining  alike  to 
yonng  and  old. 

ScrruATB.  In  Jnlj  and  August  books  are  sent  twice  a  week,  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Improvement  Association,  from  the  Pierce 
Memorial  Library  to  North  Scituate  Beach,  with  very  satisfac- 
tory results,  and  the  service  will  be  continued  the  coming  year. 
Lectures,  lawn  parties,  sociables  and  sales  have  been  held  to 
raise  money  for  the  benefit  of  the  library.  The  people  have  had 
a  good  time,  and  a  good  sum  has  been  realized  to  buy  books  and 
pay  the  ezpenees  of  the  library. 

Sheffield.  Miss  M.  Louisa  Dewey  has  given  25  volumes  in  mem- 
ory of  Miss  J.  M.  Dewey,  a  former  librarian. 

Shutesburt.  The  will  of  Mirick  N.  Spear  of  Amherst  contained  a 
legacy  of  $1,500  to  the  Shutesbury  Library. 

SouTHBRiDGs.  Lists  of  books  and  articles  are  made  upon  subjects 
of  interest  and  displayed  in  the  library,  with  pictures  to  make 
them  attractive,  and  the  pictures  of  the  authors  of  the  new 
books  are  made  conspicuous  in  a  manner  the  public  seem  to 
enjoy. 

Spbingfield.  Charles  S.  Marsh  of  Springfield  bequeathed  $5,000  to 
the  City  Library.  The  new  science  building,  which  was  pro- 
vided by  a  subscription  of  $30,000,  has  been  completed,  and  the 
rooms  formerly  occupied  by  the  Museum  of  Natural  History  have 
been  converted  into  a  gallery  for  the  reception  of  the  Horace 
Smith  collection  of  sculpture.  Mra.  Ephraim  W.  Bond  has  given 
a  piece  of  real  estate  assessed  for  $6,500  and  valued  at  some- 
what more.  The  library's  collection  of  portraits  of  men  prominent 
in  the  history  of  Springfield  now  numbers  36.  A  list  of  1,200 
volumes  for  use  by  the  high  school  pupils,  selected  by  the 
teachers,  has  been  published.  Books  have  been  sent  to  seven 
new  delivery  stations  during  the  year.  Frequent  exhibitions  have 
been  held  of  material  from  the  Art  Library  and  from  the  geo- 
logical and  geographical  collections  in  the  science  building.  The 
Catherine  L.  Howard  Library  of  Science  is  the  gift  of  the  pupils 
of  the  Howard  School,  for  which  they  gave  about  $1,500  for 
the  immediate  purchase  of  books  and  an  endowment  of  about 
$3,500.  An  efl!ort  has  been  made  to  interest  readers  old  and 
young  in  fiction  of  the  Cromwell  period,  by  the  purchase  of  a 
large  number  of  copies  of  Cromwell  novels,  and  especially  of 
**  Cromwell's  Own,"  by  Arthur  Paterson,  by  putting  in  the  back 
of  each  of  the  Cromwell  books  a  brief  Cromwell  list,  by  holding 
an  exhibition  of  Cromwell  pictures,  and  by  issuing  an  elaborate 
Cromwell  bibliography. 
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8TOCKBRIDGB.    A  legacy  of  $1,000  to  the  library  has  been  annoanced. 

SuNDEULAKD.  A  library  building  is  now  being  constructed,  which  is 
to  cost  the  giver,  whose  name  is  withheld,  about  $9,000.  Gifts 
have  been  received  from  other  sources  of  about  $2,600.  Most 
of  this  money  will  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund. 

Tburo.  The  library  has  received  a  gift  from  Mrs.  A.  C.  Williams 
of  a  model  of  the  Eschol,  —  the  only  brig  ever  built  in  Truro ; 
and  44  volumes  of  books  have  been  given  by  different  persons. 

Tykgsbohough.  The  library  is  now  opened  on  Wednesday  noon  for 
the  benefit  of  the  school  children,  some  of  whom  live  a  number 
of  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town.  The  library  is  kept  in  a 
room  of  the  school  building,  to  which  the  children  are  bronght 
from  all  portions  of  the  town ;  as  the  library  has  been  heretofore 
open  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  evening,  the  new  plan  has  been 
quite  successful. 

Wakefield.  A  gift  of  $500  from  Mr.  Franklin  Poole  is  reported. 
Teachers  are  given  access  to  the  shelves,  and  are  allowed  to 
take  a  reasonable  number  of  books  for  school  use.  Bulletins 
of  current  events  are  placed  in  the  reading  room  at  frequent 
intervals. 

Waltham.  The  two-book  card  system  has  been  adopted.  Teachers 
are  allowed  to  take  fifteen  books,  —  two  for  private  reading, 
three  as  study  helps  and  ten  to  circulate  among  their  pupils. 

Watertown.  Tbe  town  has  appropriated  $8,500  to  render  the  book 
room  fireproof  and  provide  a  modern  steel  stack. 

Wendell.  The  travelliug  libraries  and  the  pictures  loaned  by  the 
Woman's  Education  Association  have  proved  of  great  benefit  and 
pleasure  to  the  people. 

West  Brookfield.  Tbe  circulation  of  books  has  been  increased 
over  3,000  within  the  year.  Some  of  the  reasons  for  this  are 
the  adoption  of  the  two-book  system ;  free  access  to  the  shelves 
of  all  over  fourteen  years  of  age ;  the  issuing  of  school  cards  to 
teachers,  allowing  them  to  take  as  many  books  as  are  needed  in 
their  work;  the  free  display  of  pictures,  including  those  of 
authors,  mounted  on  large  paper.  Thirty-three  volumes  have 
been  given  by  Rev.  L.  T.  Chamberlain  of  New  York  City. 

Westborough.  The  library  has  received  a  gift  of  $200  towards  a 
library  building,  and  has  joined  the  Library  Art  Club. 

Westfield.  The  library  has  been  moved  into  its  new  quarters,  a 
children's  room  has  been  opened,  and  an  exhibition  room  has 
been  provided  in  which  pictures  loaned  by  the  Library  Art 
Club  and  private  individuals  have  been  enjoyed  by  the  people. 
The  library  has  received  $1,000  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Fanny 
B.  Bates,  in  memory  of  her  father,  the  Hon.  William  6.  Bates, 
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the  first  president  of  the  Athensam.  The  income  of  this  fnnd 
is  to  he  nsed  for  the  purchase  of  boolcs  of  history,  historic  fic- 
tion, poetry  and  standard  literature. 

Westmikstkr.  The  Westminster  Pablic  Library  has  received  be- 
qaests  of  $525  from  the  will  of  Miss  Mary  A.  Farnsworth ;  $500 
from  the  will  of  Charles  A.  Forbosh  and  $750  under  the  will  of 
Joseph  W.  Forbush  of  Worcester. 

Wbst  Newbury.  The  library  has  received  $500  under  the  will  of 
the  late  Dea.  James  Durgin,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used 
for  books. 

WxTMOUTH.  Tufts  Library.  Two  of  th^  resident  musicians  have 
presented  their  musical  compositions  to  the  library,  Miss  Annie 
F.  Loud  and  Mr.  Howard  M.  Dow.  A  reception  tendered  to 
the  Weymouth  teachers  by  the  librarian  on  April  5  was  a  great 
success  socially,  besides  being  productive  of  great  good  in 
acquainting  the  teachers  with  the  resources  of  the  library,  par- 
ticularly with  the  books  specially  adapted  to  aid  them  in  their 
school  work.  For  this  purpose  the  more  desirable  books  suitable 
for  the  work  of  each  grade  were  carefully  chosen,  and  placed  in 
groups  on  different  tables  where  they  could  be  readily  examined. 
The  table  containing  the  books  on  **  nature  study  "  received  the 
close  attention  of  many  teachers,  and  the  increased  use  of  these 
books  showed  the  value  of  bringing  them  to  notice  in  this  man- 
ner. During  the  year  five  exhibitions  of  photographs  loaned  by 
the  Library  Art  Club  have  been  held.  They  have  been  enjoyed 
by  many  persons,  and  have  become  one  way  of  interesting  the 
people  in  the  library.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  arrange- 
ments were  made  to  send  books  to  the  high  school,  which  is 
situated  more  than  a  mile  from  the  library.  This  makes  the 
number  of  deliveries  where  books  are  sent  eight  in  number. 
Books  are  changed  once  a  week  at  each  delivery  station. 

WiNTBROP.  Ten  thousand  dollars  contributed  in  1898  by  Mrs.  Eliza 
W.  Frost  of  Winthrop  towards  the  erection  of  the  Frost  Public 
Library  inspired  other  gifts  from  a  large  number  of  people. 
Before  the  completion  of  the  building  Mr.  Orlando  E.  Lewis  of 
Winthrop  gave  $600  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  walls  of  one 
of  the  vestibules  of  sienna  marble,  with  a  floor  and  ceiling  of 
mosaic.  Winthrop  Lodge  of  Masons  paid  for  the  marble  walls 
of  another  vestibule,  costing  $300.  A  clock  costing  $125  was 
given  by  the  Winthrop  Horticultural  Society.  Mr.  Henry  A. 
Boot  of  Winthrop  gave  $100  for  andirons  and  ornaments  for  the 
fire-places.  Mr.  August  Becker  of  Winthrop  presented  a  bronze 
memorial  tablet,  costing  $100.  A  large  number  of  portraits  of 
former  residents  of  Winthrop,  and  also  pictures  of  the  country's 
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greatest  political  leaders  and  chief  literary  men,  many  maps, 
pictures,  manascripts  and  other  articles,  were  contributed  for  the 
historical  collection,  which  already  makes  an  interesting  exhibi- 
tion. One  hundred  and  seventy  books  and  over  1,000  magazines 
have  been  presented. 

WoBURN.  The  principal  gifts  of  the  year  have  been  the  library  of 
over  2,000  volumes  of  engineering  works  belonging  formerly  to 
the  celebrated  Baldwin  family  of  engineers,  given  by  Mrs.  C.  R. 
Griffith.  It  was  the  collection  of  many  years,  and  is  of  especial 
value  from  the  present  rarity  of  the  books  and  the  extent  of  the 
collection,  which  is  supi^osed  to  contain  nearly  every  engineering 
work  of  value  published  during  the  first  half  of  the  present  cen- 
tury. It  has  been  placed  upon  shelves  designated  as  the  *^  Bald- 
win alcove."  The  library  has  also  received  from  the  family  of 
the  late  Leonard  Thompson  a  painting  by  Albert  Thompson  of 
the  '^  Alarm  at  the  news  of  the  battle,  April  19, 1775,"  the  scene 
being  of  local  interest;  another  important  gift  is  a  full-size 
bronze  replica  of  the  statue  of  Count  Rumford  at  Munich,  which 
cost  $5,000,  and  is  to  be  placed  in  front  of  the  library  building. 

Worcester.  An  addition  of  18  feet  has  been  made  to  the  front  of 
the  older  of  the  two  connected  buildings  occupied  by  the  Free 
Public  Library.  The  library  of  the  Worcester  District  Medical 
Society  (which,  so  far  as  its  use  for  purposes  of  reference  and 
circulation  is  concerned,  is  as  free  to  the  general  public  as  the 
intermediate  department  of  the  Free  Public  Library)  has  been 
moved  up  one  story  in  the  older  building.  These  changes  and 
renovation  and  new  furniture  will  give  the  public  library  a  much 
larger  and  a  very  attractive  and  well-ventilated  waiting  room  for 
the  circulating  department,  and  add  greatly  to  the  length  of  the 
counters  at  which  users  of  the  library  are  served.  The  waiting 
room  is  to  be  surrounded  by  cases  filled  with  thousands  of  vol- 
umes of  the  latest  additions  to  the  popular  portion  of  the  library, 
and  will  be  confined  to  the  use  of  adults  and  children  of  the  high 
school  age.  The  changes  have  also  enabled  the  library  to  estab- 
lish a  children's  department.  The  large  and  cheerful  room  appro- 
priated to  this  department  will  be  used  by  little  children  for 
purposes  of  reference  and  circulation.  The  walls  in  this  room 
will  be  lined  with  shelving  covered  with  children's  books.  The 
room  is  to  be  divided  by  a  railing  into  a  reference  room  and  a 
waiting  ix>om  for  young  persons  wishing  to  get  books  to  take 
home.  Eight  delivery  stations  were  established  in  1898.  Dur- 
ing the  library  year,  which  closed  Nov.  80,  1899,  their  use 
increased  largely.  Much  time  has  been  taken  in  the  cataloguing 
department  during  the  past  year  in  incorporating  the  printed 
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catalogues  of  the  circalating  department  in  the  large  card  cata- 
logue, which  is  eyentually  to  contain  cards  for  the  books  in  all 
departments.  The  work  of  classifying  the  books  in  the  circulat- 
ing department  is  being  carried  on  simultaneously  with  the  work 
of  re-cataloguing.  A  new  case  has  been  provided  for  the  gen- 
eral catalogue,  and  smaller  cases  for  the  waiting  rooms  of  the 
circulating  and  children's  departments  will  be  in  place  by  Feb.  1, 
1900.  Special  lists  of  books  in  the  library  on  Robert  Browning 
and  on  birds  have  been  issued  during  the  year.  An  enterprising 
publisher  is  trying  the  experiment  of  mailing  to  card  holders  in 
the  circulating  department  the  monthly  bulletin  of  books  added 
to  the  whole  library.  He  hopes  to  obtain  the  return  in  money 
desired  by  him  through  payments  for  advertisements  permitted 
by  the  librarian.  Of  several  exhibitions  given  during  the  year, 
one  for  the  benefit  of  scholars  in  the  grammar  school  grades 
proved  particularly  interesting.  It  illustrated  the  various  styles 
of  architecture  studied  by  such  pupils,  by  plates  and  books,  and 
was  attended  by  one  of  the  instructors  in  drawing.  The  inter- 
est, evident  intelligent  enjoyment  of  the  scholars,  and  the  profit 
found  by  them  in  the  exhibition,  gratified  very  much  the  officers 
of  the  library. 
Yarmouth.  The  Yarmouth  Public  Library  has  received  a  gift  of 
$5,000  from  the  sisters  of  the  late  Hon.  John  Simpkins,  which 
is  to  be  known  as  the  *^  John  Simpkins  fund,"  the  income  to  be 
expended  for  the  purchase  of  histories,  biographies  and  memorials. 
On  May  9, 1863,  several  young  ladies  held  a  meeting  in  a  small 
building  called  Mattakeesett  hall.  West  Yarmouth,  for  the 
organization  of  a  society  called  '*The  Library  Circle."  The 
object  of  the  society  was  to  obtain  funds  for  the  purchase  of 
books  which  would  serve  as  the  nucleus  of  a  village  library.  The 
first  books  were  purchased  in  March  of  the  following  year,  with 
money  ($166.49)  realized  from  a  sale  held  by  the  Library  Circle. 
In  1865  $50  additional  was  expended,  and  at  various  times 
since  then  lx)oks  have  been  added.  The  first  donation  of  books 
was  received  from  the  late  Thomas  Thatcher,  a  native  of  Yar- 
mouth, who  gave  100  volumes.  Other  donations  from  a 
number  of  other  individuals  have  since  been  received,  and  the 
library  now  numbers  575  volumes.  During  the  first  few  years 
of  its  existence  the  library  was  kept  at  a  private  residence; 
afterwards  it  was  moved  to  an  unoccupied  room  in  the  school- 
house,  where  it  still  remains.  A  small  fee  was  charged  for  the 
use  of  the  books.  In  1891  it  was  incorporated  as  the  West 
Yarmouth  Library  Association.  In  January,  1899,  it  was  made 
free  to  the  people  in  the  village,  and  the  circulation  increased  to 
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456.  It  is  sapported  by  the  proceeds  of  entertainments  and 
donations.  Throagh  the  kindness  of  Miss  Mabel  Simpkins 
arrangements  have  been  completed  for  this  library  to  enjoy  the 
benefits  of  a  *^  travelling  library/'  and  a  certain  number  of  books, 
not  exceeding  25,  will  be  forwarded  every  two  weeks  from  the 
Yarmouth  Library. 

A  careful  reading  of  the  preceding  notes  from  the  town 
libraries  will  prove  profitat)le  and  suggestive  to  trustees, 
librarians  and  all  persons  who  have  an  interest  in  the  care  or 
management  of  a  public  library.  An  idea  will  here  and  there 
be  gained  of  some  simple  method  of  increasing  the  interest  in 
the  library,  or  of  rendering  it  more  pleasing  and  attractive. 

The  Librabt  Art  Club. 

The  field  of  the  Library  Art  Club  is  rapidly  expanding,  and 
the  collections  which  it  has  loaned  to  libraries  have  attracted 
large  numbers  of  people  and  proved  very  popular.  Seventy- 
two  libraries,  fifty-five  of  them  Massachusetts  libraries,  are  now 
included  in  the  membership  of  the  club,  and  twenty-four  sets 
of  photographs  are  in  circulation.  The  good  work  which,  this 
club  has  accomplished  has  stimulated  individual  libraries  to 
obtain  loans  of  other  collections,  and  to  utilize  the  illustrations 
of  periodicals  and  books  to  beautify  the  library  rooms  and 
enhance  the  happiness  of  visitors.  In  some  cases  valuable 
paintings  have  been  loaned  to  the  library  from  the  homes  of 
public-spirited  citizens  who  were  temporarily  enjoying  the 
pleasures  of  domestic  or  foreign  travel.  It  would  be  difficult 
to  estimate  at  their  full  value  the  pleasurable  and  refining  influ- 
ence of  these  exhibitions  in  the  rural  communities. 

Travelling  Libraries  of  the  Woman's  Education  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  volunteer  library  work  of  the  Woman's  Education  Asso- 
ciation has  been  continued  with  very  gratifying  success  during 
the  year.  The  association  has  now  29  travelling  libraries  con- 
taining 937  volumes,  and  the  aggregate  circulation  of  the  year 
was  2,447.  It  is  the  intention  to  add  6  more  libraries  the 
present  year,  including  1  on  Rome  and  1  on  English  archi- 
tecture.    The  travelling  libraries  were  loaned  to  the  following 
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towns  at  the  close  of  the  year:  Acashnet,  AI ford,  Bedford, 
Brimfield,  Chilmark,  Clarksburg,  Colraio,  East  Freetown, 
Florida,  Ooshen,  Gosnold  (Cuttyhunk),  Hancock,  Heath, 
Hantington,  New  Marlborough,  Oakham,  Otis,  Paxton,  Pel- 
ham,  Plainfield,  Rochester,  Rowe,  Russell,  Rutland,  Sandisfield, 
Somerset,  Wendell,  West  Stockbridge,  Windsor. 

Six  sets  of  pictures,  also  owned  by  the  association,  have  been 
loaned  to  about  70  different  towns.  These  have  met  with  great 
success  and  have  been  highly  appreciated.  Four  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  library  committee  visited  during  the  summer  the 
following  libraries  in  the  western  part  of  the  State :  Wendell, 
Heath,  Charlemont,  Rowe,  Hancock,  Sandisfield  and  Monterey. 
These  visits  have  inspired  the  custodians  of  the  small  libraries 
with  hope  and  courage,  and  have  been  warmly  appraciated. 

No  other  community  in  the  world  enjoys  to-day  so  univer- 
sally the  benefits  of  a  free  public  library  as  the  people  of  this 
Commonwealth.  Practically,  free  books  are  the  birthright  of 
every  man,  woman  and  child  in  Massachusetts.  The  feast  has 
been  prepared.  Our  duty  is  to  see  that  the  table  is  kept  re- 
plenished and  attractive,  and  that  every  man,  woman  and  child 
shall  be  made  welcome.  How  to  bring  the  library  within  the 
easiest  reach  of  every  home  and  scatter  its  treasures  by  every 
fireside  is  the  problem  of  the  present.  It  is  a  mission  which 
bus  a  charm  for  every  person  of  culture  and  refinement,  and 
one  in  which  every  good  citizen  should  find  it  a  pleasure  to 
engage.  The  trustees  of  the  library  are  responsible  for  the 
thoroughness  and  efficiency  with  which  this  work  is  done,  and 
the  librarians  are  chosen  to  superintend  and  wisely  carry  out 
this  beneficent  design.  All  persons  who  have  derived  knowl- 
edge or  pleasure  from  books  should  be  ready  to  serve  their  fel- 
lows by  aiding  the  libraries  to  reach  all  the  homes  of  the  people, 
thereby  rendering  other  lives  rich,  beautiful  and  happy.

FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 


1882. 

[Pabllc  Sutntes,  chapter  40.] 

Law  Libraries. 

Section  1.  Law  library  associations  heretofore  organized  in  any 
county  except  Sufifolk  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
relating  to  such  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  The  attorneys  at  law  admitted  to  practice  in  the  courts 
of  the  commonwealth,  and  resident  in  a  county  for  which  there  is  no 
law  library  association,  may  organize  themselves  by  the  name  of  the 
Law  Library  Association  for  such  county ;  and,  when  so  organized, 
shall  be  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  holding  and  managing  the 
law  library  belonging  to  the  county,  and  may  adopt  by-laws  for  that 
purpose,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  justices  of  the  superior  court. 

Sect.  3.  The  clerk  of  the  courts  in  any  county  in  which  no  such 
association  has  been  organized  may,  upon  the  application  of  seven 
attorneys  at  law  resident  therein,  call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
Boch  organization  by  posting  up  notifications  thereof  in  some  con- 
venient place  in  any  court-house  of  the  county  ;  which  meeting  shall 
be  held  during  the  term  of  the  superior  court  commencing  next  after 
ten  days  from  the  time  of  posting  up  such  notification.  The  clerk 
shall  preside  at  such  meeting  until  a  clerk  of  the  association  is  chosen. 

Sect.  4.  The  officers  of  such  an  association  shall  be  a  clerk,  treas- 
urer, and  librarian,  and  their  duties  shall  be  defined  by  the  by-laws. 

Sect.  5.  Every  inhabitant  of  a  county  in  which  such  association 
is  organized  may  use  the  books  in  the  library,  subject  to  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  association  with  the  approval  of 
the  superior  court. 

Town  and  City  Libraries. 

Sect.  9.  Any  town  or  city  may  establish  and  maintain  a  public 
library  therein,  with  or  without  branches,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  may  provide  suitable  rooms  therefor,  under  such  regula- 
tions for  its  government  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town  or  by  the  city  council. 
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Sect.  10.  Any  town  may  at  a  legal  meeting  grant  and  vote  money 
for  the  establishment,  maintenance,  or  increase  of  a  public  library 
therein,  and  for  erecting  or  providing  saitable  buildings  or  rooms 
therefor ;  and  may  receive,  hold,  and  manage  any  device,  bequest, 
or  donation  for  the  establishment,  increase,  or  maintenance  of  any 
such  library. 

Sect.  11.  The  city  government  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a 
town,  in  which  there  is  a  public  library  owned  and  maintained  by  such 
city  or  town,  may  place  in  such  library,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants, 
such  books,  reports,  and  laws  as  have  been  or  may  be  received  from 
the  commonwealth. 

Appropriation  of  Monet  for  Libraries. 

Section  10  of  chapter  27  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  that  the 
towns  may  at  legal  meetings  grant  and  vote  such  sums  as  they  judge 
necessary  for  maintaining  any  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants 
are  allowed  free  access  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  books  on  the 
premises,  and  for  establishing  and  maintaining  a  public  reading-room, 
in  connection  with  and  under  the  control  of  the  manager  of  such 
library. 

The  Dog  Tax. 

Section  107  of  chapter  102  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  that  the 
money  received  for  dog  licenses  and  refunded  to  the  towns  shall  be 
expended  for  the  support  of  public  libraries  or  schools. 

Defacing  Books,  Papers,  etc. 

Section  79  of  chapter  203  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  that 
whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and  without  cause  writes 
upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book,  plate,  picture,  en- 
graving or  statue  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  library, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceeding  six  months. 

1883. 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  wllfUl  detention  of  books,  newspapers,  maffa- 
zlnes,  pamphlets  or  manuscripts  of  certain  libraries. 

[AcU  of  1883,  chapter  77.] 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  cu  follows : 

Section  1.  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause  detains  any  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  or 
manuscript  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  or  incor- 
porated library,  for  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writing,  from  the 
librarian  of  such  library,  given  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  which 
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by  the  regnlations  of  each  library,  such  book,  newspaper,  magazine, 
pamphlet,  or  manuscript  may  be  kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  jail  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Sect.  2.  The  notice  required  by  the  foregoing  section  shall  bear 
upon  its  face  a  copy  of  this  act. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [^  Approved 
March  24,  1883.;\ 

An  Act  for  the  better  protection  of  property  of  certain  libraries. 

[Acts  of  1883|  chapter  81  ] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc,,  cts  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-nine  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
three  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  —  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and  without 
cause  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book,  plate, 
picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  manuscript, 
or  statue  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  or  incorpo- 
rated library,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceeding 
six  months. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [_ Approved 
March  24,  1883.'] 

1885. 

An  Act  to  protect  persons  uslngr  public  libraries  from  disturbance. 

[Acts  of  1886,  chapter  225.  ] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Whoever  wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  library  or 
reading  room  connected  therewith  by  making  a  noise  or  in  any  other 
manner  during  the  time  in  which  such  library  or  reading  room  is  open 
to  the  public,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  days,  or  by  fine  uot  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  [^Approved 
May  12,  1885.] 

1888. 

An  Act  concernlns  the  election  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  trustees 
of  f^ee  public  libraries  or  of  tree  public  libraries  and  reading 
rooms.  In  towns. 

[Acts  of  1888,  chapter  304.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1 .  Every  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  library  or  free  public  library  and  reading  room 
that  is  owned  by  the  town,  shall  at  its  annual  meeting,  or  at  a  legal  town 
meeting  appointed  and  notified  for  that  purpose  by  the  selectmen,  elect 
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a  board  of  trustees,  except  in  cases  where  such  library  has  been  or 
may  be  acquired  by  the  town,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  some  donation 
or  bequest  containing  other  conditions  or  provisions  for  the  elections 
of  its  trustees  or  for  its  care  and  management,  which  conditions  have 
been  accepted  and  agreed  to  by  vote  of  the  town. 

[Section  2  amended  by  chapter  112,  Acts  of  1889.] 

Sect.  2.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  any  number  of 
persons  divisible  by  three  not  exceeding  nine  in  all  which  the  town 
may  decide  to  elect,  one-third  thereof  to  be  elected  annually  and  to 
continue  in  office  for  three  years,  except  that  the  town  shall  first  elect 
one-third  of  the  trustees  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years  and 
one-third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one-third  the  number  annu- 
ally for  the  term  of  three  years.  No  person  shall  be  ineligible  to 
serve  upon  said  board  of  trustees  by  reason  of  sex.  Such  board  of 
trustees  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  organize  annually  by  the 
choice  of  a  chairman  and  secretary  from  their  own  number. 

Sect.  3.  If  any  person  elected  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
after  being  duly  notified  of  his  election  in  the  manner  in  which  town 
officers  are  required  to  be  notified,  refuses  or  neglects  to  accept  said 
office,  or  if  any  member  declines  further  service,  or  from  change  of 
residence  or  otherwise,  becomes  unable  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  the 
board,  the  remaining  members  shall  in  writing  give  notice  of  the  fact 
to  the  selectmen  of  the  town,  and  the  two  boards  may  thereupon, 
after  giving  public  notice  of  at  least  one  week,  proceed  to  fill  such 
vacancy  until  the  next  annual  town  meeting ;  and  a  majority  of  the 
ballots  of  persons  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election. 

Sect.  4.  The  trustees  so  elected  by  the  town  shall  have  the  entire 
custody  and  management  of  the  library  and  reading-room  and  all  prop- 
erty owned  by  the  town  relating  thereto ;  and  all  money  raised  or 
appropriated  by  the  town  for  its  support  and  maintenance,  and  all 
money  or  property  that  the  town  may  receive  by  donation  from  any 
source,  or  by  bequest,  in  behalf  of  said  free  public  library  and  read- 
ing room,  shall  be  placed  in  the  care  and  custody  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  to  be  expended  or  retained  by  them  for  and  in  behalf  of  the 
town  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public  library  and 
reading  room,  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  each  or  any  dona- 
tion or  bequest  accepted  by  the  town. 

Sect.  5.  In  every  town  which  shall,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  at  its  annual  town  meeting  or  at  a  legal  town  meeting  appointed 
and  notified  for  that  purpose  by  the  selectmen,  so  direct,  the  board  of 
trustees  shall,  in  addition  to  the  officers  named  in  section  two  of  this 
act,  elect  from  among  their  own  number  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give  a 
bond  to  the  town  similar  to  the  bond  given  by  the  town  treasurer,  for 
such  an  amount  and  with  such  sureties  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the 
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selectmen ;  and  nntil  a  town  directs  otherwise  the  town  treasurer  shall 
act  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Sbct.  6.  The  trastees  shall  make  an  explicit  report  to  the  town  at 
each  annual  town  meeting  of  all  their  receipts  and  expenditures,  and 
of  all  the  property  of  the  town  in  their  care  and  custody,  including  a 
statement  of  any  unexpended  balance  of  money  they  may  have,  and 
of  any  bequests  or  donations  they  may  have  received  and  are  hold- 
ing in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  such  recommendations  in  reference  to 
the  same  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  town  to  consider. 

Sect.  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with 
library  associations,  nor  with  any  library  that  is  or  may  be  organized 
and  managed  under  special  act  of  the  legislature. 

Sect.  8.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.     [^Approved 

May  4,  ISSSJ] 

1880. 

An  Act  relatingr  to  the  election,  powers  and  duties  of  trastees  of  ftree 
public  libraries  and  reading  rooms  In  towns. 

[Acts  of  18S9,  chapter  112.] 
Be  U  enacUd^  e^c,  cujollaws: 

Section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  in  lines  two  and  three  the  words  '^  not  exceeding  nine  in  all," 
BO  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  2.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall 
consist  of  any  number  of  persons  divisible  by  three  which  the  town 
may  decide  to  elect,  one-third  thereof  to  be  elected  annually  and  to 
continue  in  office  for  three  years,  except  that  the  town  shall  first  elect 
one-third  of  the  trustees  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years  and 
one-third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one-third  the  number  an- 
nually for  the  term  of  three  years.  No  person  shall  be  ineligible  to 
serve  upon  said  board  of  trustees  by  reason  of  sex.  Such  board  of 
trastees  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  organize  annually  by  the 
choice  of  a  chairman  and  secretary  from  their  own  number :  provided^ 
any  town  having  a  free  public  library  which  has  heretofore  elected  a 
board  of  trustees  to  manage  the  same  consisting  of  a  number  divisible 
by  three,  and  has  heretofore  elected  annually  one-third  of  said  board 
for  three  years,  may  continue  to  elect  annually  one-third  of  said 
board,  and  the  trustees  in  office  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  term 
for  which  they  were  elected  shall  expire  unless  the  town  shall  vote 
otherwise.     [Approved  March  14^  1889.'\ 
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1890. 

An  Act  to  promote  the  establishment  and  efflolency   of  free  public 

libraries. 

[Acts  of  1890,  chapter  347.] 
Be  it  enacted^  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council  shall  appoint  five  persons,  residents  of  the  Commonwealth, 
who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  library  commissioners.  The  governor 
shall  designate  the  chairman  thereof.  One  member  of  said  board 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  one  for  four  years,  one 
for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year ;  and  there- 
after the  term  of  ofi^ce  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  five  years.  All 
vacancies  on  said  board,  whether  occurring  by  expiration  of  term  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  council. 

Sect.  2.  The  librarian  or  trustees  of  any  free  public  library  may 
ask  said  board  for  advice  in  regard  to  the  selection  of  books,  the 
cataloguing  of  books  and  any  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  main- 
tenance or  administration  of  the  library;  and  the  board  shall  give 
such  advice  in  regard  to  said  matters  as  it  shall  find  practicable. 
The  board  shall  make  a  report  of  its  doings  to  the  general  court  in 
January  of  each  year,  and  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  said  report  shall 
be  printed  as  one  of  the  public  document  series. 

Sect.  3.  Said  board  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  expend, 
upon  the  application  of  the  board  of  library  trustees  of  any  town  hav- 
ing no  free  public  library  owned  and  controlled  by  the  town,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  books  for  any  such  town 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act ;  such  books  to  be  used  by  said 
trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  free  public  library,  and  said 
commissioners  shall  select  and  purchase  all  books  to  be  provided  as 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  4.  No  town  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  until 
such  town  has  accepted  the  provisions  hereof  at  a  regularly  called 
town  meeting,  and  has  elected  a  board  of  library  trustees  as  pro- 
vided in  chapter  three  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  until  said  trustees  shall  have 
provided^  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  commissioners, 
for  the  care,  custody  and  distribution  of  the  books  furnished  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  act. 

Sect.  5.  Any  town  accepting  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
annually  appropriate  from  the  dog  tax,  or  shall  otherwise  annually 
provide  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public  library,  a  sum 
not  less  than  fifty  dollars  if  its  last  assessed  valuation  was  one  million 
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dollars  or  upward,  or  a  sam  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  if  said 
Talnation  was  less  than  one  million  and  not  less  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  a  sum  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars  if 
said  valuation  was  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  6.  No  member  of  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  receive 
any  compensation,  but  the  board  may  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars  annually  for  clerical  assistance  and  incidental 
and  necessary  expenses  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties ;  and  all  sums 
expended  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the 
treasury  after  the  bills  therefor  have  been  approved  by  the  board  and 
sent  to  the  auditor  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  certify  to  the 
governor  and  council  the  amount  due  as  in  case  of  all  other  bills  and 
accounts  approved  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  law. 

Sect.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [^Approved 
May  28, 1890.'] 

1802. 
[Acts  of  1882,  chapter  256.] 
Be  it  enactedy  etc,  as  follows : 

The  board  of  library  commissioners  may  expend  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  books  for  the  free  public  library  of  any  town 
whose  valuation  does  not  exceed  six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which 
maintained  a  free  library  before  the  passage  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  forty-seven  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety, 
and  which  has  fully  complied  or  hereafter  fully  complies  with  the 
provisions  of  said  act. 
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1882. 

[Public  Statntefl,  chapter  40.] 

Law  Libraries. 

Section  1.  Law  library  associations  heretofore  organized  in  any 
county  except  Suffolk  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
relating  to  such  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  The  attorneys  at  law  admitted  to  practice  in  the  courts 
of  the  commonwealth,  and  resident  in  a  county  for  which  there  is  no 
law  library  association,  may  organize  themselves  by  the  name  of  the 
Law  Library  Association  for  such  county ;  and,  when  so  organized, 
shall  be  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  holding  and  managing  the 
law  library  belonging  to  the  county,  and  may  adopt  by-laws  for  that 
purpose,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  justices  of  the  superior  court. 

Sect.  8.  The  clerk  of  the  courts  in  any  county  in  which  no  such 
association  has  been  organized  may,  upon  the  application  of  seven 
attorneys  at  law  resident  therein,  call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
Buch  organization  by  posting  up  notifications  thereof  in  some  con- 
yen  lent  place  in  any  court-house  of  the  county ;  which  meeting  shall 
be  held  during  the  term  of  the  superior  court  commencing  next  after 
ten  days  from  the  time  of  posting  up  such  notification.  The  clerk 
shall  preside  at  such  meeting  until  a  clerk  of  the  association  is  chosen. 

Sect.  4.  The  ofiScers  of  such  an  association  shall  be  a  clerk,  treas- 
urer, and  librarian,  and  their  duties  shall  be  defined  by  the  by-laws. 

Sect.  5.  Every  inhabitant  of  a  county  in  which  such  association 
is  organized  may  use  the  books  in  the  library,  subject  to  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  association  with  the  approval  of 
the  superior  court. 

Town  and  City  Libraries. 

Sect.  9.  Any  town  or  city  may  establish  and  maintain  a  public 
library  therein,  with  or  without  branches,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  may  provide  suitable  rooms  therefor,  under  such  regula- 
tions for  its  government  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town  or  by  the  city  council. 
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Sect.  10.  Any  town  may  at  a  legal  meeting  grant  and  vote  money 
for  the  establishment,  maintenance,  or  increase  of  a  public  library 
therein,  and  for  erecting  or  providing  saitable  buildings  or  rooms 
therefor ;  and  may  receive,  bold,  and  manage  any  device,  bequest, 
or  donation  for  the  establishment.  Increase,  or  maintenance  of  any 
such  library. 

Sect.  11.  The  city  government  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a 
town,  in  which  there  is  a  public  library  owned  and  maintained  by  such 
city  or  town,  may  place  in  such  library,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants, 
such  books,  reports,  and  laws  as  have  been  or  may  be  received  from 
the  commonwealth. 

Appropriation  of  Monet  for  Libraries. 

Section  10  of  chapter  27  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  that  the 
towns  may  at  legal  meetings  grant  and  vote  such  sums  as  they  judge 
necessary  for  maintaining  any  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants 
are  allowed  free  access  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  books  on  the 
premises,  and  for  establishing  and  maintaining  a  public  reading-room, 
in  connection  with  and  under  the  control  of  the  manager  of  such 
library. 

The  Dog  Tax. 

Section  107  of  chapter  102  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  that  the 
money  received  for  dog  licenses  and  refunded  to  the  towns  shall  be 
expended  for  the  support  of  public  libraries  or  schools. 

Defacing  Books,  Papers,  etc. 

Section  79  of  chapter  203  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  that 
whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and  without  cause  writes 
upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book,  plate,  picture,  en- 
graving or  statue  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  library, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceeding  six  months. 

1883. 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  wllftil  detention  of  books,  newspapersi  maga- 
Bines,  pamphleta  or  manuBcrlpts  of  certain  libraries. 

[Acts  of  1883,  chapter  77.] 
Be  it  enacted^  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause  detains  any  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  or 
manuscript  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  or  incor- 
porated library,  for  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writing,  from  the 
librarian  of  such  library,  given  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  which 
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by  the  regulRtioos  of  Bach  library,  such  book,  newspaper,  magazine, 
pamphlet,  or  manascript  may  be  kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  jail  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Sect.  2.  The  notice  required  by  the  foregoing  section  shall  bear 
upon  its  face  a  copy  of  this  act. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  I  Approved 
March  24, 1883,'] 

An  Act  for  the  better  protection  of  property  of  certain  libraries. 

[Acts  of  1883,  chapter  81  ] 

Be  ii  enacled^  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-nine  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
three  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  —  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and  without 
cause  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book,  plate, 
picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  manuscript, 
or  statue  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  or  incorpo- 
rated library,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  Jail  not  exceeding 
six  months. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  {^Approved 
March  24,  1883.'] 

1885. 

An  Act  to  protect  persons  uBinff  public  libraries  firom  disturbanoe. 

[Acts  of  1885,  chapter  225.  ] 

Be  it  enacted^  eic.^  as  follows : 

Whoever  wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  library  or 
reading  room  connected  therewith  by  making  a  noise  or  in  any  other 
manner  during  the  time  in  which  such  library  or  reading  room  is  open 
to  the  public,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  days,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  [^Approved 
May  12,  1885.] 

1888. 

An  Act  concernlniT  the  election  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  trustees 
of  free  public  libraries  or  of  free  public  libraries  and  reading 
rooms.  In  towns. 

[Acts  of  1888,  chapter  304.] 

Be  U  enacted^  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Every  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  library  or  free  public  library  and  reading  room 
that  is  owned  by  the  town,  shall  at  its  annual  meeting,  or  at  a  legal  town 
meeting  appointed  and  notified  for  that  purpose  by  the  selectmen,  elect 
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a  board  of  trastees,  except  in  cases  where  such  library  has  been  or 
may  be  acquired  by  the  town,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  some  donation 
or  bequest  containing  other  conditions  or  provisions  for  the  elections 
of  its  trustees  or  for  its  care  and  management,  which  conditions  have 
been  accepted  and  agreed  to  by  vote  of  the  town. 

[Section  2  amended  by  chapter  112,  Acts  of  1889.] 

SsoT.  2.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  any  number  of 
persons  divisible  by  three  not  exceeding  nine  in  all  which  the  town 
may  decide  to  elect,  one-third  thereof  to  be  elected  annually  and  to 
continue  in  office  for  three  years,  except  that  the  town  shall  first  elect 
one- third  of  the  trustees  for  one  year,  one- third  for  two  years  and 
one- third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one-third  the  number  anna- 
ally  for  the  term  of  three  years.  No  person  shall  be  ineligible  to 
serve  upon  said  board  of  trustees  by  reason  of  sex.  Such  board  of 
trustees  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  organize  annually  by  the 
choice  of  a  chairman  and  secretary  from  their  own  number. 

Sect.  3.  If  any  person  elected  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
after  being  duly  notified  of  his  election  in  the  manner  in  which  town 
officers  are  required  to  be  notified,  refuses  or  neglects  to  accept  said 
office,  or  if  any  member  declines  further  service,  or  from  change  of 
residence  or  otherwise,  becomes  unable  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  the 
board,  the  remaining  members  shall  in  writing  give  notice  of  the  fact 
to  the  selectmen  of  the  town,  and  the  two  boards  may  thereupon, 
after  giving  public  uotice  of  at  least  one  week,  proceed  to  fill  such 
vacancy  until  the  next  annual  town  meeting ;  and  a  majority  of  the 
ballots  of  persons  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election. 

Sect.  4.  The  trustees  so  elected  by  the  town  shall  have  the  entire 
custody  and  management  of  the  library  and  reading-room  and  all  prop- 
erty owned  by  the  town  relating  thereto ;  and  all  money  raised  or 
appropriated  by  the  town  for  its  support  and  maiutenance,  and  all 
money  or  property  that  the  town  may  receive  by  donation  from  any 
source,  or  by  bequest,  in  behalf  of  said  free  public  library  and  read- 
ing room,  shall  be  placed  in  the  care  and  custody  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  to  be  expended  or  retained  by  them  for  and  in  behalf  of  the 
town  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public  library  and 
reading  room,  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  each  or  any  dona- 
tion or  bequest  accepted  by  the  town. 

Sect.  5.  In  every  town  which  shall,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  at  its  annual  town  meeting  or  at  a  legal  town  meeting  appointed 
and  notified  for  that  purpose  by  the  selectmen,  so  direct,  the  board  of 
trustees  shall,  in  addition  to  the  officers  named  in  section  two  of  this 
act,  elect  from  among  their  own  number  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give  a 
bond  to  the  town  similar  to  the  bond  given  by  the  town  treasurer,  for 
such  an  amount  and  with  such  sureties  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the 
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selectmen  ;  and  antil  a  town  directs  otherwise  the  town  treasurer  shall 
act  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Sect.  6.  The  trustees  shall  make  an  explicit  report  to  the  town  at 
each  annual  town  meeting  of  all  their  receipts  and  expenditures,  and 
of  all  the  property  of  the  town  in  their  care  and  custody,  including  a 
statement  of  any  unexpended  balance  of  money  they  may  have,  and 
of  any  bequests  or  donations  they  may  have  received  and  are  hold- 
ing in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  such  recommendations  in  reference  to 
the  same  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  town  to  consider. 

Sect.  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with 
library  associations,  nor  with  any  library  that  is  or  may  be  organized 
and  managed  under  special  act  of  the  legislature. 

Sect.  8.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.     [^Approved

1889. 

An  Act  relatingr  to  the  election,  powers  and  duties  of  trusteea  of  tree 
publlo  libraries  and  reading  rooms  In  towns. 

[Actt  of  1889,  chapter  112.] 
Be  U  enacted^  etc,^  asjolhws : 

Section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  in  lines  two  and  three  the  words  '^  not  exceeding  nine  in  all," 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  2.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall 
consist  of  any  number  of  persons  divisible  by  three  which  the  town 
may  decide  to  elect,  one-third  thereof  to  be  elected  annually  and  to 
continue  in  office  for  three  years,  except  that  the  town  shall  first  elect 
one-third  of  the  trustees  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years  and 
one-third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one-third  the  number  an- 
nually for  the  term  of  three  years.  No  person  shall  be  ineligible  to 
serve  upon  said  board  of  trustees  by  reason  of  sex.  Such  board  of

for  three  years,  may  continue  to  elect  annually  one-third  of  said 
board,  and  the  trustees  in  office  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  term 
for  which  they  were  elected  shall  expire  unless  the  town  shall  vote 
otherwise.     [^Approved  March  14^  1889."] 
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1890. 

An  Act  to  promote  the  establishment  and  efficiency   of  tree  public 

libraries. 

[Acts  of  1890,  chapter  347.] 
Be  U  enacted^  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council  shall  appoint  five  persons,  residents  of  the  Commonwealth, 
who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  library  commissioners.  The  governor 
shall  designate  the  chairman  thereof.  One  member  of  said  board 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  one  for  four  years,  one 
for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year ;  and  there- 
after the  term  of  office  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  five  years.  All 
vacancies  on  said  board,  whether  occurring  by  expiration  of  term  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  council. 

Sect.  2.  The  librarian  or  trustees  of  any  free  public  library  may 
ask  said  board  for  advice  in  regard  to  the  selection  of  books,  the 
cataloguing  of  books  and  any  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  main- 
tenance or  administration  of  the  library;  and  the  board  shall  give 
such  advice  in  regard  to  said  matters  as  it  shall  find  practicable. 
The  board  shall  make  a  report  of  its  doings  to  the  general  court  in 
January  of  each  year,  and  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  said  report  shall 
be  printed  as  one  of  the  public  document  series. 

Sect.  3.  Said  board  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  expend, 
upon  the  application  of  the  board  of  library  trustees  of  any  town  hav- 
ing no  free  public  library  owned  and  controlled  by  the  town,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  books  for  any  such  town 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act ;  such  books  to  be  used  by  said 
trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  free  public  library,  and  said 
commissioners  shall  select  and  purchase  all  books  to  be  provided  as 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  4.  No  town  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  until 
such  town  has  accepted  the  provisions  hereof  at  a  regularly  called 
town  meeting,  and  has  elected  a  board  of  library  trustees  as  pro- 
vided in  chapter  three  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  until  said  trustees  shall  have 
provided',  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  commissioners, 
for  the  care,  custody  and  distribution  of  the  books  furnished  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  act. 

Sect.  5.  Any  town  accepting  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
annually  appropriate  from  the  dog  tax,  or  shall  otherwise  annually 
provide  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public  library,  a  sum 
not  less  than  fifty  dollars  if  its  last  assessed  valuation  was  one  million 
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dollars  or  upward,  or  a  sam  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  if  said 
Talaation  was  less  than  one  million  and  not  less  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  a  sum  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars  if 
said  Taluation  was  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
Sect.  6.  No  member  of  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  receive 
any  compensation,  but  the  board  may  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars  annually  for  clerical  assistance  and  incidental 
and  necessary  expenses  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties ;  and  all  sums 
expended  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the

treasury  after  the  bills  therefor  have  been  approved  by  the  board  and 
sent  to  the  auditor  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  certify  to  the 
governor  and  council  the  amount  due  as  in  case  of  all  other  bills  and 
accounts  approved  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  law. 

Sect.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [^Approved 
May  28, 1890.']

Additional  State  Aid  to  Small  Libraries. 
The  following  law  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1900  :  — 

[Cbapteb  233.] 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Board  op  Free  Public  Library  Com- 
missioners TO  PURCHASE  BOOKS  FOR  THE  FrEE  PuBLIC  LIBRARIES 

OF  Certain  Towns. 
Be  it  enacUdy  etc^  as  follows : 

The  board  of  free  pu'blic  library  commissioners  may  expend,  in 
sach  amooDts  and  at  such  times  as  they  deem  expedient,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  every 
free  public  library  owned  and  controlled  by  a  town  the  valuation  of 
which  does  not  exceed  six  hundred  thousand  dollars :  provided,  that 
the  town  shall  have  complied  with  all  laws  relative  to  the  maintenance 
of  such  library,  and  that  the  trustees  of  the  library  shall  provide,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  board,  for  the  distribution  of  books  in  different 
parts  of  the  town  where  such  distribution  is  necessary,  by  means  of 
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branch  libraries  or  deliveries,  and  for  practical  and  effective  means 
of  rendering  the  library  useful  to  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  the 
public  schools  in  such  town.     ^Approved  April  13 y  1900. "] 

Applications  by  the  trustees  of  free  public  libraries  affected 
by  the  above  law  will  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  received.  All  such  applications  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
full  statement  of  the  condition  and  usefulness  of  the  library, 
specifying  the  whole  number  of  books  loaned  for  home  read- 
ing during  the  last  year  recorded,  the  amount  appropriated 
from  the  town  treasury  (giving  dog  tax)  for  library  support 
during  each  of  the  last  two  financial  years,  and  a  description 
of  the  methods  used,  if  any,  to  help  the  public  schools  and 
afford  library  privileges  to  outlying  neighborhoods. 

The  purpose  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  passage  of  this  act 
was  to  widen  and  strengthen  the  usefulness  of  the  libraries  to 
the  home  and  the  school,  to  bring  good  books  as  near  as  possi- 
ble to  every  fireside,  and  to  enrich  and  amplify  the  curriculum 
of  the  schools.  It  is  expected  that  the  towns  will  cordially  co- 
operate with  the  commission  in  the  effort  to  fully  realize  this 
purpose,  and  seek  to  do  all  that  has  not  already  been  done  to 
bring  the  library  in  living  touch  with  the  life  of  the  household 
and  the  school.  In  furtherance  of  this  purpose,  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  commission  to  furnish  mainly  such  books  as  are 
attractive,  interesting  and  instructive,  especially  to  young 
people,  and  only  a  limited  quantity  of  fiction.

Gifts  to,  and  Notes  from,  the  Libraries. 

The  following  information  relative  to  individual  libraries  has 
been  gathered  from  all  available  sources,  and  gives  in  detail 
some  idea  of  the  general  interest  in  library  work  and  the  kindly 
aid  given  the  libraries  in  many  ways  :  — 


Amesbury.  The  new  library  building  upon  Maia  Street  is  under 
contract  to  be  ready  for  public  use  May  1,  1901.  It  is  two- 
storied,  62  by  37  feet,  with  a  fire-proof  stack  wing  40  by  37 
feet,  having  a  capacity  for  45,000  volumes.  The  construction 
is  of  moulded  cream-colored  brick  with  limestone  trimmings,  the 
interior  finish  being  of  oak  throughout.  The  newspaper  room 
will  occupy  a  pai*t  of  the  basement.  On  the  first  floor  are  the 
delivery,  reference,  reading,  children's  and  librarian's  rooms. 
The  second  story  is  given  to  the  art  and  natural  history  rooms. 
The  cost  of  the  building  is  $22,000 ;  of  the  lot,  $5,500.  The 
residuary  estate  of  the  late  Mary  A.  Barnard  amounts  to  $32,- 
468.77,  of  which  $10,000  was  bequeathed  as  a  permanent  fund, 
the  income  to  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  books,  and  the  bal- 
ance was  left  as  a  building  fund.  The  Hannah  C.  Hubbard 
bequest  of  $5,000  for  a  building  is  also  now  available,  and  the 
town  has  voted  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  same  purpose. 

AsHBT.  Mr.  Edwin  Chapman,  a  Boston  merchant  whose  home  is  in 
Ashby,  has  bought  a  lot  and  will  in  the  spring  erect  upon  it  a 
library  building,  to  cost  between  $20,000  and  $30,000,  as  a  gift 
to  the  town.  Mr.  Chapman's  business  partner,  Mr.  Amos  F. 
Adams,  in  1895  gave  his  native  town,  Chelmsford,  its  beauti- 
ful library. 
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Barnstable.  The  Free  Library  Association  of  Hyannis  has  received 
$75  for  the  purchase  of  books,  being  the  net  proceeds  of  an 
entertainment  given  for  that  purpose.  This  library  club's  build- 
ing serves  as  a  delivery  station  of  the  Sturgis  Free  Library, 
receiving  twenty-five  books  at  a  time,  exchangeable  every  six 
weeks. 

Boston.  Mrs.  Lewis,  who  a  few  years  ago  gave  the  public  library  a 
valuable  collection  of  Americana,  which,  in  honor  of  her  husband, 
is  called  the  John  A.  Lewis  Library,  has  added  to  her  benefaction 
the  sum  of  $200  for  the  purchase  of  certain  rare  books  and  man- 
uscripts relating  to  American  history.  The  late  Abram  Cutter, 
bookseller,  of  Charlestown,  bequeathed  to  the  public  library  the 
sum  of  $4,000  and  his  private  library.  Judge  Mellen  Chamber- 
lain supplemented  his  previous  generous  gifts  to  the  library 
by  the  bequest  of  his  collection  of  autographs,  photc^aphs, 
genealogical,  personal  and  family  papers,  besides  many  books 
and  pamphlets  bearing  the  autographs  of  distiuguished  original 
owners.  By  the  will  of  Daniel  Sharpe  Ford,  late  editor  and 
owner  of  the  "  Youth's  Companion,"  the  Boston  Public  Library 
receives  a  legacy  of  $6,000.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  promised  an 
annual  gift  of  $100  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the 
increase  of  the  Galatea  collection,  relating  to  the  social,  educa- 
tional and  industrial  progress  of  woman.  Mrs.  Rufus  W.  Gris- 
wold  of  Bangor,  Me.,  has  given  a  collection  of  letters  belonging 
to  her  husbaud,  including  many  from  literary  celebrities  with 
whom  he  had  correspondence.  Col.  T.  W.  Higginson  presented 
to  the  library  an  interesting  collection  of  letters  written  by  John 
Brown.  On  March  26  a  bust  of  Wendell  Phillips,  by  Martin 
Millmore,  was  presented  by  the  Wendell  Phillips  Memorial 
Association. 

Canton.  Mr.  Augustus  Hemenway,  one  of  Canton's  most  prom- 
inent citizens,  has  selected  and  purchased  an  admirable  lot  for 
a  public  library  building,  and  is  having  plans  prepared,  with 
the  intention  of  beginning  the  erection  of  the  structure  very 
soon. 

Conway.  The  Field  Memorial  Library  was  incorporated  by  the  Leg- 
islature of  1900  for  the  purpose  of  administering  the  gift  of  Mr. 
Marshall  Field.  The  act  provides  for  a  self -perpetuating  board 
of  five  members,  which  may  hold  property  to  the  amount  of 
$200,000.  The  corner-stone  of  a  building,  which  is  to  cost 
about  $100,000,  and  serve  as  a  memorial  to  John  and  Fidelia 
Nash  Field,  the  parents  of  the  donor,  was  laid  with  due  cere- 
mony on  the  4th  of  July  last. 
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Dracut.  The  Dracat  Library,  just  established  and  opened  for  use 
on  December  8,  is  placed  in  a  well-lighted  upper  room  of  a 
school-house,  which  has  been  reconstructed  and  tastefully  fur- 
nished for  reading  room  and  library  purposes,  lighted  with  gas 
and  heated  by  a  furnace.  The  Molly  Varnum  Chapter,  D.  A.  R., 
Mrs.  H.  M.  Thompson,  regent,  has  announced  its  intention  to 
give  the  library  a  collection  of  books  relating  to  the  American 
Revolution,  as  a  memorial  to  the  wife  of  Brig. -Gen.  James 
Mitchell  Varnum,  a  native  of  Dracut,  who  did  honorable  service 
in  the  war  for  independence.  The  library  is  open  on  Saturdays. 
It  has  at  the  start  over  800  volumes  upon  the  shelves.  The 
chairman  of  the  trustees  is  Mr.  S.  R.  Kitchen,  and  the  librarian, 
who  is  also  secretary  of  the  tinistees,  is  Miss  Amy  Goodhue. 

Dudley.  The  new  library  building  is  located  in  the  village  of  Chase- 
ville.  The  town  voted  $2,500  for  the  building,  and  the  Stevens 
Linen  Works  gave  the  site.  The  construction  is  of  brick  with 
marble  trimmings,  the  structure  being  one-storied  above  the 
basement. 

DuxBURT.  Mrs.  George  W.  Wright  proposes  to  build  a  fire-proof 
stack  room  as  an  addition  to  the  library ;  or,  if  it  should  be  de- 
cided to  be  more  feasible,  to  substitute  a  more  permanent  structp 
ure  for  the  present  building,  which  is  a  wooden  dwelling  adapted 
for  library  purposes.  The  present  edifice,  with  the  grounds 
about  it,  was  Mrs.  Wright's  gift  to  the  town  in  1889,  as  a 
memorial  to  her  son,  George  Buckham  Wright. 

Falmouth.  Mr.  D.  Wheeler  Swift  of  Worcester,  a  native  of  West 
Falmouth,  whose  gifts  to  the  West  Falmouth  Library  last  year 
amounted  to  $550,  has  this  year  fitted  up  and  furnished  a  room 
in  the  basement  of  the  library  building  for  social  meetings,  at  a 
cost  of  between  $300  and  $400,  and  added  the  sum  of  $600  to 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  library  association. 

Freetown.  The  village  of  East  Freetown,  being  seven  miles  distant 
from  the  town  library,  derived  little  benefit  therefrom.  An 
association  was  therefore  organized  in  1896  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  circulating  library.  The  following  year  this  library 
was  made  free,  the  town  having  voted  an  appropriation  for  its 
support.  It  now  possesses  over  400  books,  and  receives  $50 
annually  from  the  town  treasury.  The  management  is  by  five 
directors,  chosen  by  the  association. 

Gloucester.  A  substantial  brick,  two-storied  building,  attractively 
furnished,  has  been  erected  and  offered  to  the  city  by  Rev.  J.  J. 
Healy  of  St.  Anne's  Catholic  Church.  It  adjoins  the  parochial 
residence,  which  is  centrally  located.     Over  the  entrance  is  a 
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tablet  inscribed  *'Free  City  Library."  Father  Healy  asks  the 
city  to  accept  the  building,  guaranteeing  the  perpetual  support 
of  a  free  public  library  therein. 

Grafton.  The  late  Arthur  B.  McLellan,  a  Boston  lawyer,  has  left 
a  contingent  bequest  of  $2,500  to  the  free  library  in  his  native 
town  of  Grafton,  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books,  to  form 
what  will  be  known  as  the  '*  McLellan  collection." 

Granville.  An  attractive  library  building  is  nearing  completion  in 
Granville.  It  includes  also  a  lecture  hall  and  convenient  rooms 
for  social  meetings.  The  construction  is  of  cream-colored  brick 
above  a  stone  basement,  with  terra-cotta  and  Longmeadow  stone 
trimmings.  The  Hon.  Milton  B.  Whitney  of  Westfield,  a  native 
of  Granville,  contributed  $5,000  for  the  building,  and  about 
$6,000  was  collected  by  a  ladies'  club.  The  library  is  located 
in  Granville  Corner,  the  business  centre  of  the  town,  but  pro- 
vision will  be  made  for  delivery  of  books  at  East  and  West 
Granville. 

Groveland.  By  the  burning,  on  April  26,  of  the  business  block  in 
which  a  room  was  leased  for  library  purposes,  about  two-thirds 
of  the  books,  2,200,  were  destroyed.  The  card  catalogue  and 
some  furniture  were  saved,  and  there  was  an  insurance  of  $1,000, 
which  was  satisfactorily  adjusted.  The  library  was  reopened  in 
temporary  quarters  July  7,  and  has  now  been  returned  to  its 
former  location,  the  burned  building  having  been  reconstructed, 
with  1,800  volumes  upon  its  shelves.  Capt.  J.  G.  B.  Adams, 
the  late  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Massachusetts  LegislaturCi  has 
remembered  his  native  town  in  his  will  by  a  bequest  of  $5,000 
for  the  benefit  of  its  public  library.  This  does  not  become 
available,  however,  until  after  the  decease  of  his  widow. 

Halifax.  A  few  of  the  residents  in  the  northern  part  of  Halifax 
have  privileges  in  the  new  Cobb  Library  at  Bryantville.  (See 
Pembroke.) 

Hanover.  The  will  of  John  Curtis  of  Wellesley,  who  died  April  17, 
1900,  contains  a  bequest  of  $15,000  for  the  erection  of  a  library 
building  in  Hanover.  The  gift  of  2,000  volumes  by  Mr.  Curtis 
in  1888  was  the  foundation  of  the  Hanover  Public  Library, 
and  it  was  named  in  his  honor,  the  John  Curtis  Free  Library. 
About  a  year  ago  he  added  $4,000  to  his  previous  benefaction 
to  the  institution. 

Hanson.  A  library  building  has  been  presented  to  the  neighborhood 
of  Bryantville  by  Mrs.  Rozilla  Cobb.      (See  Pembroke.) 

Haverhill.  The  public  library  building  has  been  improved  by 
extensive  alterations  and  repairs,  amounting  in  some  rooms  to 
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reconstruction,  thus  making  possible  the  establishment  of  a  spe- 
cial children's  department  and  a  newspaper  reading  room,  besides 
adding  other  much-needed  conveniences. 

HoLYOKE.  The  new  library  building  stands  upon  one  side  of  a 
spacious  square,  the  other  side  of  which  is  reserved  for  an  art 
museum.  The  land,  valued  at  $100,000,  was  given  to  the  city 
by  the  Holyoke  Water  Power  Company.  The  material  of  con- 
struction is  Indiana  limestone  and  light-colored  brick,  the  roof 
being  tiled.  The  plan  is  T-shaped,  with  a  basement  and  two 
floors  above.  The  main  entrance  on  the  centre  of  the  front 
fa9ade  is  from  a  portico  supported  by  six  stone  columns,  and 
leads  into  a  central  rotunda  open  to  the  roof,  around  which  at 
the  second  story  is  a  balcony.  The  two  wings  contain  on  the 
main  floor  periodical  and  reading  rooms,  and  on  the  floor  above 
art  rooms.  There  is  a  lecture  room  over  the  central  stack  floors, 
which  are  three  in  number.  The  children's  room  is  in  the  base- 
ment and  has  a  special  side  enti'ance.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  next  summer.  The  esti- 
mated cost  is  $83,000,  which  amount  has  been  raised  by  sub- 
scription. The  principal  donors  were:  William  Skinner, 
$10,000;  William  Whiting,  $10,000;  J.  Pierpont  Morgan, 
$10,000;  Julius  H.  Appleton,  $5,000;  Farr  Alpaca  Company, 
$5,000;  Parsons  Paper  Company,  $3,000;  Edward  P.  Bagg, 
$2,000. 

HuBBARDSTON.     The  late  Jonas  G.  Clark,  founder  of  Clark  University 
in  Worcester,  left  a  bequest  of  $500  to  the  Hubbardston  Library. 
*  Mr.  Clark  was  a  native  of  Hubbardston,  and  the  library  building, 
erected  in  1875,  was  his  gift  to  the  town. 

Leicester.  During  the  past  two  years  Hon.  John  E.  Russell  has 
given  the  trustees  of  the  free  library  $250  each  year,  upon  con- 
dition that  it  should  be  opened  to  the  public  during  the  fore- 
noons of  each  day  except  Sunday ;  his  object  being  to  give 
greater  opportunity  for  the  use  of  the  reading  and  reference 
rooms  at  those  hours  of  the  day,  when  they  are  free  from  the 
bustle  often  inseparable  from  the  management  of  the  circulating 
department. 

Lunenburg.  The  public  library  has  an  unknown  benefactor,  who 
annually  contributes  $100  to  its  funds  for  the  purchase  of  such 
books  as  the  trustees  would  not  feel  authorized,  for  prudential 
reasons,  to  buy  with  the  income  derived  from  taxation. 

Lynn.  The  beautiful  new  building  of  the  public  library  was  opened 
for  use  April  2.  It  is  of  gray  Indiana  limestone,  richly  deco- 
rated, in  Corinthian  style  of  architecture,  with  columns,  marble 
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stairways  and  mosaic  flooi's.  The  total  cost  was  about  $241 ,000, 
the  chief  contribution  being  the  $80,000  bequest  of  Mrs.  William 
Shute.  The  stack  room  provides  room  for  200,000  volumes. 
Charles  W.  Bubier  of  Providence  has  presented  to  the  library  a 
copy  in  Carrara  marble  of  the  Venus  of  Milo,  as  a  memorial  to 
his  wife. 

Milton.  The  late  Roger  Wolcott  has  left  by  will  $2,000  to  the 
trustees  of  the  Milton  Public  Library. 

Nantucket.  The  Athenaeum  opened  its  doors  to  the  public  as  a  free 
library  early  in  April.  During  nearly  three-quarters  of  a  cen- 
tury, its  useful  life  as  a  proprietary  library,  it  has  had  but  two 
librarians.  Prof.  Maria  Mitchell  until  1856,  and  Miss  Sarah  F. 
Barnard,  the  present  incumbent. 

Natick.  The  Morse  Institute  Library  is  a  beneficiary,  to  the  amount 
of  $5,000,  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Maria  Hayes  of  Natick.  Her  be- 
quest is  to  constitute  a  perpetual  fund,  the  income  being  devoted 
to  the  running  expenses  of  the  institute. 

Nbwburyport.  The  gifts  of  1900  to  the  public  library  amount  to 
$34,000.  The  bequest  of  Edward  S.  Moseley  of  Newburyport 
is  $5,000;  that  of  Abram  Cutter  of  Charlestown,  $4,000. 
John  Rand  Spring  of  San  Francisco,  a  native  of  Newburyport, 
presented  the  library  with  $20,000,  which  has  been  invested  by 
the  city,  yielding  4  per  cent,  interest.  Hon.  William  C.  Todd, 
who  endowed  the  reading  room  with  a  fund  of  $10,000,  has 
added  $5,000  to  that  endowment. 

North  Adams.  Mr.  William  Arthur  Gallup  has  equipped  in  a  very 
tasteful  and  substantial  manner  the  children's  room  in  *the 
Houghton  Library. 

North  Andover.  By  the  will  of  J.  D.  W.  French,  a  Boston  mer- 
chant, the  North  Andover  Public  Library  receives  all  of  his 
private  library  except  the  works  upon  agriculture,  which  go  to 
the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  at  Amherst. 

Oxford.  Mr.  Charles  Lamed  of  Boston,  a  native  of  Oxford,  has 
offered  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  library  building  in  that 
town,  as  a  memorial  to  his  mother,  the  cost  of  the  building  to  be 
borne  two-thirds  by  him  and  one-third  by  the  town ;  the  entire 
cost  to  be  not  more  than  $18,000,  exclusive  of  the  land.  A  suit- 
•  able  lot  has  been  offered  as  a  site,  by  a  citizen  of  the  town. 

Pembroke.  A  new  library  was  formally  dedicated  at  Bryantville,  in 
December,  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Sheriff  Joseph  Cobb.  It  is 
the  gift  of  his  widow,  Mrs.  Rozilla  Cobb  of  Pembroke,  to  those 
dwelling  within  a  two-mile  limit  of  the  locality,  which  includes 
portions  of  Pembroke,  Hanson  and  Halifax.     Mrs.  Cobb's  bene- 
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faction  also  includes  1,200  volames  of  popular  literature,  but  as 
yet  no  provision  has  been  made  for  library  support  and  increase. 
The  management  is  in  the  hands  of  three  trustees,  appointees  of 
the  donor.     The  cost  of  the  building  was  $3,000. 

Peppebell.  The  Laurence  Library  building  is  completed  and  ready 
for  occupanoy.  It  is  the  gift  of  Charles  F.  Laurence,  a  New 
York  banker,  native  of  Pepperell,  who  at  his  decease  left  to  the 
town  $100,000,  together  with  his  private  collection  of  books 
and  works  of  art,  for  the  establishment  and  support  of  the  free 
library  and  an  art  gallery.  Half  of  the  bequest  he  devoted  to 
the  purchase  of  a  lot  and  the  erection  of  a  brick  and  iron  build  • 
ing,  $25,000  to  the  furnishings  and  books  and  $25,000  as  a 
permanent  maintenance  fund. 

Plymouth.  The  Loring  reading  room  is  a  new  and  tasteful  building, 
presented  to  the  Plymouth  Cordage  Company  and  its  operatives 
at  North  Plymouth  by  Augustus  Peabody  Loring,  in  memory  of 
his  father,  Caleb  William  Loring,  who  was  president  of  that 
corporation  from  1890  until  his  death  in  1897.  The  collection 
of  standard  authors  in  choice  bindings  is  also  the  gift  of  the 
Loring  family.  As  a  large  percentage  of  the  operatives  are  of 
German  and  Italian  descent,  many  of  the  best  books  in  those 
languages  fill  shelves  assigned  to  them.  The  reading  room  is 
open  every  day  in  the  week,  and  its  privileges  are  free  to  all 
operatives  of  the  company  and  their  families. 

QuiNCT.  Mr.  Albert  Crane  of  Stamford,  Conn.,  a  member  of  the 
family  which  presented  the  beautiful  Crane  Memorial  Library 
building  to  Quincy  in  1880,  has  recently  bought  a  lot  of 
land  adjoining  the  library  site  for  presentation  to  the  city. 
This  increases  the  Washington  Street  frontage  of  the  library 
lot  by  50  feet,  and  makes  needed  extension  of  the  building 
possible. 

Salem.  By  the  will  of  Walter  S  Dickson  of  Salem  the  sum  of 
$10,000  is  given  unconditionally  to  the  public  library,  and  it 
is  also  to  receive  one-fifth  of  the  remainder  of  his  estate,  after 
payment  of  specific  legacies. 

Sandwich.  The  public  library  has  received,  for  the  first  time  during 
its  existence,  a  legacy.  This  bequest  of  $500  is  from  the  late 
Miss  Martha  Hoxie,  and  is  for  the  purchase  of  books.  Mr. 
George  Marston  has  given  the  library  about  100  volumes. 

SoMEEViLLE.  A  spacious  wing  has  been  added  to  the  public  library, 
giving  room  for  new  departments  and  more  ample  floor  area  for 
the  old.  The  whole  building  has  undergone  thorough  repair, 
and  been  made  more  attractive  as  well  as  convenient.    The  chief 
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new  features  are  the  children's  and  the  newspaper  rooms.  Mrs. 
Harriet  Minot  Laughlin,  daughter  of  Isaac  Pitman  $  the  first 
librarian  of  the  Somerville  Public  Library,  has  added  to  previous 
generous  gifts  the  sum  of  84,000.  This  is  to  be  invested  as  a 
permanent  fund,  the  income  being  devoted  to  the  purchase  of 
works  of  art,  ''  illustrative,  decorative  or  otherwise."  This  is  to 
be  known  as  the  Isaac  Pitman  library  fund. 

Springfield.  The  early  death  of  David  Dwight  Wells  of  Norwich, 
Conn.,  will  hasten  the  division  of  the  large  estate  left  by  his 
father,  David  Ames  Wells,  who  died  two  yeara  ago ;  and,  as  this 
his  only  son  died  without  issue,  after  the  payment  of  about 
820,000  in  legacies,  two-thirds  of  the  remaining  estate  is  to  be 
divided  equally  between  Harvard  Univeraity,  Williams  College 
and  the  Springfield  City  Library. 

Sunderland.  A  library  building,  of  cream-colored  pressed  brick 
with  gray  sandstone  trimmings,  was  completed  in  November. 
The  construction  and  rich  furnishing  are  largely  due  to  the  gen- 
erosity of  Mr.  John  Long  Graves,  a  native  of  Sunderland,  whose 
contributioDS  amount  to  about  810,000.  The  foundation  of  the 
building  fund,  however,  was  the  gift  of  81?000  several  years 
ago  from  the  heirs  of  Mrs.  Judith  Montague  Cook.  The  town 
bought  the  site  for  the  building,  besides  appropriating  the  sum 
of  8500,  and  the  fund  was  further  increased  by  a  popular  sub- 
scription. 

Swansea.  The  new  library  building,  for  the  erection  of  which  Hon. 
Frank  S.  Stevens  left  a  bequest  of  810,000,  was  dedicated  on 
September  10,  with  the  customary  public  exercises.  This  is  the 
third  public  building  in  Swansea  erected  through  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  Stevens. 

Warwick.  Mrs.  Sarah  R.  Drury  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  left  a  bequest  of 
81,000  for  the  benefit  of  the  Warwick  Library,  creating  what  is 
to  be  known  as  the  "  Smith  fund,"  in  memory  of  Rev.  Preserved 
Smith,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the  Unitarian  Church  in  Warwick  from 
1814  to  1844.     Mrs.  Drury  was  his  daughter. 

Watertown.  The  free  public  library  will  receive  a  bequest  of 
81,000  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Benjamin  H.  Pierce  of  Water- 
town.     The  gift  is  without  restrictions. 

Wayland.  The  new  library  building  was  opened  for  book  delivery 
on  December  1.  It  is  an  attractive  edifice,  in  colonial  style, 
constructed  of  red  and  black  brick  with  granite  trimmings,  and 
cost  about  828,000,  which  was  the  amount  of  the  bequest 
received  from  the  estate  of  Warren  Gould  Roby,  who  also  gave 
the  site.     The  most  notable  features  of  the  plan  are  the  chil- 
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dren's  room  and  a  beaatifal  circular  reading  room  with  lofty 
ceiliDg  and  tastefully  ornate  decoration.  The  rooms  are  lighted 
with  acetylene  gas. 

Westfield.  The  Athenaeum  has  received  a  bequest  of  $5,000  from 
the  late  Addison  C.  Rand,  president  of  the  Rand  Drill  Company 
*  of  New  York,  who  was  bom  in  Westfield,  the  gift  being  without 
conditions.  Miss  Mary  H.  Bisbee  resigned  the  librarianship  in 
June,  1899,  being  succeeded  by  Mr.  George  Stockwell.  Two 
delivery  stations  have  been  established  during  the  past  year,  and 
a  bulletin  is  printed  monthly. 

Weston.  The  new  library  building  was  opened  for  use,  without  ded- 
icatory exercises,  Nov.  17,  1900.  It  is  a  pleasing  structure  of 
brick  and  stone,  without  very  marked  architectural  character- 
istics, being  in  effect  a  single  story  above  a  high,  well-lighted 
basement.  There  is  a  special  room  for  children,  and  the  books 
are  aiTanged  in  alcoves  freely  accessible  to  the  public.  The 
town  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  this  library  building  is  not  the  gift 
of  individuals,  but  has  been  paid  for  by  town  meeting  appropri- 
ations. The  cost  of  the  building  was  about  $40,000.  Mr.  Her- 
bert Merriam  has  presented  $1,000  to  the  library  as  a  permanent 
fund,  the  income  from  which  shall  be  used  in  the  purchase  of 
new  books.  His  father,  Mr.  Charles  Merriam,  was  one  of  the 
earliest  benefactors  of  the  library^ 

Westwood.  Through  the  generosity  of  a  public-spirited  citizen, 
Westwood  is  soon  to  have  a  library  building.  It  will  bear  the 
name  of  its  donor,  Mr.  Howard  Colburn. 

Weymouth.  The  Tufts  Library  has  received  $2,500  from  Amos  W. 
Stetson  of  Boston,  as  a  memorial  to  his  mother,  Susannah  Hunt 
Stetson,  a  native  of  Weymouth.  The  income  of  the  fund  is  to 
be  used  for  books. 

WiLLiAMSTOWN.  The  citizens  of  the  village  of  Blackinton  will 
build  a  hall  and  library  building,  to  cost  about  $7,000,  most 
of  the  funds  for  which  have  been  collected.  The  Blackinton 
Manufacturing  Company  is  expected  to  give  the  site. 

WoBUBN.  Mr.  Jonathan  Thompson,  lately  deceased,  has  made  the 
city  of  Woburn  hia  residuary  legatee,  devoting,  after  a  few  be- 
quests, the  remainder  of  his  large  estate  to  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  suitable  building  for  use  as  a  public  library, 
and  including  reading .  rooms,  a  hall  for  lectures,  etc.  Mr. 
Thompson  also  gives  the  site  for  this  structure,  a  valuable  lot  in 
North  Woburn,  adjoining  his  homestead.  The  building  is  to  be 
styled  the  Eunice  Thompson  Memorial  Library,  in  memory  of 
his  wife,  who  died  about  ten  years  ago. 
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Worcester.  The  free  public  library  received  a  bequest  of  $100  from 
the  late  Rev.  Henry  W.  Brown.  The  board  of  directors,  by  the 
advice  of  the  librarian,  made  a  separate  fund  of  this  gift,  to  be 
known  as  the  "  Henry  W.  Brown  fund."  It  is  very  gratifying 
to  have  friends  of  an  institution  remember  it  in  a  small  way  when 
their  means  are  small,  showing  that  they  have  grateful  hearts. 

The  Woman's  Education  Association  of  Boston. 

The  commission  has  during  the  past  three  years  gladly  ac- 
knowledged the  valuable  aid  it  has  received,  in  its  endeavors 
for  the  extension  of  library  privileges  in  the  small  towns,  from 
the  efficient  and  inspiring  volunteer  services  of  the  Woman's 
Education  Association.  During  the  year  just  past  the  labors 
of  this  association  have  met  with  even  more  than  the  usual 
gratifying  success,  and  have  won  substantial  victories  in  very 
unpromising  fields.  It  has  now  in  circulation  35  travelling 
libraries,  among  the  following  towns :  —

The  circulation  for  the  year  1900  was  4,000  volumes,  or 
double  that  of  1898.  Of  these  travelling  libraries,  6  are  re- 
stricted to  special  subjects :  Shakespeare,  English  literature, 
Venice,  Rome,  Florence  and  Italian  art.  The  demand  for  this 
high  order  of  reading  matter  has  been  especially  encouraging. 
Not  only  has  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  association  met 
with  proper  appreciation  and  received  warm  testimonials  of 
thankfulness  from  most  of  the  towns  benefited,  but  several 
of  them  seem  to  have  been  awakened  to  a  desirable  sense  of  their 
duty  of  self-help,  as  shown  by  an  increased  expenditure  for  the 
better  housing,  equipment  and  care  of  their  free  libraries,  and 
for  the  establishment  of  delivery  stations  in  schools  or  outlying 
settlements. 
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The  association  has  also  twelve  pictorial  collections  in  con- 
stant circulation,  illustrating  the  following  subjects:  a  trip 
across  the  continent,  Hawaii,  two  of  the  Spanish  war,  four  of 
beasts  and  birds,  portraits  of  authors,  New  York,  London, 
Japan.  These  collections  have  formed  the  basis  of  113  differ- 
ent exhibits  in  89  towns.  Their  use  has  not  been  confined  to 
libraries, — the  pictures  being  hung  in  town  halls,  vestries, 
private  houses  and  especially  often  in  school-rooms.  The 
entertainment  they  have  furnished  has  called  forth  numerous 
expressions  of  gratitude  and  praise,  some  of  which  seem  almost 
extravagant  to  those  whose  daily  familiarity  with  the  achieve- 
ments of  modem  pictorial  art  prevents  them  from  suspecting 
how  much  interest  such  exhibits  awaken  in  a  retired  rural 
community.  The  association  lately  entered  upon  a  new  venture 
in  library  work,  the  need  for  which  has  long  been  under  dis« 
cussion,  —  the  publication  of  lists  of  new  books,  recommended 
to  managers  of  small  libraries  for  purchase.  Two  such  lists 
have  been  printed  and  distributed  to  200  of  the  smaller  libraries 
of  the  State ;  the  first  included  50  volumes,  the  second  90. 
Through  the  generosity  of  some  members  of  the  association  it 
has  also  been  enabled  to  aid  several  needy  libraries  with  gifts 
of  books.  Visits  by  a  special  committee  have  been  made  to 
Leverett,  Shelburne  Falls,  Warwick,  Dalton,  North  Adams, 
Clarksburg,  Savoy,  Cummington,  Windsor,  New  Marlborough, 
Boylston.  With  two  exceptions  the  visitors  found  little  occ&« 
sion  for  other  than  favorable  comment  upon  the  management 
and  prospects  of  the  local  libraries ;  but  such  visits,  as  well  as 
all  past  experience  of  those  engaged  in  library  extension,  teach 
that  educational  missionary  work  is  needful  in  the  outlying 
districts  of  our  rural  towns. 

The  Library  Art  Club. 

Since  its  incorporation  under  Massachusetts  statutes  last 
May  the  Library  Art  Club  has  grown  more  rapidly  than  ever 
before  in  popular  esteem,  and  is  gradually  extending  its  area 
of  usefulness.  It  now  has  a  membership  of  88,  of  which  63  are 
Massachusetts  libraries,  and  possesses  34  pictorial  collections. 
Its  exhibits  have  not  only  given  pleasure  and  instruction  to 
thousands,  especially  in  our  country  towns,  but  have  induced 
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many  to  visit  and  use  the  free  libraries  who  had  never  before 

done  so.     They  have  visibly  elevated  the  standard  of  reading 

in  many  a  community,  and  have  ministered  to  refinement  and 

taste. 

Purchase  of  Books  for  Small  Libraries. 

The  commission  during  the  past  year,  as  heretofore,  has 
made  many  purchases  of  books  for  the  smaller  town  libraries. 
Though  this  is  not  one  of  the  specified  duties  of  the  commis- 
sion, it  has  proved  of  great  advantage,  for  the  reason  that  the 
towns  get  lower  prices  and  therefore  more  books  for  their 
money,  and  the  commission  is  able  to  advise  them  relative  to 
the  best  books  to  purchase  for  their  money.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  most  of  these  towns  would  prefer  to  leave  the  selection 
of  the  books  entirely  to  the  commission,  but  that  entails  a  bur- 
den the  Board  cannot  well  assume. 

The  General  Work  of  the  Commission. 

The  incidental  and  advisory  functions  of  the  commission  are 
of  a  widely  varied  character,  involving  every  incident  and  de- 
tail of  library  administration.  Advice  is  sought  upon  many 
matters  which,  though  they  may  seem  trifling  in  themselves, 
contribute  to  the  successful  development  and  the  widest  use- 
fulness of  our  libraries.  Information  is  sought  relative  to  the 
initial  steps  to  be  taken  for  the  formation  of  a  library;  the 
raising  of  funds ;  the  organization  and  rules ;  the  selection  and 
purchase  of  books ;  the  best  methods  of  classification  and  label- 
ling ;  the  methods  of  cataloguing ;  the  preparation  and  printing 
of  class  lists  and  bulletins ;  the  selection  of  sites  for  buildings ; 
the  plans  and  details  as  well  as  the  materials  for  construction ; 
the  heating,  lighting  and  ventilation ;  the  external  omamenta^ 
tion  and  interior  finish  and  arrangement ;  the  method  and  ma^ 
terial  of  shelving ;  the  manifold  conveniences  for  the  economic 
and  systematic  administration ;  the  best  methods  of  making 
the  library  useful  and  accessible  to  all  the  people ;  the  equip- 
ment and  management  of  branches ;  the  cheapest  and  best 
methods  of  distributing  the  books  to  the  people  of  all  sections 
of  the  town ;  the  relations  of  the  library  to  the  teachers  and 
the  public  schools ;  the  administration  of  gifts  and  bequests ; 
the   selection   and   compensation    of  librarians;    the   relative 
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appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  libraries  in  different 
towns ;  and  other  details,  almost  without  number.  Minor  dif- 
ficulties and  disagreements  are  brought  to  the  commission  for 
solution  or  settlement,  and  the  advice  given  generally  finds 
ready  acceptance.  This  work  of  the  commission,  frequently 
of  a  confidential  nature,  cannot  find  place  in  a  formal  report  or 
be  tabulated  in  statistics,  yet  it  is  of  great  usefulness  to  those 
whose  patient  and  unselfish  endeavor  has  done  and  is  doing  so 
much  to  broaden  and  strengthen  the  educational  influence  of 
our  libraries. 

It  is  to  the  general  interest  of  the  people,  manifested  in  so 
many  helpful  ways,  that  the  universality  and  utility  of  our  sys- 
tem are  due.  The  disposition  to  render  the  library  useful  to 
every  home  is  increasing  in  a  most  gratifying  degree.  The 
distribution  of  books  by  the  simple  but  effective  means  of  small 
depositories,  the  schools,  and  other  agencies  specially  adapted 
to  the  needs  of  different  localities,  is  the  most  hopeful  indica- 
tion of  the  future. 

When  the  library  books  are  found  in  every  home,  the  work 
of  distribution  approaches  the  ideal.  It  then  remains,  by  con- 
stant and  unwearied  watchfulness  and  care,  to  keep  the  supply 
fresh,  inspiring  and  pure.

PKEE  PUBLIC  LIBRABT  LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 


1882. 

[Public  Stfttntei,  chapter  40.] 

Law  Libraries. 

Section  1.  Law  library  associations  heretofore  organized  in  any 
county  except  Suffolk  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
relating  to  such  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  The  attorneys  at  law  admitted  to  practice  in  the  courts 
of  the  commonwealth,  and  resident  in  a  county  for  which  there  is  no 
law  library  association,  may  organize  themselves  by  the  name  of  the 
Law  Library  Association  for  such  county ;  and,  when  so  organized, 
shall  be  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  holding  and  managing  the 
law  library  belonging  to  the  county,  and  may  adopt  by-laws  for  that 
purpose,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  justices  of  the  superior  court. 

Sect.  3.  The  clerk  of  the  courts  in  any  county  in  which  no  such 
association  has  been  organized  may,  upon  the  application  of  seven 
attorneys  at  law  resident  therein,  call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
such  organization  by  posting  up  notifications  thereof  in  some  con- 
venient place  in  any  court-house  of  the  county ;  which  meeting  shall 
be  held  during  the  term  of  the  superior  court  commencing  next  after 
ten  days  from  the  time  of  posting  up  such  notification.  The  clerk 
shall  preside  at  such  meeting  until  a  clerk  of  the  association  is  chosen. 

Sect.  4.  The  officers  of  such  an  association  shall  be  a  clerk,  treas- 
urer, and  librarian,  and  their  duties  shall  be  defined  by  the  by-laws. 

Sect.  5.  Every  inhabitant  of  a  county  in  which  such  association 
is  organized  may  use  the  books  in  the  library,  subject  to  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  association  with  the  approval  of 
the  superior  court. 

Town  and  City  Libraries. 

Sect.  9.  Any  town  or  city  may  establish  and  maintain  a  public 
library  therein,  with  or  without  branches,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  may  provide  suitable  rooms  therefor,  under  such  regula- 
tions for  its  government  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town  or  by  the  city  council. 
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Sect.  10.  Any  town  may  at  a  legal  meeting  grant  and  vote  money 
for  the  establishment,  maintenance,  or  increase  of  a  public  library 
therein,  and  for  erecting  or  providing  suitable  buildings  or  rooms 
therefor;  and  may  receive,  hold,  and  manage  any  device,  bequest, 
or  donation  for  the  establishment,  increase,  or  maintenance  of  any 
such  library. 

Sect.  11.  The  city  government  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a 
town,  in  which  there  is  a  public  library  owned  and  maintained  by  such 
city  or  town,  may  place  in  such  library,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants, 
such  books,  reports,  and  laws  as  have  been  or  may  be  received  from 
the  commonwealth. 

Appropriation  of  Money  for  Libraries. 

Section  10  of  chapter  27  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  that  the 
towns  may  at  legal  meetings  grant  and  vote  such  sums  as  they  judge 
necessary  for  maintaining  any  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants 
are  allowed  free  access  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  books  on  the 
premises,  and  for  establishing  and  maintaining  a  public  reading-room, 
in  connection  with  and  under  the  control  of  the  manager  of  such 
library. 

The  Dog  Tax. 

Section  107  of  chapter  102  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  that  the 
money  received  for  dog  licenses  and  refunded  to  the  towns  shall  be 
expended  for  the  support  of  public  libraries  or  schools. 

Defacing  Books,  Papers,  etc. 

Section  79  of  chapter  203  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  that 
whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and  without  cause  writes 
upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book,  plate,  picture,  en- 
graving or  statue  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  library, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceeding  six  months.

Section  1.  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause  detains  any  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  or 
manuscript  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  or  incor- 
porated library,  for  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writing,  from  the 
librarian  of  such  library,  given  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  which 
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by  the  regulations  of  such  library,  such  book,  newspaper,  magazine, 
pamphlet,  or  manuscript  may  be  kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  jail  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Sect.  2.  The  notice  required  by  the  foregoing  section  shall  bear 
upon  its  face  a  copy  of  this  act. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [^Approved 
March  24,  1883.'] 

An  Act  for  the  better  protection  of  property  of  certain  libraries. 

[Acts  of  1883,  chapter  81.] 

Be  U  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-nine  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
three  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  —  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and  without 
cause  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  boob,  plate, 
picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  manuscript, 
or  statue  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  or  incorpo- 
rated library,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceeding 
six  months.

Whoever  wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  library  or 
reading  room  connected  therewith  by  making  a  noise  or  in  any  other 
manner  during  the  time  in  which  such  library  or  reading  room  is  open 
to  the  public,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  days,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  [^Approved 
May  12,  1885.] 

1888. 

An  Act  concerningr  tbe  election  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  trustees 
of  ftree  public  libraries  or  of  firee  public  libraries  and  reading 
roomsi  in  towns. 

[Acts  of  1888,  chapter  3(H.} 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Every  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  librai*y  or  free  public  library  and  reading  room 
that  is  owned  by  the  town,  shall  at  its  annual  meeting,  or  at  a  legal  town 
meeting  appointed  and  notified  for  that  purpose  by  the  selectmen,  elect 
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Sect.  10.  Any  town  may  at  a  legal  meeting  grant  and  vote  money 
for  the  establishment,  maintenance,  or  increase  of  a  public  library 
therein,  and  for  erecting  or  providing  suitable  buildings  or  rooms 
therefor;  and  may  receive,  hold,  and  manage  any  device,  bequest, 
or  donation  for  the  establishment,  increase,  or  maintenance  of  any 
such  library. 

Sbct.  11.  The  city  government  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a 
town,  in  which  there  is  a  public  library  owned  and  maintained  by  such 
city  or  town,  may  place  in  such  library,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants, 
such  books,  reports,  and  laws  as  have  been  or  may  be  received  from 
the  commonwealth. 

Appropriation  op  Money  for  Libraries. 

Section  10  of  chapter  27  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides  that  the 

towns  may  at  legal  meetings  grant  and  vote  such  sums  as  they  judge 

necessary  for  maintaining. any  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants 

are  allowed  free  access  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  books  on  the 

premises,  and  for  establishing  and  maintaining  a  public  reading-room, 

in  connection  with  and  under  the  control  of  the  manager  of  such 

library. 

The  Dog  Tax.

Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause  detains  any  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  or 
manuscript  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  or  incor- 
porated  library,  for  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writing,  from  the 
librarian  of  such  library,  given  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  which 
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by  the  regulations  of  such  library,  such  book,  newspaper,  magazine, 
pamphlet,  or  manuscript  may  be  kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  jail  not  exceeding  six  months. 

The  notice  required  by  the  foregoing  section  shall  bear 
upon  its  face  a  copy  of  this  act.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  seventy-nine  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
three  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  —  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and  without 
cause  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book^,  plate, 
picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  manuscript, 
or  statue  belonging  to  a  law,  town,  city  or  other  public  or  incorpo- 
rated library,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceeding 
six  months.

Whoever  wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  librai-y  or 
reading  room  connected  therewith  by  making  a  noise  or  in  any  other 
manner  during  the  time  iu  which  such  library  or  reading  room  is  open 
to  the  public,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  days,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  [^Approved 
May  12,  1885.] 

1888. 

An  Act  concerning  the  election  and  tbe  powers  and  duties  of  trustees 
of  tree  public  libraries  or  of  tree  public  libraries  and  reading 
rooms,  In  towns. 

[Acts  of  1888,  chapter  304.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc,  as  follows : 

Section  1 .  Every  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  library  or  free  public  library  and  reading  room 
that  is  owned  by  the  town,  shall  at  its  annual  meeting,  or  at  a  legal  town 
meeting  appointed  and  notified  for  that  purpose  by  the  selectmen,  elect 
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a  board  of  trustees,  except  in  cases  where  such  library  has  been  or 
may  be  acquired  by  the  town,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  some  donation 
or  bequest  containing  other  conditions  or  provisions  for  the  elections 
of  its  trustees  or  for  its  care  and  management,  which  conditions  have 
been  accepted  and  agreed  to  by  vote  of  the  town. 

[Section  2  amended  by  chapter  112,  Acts  of  1889.] 

Sect.  2.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  any  number  of 
persons  divisible  by  three  not  exceeding  nine  in  all  which  the  town 
may  decide  to  elect,  one-third  thereof  to  be  elected  annually  and  to 
continue  in  office  for  three  years,  except  that  the  town  shall  first  elect 
one- third  of  the  tiiistees  for  one  year,  one- third  for  two  years  and 
one-third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one-third  the  number  annu- 
ally for  the  term  of  three  years.  No  person  shall  be  ineligible  to 
serve  upon  said  board  of  trustees  by  reason  of  sex.  Such  board  of 
trustees  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  organize  annually  by  the 
choice  of  a  chairman  and  secretary  from  their  own  number. 

Sect.  3.  If  any  person  elected  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
after  being  duly  notified  of  his  election  in  the  manner  in  which  town 
officers  are  required  to  be  notified,  refuses  or  neglects  to  accept  said 
office,  or  if  any  member  declines  further  service,  or  from  change  of 
residence  or  otherwise,  becomes  unable  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  the 
board,  the  remaining  members  shall  in  writing  give  notice  of  the  fact 
to  the  selectmen  of  the  town,  and  the  two  boards  may  thereupon, 
after  giving  public  notice  of  at  least  one  week,  proceed  to  fill  such 
vacancy  until  the  next  annual  town  meeting ;  and  a  majority  of  the 
ballots  of  persons  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election. 

Sect.  4.  The  trustees  so  elected  by  the  town  shall  have  the  entire 
custody  and  management  of  the  library  and  reading-room  and  all  prop- 
erty owned  by  the  town  relating  thereto ;  and  all  money  raised  or 
appropriated  by  the  town  for  its  support  and  maintenance,  and  all 
money  or  property  that  the  town  may  receive  by  donation  from  any 
source,  or  by  bequest,  in  behalf  of  said  free  public  library  and  read- 
ing-room, shall  be  placed  in  the  care  and  custody  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  to  be  expended  or  retained  by  them  for  and  in  behalf  of  the 
town  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public  library  and 
reading-room,  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  each  or  any  dona- 
tion or  bequest  accepted  by  the  town. 

Sect.  5.  In  every  town  which  shall,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  at  its  annual  town  meeting  or  at  a  legal  town  meeting  appointed 
and  notified  for  that  purpose  by  the  selectmen,  so  direct,  the  board  of 
trustees  shall,  in  addition  to  the  officers  named  in  section  two  of  this 
act,  elect  from  among  their  own  number  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give  a 
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bond  to  the  town  similar  to  the  bond  given  by  the  town  treasurer,  for 
such  an  amount  and  with  snch  sureties  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the 
selectmen ;  and  until  a  town  directs  otherwise  the  town  treasurer  shall 
act  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Sect.  6.  The  trustees  shall  make  an  explicit  report  to  the  town 
at  each  annual  town  meeting  of  all  their  receipts  and  expenditures, 
and  of  all  the  property  of  the  town  in  their  care  and  custody,  includ- 
ing a  statement  of  any  unexpended  balance  of  money  they  may  have, 
and  of  any  bequests  or  donations  they  may  have  received  and  are 
holding  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  such  recommendations  in  reference 
to  the  same  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  town  to  consider. 

Sect.  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with 
library  associations,  nor  with  any  library  that  is  or  may  be  organized 
and  managed  under  special  act  of  the  legislature. 

Sect.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [^Approved 
May  4y  1888.'] 

1889. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  election,  powers  and  duties  of  trustees  of  tree 
public  libraries  and  reading  rooms  In  towns. 

[Acts  of  1889,  chapter  112.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  in  lines  two  and  thi*ee  the  words  ''  not  exceeding  nine  in  all," 
so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  2,  Said  board  of  trustees  shall 
consist  of  any  number  of  persons  divisible  by  three  which  the  town 
may  decide  to  elect,  one-third  thereof  to  be  elected  annually  and  to 
continue  in  office  for  three  years,  except  that  the  town  shall  first  elect 
one-third  of  the  trustees  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years  and 
one-third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one-third  the  number  an- 
nually for  the  term  of  three  years.  No  person  shall  be  ineligible  to 
serve  upon  said  board  of  trustees  by  reason  of  sex.  Such  board  of 
trustees  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  organize  annually  by  the 
choice  of  a  chairman  and  secretary  from  their  own  number :  provided, 
any  town  having  a  free  public  library  which  has  heretofore  elected  a 
board  of  trustees  to  manage  the  same  consisting  of  a  number  divisible 
by  three,  and  has  heretofore  elected  annually  one- third  of  said  board 
for  three  years,  may  continue  to  elect  annually  one-third  of  said 
board,  and  the  trustees  in  office  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  term 
for  which  they  were  elected  shall  expire  unless  the  town  shall  vote 
otherwise.     [^Approved  March  14,  1889.'] 
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1890. 

An  Act  to  promote  the  establishment  and  efficiency  of  tree  public 

libraries. 

[Acts  of  1890,  chapter  347.] 
Be  it  enacted^  elc.^  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council  shall  appoint  five  persons,  residents  of  the  Commonwealth, 
who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  library  commissioners.  The  governor 
shall  designate  the  chairman  thereof.  One  member  of  said  board 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  one  for  four  years,  one 
for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year ;  and  there- 
after the  term  of  office  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  five  years.  All 
vacancies  on  said  board,  whether  occurring  by  expiration  of  term  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  council. 

Sect.  2.  The  librarian  or  trustees  of  any  free  public  library  may 
ask  said  board  for  advice  in  regard  to  the  selection  of  books,  the 
cataloguing  of  books  and  any  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  main- 
tenance or  administration  of  the  library ;  and  the  board  shall  give 
such  advice  in  regard  to  said  matters  as  it  shall  find  practicable. 
The  board  shall  make  a  report  of  its  doings  to  the  general  court  in 
January  of  each  year,  and  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  said  report  shall 
be  printed  as  one  of  the  public  document  series. 

Sect.  3.  Said  board  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  expend, 
upon  the  application  of  the  board  of  library  trustees  of  any  town  hav- 
ing no  free  public  library  owned  and  controlled  by  the  town,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  books  for  any  such  town 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act ;  such  books  to  be  used  by  said 
trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  free  public  library,  and  said 
commissioners  shall  select  and  purchase  all  books  to  be  provided  as 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  4.  No  town  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  until 
such  town  has  accepted  the  provisions  hereof  at  a  regularly  called 
town  meeting,  and  has  elected  a  board  of  library  trustees  as  pro- 
vided in  chapter  three  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  until  said  trustees  shall  have 
provided,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  commissioners, 
for  the  care,  custody  and  distribution  of  the  books  fui»nished  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  act. 

Sect.  5.  Any  town  accepting  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
annually  appropriate  from  the  dog  tax,  or  shall  otherwise  annually 
provide  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public  library,  a  sum

not  less  than  fifty  dollars  if  its  last  assessed  valuation  was  one  million 
dollars  or  upward,  or  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  if  said 
valuation  was  less  than  one  million  and  not  less  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  a  sum  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars  if 
said  valuation  was  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  6.  No  member  of  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  receive 
any  compensation,  but  the  board  may  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars  annually  for  clerical  assistance  and  incidental 
and  necessary  expenses  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties ;  and  all  sums 
expended  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the 
treasury  after  the  bills  therefor  have  been  approved  by  the  board  and 
sent  to  the  auditor  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  certify  to  the 
governor  and  council  the  amount  due  as  in  case  of  all  other  biUs  and 
accounte  approved  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  law. 

Sect.  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.     [^Approved 

May  28,  1890.'\ 

1892. 

[Acts  of  1892,  chapter  255.] 
Be  it  enacted^  eic.^  as  follows : 

The  board  of  library  commissioners  may  expend  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  books  for  the  free  public  library  of  any  town 
whose  valuation  does  not  exceed  six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which 
maintained  a  free  library  before  the  passage  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  forty-seven  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety, 
and  which  has  fully  complied  or  hereafter  fully  complies  with  the 

provisions  of  said  act. 

1900. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  board  of  flree  public  library  commissioners  to 
purchase  books  for  the  tree  public  libraries  of  certain  towns. 

[Acts  of  1900,  chapter  233.] 
Be  it  enactedy  etc.,  as  follows  : 

The  board  of  free  public  library  commissioners  may  expend,  in 
such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  they  deem  expedient,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  every 
free  public  library  owned  and  controlled  by  a  town  the  valuation  of 
which  does  not  exceed  six  hundred  thousand  dollars :  provided^  that 
the  town  shall  have  complied  with  all  laws  relative  to  the  maintenance 
of  such  library,  and  that  the  trustees  of  the  library  shall  provide,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  board,  for  the  distribution  of  books  in  different 
parts  of  the  town  where  such  distribution  is  necessary,  by  means  of 
branch  libraries  or  deliveries,  and  for  practical  and  effective  means 
of  rendering  the  library  useful  to  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  the 
public  schools  in  such  town.     [_Approved  April  13 j  1900,']

The  administration  of  this  law,  which  authorizes  the  commis- 
sion, at  its  discretion,  to  expend  $100  in  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  free  public  library  of  any  town  the  valuation  of  which 
is  under  $600,000,  has  been  conducted  with  conservatism  and 
care.

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Gifts,  New  Buildings  and  Betterments. 

Since  the  last  report  of  the  commission  the  following  facts 
have  been  gleaned  respecting  new  library  buildings,  new  feat- 
ures of  administration,  and  gifts  of  various  kinds  to  Massachu- 
setts libraries :  — 

Amesburt.  The  new  library  building  is  nearly  ready  for  occapanoy. 
A  somewhat  larger  expenditure  than  originally  contemplated  has 
been  found  advisable,  and  for  this  and  other  reasons  the  construc- 
tion and  furnishing  have  been  somewhat  delayed. 

Arlinoton.  a  marble  statue,  representing  Nydia;  the  blind  girl  of 
Pompeii,  has  been  given  the  library  by  Mrs.  Samuel  C.  Bnshnell. 
A  branch  reading  room  and  delivery  station  have  been  established 
at  Arlington  Heights ;  and  a  children's  room  was  opened  in  July, 
1900,  wherein  books  are  arranged  in  classified  order  upon  shelves 
freely  accessible. 

AsHBY.  Mr.  J.  F.  Lyman,  a  summer  resident  of  Ashby,  has  offered 
to  give  $250  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library,  conditional 
upon  the  raising  of  a  like  sum  by  subscription.  The  beautiful 
new  library  is  nearly  completed. 

Ashland.  The  will  of  the  late  Mary  A.  Ready  of  Ashland,  filed  for 
probate  in  April,  1901,  contains  a  bequest  of  $25  for  the  benefit 
of  the  public  library. 

Barnstable.  The  Cotuit  Library  Association  has  enlarged  and  im- 
proved its  building  at  a  probable  cost  of  between  $1,200  and 
$1,500,  the  money  for  which  improvement  has  been  raised  by  a 
general  subscription.  The  Osterville  Public  Library  has  received 
gifts  of  $25  from  Mr.  Frank  Day  of  Boston,  $50  from  Brown 
University  students  and  110  volumes  from  the  Wianno  Book 
Club  and  the  Crosby  House. 

Belmont.  Miss  Grace  C.  Foss,  in  furtherance  of  the  wishes  of  the 
late  Miss  Sarah  G.  Clark,  has  presented  to  the  library  a  bust  of 
Miss  Clark's  father,  Peter  Clark,  who  was  born  in  1769,  and 
upon  the  incorporation  of  Belmont,  in  1809,  cast  the  first  vote 
in  its  first  town  meeting,  being  then  the  oldest  citizen  of  the  new 
town.  Mr.  Henry  O.  Underwood  is  erecting  a  substantial  brick 
building,  planned  for  library  use,  and  architecturally  an  orna- 
ment to  the  town,  which  upon  completion  he  will  present  to  his 
fellow  citizens  of  Belmont.  It  is  expected  to  cost  from  $40,000 
to  $50,000. 

Bolton.  Miss  Annie  Eliza  Whitney  of  Lancaster,  for  herself  and  as 
executrix  of  the  will  of  her  sister  Emma,  has  given  to  the  town 
of  Bolton,  of  which  she  is  a  native,  the  sum  of  $10,000  for  a 
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library  building,  as  a  memorial  to  their  father,  Captain  Joseph 
Whitney.  She  requires  the  town  to  furnish  an  acceptable  site 
and  suitable  foundations.  The  building  is  to  be  of  brick,  with 
stone  trimmings.  The  town  is  also  required  to  pay  annually  to 
Miss  Whitney  during  her  life,  if  she  so  demands,  $120.  Citi- 
zens stand  ready  to  give  a  suitable  site,  and  Mr.  Alfred  Stone, 
a  Providence  architect,  a  native  of  Bolton,  offers  to  furnish  plans. 

Boston.  The  elaborate  ceiling  decoration  of  the  delivery  hall  was 
completed  early  in  August.  The  remainder  of  Edwin  A.  Abbey's 
scheme  of  wall  decoration  for  the  same  room  is  now  on  exhibition 
in  New  York,  and  it  is  expected  will  be  in  place  before  many 
months. 

Boi]7CKE.  The  library  receives  an  annual  gift  of  $25  from  Mrs.  John 
Parkinson.  This  is  expended  for  books  suited  for  children.  Mrs. 
C.  H.  Taylor  has  given  a  goodly  number  of  volumes  the  past 
year. 

Brewster.  The  Ladies'  Library  Association  has  received  a  gift  of 
$80  from  the  Lend-a-Hand  Clab.     « 

Brockton.  The  library  has  been  enriched  by  the  valuable  musical 
collection  of  John  A.  Howard,  presented  by  Miss  Julia  M. 
Howard  of  Brighton.  This  collection  embraces  104  bound  vol- 
umes, 36  pamphlets  and  20  portfolios  of  sheet  music. 

Cambridge.  Through  Miss  Mary  Woodman  the  library  has  received 
over  500  volumes,  chiefly  local  histories  and  family  genealogies, 
from  the  estate  of  the  late  Cyrus  Woodman  of  Cambridge. 
Plans  for  enlarging  the  book  stacks  and  working  room  are  under 
consideration. 

Canton.  The  building  to  be  presented  by  Augustus  Hemenway  to 
the  town  of  Canton  for  library  purposes  is  in  an  advanced  stage 
of  construction,  but  will  probably  not  be  ready  /or  occupancy 
before  next  summer.  It  is  of  purely  classic  architecture,  built 
of  Indiana  limestone  and  hard  red  brick,  one  story  in  height. 
Its  estimated  cost  is  $70,000.  The  roof  is  of  copper.  The  main 
entrance  is  approached  by  a  flight  of  limestone  steps  and  flanked 
by  two  massive  limestone  columns.  The  vestibule  is  about  25 
feet  square,  and  has  a  domed  ceiling,  tiled  walls  and  marble 
floor.  On  either  side  of  it  are  reading  rooms,  21  by  30  feet,  one 
being  finished  in  Sienna,  the  other  in  French  marble.  At  the 
rear  of  the  vestibule  is  the  small  delivery  room  and  a  three-storied 
stack,  each  story  7 j-  feet  in  height,  tbe  flooring  being  of  glass 
and  iron.  A  winding  iron  staircase  gives  access  to  these  stories, 
and  a  book  elevator  will  be  provided.  The  basement  is  divided 
into  five  rooms,  giving  accommodations  for  lavatories,  storage, 
boilers,  etc.     The  building  will  be  wired  for  electric  lighting. 
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Carter.  One  hundred  volumes  have  been  presented  to  the  library 
by  Mr.  George  Van  Schaack  of  New  York,  in  memory  of  his 
sister,  the  late  Sarah  Van  Schaack. 

Chatham.  The  Eldredge  Library  acknowledges  the  gift  of  100  vol- 
umes from  Mrs.  Margaret  C.  Wade  of  Newton  Centre  and  of 
S108.95  from  the  summer  guests  at  Hotel  Mattaqnason,  this  sum 
being  the  proceeds  of  concerts  at  the  hotel. 

Cheshire.  The  Cheshire  Library  Association  has  received  a  gift  of 
S275  from  William  6.  Waterman  of  Dundee,  III.,  which  will 
cancel  the  debt  upon  the  new  building.  Mr.  Waterman  was 
formerly  a  resident  of  Cheshire,  and  a  brother-in-law  of  the  late 
E.  D.  Foster,  the  founder  of  the  Cheshire  Library. 

Chilhark.  The  women  of  Chilmark  have  raised  $500  for  a  library 
building  fund,  and  expended  $100  for  a  lot.  A  town  meeting 
vote,  promising  assistance,  gives  hope  that  the  building  will  soon 
be  erected. 

Clinton.  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  having  been  solicited  for  aid  to 
enable  Clinton  to  build  a  much-needed  library  building,  has  made 
reply  through  his  private  secretary  as  follows :  ''  If  Clinton  will 
furnish  a  suitable  site,  and  agree  through  ordinance  of  council  to 
maintain  the  library  at  a  cost  not  less  than  $2,500  a  year,  Mr. 
Carnegie  will  be  glad  to  give  $25,000  for  a  free  library  build- 
ing." The  gift  has  been  accepted,  and  an  excellent  site  pur- 
chased by  the  town,  at  a  cost  of  $15,000.  The  sum  of  $15,000 
was  also  appropriated  for  the  building. 

CoNWAT.  The  costly  marble  building  presented  to  Conway  by  Mar- 
shall Field  of  Chicago,  a  native  of  Conway,  as  a  memorial  to  his 
parents,  John  and  Fidelia  Nash  Field,  was  dedicated  with  due 
ceremony  on  July  13,  1901,  about  one  year  from  the  laying  of 
the  corner-stone.  The  expenditure  upon  the  structure,  exclusive 
of  all  furniture,  lighting  and  heating  plants,  plumbing,  grading 
and  planting  the  grounds,  was  $100,000.  Mr.  Field  has  added 
to  this  munificent  gift  an  endowment  fund  of  $52,000  invested 
in  four  per  cent,  gold  bonds  of  the  Erie  Railway,  and  5,000 
volumes  of  select  literature.  The  building  is  of  strictly  classic 
architecture,  85  feet  in  length  of  facade  by  66  feet  in  width. 
The  entrance  vestibule  is  flanked  by  two  Ionic  columns,  ap- 
proached by  a  flight  Of  nineteen  granite  steps.  Above  the  high 
basement  courses  of  dressed  granite,  the  exterior  construction  is 
of  Bedford  limestone  from  Indiana.  The  roof  is  sheathed  with 
copper,  and  above  it  rises  a  dome  25  feet  in  diameter,  in  which 
are  twelve  lights  of  curved  plate  glass,  crowning  a  rotunda  which 
is  28  feet  in  diameter  and  47  feet  in  height.  On  the  north  and 
south  of  the  rotunda  are  two  reading  rooms,  each  25  by  28  feet 
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Id  plan,  and  20  feet  high.  At  the  rear  is  the  stack  room,  21  by 
25  feet,  shelved  for  20,000  volumes.  The  stack  is  of  the  steel 
pattern,  mannfactured  by  the  Library  Bureau  of  Chicago.  The 
interior  finish  of  the  reading  rooms,  and  the  furniture,  are  of 
quartered  oak ;  while  the  rotunda,  or  delivery  room,  has  a  high 
wainscot  of  violet  breccia  marble,  and  eight  Ionic  columns  of  the 
same  support  the  dome.  The  floor  is  of  Italian  mosaic,  and  the 
classic  ornamentation  of  the  walls  above  the  wainscot  is  of  stucco 
work.     The  rooms  are  lighted  by  electricity. 

Dalton.  Mr.  Zen  as  Crane  has  added  $500  to  the  funds  of  the  Dalton 
Free  Public  Library. 

Darthoutu.  The  Southworth  family  of  Springfield  continues  its 
generous  interest  in  the  Southworth  Library  at  South  Dartmouth, 
founded  by  John  H.  Southworth.  Mrs.  Southworth  has  recently 
aided  it  by  a  contribution  of  $50,  and  her  daughters  have  added 
nearly  50  volumes  to  its  shelves. 

Deknis.  The  trustees  of  the  Jacob  Sears  Memorial  Library  at  East 
Dennis  acknowledge  the  gifts  of  $50  from  J.  Montgomery  Sears 
and  $25  from  S.  F.  Kelley. 

DiGHTON.  ''  All  the  labor  of  librarian,  and  other  work  necessary  for 
carrying  on  the  library,  have  been  done  by  residents  in  the  near 
vicinity  gratuitously;  the  young  ladies  especially  being  at  all 
times  ready  to  help." 

Douglas.  By  the  will  of  the  late  Mary  A.  Keith  of  Douglas  the 
public  library  will  receive  a  bequest  of  $200. 

Dracut.  Although  exceedingly  tardy  in  their  establishment  of  a  free 
public  library,  —  it  was  not  opened  for  use  until  Dec.  8,  1900,  — 
the  people  of  Dracut  have  proved  themselves  enthusiastic  and  pro- 
gressive in  its  administration.  The  library  managers  have  already 
organized  three  branches  or  delivery  stations  to  supply  with  books 
the  outlying  districts  known  as  Collinsville,  Kenwood  and  Navy 
Yard.  Each  of  these  is  furnished  with  a  card  catalogue.  A  room 
in  the  central  station  is  to  be  fitted  up  for  a  historical  museum. 
A  valuable  ornithological  collection  is  now  on  exhibition,  loaned 
by  Mr.  Calvin  Richardson.  The  Molly  Varnum  Chapter,  D.  A.  R. , 
has  contributed  358  volumes,  chiefly  of  American  history,  and  has 
collected  $125  for  a  memorial  to  the  wife  of  Brig. -Gen.  James 
Varnum,  a  Dracut  soldier  in  the  revolutionary  war. 

Dudley.  The  new  library  building  was  completed  in  February,  1901. 
Besides  the  lot  in  Chaseville,  valued  at  $400,  the  Stevens  Linen 
Works  have  furnished  it  with  a  concrete  floor  for  the  basement, 
the  furnace,  wiring  for  electric  lights,  and  two  steel  stacks  for 
books.  The  town's  appropriation  for  the  building  was  $2,500, 
and  the  whole  cost  was  about  $8,300. 
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DuxBURT.  It  is  proposed  to  establish  a  small  branch  library  in  any 
section  of  the  town  where  some  responsible  person  will  volunteer 
to  act  as  branch  librarian,  and  another  will  agree  to  transfer  the 
boxes  of  books  once  a  week  grataitously. 

Easthampton.  What  may  be  called  the  '^  rotation  system  "  has  been 
tried,  and  given  general  satisfaction i  Books  from  different 
classes  are  placed  apon  tables  in  the  delivery  room,  where  the 
public  has  free  access  to  them,  these  books  being  changed  from 
time  to  time. 

Easton.  Through  the  generosity  of  Miss  Mary  S.  Ames,  a  handsome 
maple  flooring  has  been  laid  in  the  hall  and  stack  room  of  the 
Ames  Free  Library. 

Fairhaven.  Mr.  H.  H.  Rogers,  the  lavish  benefactor  of  Fairhaven, 
has  bestowed  the  stock  of  the  Fairhaven  Water  Company  upon 
the  Millicent  Library  as  an  endowment.  The  income  derived 
from  this  is  now  about  $8,000  per  annum. 

Falmouth.  The  building  recently  completed  for  the  Falmouth  Free 
Public  Library  is  also  a  memorial  to  the  men  who  served  for  the 
town  in  the  civil  war.  Its  walls  are  of  gray  mottled  brick,  with 
Indiana  limestone  trimmings,  above  a  basement  of  granite  from 
local  quarries.  It  includes  on  the  main  floor  a  central  delivery 
room,  17  feet  by  25  feet,  with  commodious  reading  rooms  on  the 
right  and  left;  a  book  room,  with  steel  stacks  having  a  capacity 
for  12,000  volumes  at  the  rear,  outer  and  inner  vestibules;  and 
rooms  for  trustees  and  librarian.  The  delivery  room  is  lighted 
from  overhead  through  a  domed  ceiling.  The  inner  finish  and 
furniture  are  of  old  English  oak.  The  building  is  heated  by  steam 
and  lighted  by  an  acetylene  gas  plant.  The  cost  of  the  land  was 
about  813,500  and  of  the  building  about  $29,000. 

West  Falmouth.  Mrs.  Hannah  G.  D.  Plummer  has  given  the  West 
Falmouth  Library  a  few  acres  of  woodland.  The  gifts  of  Mr. 
D.  Wheeler  Swift  of  Worcester  to  this  library  since  the  erection 
of  its  building,  in  1896,  amount  to  at  least  $2,500,  his  latest 
benefaction  being  the  cancellation  of  a  note  of  $600  due  from 
the  association. 

FiTCHBURG.  The  Hon.  Rodney  Wallace  has  given  $10,000  to  the 
public  library. 

Franklin.  Miss  Lydia  P.  Ray  and  Mrs.  Adelbert  D.  Thayer  have 
begun  the  erection  of  a  library  building,  to  be  presented  to 
Franklin  as  a  memorial  -to  their  father,  Hon.  Joseph  Gordon 
Ray,  the  foremost  citizen  of  the  town,  lately  deceased.  The 
structure  will  be  of  pink  granite  from  the  Milford  quarries,  in 
classic  style  of  architecture,  thoroughly  fire-proof,  and  of  ample 
dimensions.     The  site  selected  for  it  is  a  spacious  and  suitably 
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elevated  lot,  at  the  comer  of  Main  and  School  streets.  The 
doDors  will  spare  neither  money  nor  painstaking  to  make  the 
memorial  in  every  respect  worthy  of  their  filial  purpose,  and 
the  most  noteworthy  architectural  feature  of  this  historic  and 
beantifal  town. 

Granbt.  The  late  Rosamond  £.  Ferry  left  $100  to  the  library  in 
Granby. 

Granville.  The  new  library  bailding,  notice  of  which  was  made  in 
our  report  of  last  year,  will  be  occupied  early  in  1902.  The 
whole  cost  of  the  structure  has  been  about  $12,000.  The  prin- 
cipal donors  are  Hon.  Milton  B.  Whitney,  $5,000;  and  Mr. 
Francis  Cooley  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  $1,300.  The  rest  of  the 
required  sum  has  been  raised  by  the  energy  of  Mrs.  R.  B.  Cooley 
and  other  ladies  of  a  local  club  of  which  she  is  president,  using 
the  agency  of  fairs,  entertainments,  etc. 

Great  Barrington.  Mrs.  Dewey  of  Springfield,  widow  of  the  late 
Judge  Justin  Dewey,  has  presented  to  the  Great  Barrington 
Library  a  portrait  of  her  husband,  who  was  always  actively  in- 
terested in  the  well-being  of  that  institution,  and  one  of  its  early 
benefactors. 

Greenwich.  The  library  has  received  a  bequest  of  $200  from  the 
estate  of  Stephen  P.  Bailey,  late  of  Greenwich. 

Groveland.  a  free  library,  opening  with  3,500  volumes  upon  the 
shelves,  has  been  established  at  South  Groveland  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  E.  G.  M.  Hale  of  Newbury  port.  It  will  be 
known  as  the  Hale  Library.  The  Groveland  Manufacturing 
Company  furnishes  a  suitable  room,  with  light,  heat  and  janitor's 
services. 

Hadley.  Over  $100  has  been  raised  by  subscriptions  to  be  used  in 
purchasing  books  for  the  library.  A  large  proportion  of  the  sum 
came  from  non-residents  having  an  interest  in  the  town,  John 
Dwight  of  New  York  giving  $25,  and  Bishop  F.  D.  Huntington 
of  Syracuse  $10.  Mr.  John  Dwight,  who  is  a  native  of  South 
Hadley,  has  offered  to  give  $4,000  for  a  library  building  in 
Hadley,  or  any  less  sum,  provided  an  equal  amount  shall  be 
raised  from  other  sources. 

Hamilton.  The  library  has  received  a  valuable  clock  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Marshall  K.  Abbott,  and  nearly  100  volumes  from 
Mrs.  George  V.  L.  Meyer. 

Hanover.  The  fund  of  $1 ,000  given  by  John  Barstow  of  Providence, 
R.  I.,  in  aid  of  Hanover  Academy,  an  institution  lately  aban- 
doned, has  been  transferred  to  the  John  Curtis  Free  Library  by 
the  daughters  of  the  donor.  Misses  Lydia  K.  and  Elizabeth  T. 
Barstow  of  Providence. 
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Hardwick.  By  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ann  Paige,  widow  of  Rev.  Lucins 
R.  Paige,  D.D.,  of  Cambridge,  who  died  at  the  age  of  ninety- 
four,  Aug.  1,  1901,  all  her  books,  maps  and  manuscripts  are 
bequeathed  to  the  Paige  Library,  founded  by  her  husband's  will 
three  years  ago.  Moreover,  the  residue  of  her  estate,  after 
sundry  bequests,  is  left  to  the  town  of  Hardwick,  as  an  addition 
to  the  fund  of  $10,000  bequeathed  by  Dr.  Paige  for  the  support 
of  the  Paige  Library,  The  Hardwick  Free  Public  Library  has 
received  a  legacy  of  $50  from  the  estate  of  Elizabeth  Wheeler. 

HiNGHAM.  The  late  Alfred  Hersey  bequeathed  the  sum  of  $500  to 
the  Hingham  Public  Library. 

Hinsdale.  John  W.  Curtice,  late  a  resident  of  Hinsdale,  left  a 
bequest  to  the  library  of  $5,000. 

HoLLiSTON.  The  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  S.  Burnap  bequeathed  to  the 
town  a  plot  of  ground  for  library  purposes. 

HoLTOKE.  The  final  footing  up  of  subscriptions  to  the  library  build- 
ing fund  is  $79,407.44.  Owing  to  various  causes,  the  comple- 
tion of  the  building  has  been  much  delayed  ;  it  will,  however,  be 
occupied  early  in  1902. 

Hoped  ale.  The  gifts  to  the  Bancroft  Memorial  Library  in  1901 
include  28  Dunton  photographs  from  the  Hopedale  Debating 
Society,  and  an  18  inch  Johnston  globe  from  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Walter  Winsor.  Lessons  are  given  by  librarians  and  teachers 
as  a  part  of  the  school  course,  in  the  high  school  and  the  highest 
grade  of  the  grammar  school,  upon  the  use  of  indexes,  cata- 
logues, library  management,  etc. 

Lancaster.     Col.  John  E.  Thayer  has  given  $100  towards  the  re- 
classification of  the  library  now  in  progress  ;  also  many  valuable 
books,  among  them  "Warner's  Library  of  the   World's  Best 
Literature."     A  lady   who  prefers  to  remain  anonymous  has 
presented  $50  worth  of  art  books  to  the  library.     "  Each  of  the 
eight  outlying  schools   is   practically   a  branch  library,  where 
books  are   circulated  among  the  pupils  by  the  teachers.     Last 
year   there   were  circulated  among  these   schools,  having  242 
pupils,  1,944  books,  or  8  for  each  pupil.     Only  41  per  cent,  of 
these  were  fiction.     Perry  pictures  are  also  sent  to  the  schools 
and  issued  with  the  books." 
Leicester.     About  fifty  yeai's  ago  Ephraim  Copeland  left  a  sum  of 
money  and  a  lot  in  trust  for  the  establishment  of  a  school  in 
Greenville,  specifying  the  Bible  and  spelling  book  as  the  only 
text-books  to  be  allowed  therein.     Of  course  the  conditions  could 
not  be  fulfilled,  and  the  heirs  sued  for  the  property.     After  long 
litigation,  the  supreme  judicial  court  in  equity  issued  its  final 
decree,  Jan.  31,  1901.     It  orders  that  the  balance  of  the  fund. 
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after  payment  of  legacies,  costs,  etc.,  shall  be  applied  for  the 
establishment  and  support  of  a  library  and  reading  room  in 
Greenville,  to  be  practically  a  branch  of  the  Leicester  Free  Pub- 
lic Library,  and  under  the  management  of  the  same  trustees, 
according  to  a  scheme  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  court's  order. 
The  library  is  to  be  known  as  the  Ephraim  Copeland  Memorial 
Library,  and  the  fund  as  the  Ephraim  Copeland  Library  Fund. 
Two  hundred  dollars  of  the  principal  is  to  be  separated  as  a 
building  fund,  to  accumulate  until  1950  in  some  savings  bank, 
whereafter  it  may  be  applied  to  the  erection  or  purchase  of  a 
building  for  library  purposes.  Meanwhile,  authority  is  given  to 
lease  a  building,  if  possible,  $75  being  allowed  for  the  necessary 
alterations,  or,  if  this  is  not  feasible,  to  procure  a  lot  and  erect 
a  building,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $1,000.  The  town  has  voted 
its  acceptance  of  the  trust,  and  instructed  the  selectmen  to  allow 
the  use  of  an  unoccupied  engine  house  for  the  reading  room, 
which  will  be  suitably  fitted  up  for  the  purpose.  The  branch 
library  which  has  been  for  many  years  maintained  at  Greenville 
will  be  administered  with  the  new  library  when  opened.  The 
sum  which  will  ultimately  accrue  from  the  bequest  is  estimated 
at  $2,000. 

LriTLETON.  The  late  Mrs.  Henry  (Laws)  Henarie  of  San  Francisco, 
at  one  time  a  resident  of  Littleton,  bequeathed  to  that  town  the 
sum  of  $1,000  to  establish  the  Laws  Fund  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Reuben  Hoar  Library. 

LuiTENBUBG.  The  library  annually  receives  $100  from  an  unknown 
donor. 

Lxim.  A  mural  painting  by  Mora,  entitled  '^The  Awakening  of 
Ignorance,"  has  been  presented  to  the  library  by  Joseph  N. 
Smith  of  Lynn.  A  bronze  bust  of  the  late  Charles  J.  Van 
Depoele  has  been  received  from  his  family,  and  a  portrait  of  Dr. 
Edward  L.  CofiSn  has  come  to  the  library  by  will  of  his  daughter, 
Miss  Mary  F.  CofiQn. 

Ltmnvield.  George  L.  Hawks,  late  of  Wakefield,  willed  to  the 
Lynnfield  Public  Library  the  sum  of  $1,000.  This  was  received 
in  March,  1901 ;  and,  in  accordance  with  the  donor's  wish,  $500 
of  the  sum  will  be  considered  a  perpetual  fund,  the  annual  in- 
come of  which  will  be  devoted  to  library  needs ;  the  remaining 
$500  will  be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the  library  when  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  trustees  deem  expedient. 

Malden.  In  January,  1901,  the  library  received  $125,000  from  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Elisha  D.  Converse,  the  munificent  donors  of  the 
Converse  Memorial  building.  This  gift  constitutes  the  Elisha 
S.  and  Mary  D.  Converse  endowment  fund,  the  income  from 
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which  is  available  in  any  direction  in  which  it  may  condace  to 
the  welfare  of  the  library.  This  added  to  numerous  previous 
benefactions  makes  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  that 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Converse  have  bestowed  upon  the  Maiden  Library. 
The  will  of  the  late  Obadiah  B.  Brown,  late  a  well-known 
instructor  in  music  in  Maiden,  provides  for  the  depositing  of  his 
musical  library  in  the  Converse  Memorial  building,  under  direc- 
tion of  his  son,  Harold  H.  Brown. 

Manchester.  Over  200  volumes,  some  of  great  value,  have  been 
received  during  the  year  from  various  persons,  including  74 
volumes  of  the  British  poets  from  Mrs.  A.  P.  Rockwell. 

Mansfield.  The  popular  movement  which  culminated  in  the  dedica- 
tion on  June  17,  1901,  of  the  Mansfield  Soldiers*  Memorial 
Library  Building,  began  in  1893.  The  corner-stone  was  laid 
Oct.  21,  1899.  Of  over  $16,000  raised  for  the  work,  the  town 
voted  $9,500,  the  remainder  being  obtained  by  a  general  sub- 
scription. Mrs.  E.  F.  Noble  leads  the  list  of  contributors,  giv- 
ing the  valuable  site  and  $2,500  towards  the  construction  of  the 
building;  Mr.  F.  L.  Cady  gave  $500;  the  Soldiers'  Memorial 
Association,  $380.18;  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  $201.50, 
obtained  by  entertainments  ;  Mrs.  D.  E.  Harding,  $200,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  entertainments.  The  memorial  is  a  commodious,  sub- 
stantial and  pleasing  structure,  of  two  stories  and  a  basement. 
The  walls  of  the  first  story  are  of  common  field  stone,  laid  in 
cement;  those  of  the  second  being  of  wood,  shingled.  The 
delivery  room  is  24  by  20  feet,  fianked  on  either  side  by  a  read- 
ing room  of  the  same  dimensions.  At  the  rear  a  semi-decagon 
apse,  32  feet  in  width,  gives  a  book  room  which  is  divided  into 
five  alcoves,  shelved  for  10,000  volumes.  The  upper  story  is 
chiefly  given  to  a  hall  for  the  G.  A.  R.  Post.  This  is  32  by  34 
feet,  open  to  the  roof  timbering,  and  adjacent  to  it  are  kitchen, 
banquet  room,  closets,  etc.  The  heating  plant  includes  two 
large  furnaces,  and  light  is  given  by  acetylene  gas  generators, 
located  in  a  separate  building  and  capable  of  supplying  3,000 
candle-power.  The  memorial  purpose  of  the  structure  is  marked 
by  an  appropriately  inscribed  tablet,  conspicuously  placed  in  the 
delivery  room. 

Marlborough.  The  late  George  N.  Cate  of  Marlborough  by  will 
gives  $5,000  to  the  public  library  of  that  city  after  the  decease 
of  his  widow. 

Merrimac.  a  bequest  of  real  estate,  valued  at  $250,  has  been  re- 
ceived from  James  Whittier,  the  income  from  which  must  be 
expended  for  books.  By  the  will  of  Daniel  J.  Poore,  the  late 
town  treasurer,  the  library  will  receive  $200. 
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MiDDLEBOROUGH.  The  MiddleboFough  Pablic  Library  will  receive 
$100,000  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Thomas  S.  Pierce.  By 
terms  of  the  will  one-half  of  this  beqaest  can  be  used  in  the  erec- 
tion of  a  library  building ;  the  other  half  is  to  constitute  an  en- 
dowment fund. 

MiDDLBFiELD.  Ample  accommodations  have  been  provided  in  the 
new  town  hall  for  the  public  library.  A  branch  library  has  been 
established  at  Bancroft  Village,  four  miles  from  Middlefield 
Centre. 

M11.LBVRT.  The  will  of  Lucy  A.  Baker  of  Millbury  contains  a  bequest 
of  $100  to  the  town  library. 

Milton.  The  bequest  .of  the  late  Gov.  Roger  Wolcott,  of  $2,000, 
received  by  the  Milton  Public  Library,  is  to  be  used  in  extend- 
ing the  privileges  of  the  library  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  south- 
western portion  of  the  town.  A  new  deposit  station  was  opened 
on  Atherton  Street  early  in  1901.  The  custom  has  been  estab- 
lished of  sending  monthly  deposits  of  100  to  150  volumes  to  the 
four  branches  now  supported.  The  books  for  juveniles  have 
been  shelved  by  themselves,  where  easily  accessible,  and  free 
access  to  the  stacks  is  now  granted,  —  a  favor  which  is  greatly 
appreciated.  The  redassiOcation  according  to  the  Dewey  sys- 
tem is  in  progress.  Three  copies  of  the  card  catalogue  are  being 
printed  for  use  in  the  branches.  Two  books  are  allowed  each 
borrower,  without  restriction  as  to  class  of  literature.  The  need 
of  a  special  library  building  is  awakening  public  discussion. 

Natick.  The  Morse  Institute  has  received  $5,000  by  bequest  of  Mr. 
John  O.  Wilson,  late  of  Natick. 

New  Bedford.  The  library  has  received  a  large  number  of  books 
from  the  estate  of  Cornelius  Howland,  Esq. 

Nev^urtport.  Besides  tbe  four  gifts  during  1900  named  in  our  last 
year's  report,  —  amounting  to  $34,000,  —  the  Newbury  port  Pub- 
lic Library  has  received  $5,000  from  Mrs.  Edward  S.  Stickney 
of  Chicago. 

Nevtton.  An  anonymous  friend  has  presented  to  the  library  a  beau- 
tiful marble  statue  of  Diana,  with  pedestal,  the  work  of  the  late 
6.  M.  Benzoni,  a  noted  Roman  sculptor  who  died  several  years 
ago. 

North  Adaus.  The  inhabitants  of  other  towns  are  given  the'privi- 
lege  of  borrowing  books  from  the  North  Adams  Free  Public 
Library  upon  payment  of  $1  per  annum.  It  is  proposed  to  intro- 
duce instruction  in  the  use  of  reference  books  for  the  benefit  of 
students  in  the  highest  grade  schools.  Tbe  Research  Club,  a 
local  association  of  women,  has  presented  to  the  library  a  cast  of 
Luca  Delia  Robbia's  Trumpeters.

NoBTHAMFTON.  Delivery  BtatioDs  have  been  founded  at  the  villages 
of  Leeds  and  Bay  State.  That  at  the  latter  place  is  provided 
with  a  room  suitably  heated  and  lighted  by  the  Northampton 
Cutlery  Company. 

NoETHBOROUGH.  Cyrus  Gale,  the  generous  donor  of  the  library 
building  in  Northborough,  has  given  $500  for  the  purpose  of 
printing  a  catalogue  of  the  library. 

NoRTHFiELD.  A  portrait  of  the  late  Rev.  Dwight  L.  Moody  has  been 
presented  to  the  library  by  his  widow. 

Pelham.  The  income  of  the  library  being  but  $22,  no  books  could 
be  bought,  but  50  volumes  were  received  from  the  Woman's 
Education  Association  and  30  from  Dr.  G.  W.  Rawson  of 
Amherst. 

Pepperell.  The  Lawrence  library  building,  the  gift  to  his  native 
town  of  Charles  Farrar  Lawrence,  who  died  in  New  York  City, 
May  12, 1897,  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  formality  on  June 
15,  1901.  It  is  a  beautiful  and  substantial  structure  of  brick, 
relieved  with  Indiana  limestone  trimmings  and  entrance  columns, 
crowned  by  an  ornamental  copper  roof  and  skylights,  and  is  of 
fire-proof  construction,  the  frame-work  being  of  iron.  The  main 
hall,  entered  from  the  central  porch,  is  30  by  43  feet.  The  stack 
at  the  rear  is  three-storied,  reaching  from  the  basement  floor  to  the 
roof,  18  by  40  feet  in  plan.  In  the  west  wing  is  the  art  room, 
22  by  50  feet,  decorated  with  several  fine  oil  paintings,  etc.,  the 
bequest  of  Mr.  Lawrence.  The  east  wing  is  given  to  a  reading 
room,  22  by  27  feet,  with  wall  cases  for  a  reference  library. 
There  is  also  a  suitably  furnished  room,  11  by  15  feet,  for  the 
librarian's  use ;  and  the  basement  is  high,  well  lighted,  and 
divided  into  sundry  compartments  fully  equipped.  The  entire 
building  is  furnished  in  polished  white  ash,  the  furniture  being 
of  golden  oak.  It  is  lavishly  supplied  with  both  electric  lights 
and  gas  burners,  and  heated  by  steam  from  two  Gordon  boilers. 
Holding  the  place  of  honor  in  the  entrance  hall  is  a  fine  portrait 
of  the  donor,  and  on  the  same  wall  hangs  a  portrait  of  Sir 
William  Pepperell.  Mr.  Lawrence's  total  gift,  besides  his  pri- 
vate library  and  art  collections,  was  the  sum  of  $100,000,  of 
which  $25,000  is  to  constitute  an  endowment  fund  for  the  main- 
tenance and  care  of  the  library  ;  $50,000  has  been  expended  upon 
the  lot  and  building,  and  $25,000  upon  furniture,  books,  etc. 

Petersham.  A  recent  bequest  of  Miss  Lucy  Flora  Willis  to  the 
Petersham  Memorial  Library  directs  that  her  gift,  which  amounts 
to  $11,275,  shall  "no  part  of  it  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books." 

Plymouth.  The  children  of  the  late  William  G.  and  Mary  E.  Rus- 
sell of  Boston  will  give  the  town  of  Plymouth  a  library  building. 
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to  cost  about  $20,000.  Perhaps  no  town  in  the  Commonwealth 
is  more  in  need  of  such  a  building.  An  ideal  site  for  it  has 
been  secured,  overlooking  the  bay,  and  adorned  by  some  of  the 
largest  and  most  venerable  lindens  to  be  found  in  the  State. 
Mr.  Nathaniel  Morton  gave  $750  towards  the  purchase  of  this 
lot.  The  donors  of  the  building  are  Thomas  Russell,  Mrs.  Roger 
N.  Allen  and  Mrs.  William  S.  Townsend,  all  of  Boston.  Miss 
Mary  G.  Bartlett  of  Plymouth  has  given  the  library  3,000  pho- 
tographs and  reproductions  of  noted  paintings.  Mr.  Augustus 
P.  Loring  of  Boston  has  given  146  volumes  to  the  Loring  Read- 
ing Room. 

Revere.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  offered  this  town  $20,000  for  a  library 
building,  contingent  upon  its  providing  a  suitable  site,  and  agree- 
ing to  appropriate  annually  not  less  than  $2,000  for  library  sup- 
port. Revere  owns  two  lots  of  land,  either  of  which  is  available 
for  the  site.  It  also  has  a  fund  of  $  1 ,500  and  interest,  bequeathed 
by  Stephen  A.  Hall  for  a  library  building,  and  the  Woman's  Club 
has  accumulated  from  the  proceeds  of  entertainments  about  $3,000 
for  the  same  purpose.  The  library  has  now  excellent  accommo- 
dations on  the  ground  floor  of  the  new  town  hall,  a  practically 
flre-proof  structure,  built  in  1898.  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift  was 
accepted  by  a  unanimous  vote  at  a  special  town  meeting  held 
Nov.  11, 1901. 

RocRPORT.  The  Pigeon  Cove  Library  Association  now  receives  a 
town  appropriation  of  $100  to  enable  it  to  maintain  a  free  library 
and  reading  room  for  that  village. 

Rows.  Mrs.  Sarah  R.  Drury,  late  of  Troy,  0.,  left  to  the  town  a 
bequest  of  $1,000  invested  for  the  term  of  eighty-six  years  at 
four  per  cent. ,  the  income  to  be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the 
town  library,  which  is  to  take  the  name  ''  The  Preserved  Smith 
Library,"  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Drury's  father.  Unitarian  pastor 
in  Rowe  for  several  years. 

RoTALSTOK.  The  late  Timothy  S.  Bliss,  a  former  resident  of  Royal- 
ston,  left  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  library  the  sum  of  $1,000, 
which  will  establish  a  permanent  fund  bearing  the  donor's 
name. 

Salem.  The  total  amount  of  the  unrestricted  bequest  of  Walter 
Scott  Dickson —  $10,000  and  one-fifth  of  his  residuary  estate  — 
is  now  expected  to  exceed  $25,000. 

SciTUATE.  The  heirs  of  Mr.  Silas  Peirce  of  Boston,  the  donor  of  the 
Peirce  Memorial  Library  Building  at  North  Scituate,  have  nearly 
doubled  the  original  building  in  size,  by  an  addition  including  a 
complete  heating  plant,  and  steel  book  stacks  having  a  capacity 
for  5,000  volumes. 
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Shrewsbury.  The  residuary  estate  of  the  late  Jabal  Howe,  be- 
qaeathed  to  the  public  library,  amounts  to  about  $50,000 ;  and  it 
is  proposed  to  use  it,  or  some  portion  of  it  in  the  erection  of  a 
library  building  in  the  near  future. 

Springfield.  The  City  Library  *  Association  has  received  $90,000 
from  the  estate  of  David  Ames  Wells.  The  librarian,  John 
Cotton  Dana,  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  issued  a  cir- 
cular addressed  to  teachers  and  pupils,  urging  their  use  of 
library  privileges,  and  giving  notice  that  ^^  single  books  or  sets 
of  books  numbering  from  one  to  fifty  and  charged  for  any  reason- 
able length  of  time  may  be  obtained  from  any  department  by 
teachers;  children  and  teachers  who  are  studying  a  particular 
subject  may  be  aided  in  finding  the  right  material ;  and  books 
for  recreation  also  will  be  furnished." 

Sturbridge.  Mr.  Stanley  G.  Wight  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  has  presented 
to  the  Joshua  Hyde  Library  a  choice  collection  of  photographs 
of  famous  paintings  and  scenery,  with  a  suitable  cabinet  for 
their  protection. 

Sunderland.  The  library  building,  recently  completed  and  richly 
furnished  at  a  cost  of  about  $12,000,  is  the  generous  gift  of 
John  Long  Graves  of  Boston  to  his  native  town.  Other  contri- 
butions to  the  building  fund  have  been  formally  transferred  to 
the  endowment  fund,  which  now  amounts  to  over  $5,000.  The 
chief  donations  now  included  in  this  fund  are :  the  bequest  of 
Rufus  R.  Graves  in  1876,  $2,000 ;  the  gift  of  heirs  of  Juliette 
Montague  Cooke,  $1,000;  sundry  contributions  from  non- 
residents, $980 ;  local  subscriptions,  $655  ;  town  appropriation, 
$500.  The  town  has  also  expended  about  $500  for  a  fire-proof 
vault  wherein  to  keep  its  records,  in  the  library  building. 

Swansea.  Besides  the  beautiful  and  spacious  library  building,  ded- 
icated Sept.  19,  1900,  Swansea  owes  to  the  provisions  of  the 
will  of  Hon.  Frank  Shaw  Stevens  a  fund  of  $2,500,  the  income 
from  which  is  to  be  expended  for  books.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  R. 
Stevens  added  fully  one-third  to  the  original  bequest  of  her 
husband,  to  perfect  the  new  library  home,  and  gave  the  sum  of 
$100  and  the  coal  and  gas  towards  heating  and  lighting  the 
building  for  the  year.  Miss  Mary  A.  Case  presented  to  the 
library  valuable  works  of  reference,  including  Webster's  Inter- 
national Dictionary  and  Chambers's  Encyclopaedia ;  Hon.  Robert 
T.  Davis  gave  418  volumes,  including  the  Official  Records  of  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion  ;  310  volumes  have  been  received  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Seth  Brown  by  hands  of  his  nephew,  George 
P.  Brown  of  Fall  River. 
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Tykgsborouoh.  a  public-spirited  lady,  Miss  Mary  Bennett,  has 
offered  to  give  $1,000  towards  the  erection  of  a  library  bailding, 
provided  the  sum  of  $5,000  is  contributed  by  the  town  for  that 
purpose.  Her  offer  has  been  accepted,  and  a  committee  chosen 
to  formulate  plans  and  report  to  a  future  town  meeting. 

Ttbinghah.  Plans  for  a  library  building  in  Tyringham  have  taken 
definite  shape.  A  suitable  site  has  been  given  by  George  W. 
Garfield,  and  pledges  of  financial  aid  made.  It  is  proposed  that 
the  construction  shall  be  of  field  stone,  with  slated  or  tiled  roof, 
the  rafters  being  left  exposed  and  the  inner  face  of  the  walls  un- 
ceiled.  The  building,  besides  the  book  room^  28  by  26  feet,  will 
include  a  room  for  town  officers'  meetings  and  a  record  room. 
It  is  estimated  that,  with  the  volunteer  labor  and  gifts  of  stone 
promised,  the  cost  will  not  much  exceed  $1,000. 

Wakefield.  The  late  Cyrus  G.  Beebe  of  Framingham,  a  son  of 
Lucius  Beebe,  in  whose  honor  the  Wakefield  town  library  is 
named,  has  bequeathed  $2,000  to  the  town  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Beebe  Library. 

Walpole.  The  gift  of  $15,000  for  a  library  building,  offered  by 
Andrew  Carnegie,  was  accepted  by  the  town  at  a  special  meetiug, 
August  27.  At  the  same  time  it  was  voted  to  accept  a  site 
offered  by  C.  S.  Bird  of  East  Walpole. 

Warren.  Extensive  alterations  and  improvements,  including  a  new 
stack,  are  in  progress  in  the  Warren  Public  Library  building. 

Welleslet.  The  will  of  the  late  Elizabeth  Flagg  contains  a  bequest 
of  $1,000  to  the  public  library  in  Wellesley. 

Wbstborough.  The  site  for  a  library  building  has  been  bought  by 
the  town,  a  building  fnnd  of  $6,000  from  the  gift  of  Charles  S. 
Henry  is  in  the  treasury,  and  about  $5,000  more  has  been  pledged 
for  the  purpose.  The  town  is  patiently  waiting  for  private  gen- 
erosity to  increase  the  fund  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  erect  a 
building  suited  to  the  public  needs. 

Westford.  Mrs.  Henry  (Laws)  Henarie  of  San  Francisco,  a  native 
of  Westford,  has  left  by  will  $1,000  to  that  town,  to  be  known 
as  the  Laws  Fund,  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  library. 

Westminstkr.  The  will  of  Charles  A.  Forbush,  besides  the  bequest 
of  $500  for  the  purchase  of  books,  reported  two  years  ago,  gives 
$10,000  to  be  expended  in  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  use 
of  the  public  library  of  Westminster,  as  a  memorial  to  the  late 
Joseph  W.  Forbush.  The  structure  will  be  two-storied,  47  by 
33  feet,  with  a  stack  room  wing  at  the  rear,  19  by  22  feet.  The 
upper  story  is  designed  for  a  museum  and  antiquarian  hall.  The 
exterior  walls   will  be  of  gray  brick,  with  Indiana  limestone 
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trimmiDgs  above  a  granite  foundation,  and  the  interior  finish  of 
oak.  The  cost  of  the  site  was  raised  by  a  popular  subscription, 
the  largest  contribution,  $500,  coming  from  Alonzo  Curtis.  Mrs. 
S.  C.  Warner  has  given  the  library  the  Century  Dictionary  and 
Atlas. 

Weston.  Francis  Blake  has  given  $110  to  the  library  of  Weston,  to 
be  expended  for  the  engraving  of  a  bookplate  and  for  etchings 
and  photolithographs  taken  from  it.  Theodore  Dwight  has  con- 
tributed over  100  volumes  to  the  library,  and  several  other  citi- 
zens have  given  portraits,  a  clock,  photographs,  etc.,  for  the 
decoration  of  its  walls. 

Westwood.  The  library  building  given  by  Mr.  Howard  Colburn  was 
turned  over  to  the  town  of  Westwood  in  March,  1901.  It  is  a 
one-storied  structure  of  brick,  with  brown  stone  trimmings  above 
a  basement  of  Dedham  granite.  The  interior  finish  is  oak.  The 
present  shelf  capacity  is  5,000  volumes. 

Weymouth.  Mrs.  Mary  J.  Bates  has  presented  to  the  Fogg  Library 
the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the  purchase  of  reference  books,  and  placed 
a  beautiful  bronze  tablet  in  the  reference  room,  in  memory  of 
her  husband.  Gen.  James  Lawrence  Bates. 

Winchester.  Thomas  B.  Winchester  of  Boston  gave  to  the  town  a 
portrait  of  his  father  and  a  silver  punch  bowl.  These  are  de- 
posited in  the  public  library. 

WiNTHROP.  ^'  Since  entering  the  new  library  building,  the  trustees 
have  set  apart  a  room  for  collections  in  local  history,  and  the  in- 
terest taken  in  it  has  not  been  confined  to  those  who  patronize  the 
stacks.  One  gift  has  suggested  another,  and,  as  it  furnishes  a 
safe  depository,  many  who  otherwise  would  not  ri^k  valuable 
relics,  now  feel  free  to  leave  them,  and  the  result  is  a  fast-grow- 
ing museum  of  local  interest." 

WoBURN.  A  bronze  statue  of  Count  Rumford,  a  replica  of  that  at 
Munich,  was  placed  in  the  grounds  of  the  library  by  Mr.  Marshall 
Tidd  of  Woburn,  at  a  cost  of  $7,500. 

Worcester.  The  Worcester  librarian  has  introduced  a  new  feature 
in  library  work,  — talks  upon  books  from  time  to  time,  as  may 
be  convenient,  in  some  room  of  the  library  building.  His  pur- 
pose is  ^^  to  bring  together  the  books  on  a  subject  of  present 
interest,  and  have  a  person  thoroughly  conversant  with  them  talk 
about  them  in  an  informal  way  to  such  as  desire  to  come ;  and 
to  show  them,  with  books  in  hand,  just  what  the  value  is  for 
given  objects,  of  individual  works."  Several  talks  have  been 
given,  which  have  been  well  attended  and  given  much  satisfac- 
tion. 
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Suggestions  and  Experiences. 

Id  a  circular  letter  of  inquiry,  addressed  by  the  commission 
to  the  librarians  and  trustees  of  all  free  libraries  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, was  a  request  for  suggestions  based  upon  experi- 
ence as  to  the  best  means  of  making  a  small  library  attractive 
and  useful.  Although  the  responses  to  this  were  by  no  means 
so  general  as  desired,  numerous  replies  serve  to  show  a  pop- 
ular trend  towards  greater  liberality  in  methods  of  library  ad- 
ministration, and  a  growing  appreciation  of  the  need  of  high 
qualifications,  social,  mental  and  moral,  in  those  having  direc- 
tion of  the  library.  Many  lay  great  stress,  and  rightfully, 
upon  an  intelligent  enthusiasm,  tactful  altruism  and  untiring 
good  nature  in  the  librarian.  Quotations  from  these  replies 
are  here  given,  in  the  hope  that  they  may  interest  and  be 
helpful  to  many  librarians  of  limited  experience  :  — 

'^  Deliveries  are  a  good  thing  in  a  scattered  town,  but  the  spirit  in 
which  a  library  is  conducted  counts  for  more  than  almost  anything 
else.  In  a  small  library  the  question  is  largely  one  of  personal  rela- 
tions. If  people  are  sure  of  having  cordial  attention  paid  to  their 
needs  and  questions,  the  library  will  not  need  much  advertising." 

^'  Cheerful  willingness  in  the  librarian,  a  thorough  acquaintance 
with  the  contents  of  the  books,  a  kindly  disposition,  a  desire  to  help 
and  readiness  to  offer  suggestions,  especially  to  the  youthful  readers." 

'^  I  would 'recommend  :  bulletin  boards^  on  which  to  display  articles 
or  pictures  relating  to  current  events ;  new  books  put  aside  where 
they  may  be  easily  accessible  to  the  public ;  unrestricted  access  to 
the  book  stack ;  the  simplest  charging  system  which  will  not  long 
detain  patrons  who  wish  to  obtain  books  quickly ;  a  full  analytical 
catalogue  ;  frequent  picture  exhibits ;  printed  lists  of  new  additions ; 
courtesy,  untiring  patience,  intelligence,  a  ready  human  sympathy 
and  a  cheerful  countenance  on  the  part  of  the  attendants." 

'^  Make  the  library  rooms  attractive  by  exhibitions  of  pictures  ;  by 
collecting  and  displaying  articles  of  historic  value,  or  interesting  as 
curiosities ;  by  placing  new  books  and  special  selections  where  they 
can  be  looked  over  conveniently.  A  bulletin  board  with  special  lists 
is  also  useful." 

'^  A  colored  bird  chart  and  colored  pictures  of  birds,  mounted  and 
displayed  in  the  reference  room,  have  proved  very  attractive  and 
helpful  to  many." 

^'Remove  all  sorts  of  gratings,  cages,  railings,  bars,  fences  and 
other  zoological  garden  paraphernalia." 
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''  The  addition  of  a  well-lighted  reading  table  with  magazines  upon 
it  has  added  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  and  usefulness  of  our 
library." 

*'I  find  our  bulletin  board,  with  its  special  lists,  newspaper  cut- 
tings, etc.,  very  useful.  The  walls  of  our  children's  room  always 
have  pictures  upon  them,  collections  made  by  the  librarian,  or  those 
loaned  by  the  Library  Art  Club  and  derived  from  other  sources." 

'^  Ck>rdial  attitude  and  willing  assistance  of  librarian.  The  libra- 
rian should  become  acquainted,  by  as  wide  reading  as  possible,  with 
books  of  all  classes,  so  as  to  recommend  books  with  discretion  and 
tact.  It  is  especially  important  that  the  librarian  should  know  the 
character  of  the  books  for  children  and  young  people,  by  reading  as 
many  as  possible.  The  librarian  should  become  informed  concerning 
conditions  throughout  the  town,  and  should  study  to  make  the  library's 
influence  reach  all  parts  of  it.  A  personal  acquaintance  with  as  many 
people  as  possible,  especially  in  small  communities,  is  important. 
Visits  should  be  made  to  outlying  districts,  and  the  people  there 
should  be  encouraged  to  take  books  from  the  library.  Especial  atten- 
tion should  be  given  to  the  needs  of  children,  and  there  should  be  no 
age  limit.  A  detailed  account  of  what  the  library  has  accomplished 
and  attempted  should  be  brought  before  the  people  by  printing  it  with 
the  annual  reports  of  town  officers." 

^^  A  good  librarian  of  to-day  is  quite  distinct  from  what  would  have 
been  called  a  good  librarian  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  or  more  ago. 
Such  a  person  must  know  books,  literature  of  different  shades ;  know 
of  authors  whose  works  stand  the  best  tests  for  high  standard,  as  well 
as  have  a  knowledge  of  the  best  methods  of  caring  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  all  connected  with  the  library ;  must  be  courteous,  affable, 
obliging  to  all  ages  and  classes ;  and  to  succeed  must  have  the  cheer- 
ful co-operation  of  the  community." 

^^  As  tried  means  of  increase  of  interest  in  the  library,  we  suggest : 
free  access  to  shelves ;  a  children's  room ;  exhibitions  of  pictures 
from  the  Library  Art  Club." 

"  Our  endeavor  is  to  have  the  library  as  cheerful  and  homelike  as 
possible,  and  as  free  from  restrictions  as  is  compatible  with  good 
government.  The  local  paper  is  used  to  call  attention  to  picture 
exhibits  and  other  items  of  interest  concerning  the  library.  We  have 
a  well-stocked  and  very  attractive  children's  room." 

"  Pictures  from  Library  Art  Club ;  open  shelves ;  revolving  cases 
for  latest  additions ;  special  shelves  for  children's  books  in  delivery 


room." 


"Frequent  picture  exhibitions;  open  shelves  for  new  books; 
attractive  bulletin  boards  and  colored  posters ;  an  air  of  welcome  and 
freedom  from  police  oversight ;  as  little  of  the  institutional  and  as 
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macb  of  the  homelike  atmosphere  as  possible,  which  depends  upon 
the  personality  of  the  library  staff,  and  cannot  be  defined." 

^^  We  have  tried  to  make  friends  of  the  people,  believing  that  of  as 
much  importance  as  the  circulation  of  books,  for  it  will  eventually 
lead  to  the  latter.  With  this  in  mind,  we  have  tried  to  make  the 
library  a  popular  resort,  by  having  exhibits  of  school  drawings,  work 
done  in  the  manual  training  school,  and  by  encouraging  nature 
study." 

*'  We  have  placed  upon  the  children's  table,  to  be  used  in  the 
library,  some  beautifully  illustrated  juvenile  classics  and  nature 
books.  We  hope  that  the  attractiveness  of  these  books  will  inspire 
the  children  to  handle  them  carefully,  to  appreciate  good  illustrations, 
and  to  want  to  read  and  enjoy  more  similar  illustrated  books  in  the 
library  for  delivery." 

''Allow  readers  as  much  freedom  as  possible  in  the  use  of  the 
library.  Post  bulletins  of  new  books,  with  occasional  notices  in  re- 
gard to  them;  also  bulletins  of  flowers,  birds,  etc.,  in  season;  also 
for  special  holidays  or  seasons,  lists  of  books  and  stories  appropriate 
to  them  ;  also  reading  lists  on  timely  or  suggested  subjects." 

''  The  system  of  rotation,  whereby  all  books  in  the  stack  are  regu- 
larly passed  in  rotation  through  open  cases  in  the  delivery  room, 
preserving  their  classified  order;  thus  the  public  attention  is  daily 
focussed  upon  a  few  books  of  each  class,  and  books  become  known 
and  used  which  by  any  other  system  would  never  be  moved." 

''  I  think  the  most  can  be  done  through  the  personal  influence  of 
those  in  charge  of  the  library.     Pictures  and  bulletins  assist." 

''  Procuring  the  addition  of  new  books  to  the  library  at  short 
intervals." 

''  First  of  all,  perfect  disanliness,  good  light  and  ventilation,  a  love 
for  and  personal  knowledge  of  each  child,  a  careful  study  of  all  who 
wish  books ;  and,  last  and  best,  seeking  to  make  patrons  or  readers 
feel  that  they  own  the  library." 

''Attractive  rooms ;  pictures;  plenty  of  juvenile  as  well  as  adult 
literature ;  the  daily  and  local  papers ;  and  money !  money  ! " 

"  A  book  case  full  of  juvenile  books,  in  some  place  easy  of  access ; 
talks  upon  the  pictures  loaned  by  the  Library  Art  Club." 

"  The  privilege  most  prized  in  our  library  is  the  free  access  to  books. 
Our  patrons  visit  the  shelves,  and  browse  as  long  as  they  like." 

"  As  far  as  possible,  choose  library  ofiScials  from  patrons  of  the 
library,  that  they  may  work  understandingly,  and  from  one  point  of 
view ;  then  add  all  the  professional  understanding  circumstances  will 
permit." 

"Personal  sympathy  on  the  part  of  the  librarian,  with  a  wide 
knowledge  of  books  and  their  fitness  for  individual  needs." 
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'^  For  making  the  library  attractive  :  a  kind  and  pleasant  librarian, 
one  always  willing  to  assist  in  the  selection  of  books,  and  in  a  small 
community  knowing  the  tastes  of  individual  patrons.  For  making  it 
useful:  starting  the  children  on  the  right  kind  of  literature.  The 
public  schools  attempt  this  by  publishing  lists,  but  there  the  matter 
rests,  as  in  no  grades  below  the  high  schools  is  reading  required. 
The  librarian  and  trustees  should  endeavor  to  put  the  right  books 
into  the  children's  hands." 

The  Library  Art  Club. 

The  Library  Art  Club,  of  which  Miss  Alice  G.  Chandler  of 
Lancaster  is  the  president,  continues  with  marked  success  the  ex- 
cellent work  which  it  so  happily  inaugurated  a  few  years  since, 
and  which  at  a  slight  expense  to  the  individual  libraries  has 
been  self  supporting.  The  collections  of  pictures  by  purchase 
and  loan  are .  constantly  increasing,  and  621  exhibitions  were 
given  in  the  calendar  year  1901.  The  club  has  purchased 
about  30  collections,  and  secured  by  gift  and  loan  about  20 
others.  The  collections  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  from 
the  art  and  architecture  of  Venice,  the  treasures  of  the  Vatican 
and  the  Sistine  Chapel  and  the  Passion  Play  at  Oberammergau, 
to  fine  photographs  of  the  scenery  of  Alaska  and  the  Great 
West,  Swiss  scenery  in  color  and  photographs  of  New  England 
birds. 

The  membership  of  the  club  at  the  close  of  the  year  numbers 
98  libraries,  schools  and  other  institutions,  of  which  75  were 
free  public  libraries  in  Massachusetts. 

The  educational  value  of  these  exhibits  and  the  stimulus  they 
give  to  the  appreciation  and  love  for  the  best  pictorial  art  can 
hardly  be  over-estimated.  The  exhibits  attract  people,  to  the 
libraries,  and  lead  them  to  read  the  books  describing  the  scenes 
which  have  given  them  pleasure.  Even  the  smallest  library 
would  find  the  slight  cost  of  membership  in  this  club  an  invest- 
ment that  would  produce  rich  returns. 

The  Woman's  Education  Association. 

The  interesting  work  of  the  Woman's  Education  Association 
has  been  continued  with  good  results  in  the  smaller  towns,  and 
especially  in  the  remotely  located  villages.  It  has  41  travelling 
libraries,  and  37  of  them  have  circulated  3,841  volumes  during 
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the  year.     The  towns  and  villages  which  are  at  present  receiv-

Special  libraries  designed  for  study  clubs  have  been  provided 
upon  the  subjects  of  Venice,  Florence,  Rome,  English  architec- 
ture, Shakespeare,  Italian  art  and  Egypt.  All  these  libraries 
have  proved  to  be  of  great  utility.  The  association  has  also 
18  collections  of  pictures  which  are  loaned  in  connection  with 
the  libraries,  the  one  proving  an  interesting  educational  supple- 
ment to  the  other. 

The  work  of  this  association  has  always  been  most  cordially 
welcomed  by  the  commission  ;  it  has  cheered  and  brightened 
the  fireside  of  many  a  rural  home,  and  its  influence  in  ever- 
widening  circles  has  attracted  attention  and  inquiry  in  other 
and  far  distant  States. 


Local  Library  Clubs. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  organization  and  experience  of  the 
Massachusetts  Library  Club  has  been  the  formation  of  local 
library  clubs  in  different  sections  of  the  State.  The  Western 
Massachusetts,  the  Bay  Path  and  the  Cape  Cod  Library  Club 
bring  together  once  or  twice  a  year,  at  some  easily  accessible 
place,  the  managers  of  the  smaller  libraries  for  conference  and 
instruction.  These  meetings  have  been  attended  with  the  best 
results,  and  the  needs  of  the  small  country  library  have  been 
made  known  to  those  who  were  able  to  give  the  wisest  aid  and 
counsel  from  the  results  of  practical  experience.  The  lectures 
and  library  institutes  which  these  clubs  have  furnished  have

been  practical  and  stimulating.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these 
clubs  may  be^multiplied,  until  their  good  influence  reaches  all 
sections  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Libraries  and  the  Schools. 

The  following  circular  letter  has  been  sent  by  the  commission 
to  the  superintendents  of  schools  throughout  the  State  :  — 

Dear  Sir  :  —  The  Massachusetts  Free  Public  Library  Commission 
desires  to  solicit  and  enlist  your  aid  in  improving  the  free  public 
libraries,  especially  ia  the  smaller  towns,  and  making  them  more  use- 
ful to  the  school  and  the  home.  The  people  of  nearly  every  town 
and  village  in  the  State  now  have  easy  access  to  a  free  public  library. 
Care  should  be  taken  that  the  growth  of  these  libraries  should  be  of 
the  best  and  most  improving  books.  Tour  experience  and  taste, 
generously  and  wisely  given,  will  be  of  priceless  value  in  determining 
the  character  of  the  reading  in  the  family.  Great  benefit  has  resulted 
in  the  larger  communities,  notably  in  the  city  of  Worcester,  from  the 
intimate  connection  of  the  library  and  the  school.  Information  rela- 
tive to  the  details  and  methods  of  this  work  will  be  gladly  furnished 
by  Mr.  Green,  who  has  given  the  matter  special  attention.  Similar 
benefits,  even  in  a  larger  degree,  can  be  realized  in  the  smaller  and 
more  sparsely  settled  towns.  Under  your  direction,  the  youog  people 
may  be  led  to  read  books  that  are  profitable  and  interesting.  With 
your  advice,  books  selected  for  the  library  may  be  made  to  supple- 
ment and  render  more  attractive  the  lessons  of  the  school,  and  the 
education  of  the  schoolroom  be  continued  as  a  pleasure  of  the  home. 

The  usefulness  of  the  libraries  can  be  promoted  by  the  interest 
awakened  through  the  teachers,  especially  among  the  young  people 
and  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools.  The  readiness  of  the  teachers 
to  lend  their  effort  in  this  direction  can  be  easily  stimulated  and 
strengthened  by  a  helpful  word  from  the  superintendent. 

The  commission  appeals  to  you,  therefore,  with  the  fullest  confi- 
dence that  you  will  see  that  the  best  books  are  found  in  the  libraries  ; 
that  you  will  stimulate  the  pupils  and  the  parents  to  make  a  pleasant 
and  profitable  use  of  them ;  that  you  will  use  every  means  to  render 
the  distribution  of  the  books  easy  and  general,  and  see  that  they  are 
used  to  the  best  educational  advantage. 

The  commission  will  welcome  most  heartily  any  suggestions  you 
may  be  pleased  to  make  in  the  direction  of  selecting  books  and  im- 
proving the  methods  to  make  them  of  the  widest  practical  benefit  to 
the  people,  or  any  information  relative  to  the  condition  and  manage- 
ment of  the  libraries  in  your  district. 
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The  response  to  this  circular  shows  that  the  superintend- 
ents are  alive  to  the  value  of  the  library  as  an  aid  to  the 
school,  and  gladly  welcome  its  service. 

Comparison  of  Library  Statistics. 

The  statistical  tables  which  follow,  Appendices  I.  and  II., 
have  been  compiled  from  the  replies  of  librarians  and  trustees 
to  a  circular  letter  of  inquiry,  carefully  supplemented  and  cor- 
rected in  many  instances  by  collation  with  the  printed  reports 
of  town  officers.  They  are  presented  as  reasonably  accurate 
and  complete,  despite  a  perplexing  lack  of  uniformity  in  the 
methods  of  keeping  records  among  both  librarians  and  town 
accountants.  Some  librarians  leave  out  from  their  <<  number 
of  bound  volumes"  all  public  documents;  some  exclude  from 
**  books  circulated  for  home  use"  the  current  periodicals  is- 
sued ;  a  very  few  apparently  keep  no  exact  account  of  volumes 
loaned.  There  seems  no  weighty  reason  for  these  omissions. 
All  items  of  income  and  expenditure  here  tabulated  belong  to 
the  last  financial  year  of  each  library,  which  is  very  rarely 
the  calendar  year.  A  majority  of  our  municipalities  close 
their  annual  accounts  March  1 ;  but  others  date  them  from 
February,  April  or  even  May  1.  The  municipal  book-keepers 
do  not  conform  to  any  stereotyped  model. 

In  several  towns  the  salaries  of  the  librarian  and  assistants 
are  paid,  like  those  of  other  officials,  from  a  special  appropria- 
tion, and  not  charged  against  the  library  income.  In  sundry 
towns  the  cost  of  repairs,  care,  heating  and  lighting  does  not 
appear  in  expenditures  for  the  library,  being  included  in  the 
general  account  of  expense  for  the  care  of  public  buildings, 
which  usually  cannot  be  itemized.  With  the  exception  of 
three  towns,  the  trustees  of  our  free  libraries  accept  no  remu- 
neration whatever  for  their  services. 

A  comparison  of  these  statistics  for  1900-1901  with  those 
published  by  the  commission  for  1894-95  —  a  period  of  six 
years  having  elapsed  —  shows  that  the  number  of  independent 
free  libraries  in  the  State  has  increased  from  343  to  394  ;  the 
number  of  branch  libraries  and  delivery  stations,  from  186  to 
451 ;  the  number  of  bound  volumes  in  free  libraries,  from 
3,189,637  to  4,219,600;  the  circulation  of  books  for  home 
use,  from  6,267,061  to  8,221,061. 
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The  towns  of  Lancaster  and  Pbillipston  lead  in  the  number 
of  books  owned  per  unit  of  population,  each  having  12.2  vol- 
umes; Nahant  and  Sudbury  have  11.  The  free  libraries  of 
Massachusetts  had  in  1895  ^^(^j^  volumes  for  each  inhabitant 
of  the  State ;  they  now  own  l^Vir*  They  issued  for  home 
use  in  1895  2^^  books  per  unit  of  population;  in  1900  their 
issue  was  2^^^  books. 

In  this  circulation  Fairbaven  far  excels  all  other  municipali- 
ties, with  a  record  of  12.8  books  per  inhabitant ;  that  of  Brook- 
field  is  9.9  volumes;  of  Lexington,  9.5;  of  Bemardston,  9.2; 
of  Nahant,  9.  Northampton  leads  all  the  cities,  with  a  home 
circulation  of  7.7  volumes  per  inhabitant.     The  average  of  the 

33  cities  is  2^q^  books  per  inhabitant.

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FREE  PUBUC  LIBRARY  LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSEnS. 


[Bbtubd  Ijlws,  1902,  Chaptbb  88.] 

General  Provision. 

Section  1 .  Library  corporations  and  associations  which  have  been 
legally  established  shall  continue  to  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  restrictions  attaching  thereto. 

Law  Libraries. 

Section  2.  Attorneys  at  law  who  have  been  admitted  to  practise 
in  the  courts  of  the  commonwealth  and  who  are  resident  in  a  county 
for  which  there  is  no  law  library  association  may  organize  as  a  cor- 
poration, under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five,  by  the  name  of  the  Law  Library  Association  for  such  county, 
and  may  adopt  by-laws  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
superior  court. 

Section  8.  The  inhabitants  of  the  county  shall  have  access  to  the 
library  and  may  use  the  books  therein,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  by-laws. 

Section  4.  County  treasurers  shall  annually  pay  to  the  law  library 
associations  in  their  respective  counties  all  sums  which  are  paid  into 
the  county  treasuries  during  the  year  by  the  clerks  of  the  courts,  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year. 
They  may  also  pay  to  said  associations  such  further  sums  as  the 
county  commissioners  may  consider  are  necessary  and  proper.  All 
sums  which  are  so  paid  shall  be  applied  to  maintain  and  enlarge  such 
libraries  for  the  use  of  the  courts  and  of  citizens.  The  treasurer  of 
the  law  library  association,  before  receiving  any  money  from  the 
county  treasurer,  shall  give  bond,  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  commissioners,  for  the  faithful  application  of  such  money,  and 
that  he  will  make  a  return  annually  to  them,  under  oath,  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  has  been  expended. 

Section  5.  Each  law  library  association  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  sergeant-at-arms,  immediately  after  their  publication,  one 
copy  of  the  legislative  documents  of  the  senate  and  house,  the  journal 
of  the  senate  and  the  journal  of  the  house. 
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CiTT  AND  Town  Libraries. 

Section  6.  A  city  or  town  may  establish  and  maintain  public 
libraries  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants,  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  city  council  or  by  the  town,  and  may  receive,  hold  and  manage 
any  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  such  library.  The  city  council  of  a 
city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  may  place  in  such  library  the  books, 
reports  and  laws  which  may  be  received  from  the  commonwealth. 

Trustees  of  Town  Libraries. 

Section  7.  A  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  library,  or  free  public  library  and  reading 
room,  owned  by  the  town,  shall,  at  an  annual  meeting  or  special 
meeting,  unless  the  same  has  been  acquired  entirely  or  in  part 
through  some  gift  or  bequest  which  contains  other  conditions  or  pro- 
visions for  the  election  of  its  trustees  or  for  its  care  and  management 
which  have  been  accepted  by  the  town,  elect  by  ballot  a  board  of 
trustees  consisting  of  any  number  of  persons,  male  or  female,  divis- 
ible by  three,  which  the  town  determines  to  elect.  When  such  board 
is  first  chosen,  one- third  thereof  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one- 
third  for  two  years  and  one-third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one- 
third  shall  be  elected  annually  for  the  term  of  three  years.  The 
board  shall,  from  its  own  number,  annually  choose  a  chairman  and 
secretary  and,  if  the  town  so  votes,  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give  a  bond 
similar  to  that  given  by  the  town  treasurer,  in  an  amount  and  with 
sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  selectmen.  The  town  treasurer 
shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  until  the  town  other- 
wise directs. 

Section  8.  The  board  shall  have  the  custody  and  management 
of  the  library  and  reading  room  and  of  all  property  owned  by  the 
town  relating  thereto.  All  money  raised  or  appropriated  by  the  town 
for  its  support  and  maintenance  shall  be  expended  by  the  board,  and 
all  money  or  property  which  the  town  may  receive  by  gift  or  bequest 
for  said  library  and  reading  room  shall  be  administered  by  the  board 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  gift  or  bequest. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  town  of 
its  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  the  property  in  its  custody,  with 
a  statement  of  any  unexpended  balance  of  money  and  of  any  gifts  or 
bequests  which  it  holds  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  its  recommenda- 
tions. 

Section  10.  The  provisions  of  the  three  preceding  sections  shall 
not  apply  to  library  associations,  nor  to  a  library  organized  under  a 
special  act. 
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Board  of  Fbbe  Public  Library  Commissioners. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  free  public  library  commis- 
sioners consisting  of  five  persons,  residents  of  the  commonwealth,  one 
of  whom  shall  annually  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  five  years.  The  governor 
shall  designate  the  chairman  thereof. 

Section  12.  No  member  shall  receive  any  compensation,  but  the 
board  may  annually  expend  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  pay- 
able by  the  commonwealth,  for  clerical  assistance  and  for  other  neces- 
sary expenses.  It  shall  annually  in  January  make  a  report  to  the 
general  court. 

Section  13.  The  board  shall  advise  the  librarian  or  trustees  of 
any  free  public  library  relative  to  the  selection  or  cataloguing  of 
books  and  any  other  matter  pertaining  to  the  maintenance  or  admin- 
istration of  the  library. 

Section  14.  Said  board  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  library 
trustees  of  a  town  which  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  sections 
sixteen  and  seventeen,  and  which  has  no  free  public  library  owned 
and  controlled  by  the  town,  expend  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
for  books  to  be  selected  and  purchased  by  said  board  and  delivered 
to  said  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  free  public  library. 

Section  15.  If  a  town,  the  valuation  of  which  is  not  more  than 
six  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  which  has  a  free  public  library,  has 
complied  with  all  laws  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  such  library, 
and  the  trustees  of  the  library  provide,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
board,  for  the  distribution  of  books  in  different  parts  of  the  town 
where  such  distribution  is  necessary,  by  means  of  branch  libraries  or 
deliveries,  and  for  practical  and  effective  means  of  rendering' the  library 
useful  to  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  the  public  schools  in  such  town, 
the  board  may  expend,  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  they  de- 
termine, not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  each  free  public  library  owned  and  controlled  by  such  town. 

Section  16.  A  town  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
three  preceding  sections  until  it  accepts  the  same  or  has  accepted  the 
corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws  and  has  elected  a  board  of 
library  trustees  as  provided  in  section  seven,  nor  until  said  trustees 
have  made  provision  satisfactory  to  said  commissioners  for  the  care 
and  distribution  of  the  books  furnished  by  them. 

Section  17.  Such  town  shall,  if  its  last  assessed  valuation  was 
one  million  dollars  or  over,  annually  appropriate  from  the  dog  tax, 
or  otherwise  provide  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public 
library,  not  less  than  fifty  dollars ;  if  such  valuation  was  less  than 
one  million  dollars  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand. 
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not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars ;  and  if  such  valuation  was  less  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars. 

Appbopbiation  of  Monet  fob  Libbabies. 

Section  15,  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  towns 
may  appropriate  money  ^'for  the  establishment,  maintenance  or  in- 
crease of  a  public  library  therein,  and  for  the  erection  or  provision 
of  suitable  buildings  or  rooms  therefor." 

*'  For  maintaining  a  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants  have 
free  access  and  of  which  they  have  the  use,  and  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  public  reading  room  in  connection  with  and  under  the 
control  of  the  managers  of  such  library." 

The  Dog  Tax. 

Section  163,  chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that 
money  received  for  dog  licenses  and  refunded  to  the  towns  shall  be 
expended  for  the  support  of  public  libraries  or  schools. 

Defacing  ob  Wilful  Detention  of  Books,  Papers,  etc. 

Sections  83  and  84,  chapter  208  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provide  that 
'*  whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause,  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book, 
plate,  picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet, 
manuscript  or  statue  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other  pub- 
lic or  incorporated  library  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
six  months." 

"Whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wantonly 
and  without  cause,  detains  a  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet, 
or  manuscript  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other  public  or 
incorporated  library  for  thirty  days  after  a  notice  in  writing  from  the 
librarian  thereof,  containing  a  copy  of  this  section  and  given  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  which,  by  the  regulations  of  such  library,  such 
book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet  or  manuscript  may  be  kept, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months." 

Disturbing  Public  Libraries. 

Section  33,  chapter  212  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  ''who- 
ever wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  library,  or  a 
reading  room  connected  therewith,  by  making  a  noise  or  in  any 
other  manner  during  the  time  when  such  library  or  reading  room  is 
open  to  the  public  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  thirty  days  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars."

Notes  of  Progress  from  the  Libraries. 

From  the  replies  to  a  circular  letter  of  inquiry  sent  to  the 
librarians  of  the  over  400  free  public  libraries  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  town  and  city  trus- 
tees, have  been  derived  the  following  notes.  They  indicate  a 
very  satisfactory  growth  of  usefulness  and  prosperity  in  our 
libraries  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  They  also  plainly 
show  that  the  natural  bond  between  the  public  library  and  the 
public  school  is  gaining  a  wider  and  fuller  recognition,  and  is 
being  drawn  closer  and  closer  year  by  year.  We  gratefully 
record  the  fact  that  in  many  localities  the  school  superintendent 
and  the  teachers  render  systematic  and  efficient  aid  to  the 
librarian  in  the  w^ork  of  leading  the  children  to  a  familiar 
acquaintanceship  with  good  literature.  The  fruits  of  this 
connection  between  school  work  and  library  privilege  wisely 
supervised  have  been  excellent  and  highly  appreciated  bj^  all 
concerned.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  stream  of 
private  beneficence  which  has  so  notably  flowed  library-ward 
during  the  past  decade  shows  no  signs  of  intermittence. 


AcusHKET.  The  trustees  acknowledge  a  gift  of  100  volumes  from 
the  Millicent  Library  of  Fairhaven,  being  a  selection  from  the 
duplicates  of  the  latter.  Two  branches,  at  Perry  Hill  and  Long 
Plain,  are  supported.  Miss  Elsie  Collins,  having  resigned  the 
librarianship,  has  been  succeeded  by  Mrs.  J.  E.  Annas. 
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ADA.MS.  Among  the  exhibits  displayed  in  the  library,  including 
several  from  the  treasures  of  the  Library  Art  Club,  were  two  of 
the  work  done  by  children  in  the  public  schools.  These  were 
arranged  and  presented  by  the  supervisor  of  drawing,  and 
attracted  more  popular  attention  than  all  the  others. 
Ahesburt.  The  new  library  building,  a  brief  description  of  which 
was  given  in  the  commission's  report  of  1901,  was  opened  for 
public  use  in  April  last.  Since  that  time  several  articles  of 
useful  furniture  have  been  presented  by  citizens  of  the  town. 
Of  these  are  a  handsome  mahogany  ^'  grandfather's  clock," 
and  substantial  cases  for  catalogue  cards,  periodicals,  etc. 
Wrought-iron  dogs  for  the  fireplace  in  the  children's  room  were 
bought  by  the  children  with  money  which  they  had  earned. 

Amherst.  A  large  increase  in  the  circulation  is  found  to  be  owing 
chiefly  to  the  increase  of  the  use  of  books  by  young  people  and 
children,  who,  '^  under  the  wise  and  helpful  direction  of  the 
librarian,  are  learning  to  use  the  library  well,  and  to  read  many 
other  books  beside  the  juvenile  fiction  which  has  formerly  been 
their  chief  diet.  No  work  that  the  library  can  accomplish  com- 
pares in  value  with  thi^  for  the  children,  in  adding  to  their 
school  education  the  culture  that  comes  from  the  use  of  good 
literature." 

Andovbr.  The  trustees  report  successful  endeavor  to  extend  the 
plan  of  popular  education  through  pictures,  having  purchased 
five  hundred  stereoscopic  views,  representative  of  history,  art 
and  scenery  in  foreign  countries,  as  well  as  our  own,  which  are 
on  exhibition  in  the  art  room,  and  also  to  be  issued  under  proper 
conditions  for  use  in  the  classes  of  the  public  schools. 

Arlington.  Mr.  Winfield  Bobbins  has  given  the  library  a  collec- 
tion of  framed  portraits  of  persons  distinguished  in  history, 
supplementary  to  his  former  gift  of  portraits  distinguished  for 
artistic  merit  or  illustrative  of  progress  in  the  art  of  engraving. 

AsHBCRNHAM.  A  gift  of  $50  for  the  purchase  of  books  has  been 
received  from  Mr.  Irving  Smith. 

AsHBT.  The  tasteful  and  costly  building,  presented  to  Ashby  by 
Edwin  Chapman,  although  completed  and  accepted  by  the  town 
Dec.  7,  1901,  and  opened  for  public  use  on  Jan.  3,  1902,  was 
not  formally  dedicated  until  June  17,  when  the  festivities  usual 
at  such  celebrations  were  enjoyed  by  a  great  throng  of  citizens 
and  guests.  The  principal  address  was  made  by  the  Hon. 
Alfred  S.  Roe.  The  Chapman  Library  is  thoroughly  fireproof 
in  construction,  and  its  appointments  are  complete  to  the  most 
minute  detail.  The  exterior  walls  are  of  red  pressed  brick,  with 
Longmeadow  brown  stone  trimmings.     The  roof  is  slated,  its 
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several  ridge  angles  being  capped  with  tiles.  In  plan  the  struc- 
ture is  40  by  50  feet,  and  there  is  but  one  floor  above  the  high 
basement  story.  The  approach  to  the  arched  entrance  is  by  a 
flight  of  eight  granite  steps,  flanked  by  two  polished  granite 
columns  at  the  floor  level.  The  spandrels  of  the  arch  are 
beautifully  sculptured.  The  vestibule  opens  upon  a  delivery 
room,  16  by  16  feet,  occupying  the  central  portion  of  the  main 
floor,  which  is  lighted  through  glass  lights  in  the  copper  dome. 
All  the  finish  of  this  room  is  of  marble,  including  the  delivery 
desk  and  arched  doorways  leading  into  the  reading  and  art 
rooms  on  the  right  and  left.  These  two  rooms,  each  13  by  22 
feet,  are  finished  in  choice  curly  birch,  and  have  ornate  terrazzo 
floors.  Adjoining  the  reading  room  is  the  librarian's  oflSce,  and 
from  the  art  room  a  stone  stairway  leads  to  the  well-lighted 
basement,  wherein  are  the  usual  heating  plant,  offices,  etc.  The 
stack-room  occupies  the  rear  of  the  building,  is  finished  in  oak, 
and  contains  eight  double  stacks.  The  rear  basement  is  wholly 
above  ground,  and  fitted  up  for  the  use  of  town  officers.  The 
donor,  a  Boston  merchant,  was  bom  in  Cambridgeport,  April 
17,  1844  ;  but  Ashby  was  his  boyhood's  home,  and  has  been  his 
summer  residence  for  many  years.  He  was  counted  in  its  quota 
while  serving  in  the  First  Massachusetts  Cavalry  during  the 
civil  war. 

Ashland.  The  need  of  enlarged  quarters  for  the  library  is  widely 
felt.  The  legacy  of  Ella  F.  Wiggins,  amounting  to  8392.34, 
has  been  received  and  deposited  in  a  savings  bank  for  future 
use,  being  by  the  terms  of  the  will  to  be  expended  '^  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  library." 

Athol.  The  library  has  received  about  500  volumes  as  a  gift  from 
Dr.  H.  M.  Humphrey,  being  his  circulating  library.  Andrew 
Carnegie,  through  the  solicitation  of  a  former  resident  of  Athol, 
offered  $15,000  for  a  library  building,  under  the  usual  guarantee 
of  town  support,  and  the  gift  has  been  formally  accepted. 

Attleborough.  Boxes  of  books  are  sent  weekly  to  six  schools  in 
outlying  districts,  being  carried  forth  and  back  by  the  ^^  rural 
delivery."  The  children  are  furnished  with  a  *' graded  course 
of  reading,"  and  make  their  selections  therefrom  ;  but  the  parents 
have  become  interested,  and  books  for  their  use  are  included 
when  called  for.  Mr.  J.  L.  Sweet  has  presented  to  the  town  a 
choice  lot  for  a  library  building,  and  efl'orts  are  being  made  to 
raise  a  building  fund. 

Barre.  The  children's  room,  which  was  opened  Oct.  15,  1898,  con- 
tinues to  retain  the  interest  of  the  young  people,  despite  the  fact 
that  few  additions  of  new  books  have  been  made,  owing  to  lack 
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of  funds.  The  namber  of  children's  visits  to  make  use  of  the 
reading  table  in  this  room  during  the  year  1901  was  2,944. 
About  800  volumes  are  shelved  in  this  department. 

Bedford.  Miss  Lottie  M.  Corey,  for  fourteen  years  the  faithful 
librarian  of  the  public  library,  has  resigned  the  position,  and  is 
succeeded  by  Miss  Fannie  A.  Wood. 

Belchertown.  The  experiment  of  '^open  shelves,"  having  been 
under  trial  for  three  months,  is  highly  appreciated  by  the  pupils 
of  the  public  schools,  and  has  thus  far  given  little  trouble. 

Bellikgham.  Delivery  stations  have  been  established  at  North  Bel- 
lingham  and  Caryville. 

Belmont.     The  building  presented  to  Belmont  by  Henry  O.  Under- 
wood, as  a  memorial  to  his  parents,  was  dedicated  on  the  evening 
of  June  17,  Josiah  H.  Benton,  Jr.,  Esq.,  delivering  the  formal  ad- 
dress.    The  donor's  father,  William  J.  Underwood,  was  for  more 
than  twenty  years  chairman  of  Belmont's  library  trustees.     The 
structure  is  fireproof,  the  floors  being  of  mill  construction,  and 
the  electric  wires  conducted  through  lead  pipes.    The  outer  walls 
are  of  red  brick  with  stone  trimmings.     There  are  two  stories 
above  the  basement.     The  main  entrance  is  central,  sheltered  by 
a  semi-circular  projection  supported  by  four  Ionic  columns.    The 
first  floor  is  occupied  by  a  hallway,  the  librarian's  office,  a  book 
room  with  a  two-story  stack  for  20,000  volumes,  the  children's 
room  and  a  capacious  reading  room.    The  rooms  open  for  public 
use  are  so  arranged  as  to  be  easily  supervised  by  the  librarian, 
sitting  at  the  delivery  desk.     On  the  second  floor  is  a  large  hall 
or  lecture  room,  which  can,  when  expedient,  be  adapted  to  the 
uses  of  a  historical  museum,  or  be  devoted  to  additional  stacks 
when  need  arises,  giving',  with  the  reading  room  shelving,  a 
capacity  of  50,000  volumes.     In  the  basement  are  the  boiler 
room,  lavatories,  a  bicycle  room  and  a  smoking-room.      This 
last,  a  new  feature  in  library  plans,  is  by  an  ingenious  arrange- 
ment of  mirrors  made  visible  to  the  librarian  at  her  station  on 
the  upper  floor,  and,  except  in  the  license  to  nse  tobacco,  is  sub- 
ject to  the  same  rules  as  the  general  reading  room.     Its  tables 
are  supplied   with   newspapers   and   popular  periodicals.     The 
building  was  equipped  to  the  smallest  detail  by  the  generous 
donor,  his  expenditure  being  $50,000.     Miss  Ada  Thurston  has 
been  appointed  librarian. 
Berlik.     The  trustees  of  the  Northborough  Library  have  presented 
78  of  their  duplicates  to  the  Berlin  Library.     The  branch  estab- 
lished at  South  Berlin  last  year  is  successfully  sustained.    There 
is  a  crying  need  for  more  commodious  and  convenient  quarters 
for  the  main  collection,  i Deluding  a  reading  room. 
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Bernabdston.  The  directors  and  book  committee  now  meet  at  a 
stated  date  monthly,  to  discuss  business  matters  and  select  a 
small  list  of  books  for  purchase,  which  plan  proves  very  much 
more  satisfactory  than  the  old  method  of  adding  new  books  two 
or  three  times  during  the  year.  The  librarian  writes :  ^^  The 
Western  Massachusetts  Library  Club  held  a  meeting  here.  It 
was  an  inspiration  to  those  interested  in  our  little  library,  and 
made  us  feel  that  we,  although  very  small,  are  a  part  of  the 
great  whole." 

Blandford.  a  branch  library  has  been  established  at  North  Bland- 
ford,  and  has  been  well  patronized.  Mrs.  Josephine  E.  S. 
Porter  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  the  donor  of  Blandford's  library 
building,  continues  her  generous  interest  in  the  library,  contrib- 
uting annually  books  of  her  own  selection,  history,  biography, 
books  of  travel,  with  a  few  of  the  best  novels.  Her  gifts  are 
the  chief  additions  to  the  collection,  the  town's  appropriation 
being  exhausted  in  the  administration. 

Bolton.  The  Whitney  Memorial  Library  is  under  roof,  and  the  con- 
tract calls  for  its  completion  by  July  1,  1903.  The  design  is  a 
tasteful  one,  by  Alfred  Stone,  Esq.,  of  Providence,  who  gives 
his  services  to  the  town  which  was  his  home  in  boyhood.  The 
outer  walls  are  of  field  stone  with  natural  face.  The  street  front 
is  ornamented  with  a  decoratiye  gable  crowning  the  central  en- 
trance, and  two  large  dormer  windows  in  the  roof  giving  light  to 
the  interior.  The  hallway,  6  by  10  feet,  opens  upon  the  central 
reading  and  delivery  room,  20  by  25  feet  in  plan,  and  open  to 
the  roof.  On  the  right  is  the  stack-room,  and  on  the  left  a  his- 
torical room,  16  by  20  feet.  Between  the  last  and  the  delivery 
room  on  either  side  of  the  passage  are  a  vault  for  the  town 
records  and  the  librarian's  room,  7^  by  8^  feet.  Miss  Annie 
Eliza  Whitney  of  Lancaster  has  given  $10,000  for  the  building. 
The  site  and  the  foundations  are  furnished  by  the  town.  For 
the  lot  $700  was  paid.  It  is  proposed  to  use  chestnut  panelling 
for  interior  finish,  and  to  provide  fireplaces  for  ventilation  and 
heating  in  seasonable  weather. 

BosTOK.  The  library  expects  to  receive  $100,000  as  a  book  fund 
from  the  estate  of  Robert  C.  Billings.  In  July,  1902,  the  bind- 
ery and  printing  departments  were  removed  from  the  central 
library  building  to  premises  near,  to  provide  for  the  growth  of 
the  library.  The  Anna  Ticknor  Library  of  about  2,600  volumes 
has  been  received  from  the  Anna  Ticknor  Library  Association. 
The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  Oct.  1,  1902,  was :  central 
library,  650,889;  branches,  179,062;  total,  829,901,  as  against 
a  total  of  812,264  on  Feb.  1,  1902.     Since  February,  1902,  82 
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additional  library  agencies  have  been  eatablished,  making  the 
library  system  comprise  10  branches,  21  delivery  stations  (11 
being  reading  rooms),  61  schools,  20  institutions,  36  engine 
houses,  —  a  total  of  148,  as  against  116  in  February.  A  branch 
finding  list  of  books  common  to  the  branches  has  been  printed. 
The  extension  of  evening  hours  at  the  branches  from  8  to  9  p.m. 
was  begun  in  January,  1902.  Mr.  Whitney  has  resigned  the 
office  of  librarian,  his  resignation  to  take  effect  February  1,  but 
will  remain  in  the  service  of  the  library.  Horace  G.  Wadlin  has 
been  appointed  to  the  position  vacated. 

BoxBOROUGH.  Mrs.  Henry  L.  Priest  has  been  chosen  librarian,  vice 
Miss  Mabel  B.  Priest,  resigned. 

Bridgewateb.  Mrs.  Sarah  L.  Alden  has  given  $500  to  the  library, 
without  restrictions  as  to  its  use.  Other  gifts  for  the  increase 
of  library  funds  have  been :  S500  from  Samuel  P.  Gates ;  $50 
from  Miss  Cora  Thompson ;  $11  from  Armenian  residents;  $142, 
the  proceeds  of  a  ^'  rummage  sale,"  from  the  King's  Daughters. 
The  legacy  of  Mrs.  Hannah  Bates,  noticed  in  1900,  $500  in 
amount,  has  been  partly  used  in  reorganizing  the  museum  into  a 
combined  reference  and  exhibition  room. 

Brimfield.  The  librarian,  without  assistants  and  with  scant  pecu- 
niary means,  has  perfected  the  classification  of  the  library,  and 
will  prepare  a  card  catalogue  by  degrees,  using  the  Congressional 
Library  issue  as  fast  as  funds  will  allow.  The  extension  of 
library  privileges  to  outlying  districts  has  been  much  increased. 
Believing  in  creating  a  demand  where  indifference  existed,  there 
being  no  direct  means  of  communication  between  the  centre  and 
West  Brimfield,  the  librarian  sent  an  unasked-for  selection  of 
books  to  the  railway  station  of  the  latter  place,  the  transporta- 
tion being  by  stage  to  Palmer  and  thence  by  a  grocery  wagon  to 
the  destination.     The  deliveries  are  now  sought  for. 

Brockton.  The  home  circulation  for  1902  is  22,000  greater  than 
that  of  the  previous  year.  Of  this  increase,  12,000  was  due  to 
the  school  delivery  system  established  last  year.  The  most 
pressing  need  of  the  library  is  a  children's  room. 

Brookline.  Hiller  C.  Wellman  having  resigned  to  accept  the  posi- 
tion of  librarian  in  the  Springfield  City  Library,  Miss  Louisa  M. 
Hooper  was  promoted  to  the  vacancy.  A  special  information 
desk,  to  relieve  the  pressure  of  work  at  the  delivery  desk,  has 
been  established.  A  delivery  station  in  a  remote  district  has 
recently  been  organized.  The  issuing  of  books  from  the  chil- 
dren's room  to  those  under  twelve  years  of  age  has  during  a 
year's  experience  proved  in  every  way  a  satisfactory  experiment. 
The  system  of  admitting  assistants  as  apprentices  without  pay 
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for  eight  months  gives  promise  of  great  usefulness,  both  to  the 
library  and  to  those  desirous  of  obtaining  permanent  positions 
in  library  work. 

Burlington.  The  experiment  of  allowing  the  public  free  access  to 
the  shelves  has  been  tried,  with  apparent  success.  The  library 
being  quite  near  the  graded  schools,  it  has  been  opened  for  the 
use  of  the  pupils  during  the  noon  intermission  on  Wednesdays, 
to  their  evident  enjoyment  and  advantage. 

Cambridge.  The  library  has  been  enriched  by  the  gift  of  a  cpstly 
collection  of  works  of  art,  chiefly  etchings,  from  Nathaniel 
Gushing  Nash.  Under  the  will  of  Lucius  R.  Paige,  D.D.,  the 
historian  of  Cambridge,  it  has  received  a  collection  of  letters  of 
local  historical  interest.  A  valuable  collection  of  books  relating 
to  Mexico  and  Central  America  will  be  added  to  the  library  soon 
by  a  benefactor  who  prefers  to  remain  unknown.  The  stack 
wing  has  been  extended,  doubling  its  shelf  capacity.  A  recent 
gift  accepted  is  the  sum  of  $7,350  from  Abigail  L.  Prentice  as  a 
book  fund.  A  suitable  space  is  to  be  set  apart  for  the  purchases 
made  from  the  income  of  this  fund,  to  be  called  the  ^'  William 
E.  Saunders  Alcove." 

Canton.  The  splendid  library  building  given  to  the  town  by  Augus- 
tus Hemenway,  and  described  in  the  last  report  of  the  commis- 
sion, was  opened  for  public  use  in  July  last.  The  Brown 
charging  system  has  been  introduced  by  the  librarian. 

Carver.  The  citizens  of  both  North  Carver  and  South  Carver  were 
during  the  past  year  supplied  with  books  by  special  delivery ;  in 
the  former  case  the  mail  carrier  being  the  messenger,  in  the 
latter  a  public-spirited  citizen.  The  library  and  the  schools 
have  been  brought  nearer  to  each  other  by  the  assistance  of  the 
superintendent  of  schools. 

Charlemont.  Nearly  1,900  volumes,  mostly  of  standard  authors, 
have  been   received   from   the   library  of   the   late   Honorable 

* 

Joseph  White  of  Williamstown,   nearly  doubling  the   town's 

collection. 
Chelsea.     A  children's  room  was  opened  in  October,  1901,  and  is 

very  successful,  its  usefulness  being  much  enhanced   by  the 

regular  exhibitions  of  the  Library  Art  Club. 
Cheshire.     A.  L.  Bfown  of  New  York  has   added  to  the  library 

250  volumes,  a  part  of  the  collection  of  his   father,  Warren 

Brown,  lately  deceased,  who  was  a  summer  resident  of  Cheshire. 

Levi  J.   Fisk,   a  citizen  of  the   town,   has  given  a  case  of 

interesting  minerals  and  curios  collected  by  him  in  his  travels. 

A  fair  held  by  the  ladies  of  Cheshire  has  added  $75  to  the  book 

fund.    The  superintendent  of  schools,  H.  L  Allen,  gives  in  his 
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report  an  interestiDg  account  of  saccessful  endeavor  to  lead  the 
school  children  to  a  proper  use  of  the  library. 

Chbstbr.  MisB  Gertrude  Burcham,  who  has  served  as  librarian  ever 
since  the  establishment  of  the  library,  has  resigned,  and  Miss 
Grace  Alvord  is  appointed  to  succeed  her. 

Chesterfield.  A  branch  library  is  supported  at  West  Chesterfield, 
with  a  permanent  collection  of  200  volumes,  to  which  monthly 
deliveries  are  made  from  the  town  library.  Summer  visitors  to 
the  town  make  frequent  donations  of  books,  and  sometimes  of 
small  sums  of  money. 

Chicopee.  The  Willimansett  branch  library  has  been  installed  in  its 
new  building. 

Cbumask.  The  library,  which  has  been  kept  in  a  store  hitherto,  is 
now  housed  in  a  large  and  well-lighted  room  in  the  new  town 
hall,  and  is  one  of  the  best  equipped  in  the  county.  The 
librarian  serves  without  compensation,  and  the  30ung  ladies  of 
the  village  take  turns  in  assisting  her.  A  branch  has  been 
established  at  the  western  end  of  the  town,  about  50  books  being 
kept  there,  which  are  exchanged  at  convenient  intervals,  and 
distributed  through  the  school  children  to  the  families  there  resi- 
dent. Many  small  gifts  have  been  received  from  summer 
visitors. 

Clinton.  The  Carnegie  Library  is  fast  approaching  completion. 
The  plans  are  from  the  office  of  Winslow  &  Bigelow,  of  Boston, 
the  junior  member  of  that  firm  being  a  native  of  Clinton.  Mr. 
Carnegie's  gift  of  $25,000  and  the  town's  appropriation  of 
$21,000  will  be  exhausted  in  the  construction.  The  town  paid 
$15,000  for  the  site,  a  corner  lot  140  by  150  feet  fronting  upon 
Walnut  Street,  and  very  advantageously  situated  near  the  town 
park  and  public  buildings.  The  structure  is  of  red  brick  with 
Ohio  McDermott  limestone  trimmings,  two  storied,  44  by  86 
feet  in  plan,  of  simple  classic  architecture.  The  first  floor 
includes  the  central  delivery  room,  18  by  34  feet ;  a  reading 
room  on  the  left  of  the  main  entrance,  21  by  40  feet;  and  on 
the  right  the  book  room ;  a  librarian's  room,  10  by  10  feet ;  and 
the  trustees'  office,  11  by  14  feet.  From  the  delivery  hall  a 
prominent  stairway  leads  to  the  upper  floor,  where  are  the  chil- 
dren's room,  21  by  40  feet;  and  an  art  room,  22  by  33  feet. 
Directly  under  the  main  reading  room  is  a  newspaper  and  maga- 
zine room  in  the  basement,  having  a  special  entrance  from 
Church  Street.  The  rest  of  the  basement  is  given  to  the  heating 
plant,  lavatories,  storage  rooms,  etc.  Wiring  for  electric  lights 
and  piping  for  gas  will  be  installed.  By  the  will  of  a  prominent 
citizen,  George  W.  Weeks,  who  died  Oct.  7, 1902,  the  town  will 
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receive  $15,000  for  the  library  bailding  and  site;  $10,000  as  a 
permanent  fund,  the  income  of  which  will  be  available  for  the 
purchase  of  books  of  a  practical  and  scientific  character ;  and 
$3,000  for  furnishing  the  children's  room  with  books,  periodicals 
and  pictures. 

CoLRAiN.  Over  100  volumes  have  been  given  to  the  library  by 
anonymous  friends.  Four  branches  are  now  sustained,  two 
having  recently  been  established. 

CoTTAQE  City.  The  library  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  100  volumes 
from  Henry  F.  King  of  Newton. 

Danvers.  George  Augustus  Peabody  has  added  to  the  non-circu- 
lating collection  in  the  children's  room  about  100  volumes.  On 
the  anniversaries  of  noted  events  and  the  birthdays  of  famous 
characters  appropriate  pictures  arc  displayed,  and  awaken 
much  interest.  For  the  most  part.  Perry  pictures  mounted 
at  the  library  have  been  used.  Colored  pictures  of  our  native 
birds  have  also  been  mounted  and  seasonably  exhibited.  A 
few  open  shelves  in  the  delivery  room  are  devoted  to  the  latest 
additions  to  the  library ;  but  with  them  are  displayed  many  older 
books,  which  are  changed  often,  with  a  view  to  call  the  public 
attention  in  time  to  all  the  rich  stores  of  literature  possessed  by 
the  institute. 

Dartmouth.  A  branch  library  has  been  established  at  North  Dart- 
mouth, and  the  town  appropriation  has  been  generously  in- 
creased, being  now  $250  for  the  town  library  and  $150  for  the 
Southwofth  Library  at  South  Dartmouth.  The  latter  has  no 
endowment,  and  depends  upon  generous  friends  for  much  of  its 
increase.  One  hundred  and  thirty-three  books  were  added  by 
gift  during  the  past  year,  besides  the  usual  annual  contribution 
by  a  lady  friend  of  the  ''Atlantic,"  ''Century,"  "Harper's," 
"Scribner's"  and  "St.  Nicholas"  magazines,  the  "Youth's 
Companion  "  and  "  Harper's  Weekly." 

Deerfield.  The  Library  of  the  Pocumtuck  Valley  Memorial  Asso- 
ciation has  outgrown  its  one  capacious  room,  and  this  will  be 
enlarged  the  coming  spring.  Additions  of  rare  old  as  well  as 
new  books  are  constantly  coming  in,  chiefly  by  gift  or  exchange. 

Douglas.  A  gentleman  whose  name  is  not  given  publicity  has 
offered  $25,000  for  the  erection  of  a  library  building  at  East 
Douglas. 

Draout.  The  Varnum  Library  Society  of  Pawtucketville,  Lowell, 
having  abandoned  the  purpose  of  its  organization,  has  voted  to 
the  Dracut  Public  Library  all  its  personal  property,  including 
about  400  bound  volumes,  several  years'  issues  of  the  most 
popular  magazines,  furniture,  and  nearly  $200  in  money. 
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DuxBURT.  William  J.  Wright  will  give  the  town  a  brick  building 
for  library  purposes,  to  be  erected  upon  the  lot  adjoining 
that  occupied  by  the  present  library  building,  which  is  a  wooden 
dwelling  house  presented  to  Duxbury  in  1889  by  Mrs.  George 
W.  Wright.  The  premises  vacated  will  be  used  for  town 
offices. 

East  Bridgbwater.  Mrs.  Nancy  Rust  bequeathed  $2,000  to  the 
public  library  as  a  fund  to  be  known  by  her  name,  the  income  of 
which  shall  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Easton.  The  Ames  Free  Library  makes  use  of  the  cards  furnished 
by  the  Congressional  Library.  It  supports  five  weekly  deliv- 
eries, accommodating  all  outlying  districts.  The  people  have 
been  enticed  to  read  the  best  of  old  fiction  upon  the  shelves  by 
circulating  a  printed  list  of  the  best  novels  of  famous  authors. 

Edgabtown.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  offered  $4,000  for  a  library 
building,  with  the  usual  condition  of  guaranteed  perpetual  sup- 
port. Some  trouble  is  experienced  in  the  selection  of  a  site 
satisfactory  to  all. 

Ehfikld.  The  room  in  the  town  hall  given  to  library  uses  ia  now 
utterly  inadequate  for  the  purpose,  and  the  demand  for  more 
generous  accommodations  is  pressing  upon  public  attention. 

Erving.  a  gift  of  75  volumes  has  been  received  from  the  City 
Library  Association  of  Springfield. 

Everett.  The  library  has  at  last  received  the  $500  willed  to  it  by 
George  N.  Benedict,  who  died  in  1888.  Payment  has  been  sus- 
pended by  litigation  until  recently. 

Fairhaven.  a  children's  room  has  been  opened,  with  a  '^  library 
hostess."  The  Newark  charging  system  has  been  adopted, 
using  a  ^^  permanent  book  card  in  book  pocket,  replaced 
when  out  by  reader*s  card,  which  is  always  in  reader's  pos- 
session." 

Falmouth.  The  town  library  has  been  classified  by  the  decimal 
system,  a  card  catalogue  has  been  begun,  and  sundry  improve- 
ments in  methods  of  administration  have  been  introduced.  The 
Free  Library  at  West  Falmouth  has  for  the  past  two  years 
received  a  special  appropriation  and  a  share  of  the  refunded  dog 
tax  from  the  town,  the  latter  being  divided  between  the  two 
libraries,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  volumes  owned.  The 
West  Falmouth  Library  is  governed  by  an  association,  but  is 
required  to  submit  for  the  approval  of  the  town's  library  trustees 
lists  of  the  books  to  be  bought  with  the  town's  appropriations. 
D.  Wheeler  Swift,  the  chief  benefactor  of  this  library,  con- 
tinues his  generous  interest  in  it,  his  latest  gift  being  a  conven- 
ient case  for  the  display  of  current  periodicals. 
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FiTCHBURG.  George  E.  Natting  has  been  promoted  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Librarian  Prescott  C.  Rice.  A  children's 
room  was  opened  in  October,  1899.  A  modification  of  the 
charging  system  has  been  introduced,  by  stamping  upon  the 
borrower's  cards  the  date  when  the  book  is  to  be  returned, 
instead  of  the  date  of  loan.  Go-operation  with  the  superintend- 
ent and  teachers  of  schools  in  the  distribution  of  books  among 
the  pupils,  aud  in  leading  them  to  a  greater  use  of  library  priv- 
ileges, has  been  .carried  on  with  good  success.  The  use  of  the 
catalogue  cards  issued  from  the  Congressional  Library  was 
begun  in  November,  1901,  ^^with  unqualified  success."  Great 
use  is  made  of  bulletin  boards,  both  for  illustrating  events  of 
local  popular  interest,  historic  anniversaries,  etc.,  and  for  call- 
ing attention  to  the  varied  resources  of  the  library. 

Great  Barrington.  The  library  shows  enlarged  usefulness  by  the 
steady  increase  in  the  circulation  of  books  for  home  use.  This 
year's  report  will  claim  a  gain  of  at  least  800  volumes  over  last 
year's  circulation.  A  new  stack  room,  12  by  14  feet,  has  been 
constructed.  An  entertainment  course  for  the  benefit  of  the 
library  has  been  again  arranged,  from  which  about  $400  will 
probably  be  realized  for  purchase  of  books. 

Greenfield.  Several  months  after  the  loss  by  sudden  death  of  Miss 
Emma  W.  Tyler,  who  for  fourteen  years  was  the  efiScient  libra- 
rian of  the  Greenfield  Public  Library,  Miss  May  Ashley  of 
Springfield  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy.  In  her  report,  March 
1,  1902,  she  pleads  eloquently  for  a  new  library  building,  to 
take  the  place  of  the  present  narrow,  crowded,  ill-lighted  and 
poorly  ventilated  quarters.  There  has  been  introduced  the 
scheme  of  loaning  popular  books  from  a  '*  duplicate  collection  " 
for  one  cent  per  day's  use.  The  problem  of  extending  library 
privileges  more  freely  to  the  outlying  districts  is  met  by  sending 
to  each  of  the  schools  80  or  more  books  selected  for  family  use. 
These  are  exchanged  every  ten  days,  the  needful  transportation 
being  furnished  through  the  courtesy  of  the  supervisor  of 
drawing. 

Hadlet.  The  new  library  building  is  completed,  and  will  be  imme- 
diately opened  for  public  use.  It  stands  upon  a  corner  lot, 
opposite  the  town  hall.  The  ground  plan  is  about  40  by  60  feet, 
and  the  total  cost  of  building  and  lot  was  about  $9,000.  The 
walls  are  of  red  brick  with  trimmings  of  stone  and  terra  cotta, 
and  colonial  porches  of  wood  shelter  the  two  entrances.  Upon 
the  main  floor,  besides  a  large  room  which  contains  the  shelving 
for  books  and  serves  as  a  reading  room,  there  is  a  small  apart- 
ment which  is  intended  for  a  historical  museum.     The  upper 
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story  is  a  hall  large  enough  to  seat  200  persons,  lighted  from 
above.  Its  walls  are  of  burlap,  adapted  for  the  display  of 
pictures.  Hereafter  it  is  proposed  to  open  the  library  two  more 
evenings  weekly,  and  on  Sunday  afternoons.  It  will  be  lighted 
from  the  town's  newly  installed  acetylene  gas  plant.  Hadley 
owes  this  long-needed  home  for  its  library  largely  to  the  gener- 
osity of  John  Dwight  of  New  York  City,  a  descendant  of  one  of 
the  town's  founders.  It  is  to  bear  the  name  chosen  by  him, 
'*  The  Goodwin  Memorial  Library."  His  gift,  offered  in  August, 
1900,  was  the  sum  of  $4,000,  contingent  upon  the  raising  of  a 
like  amount  by  the  townspeople  and  their  friends. 

Hancock.  A  branch  library  has  been  established  in  the  north  part 
of  the  town,  and  is  well  patronized. 

Hanover.  The  town  at  its  March  meeting  made  appropriation  for 
the  support  of  five  distributing  stations,  which  are  now  in  suc- 
cessful use. 

Habvabd.  By  the  will  of  the  late  Warren  Hapgood  of  Boston,  a 
native  of  Harvard,  the  town  receives  $40,000.  Half  of  this  is 
made  available  for  the  building  of  an  annex  to  the  present 
library  building,  to  which  Mr.  Hapgood  was  a  generous  contrib- 
utor ;  the  other  $20,000  will  constitute  a  fund  for  equipment  and 
support.  The  bequest  is  somewhat  loaded  with  conditions, 
requiring  the  perpetual  preservation  and  care,  in  the  annex,  of 
Mr.  Hapgood's  ornithological  and  other  collections,  pictures, 
books,  etc.  The  town  has  formally  accepted  the  legacy,  and 
work  upon  the  addition  is  well  under  way.  It  will  be  known  as 
the  Hapgood  Memorial.  Under  the  will  of  Andrew  Fairbank, 
his  bequest  to  the  Public  Library,  amounting  to  $1,000,  estab- 
lishes a  permanent  fund,  the  income  from  which  may  be  used  for 
current  expenses,  for  books,  or  for  the  care  and  improvement  of 
the  building  and  grounds. 

Haverhill.  The  library  has  complete  collections  of  Perry,  Brown 
and  Cosmos  pictures,  Harper's  ^^ black  and  white"  prints,  Elson 
prints  and  '^masters  in  art,"  hundreds  of  colored  pictures  of 
birds  and  flowers,  pictures  of  places,  and  about  1,200  Soule 
photographs,  all  carefully  mounted  on  cards  11  by  14  and  14  by 
18  inches,  arranged  in  cabinets  in  a  classified  order.  These 
pictures  are  loaned  to  anybody,  but  particularly  to  teachers  and 
study  clubs,  in  any  number,  and  may  be  kept  as  long  as  a  book. 
The  average  cost  of  the  pictures  was  about  three  cents  apiece, 
the  mounts  three  cents,  and  the  mounting  was  mostly  done  by 
library  assistants. 

Hawlet.  The  library  has  received  about  700  volumes  from  the  old 
Conway  Library,  being  a  gift  from  Marshall  Field  of  Chicago. 
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Heath.  Over  500  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library  by  gift 
duriog  the  past  year,  including  some  valuable  books  of  reference, 
requiring  an  increase  of  shelving  capacity. 

HoLLisTON.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  offered  the  town  $10,000  for  a 
library  building,  on  condition  that  the  town  will  appropriate 
SI, 000  per  year  for  the  support  of  the  library.  The  late  Mrs. 
F.  G.  Burnap  bequeathed  to  the  town  a  site  for  a  library 
building. 

HoLYOKE.  The  new  library  building  was  transferred  to  the  Library 
Association,  without  formal  ceremony,  on  Jan.  18,  1902.  Its 
total  cost  was  $96,000,  of  which  $89,950  was  raised  by  public 
subscription. 

HoPEDALE.  The  librarian  notes  the  evident  value  in  this  manufac- 
turing community  of  three  new  details  of  administration :  open 
shelves  and  uncovered  books,  the  second  or  non-fiction  card, 
and  the  Sunday  opening  of  the  reading  room. 

HuBBARDSTON.  Au  increasing  call  for  books  in  aid  of  nature  study 
is  observed.  This  has  been  fostered  by  the  gift  of  50  or  more 
pictures  of  birds  with  fisher's  net  and  hangers  whereby  to  display 
them,  presented  to  the  library  by  a  lady,  a  niece  of  Jonas  G. 
Clark,  to  whom  Hubbardston  owes  its  library  building. 

Huntington.  A  branch  library  has  been  opened  at  Huntington  Hill. 
A  few  quiet  games  have  been  introduced  in  the  main  library,  as 
an  added  inducement  to  bring  in  the  boys  from  the  street,  and 
with  quite  good  success. 

Htde  Park.  A  bronze  tablet  suitably  inscribed  has  been  placed  in 
the  delivery  room  as  a  memorial  to  Mary  A.  Hawley,  deceased, 
for  twenty  years  assistant  librarian  :  ^^  Erected  by  patrons  of  the 
library  whose  love  and  respect  she  won  by  her  uniform  courtesy 
and  helpfulness."  "" 

Lancaster.  Forty-seven  volumes  of  the  Hakluyt  Society's  publica- 
tions have  been  given  to  the  library  by  Colonel  John  E.  Thayer. 
The  cards  issued  from  the  Congressional  Library  are  used  so  far 
as  available  for  accessions. 

Lawrence.  Frederic  H.  Hedge,  Jr.,  resigned  Jan.  1,  1901,  the 
position  of  librarian,  which  he  had  held  twenty-seven  years.  He 
was  succeeded  by  William  A.  Walsh.  Delivery  stations  have 
been  opened  on  Prospect  Hill  and  Tower  Hill. 

Lee.  The  library  has  received,  through  the  influence  of  Peter 
De  Baun,  a  citizen  of  Lee,  the  gift  of  250  volumes  from  the 
Mechanics  Institute  of  New  York.  For  the  last  six  months  the 
library  has  been  open  every  afternoon  and  evening,  instead  of 
twice  a  week  as  heretofore.  This  change  has  been  marked  by  a 
great  increase  in  the  circulation  for  home  use.

Leickster.  Mrs.  Eliza  Gilmore  has  presented  to  the  library  a  portrait 
of  Rev.  Samuel  May^ — its  greatest  benefactor, — together  with  the 
sum  of  $500  to  provide  a  suitable  frame  for  the  picture,  and  to  in* 
crease  the  fund  bequeathed  to  the  library  by  Mary  E.  Joslin,  the 
artist  of  the  portrait.  The  engine  house  at  Greenville,  having 
been  suitably  fitted  for  library  uses  by  the  trustee  of  the  Ephraim 
Copeland  Memorial  Fund,  was  formally  transferred  to  the  library 
trustees,  with  the  residuary  sum  of  $2,200,  in  October,  1901,  estab- 
lishing the  Copeland  Library,  in  pursuance  of  the  court's  decree 
and  the  town's  vote.  By  terms  of  the  decree  $2,000  constitutes 
a  permanent  fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  current 
expenses ;  $200  will  be  invested  until  with  accumulated  interest  it 
amounts  to  $1,000,  when  it  may  be  used  for  a  building,  if  needed. 

Leominster.  There  have  been  registered  over  1,200  children,  all 
between  the  third  grade  and  the  high  school.  In  the  book  case 
placed  outside  of  the  stacks  to  which  the  public  has  free  access 
are  shelves  filled  with  healthful  literature  suited  to  the  needs  of 
children.  This  feature  has  turned  the  attention  of  the  young 
people  entirely  away  from  Oliver  Optic,  and  the  demand  for 
Alger  and  Henty  is  not  one-half  what  it  was  formerly. 

Leverett.  Delivery  stations  are  supported  at  East  Leverett,  North 
Leverett  and  Hillsborough,  50  volumes  being  placed  in  each  of 
these  villages,  and  exchanged  from  time  to  time. 

Lexington.  Beginning  with  September,  the  Gary  Library  has 
opened  its  doors  on  Sundays  from  2.30  to  5.30  p.m.  for  reading- 
room  privileges  only. 

Letdbn.  Over  200  volumes  were  added  to  the  library  by  the  gift  of 
Mrs.  Elijah  Brown  of  New  York  City. 

LnTLETON.  Mr.  E.  M.  Raymond  of  Charlestown  has  presented  to 
the  library  Gilbert  Stuart's  painting,  called  "The  Market  Girl," 
and  the  most  prominent  available  wall  space  has  been  assigned 
to  this  valuable  gift. 

LoNOMEADOW.  This  little  town  has  increased  its  appropriation  from 
$100  to  $150,  in  addition  to  the  refunded  dog  tax,  and  small 
contributions  for  book  purchase  have  been  received  from  various 
persons.  Special  efforts  are  made  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
teachers  and  pupils  in  the  public  schools.  The  library  has  been 
removed  from  cramped  quarters  to  a  spacious  room  in  a  vacant 
school  building,  for  which  suitable  furnishings  have  been  pro- 
vided by  generous  citizens. 

Ltnn.  The  special  collection  of  local  history  and  genealogy,  made 
np  of  clippings  from  current  periodicals,  etc.,  now  comprises  80 
volumes,  and,  being  well  indexed,  is  of  great  value  and  interest. 
The  system  of  open  shelves  has  been  considerably  extended . 
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Ltknfield.  The  library  has  received  a  legacy  of  $1,000  from  the 
late  Mary  U.  Nash. 

Malden.  Mrs.  L.  S.  Hoyle  beqaeathed  $8,000  to  the  public  library, 
establishing  a  permanent  fund  to  be  known  as  '^  The  Syfferman 
Memorial  Fund."  Commenting  upon  a  loss  of  18  volames  in 
the  children's  room,  the  trustees  say:  ''The  saving  of  a  few 
dollars  in  the  salaries  of  attendants  and  the  fancied  convenience 
of  the  public,  which  are  the  stock  arguments  of  the  advocates  of 
open  shelves,  are  of  less  importance  than  the  nursing  of  dis- 
honesty by  favorable  opportunities  in  the  alcoves  of  a  public 
library." 

Manchester.  Among  the  gifts  of  the  year  to  the  library  have  been 
a  bust  of  Daniel  Webster,  a  portrait  of  Cyrus  A.  Bartol,  D.D., 
and  100  bound  volumes,  many  of  which  are  costly  and  valuable. 
For  the  young  people's  use  a  special  collection  of  200  juveniles 
is  placed  upon  open  shelves  near  the  delivery  desk. 

Marlborough.  A  lot  valued  at  $6,000  has  been  presented  to  the 
city  and  adopted  as  the  site  for  the  new  library  building,  for 
which  Andrew  Carnegie  has  given  $30,000.  The  donors  are 
John  A.  Frye  and  the  Hon.  S.  Herbert  Howe.  Local  donations 
to  the  building  fund  now  amount  tp  about  $3,000.  A  committee 
is  considering  plans  preparatory  to  beginning  the  foundations 
early  in  the  coming  spring.  The  city  hall  was  burned  on  the 
night  of  Dec.  25,  1902,  and  with  it  the  library,  about  20,000 
volumes. 

Mattapoisett.  At  the  February  town  meeting,  George  H.  Purring- 
ton,  Jr.,  a  citizen  of  Mattapoisett,  offered  $10,000  to  the  town 
for  a  library  building.  Samuel  D.  Warren  has  offered  a  suitable 
site,  provided  the  plan  adopted  is  acceptable  to  him,  and  a  com- 
mittee is  now  considering  plans  submitted  by  Ward  P.  Delano, 
a  Worcester  architect. 

Medford.  Once  a  week  the  children's  librarian  reads  to  such  young 
people  as  care  to  listen,  —  something  of  more  permanent  value 
than  they  would  be  likely  to  select  if  the  choice  were  left  to 
them.  The  results  of  this  experiment  have  been  quite  gratify- 
ing. The  placing  of  dissected  maps  and  Chinese  puzzle  blocks 
upon  the  tables  of  the  children's  room  not  only  has  had  a  quiet- 
ing effect  upon  a  restless  element  which  it  is  very  desirable  to 
entice  from  the  temptations  of  the  street,  but  these  games  prove 
real  educators  and  civilizers,  where  books  alone  might  not  offer 
sufficient  attractions.  The  children  are  delighted  with  them, 
and  often  fifty  or  more  can  be  seen  in  one  small  room  busily  and 
happily  employed. 
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Medwat.  The  five  years'  agreement  made  in  1897,  whereby,  in 
consideration  of  receiving  one-fourth  of  the  town's  annual  appro- 
priation for  library  purposes,  the  Dean  Library  Association 
opened  its  library  free  of  charge  to  the  citizens  of  Medway, 
expired  in  1902.  This  library  will  continue  free  to  the  town's 
people  as  well  as  to  stockholders. 

Melrose.  Plans  for  the  new  public  library  building  have  been 
accepted,  and  work  upon  it  will  begin  early  in  the  spring.  In 
addition  to  the  $25,000  given  by  Andrew  Carnegie,  $1,500  was 
given  by  A.  P.  Jones,  $1,000  by  Daniel  Russell,  $1,000  by 
Moses  Page,  $1,000  by  S.  S.  Houghton.  Whatever  further 
sums  may  be  contributed  will  be  used  for  interior  ornament  and 
furnishing.  The  building  will  be  two-storied,  with  a  basement, 
and  an  ell  at  the  rear  for  the  stack  room.  Provision  will  be 
made  for  an  art  room.  The  site  chosen  is  upon  Emerson 
Street. 

Merriuac.  By  the  will  of  the  late  James  Whittier  the  library  trus- 
tees came  into  possession  of  a  dwelling  house,  the  rent  of  which 
will  be  available  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

MiDDLEBOKOUGH.  Work  upou  the  Thomas  S.  Peirce  Library  build- 
ing at  Middleborough  has  been  interrupted  by  labor  troubles, 
and  probably  will  not  be  renewed  until  the  opening  of  spring. 
The  foundation  is  completed,  and  considerable  material  for  con- 
struction is  delivered.  The  lot,  150  feet  square,  has  been 
provided  by  the  trustees  of  the  estate  from  the  Peirce  property. 
The  main  building,  45  by  75  feet,  and  two-storied,  will  be  of 
slow-burning  construction,  the  walls  being  of  pink  brick  with 
gray  terra-cotta  trimmings.  The  roof  will  be  of  slate.  The 
architectural  details  are  in  Greek  Ionic  style.  The  stack  will 
occupy  a  fireproof  ell  at  the  rear,  30  by  40  feet.  By  the 
entrance  under  a  central  pediment  dignified  by  two  massive 
Ionic  columns  supporting  it,  the  vestibule  is  entered,  and  opens 
upon  the  delivery  hall,  which  will  be  ornate  with  coflFered  ceiling 
and  Corinthian  pilasters.  On  the  right  will  be  the  general  read- 
ing room,  and  on  the  left  a  children's  room,  each  with  wall 
shelving  for  books  of  reference.  The  framing  of  the  floor  above 
will  form  the  ceiling  of  these  rooms.  The  librarian's  office  opens 
from  near  the  centrally  placed  delivery  desk,  and  has  a  small 
staircase  leading  to  the  upper  floors.  The  stack  is  to  be  of  iron 
with  glass  floors,  arranged  in  three  low  stories,  one  being  above 
and  one  below  the  delivery  level.  A  prominent  staircase  will 
lead  from  the  delivery  hall  to  a  hall  for  art  exhibition ;  and 
entered  from  this  are  a  trustees'  room,  a  Peirce  memorial  room. 
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and  other  rooms  appropriate  for  uses  which  may  arise  hereafter. 
The  basement  will  be  provided  with  all  the  usual  conveniences 
and  plants.  Heating  will  be  effected  by  both  direct  and  indirect 
steam  radiators,  and  lighting  will  be  by  both  electricity  and  gas. 
Frederic  N.  Reed  of  New  York  is  the  architect,  W.  H.  Sooth- 
worth,  Joseph  £.  Beals  and  Dr.  £.  S.  Hathaway  the  building 
committee.  The  library  will  cost  $50,000,  and  the  remaining 
$50,000  of  the  Peirce  bequest  will  constitute  a  permanent  book 
fund. 

Milton.  At  the  March  town  meeting  $50,000  was  appropriated  for 
a  new  library  building.  Plans  have  been  selected,  a  site  has 
been  given  by  several  citizens,  and  work  upon  the  foundations 
begun.  A  plan  of  house-to-house  delivery  for  the  west  end  of 
the  town  was  inaugurated  as  an  experiment  in  January,  1902. 
Every  Thursday  a  messenger  is  employed  from  8.30  a.m.  to 
3.80  P.M.  in  delivering  and  collecting  books,  messages,  etc.,  for 
which  service  he  is  paid  $5,  the  expense  being  met  in  part  by 
the  bequest  of  Governor  Wolcott.  The  number  of  borrowers  at 
the  first  delivery  was  23,  and  there  has  been  a  steady  increase, 
until  now  the  average  is  about  80.  The  cost  of  delivery  is  there- 
fore about  seven  cents  per  volume.  Three  reading  rooms,  at  East 
Milton,  Mattapan  and  Russell,  are  now  supported.  James  M. 
Barnes  has  added  to  the  library  over  50  volumes  of  permanent 
value,  and  John  Willard  has  given  about  100  colored  photo- 
graphs of  scenes  in  Japan. 

Monroe.  To  better  accommodate  all  sections  of  the  town,  the  library 
has  been  divided  into  two  equal  collections  of  books,  one  being 
kept  in  each  of  the  two  villages. 

Montague.  The  superintendent  of  the  schools  has  given  each 
teacher  a  list  of  books  to  be  found  in  the  library  suited  for  the 
use  of  the  grade  of  pupils  she  has  in  charge,  and  each  of  these 
pupils  is  required  to  read  a  certain  number  of  the  books  during 
the  term.  The  teachers  have  free  access  to  the  shelves,  and 
assume  responsibility  for  books  borrowed  for  the  schools. 

MoNTERET.  The  library,  nearly  wrecked  by  the  cloudburst  of  August, 
1901,  has  been  put  in  good  condition  again. 

Mount  Washington.  The  library,  heretofore  kept  in  the  meeting- 
house, an  out-of-the-way  location,  has  been  divided  into  two 
equal  portions  and  shelved  in  the  two  schoolhouses,  to  be  under 
the  care  of  the  teachers  during  the  school  terms,  and  open  to  the 
public  in  vacations  as  formerly  on  Sundays. 

Natick.  The  Bacon  Free  Library  has  received  from  the  estate  of 
H.  H.  Hunnewell,  late  of  Wellesley,  three  pieces  of  bronze 
statuary  and  a  valuable  bronze  mantel  clock,  now  decorative 
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features  of  the  reading  room.  Miss'  Nellie  L.  Fox,  librarian  of 
the  Morse  Institute  for  the  past  twelve  years,  gave  up  her  posi- 
tion before  her  marriage,  and  her  assistant,  Miss  Mira  R.  Par- 
tridge, has  been  promoted  to  the  vacancy.  The  Young  People's 
Library,  established  through  the  generosity  of  John  O.  Wilson, 
proves  an  exceedingly  popular  department  of  the  institute. 

New  Bedford.  There  being  no  space  available  for  a  children's 
room  in  the  library  building,  a  children's  corner  has  been  im« 
provised  and  suitably  equipped.  A  friend  has  given  a  selection 
of  juveniles,  ^^  books  for  mothers  to  read  to  their  children," 
which  finds  a  field  of  usefulness.  Two  boys'  clubs  are  utilized 
as  distributing  stations,  50  books  being  sent  them  at  stated  in- 
tervals, and  loaned  under  the  direction  of  the  responsible  heads 
of  the  clubs.  A  '^  Tabard  Inn  station  "  has  been  established  in 
the  reading  room,  its  books  going  into  free  circulation  under  the 
same  regulations  as  apply  to  those  upon  the  library  shelves.  A 
rental  of  $250  per  year  is  paid  for  the  monthly  service  of  250 
volumes.  Three  months'  trial  proves  this  innovation  popular 
and  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  relieving  somewhat  the  pressure 
for  current  fiction  and  much-sought-for  new  books.  Photo- 
graphs are  at  all  times  on  exhibition,  the  selection  being  changed 
every  Saturday,  and  attention  paid  to  systematic  grouping  and 
sequence. 

New  Marlborough.  The  library  in  this  town  was  established  in 
1901,  by  aid  of  the  State's  gift  of  SlOO  worth  of  books,  the 
town's  appropriation  being  $25.  There  are  five  villages  in  .New 
Marlborough,  separated  three  or  more  miles  from  each  other. 
The  books  collected,  now  over  500  volumes,  are  distributed  to 
the  villages,  five  cases  having  being  made  for  the  purpose,  and 
a  trustworthy  and  interested  person  selected  for  the  charge  of 
each.  Some  needed  supplies  and  15  volumes  were  bought  by 
the  proceeds  of  an  entertainment  given  by  the  young  men  of  the 
town,  and  the  Woman's  Education  Association,  through  Miss 
Alice  6.  Chandler,  has  given  generous  aid. 

New  Salem.    Three  branch  libraries  have  been  established. 

North  Adams.  From  the  librarian's  report  for  1901  we  glean  the 
following :  The  children's  reading  room,  opened  the  past  year, 
has  proved  attractive  and  helpful.  ^'  The  registration  shows  not 
only  that  a  great  many  different  children  used  the  room,  but  also 
that  it  was  most  popular  with  those  who  most  needed  the  in- 
fluence of  its  beautiful  books  and  pictures."  ^^To  arouse  an 
interest  in  nature  study,  talks  were  given  in  the  children's  room 
on  birds  and  wild  flowers  by  teachers  of  the  public  schools. 
These  talks  were  illustrated  by  books,  colored  pictures,  and  by 
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BpecimenB  of  the  flowers  tbemBelves.  They  were  well  attended, 
many  of  the  children  remaining  to  ask  questions  and  to  examine 
more  closely  the  pictures  and  flowers."  A  beginning  has  been 
made  '^of  teaching  the  high  school  scholars,  by  test  questions, 
how  to  use  the  library,  and  especially  its  reference  books,  in 
writing  their  essays."  It  is  hoped  to  carry  the  same  instruction 
with  the  necessary  modifications  into  the  higher  grade  of  gram- 
mar schools.  It  is  a  decided  change  to  turn  from  the  grown-up 
person  who  must  have  one  of  the  season's  '^ best-selling"  books 
right  away,  to  the  child  who  wishes  '^  quite  a  Joyful  book ; "  or 
the  fourteen-year-old  boy,  who  insists,  even  when  laughed  at, 
on  a  ^'  love  story,"  and  a  love  story  with  a  happy  ending ;  or  the 
little  girl  who  has  to  be  careful  what  she  reads,  for  fear  of 
^^  seeing  things  at  night."  This  latter  might  be  a  warning  to 
librarians  not  to  put  mystery  stories  in  select  lists  of  the  best 
reading  without  some  hint  that 'they  are  *•*•  loaded."  Three  new 
branches  have  been  established,  at  Beaver,  Houghtonville  and 
Braytonville. 

Northampton.  ^^  In  the  last  decade  or  two  a  practice  has  grown  up 
among  American  libraries  of  lending  books  to  one  another  for 
the  use  of  scholars,  which,  if  it  increases  at  its  present  rate  and 
is  fostered  by  the  much-desired  cheap  library  postage,  will  end 
in  making  all  the  books  in  the  United  States  accessible  for  in- 
vestigation everywhere.  Of  this  system  the  Forbes  Library  has 
availed  itself  frequently  for  the  benefit  of  its  patrons,  and  it  has 
returned  these  favors,  though  not  to  its  benefactors,  by  lending 
freely  outside  of  the  city  whenever  called  upon  ;  260  persons  are 
now  borrowers  on  its  inter-library  loan  register.  Books  and 
photographs  go  in  all  directions,  and  the  warm  thanks  received 
show  that  the  practice  is  justified  by  the  good  it  does." 

North  Andover.  The  library  has  received  $100  from  Miss  C.  A. 
French. 

North  Attleborough.  Mrs.  H.  F.  Barrows,  Jr.,  presented  to  the 
library,  in  memory  of  her  daughter,  a  beautiful  collection  of  chil- 
dren's books,  to  be  known  as  the  '•^  Maude  Barrows  Memorial." 
This  occupies  special  shelves  in  the  children's  alcove.  A  collec- 
tion of  about  30  books  upon  music  and  musicians  has  been  added 
by  gift  of  "  The  Orpheus,"  a  ladies'  society.  Mrs.  Edward  I. 
Richards'  gift  of  cork  carpeting  for  the  floor  is  highly  appreciated 
by  all  who  use  the  reading-room. 

NoRTHBOROUGH.  Cyrus  Gale,  the  donor  of  Northborough's  beauti- 
ful library  building,  has  given  S500  for  the  publication  of  finding 
lists. 
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NoRTHBRiDGE.  The  villages  of  Rockdale,  Linwood  and  Northbridge 
Center  are  supplied  with  books  from  the  Whitinsville  Social 
Library  by  carrier.     For  this  service  the  town  appropriates  $150. 

NoBTHFiELD.  The  donor  of  I^orthfield's  beautiful  library  building, 
E.  M.  Dickinson,  continues  his  interest  in  the  library  as  his 
annual  gifts  attest.  The  past  year  he  has  given  it  a  collection 
of  coins  with  case,  an  original  petition  to  King  George,  and 
sundry  other  interesting  articles  for  the  museum,  which  is  grad- 
ually growing  in  attraction  and  value. 

NoBTH  Reading.  The  library  has  been  reclassified.  It  has  been 
enlarged  by  many  gifts  of  books,  and  has  received  a  portrait  of 
Dr.  George  Frederick  Root,  the  noted  musician  and  composer, 
whose  boyhood  was  spent  in  this  town. 

Oxford.  Plans  for  a  library  building,  for  which  three  years  ago 
Charles  Larned  of  Boston  offered  to  defray  two-thirds  of  the 
cost,  are  under  consideration,  and  a  site  has  been  selected. 

PiTTSFiELD.  The  Berkshire  Athenaeum  has  received  from  unnamed 
friends  the  two  magnificent  volumes  of  ^^  The  Birds  and  Eggs  of 
Ohio,"  the  bookseller's  price  of  which  is  $500.  The  crowded 
condition  of  the  museum  suggests  consideration  of  the  advisa- 
bility of  transferring  its  collections  at  an  early  day  to  the  new 
Museum  of  Art  and  Natural  History,  soon  to  be  established  by 
Zenas  Crane.  The  Athenaeum  has  engaged  the  service  of 
the  Tabard  Inn  Library,  at  a  yearly  rental  of  $150.  A  large 
revolving  bookcase  is  stationed  near  the  delivery  table,  and  fur- 
nished with  125  books  monthly  if  required.  At  the  close  of  each 
month  such  of  the  volumes  as  are  not  desired  longer  are  returned 
to  Philadelphia  and  exchanged  for  others,  the  Tabard  Inn  Asso- 
ciation paying  all  expenses.  The  books  are  loaned  for  one  week 
only,  but  in  other  respects  are  as  free  to  the  public  as  those  in 
the  stacks.  This  scheme  frees  the  library  from  the  cost  of  buy- 
ing books  to  satisfy  a  temporary  demand,  and  is  proving  so 
successful  and  popular  a  feature  that  the  librarian,  H.  H. 
Ballard,  proposes  an  increase  of  the  service  to  250  books  per 
month.  A  *' quarterly  bulletin,"  giving  accessions  and  other 
library  news,  is  issued,  the  cost  of  which  is  met  by  receipts  from 
advertisements. 

Plymouth.  The  Dewev  system  of  classification  and  the  Brown 
charging  system  have  been  introduced.  A  gift  of  $50  has  been 
received  from  John  Bartlett  of  Cambridge  for  the  purchase  of 
current  literature,  and  the  late  Mrs.  Lucy  J.  Parker  of  Boston 
bequeathed  her  books,  about  3,000  volumes,  to  the  library.  In 
June  the  library  was  removed  from  the  cramped  and  dingy  quar- 
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ters  which  had  long  been  leased  for  it  to  the  beautiful  and  com- 

raodiouB  new  building.    This  was  given  to  the  Plymouth  Public 

Library  by  Thomas  Russell,  Lydia  G.  R.  Allen  and  Marion 

R.  Townsend,  in  memory  of  their  father  and  mother,  the  late 

William  Goodwin  Russell  and  Mary  Ellen  Russell,  both  natives 

of  Plymouth.    It  is  about  60  feet  front  by  40  feet  in  depth,  faces 

North  Street,  and  forms  the  base  of  a  terrace  at  the  sides  of 

• 

which  are  low  brick  walls ;  and  in  front  on  the  street  is  a  row 
of  venerable  linden  trees.  The  outer  walls  are  of  a  warm  gray 
brick,  with  Indiana  sandstone  trimmings.  It  is  a  one-story 
building,  and  the  architecture  is  of  a  classical  type.  The  in- 
terior is  practically  one  large,  high  room,  the  stack  on  the  left 
being  separated  from  the  reading  room  on  the  right  by  large 
pillars,  between  which  is  the  librarian's  desk.  There  is  a  small 
librarian's  room  formed  with  a  bow  at  the  rear,  with  a  similar 
room  above,  occupied  by  a  collection  of  4,000  mounted  photo- 
graphs of  the  masterpieces  of  Europe  owned  by  the  library.  The 
cost  of  the  building  was  about  $25,000.  The  architects  were 
Everett  &  Mead  of  Boston. 

Pltmpton.  The  local  association,  which  has  for  several  years  been 
soliciting  funds  for  a  library  building,  has  selected  plans,  begun 
foundations,  and  will  enter  upon  construction  in  the  coming 
spring.  A  gift  of  $3,000  and  the  contribution  of  $1,200  by  the 
Village  Improvement  Society  has  forwarded  the  work  of  the 
association. 

Presoott.  One  branch  library  has  been  opened,  and  another  in  an 
outlying  district  is  contemplated. 

QuiNCT.  Albert  Crane  has  purchased  the  French  homestead,  adjoin- 
ing the  library  lot,  for  presentation  to  the  city.  The  house  has 
been  removed,  and  the  land*  will  be  suitably  graded  so  as  to  much 
increase  the  area  and  attractiveness  of  the  library  grounds. 

Randolph.  A  well-selected  collection  of  books  in  the  German  and 
French  languages,  about  250  volumes  in  all,  has  been  added  to 
the  library.  A  lecture  room  and  an  art  department  have  also 
been  opened. 

Reading.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  offered  the  town  $12,500,  upon  the 
usual  conditions  for  the  generous  and  perpetual  support  of  the 
library. 

Revere.  The  new  library  building  will  probably  be  completed  in 
the  spring  of  1903.  It  is  located  upon  the  corner  of  Beach  and 
Library  streets,  the  lot  having  been  purchased  for  this  purpose 
in  1896.  The  cost  of  the  construction  is  met  chiefly  by  the  gift 
of  $20,000  from  Andrew  Carnegie,  offered  in  October,  1901, 
provided  that  a  site  should  be  furnished  by  the  town  and  an 
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annual  appropriation  of  at  least  $2,000  guaranteed.  There  is 
also  available  the  fund  of  $8,000,  raised  some  years  ago  by  the 
Revere  Women's  Club  for  library  uses ;  and  the  legacy  of  the 
late  S.  Augustus  Hall,  amounting  to  $1,500,  will  be  used  in 
finishing  and  furnishing  the  reading  room.  The  building  is  from 
the  design  of  S.  Adams  Webber,  of  red  brick  with  sandstone 
and  gray  brick  trimmings,  82  by  61  feet  in  plan.  The  main 
structure  is  62  by  42  feet  and  the  stack  room  18  by  38  feet, 
having  a  capacity  for  80,000  volumes.  The  main  floor  is  prac- 
tically one  hall,  14  feet  in  height,  80  by  19  feet;  but  divided 
into  a  children's  room,  19  by  80  feet;  a  general  reading  room, 
19  by  30  feet;  and  the  delivery  room,  18  by  18  feet.  The  last 
is  open  to  the  dome  30  feet  above  the  floor.  The  second  story 
will  be  adapted  for  a  historical  room. 

EiCBMOND.  The  library  has  been  removed  to  quarters  more  centrally 
located  and  commodious  in  the  house  of  Franklin  Barnes,  Jr., 
and  Mrs.  Barnes  has  been  appointed  librarian.  This  change 
seems  to  promise  growth  in  the  library  and  much  greater  useful- 
ness. New  shelving  has  made  systematic  classification  possible. 
Many  choice  books  have  been  added  by  gifts.  The  public  now 
have  access  to  the  shelves  every  week-day  afternoon  and  even- 
ing, and  the  six  public  schools  serve  as  distributing  stations  so 
far  as  is  possible. 

RocHESTEB.  A  branch  has  recently  been  opened  at  North  Rochester. 
Books  are  also  occasionally  delivered  free  at  East  Rochester  and 
Pierceville.  The  permanent  fund  of  the  library  has  been  raised 
to  $1,000  by  the  gift  of  $500  from  Mrs.  Elizabeth  6.  Leonard, 
recently  deceased.  At  her  death  the  library  inherited  her  private 
library  of  about  400  volumes,  a  large  statue,  <^  Hide  and  seek,'* 
etc. 

Russell.  The  library  has  been  removed  from  a  private  residence  to 
a  public  building,  and  a  reading  room  opened.  It  is  planned  to 
establish  a  second  branch  of  the  library  at  the  mill  village,  the 
paper  company  agreeing  to  furnish  a  room  lighted  and  heated 
for  its  use. 

Salem.  By  the  will  of  Captain  W.  J.  Cheever,  late  of  North 
Andover,  filed  Aug.  9,  1902,  $5,000  is  given  to  the  Salem  Pub- 
lic Library  and  $20,000  to  the  Essex  Institute. 

Sherbobk.  Additional  shelving  becoming  a  necessity,  it  was  de- 
cided to  depart  from  the  usual  custom  of  building  permanent 
tiers  of  shelves,  and  boxes  were  ordered  and  made  at  a  factory 
near  by,  costing  two  or  three  cents  per  volume  capacity.  These 
form  a  sort  of  '*  elastic  cabinet"  the  units  of  which  are  inter- 
changeable or  removable  at  pleasure. 
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Shrewsbury.  The  new  library  building  approaches  completion.  It 
is  a  two-story  stracture,  of  brick  with  limestone  trimmings 
above  a  granite  base.  Jubal  Howe,  to  whose  munificence  the 
town  owes  this  benefaction,  was  bom  in  Shrewsbury,  Dec.  27, 
1793,  but  made  his  fortune  in  Boston  in  business  as  a  jeweller, 
and  became  a  resident  of  Newton.  He  died  Feb.  2,  1874,  leav- 
ing his  estate  to  his  only  daughter  for  life,  and  makiag  the  town 
of  Shrewsbury  residuary  legatee.  I^e  died  in  1898,  and  the 
amount  originally  accruing  to  the  town,  $41,000,  has  increased 
to  over  $51,000;  $20,000  of  this  will  be  reserved  as  a  fund  for 
library  support,  and  the  remainder  expended  for  the  building 
and  its  furnishing.  The  ground  plan  is  56  by  88  feet,  with  a 
rear  wing  for  stack  36  feet  square. 

Shutesbury.  The  sum  of  $1,580  has  been  received  as  principal  and 
interest  of  the  legacy  of  Mirick  N.  Spear,  late  of  Amherst. 

SoMERviLLE.  With  the  year  began  the  experiment  of  giving  the 
public  free  access  ^'  to  all  its  books  that  are  available  to  card- 
holders." Sunday-schools  are  given  the  privilege  of  borrowing 
books  to  the  number  of  100, —  '*week  books"  excepted.  A 
special  school  librarian  now  devotes  her  whole  time  to  school 
service,  visiting  and  consulting  with  the  teachers,  addressing  the 
scholars,  selecting  books  for  the  school  libraries,  and  giving 
instruction  in  the  best  use  of  reference  books,  etc.  The  system 
of  house-to-house  delivery  of  books  by  boy  carriers  is  con- 
tinued, and  works  well  in  the  outlying  districts  of  the  city. 
The  boys  receive  two  cents  per  volume  from  the  borrower, 
obtaining  and  returning  the  books.  The  cards  issued  by  the 
librarian  of  the  Congressional  Library  are  secured  so  far  as 
available. 

Southampton.  By  the  will  of  Mrs.  Fhebe  T.  Sheldon,  late  of 
Southampton,  the  Free  Public  Library  will  receive  a  bequest 
of  $1,000. 

SouTHBRiDGE.  The  offcr  of  Andrew  Carnegie  to  give  $20,000  for  a 
library  building  was  declined  by  the  citizens  of  Sonthbridge  at  a 
town  meeting  in  April,  frith  a  vote  expressing  due  appreciation 
of  his  generosity.  This  action  resulted  from  the  desire  of  Jacob 
Edwards,  a  wealthy  manufacturer  of  Boston  and  a  native  of 
Sonthbridge,  to  bestow  upon  the  town  a  library  building  com- 
pletely equipped,  including  its  site.  He  has  long  had  this  prop- 
osition in  mind,  and  at  least  $50,000  is  the  sum  named  as  his 
probable  expenditure.  There  has  been  unexpected  delay  in  the 
selection  of  the  site. 

South  Hadlet.  William  H.  Gay  lord  of  South  Hadley,  who  presented 
the  soldiers'  monument  to  the  town  several  years  ago,  has  given 
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825,000  for  a  library  building  at  Sooth  Hadle^  Centre.  The  gift 
was  contingent  upon  the  location  of  the  building  upon  a  site 
owned  by  a  Village  Cemetery  Association,  and  has  been  accepted 
by  a  chartered  society,  which  will  be  known  as  the  Gay  lord 
Memorial  Association.  The  foundations  of  the  edifice  have  been 
laid,  and  the  construction  will  go  forward  as  fast  as  the  weather 
will  allow.  The  library  will  be  under  the  management  of  the 
association,  but  free  to  all  citizens  of  the  town.  Mr.  Gaylord 
also  will  give  1 10,000  as  a  permanent  fund,  the  income  of  which 
is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Springfield.  Charles  M.  Eirkman,  late  of  Springfield,  bequeathed 
to  the  City  Library  Association  $10,000,  half  of  which  is  devoted 
to  beautifying  the  library  grounds  and  half  to  the  purchase  of 
books.  John  Cotton  Dana,  after  holding  the  position  of  librarian 
for  four  years,  resigned  on  Dec.  3,  1901,  to  accept  the  same 
position  in  the  Free  Public  Library  at  Newark,  N.  J.  Hiller 
C.  Wellman,  librarian  at  Brookline,  was  chosen  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  and  entered  upon  his  new  duties  early  in  1902.  A  branch 
was  opened  at  Indian  Orchard  Dec.  16,  1901,  various  citizens 
and  corporations  contributing  the  cost  of  rent,  fuel,  lights,  etc. 
The  delivery  of  books  to  the  homes  of  borrowers,  after  adequate 
trial,  seems  not  altogether  a  success,  but  is  continued  as  a  private 
enterprise,  under  library  supervision,  the  messenger  paying  all 
expenses  and  receiving  all  fees.  He  takes  with  him  on  his  cir- 
cuit a  travelling  library  of  30  or  more  attractive  books,  from 
which  his  patrons  may  select  if  they  fail  to  receive  the  volume 
applied  for,  or  are  disappointed  with  it  when  delivered.  A  be- 
quest of  $500,  the  incomie  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  buying 
works  upon  dental  science,  has  been  received  from  the  estate  of 
Dr.  J.  Searle  Hurlbut. 

Stockbridgb.  Four  thousand  dollars  have  been  appropriated  by  the 
town  for  improvements  in  the  library. 

Stoughtom.  The  trustees  of  the  Stoughton  Public  Library  have 
received  an  offer  from  a  former  resident  of  the  town  of  a 
library  building  to  cost  $25,000,  if  the  town  will  purchase  a 
suitable  lot  and  agree  to  maintain  a  room  in  the  building  for  the 
use  of  the  historical  society.  Mr.  Carnegie  was  appealed  to 
about  a  year  ago  to  contribute  a  library  building  to  the  town, 
but  he  is  not  the  donor.  It  is  made  a  condition  that  the  giver's 
name  shall  not  be  revealed  by  the  trustees.  The  public  library 
is  at  present  in  the  town  hall,  and  has  outgrown  its  Quarters. 

SuKDERLAND.  In  December,  1901,  the  library  received  $500  to 
establish  a  book  fund,  fromJHenry  W.  Taft,  Esq.,  a  trustee  of 
the  Berkshire  Athenaeum,  and  resident  of  Pittsfield. 
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Tatjmton.  On  May  8  a  communication  was  received  by  the  city 
council  from  Andrew  Carnegie,  offering  $60,000  for  a  public 
library,  upon  condition  that  a  suitable  site  should  be  furnished, 
and  the  annual  appropriation  of  $6,000  for  library  support  should 
be  guaranteed.  The  offer  was  formally  accepted,  and  a  site  has 
been  selected. 

Templeton.  There  are  three  villages  in  this  town,  severally  two, 
three  and  four  miles  from  the  central  library.  Every  week  a 
bundle  of  books  is  sent  to  each  of  these  villages,  so  that  the 
residents  are  nearly  as  well  served  as  those  who  live  near  the 
library.  Magazines  are  placed  in  circulation  under  the  same 
regulations  as  other  books. 

TowNSEND.  A  free  delivery  station  has  been  established  at  West 
Townsend,  through  the  generous  support  extended  by  Mrs. 
Charles  S.  Homer  of  New  York  City.  A  marble  bas-relief 
medallion  of  Longfellow  has  been  received  from  E.  M.  Ray- 
mond of  Charlestown. 

UxBRiDGE.  Work  with  the  schools  has  been  rather  more  extensive  than 
usual.  It  has  been  found  that  lists  of  interesting  books,  made 
up  by  the  librarian  and  the  superintendent  of  schools  jointly, 
have  been  very  useful  in  bringing  new  youthful  borrowers  to  the 
library.  The  lists  are  limited,  and  each  pupil  is  expected  to 
read  at  least  one  book  of  the  list  appropriate  to  his  grade.  The 
selection  considers  attractiveness  as  well  as  healthful  quality  of 
literature,  in  the  especial  hope  of  enticing  the  children  of  a  large 
foreign  population  into  the  habit  of  reading.  Mrs.  Sarah  L. 
Macomber,  who  died  four  years  ago,  willed  to  the  trustees  of  the 
library  $1,000,  '*  to  use  for  the  benefit  and  assistance  of  worthy 
young  persons  struggling  to  obtain  an  education,  either  by  free 
public  lectures  or  otherwise  as  shall  seem  to  them  wise,  the  same 
to  be  thus  used  and  expended  within  five  years  from  her  death." 
The  estate  has  but  recently  been  settled,  and  the  bequest  has 
dwindled  to  $750,  which  will  probably  be  expended  the  coming 
year  for  lectures  and  books. 

Walpole.  In  1896  the  sum  of  $5,000  was  received  from  the  estate 
of  Hon.  Francis  W.  Bird,  and  placed  at  interest  as  a  building 
fund.  Last  year  Andrew  Carnegie  offered  the  town  $15,000  for 
a  library  building,  which  was  accepted,  and  the  usual  guarantee 
of  support  voted.  The  sum  of  about  $21,000  being  thus  avail- 
able, and  a  prominent  site  at  the  corner  of  Lewis  Avenue  and 
Common  Street  having  been  given  for  the  purpose  by  Charles  S. 
Bird,  a  son  of  the  earlier  benefactor,  plans  were  perfected  and 
construction  begun  in  the  spring  of  1902.     The  building  is  of 
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red  brick  with  Indiana  lime-stone  trimmings,  one-storied,  and 
classic  in  style,  based  upon  a  granite  foundation.  The  roof  is 
of  slate,  with  copper  cornices.  The  interior  arrangement  and 
finish  conform  to  modern  models,  save  in  one  particular.  A 
novel  feature  is  the  separation  of  the  stack  from  the  other  part 
of  the  structure  by  a  fireproof  screen,  which  can  be  drawn  up 
and  down  like  a  curtain. 

Walthah.  The  family  of  Gen.  Nathaniel  F.  Banks  has  presented 
his  portrait  to  the  library.  A  reference  room  has  been  estab- 
lished, furnished  with  shelves  for  art  books  and  wall  space  for 
the  exhibition  of  pictures.  A  children's  room  has  also  been  pro- 
vided, and  supplied  with  juvenile  literature  and  bulletin  boards, 
upon  which  timely  lists,  etc.,  have  been  displayed  on  holidays 
and  other  dates  of  popular  interest. 

Warren.  A  fine  collection  of  our  native  birds  has  come  to  the 
library  as  a  legacy  from  Mrs.  Arvilla  E.  Elwell. 

Watertown.  The  annex  to  the  library,  built  about  two  years  ago, 
has  been  furnished  throughout.  The  principal  room  is  called 
Hunnewell  Hall,  and  is  used  as  a  reference  and  reading  room. 
It  has  been  tastefully  and  substantially  fitted  up  for  this  use, 
and  supplied  with  a  large  and  choice  collection  of  books.  By 
request  of  the  generous  benefactor,  H.  H.  Hunnewell,  a  bronze 
tablet  to  the  memory  of  Dr.  Walter  Hunnewell,  the  noted  Water- 
town  physician,  who  died  at  the  age  of  eighty-seven  in  1855, 
holds  prominent  place  upon  its  wall.  The  room  beneath  this,  of 
the  same  size,  80  by  40  feet,  is  called  the  Pratt  reference  room. 
This  is  similarly  furnished  with  oak  wall  cases,  tables,  chairs, 
etc.,  and  with  a  collection  of  books  upon  sociology  and  the  use- 
ful arts  in  all  their  departments.  The  sons  of  Charles  Pratt, 
founder  of  Pratt  Institute  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  provided  for  the 
new  fittings  of  this  room.  The  expenditure  for  furnishing  these 
rooms,  for  the  new  library  bureau  stack,  etc.,  has  been  over 
$12,000,  of  which  the  town's  appropriation  was  $8,500.  The 
reclassification  of  the  books  by  the  Cutter  system  is  near  com- 
pletion, and  has  been  continued  without  inconvenience  to  book 
borrowers.  ^'The  much-dreaded  mass  of  public  documents, 
which  many  librarians  push  into  their  attics  or  basements,  be- 
come a  delight  and  a  source  of  useful  information  when  arranged 
in  order,  and  brought  out  in  the  card  index  by  subjects  and 
authors."  The  children's  room  is  small,  but  proves  a  very  use- 
ful department ;  and  co-operation  with  the  schools  has  developed 
new  activity  through  the  helpful  energy  of  the  school  superin- 
tendent. 
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Wayland.  Mrs.  Sarah  E.  Heard,  for  more  than  sixteea  years  the 
faithful  and  efficient  librarian  of  Wayland  Public  Library,  re- 
signed in  July,  1901,  and  Everett  Small  has  succeeded  her  in 
that  position. 

Webster.  The  library  has  been  removed  to  new  quarters,  rented  on 
the  second  floor  of  Columbia  block,  where  it  Gnds  some  improve- 
ment in  space  and  light. 

Wendell.  A  branch  has  been  started  at  the  village  of  Farley, 
which  lies  partly  in  Wendell  and  partly  in  Erving.  About  40 
duplicate  volumes  were  given  as  a  foundation  library,  and  as 
many  more  are  loaned  as  needful.  Gifts  of  a  desk,  chair,  card 
cabinet  with  cards,  etc.,  have  been  received;  also  428  volumes 
from  Marshall  Field  of  Chicago,  being  a  part  of  the  old  library 
of  Conway.  The  room  in  the  town  hall  is  now  too  small  for  this 
growing  and  very  useful  library,  and  it  deserves  a  building  of  its 
own. 

Wbstborough.  The  late  Ellen  E.  Bizby,  a  native  and  life-long  res- 
ident of  Westborough,  made  the  town  her  residuary  legatee. 
The  assets  from  this  bequest  may  reach  the^sum  of  $3,000,  and 
will  be  expended  ''  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees  of  the  library 
may  determine."  It  will  probably  be  added  to  the  building  fund, 
which  now  amounts  to  nearly  $10,000. 

West  Boylston.  In  the  new  town  hall  generous  provision  is  to  be 
made  for  the  library,  and  it  is  expected  the  rooms  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  the  spring  of  1903.  Miss  Edna  C.  Baldwin 
became  librarian  September  1,  Miss  Susie  E.  Jewell  having 
resigned. 

Westfield.  The  funds  of  the  Athenaeum  have  been  increased  by  the 
receipt  of  $5,000,  the  legacy  of  Addison  C.  Rand,  a  native  of 
Westfield. 

Westford.  The  library  has  been  reclassified,  and  furnished  with  a 
card  catalogue  and  printed  finding  lists.  Valuable  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  art  collection,  as  follows :  by  Charles 
H.  Frescott  of  Harvard,  an  antique  hall  clock;  by  Charles 
Hildreth  of  Westford,  Hicks'  engraving  of  "  Authors  of  the 
United  States ;  "  by  E.  M.  Raymond  of  Charlestown,  a  copy 
of  Guido  Reni's  '^  Daughter  of  Herodias,"  by  Chatelain  ;  a  ham- 
mered iron  panel  by  a  Japanese  artist ;  a  copy  of  Guido  Reni's 
"  Aurora ;  "  a  copy  of  the  same  painter's  *'  Diana  and  Cupid  ; " 
**  Byron,"  by  Hobday,  London,  1820 ;  *'  Rough  Water,"  a  paint- 
ing by  C.  E.  Davis ;  a  copy  of  Lavinia  Fontana's  '*  La  Donna 
Samaritana,"  by  Rescigno ;  two  figures  by  Rogers ;  and  a  marble 
statue  of  "  Pocahontas  and  a  Deer,"  by  Mozier. 
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Westminster.  The  dedication  of  the  Forbush  Memorial  Library  took 
place  August  22.  Gen.  Nelson  A.  Miles,  a  native  of  Westmin- 
ster, was  the  special  guest  of  the  occasion,  and  made  a  brief 
address.  The  building  has  cost  over  $18,000,  of  which  sum 
$10,000  was  the  bequest  of  Charles  A.  Forbush,  '^  in  memory  of 
the  lat^  Joseph  W.  Forbush,"  his  cousin.  The  town  appropriated 
$800  towards  the  purchase  of  the  site  and  $1,000  for  grading  and 
incidental  expenses.  The  remaining  sum  was  raised  by  subscrip- 
tion. The  memorial  stands  a  short  distance  from  the  street,  in  a 
green  lawn  three-fourths  of  an  acre  in  extent.  It  is  constructed 
of  gray  pressed  brick,  upon  a  granite  foundation,  the  trimmings 
being  of  Indiana  limestone.  The  roof  is  of  slate,  with  copper 
gutter  work.  The  upper  story  is  occupied  by  a  hall  fitted  up  as 
an  art  room  and  museum.  On  the  main  floor  the  delivery  counter, 
occupying  a  central  position,  commands  the  reading  room  on  the 
right  and  a  reference  room  on  the  left.  Behind  it  are  the  book 
shelves  and  the  librarian's  room.  The  finish  and  furniture  are 
of  quartered  oak.  Wiring  for  electricity  has  been  introduced, 
but  for  the  present  the  lighting  plant  consists  of  a  gasoline  stor- 
age tank,  located  some  distance  from  the  building,  connected 
with  66  lights,  automatically  fed  by  a  Springfield  machine  run 
by  water  power.  The  basement  is  given  to  the  usual  heating, 
storage  and  lavatory  conveniences. 

West  Nbwburt.  The  librarian  reports  increase  in  the  hours  when 
the  books  are  accessible  to  the  public ;  the  granting  of  greater 
privileges  to  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  schools ;  an  increase  in 
the  demand,  especially  by  boys,  for  books  upon  natural  science; 
and  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Thomas  Smith  of  over  30  volumes  of  his- 
tory and  biography  for  youthful  readers. 

West  Springfield.  The  library  has  been  improved  by  the  addition 
of  metallic  book  stacks. 

West  Stockbridge.  The  library  has  been  removed  to  a  new  room  in 
the  town  building.  Distributing  stations  have  been  established 
at  West  Center  and  State  Line. 

Westwood.  a  collection  of  books,  1,000  in  number,  received  from 
the  late  Miss  Lucy  Ellis,  has  been  placed  in  a  special  alcove, 
although  free  for  circulation. 

Wethouth.  The  proceeds  of  a  fair  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
South  Weymouth  Improvement  Association,  amounting  to 
$674.22,  has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Fogg  Library,  to  be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  that  institution 
as  they  deem  advisable.  The  Tufts  Library  distributes  books 
through  eight  delivery  stations.

Worcester.  A  new  steel  stack  has  been  placed  in  the  upper  story. 
The  high  reading  room  for  magazines,  literary,  scientific  and 
art  papers  has  been  divided  by  making  a  well-supported  floor 
even  with  the  upper  gallery,  and  twelve  windows  have  been 
placed  in  the  walls  of  the  lower  room.  The  lower  room  is  used 
for  the  same  purposes  as  before;  the  upper  room  is  used  for 
storing  books  belonging  to  the  circulating  department  and  the 
children's  department.  The  children's  room  has  been  greatly 
enlarged,  and  a  reference  room  of  increased  size  and  a  reading 
room  for  magazines  and  papers  have  been  provided.  The  lecture 
hall  has  been  lined  with  glazed  cases  for  the  working  books 
needed  by  art  students,  and  has  been  fitted  up  as  headquarters 
for  students  of  the  arts  of  painting,  sculpture,  etc.  A  clock 
and  station  boxes  to  be  visited  several  times  in  the  night  by 
the  watchman  have  been  installed.  The  great  work  of  reclassi- 
fying and  recataloguing  the  books  in  the  circulating  department 
and  of  revision  of  the  catalogues  of  the  reference  and  intermediate 
departments,  begun  Sept.  1,  1894,  has  been  finished  during  the 
year.  Now  every  book  in  all  the  departments  may  be  found  in 
a  single  alphabet,  in  a  great  card  catalogue.  Users  of  the  cir- 
culating department  now  have  not  only  free  access  to  several 
thousand  books,  mainly  the  new  books,  but  upon  application  are 
admitted  to  such  sections  of ^  the  books  in  that  department  as 
they  wish  to  examine.  The  great  card  catalogue  is  on  the  dic- 
tionary plan,  and  is  a  carefully  made  subject  as  well  as  author 
catalogue.  New  card  catalogues  for  the  circulating  department 
and  the  children's  room  have  also  been  made,  and  new  cases  for 
the  three  catalogues  and  for  the  finding  list,  which  has  been 
made  in  connection  with  the  cataloguing,  have  been  procured 
and  put  in  position.  Popular  bibliographical  talks,  exhibitions 
of  photographs,  engravings  and  rare  and  luxurious  books  and 
the  other  educational  features  of  the  library  have  been  continued 
during  the  year  as  hitherto. 

Wrentham.  The  trustees'  report  states  that  the  circulation  of  books 
for  home  use  from  the  Fiske  Library  in  1901-1902  was  14,200, 
and  claims  that  this  is  '^  larger  in  proportion  to  population  than 
that  of  any  other  town  in  the  State."  As  the  population  of  the 
town  by  the  last  census  was  2,720,  the  per  capita  circulation 
was  5.2  volumes,  —  a  very  excellent  showing,  but  surpassed  by 
many  towns,  and  nearly  doubled  by  four  or  five. 
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The  Woman's  Education  Association. 

From  all  parts  of  the  Commonwealth  come  to  us  grateful 
acknowledgments  of  the  untiring  beneficence  of  the  Woman's 
Education  Association.  The  43  travelling  libraries  of  this 
society,  containing  1,237  books,  have,  during  1902,  made  49 
journeys  to  country  villages,  and  a  circulation  of  3,448  volumes 
for  home  use  is  reported.  Of  these,  only  46  per  cent,  were 
fiction.  The  places  enjoying  the  privileges  thus  afforded  them

Special  travelling  libraries  for  study  clubs,  8  in  number, 
upon  Venice,  Florence,  Rome,  English  architecture,  Shake- 
speare, Italian  art,  Egypt  and  French  art,  have  proved  of  great 
service,  especially  when  supplemented,  as  they  often  are,  by 
readings  or  lectures  to  the  clubs  by  competent  scholars,  or 
those  who  have  had  the  experience  of  foreign  travel.  A  special 
juvenile  library  just  entering  upon  its  travels  is  now  at  Col- 
rain, and  promises  to  attain  great  popular  favor.  Four  special 
ornithological  libraries,  of  22  volumes  each,  besides  wall  charts, 
etc.,  prepared  and  loaned  by  the  Massachusetts  Audubon 
Society,  are  sent  out  in  January  and  July  for  a  six-months 
sojourn.  These  are  sometimes  placed  in  charge  of  the  school 
superintendents  of  the  locality.  The  towns  this  year  favored 
with  these  books  about  birds  have  been :  East  Longmeadow, 
Chester,  Topsfield,  Barnstable,  Sunderland,  Warren,  Hamilton 
and  Cotuit.  Twenty-two  collections  of  pictures  have  afforded 
188  exhibitions  in  140  different  localities.  The  loans  have 
been  made  to  the  school  superintendents  wherever,  as  is  not 
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seldom  the  case,  the  public  library  has  no  room  in  which  to 
display  them.  Ten  superintendents  have  during  the  past  year 
made  use  of  them  in  their  school  rooms.  Two  beautiful  collec- 
tions of  photographs  of  scenery  in  the  Yosemite  valley  and 
along  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  have  been  added  to  the 
treasures  of  the  association  by  Mrs.  George  Russell  Agassiz  of 
the  Free  Public  Library  Commission,  and  will  soon  be  put  in 
circulation.  The  association  receives  many  books  and  maga- 
zines from  various  donors,  which  are  distributed  among  the 
most  needy  libraries  and  reading  rooms.  A  very  valuable  col- 
lection, embracing  over  600  photographs  of  scenes  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand  and  Tasmania,  was  some  months  ago  received 
from  Mi's.  Dane,  and  have  been  divided  into  six  sets  for  exhi- 
bition. 

The  increasing  public  interest  in  pictorial  art  is  shown  by  the 
larger  demand  year  by  year  for  the  loan  of  the  collections  belong- 
ing to  the  Library  Art  Club  and  the  Woman's  Education  Associa- 
tion ;  but  an  even  stronger  proof  of  this  encouraging  fact  is  the 
increasing  number  of  libraries  and  schools,  not  only  in  our 
large  cities  but  in  the  rural  sections  of  the  State,  which  possess, 
by  gift  or  purchase,  collections  of  their  own,  —  collections  con- 
stantly growing  in  value,  and  always  an  educational  power,  a 
perennial  source  •of  pleasure  to  the  old  as  well  as  the  young. 

One  of  the  new  branches  of  work  entered  upon  by  the 
association  is  the  preparation  of  lists  of  the  best  new  books. 
These  lists  are  printed  in  the  spring  and  fall,  and  are  intended 
to  help  those  libraries  which  are  far  from  book  centres,  and 
likely  to  be  dependent  on  the  bookseller's  selection.  These 
lists  have  been  received  with  warm  appreciation  by  the  country 
librarians,  and  their  issue  will  be  continued. 

The  Library  Art  Club. 

Reports  from  the  libraries  which  hold  membership  in  the 
Library  Art  Club  give  enthusiastic  evidence  that  this  organi- 
zation, which  was  incorporated  June  14,  1900,  is  steadily 
advancing  in  popular  favor  and  usefulness.  It  is  much  to  be 
regretted  that  the  managers  of  many  of  our  town  libraries  seem 
ignorant  of,  or  do  not  appreciate,  the  educational  advantages, 
as  well  as  the  pleasure  which  can  be  purchased  by  the  small 
annual  fee  required  for  admission  to  this  club. 
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Exhibitions  during  1902  have  numbered  790,  or  170  more 
than  during  the  previous  year.  Of  the  pictorial  collections,  67 
in  number,  45  have  been  bought  for  the  society,  the  others 
coming  to  it  by  gift  or  loan.  The  latest  additions  have  been : 
100  photographs  of  the  English  lake  district ;  100  of  Granada 
and  the  Alhambra;  216  of  Italian  art;  84  of  Perugia;  68  of 
Pagan  Rome;  50  of  Rouen;  160  of  Scotland;  201  of  Switzer- 
land ;  100  of  the  paintings  of  Velasquez.  The  list  of  members 
now  numbers  101,  of  which  79  are  Massachusetts  libraries. 
The  president  is  Miss  Alice  G.  Chandler,  Lancaster,  Mass. ; 
and  the  secretary.  Miss  Mary  E.  Sargent,  Medford,  Mass. 

During  the  year  the  interest  in  the  libraries  of  the  State  has 
been  materially  stimulated  by  the  meeting  of  the  American 
Library  Association  at  Boston  and  Magnolia  in  June,  and  the 
several  meetings  which  have  been  held  by  the  Massachusetts 
Library  Club,  and  especially  by  the  local  clubs,  the  Bay  Path, 
the  Western  Massachusetts  and  the  Cape  Cod  clubs.  From 
these  local  clubs  the  small  libraries  derive  much  encouragement 
and  benefit. 

The  interest  and  eflfort  in  all  the  broader  aspects  of  library 
work  has  never  been  so  widespread  and  effective  as  at  the 
present  time.  The  libraries  and  the  schools  are  gaining  help, 
each  from  the  other,  and  all  for  the  general  intellectual  advance- 
ment of  all  the  people.

FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  LAWS 


or 
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FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSEnS. 


[Rbtibed  Laws,  1902,  Chaptbb  38.] 

General  Provision. 

Section  1 .  Library  corporations  and  associations  which  have  been 
legally  established  shall  continue  to  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  restrictions  attaching  thereto. 

Law  Libraries. 

Section  2.  Attorneys  at  law  who  have  been  admitted  to  practise 
in  the  courts  of  the  commonwealth  and  who  are  resident  in  a  county 
for  which  there  is  no  law  library  association  may  organize  as  a  cor- 
poration, under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five,  by  the  name  of  the  Law  Library  Association  for  such  county, 
and  may  adopt  by-laws  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
superior  court. 

Section  3.  The  inhabitants  of  the  county  shall  have  access  to  the 
library  and  may  use  the  books  therein,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  by-laws. 

Section  4.  County  treasurers  shall  annually  pay  to  the  law  library 
associations  in  their  respective  counties  all  sums  which  are  paid  into 
the  county  treasuries  during  the  year  by  the  clerks  of  the  courts,  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year. 
They  may  also  pay  to  said  associations  such  further  sums  as  the 
county  commissioners  may  consider  are  necessary  and  proper.  All 
sums  which  are  so  paid  shall  be  applied  to  maintain  and  enlarge  such 
libraries  for  the  use  of  the  courts  and  of  citizens.  The  treasurer  of 
the  law  library  association,  before  receiving  any  money  from  the 
county  treasurer,  shall  give  bond,  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  commissioners,  for  the  faithful  application  of  such  money,  and 
that  he  will  make  a  return  annually  to  them,  under  oath,  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  has  been  expended. 

Section  5.  Each  law  library  association  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  sergeant-at-arms,  immediately  after  their  publication,  one 
copy  of  the  legislative  documents  of  the  senate  and  house,  the  journal 
of  the  senate  and  the  journal  of  the  house. 
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City  and  Town  Libraries.  * 

Section  6.  A  city  or  town  may  establish  and  maintain  public 
libraries  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants,  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  city  council  or  by  the  town,  and  may  receive,  hold  and  manage 
any  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  such  library.  The  city  council  of  a 
city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  may  place  in  such  library  the  books, 
reports  and  laws  which  may  be  received  from  the  commonwealth. 

Trustees  of  Town  Libraries. 

Section  7.  A  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  library,  or  free  public  library  and  reading 
room,  owned  by  the  town,  shall,  at  an  annual  meeting  or  special 
meeting,  unless  the  same  has  been  acquired  entirely  or  in  part 
through  some  gift  or  bequest  which  contains  other  conditions  or  pro- 
visions for  the  election  of  its  trustees  or  for  its  care  and  management 
which  have  been  accepted  by  the  town,  elect  by  ballot  a  board  of 
trustees  consisting  of  any  number  of  persons,  male  or  female,  divis- 
ible by  three,  which  the  town  determines  to  elect.  When  such  board 
is  first  chosen,  one-third  thereof  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one- 
third  for  two  years  and  one-third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one- 
third  shall  be  elected  annually  for  the  term  of  three  years.  The 
board  shall,  from  its  own  number,  annually  choose  a  chairman  and 
secretary  and,  if  the  town  so  votes,  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give  a  bond 
similar  to  that  given  by  the  town  treasurer,  in  an  amount  and  with 
sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  selectmen.  The  town  treasurer 
shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  until  the  town  other- 
wise directs. 

Section  8.  The  board  shall  have  the  custody  and  management 
of  the  library  and  reading  room  and  of  all  property  owned  by  the 
town  relating  thereto.  All  money  raised  or  appropriated  by  the  town 
for  its  support  and  maintenance  shall  be  expended  by  the  board,  and 
all  money  or  property  which  the  town  may  receive  by  gift  or  bequest 
for  said  library  and  reading  room  shall  be  administered  by  the  board 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  gift  or  bequest. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  town  of 
its  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  the  property  in  its  custody,  with 
a  statement  of  any  unexpended  balance  of  money  and  of  any  gifts  or 
bequests  which  it  holds  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  its  recommenda- 
tions. 

Section  10.  The  provisions  of  the  three  preceding  sections  shall 
not  apply  to  library  associations,  nor  to  a  library  organised  under  a 
special  act. 
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Board  of  Free  Public  Library  Commissioners. 

Sbgtiom  11.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  free  public  library  oommis- 
sioDers  oonsisting  of  five  persons,  residents  of  the  oommonwealth,  one 
of  whom  shall  Annually  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  five  years.  The  governor 
shall  designate  the  chairman  thereof. 

Section  12.  No  member  shall  receive  any  compensation,  but  the 
board  may  annually  expend  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  pay- 
able by  the  commonwealth,  for  clerical  assistance  and  for  other  neces- 
sary expenses.  It  shall  annually  in  January  make  a  report  to  the 
general  court. 

Section  18.  The  board  shall  advise  the  librarian  or  trustees  of 
any  free  public  library  relative  to  the  selection  or  cataloguing  of 
books  and  any  other  matter  pertaining  to  the  maintenance  or  admin- 
istration of  the  library. 

Section  14.  Said  board  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  library 
trustees  of  a  town  which  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  sections 
sixteen  and  seventeen,  and  which  has  no  free  public  library  owned 
and  controlled  by  the  town,  expend  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
for  books  to  be  selected  and  purchased  by  said  board  and  delivered 
to  said  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  free  public  library. 

Section  15.  If  a  town,  the  valuation  of  which  is  not  more  than 
six  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  which  has  a  free  public  library,  has 
complied  with  all  laws  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  such  library, 
and  the  trustees  of  the  library  provide,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
board,  for  the  distribution  of  books  in  different  parts  of  the  town 
where  such  distribution  is  necessary,  by  means  of  branch  libraries  or 
deliveries,  and  for  practical  and  effective  means  of  rendering  the  library 
useful  to  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  the  public  schools  in  such  town, 
the  board  may  expend,  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  they  de- 
termine, not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  each  free  public  library  owned  and  controlled  by  such  town. 

Section  16.  A  town  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
three  preceding  sections  until  it  accepts  the  same  or  has  accepted  the 
corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws  and  has  elected  a  board  of 
library  trustees  as  provided  in  section  seven,  nor  until  said  trustees 
have  made  provision  satisfactory  to  said  commissioners  for  the  care 
and  distribution  of  the  books  furnished  by  them. 

Section  17.  Such  town  shall,  if  its  last  assessed  valuation  was 
one  million  dollars  or  over,  annually  appropriate  from  the  dog  tax, 
or  otherwise  provide  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public 
library,  not  less  than  fifty  dollars ;  if  such  valuation  was  less  than 
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one  million  dollars  and  not  less  than  two  hnndred  and  fifty  thousand, 
not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars ;  and  if  such  valuation  was  less  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars. 

Appropriation  of  Monet  for  Libraries,  etc. 

Section  15,  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  towns 
may  appropriate  money  ''for  the  establishment,  maintenance  or  in- 
crease of  a  public  library  therein,  and  for  the  erection  or  provision 
of  suitable  buildings  or  rooms  therefor." 

''  For  maintaining  a  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants  have 
free  access  and  of  which  they  have  the  use,  and  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  public  reading  room  in  connection  with  and  under  the 
control  of  the  managers  of  such  library."  * 

The  Dog  Tax. 

Section  163,  chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that 
money  received  for  dog  licenses  and  refunded  to  the  towns  ''  shall  be 
expended  for  the  support  of  public  libraries  or  schools." 

Defacing  or  Wilful  Detention  of  Books,  Papers,  etc. 

Sections  83  and  84,  chapter  208  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provide  that 
''  whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause,  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book, 
plate,  picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet, 
manuscript  or  statue  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other  pub- 
lic or  incorporated  library  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  then  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
six  months." 

'^  Whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wantonly 
and  without  cause,  detains  a  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet, 
or  manuscript  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other  public  or 
incorporated  library  for  thirty  days  after  a  notice  in  writing  from  the 
librarian  thereof,  containing  a  copy  of  this  section  and  given  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  which,  by  the  regulations  of  such  library,  such 
book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet  or  manuscript  may  be  kept, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months." 

Disturbing  Public  Libraries. 

Section  33,  chapter  212  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  ^'  who- 
ever wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  library,  or  a 
reading  room  connected   therewith,  by  making  a  noise  or  in  any 
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other  manner  during  the  time  when  such  library  or  reading  room  is 
open  to  the  public  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  thirty  days  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars." 

Land  mat  be  taken  for  Libbart  Buildings. 

Section  47  of  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides  that  ^'  any 
land  within  the  limits  of  a  city  or  town  not  appropriated  to  public 
uses"  may  be  taken  '^  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  building 
to  be  used  for  a  public  school,  a  library,  or  an  engine  house,  or  for 
the  enlargement  of  a  lot  of  land  taken  or  used  for  such  purpose,"  — 
but  the  land  thus  taken  may  not  exceed  two  acres  in  extent. 

Public  Documents. 

Under  provisions  of  chapter  9  of  the  Revised  Laws,  each  town  and 
city  library  is  entitled  to  receive  a  copy  of  the  Manual  of  the  General 
Court,  the  Blue  Book,  and  a  copy  of  the  series  of  public  documents. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  347  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1890,  under  which  the  Free  Public  Library  Com- 
mission was  organized,  the  commission  herewith  presents  its 
fourteenth  report,  covering  the  calendar  year  1903. 

The  Commission. 

The  Hon.  Henry  S.  Nourse  was  reappointed  for  the  fiiU  term 
of  five  years,  but  died  November  14,  and  Mr.  Deloraine  P. 
Corey  of  Maiden  has  been  appointed  his  successor. 


ijenrg  Stcbman  Nouree. 

Born  April  9,  1831,  Lancaster;  died  Nov.  14,  1903,  Lancaster. 

Member  of  Commission,  1890-1903. 

Born  of  the  fine  fibre  of  natiVe  New  England  parentage ; 
nurtured  amid  scenes  glowing  with  the  romance  of  history ; 
graduated  from  Harvard  half  a  century  ago,  with  eminent  men 
for  his  classmates ;  teacher  of  the  classics  in  one  of  the  most 
famous  of  American  preparatory  schools ;  a  true  soldier  on 
many  battlefields,  who  marched  with  Sherman  to  the  sea ; 
constructive  engineer  of  many  important  works ;  pure,  high- 
minded  legislator  for  his  town  in  the  House  and  his  district  in 
the  Senate  ;  faithful  historian  by  nature  and  instinct,  with  con- 
genial honors  from  associates  in  the  great  historical  societies 
of  the  Commonwealth ;  loving  husbandman  of  the  records  of 
his  native  town  and  its  people.  Enriched  with  experience  in 
these  and  other  paths  of  private  trust  and  civic  honor,  he 
came  willingly  and  heartily  to  the  service  of  this  commission. 
Appointed  one  of  its  original  members  in  1890,  he  was  twice 
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reappointed,  and  the  closing  hours  of  his  life  found  him  active 
in  the  work  he  loved.  The  commission  has  held  more  than  a 
hundred  and  fifty  meetings,  and,  though  further  removed  by 
time  and  distance  than  any  of  his  associates,  his  seat  was  vacated 
for  the  first  time  by  death.  His  cheerful  readiness  to  devote  his 
time  and  ability  to  its  interests  —  notably  in  the  preparation 
of  its  historical  ninth  report  "has  produced  more  lasting  results 
than  the  work  of  any  other  member.  He  had  the  highest  ideal 
of  the  public  library  as  the  fountain  of  popular  intelligence 
and  the  treasure  house  of  local  history.  Wise,  discreet,  pro- 
gressive, his  mature  thought  and  his  loving  interest  were  mod- 
estly, unselfishly  and  with  tireless  industrj'-  given  to  the  cause 
this  commission  was  established  to  promote.  He  was  not  born 
for  himself  alone,  but  to  be  of  service  to  his  fellowman. 

Independent  and  vigorous  in  the  expression  of  his  own 
opinions,  he  always  had  that  considerate  regard  for  the  opinions 
of  others  that  endeared  him  in  an  unusual  degree  to  all  his 
associates.  Tender,  genial,  helpful,  he  fulfilled  the  oriental 
idea  of  a  friend,  —  one  who  renders  assistance,  who  is  faithful 
in  prosperity  and  adversity,  who  gives  judicious  advice  and 
shows  kindness  of  feeling. 

Those  who  survive  in  the  afterglow  of  his  life  are  rich  in  its 
memories  and  in  the  stimulus  of  his  devoted  enthusiasm.

The  James  Library  in  Norwell  has  been  made  free  to  all  the 
people,  and  now  every  town  in  the  State  has  the  privilege  of  a. 
free  library. 
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Notes  of  Progress  from  the  Libraries. 

From  the  replies  to  a  circular  letter  of  inquiry  sent  to  the 
librarians  of  the  over  400  free  public  libraries  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  from  the  annual  repoiis  of  the  town  and  city  trus- 
tees, have  been  derived  the  following  notes.  They  indicate  a 
very  satisfactory  growth  of  usefulness  and  prosperity  in  our 
libraries  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

Abington.  From  the  proceeds  of  a  concert  given  in  1901  and  a  gift 
from  the  Woman's  Afternoon  Club,  supplemented  by  a  small 
sum  from  the  town  appropriation,  a  new  encyclopaedia,  very 
mach  needed,  has  been  purchased  for  the  main  library.. 
Through  strict  economy  in  binding  and  other  items,  new  sets  of 
Scott  and  Dickens  have  been  obtained. 

Acton.  In  October  a  valuable  oil  painting  was  presented  to  the 
library  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Raymond  of  Boston,  in  memory  of  his 
father,  who  was  born  in  Acton ;  this  picture  has  been  placed 
in  the  room  where  the  books  are  kept,  and  hung  above  the 
librarian's  table.  It  is  said  to  be  by  one  of  the  old  masters, 
and  represents  an  old  gipsy  woman  telling  a  peasant  girl  her 
fortune.  Another  gift  was  that  of  a  case  of  stuffed  native 
birds,  which  promises  to  be  a  beautiful  and  appropriate  orna- 
ment of  the  reading  room.  The  library  has  also  received  a 
bequest  of  $4,000  from  its  early  benefactor,  the  Hon.  William 
A.  Wilde  of  Maiden ;  Mr.  Wilde,  who  was  one  of  the  oldest 
and  best  known  residents  of  Maiden,  died  suddenly  on  the 
second  of  December,  1902.  In  the  early  summer  the  librarian. 
Miss  Viola  S.  Tuttle,  who  for  six  years  had  performed  the 
duties  of  that  office  in  a  very  acceptable  manner,  resigned,  by 
reason  of  overwork  and  impaired  health.  The  trustees  unani- 
mously elected  Mr.  Arthur  F.  Davis  to  succeed  Miss  Tuttle 
as  librarian. 

AcusHNET.  Gifts  of  single  books  have  been  occasionally  received. 
The  circulation  is  increasing,  and  the  library  seems  to  be  a  more 
prominent  factor  in  town  than  formerly. 

Adams.  In  the  selection  of  books  for  the  past  year  especial  atten- 
tion has  been  paid  to  the  addition  of  books  of  reference. 
Patronage  of  the  reference  room  is  increasing  every  month. 
Two  lists  of  new  books  added  to  the  library  have  been  printed 
for  free  distribution  to  patrons,  and  it  is  probable  such  a  list 
will  be  issued  twice  a  year.

AsiESBURT.  The  most  important  change  in  the  library  this  year  has 
been  the  cataloguing  of  the  books  by  the  Cutter  system  of  classi- 
fication. The  library  has  used  the  Browne  charging  system  since 
September,  and  it  is  very  satisfactory.  Several  pictures,  a  valu- 
able set  of  art  books,  a  collection  of  stuffed  birds,  minerals  and 
arrow  heads,  also  a  valuable  file  of  local  papers,  have  been 
received.  During  the  year  the  Hon.  Robert  T.  Davis  of  Fall 
River,  a  former  citizen  of  the  town,  signified  his  appreciation  of 
the  library  by  the  generous  donation  of  $500,  to  be  used  at  the 
discretion  of  the  trustees.  Mr.  Moses  N.  Huntington  of  this 
town  has  given,  as  a  memorial  to  his  sister,  Ruth  A.  Huntington, 
a  card  catalogue  case,  cases  for  periodicals,  pictures  and  reference 
books,  at  a  cost  of  $500.  Mrs.  McAllister  has  presented  a  fine 
engraving. 

Amherst.  Three  of  the  narrow  alcoves  at  one  end  of  the  library 
were  thrown  together  into  a  small  room  for  the  children.  This 
was  effected  without  material  loss  of  shelf  room,  and  has  made  the 
library  much  more  available  to  the  younger  readers,  this  separation 
being  also  to  the  advantage  of  the  older  frequenters  of  the  library. 

Andover.  The  superintendent  of  the  Cornell  Art  Collection  reports 
the  daily  average  of  attendance  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year, 
although  the  art  room  was  closed  for  nearly  two  weeks  on 
account  of  the  prevalence  of  small-pox,  and  for  a  longer  period 
during  the  coal  famine.  This  shows  that  the  interest  taken  in 
this  important  feature  of  the  library  is  not  one  of  merely  transient 
interest,  but  that  it  is  of  lasting  attractiveness  and  usefulness, 
especially  to  the  children  and  youth  of  the  town. 

Arlington.  The  use  of  the  reading  room  both  on  week  days  and  on 
Sundays  shows  a  gain.  The  public  has  made  good  use  of  the 
opportunity  of  selecting  books  directly  from  the  shelves,  while 
the  library  has  not  lost  thereby  a  single  volume.  Exhibitions 
of  photographs  are  given  each  month. 

AsHFiELD.  The  value  of  the  library  as  part  of  an  educational  sys- 
tem is  coming  to  be  more  and  more  appreciated.  Many  new 
books  have  been  added,  which  have  proved  useful  to  the  teachers 
and  pupils  in  their  work  on  various  subjects  not  found  in  the 
regular  text  books. 

Ashland.  The  offer  of  $10,000  for  a  library  building,  received 
from  Andrew  Carnegie,  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  fifteen  to 
report  in  April.  This  committee  reported  unanimously  in  favor 
of  receiving  the  gift,  and  the  town  voted  to  do  so.  Abner  Green- 
wood offered  a  suitable  site  on  Front  Street,  which  was  also 
accepted. 
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Athol.  The  Browne  charging  system  has  been  introduced,  and  since 
moving  into  the  new  quarters  open  shelves  have  been  inaugu- 
rated. It  is  proposed  to  have  the  library  open  every  afternoon. 
The  will  of  the  late  Alpheus  Harding  of  Boston  contains  a 
bequest  of  $300  to  the  Athol  Public  Library  for  the  purchase  of 
books. 

Attleborough.  The  past  year  has  been  a  most  successful  one. 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  circulation  of  nearly  9,000  vol- 
umes. The  growth  in  circulation  is  largely  due  to  the  effort  that 
has  been  made  to  induce  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools  to  use  the 
library  freely.  Early  in  the  year  the  "Graded  Coui'se  in  Reading," 
prepared  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  librarian,  was 
distributed  among  the  schools,  and  a  copy  given  to  every  child 
above  the  third  grade.  The  result  was  that  the  library  literally 
swarmed  with  children.  Some  came  just  for  the .  novelty  of 
the  thing,  but  with  the  majority  the  interest  has  been  perma- 
nent. In  March  the  experiment  was  tried  of  extending  library 
privileges  to  the  rural  school  districts.  The  children  sent  in  lists 
of  books  wanted,  these  books  were  selected  and  earned  back  and 
forth  by  boys,  the  library  paying  the  car  fare.  Now  an  arrange- 
ment has  been  made  to  have  the  books  delivered  by  the  rural 
delivery,  which  is  much  more  satisfactory.  The  books  are 
changed  every  two  weeks.  The  percentage  of  fiction  added  this 
year  has  been  somewhat  smaller  than  usual.  During  the  year 
Miss  Elizabeth  J.  Wilmarth  resigned  her  position  as  librarian, 
and  Mrs.  Eleanor  S.  Carpenter  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Auburn.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  1902  the  town  passed  a  vote 
directing  that  a  note  should  be  given  the  trustees  of  the  Free 
Public  Library  for  the  amount  of  the  library  fund.  This  action 
on  the  part  of  the  town  was  gratifying  to  all  concerned. 

Avon.  The  establishment  of  a  branch  library  at  the  Gifford  school, 
in  charge  of  Principal  Carroll,  is  a  feature  which  adds  to  the 
present  value  of  the  library.  Books  are  loaned  by  the  principal 
for  indefinite  periods,  as  required  by  the  studies  in  literature. 
In  the  reading  room  will  be  found  the  encyclopaedia  which  had 
been  loaned  to  the  high  school,  the  pupils  of  which  had  through 
their  own  endeavors  raised  a  sum  almost  sufiScient  for  a  new  set, 
when  the  trustees  gave  them  the  sum  of  $10,  believing  that  the 
efiQciency  of  each  department  would  thereby  be  strengthened. 

Ater.  There  has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  books 
taken  from  the  library,  as  well  as  in  the  number  of  readers,  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  between  600  and  700  more  books  having  been 
issued  by  the  librarian  than  in  any  previous  year.     Special  atten- 
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tion  has  been  given  to  the  addition  of  books  to  aid  pupils  in  their 
school  work,  and  courses  of  reading  have  been  mapped  out  by  the 
teachers  as  a  part  of  the  regular  course.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
trustees  in  the  purchase  of  books  to  keep  in  mind  the  ever-grow- 
ing need  of  the  school  children. 

Barre.  Open  shelves  have  been  tried  for  six  months,  with  success. 
Books  to  a  very  limited  extent  have  lately  been  carried  to  out- 
lying places  in  town.  Dr.  George  A.  Brown  has  presented  a 
set  of  facsimiles  of  manuscripts  of  famous  people,  which  have 
been  exhibited  sevei*al  times,  and  which  are  available  for  refer- 
euce  at  any  time  to  persons  who  may  desire  to  consult  them. 
Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Lane  resigned  the  position  of  librarian, 
having  been  appointed  librarian  of  Atlanta  University. 

Bedford.     A  bequest  of  $100  has  been  received  during  the  year. 

Belchertown.  The  new  method  adopted  Dec.  1, 1902,  gives  patrons 
access  to  the  shelves.  It  has  been  the  means  of  bringing  for- 
ward many  books  not  much  iu  use  before  the  ^<  open-shelf  sys- 
tem "  was  in  use,  and  it  is  helpful  to  children,  who  learn  much 
more  in  regard  to  the  arrangement  of  the  books  and  their  clas- 
sification than  by  the  delivery  from  the  desk. 

Bellingham.  The  library  has  been  more  frequently  used  for  refer- 
ence than  any  previous  year. 

Belmont.  The  Belmont  Public  Library  has  occupied  its  new  build- 
ing since  June  17,  1902.  The  public  was  then  given  free  access 
to  the  shelves,  and  after  Sept.  1,  1902,  the  library  was  open 
every  day  but  Sunday,  instead  of  three  days  a  week,  as  formerly. 
Miss  Ada  Thurston  became  librarian  on  Sept.  1,  1902,  and  dur- 
ing the  year  with  the  open  shelves  no  book  has  been  lost  from 
the  general  library,  and  only  a  few  from  the  children's  room.  In 
the  children's  reading  room  are  arranged  the  books  intended  for 
juvenile  use ;  the  children  have  direct  access  to  them,  and  a  place 
of  their  own  in  which  to  read  them.  The  increase  of  circulation 
was  3,616,  —  an  increase  of  more  than  25  per  cent,  over  the 
preceding  year.  Miss  Thurston  resigned  the  librarianship,  her 
resignation  taking  effect  on  Nov.  1,  1903,  and  Miss  Florence  E. 
Wbitcher  was  appointed  librarian. 

Beverly.  During  the  autumn  libraries  have  been  placed  in  four 
schools.  The  books  are  kept  for  three  or  four  months  in  each 
school,  when  they  are  to  be  exchanged.  The  circulation  shows 
a  gain  of  nearly  5  per  cent.  The  circulation  of  works  in  natural 
science  is  greater  by  400  than  last  year.  The  experiment  of 
using  the  books  without  paper  covers,  which  was  begun  three 
years  ago,  is  successful;   the  books  are  returned  in  decidedly 
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better  order  than  formerly.  The  library  has  subscribed  to  the 
Tabard  Inn  Library  and  the  Library  of  Congress  cards.  A 
sum  of  $100  was  given  by  Miss  E.  P.  Sohier  for  buying  books 
for  the  schools. 

Blandford.  Mrs.  Porter,  who  so  kindly  sends  new  books  from  time 
to  time,  has  generously  insured  the  library  and  contents  for 
910,000  for  a  term  of  three  years.  She  gave  the  library  an  oil 
portrait  of  her  son,  John  Addison  Porter ;  she  also  gave  a  book 
case  for  the  volumes  of  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica,  and  11 
new  volumes  of  the  Encyclopaedia,  bringing  it  up  to  date. 

Bolton.  The  Whitney  Memorial  Library,  described  in  our  report 
for  1903,  proves  upon  completion  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of 
the  small  libraries  in  New  England.  The  formal  laying  of  the 
comer-stone  was  delayed  until  June  17,  when  Dr.  Robert  T. 
Edes,  son  of  the  late  Rev.  R.  S.  Edes  of  Boston,  delivered  the 
chief  address.  Mrs.  J.  Wyman  Jones  has  given  the  library 
nearly  100  volumes. 

Boston.  Last  summer  the  bindery  and  printing  establishments  were 
removed  from  the  central  library  to  Stanhope  Street ;  the  room 
formerly  occupied  by  these  establishments  is  now  used  by  the 
patent  department.  A  portion  of  the  second  section  of  tlie  mural 
decoration  made  by  John  Singer  Sargent  for  the  librai*y  has  been 
put  in  place.  There  have  been  purchased  over  800  photographs, 
at  a  cost  of  8402.37.  A  collection  of  175  manuscript  orchestral 
scores,  representing  chiefly  masters  of  the  Italian  school,  has 
been  secured.  Three  thousand  volumes  were  given  by  Joseph 
Carter  (deceased)  of  Boston,  who  has  made  the  library  his  resid- 
uai'y  legatee,  so  that  the  library  will  receive  some  money  from 
that  source.  The  executors  of  the  Robert  C.  Billings  estate 
gave  under  the  authority  of  his  will  $107,000  to  the  Boston  Public 
Library.  The  trustees  formally  accepted  the  legacy  on  April  24, 
setting  apart  $100,000  as  a  fund,  the  income  of  which  will  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  appropriating  $7,000  to  the 
placing  in  the  library  of  a  bas-relief  memorial  to  the  testator. 
In  May  a  bequest  of  $5,000  was  received  from  Mrs.  John 
A.  Lewis's  estate,  establishing  the  Mrs.  John  A.  Lewis  fund, 
the^  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  purchasing  old  and  rare 
books  for  augmenting  the  collection  known  as  the  John  A. 
Lewis  Library.  Charles  Eliot  Norton  has  given  tlie  library 
a  file  of  broadsides,  1863-65,  of  which  he  was  editor.  A  legacy 
amounting  to  $4,154  has  accrued  from  the  estate  of  John  C. 
Paige.  Horace  G.  Wadlin  assumed  the  duties  of  librarian 
February  1. 
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Bourne.  Last  February  a  fair  was  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  library ; 
the  summer  residents  were  interested,  and  with  their  contribu- 
tions $175  was  raised.  This  sum  was  expended  for  new  books. 
A  set  of  the  Century  Encyclopsedia  has  been  presented  to  the 
library.  The  summer  residents  seem  to  take  an  interest  in  the 
library,  and  occasionally  contribute,  —  usually  books. 

Braintree.  Especial  attention  was  paid  to  Old  Home  Week,  in  order 
that  the  institution  might  act  in  harmony  with  other  town  depart- 
ments. By  the  will  of  the  late  Rachael  Rebecca  Thayer  one  share 
of  stock  of  the  Faneuil  Hall  National  Bank  was  bequeathed  to 
the  library,  for  its  ''uses  and  purposes." 

Bridgewater.  The  most  marked  work  of  the  past  year  has  been 
the  completion  of  the  thorough  renovation  of  the  inside  of  the 
building.  Of  especial  helpfulness  has  been  the  establishment  of 
the  reference  room,  in  which  all  the  various  reference  books  are 
placed  together.  This  room  has  been  used  to  a  much  greater 
extent  than  ever  before,  thus  proving  that  it  is  a  needed  improve- 
ment, and  here,  have  been  placed  from  week  to  week  the  pictures 
from  the  Library  Art  Club.  A  gift  of  75  volumes  has  been 
received  from  C.  G.  Beebe.  The  charging  cards  are  stamped 
with  the  date  the  book  is  due ;  this  is  found  to  be  a  great  con- 
venience. The  card  catalogue  case  and  cards  are  used  for  regis- 
tration list,  and  the  alphabetical  arrangement  is  found  to  be  of 
great  help. 

Brihfield.  James  Danielson  Lincoln  (born  in  Brimfield,  March  30, 
1823)  of  North  Attleboix>ugh  has  given  to  his  native  town  a 
library  building  as  a  memorial  to  his  mother,  Sarah  Danielson 
Lincoln,  and  his  wife,  Eliza  Melcher  Lincoln.  It  is  built  of 
native  stone,  has  a  frontage  of  70  feet,  and  contains  a  book  room 
20  by  40  feet  and  a  reading  room  20  by  32  feet.  On  the  side 
of  the  entrance  will  be  inscribed  ''  Danielson  Lincoln  Memorial." 

Brockton.  The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  notable  increase  in  the 
circulation,  especially  among  the  young  people,  as  promoted  by 
the  very  welcome  service  through  the  public  schools  and  their 
teachers.  Two  "  Travelling  Libraries,"  so  called,  of  about  50 
books  each,  were  sent  out  in  November,  one  to  the  high  school 
and  the  other  to  the  largest  grammar  school  in  the  city.  The 
former,  being  largely  adult,  will  pass,  next,  after  two  or  three 
months'  use,  to  one  of  the  two  branch  reading  rooms  at  Campelio 
or  Montello ;  the  latter  will,  after  a  similar  time,  pass  to  another 
grammar  school.  These  libraries  have  been  chosen  chiefly  from 
the  best  fiction  and  other  literature,  and  are  distinct  from  the 
books  of  the  school  delivery.     A  bequest  of  $3,000,  by  the  will 
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of  the  late  Mrs.  Henry  L.  Ford,  has  become  available  and  is 
invested  in  Brockton  water  bonds.  A  bequest  of  81,000,  by  the 
will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Abby  B.  Kingman,  was  announced  in 
March,  but  is  not  yet  available. 

Bkookline.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  circulation  over  pre- 
vious years.  The  younger  children  of  the  town  have  not  been 
forgotten,  and  they  have  been  encouraged  to  take  books  specially 
written  for  them  from  the  room  specially  set  apart  for  their  con- 
venience. The  public  school  wants,  too,  have  been  considered. 
The  establishment  of  a  branch  station  in  the  upper  end  of  Boyl- 
ston  Street,  and  the  delivery  of  books  for  the  use  of  the  patrons 
of  the  Union  building  and  of  the  various  fire  departments,  have 
entailed  a  labor  continuous  and  exacting.  A  new  system  for 
charging  has  been  introduced  during  the  summer,  —  the  Newark 
book  card  system. 

Cambridge.  An  arrangement  has  recently  been  made  for  sending 
books  to  the  schools  by  express.  The  library  is  fortunate  in 
having  among  its  nearest  neighbors  four  large  schools,  the 
pupils  of  which  make  direct  use  of  the  library,  and  the  volume 
of  the  school  work  is  in  consequence  greater  than  the  statistics 
of  circulation  show.  The  music  library  has  recently  been  some- 
what enlarged,  and  there  is  now  a  satisfactory  foundation  for 
what  is  destined  to  be  a  useful  and  important  department.  The 
library  has  ordered  during  the  year  printed  catalogue  cards, 
issued  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  for  most  of  the  new  copy- 
righted books  purchased,  and  also  for  a  limited  number  of  old 
books  for  which  cards  were  obtainable.  Work  is  progressing  on 
a  card  catalogue  for  the  East  Cambridge  branch,  and  a  beginning 
has  been  made  on  a  special  catalogue  of  local  history  and 
genealogy,  which  is  to  be  placed  in  the  local  history  room. 

Cakton.  The  department  of  local  history  has  become  a  permanent 
feature  of  the  library^  and  during  the  year  25  volumes  have  been 
acquired.  The  reading  room  is  used  much  more  than  formerly, 
and  its  facilities  are  often  taxed  to  the  utmost.  The  use  of  the 
library  by  the  school  children  increases  steadily. 

Cabveb.  During  the  year  two  library  stations  have  been  established, 
one  at  North  Carver  and  the  other  at  South  Carver ;  50  books, 
which  the  people  or  those  in  charge  of  the  station  designate,  are 
kept  at  each  station,  and  are  changed  whenever  it  is  thought 
best.  The  superintendent  of  schools  gives  to  the  library  lists 
of  books  to  be  purchased  for  the  benefit  of  the  pupils. 

Charlemont.  The  circulation  shows  a  gain  of  about  5  per  cent, 
over  last  year. 
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Chelmsford.  There  has  been  a  very  gratifying  increase  in  the  cir- 
culation this  year,  928  more  books  having  been  taken  from  the 

library  • 

Chelsea.  The  year  has  been  a  phenomenal  one  in  the  history  of  the 
library,  as  there  has  been  an  increase  of  20,000  volumes  in  the 
total  circulation  over  that  of  1902,  and  far  exceeding  that  of  any 
previous  year.  This  increase  in  circulation  was  brought  about 
through  the  superintendent  of  schools.  He  expects  the  teachers 
to  use  the  library,  and  to  see  that  their  pupils  do  also,  —  some- 
thing never  before  accomplished.  The  will  of  the  late  W.  T. 
Bolton  of  Chelsea  contains  a  bequest  of  $500  to  the  Fitz  Public 
Library. 

Chester.  The  circulation  for  the  past  year  shows  a  gain  of  13  per 
cent,  over  the  previous  year.  The  usefulness  of  the  library  has 
been  further  increased  by  giving  the  teachers  of  the  high  school 
access  to  the  rooms  at  all  times,  with  permission  to  draw  such 
books  as  are  needed  in  the  school  work.  The  books  so  drawn 
are  not  included  in  the  circulation  above  reported. 

Clinton.  The  Bigelow  Free  Public  Library  was  opened  to  the  public 
without  dedicatory  ceremony,  in  its  commodious  and  elegant 
new  quarters,  on  August  29.  The  building  was  briefly  described 
in  the  report  of  the  commission  for  1903.  Its  total  cost,  includ- 
ing site,  is  nearly  $63,000 ;  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift  being  $25,000, 
the  town's  expenditure  $23,000,  and  George  Washington  Weeks's 
bequest  $15,000,  the  price  of  the  lot.  A  further  bequest  of 
$13,000  for  library  use,  by  Mr.  Weeks,  may  be  said  to  balance 
that  much  of  the  town's  appropriation.  The  building  is  prac- 
tically fireproof,  with  Guastavino  arched  ceilings,  concrete  floors, 
tile  roof  isonstruction,  wire  lathing,  brick  partitions,  glass  floor- 
ing in  stack  room,  etc.  A  beautiful  feature  of  inner  decoration 
is  a  frieze,  copied  from  that  on  the  front  of  the  Parthenon, 
which  enriches  the  central  delivery  room.  This  was  a  gift  from 
the  architect,  Henry  F.  Bigelow,  a  grandson  of  the  founder  of 
the  library.  The  heating  plant  consists  of  a  sectional  Puritan 
boiler,  using  both  direct  and  indirect  radiation.  The  interior 
finish  is  of  ash,  stained  to  a  uniform  dark  tint,  the  walls  being 
colored  a  light  green.  The  finely  appointed  room  for  children's 
use,  in  the  second  story,  and  the  newspaper  room  in  the  base- 
ment, with  its  special  entrance  from  the  street,  have  proved  very 
valuable  and  popular  departments  of  the  library.  The  late 
Richard  Foster  of  Clinton,  by  his  will,  dated  June  25,  1900, 
bequeathed  $20,000  for  a  public  library  building,  conditional 
upon  a  town  appropriation  of  a  like  amount.     As  the  building 
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was  erected  prior  to  his  death,  it  is  thought  the  bequest  may  be 
inoperative. 

CoHASSET.  The  Paul  Pratt  Memorial  Library  building  is  designed 
in  the  colonial  style  of  architecture,  and  is  cruciform  in  plan, 
the  main  reading  rooms  making  the  long  arms  of  the  cross,  with 
the  portico  on  the  front  and  the  stack  room  in  the  rear  making  the 
short  arms.  The  walls  are  built  of  buff  brick  and  trimmings 
of  Indiana  limestone,  above  a  base  course  of  Rockport  granite. 
The  roof  is  of  copper  with  copper  gutters,  and  is  crowned  by  an 
octagonal  cupola  terminated  by  a  vane  in  the  form  of  a  mackerel, 
—  typical  of  Cohasset's  former  industry.  In  a  circular  hall 
opposite  the  entrance  is  the  general  delivery  desk,  and  close  to 
the  left  a  card  catalogue  case  let  into  the  panelling  of  the  wall. 
Beyond  the  desk,  with  an  intervening  lobby,  is  the  book  room, 
consisting  of  two  tiers  of  steel  stacks  with  glass  floor.  This 
room  is  of  fireproof  construction,  and  is  shut  off  from  the  main 
building  by  an  automatic  fireproof  door.  It  contains  stack  room 
for  about  13,000  volumes,  and,  by  reason  of  the  basement  being 
wholly  above  ground  on  the  rear,  it  is  made  possible  to  increase 
the  capacity  by  adding  an  equal  amount  of  shelving  below,  mak- 
ing a  total  capacity  of  26,000  volumes.  This  arrangement  of 
stacks  partly  above  and  partly  below  the  general  delivery  desk 
brings  all  of  the  books  within  easy  access.  The  whole  north 
wing  of  the  building  is  given  to  a  large  reading  room,  and  the 
south  wing  is  divided  into  a  smaller  reading  room,  an  alcove  for 
reference  books  and  a  room  for  the  use  of  the  librarian  and 
directors.  Both  reading  rooms  have  fireplaces,  and  are  panelled 
to  the  height  of  the  windows  and  finished  with  birch  in  mahogany 
color,  with  birch  floors.  The  spaces  on  either  side  of  the  vesti- 
bule are  used  for  the  janitor's  room  and  stairs  to  the  basement 
and  loft. 

CoNCOBD.  The  use  of  the  library  steadily  increases.  During  the 
past  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  1,109 
volumes.  This  gain  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  weekly  delivery  at 
Concord  Junction,  and  to  the  change  in  the  age  —  from  twelve 
years  to  ten  years  —  at  which  children  may  have  cards.  The 
use  of  the  reference  department,  of  which  no  record  is  kept,  has 
undoubtedly  increased  as  greatly.  A  weekly  delivery  of  books 
at  Concord  Junction  has  been  established  for  January,  February 
and  March.  The  collection  of  photographs  of  noted  paintings, 
begun  last  year,  now  numbers  77.  A  catalogue  of  juvenile 
books  has  also  been  printed  during  the  year.  Several  of  these 
have  been  given  to  teachers  in  the  Emerson  and  West  Con- 
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cord  schools,  for  the  use  of  children  in  their  rooms.  A  begin- 
ning has  been  made  of  putting  into  permanent  binding  the  rare 
and  valuable  pamphlets,  a  considerable  number  of  which  have 
been  bound  this  year. 

Dalton.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  circulation  and  in  refer- 
ence work  during  the  past  year. 

Dedham.  The  trustees  appreciate  the  action  of  the  town  in  the 
purchase  of  the  lot  in  the  rear  of  the  library  building,  and  its 
incorporation  into  the  lands  of  the  library.  This  action  renders 
the  handsome  library  building,  with  its  growing  collection  of 
books,  comparatively  safe  against  fire,  and  will  undoubtedly 
prove  a  wise  and  necessary  move. 

Deerfield.  The  South  Deerfield  Town  Library  reports  an  increase 
in  the  circulation  of  300  over  last  year's  report. 

Douglas.  There  has  been  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  circulation 
during  the  past  year.  The  public  schools  have  made  an 
extensive  use  of  the  library,  a  schedule  of  reading  for  each 
grade  and  term  having  been  prepared  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  libraiian,  from  which  the 
pupils  are  supplied  with  books  for  home  reading,  upon  appli- 
cation. James  M.  Fairfield  of  Boston,  formerly  a  resident  of 
Douglas,  has  given  the  town  a  building  for  its  library.  It  is 
constructed  of  brick  and  freestone,  and  is  located  on  the  main 
street  of  East  Douglas.  The  front  doors  are  of  heavy  oak,  with 
brass  trimmings.  There  are  five  rooms  on  the  main  floor.  The 
stack  room  has  the  steel  adjustable  fixtures  for  the  shelves.  The 
librarian's  counter  and  the  card  index  cabinets  are  all  arranged 
for  the  Browne  card  system.  The  heating  is  from  hot  air  and  the 
lighting  from  an  independent  gas  plant.  All  the  furnishings  are 
of  quartered  oak,  attractive  in  design  and  elegant  in  finish.  The 
library  is  now  called  "  The  Simon  Fairfield  Public  Library." 

Dracut.  Through  the  efforts  of  Col.  Butler  Ames  the  library  has 
been  presented  with  an  oil  paintiDg  of  Dr.  Israel  Hildreth,  who 
was  for  so  many  years  a  noted  personage  in  Dracut.  The 
picture  will  be  hung  upon  the  walls  of  the  library,  where  it  is 
hoped  before  long  to  place  others.  The  museum  is  now  ready  for 
the  reception  of  such  articles  and  collections  as  may  be  loaned. 

DuxBURY.  During  the  past  year  Mr.  William  B.  Weston  of  Wilton 
presented  to  the  library  a  painting  of  the  brig  "  Smyrna,"  built 
in  Duxbury  in  1825  by  Ezra  Weston  &  Sons.  This  was  the 
first  American  vessel  that  bore  the  national  flag  into  the  Black 
Sea  after  it  was  opened  to  our  commerce.  Together  with  the 
painting  are  several  documents  of  interest.     Recently  the  widow 
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of  the  late  Hon.  Gershom  B.  Weston  presented  to  the  library  a 
number  of  volumes  and  engraved  portraits  of  Charles  Sumner 
and  Theodore  Parker,  and  a  photograph  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr. 
Allyn.  Mrs.  Frances  M.  Weed,  who  served  as  librarian  very 
efficiently  for  nearly  three  years,  resigned  in  December,  and 
Miss  Sara  B.  Higgins  was  elected  librarian. 

East  Bbidgewater.  The  trustees  are  pleased  to  note  the  use  made 
of  the  library  by  the  schools.  This,  in  a  measure,  is  due  to  the 
teacher's  card,  permitting  the  loan  of  five  books  at  a  time.  The 
teachers  appreciate  privileges,  and  co-operate  with  the  librarian 
to  influence  the  pupils'  choice  of  literature.  The  teachers  of 
the  grammar  school  have  been  particularly  active  in  this  respect ; 
lists  have  been  prepared  and  posted  on  the  blackboard;  their 
untiring  efforts  deserve  special  commendation.  Friday  is 
children's  day  at  the  library ;  on  that  day  an  increase  of  6  per 
cent,  is  noticed  in  juvenile  fiction.  Mrs.  Aaron  Hobart  has 
given  $50  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books.  Mr.  Aaron  H. 
Latham  of  Bix>okline  has  donated  the  library  of  his  father,  the 
late  Eliab  Latham ;  this  collection  contains  many  town  histories. 
He  also  presented  a  map  of  the  town  in  1848. 

Eastham.  a  legacy  has  been  received  from  the  Robert  C.  Billings 
estate.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  late  Matthew  Luce  of 
Boston,  one  of  the  executors  of  said  estate,  the  library  received 
$15,000, — $1,000  down  for  improvements,  and  the  remainder 
in  trust,  the  income  to  be  used  for  library  purposes.  The  build- 
ing, which  was  built  through  the  efforts  of  the  Village  Improve- 
ment Society  for  the  library,  has  been  given  to  the  town,  and 
the  library  trustees  are  now  having  the  building  moved  and 
raised,  as  there  is  to  be  a  basement.  A  strip  of  land  has  been 
purchased  so  as  to  make  the  lot  straight,  and  the  building  is  to 
be  moved  into  the  centre.  The  grounds  are  to  be  extensively 
laid  out.  The  large  room  in  the  basement  is  to  be  used  for 
trustee  meetings,  etc. 

Easthampton.  a  table  has  been  placed  in  the  delivery  room  for  the 
music  presented  by  Mrs.  M.  L.  Gaylord,  which  has  been  of  inter- 
est to  the  patrons.  The  books  are  40  in  number.  Many  of  them 
which  were  in  pamphlet  form  were  bound  by  the  library.  In  all, 
the  books  have  been  drawn  150  times.  The  Hampton  Terrace 
Club  has  had  its  first  installment  of  50  books  from  the  library. 

Easton.  The  library  has  sent  out  this  year  sets  of  20  books  each  to 
the  schools.  A  plan  has  been  adopted  of  sending  these  sets  of 
books  to  be  kept  for  one  month,  the  books  to  be  on  subjects 
studied,  or  on   any  good  literature,  history,   travels  or  biog- 
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raphy,  —  not  much  fiction,  except  in  lower  grades,  for  sight 
reading,  etc.  This  plan  has  been  welcomed  by  the  teachers  in 
the  outlying  districts,  and  is  no  less  popular  in  the  village. 
Five  classes  have  been  received  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  the 
card  catalogue  and  reference  books,  such  as  Poole's  Index, 
Index  to  St.  Nicholas,  etc. 

Edgartown.  Mr.  Carnegie  has  given  the  town  $4,000  for  a  brick 
library  building ;  and  Mrs.  Caroline  Warren,  a  native  of  Edgar- 
town  and  a  resident  of  Boston,  has  given  $1,000  additional,  and 
also  a  lot  of  land  adjoining  her  summer  home,  upon  which  the 
building  is  being  erected.  The  building  will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy by  April  of  1904. 

Enfield.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  circulation  the  past  year 
of  2,566  books.  In  November  the  Western  Massachusetts 
Library  Club  held  an  institute  in  the  Congregational  chapel,  for 
the  promotion  of  further  interast  in  books  and  reading.  The 
club  is  cordially  devoted  to  this  good  work,  and  it  gave  its 
services  freely ;  its  addresses  are  appreciated.  A  lot  has  been 
secured  for  a  library  building  site. 

Everett.  The  energy  of  the  Parlin  Library  force  has  been  devoted 
to  card  catalogue  work.  A  complete  dictionary  catalogue  of 
juvenile  books  has  been  made  for  use  in  the  children's  room ; 
the  catalogue  for  the  adult  department  has  been  revised.  Growth 
has  been  gradual,  both  in  accessions  and  circulation.  The 
money  received  from  the  Benedict  legacy  has  this  year  enabled 
the  library  to  purchase  more  expensive  works  of  reference  than 
the  annual  appropriation  would  have  warranted. 

Fairhavek.  During  the  past  year  the  principal  change  in  the 
library  has  been  the  developing  of  children's  work,  culminating 
in  devoting  a  room  entirely  to  them.  The  work  with  children 
includes,  besides  the  direction  of  their  individual  reading,  their 
education  in  the  use  of  indexes,  tables  of  contents,  reference 
books  and  the  card  catalogue.  The  system  of  charging  was 
changed  during  the  spring  to  that  commonly  known  as  the 
Newark.  The  percentage  of  fiction,  including  both  adult  and 
juvenile,  in  1900  was  73.2  ;  in  1902,  60.2.  This  decrease  may 
be  ascribed  in  part  to  greater  use  by  the  schools  of  collateral 
reading,  especially  during  the  fall.  The  periodical  circulation 
in  the  library  is  unusually  large,  despite  the  full  allowance  of 
two  weeks  for  each  loan.  Minor  changes  in  methods  of  diarg- 
ing  and  more  attention  to  individual  demands  have  resulted  in 
an  increase  of  15  per  cent,  in  circulation  and  of  100  per  cent,  in 
reference  work.     Instead  of  two  books,  each  reader  may  now 
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draw  one  novel,  one  magazine,  and  as  many  books  classed  as 
non-fiction  as  he  may  desire. 

Fall  Riyer.  The  trastees  in  the  report  for  1901  noticed  the 
enconraging  work  being  done  in  the  children's  department. 
During  the  past  year  the  department  oatgrew  the  single  room 
devoted  to  it ;  it  became  necessary  to  open  another  room.  The 
smaller  room  on  the  first  floor  is  now  used  as  a  children's  read- 
ing room,  and  the  larger  as  a  children's  library.  Books  are 
selected  at  the  cases  by  the  children.  A  constant  improvement 
is  noted  in  the  quality  of  books  called  for.  In  the  general 
reading  room  the  leading  newspapers  of  the  country  have  been 
kept  on  file  during  the  year ;  with  an  increase  in  the  appropria- 
tion, the  library  has  been  able  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  keeping 
the  papers  on  file.  The  reference  room  continues  to  be  one  of 
the  most  valuable  features  of  the  library  work. 

FiTCHBXJRO.  The  two-book  system,  vacation  cards,  inter-library  loans, 
special  privileges  to  clergymen  and  teachers,  co-operation  with 
the  schools  and  the  enlargement  of  the  reference  department, 
with  the  free  distribution  of  bulletins,  are  some  of  the  methods 
adopted  to  aid  readers  to  discover  and  use  the  best  books. 
Mention  may  be  made  of  a  recent  modification  of  the  charging 
system,  stamping  the  date  on  which  the  book  is  due,  rather  than 
when  taken.  The  result  at  the  end  of  the  first  month  showed  a 
decrease  in  fines,  and  very  few  over-due  notices  sent  to  delin- 
quent borrowers.  Co-operation  with  the  schools  has  been  carried 
on,  with  much  success.  Books  to  the  number  of  25  are  sent  to 
teachers  of  all  grades  that  can  use  the  library  to  advantage. 
Teachers  with  their  classes  are  invited  to  visit  the  library  from 
time  to  time.  The  library  began  the  use  of  the  printed  catalogue 
cards,  issued  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  in  November,  1901. 
With  this  library  the  arrangement  is  an  unqualified  success; 
also  the  set  of  children's  catalogue  cards  published  by  the  Car- 
negie Library  of  Pittsburg  and  the  Public  Library  of  Cleveland. 
Early  in  the  year  the  collection  of  scores  in  the  musical  depart- 
ment was  largely  increased.  This  collection  originated  by  the  gift 
of  a  few  volumes  of  piano  music  from  one  of  the  trustees ;  it  has 
now  increased  to  over  800  volumes.  It  is  accessible  to  the  public 
on  open  shelves,  and  is  for  circulation  as  well  as  reference. 

Georgetown.  The  lighter  class  of  fiction  has  been  less  in  demand 
the  last  year,  the  best  books  being  more  often  called  for.  The 
library  has  done  better  work  in  the  juvenile  department,  a  higher 
class  of  reading  being  sought.  Natural  history,  travels  and 
modem  history  have  been  read  to  a  great  extent. 
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Grafton.  It  has  become  the  policy  of  the  trustees  to  work  in 
harmony,  to  a  large  extent,  with  the  teachers  and  pupils  of 
the  schools.  Books  are  purchased  for  their  special  use,  and  the 
pupils  are  encouraged  to  read  them  by  a  system  known  as  the 
travellmg  library,  a  box  of  selected  books  being  sent  at  regular 
intervals  to  the  schools  in  the  various  outlying  districts,  and 
changed  about  from  one  to  another,  as  required.  These  books 
are  largely  of  a  juvenile  class,  and  by  this  system  are  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  youngest  readers,  who  could  not  readily  go  to 
the  library  for  them. 

Granville.  The  new  library  building,  presented  to  the  town  by  the 
Granville  Library  Club  and  Hon.  M.  B.  Whitney  of  Westfield, 
was  opened  to  the  public  Feb.  22,  1902.  Two  branches  have 
been  established,  one  in  Granville  Centre  and  one  in  West  Gran- 
ville. Edwin  Bancroft  Foote  of  New  York  has  given  $50  to 
buy  papers  and  periodicals  for  the  reading  room.  The  Granville 
Library  Club  supplied  games,  etc.,  for  the  amusement  room; 
and  2  daily  papers,  6  weeklies  and  10  monthly  magazines  for  the 
reading  room. 

Great  Barrington.  The  increase  in  circulation  has  been  over  300 
volumes  a  month  above  that  of  last  year.  The  library  is  now 
open  eight  hours  a  day,  and  after  the  6rst  Sunday  in  December, 
1903,  the  reading  room  will  be  open  Sunday  afternoons  from 
4  to  6  o'clock  for  those  who  care  to  come  and  read.  This  is  an 
experiment,  and  for  the  present  will  be  kept  open  by  different 
ladies,  who  give  their  time.  The  library  is  trying  the  open-shelf 
system,  with  good  success. 

Greenfield.  The  number  of  books  issued  for  home  use  outnum- 
bered those  issued  the  previous  year  by  27  per  cent.  The 
juvenile  attendance  and  circulation  show  a  gratifying  increase. 
Over  half  the  number  of  school  children  have  borrowers'  cards, 
and  visit  the  library.  A  card  catalogue  of  books  for  young 
people  has  been  completed  during  the  year.  As  opportunity 
offers,  the  children  are  instructed  in  its  use.  ' '  Vacation  read- 
ing" is  the  name  given  to  a  plan  to  encourage  the  reading  of 
wholesome  books  by  children  during  the  two  summer  months  of 
July  and  August.  A  selected  list  of  100  books  was  prepared. 
Each  member  who  registered  in  the  class  promised  to  i*ead  at 
least  6  books.  Certificates  were  given  to  25  boys  and  58  girls 
who  successfully  completed  the  work.  The  plan  aroused  con- 
siderable interest  among  parents  as  well  as  children. 

Greenwich.  A  legacy  of  $475  has  been  received  from  Mrs.  R. 
Spooner. 
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Gboyelanb.  Three  shelves  in  the  main  room  are  open  to  the  public. 
The  Century  Dictionary,  two  sets  of  encyclopaedias,  the  Presi- 
dents' messages  and  the  latest  purchase  of  new  books  are  kept 
on  these  shelves.  This  plan  has  been  very  popular  with  the 
public.  As  the  library  is  open  only  two  evenings  and  one  after- 
noon in  the  week,  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  trustees 
have  a  key,  which  they  loan  at  their  discretion  to  any  one  wish- 
ing to  consult  the  books  of  reference  in  the  library. 

Hadlet.  The  Goodwin  Memorial  Library,  erected  in  memoiy  of 
Elder  William  Croodwin,  one  of  the  leading  settlers  of  Hadley, 
was  dedicated  in  connection  with  the  Old  Home  Week  reunion, 
Aug.  19, 1903,  with  appropriate  exercises.  A  description  of  the 
building  was  given  in  last  year's  report.  The  principal  addresses 
were  by  Bishop  Frederick  D.  Huntington ;  William  I.  Fletcher, 
the  librarian  of  Amherst  College,  and  the  author,  George  W. 
Cable  of  Northampton.  Mr.  Cable's  subject  was  '^  An  Author's 
Word  to  Readers." 

Hamilton.  Books  on  special  subjects,  which  are  of  interest  to  the 
general  reader,  have  been  furnished  to  the  teachers  and  pupils  of 
the  public  schools,  to  study  clubs  and  societies.  The  principal 
of  the  South  school,  having  established  a  school  library  for  the 
pupils,  has  made  generous  selections,  which  have  been  loaned  for 
a  limited  period.  Under  her  supervision  the  pupils  have  been 
directed  and  encouraged  to  read  the  best  literature,  and  the 
number  of  books  in  circulation  has  increased. 

Hampden.  The  circulation  of  books  was  over  800  more  than  last 
year,  taken  by  a  few  less  readers,  so  that  the  average  number  of 
books  read  by  each  patron  was  greater  than  any  previous  year. 

Hardwick.  In  October  the  legacy  of  $10,000  was  received  from  the 
executors  of  the  will  of  the  Rev.  Lucius  R.  Paige. 

ELarvard.  Within  the  past  year  the  bequest  of  the  late  Warren 
Hapgood  to  the  town  for  the  erection  of  an  annex  to  the  library 
building,  to  be  known  as  the  Hapgood  Memorial,  has  become 
available.  By  the  terms  of  Mr.  Hapgood's  will  the  sum  of 
$20,000  was  left  for  the  erection  of  the  Memorial  Annex,  and  a 
further  sum  of  $20,000  for  a  permanent  fund,  the  income  of 
which  is  to  be  used  for  maintenance.  In  case  the  cost  of  the 
annex  should  be  less  than  the  $20,000  provided  for  it,  the  unex- 
pended balance  was  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund.  In 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  bequest,  there  has  been  erected 
an  addition  to  the  library  building,  at  a  cost  of  about  $16,500, 
comprising  rooms  for  an  art  museum,  for  the  use  of  the  local 
historical  society  and  for  other  uses.    At  the  same  time  the  stack 
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room  in  the  old  portion  of  the  building  was  partially  reoonstmcted, 
and  the  town  pat  in  new  stacks,  at  an  expense  of  about  $800. 
Of  the  permanent  endowment  fund,  which  will  amount  to  about 
$23,500,  a  portion  has  been  received  by  the  town  from  the  execu- 
tors of  Mri  Hapgood's  will,  and  the  remainder  will  be  paid  as 
soon  as  the  executors  can  realize  on  the  securities  of  the  estate. 

Haverhill.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  10,665 
volumes  over  that  of  1901.  Mounted  pictures  as  well  as  books 
were  used  more  in  1902  than  in  1901.  On  national  holidays  and 
birthdays  of  great  men  pictures  suited  to  the  day  were  shown  at 
the  library  or  were  sent  to  the  schools.  In  the  circulation  of 
both  books  and  pictures  the  teachers  have  co-operated  most 
heartily  with  the  librarian.  Each  teacher  has  a  card,  on  which 
may  be  drawn  and  kept  for  four  weeks  10  books  suitable  for 
school  use.  Ten  travelling  libraries  of  between  50  and  60  vol- 
umes each  circulate  among  the  union  schools  in  the  country  dis- 
tricts of  the  city,  remaining  in  each  school  about  four  months. 
Systematic  work  with  the  summer  vacation  schools  was  a  new 
feature  of  the  year's  work.  Between  75  and  100  volumes  were 
sent  to  each  school,  not  to  be  circulated  at  home,  but  to  be  used 
at  the  school  by  the  pupils  or  to  be  read  aloud  by  the  teachers. 
Collections  of  pictures  were  sent  to  each  school  for  exhibition 
for  one  week  at  a  time.  The  reference  use  of  the  library  has 
increased  with  the  enlargement  of  the  reference  room.  The 
library  has  subscribed  for  printed  cards  issued  by  the  A.  L.  A. 
Publishing  Board.  Cards  will  be  received  for  United  States 
government  publications,  issued  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
etc.  Important  additions  were  gifts  and  purchases  of  Haverhill 
newspapers ;  historic  material  relating  to  Haverhill,  such  as  news- 
paper clippings,  church  registers,  etc.  The  most  valuable  single 
gift  was  that  of  Miss  Sarah  S.  Thayer,  of  bound  volumes  of  the 
"Haverhill  Gazette"  from  1828  to  1835,  covering  the  period 
when  Whittier  was  editor  of  the  paper. 

Heath.  The  libraiy  has  received  a  donation  of  over  400  books  from 
the  Conway  Library,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Marshall  Field  of  Chicago, 
111.,  good  books,  and  in  good  condition. 

HoLBROOE.  In  the  selection  of  books  the  trustees  have  had  con- 
stantly in  mind  the  needs  of  the  children,  and  they  have  valued 
the  co-operation  of  the  school  teachers  in  this  direction.  The 
constant  faithfulness  of  the  librarian  extends  a  special  interest 
in  and  oversight  of  the  younger  of  this  class  of  readers. 

Holland.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  75  per  cent- 
over  that  of  last  year. 
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HoLUSTON.  The  library,  so  far  as  patronage  is  concerned,  is  very 
saccessfal;  particularly  benefiting  pupils  and  those  who  have 
dropped  out  of  the  public  schools  before  attaining  a  higher 
grade.  The  conditional  gift  of  $10,000  made  by  Andrew 
Carnegie  for  a  public  library  building  was  accepted  at  the  March 
town  meeting,  and  an  annual  appropriation  of  $1,000  was  voted 
for  library  support. 

HOLTOKE.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  has  given  $10,000  to  the  public 
library. 

HoPEDALE.  The  year  1902  has  been  the  most  successful  in  the  history 
of  the  library.  In  purchasing  books  during  the  year,  special 
attention  has  been  given  to  improving  the  department  of  travel. 
A  branch  library  has  been  established  at  South  Hopedale. 
Families  who  have  many  magazines,  and  back  numbers  in  the 
way,  bring  them  each  month  to  the  library ;  these  extra  copies 
are  taken  home  by  the  people  who  subscribe  to  none,  as  their 
property,  not  as  a  loan. 

Httbbardston.  Teachers  and  pupils  are  allowed  free  use  of  all 
books  in  their  particular  line  of  work,  regardless  of  time  limit, 
provided  the  books  are  properly  cared  for  and  returned  within  a 
reasonable  length  of  time.  There  is  quite  a  marked  degree  of 
interest  in  nature  study  among  the  people  of  the  village.  Sets 
of  photc^raphs  have  been  sent  to  the  library  from  the  Woman's 
Education  Association  of  Boston,  with  the  privilege  of  keeping 
them  for  two  or  three  weeks.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs* 
Gilman  Waite  of  Medford  the  library  has  a  set  of  fifty  pictures 
of  birds  commonly  seen  in  the  vicinity. 

Hudson.  The  first  of  the  year  the  delivery  room  was  rearranged  to 
accommodate  the  children,  and  for  their  use  stools  were  placed 
around  the  tables,  and  a  book  case  was  built.  This  has  proved  a 
success  in  two  ways ;  the  first,  that  more  room  has  been  gained ; 
the  second,  that  the  librarian  can  keep  an  eye  on  the  children. 
Miss  Grace  Whittemore,  the  librarian,  received  early  in  February 
from  Andrew  Carnegie  the  offer  of  $12,500  for  a  library  building, 
with  the  customary  proviso.  On  May  6  the  town  voted  to  accept 
the  gift,  adopting  the  report  of  a  committee  previously  appointed 
to  consider  the  matter.  The  town  also  appropriated  $1,500  to 
build  a  basement  for  the  new  building.  Mr.  E.  T.  Worcester, 
Mr.  M.  T.  Bailey  and  Mr.  Henry  Tower  are  the  building  com- 
mittee.    • 

Htde  Park.  The  restriction  limiting  the  number  of  card  holders  in 
a  family  has  been  withdrawn,  and  the  age  limit  has  been  reduced 
from  twelve  years  to  ten,  so  that  now  all  residents  of  the  town 
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over  ten  years  of  age  are  entitled  to  draw  books  from  the  library. 
In  the  young  people's  department  there  has  been  a  growing  inter- 
est in  better  literature.  During  a  few  of  the  summer  weeks  Miss 
Adams  read  aloud  for  an  hour  on  Wednesday  afternoons  to  any 
who  wished  to  come.  Bits  from  choice  books  were  read,  result- 
ing in  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  chUdren  to  read  the  books 
themselves. 

EiNGSTOK.  Owing  to  a  new  issue  of  stock  by  the  Plymouth  Cordage 
Company,  and  the  consequent  granting  of  ^'rights"  to  stock- 
holders, the  library,  as  the  holder  of  ten  shares,  has  been 
enabled  to  add  to  its  permanent  fund  two  more  shares  of  Cordage 
stock,  and  to  place  $154  in  the  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  of 
Plymouth.  This  has  been  done  without  expense  to  the  town. 
A  collection  of  24  photographs,  mounted  and  framed,  of  the 
houses  in  the  town  of  special  histprical  interest,  has  been  given 
to  the  library.  These  photographs  have  each  a  short,  concise 
description  beneath.  A  package  of  notes  and  papers,  descrip- 
tive of  the  early  history  of  the  town,  written  by  an  historian  of 
the  town,  has  also  been  received. 

Lakeville.  At  the  March  town  meeting  the  voters  of  Lakeville  at 
last  accepted  the  provisions  of  chapter  347  of  the  Acts  of  1890, 
elected  trustees,  and  established  a  free  public  library.  The 
library  was  opened  July  21.  Two  branches  in  remote  neigh- 
borhoods were  also  established ;  30  books  are  sent  to  each  and 
changed  monthly. 

Lancaster.  In  January  a  slight  change  was  made  in  the  charging 
system,  which  has  been  appreciated  by  the  public ;  the  date  when 
due  is  stamped  on  the  cards,  instead  of  the  date  when  taken  out. 
The  shelves  in  the  reading  room  are  accessible  to  the  public,  and 
on  these  are  placed  a  selection  of  about  3,000  volumes  in  travel, 
biography,  etc.,  from  which  the  readers  may  choose.  The  late 
Frank  N.  Lincoln  of  Belmont,  a  native  of  Lancaster,  left  by  will 
a  legacy  of  $500  to  the  librai*y  of  Lancaster,  payable  aft«r  the 
death  of  his  wife.  The  Hon.  Henry  S.  Nourse  bequeathed  $1 ,000 
to  the  library,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  pur- 
chase of  Lancasteriana  and  other  books,  excepting  fiction. 

Lawrence.  The  library  has  received  a  gift  of  $500  for  the  purchase 
of  reference  books,  from  the  trustees  of  the  White  fund. 

Lee.  The  juvenile  department  is  to  adopt  the  Browne  charging 
system.  Aside  from  two  or  three  individual  gifts  of  books,  the 
Young  Men's  Club  gave  88  volumes,  bought  with  money  raised 
by  a  home  talent  entertainment  in  the  winter.

Leicester.  The  Springfield  Public  Library,  through  its  librarian, 
gave  250  yolumes  to  the  library.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
J.  W.  Boardman  and  Mr.  M.  G.  Clark,  the  Copeland  Library 
has  also  come  into  possession  of  a  large  number  of  valuable 
yolumes  which  originally  belonged  to  the  Clappville  Lyceum. 
The  circulation  the  past  year  has  been  the  largest  ever  recorded ; 
this  increase  is  to  be  largely  attributed  to  the  children's  use  of 
the  library,  and  for  this  much  credit  is  due  the  teachers  of  the 
public  schools.  There  have  been  on  exhibition  during  the  year 
nine  collections  of  pictures. 

Lenox.  Mr.  F.  Augustus  Schermerhom  has  presented  to  the  library 
this  year  the  two  rooms  on  the  south  side  of  the  building,  recently 
occupied  by  the  Lenox  Bank,  and  at  his  own  expense  had  them 
remodelled,  so  that  now  the  library  has  the  use  of  the  entire  first 
floor  of  the  Sedgwick  building.  The  Dewey  catalogue  system 
has  been  introduced,  through  the  exertions  of  Mi*s.  Edward  B. 
Wharton  and  others. 

Leominster.  A  change,  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public,  is  the 
two-book  system,  which  allows  two  books  to  be  drawn  on  one 
card.  The  charging  system  has  been  altered,  so  that  the  date 
when  the  book  is  due  may  be  stamped,  rather  than  that  when 
taken.  This  system  is  very  satisfactory,  as  now  very  few  over- 
due notices  have  to  be  sent  out,  and  there  is  a  decrease  in  fines. 
Tliere  is  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  the  reference  room  by 
teachers  and  pupils.  The  library  now  supplies  entire  classes 
from  the  high  school  and  some  of  the  higher  grades,  and  shelves 
are  reserved  for  their  special  use,  material  being  resei*ved  for 
each  class  as  long  as  needed.  The  teachers  make  the  work  at 
the  library  a  part  of  the  class  work.  Under  the  will  of  Robert 
C.  Billings  of  Boston,  a  legacy  of  $5,000  was  received  by  the 
library. 

Lexington.  The  home  circulation  for  1902  increased  437  over  that  of 
the  previous  year.  The  main  library  shows  an  increased  circula- 
tion of  fiction ;  the  branch  library  figures  indicate  a  large  decrease 
in  fiction.  Eight  art  exhibitions  have  been  held  during  the  year. 
The  juvenile  department  now  boasts  of  1,939  volumes  of  the 
best  juvenile  literature,  and,  under  the  generous  oversight  of 
the  librarian,  her  assistants  and  interested  friends,  this  depart- 
ment is  proving  a  strong  help  to  child  culture. 

Lowell.  Two  years  hence  the  Public  Library  will  come  into  pos- 
session of  a  bequest  of  8140,000  from  the  estate  of  John 
Davis. 
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LuNEKBURO.  The  sum  of  S500  has  been  received  by  the  library  from 
the  late  Susan  M.  Howard,  a  native  of  the  town ;  the  income  of 
this  sum  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books.  The  number 
of  books  allowed  teachers  has  been  increased,  until  they  may 
practically  take  any  number  they  may  desire  for  use  in  school 
work. 

Ltnn.  Charles  W.  Bubier  of  Providence  has  given  the  library  a 
painting  by  George  Innes,  entitled  <<The  Jersey  Shore."  A 
portrait  of  Orsamus  B.  Bruce,  late  superintendent  of  schools  in 
the  city,  was  given  to  the  library  by  the  teachers  and  pupils  of 
the  city;  and  a  ^'grandfather's  clock"  (1759)  was  bequeathed 
by  William  Henry  Harney.  In  connection  with  a  committee  of 
the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  a  department  for  the  blind  has  been 
established.  A  room  has  been  set  apart,  in  which  instruction 
by  a  blind  teacher  is  given  in  the  different  methods  of  reading. 
A  typewriting  machine  in  the  Braille  system  and  155  books  in 
various  systems  have  been  purchased.  Special  readings  have 
been  given  in  this  department  by  various  citizens  who  have  vol- 
unteered their  services. 

Malden.  The  libraiy  has  obtained  by  purchase  a  file  of  Maiden's 
earliest  newspaper,  the  '^  Maiden  Messenger,"  the  first  issue  of 
which  bears  the  date  July  16,  1856.  The  library  has  now,  with 
few  exceptions,  complete  files  of  the  '^  Messenger,"  the  ''  Mirror," 
the  *' Tribune,"  the  ''City  Press,"  the  "Daily  News"  and  the 
"  Daily  Mail,"  with  a  few  numbers  of  several  papers  which  were 
born  and  soon  died.  The  service  of  the  school  libraries,  which 
was  introduced  in  the  latter  part  of  1901,  has  been  continued. 
The  books  of  these  libraries  are  used  by  the  pupils  both  in  school 
work  and  for  hoipe  nse.  The  annual  examinations  of  the  shelves 
showed  a  total  loss  of  46  volumes,  of  which  83  volumes  were 
from  the  open  shelves  in  the  children's  room  and  the  reference 
room.  Four  exhibitions  of  photographs  from  the  Library  Art 
Club  have  been  shown  in  the  trustees'  room.  A  series  of  exhi- 
bitions of  the  works  of  local  artists  was  begun  in  January.  These 
exhibitions  have  proved  to  be  a  feature  of  much  interest,  and 
have  drawn  many  visitors  to  the  libraiy.  The  art  gallery  has 
gained  a  worthy  addition  by  the  purchase  of  "  A  Wood  Interior," 
by  Thomas  Hill.  This  picture  came  from  the  collection  of 
Charles  O.  EUiett.  William  A.  Wilde,  a  prominent  and  useful 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees,  died  Dec.  2,  1902. 

Manchester.  New  and  popular  books  have  been  placed  in  the  deliv- 
ery room,  where  the  adult  visitors  can  select  for  themselves. 
For  some  years  all  persons  over  twelve  years  of  age,  and  in 
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some  cases  younger,  have  been  allowed  the  freedom  of  the 
shelves.  The  Browne  system  of  charging  has  been  adopted,  with 
success. 

Mablbobough.  From  various  individuals  the  library  has  received 
nearly  3,000  volumes.  The  library  was  reopened  February  10, 
six  weeks  after  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  city  hall  and  20,000 
volumes.  The  new  library  building,  now  in  process  of  erection, 
is  to  be  a  building  of  simple  and  dignified  classic  style,  though 
not  severe.  It  is  approached  by  a  broad  flight  of  granite  steps, 
flanked  on  either  side  by  a  granite  wall.  The  basement  walls 
are  of  pink  granite ;  the  principal  walls  are  of  gray  brick,  with 
terra-cotta  trimmings  of  the  color  of  Indiana  limestone.  The 
entrance  vestibule  opens  into  the  lofty  central  hall,  22  feet  square, 
which  opens  through  arches  into  the  reading  room  on  the  right, 
25  by  30  feet ;  to  the  children's  room  on  the  left,  25  by  30  feet ; 
to  the  librarian's  room  and  stack  room  in  the  rear ;  and  to  a 
stairway  leading  to  the  trustees'  room  in  a  half  story  above.  In 
the  basement  are  a  newspaper  room,  stack  rooms,  boiler  room 
and  toilet  rooms.  The  stack  room  in  the  rear  is  a  fireproof 
building,  shut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  building  by  fireproof  doors, 
and  is  to  be  arranged  in  several  stories  from  the  basement  to  the 
roof  with  modem  steel  stacks  and  shelves.  There  is  a  fumigat- 
ing vault  in  the  basement.  The  building  is  to  be  heated  by 
steam  and  by  three  large  fireplaces,  in  the  children's  room,  read- 
ing room  and  newspaper  room.  The  building  is  to  be  lighted 
by  electricity.  The  interior  is  finished  in  quartered  oak.  The 
building  is  constructed  by  J.  F.  Warren  &  Co.  of  Marlborough; 
the  architects  are  Peabody  &  Stearns  of  Boston. 

Medfield.  The  library  has  received  a  gift  of  85,000  from  the 
Billings  estate,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books. 

Medfobd.  In  January,  1903,  it  was  decided  to  try  the  experiment 
of  having  books  from  the  Bodley  Club  Library  for  the  benefit  of 
the  patrons.  By  paying  a  yearly  rental  of  $150,  the  library  has 
the  use  of  1,500  books  of  recent  publication;  the  same  amount 
of  money  would  scarcely  purchase  140  books;  125  books  are 
sent  back  every  month  if  desired,  and  125  more  sent  to  take 
their  places.  The  public  pay  nothing  for  the  use  of  the  books, 
but  they  are  given  out  in  the  same  way  as  those  belonging 
to  the  library.  In  the  children's  room  many  interesting  and 
attractive  bulletins  were  prepared  of  varied  subjects.  .  A  stoiy 
hour  has  been  started  for  the  young  people;  this  has  proved 
quite  successful. 
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Melrose.  The  corner-stone  of  the  Carnegie  Library  building  was 
laid  with  due  ceremony  on  April  19,  1903.  Addresses  were 
made  by  Mayor  Battrick,  Ex-Mayor  Larrabee,  Senator  Greorge 
R.  Jones  and  Elbridge  H.  Goss. 

Mendon.  a  bequest  of  $27.68  has  been  received  by  the  library  from 
the  estate  of  Charlotte  A.  Joy  Mann. 

MmDLEBOROUGH.  The  library  building  is  nearly  completed,  and  it 
is  expected  that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  spring.  The 
library  is  being  recatalogued  by  a  professional  cataloguer;  the 
Dewey-Cutter  system  is  used.  The  charging  system  is  changed. 
Early  in  the  year  the  library  had  a  bequest  of  Si, 000  from  Mr. 
Joseph  E.  Beals,  one  of  the  trustees,  to  whom  the  library  owes 
its  growth  and  success  more  than  to  any  one  person.  From 
the  Thomas  S.  Pierce  legacy  the  library  receives  the  interest  of 
$50,000  for  periodicals  and  magazines. 

MiDDLEFiELD.  There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of 
boys  and  girls  from  ten  years  of  age  and  upwards  among  the 
readers,  and  the  class  of  juvenile  books  is  inadequate  to  meet 
the  new  demand. 

MiLFORD.  A  room  formerly  occupied  by  the  superintendent  of  schools 
has  been  equipped  and  furnished  for  a  reference  room.  This 
was  opened  to  the  public  on  February  2,  and  the  reference  books 
and  reading  matter  have  been  taken  from  the  library  shelves  and 
placed  in  this  reading  room. 

MiLLBURY.  Calvin  W.  Barker,  late  of  Millbury,  left  the  library 
$1,000,  which  may  be  invested  in  Tabard  Inn  stock. 

Milton.  The  circulation  and  use  of  the  library  increase  steadily, 
and  the  class  of  books  circulated  is  better  than  in  previous  years. 
The  house-to-house  delivery  in  the  Blue  Hill  and  Brush  Hill  dis- 
tricts, the  first  delivery  of  which  was  made  Jan.  2,  1902,  has 
been  a  decided  success ;  it  has  increased  the  circulation  and  the 
number  of  card  holders,  and  has  reached  many  residents  of  the 
town  who  have  never  used  the  library  before.  A  delivery  by 
messenger  is  made  every  Thursday.  At  the  regular  town  meet- 
ing, in  March,  1902,  the  town  accepted  as  a  gift  a  lot  of  land 
containing  about  one  and  a  half  acres,  on  which  to  build  a  new 
library  building.  A  sum  of  $50,000  was  appropriated  for  the 
building,  and,  since  the  original  appropriation  was  made,  $21,000 
was  added  to  the  fund  by  private  subscription.  The  building 
was  designed  by  Shepley,  Rutan  <&  Coolidge.  It  is  of  red  brick, 
with  limestone  trimmings.  The  main  floor  provides  for  a  small 
reception  room,  a  children's  room,  reading  room  and  reference 
rooms,  cataloguing  room,  room   for  the  librarian,   etc.      The 
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stacks,  with  a  capacity  for  10,325  volumes,  are  on  the  main  floor. 
Above  the  main  floor  are  rooms  for  the  ti'ustees,  rooms  for  stor- 
ing duplicates,  etc.,  and  a  room  lighted  from  overhead,  to  be 
used  for  art  exhibits.  In  the  basement  are  a  room  to  be  used 
for  historical  collections,  staff  and  janitor's  rooms,  etc. 

Monterey.  The  library  is  fairly  well  patronized.  It  tries  to  reach 
the  schools  through  the  teachers  in  the  outlying  districts,  by 
allowing  them  to  take  all  they  want,  and  by  placing  no  two- 
weeks  limit  to  the  return  of  books.  This  plan  has  worked  very 
satisfactorily.  To  reach  the  older  ones  is  not  as  easy.  The 
library  is  greatly  helped  by  the  travelling  libraries  of  the 
Woman's  Education  Association. 

Nahant.  During  the  year  the  board  of  trustees  has  tried  to  collect 
papers,  pictures  and  other  objects,  curious  or  important,  relat- 
ing to  Nahant.  A  case  for  the  exhibition  and  preservation  of 
these  things  has  been  placed  in  the  delivery  hall ;  also  a  book 
case  of  juveniles,  for  the  unrestricted  inspection  of  younger 
readers.  This  is  of  undoubted  benefit,  and  is  in  accordance 
with  the  best  modern  practice.  It  adds  interest  if  the  reader 
can  examine  the  books. 

Natick.  Morse  Institute  Library.  Through  the  kindness  of  Hon. 
George  F.  Hoar,  the  library  became  the  recipient  of  a  bronze 
memorial  tablet,  commemorative  of  the  life  and  works  of  Henry 
Wilson.  It  is  a  facsimile  of  the  one  recently  placed  in  the  Vice- 
President's  room  in  the  Capitol  at  Washington.  The  great  event 
of  the  year  has  been  the  presentation  by  Mr.  J.  O.  Wilson  of  a 
life-sized  picture  of  himself.  The  young  people's  library  con- 
tinues to  be  the  popular  rendezvous  for  the  children  of  all  ages. 
The  circulation  of  this  department  constitutes  one-fourth  of  the 
total  issue.  The  children  have  free  access  to  the  shelves.  The 
great  good  which  the  young  people's  library  is  affording  its 
youthful  patrons  clearly  confirms  the  wisdom  and  beneficent 
purpose  of  its  founder,  Mr.  J.  O.  Wilson.  Through  the  per- 
sonal suggestions  and  co-operation  of  the  teachers  of  the  public 
schools  many  books  have  been  purchased  that  would  materially 
aid  in  the  work  of  public  instruction.  Through  the  kindness 
of  the  Fortnightly  Book  Exchange  the  library  has  received  55 
volumes,  all  published  during  1902.  The  use  of  the  reference 
department  continues  to  increase.  The  reference  room  of  the 
young  people's  library  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  older 
children,  as  they  obtain  not  only  the  desired  information,  but 
also  an  insight  into  the  best  methods  of  independent  work. 
Mineralogy  being  one  of  the  favorite  topics,  Mr.  James  Broad 
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generously  loaned  a  very  valuable  collection  of    minerals   for 
several  weeks. 

Needham.  All  shelves  are  open  to  patrons,  except  the  fiction.  The 
special  arrangement,  allowing  teachers  and  pupils  to  take  out  a 
number  of  non-fiction  books  at  a  time,  is  extended  to  all  persons 
who  have  special  reading  in  view.  The  number  of  books  that 
may  be  taken  out  is  not  limited,  except  in  cases  where  there  is  a 
great  demand  for  the  same  books.  The  trustees  have  purchased 
several  sets  of  mounted  pictures  of  flowers,  trees,  etc.,  which 
will  be  of  great  ser\'ice  to  loan  to  teachere  for  class  work  in 
nature  study.  The  teachers  are  asked  to  co-operate  with  the 
librarian  in  directing  the  young  in  the  choice  of  good  books. 
By  vote  of  the  town,  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer  of  $10,000  for  a 
library  building  was  accepted.  The  building  committee  engaged 
the  services  of  Albert  Parsons  Ross  of  New  York  as  architect.. 
The  "  turning  of  the  first  sod,"  on  June  4,  1903,  was  witnessed 
by  an  assembly  of  a  thousand  people.  The  program  consisted 
of  prayer,  singing  by  school  children  and  brief  addresses.  The 
veteran  library  trustee,  Samuel  Hudson,  eighty- two  years  of  age, 
his  son,  granddaughter  and  great  granddaughter,  wielded  the 
spade.  In  August  the  corner-stone  was  formally  laid  by  Mrs. 
J.  G.  A.  Carter,  wife  of  the  donor  of  the  site,  a  lot  upon  the 
corner  of  Highland  and  Mellen  streets. 

New  Bedford.  The  changes  and  improvements  in  the  Free  Public 
Library  of  New  Bedford  have  been  mainly  in  the  direction  of  en- 
deavore  to  make  the  books  of  worth  easier  of  access  to  the  public. 
The  two  branch  reading  rooms  have  been  made  into  sub-stations 
of  the  library,  with  collections  of  books  immediately  available. 
An  increasing  amount  of  attention  is  given  to  the  demands  of 
the  schools,  societies,  etc.  Bulletins  on  timely  topics  and  on 
standard  subjects  of  special  local  interest  are  frequently  pre- 
pared. The  Bodley  Club  book  service  is  now  on  its  second  year 
of  service,  and  is  giving  good  satisfaction.  The  public  likes  the 
accommodation  ;  tlie  books  are  of  a  good  character ;  they  cost 
the  card  holders  nothing ;  they  are  clean ;  they  allow  the  library 
to  restrict  the  purchase  of  fiction. 

New  Marlborough.  The  library  has  been  closed  for  nearly  a  year, 
but  has  now  been  movdd  to  the  church  parlor,  new  cases  have 
been  made,  and  the  books  renumbered  and  rearranged. 

Newburyport.  Public  school  teachers  are  each  allowed  ten  special 
cards.  The  library  is  stronger  than  ever  in  books  dealing  with 
the  teacher's  science  and  art.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  library 
to  make  it  an  efificient  supplement  to  the  public  school  system. 
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There  have  been  added  many  books  on  the  fine  arts  and  bio- 
graphical works  on  the  masters,  special  impetus  being  given  to 
this  class  of  stddj  by  the  art  class  of  the  Women's  Club.  The 
library  received  three  fine  oil  poi'traits:  one  of  Col.  Samuel 
Swett,  from  the  brush  of  the  famous  Gilbert  Stuart,  painted 
in  1806;  the  second,  a  portrait  of  Edward  Strong  Moseley,  a 
director  of  the  library  for  forty  years,  presented  by  C.  W. 
and  F.  S.  Moseley;  the  third,  a  portrait  of  William  Cleaves 
Todd,  founder  of  the  reading  room,  the  gift  of  a  nupiber  of 
ladies  and  gentlemen  who  associated  for  the  purpose.  The  last 
two  portraits  are. the  work  of  Bobert  Gordon  Hardie.  In  the 
reading  room,  thanks  to  Mr.  Todd,  86  daily  publications,  38 
weekly  newspapers,  89  weekly  publications,  67  monthly  and  24 
foreign  publications  are  kept  on  file. 

Newton.  The  number  of  trustees  has  been  increased  to  7,  instead 
of  5.  The  library  has  been  reclassified  according  to  the  Expan- 
sive system. 

Norfolk.  The  books  have  been  renumbered  and  classified,  and  a 
card  catalogue  has  been  made  of  the  books  in  the  library. 

North  Adams.  Beginning  with  October,  each  of  the  hose  houses 
has  had  sent  to  it  a  box  of  books  for  the  use  of  the  men  during 
the  part  of  the  year  when  they  must  remain  for  the  most  part 
within  doors.  The  Braytonville  branch  has  been  a  decided 
success.  That  nearly  1,300  volumes  were  circulated  in  so 
sparsely  settled  a  district  as  that  about  the  East  Mountain 
schoolhouse  is  a  witness  to  the  good  work  which  can  be  done  by 
a  teacher  in  influencing  the  families  of  her  pupils.  The  largely 
increased  circulation  at  Blackinton  is  a  source  of  gratification. 
The  statistics  of  circulation  show  a  gain  of  12,016  over  last 
year.  The  work  with  the  children  and  with  the  schools  has 
been  earned  on  as  in  former  years.  The  teachers  are  co-operat- 
ing more  and  more  with  the  library.  Picture  exhibitions  have 
been  held  during  the  year.  The  work  of  the  local  schools  in 
drawing  and  in  manual  training  has  been  exhibited.  Mr.  F.  C. 
Walker  gave  the  librai'y  a  beautiful  glass  case  filled  with  live 
mosses,  ferns,  berries  and  wild  flowers,  many  readers  being 
thus  given  their  first  glimpse  of  the  rare  wild  flowers  alive  and 
growing. 

North  Andover.  The  library  has  been  reclassified  and  recatalogued. 
The  system  of  classification  used  was  the  Dewey  and  the  Cutter 
shelf  numbers.  The  library  has  become  a  member  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Library  Art  Club.  Exhibitions  of  pictures  are  given  from 
time  to  time,  and  notices  of  these  are  given  in  the  local  papers. 
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Northampton.  Forbes  Library.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
circulation  of  6,019  volames;  the  home  use  shows  an  increase. 
Photographs  circulate  to  the  extent  of  10,000  a  year,  and  music, 
mainly  sheet,  to  the  extent  of  2,000.  Once  a  month  a  box  of 
about  100  volumes  is  sent  to  the  village  of  Florence,  to  the  Lilly 
Library.  Smaller  boxes  are  sent  to  schoolhouses  in  the  out- 
lying districts,  which  are  lent  by  the  teachers  to  the  pupils 
and  families.  Every  week  library  employees  go  to  the  manu- 
facturing villages  of  Bay  State  and  Leeds  with  baskets  of  books. 
The  library  has  received  $500  from  the  trustees  of  Smith 
College,  in  grateful  recognition  of  the  secvices  of  the  library  to 
the  college  students.  It  is  proposed  by  the  authorities  to  make 
a  similar  contribution  each  year.  Charles  Ammi  Gutter,  the 
accomplished  librarian  and  widely  recognized  authority  in  library 
science,  died  on  September  6,  at  the  age  of  sixty-six,  at  Wal- 
pole,  N.  H.,  after  a  few  days'  illness. 

North  Brookfield.  The  library  has  been  co-operating  with  the 
public  schools,  not  only  with  the  high  school,  but  the  kinder- 
garten as  well,  furnishing  a  department  of  illustrated  books  for 
children  of  kindergarten  age.  There  have  been  shown  on  the 
walls  of  the  reading  room  at  various  times  pictures  of  men 
prominent  in  literature  and  politics,  and  lists  of  their  works. 
The  library  has  endeavored  little  by  little  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  pupils  in  their  studies  and  inquiries,  and  to  offer  them  a 
better  quality  of  literature  than  the  light  stories. 

NoRTHFiELD.  The  douor  of  the  Dickinson  Memorial  Library,  Elijah 
M.  Dickinson,  died  in  Fitchburg,  Oct.  10,  1902.  Not  only  did 
Mr.  Dickinson  present  to  Northfield  one  of  the  finest  library 
buildiugs  in  Massachusetts  outside  the  large  cities,  but  he  mani- 
fested, by  frequent  visits,  a  constant  interest  in  its  care  and 
equipment,  nearly  always  bringing  something  of  value  to  the 
library,  either  relics,  books  or  pictures.  The  library  pays  a 
membership  fee  of  $5  each  year  to  the  Art  Club,  which  entitles 
it  to  an  exhibition  of  all  photographs  or  other  pictures  possessed 
by  the  club.  Sets  of  fifty  pictures  are  circulated,  each  set  being 
on  exhibition  in  the  library  two  or  three  weeks. 

North  Reading.  The  library  has  been  reclassified.  A  picture  of 
George  F.  Root  has  been  presented  to  the  library.  Mr.  Root 
was  a  former  resident  of  North  Reading. 

Norwood.  The  circulation  continues  to  increase,  and  new  names 
are  being  constantly  added  to  the  borrowers'  register.  It  is 
the  desire  of  the  trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  that 
the  library  shall  be  a  supplement  to  the  public  school  work.   The 
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high  school  has  been  doing  especial  work  at  the  library,  and  at 
this  school  lists  have  been  posted  for  supplementary  reading 
for  each  class  in  connection  with  English  work.  Some  of  the 
teachers  in  other  schools  are  doing  similar  work  in  a  smaller 
way,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  step  in  the  right  direction  will  lead 
to  a  closer  connection  between  the  schools  and  the  librai*y. 

Oakham.  The  interest  in  the  library  increases  year  by  year,  the 
circulation  having  been  larger  the  past  year  than  any  previous 
year.  A  complete  set  of  *' Abbott's  Histories"  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  library  by  a  friend.  The  pictures  loaned  by  the 
Woman's  Education  Association  have  been  greatly  enjoyed. 

Orange.  There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  circulation  over 
that  of  last  year.  Recently  many  children  have  taken  cards, 
revealing  the  fact  that  the  public  schools  are  doing  the  meritori- 
ous work  of  cultivating  a  healthy  reading  habit  in  the  young. 
There  is  an  insatiable  demand  for  fiction,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  a  more  solid  class  of  books  is  growing  in  favor.  The  North 
Orange  branch  gives  increasing  satisfaction  to  that  community. 

Ons.  The  library  has  received  in  the  past  year  several  books  from 
patrons  and  100  books  from  the  City  Library  Association  of 
Springfield. 

Oxford.  The  library  is  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  year  has 
been  a  prosperous  one.  The  patronage  has  greatly  increased  at 
the  main  library,  and  the  branch  at  North  Oxford  reports  a 
slight  increase.  The  " Charles  Lamed  Memorial"  of  Oxford, 
Mass.,  is  a  gift  to  his  native  town  by  a  Boston  gentleman,  whose 
name  it  bears,  in  memory  of  his  mother,  a  descendant  of  Rev. 
John  Robinson  of  Leyden,  for  the  perpetual  use  of  its  Free 
Public  Library.  It  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street, 
at  the  comer  of  Sigourney  Street,  in  the  centre  of  a  lot  approxi- 
mately 200  feet  square,  and  will  cost,  including  equipment  and 
site,  upwards  of  $30,000.  Its  style  of  architecture  is  renais- 
sance, its  form  T-shaped,  its  extreme  length  and  breadth  being 
each  about  70  feet.  The  central  portion  is  two  stories  in  height, 
afifording  a  spacious  room  on  the  second  fioor  for  the  display 
of  art  and  antiquities,  a  room  for  trustees,  storage  rooms,  etc. 
The  material  is  Kettanning,  Pa.,  buff  brick,  with  Milford  pink 
granite  for  the  Ashlar  basement  and  trimmings.  The  roof  is 
covered  with  Munson  black  slate,  and  trimmed  with  copper  hip, 
ridge  crestings  and  finials.  The  windows  are  of  polished  plate 
glass,  with  transoms  of  leaded  glass  in  artistic  designs ;  while 
above  the  porch  is  placed  a  beautiful  arched  window,  commem- 
orating **  The  Departure  of  the  Pilgrims  from  Holland  in  1620," 
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and  represents  a  group  from  the  famous  painting  of  Charles 
West  Cope,  R.A.,  one  of  a  series  decorating  the  British  House 
of  Parliament.  The  comer- stone  was  laid  with  Masonic  cere- 
monies on  the  20th  of  May,  1903,  and  the  building  is  but 
recently  completed.  Entering  the  building  from  the  main  street, 
the  top  of  the  T,  by  a  flight  of  eight  granite  steps  flanked  by 
heavy  buttresses,  we  stand  in  the  entrance  porch  between  two 
polished  granite  columns.  Over  our  heads,  in  heavy  block 
letters,  cut  from  the  solid  stone,  stands  out  ^^Frbe  Public 
Library  ;  "  and  surmounting  this,  in  front  of  the  balcony 
above,  ^^  Charles  Larned  Memorial  ;  "  while  just  to  the  right 
of  the  porch,  in  a  niche  corresponding  to  the  window  on  the  lef  t, 
is  placed  a  massive  bronze  tablet,  bearing  this  legend:  ''This 
building,  erected  to  the  memory  of  Clarissa  Robinson  Larned, 
a  lineal  descendant  in  the  seventh  generation  of  Rev.  John 
Robinson  of  Leyden,  is  presented  to  the  town  of  Oxford  for  the 
use  of  its  Free  Public  Library  for  all  time."  .  Entering  the  vesti- 
bule, a  flight  of  stairs  on  the  right  leads  to  the  basement ;  passing 
through  the  door  in  front,  we  are  in  the  delivery  hall,  the  floor 
of  which,  as  also  of  the  vestibule,  is  bf  marble  mosaic.  On  the 
right  stairs  lead  to  the  floor  above.  On  the  left  is  a  small  room, 
furnished  with  cases,  table  and  chairs,  for  special  study  or 
conversation.  Directly  in  front  is  the  delivery  counter  and 
cataloguing  room,  immediately  in  the  rear  of  which  is  the  stack 
room.  On  the  right  or  north  of  the  delivery  counter  is  the 
librarian's  room,  with  toilet  room  adjoining.  Corresponding  to 
the  librarian's  room  on  the  left  or  south  of  the  delivery  counter 
is  the  reference  library.  3outh  of  the  delivery  hall  and  refer- 
ence library,  and  extending  from  front  to  rear  of  the  main 
building,  is  the  general  reading  room,  lighted  by  windows  on 
three  sides.  In  the  corresponding  wing  on  the  north  side  is  the 
juvenile  room,  somewhat  smaller.  The  stack  room,  22^  by  80 
feet,  is  designed  for  three  tiers  of  stacks,  including  basement, 
with  a  total  capacity  for  40,000  volumes,  and  is  practically 
•  fireproof,  being  separated  from  the  main  building  by  fireproof 
walls  and  doors.  It  is  furnished  with  Library  Bureau  clutch 
double  stack,  glass  floor,  hand  lift  and  iron  stairway.  Between 
the  stack  room  and  main  structure  there  are  stairs  to  the  cata- 
loguing room,  and  an  entrance  to  the  basement,  which  is  spacious 
and  well  lighted,  affording  accommodation  for  the  steam-heating 
apparatus,  coal  bunkers,  toilet  and  storage  rooms,  and  any  addi- 
tional equipment  which  may  be  required  in  the  future.  The  build- 
ing is  piped  for  gas  and  wired  for  electricity  throughout. 
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Palmer.  H.  M.  Dean  was  appointed  librarian,  in  place  of  C.  B. 
Fiske,  who  resigned.  Special  emphasis  has  been  put  upon 
increasing  circulation  of  books  in  the  several  villages.  Through 
the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Hobbs,  the  Thorndike  Company  has  had 
for  several  years  an  opportunity  to  secure  books  from  the  library 
without  the  expense  of  going  to  the  building  for  them.  Re- 
cently, through  the  assistance  of  those  interested  in  the  library, 
there  have  been  established  branch  libraries  in  the  schoolhouseB 
of  Thorndike,  Three  Rivers  and  Bondsville.  The  experiment 
promises  to  materially  increase  the  circulation. 

Peabodt.  Peabody  Institute  Library.  The  library  this  year  began 
the  work  of  supplying  schools  in  the  outlying  districts  of  the 
town  with  books.  Twenty  to  SO  volumes  are  selected  by  the 
various  teachers,  which  are  charged  to  the  respective  schools, 
the  teachers  seeing  to  their  distribution ;  after  six  or  eight  weeks 
a  fresh  supply  is  sent,  and  the  previous  lot  returned.  This  plan 
seems  to  be  working  well. 

Pklham.  The  circulation  of  books  is  steadily  increasing,  interest 
gaining,  especially  among  the  children. 

PiTTSFiELD.  Berkshire  Athenaeum.  On  March  31,  1903,  Hon.  Zenas 
Crane  presented  to  the  trustees  of  the  Berkshire  Athenaeum  the 
deeds  to  a  large  lot  of  land  on  South  Street,  Pittsfield,  nearly 
adjoining  the  site  of  the  Athenaeum,  together  with  a  handsome 
building  situated  thereon,  newly  erected  by  Mr.  Crane,  and  by 
him  completely  filled  with  rare  and  beautiful  specimens  of  natural 
histoiy  in  all  departments,  and  with  valuable  works  of  art, 
including  reproductions  of  statuary  and  paintings  by  eminent 
artists.  Among  the  paintings  may  be  specified  a  portrait  by  Sir 
Joshua  Reynolds;  ^^ Children  at  Play,"  by  Bouguerean;  and 
"The  Puritan  Maiden,"  by  Douglas  Volk.  One  room  is  also 
filled  with  rare  relics  of  antiquity,  notably  five  figurines  from 
Tanagi*a^  ancient  silver  coins  of  Greece,  iridescent  glass,  Baby- 
lonian tablets,  old  Chinese  idols,  and  ancient  busts  from  Palmyra. 
One  room  is  devoted  to  Indian  relics.  This  museum,  known  as 
the  Museum  of  Natural  History  and  Art,  is  the  most  notable 
gift  received  by  the  trustees  since  the  founder's  gift  of  the 
Athenaeum  land  and  building  from  Mr.  Thomas  Allen,  and  the 
endowment  fund  of  nearly  $100,000  from  the  estate  of  Phineas 
Allen.  In  commemoration  of  Mr.  Crane's  munificence,  the 
name  of  this  institution  has  been  changed  to  Berkshire  Athenaeum 
and  Museum;  and  the  board  of  trustees  has  been  enlarged  by 
the  election  of  nine  additional  trustees,  who  were  nominated  by 
Mr.  Crane.     The  picture  by  Bouguereau  was  the  gift  of  Mr. 
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Crane's  brother,  Hon.  W.  Murray  Crane,  recently  Governor  of 
MaBsachusetts.  The  rental  service  of  Bodley  Club  books  has 
been  increased  to  a  total  of  500  volumes  per  month,  and  proves 
one  of  the  most  important  adjuncts  ever  made  to  the  general 
library  service. 

Plymouth.  The  library  has  received  a  gift  from  an  unknown  source 
of  $100  for  the  purchase  of  books ;  about  50  volumes  of  new 
books  from  a  local  book  club,  and  smaller  gifts  of  books  from 
individuals ;  also  numerous  additions  to  the  collection  of  photo- 
graphs. 

Plympton.  The  new  library  building  is  of  wood,  built  in  colonial 
style.  The  outer  doorway  is  supported  by  two  columns,  the 
door  opening  into  a  small  vestibule.  There  is  an  ample  fireplace 
with  fluted  pilaster  on  either  side.  On  the  left  of  the  corridor 
is  the  stack  room,  15  by  22  feet,  and  on  the  right  is  the  reading 
room.  The  floors  are  of  hard  pine.  The  cost  of  the  building 
was  84,500. 

Prescott.  a  branch  library  was  established  at  the  parsonage  On  the 
hill;  141  books  were  taken  from  the  library  and  placed  in  this 
branch,  and  a  good  set  of  shelves  with  glass  doors  was  provided 
to  contain  them.  A  branch  was  also  started  at  the  home  of 
Marshall  F.  Brown,  in  the  easterly  part  of  the  town,  with  141 
books,  a  cupboard  and  case  of  shelves  being  provided  for  its 
accommodation. 

Princeton.  Since  July  the  library  has  had  the  use  of  one  of  the 
Audubon  travelling  libraries.  A  branch  in  the  western  part  of 
the  town  was  started  early  in  the  year,  and  has  been  much 
appreciated. 

Provincetown.  a  plaster  cast  of  Charles  Dickens  was  given  to  the 
library  by  a  former  resident  of  the  town.  The  statue  is  historic 
as  well  as  artistic,  having  been  purchased  at  the  auction  sale  at 
the  old  Boston  Museum.  , 

QuiNCY.  The  experiment  of  placing  new  books  on  the  tables  for  the 
public  has  been  continued,  with  most  gratifying  results.  The 
circulation  is  nearly  2,000  more  volumes  than  last  year.  Some 
years  ago  the  tinistees  gave  to  the  teachers  very  wide  privileges ; 
it  would  seem  as  if  those  privileges  ought  to  be  of  great  advan- 
tage to  school  children  at  some  distance  from  the  library.  A 
conference  has  been  held  with  the  superintendent  of  schools,  and 
action  will  be  taken  by  which  it  is  hoped  to  bring  the  library  into 
closer  touch  with  those  of  the  schools  in  which  its  influence  has 
now  considerably  lessened. 
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Randolph.  Mrs.  Frederick  Howard  has  presented  to  the  library  the 
greater  part  of  the  foreign  classics  from  the  library  of  the  late 
Dr.  Howard,  —  a  valuable  collection  of  Greek,  Latin,  Italian, 
Spanish,  Persian,  Anglo-Saxon,  Hindostan,  French,  Grerman 
and  Portuguese  works.  A  large  number  of  works  on  pedagogy 
and  nature  studies  have  been  introduced  into  the  library.  The 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  have  been  prompt  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  special  privileges  accorded  them  by  the  trustees ; 
in  1902  they  used  2,203  books,  while  in  1901  only  774  were 
used.     In  the  annex  exhibitions  of  pictures  have  been  given. 

Beading.  Two  changes  in  the  usual  routine  of  the  library  have  been 
decided  upon  by  vote  of  the  trustees.  These  are,  first,  the 
opening  of  new  accessions  to  patrons  by  placing  the  volumes 
upon  shelves  outside  the  regular  alcoves,  where  they  can  be 
examined  freely,  and  selections  made  for  home  use;  second, 
the  granting,  upon  request,  of  a  special  library  card  in  addition 
to  the  ordinary  card  in  use,  entitling  the  holder  to  take  any  book 
not  fiction.  The  library  should  be  considered  an  important  ad- 
junct to  the  public  schools,  and  its  influence  as  an  educational 
institution  promoted  in  every  possible  way. 

Revere.  The  new  library  building  was  dedicated  Nov.  18,  1903, 
President  Faunce  of  Brown  Univeraity  making  the  principal 
address.  The  cost  of  the  building  and  furniture  was  about 
$26,000;  of  this  amount,  $20,000  was  given  by  Mr.  Andrew 
Carnegie,  $2,000  from  the  Stephen  A.  Hall  fund  and  $3,100 
from  the  Revere  Woman's  Club.  Gifts  to  the  library  during 
the  year  include  a  marble, drinking  fountain,  from  one  of  the 
tiTistees,  Mr.  Theodore  Grover,  in  memory  of  his  mother,  Mary 
E.  Grover;  a  stained-glass  window,  from  the  Current  Events 
Club  of  Beachmont ;  and  a  pair  of  andirons,  one  hundred  years 
old,  from  Warren  Fenno,  chairman  of  the  trustees.  It  was 
decided  to  use  the  money  received  from  the  Revere  Woman's 
Club  and  from  the  Stephen  A.  Hall  fund  for  furnishing  the  read- 
ing rooms ;  and  a  memorial  tablet  will  be  erected  in  each  room, 
one  for  the  Revere  Woman's  Club  and  the  other  to  the  late 
Stephen  A.  Hall.  At  the  request  of  the  principal,  it  was  voted 
to  allow  20  books  to  be  taken  from  the  library  at  a  time,  to  be 
kept  four  weeks  for  use  in  the  high  school. 

RiCHHOND.  After  careful  consideration,  it  was  decided  to  adopt 
the  card  catalogue  system.  The  dictionary  card  catalogue  was 
the  one  selected,  and  the  decimal  classification  of  subjects 
used. 
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Rochester.  The  library  has  received  a  generoas  donation  of  books 
from  the  Millicent  Library  of  Fairhaven. 

Rockland.  Through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Angela  Collins,  librarian  of 
the  Public  Library,  Andrew  Carnegie  offered  the  town  $12,500 
for  a  building,  conditional  upon  its  providing  a  suitable  site,  and 
promising  an  annual  appropriation  of  at  least  $1,250  for  library 
support.  Despite  spirited  opposition  by  the  labor  unions,  the 
offer  was  accepted  at  a  town  meeting  on  April  29,  and  a  lot  on 
•  the  corner  of  Union  and  Belmont  streets  has  been  purchased  as 
the  site  of  the  new  building,  which  will  be  known  as  <^  Soldiers' 
Memorial  Library."  To  the  Carnegie  gift  will  be  added  for  con- 
struction the  town's  appropriation  and  other  money  contributed 
for  the  soldiers'  memorial. 

RocKPORT.  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie's  offer  of  $10,000,  with  the  usual 
conditions,  for  a  public  library  building,  was  accepted  November 
11,  by  a  vote  of  148  to  3.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  select 
a  site. 

RowLET.  A  bequest  of  $10,000  from  David  E.  Smith  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Public  Library  is  reported. 

RoYALSTON.  The  trustees  are  pleased  to  report  an  increased  patron- 
age of  the  library.  A  large  number  of  volumes  have  been  taken 
by  teachers  for  use  in  the  schoolrooms  or  for  private  reference. 
The  library  will  be  opened  twice  a  week  instead  of  once,  as 
heretofore,  through  the  generous  provision  of  a  summer  visitor. 

Russell.  A  branch  library  has  been  established  at  Faurfield,  two  and 
one-half  miles  from  Russell  Centre.  The  interest  continues, 
and  the  volumes  are  well  circulated. 

Rutland.  An  assistant  from  the  Boston  Public  Library,  who  was 
boarding  in  Rutland  during  the  summer,  offered  to  help  in  be- 
ginning a  system  of  classification,  and  to  help  by  correspondence 
after  her  return.  The  Library  Bureau,  through  her  influence, 
sent  cards  for  the  work. 

Salem.  The  legacies  of  the  late  Walter  Scott  Dickson  to  the  Public 
Library  and  Essex  Institute  of  Salem,  one-fifth  of  the  residuary 
estate  to  each,  have  been  paid  by  the  executors,  and  amount  to 
$25,588  for  .each  institution.  The  late  Dr.  William  Mack  left 
$5,000  to  the  Public  Librai-y  as  a  fund,  the  income  of  which  is 
devoted  to  the  purchase  of  rare  and  expensive  medical  books. 

Sandwich.  The  library  has  recently  received  a  gift  of  $500  toward 
a  fund  for  a  new  library  building. 

Saugus.  The  Browne  system  of  charging,  adopted  about  a  year  ago, 
has  worked  most  admirably,  reducing  the  time  limit  to  its  lowest 
terms.     Especial  pains  is  taken  with  the  children,  by  looking  over 
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their  books  as  far  as  possible,  and  helping  them  to  choose  the 
best  books.  A  handsome  ease  of  shells  adds  to  the  attractive- 
ness of  the  room,  and  when  there  are  several  children  in  the 
room  at  one  time  the  librarian  gives  them  a  few  minutes'  talk 
aboat  the  shells.  Schools  are  allowed  special  privileges ;  teachers 
are  welcome  to  go  to  the  shelves. 

Shbpfield.     New  books  are  no  longer  covered,  bat  simply  numbered. 

Shrewsbury.  The  Jubal  Howe  Memorial  Library  building,  described 
in  the  report  of  last  year  as  near  completion,  was  not  formally 
dedicated  until  September  24,  when  Maj.  William  F.  Harlow  of 
Shrewsbury  gave  an  historical  address,  the  Hon.  George  F.  Hoar 
and  the  Hon.  John  R.  Thayer  made  brief  addresses,  and  the 
Rev.  Frank  T.  Pomeroy  of  Medfield  read  a  dedicatory  ode. 
The  total  cost  of  the  edifice  was  880,609.60,  and  about  $25,000 
of  the  Howe  bequest  remains  as  a  maintenance  fund.  The  walls 
of  the  building  are  of  yellow-gray  brick,  with  gray  sandstone 
trimmings.  The  roof  is  slated.  The  stack  room,  86  by  86  feet, 
is  fireproof,  and  is  separated  from  the  main  room  by  a  fireproof 
partition.  The  upper  story  is  an  assembly  room,  84  by  85  feet, 
and  a  trustees'  room.  The  lower  fioor  is  divided,  half  with 
children's  room  on  the  right  and  a  reading  room  on  the  left, 
and  the  delivery  and  librarian's  room  at  the  side.  The  finish 
is  quartered  oak.  The  Browne  system  of  charging  has  been 
adopted. 

Shutesburt.  The  M.  N.  Spear  Memorial  Library  building  is  a  gift 
to  the  town  under  the  provisions  of  the  will  of  Mirick  N.  Spear, 
late  of  Amherst ;  he  was  a  native  of  Shutesbury.  The  building 
was  erected  during  the  autumn  of  1902,  and  it  stands  on  a 
summit  of  his  native  hills  as  a  fitting  memorial. 

Somerset.  The  set  of  bird  and  animal  pictures  loaned  the  library 
by  the  Woman's  Education  Associatioa  of  Boston  was  of  great 
interest  to  the  children  of  the  public  schools,  nearly  all  of  whom 
visited  the  library  to  see  and  study  them  with  their  teachers. 
The  same  association  also  loaned  a  library  of  25  volumes  on 
Egypt,  with  114  pictures. 

SoMERViLLE.  The  library  has  purchased  printed  cards  from  the 
Library  of  Congress,  resulting  in  a  considerable  decrease  of 
labor  in  the  cataloguing  department,  and  an  increased  efiSciency 
of  service.  The  school  department  is  doing  a  steadily  increas- 
ing amount  of  work.  A  room  has  been  fitted  up  for  the 
department.  Each  school  building  is  visited  twice  during  the 
year,  and  in  some  schools  talks  with  the  children  have  been 
given  and  lists  of  books  suitable  to  their  needs  have  been  fur- 
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nished.  The  children's  department  has  been  doing  excellent 
work.  The  shelving  capacity  has  been  increased  more  than 
one-half  by  the  erection  of  a  doable-faced  stack  on  the  northern 
side  of  the  room.  The  reference  and  art  department  has  been 
increasingly  used  by  the  public.  There  have  been  several  art 
exhibits  during  the  year.  Through  the  Pitman  art  fund  the 
library  is  enabled  to  purchase  a  number  of  fine  pictures  and  a 
few  art  books.  The  American  branch  of  the  reference  depart- 
ment has  not  been  neglected;  a  considerable  sum  has  been 
expended  on  it.  The  money  has  been  devoted  very  largely  to 
the  purchase  of  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  town  histories. 
The  vacation  card  system  has  been  continued,  and  has  been 
increasingly  appreciated  by  people  who  spend  their  vacations  out 
of  town.  No  act  of  the  library  has  probably  ever  been  received 
with  such  favor  as  the  granting  of  free  access  to  the  shelves, 
which  began  in  January,  1902.  Since  the  library  has  voted  to 
loan  books  to  the  Sunday-schools  they  have  selected  excellent 
books,  and  through  their  agency  the  library  can  be  instrumental 
in  getting  a  large  number  of  inspiring,  helpful  and  really  meri- 
torious books  before  the  public. 

Southampton.  At  their  annual  meeting,  in  March,  1903,  the  Library 
Association  changed  its  constitution  so  as  to  increase  the  number 
of  trustees  from  nine  to  twelve,  adding  three  ladies  to  the  board. 
These  ladies  were  also  added  to  the  book  committee.  Later  in 
the  year  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  a  library  building  was  given  to 
the  town  by  H.  W.  Edwards,  to  fulfil  the  wish  of  his  father.  Rev. 
Henry  L.  Edwards,  late  of  Northampton,  who  was  a  native  of 
Southampton.  The  gift  was  limited  by  these  conditions :  that 
the  town  should  furnish  a  suitable  site;  that  the  town  should 
appropriate  not  less  than  $100  for  the  support  of  the  library; 
and  that  it  should  be  known  as  the  ^'Edwards  Memorial  Library." 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Library  Association  it  was  voted  to  dissolve 
said  association,  and  to  give  its  property  to  the  town.  At  a 
special  town  meeting  it  was  voted  to  comply  with  the  conditions 
imposed  by  Mr.  Edwards,  and  accept  the  gift.  A  board  of  trus- 
tees was  also  elected.  Work  has  begun  on  the  new  building, 
but  it  seems  probable,  owing  to  unavoidable  delay  in  obtaining 
material,  that  it  will  not  be  ready  for  occupancy  before  spring. 

SouTHBRiDGE.  Durlug  the  year  a  catalogue  of  the  library  has  been 
published.  The  card  holders  are  allowed  to  take  more  than  two 
books,  other  than  fiction,  at  one  time. 

South  Hadlet.  The  Gaylord  Memorial  Library  is  the  gift  to  the 
town  of   Mr.  William  Gaylord,  a  life-long  and  public-spirited 
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resident  of  South  Hadley.  The  library  is  beautifully  situated 
on  College  Street,  directly  opposite  Mary  Lyon  Chapel  of  Mt. 
Holyoke  College.  The  building  occupies  the  site  of  the  old 
burying  ground,  the  town  giving  the  land.  The  library  is  one 
story,  with  basement.  The  reading  room  is  across  the  delivery 
hall,  directly  opposite  the  entrance  vestibule;  it  is  circular  in 
form,  and  opens  on  a  loggia  intended  for  use  during  the  summer 
as  a  place  for  reading.  To  the  right  and  left  of  the  entrance 
vestibule,  which  is  in  the  middle  of  the  front  of  the  library,  are 
two  rooms,  respectively  book  and  children's  room.  Off  the  book 
room  to  the  rear  is  the  librarian's  room,  and  similarly  placed,  off 
the  children's  room,  stairs  descend  to  the  basement.  The  book 
room,  together  with  the  bookcase  extending  entirely  around  the 
walls  of  the  first  floor  rooms,  will  accommodate  7,000  volumes. 
This  capacity  can  be  increased  to  nearly  15,000.  The  basement 
contains  a  large  circular  room,  to  be  used  as  an  historical  museum 
and  ti'ustees'  meeting  room ;  a  room  for  newspapers,  reading  or 
storage ;  boiler  room ;  toilets  and  fireproof  vault.  The  library 
is  built  of  local  red  brick,  with  Ohio  sandstone  cornices,  columns 
and  belt  courses,  granite  base  courses  and  steps.  The  cost,  com- 
plete, was  $25,000,  exclusive  of  architects'  fees.  Putnam  & 
Cox  of  Boston  were  the  architects. 

Springfield.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  library  a  series  of  talks  was 
begun  last  spring,  dealing  with  books  in  certain  departments  of 
the  library.  Two  subjects  dealt  with  were  "Books  on  Archi- 
tecture "  and  '*  Books  on  Gardening."  The  addresses  were  given 
by  experts,  who  generously  gave  their  services.  These  lectures 
differ  somewhat  from  the  free  lectures  not  infrequently  held 
under  the  auspices  of  libraries,  since  they  deal  solely  with  books. 
They  were  fairly  well  attended,  and  similar  talks  are  about  to  be 
given  this  winter.  In  each  case  a  list  of  selected  books  has  been 
compiled  by  the  speaker,  or  by  the  library  with  his  advice,  and 
printed.  By  the  will  of  the  late  J.  Searle  Hurlburt,  the  library 
will  in  time  receive  $500,  the  income  of*  which  is  to  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  dental  books.  By  the  will  of  the  late  Richard 
W,  Rice,  the  library  will  similarly  receive  the  sum  of  $500  for 
the  library,  $500  for  the  art  museum  and  $500  for  the  science 
museum.  The  library  has  also  received  the  sum  of  $1,000,  to 
be  known  as  the  Aston  fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  books  on  wood  engraving,  and  proofs. 

Sterling.  The  library  trustees  have  put  in  order  the  room  designed 
by  Mr.  Conant,  the  donor  of  the  library  building,  for  an  anti- 
quarian room,  and  have  arranged  it  for  the  reception  of  relics. 
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The  pictures  were  rehang,  and  the  cabinets  were  opened  to 
receive  articles  of  historic  interest.  A  custodian  has  been  placed 
in  charge  of  the  room.  The  trustees  invite  the  citizens  to  loan 
or  present  to  this  room  anything  of  value  or  interest  to  the  town, 
in  order  that  the  room  may  be  made  a  place  of  interest,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  preserving  historical  relics. 

Stockbridge.  During  the  year  1902  an  opening  was  made  in  the 
overhead  wall,  and  a  wide  gallery  made  around  the  room,  thus 
making  a  much  pleasanter  room,  and  giving  more  space  for 
books.  A  gift  of  $1,000  has  been  received  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Daniel  R.  Williams. 

Stokeham.  Mr.  Andrew  Qaraegie's  offer  of  $15,000  for  a  public 
library  building  was  finally  decided  by  a  favoring  vote  passed  at 
a  town  meeting  on  April  22,  1903. 

Stoughton.  The  new  library  building,  nearly  completed,  is  con- 
structed of  red  brick  and  Indiana  limestone ;  the  design  is  colonial, 
one  story  in  height,  with  high  basement.  The  plan  provides  for 
a  central  delivery  hall,  with  three-floor  stack  room  in  the  rear, 
capable  of  accommodating  30,000  volumes.  On  the  same  floor 
are  adult  and  children's  reading  rooms  and  librarian's  room,  the 
latter  to  be  used  by  the  trastees.  In  the  basement  is  a  room 
which  can  be  used  for  small  gatherings.  Mr.  Lucius  Clapp  of 
Randolph  is  the  donor.  The  building,  including  furnishings, 
will  cost  $25,000. 

Stow.  While  the  circulation  for  home  use  has  continued  about  the 
same,  an  improvement  has  been  noted  in  the  quality  of  books 
called  for.  The  demand  for  a  better  class  of  books  increases. 
The  teachers  find  the  library  a  valuable  aid  in  broadening  their 
instruction,  especially  in  the  line  of  geography  and  history.  A 
valuable  picture  of  Andrew  Jackson  was  presented  to  the 
library  by  Frank  P.  Bond ;  the  picture  was  given  to  Mrs.  Bond, 
mother  of  the  donor,  by  President  Jackson,  with  his  own  signa- 
ture on  the  back. 

Sturbridge.  In  the  gallery  of  the  library  all  are  cordially  invited  to 
make  their  own  selection  of  books  which  are  found  there  on 
history,  travel,  biography,  agriculture,  etc. ;  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  circulation  of  such  books  will  be  more  general,  since 
each  card  holder  is  entitled  to  a  book  of  fiction  and  one  of  non- 
fiction  at  the  same  time. 

Sunderland.  The  City  Library  Association  of  Springfield  presented 
the  library  with  91  volumes.  The  circulation  was  laiger  than 
any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  library.     The  following 
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facts  with   refereDce  to  the   new  library  building,  erected  in 

1901,  the  gift  of  John  Long  Graves  of  Boston,  are  added  to  the 
brief  description  of  the  bailding,  given  in  the  annual  report  for 

1902.  On  the  ground  floor,  besides  the  vestibule,  there  is  a 
reading  room,  which  extends  upward  to  the  roof,  and  a  staek 
room  of  equal  dimensions  with  the  reading  room.  Above  the 
stack  room  is  a  room  designed  for  the  use  of  officers,  commit- 
tees, etc.  There  is  a  basement  containing  a  work  room  and  a 
furnace  room.  The  finish  is  of  quartered  oak,  except  the  work 
room  floor,  which  is  of  southern  pine.  The  windows  are  of 
plate  glass.  The  structure  is  of  pressed  brick,  with  Indiana 
limestone ;  the  interior  walls  of  the  vestibule  and  reading  room 
are  of  Columbia  brick,  and  the  roof  is  of  moss  green  tile.  Mr. 
Graves  gave  the  funiishings  also.  The  stacks  are  of  oak,  with 
a  dull  finish ;  and  the  large  reading  table  and  the  chairs  are  of 
polished  oak.  The  building  is  located  on  the  home  lot  of  Mr. 
Graves's  father,  Horatio  Graves,  and  is  designed  as  a  memorial 
to  his  father  and  mother;  and  this  design  is  indicated  by  a 
memorial  tablet  of  bronze,  which  is  placed  on  the  outer  wall  at 
the  right  of  the  front  entrance. 

Sthton.  The  library  has  been  well  patronized  by  pupils  of  the  high 
school,  and  is  a  great  help  as  a  reference  medium  in  many 
branches  of  their  education.  Not  only  have  the  pupils  of  the 
high  school  manifested  much  interest  in  the  library,  but  many 
.  of  the  public  schools,  through  the  kindness  of  the  superin- 
tendent, have  derived  much  benefit  from  the  books  loaned  for 
their  use.  Several  teachers  have  been  glad  to  avail  themselves 
of  privileges  extended  to  them. 
Swansea.  The  Agricultural  Club  of  Swansea,  having  disbanded, 
voted  to  give  its  librai-y  of  197  volumes  to  the  Free  Public 
Library.     An  encouraging  feature  of  the  year's  work  is  a  slight 

I  increase  in  the  circulation  and  in  the  number  of  cards  issued. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  trustees  it  was  voted  that  holders  of 
cards  may  take  two  books  from  the  library  at  one  time,  one  only 
to  be  fiction.     Each  year  the  libraiy  gives  better  facilities  for 

I  study  and  pleasurable  reading. 

I  Taunton.     Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  increased  his  original  gift  to  the 

city  for  a  library  building  by  $10,000,  making  a  total  of  870,- 
000.  The  corner-stone  was  laid  Sept.  14,  1903.  The  library 
building  represents  a  modern  adaptation  of  the  Roman  classic 
style  of  architecture.  Its  plans  include  a  main  building  and  a 
spacious  stack  room  in  the  rear.     The  building  is  chiefly  of 
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Indiana  limestone.  The  roof  is  to  be  of  slate,  with  metal  crest- 
iDg  and  gutters.  Upon  the  principal  floor  in  the  centre  of  the 
building  is  the  delivery  room,  lighted  directly  by  skylight,  which 
connects  with  the  main  reading  room  and  reference  library  on 
either  hand.  The  librarian's  rooms  are  easily  reached  on  the 
right  and  left  in  the  rear  of  the  delivery  counter.  The  stack 
room  will  accommodate  about  35,000  volumes  in  each  story,  and 
is  divided  by  a  wide  corridor.  It  is  provided  with  steel  stacks, 
with  glass  floors,  and  supported  by  steel  beams  and  by  columns 
in  the  basement.  The  walls  are  of  Taunton  brick.  The  upper 
or  second  floor  of  the  main  building  is  supplied  with  a  large  cen- 
tral art  room,  lighted  by  a  skylight,  a  lecture  room,  a  newspaper 
room,  a  room  for  the  trustees,  and  three  small  rooms  for  study 
or  other  special  purposes.  In  the  basement  there  will  be  a  chil- 
dren's room,  a  room  for  receiving  and  unpacking,  janitor's  room, 
etc.     The  architect  is  Albert  Randolph  Ross  of  New  York. 

Tewksbuhy.  The  circulation  has  shown  a  healthy  increase.  The 
system  of  giving  out  two  books  on  one  card  is  working  well. 
There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  new  books, 
which  have  been  honored  whenever  possible.  At  a  meeting  of 
the  trustees  resolutions  were  passed  on  the  death  of  Miss  Helen 
Eastman,  a  former  trustee.  The  secretary  in  his  record  says: 
^  ^  We  remember  the  hard  work  and  wise  counsel  she  gave  the 
library  in  its  earlier  days,  and  have  put  on  record  our  apprecia- 
tion of  it  all,  as  well  as  the  pure,  noble  life  she  lived." 

TopsFiELD.  The  patronage  of  the  library  is  considerably  increased 
during  the  summer  months  by  the  visitors  in  town,  who  are  glad 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  library. 

TowNSEND.  Each  year  sees  the  library  growing  more  useful  to  the 
public  schools,  and  the  hearty  sympathy  between  the  teachers 
and  librarian  has  been  maintained.  Especially  has  the  library 
been  used  by  the  pupils  in  the  high  school,  and  many  cards 
have  been  issued  to  the  smaller  children  in  the  grade  schools. 
A  change  in  the  ^'  Rules  and  Regulations"  has  been  made,  and  a 
book  may  now  be  kept  from  the  library  two  weeks,  and  then 
renewed  once,  excepting  books  that  have  been  in  the  library 
less  than  one  year. 

Truro.  Since  the  formation  of  the  library  the  reading  people  of  the 
town  have  had  access  to  a  storehouse  of  information  and  literary 
advantage  not  otherwise  available,  and  some  persons  of  careful 
observation  note  an  improved  mental  capacity  for  book  knowledge 
on  the  part  of  the  people  since  the  library  has  become  an  institu- 
tion of  the  town. 
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Ttringham.  The  schools  have  been  recipients  of  valuable  informa- 
tion, the  library  being  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  school  work. 
There  is  not  a  department  in  the  schools  that  cannot  be  assisted 
in  its  work  from  this  source. 

Upton.  The  rules  of  the  library  have  been  changed ;  young  people 
of  twelve  years  of  age  now  have  the  opportunity  of  drawing 
books  in  their  own  names.  The  fine  of  25  cents  for  retaining  a 
book  over  two  weeks  has  been  changed  to  2  cents  for  each 
day  overdue. 

UxBRiDGE.  The  first  of  the  year  the  age  limit  was  entirely  removed. 
The  library  now  gives  cards  to  any  children  who  can  read  and 
write,  whose  parents  wish  them  to  have  books.  The  parent's 
signature  is  required  on  a  certificate,  not  the  teacher's ;  as  it  is 
the  wish  of  the  tinistees  that  the  parents  be  responsible  for  the 
books,  and  that  they  know  what  the  children  are  reading.  Dur- 
ing the  last  few  months  puzzle  maps  have  been  used  at  the  library. 
They  have  been  found  to  be  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  the 
smaller  children.  Children  from  the  schools  are  instructed  in  the 
use  of  the  library  and  its  reference  books ;  previously,  this  instruc- 
tion has  been  given  at  the  different  schools.  Exhibits  of  school 
work  are  given  in  the  hall  when  there  are  no  picture  exhibits. 
The  library  has  been  used  more  the  past  year  than  ever  before  in 
its  history.  During  the  spring  of  1902  especial  attention  was 
given  at  the  library  to  flowers  and  birds.  Mr.  F.  S.  Brick  con- 
ducted the  work  on  flowers.  Talks  on  the  subject  were  given  by 
him  in  the  lecture  hall,  which  were  illustrated  by  wild  flowers  of 
Uxbridge.  A  special  list  of  books  owned  by  the  library  on  flow- 
ers was  prepared.  The  books  on  birds  were  in  active  circulation 
during  the  spring,  and  they  were  materially  supplemented  by  the 
collection  of  stuffed  specimens.  Two  lectures  by  authorities  on 
ornithology  were  given  in  the  hall,  the  expense  of  the  lectures 
being  met  by  subscriptions  by  townspeople.  There  has  been  an 
increased  use  of  the  library  by  the  teachers ;  the  library  has  also 
been  visited  more  and  used  more  by  the  school  children  than 
before.  A  spirit  of  harmony  and  union  between  the  library  and  the 
schools  is  of  the  greatest  importance  for  the  life  and  good  of  both. 

Wakefield.  The  library  is  a  member  of  the  Library  Art  Club,  and 
notifles  the  teachere  by  postal  of  coming  exhibitions.  The 
library  buys,  as  a  rule,  only  one  copy  of  a  book.  Any  book 
which  is  out  will  be  reserved  for  a  card  holder  who  fills  out  a 
postal  which  may  be  purchased  at  the  delivery  desk.  As  soon 
as  the  book  is  available,  the  postal  will  be  mailed  to  the  first 
name  on  the  list,  and  the  book  is  reserved  for  such  person  one 
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day.  Bulletins  are  issued  as  books  are  added,  usually  monthly ; 
and  if  a  book  is  purchased  by  request,  notice  is  sent  to  the  person 
requesting  its  purchase.  During  the  year  the  library  has 
received  a  gift  of  a  crayon  portrait  of  Mrs.  Harriet  N.  Flint, 
from  Mr.  Harvey  B.  Evans  of  Wakefield,  her  nephew.  Mrs. 
Flint  during  her  life  gave  to  the  town  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the 
use  of  the  library,  the  same  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
Special  cards  are  furnished  to  the  teachers,  on  which  they  are 
permitted  to  draw  several  books  at  a  time,  of  which  privilege 
many  avail  themselves. 

Walpole.  The  Library  of  Congress  cards  are  being  introduced  into 
the  library.  The  Bodley  Club  is  very  helpful  in  furnishing  a 
supply  of  fresh  fiction  and  other  works  of  transient  interest. 
The  list  of  photographs  has  been  enlarged  by  100  accessions 
of  Roman  subjects.  The  new  library  building  was  dedicated 
May  14,  1903.  Its  total  cost  was  $25,000,  of  which  Mr. 
Andrew  Carnegie  gave  $15,000,  and  the  remainder  was  raised 
by  citizens.  The  new  building  is  of  brick,  of  one  story,  with 
a  stone  basement.  The  architect  was  J.  Lawrence  Berry  of 
Boston.  The  interior  furnishings,  desks,  tables  and  chairs  are 
of  English  oak. 

Waltham.  The  separation  of  the  reading  rooms  for  adults  and 
children,  with  more  space  for  each,  the  greater  seclusion  of  the 
reference  room  and  the  more  orderly  and  convenient  arrange- 
ment of  its  volumes  for  consultation,  are  instances  of  the 
improvements  made.  During  the  year  the  open-shelf  system 
has  been  inaugurated,  and  thus  far  is  working  well.  The 
numbering  of  the  books  of  fiction  has  been  changed,  and  a  new 
fiction  catalogue  has  been  printed.  The  plan  of  placing  new 
books  on  the  counter  for  public  inspection,  with  the  privilege  of 
taking  out  in  the  ordinary  manner  any  book  thus  selected,  has 
proved  of  great  practical  value. 

Ware.  A  meeting  of  the  Bay  Path  Library  Club  was  held  in  Ware 
Oct.  22,  1903. 

Wareham.  The  Dewey  system  was  selected  for  the  cataloguing  of 
the  library.  The  dictionary  catalogue,  neatly  arranged  in  a 
case,  will  be  found  very  helpful  in  facilitating  the  work  of  select- 
ing books  upon  any  desired  subject.  The  card  catalogue  will  be 
supplemented  by  a  printed  one  for  home  use. 

Warwick.  The  circulation  is  increasing  each  year,  and  there  is  a 
tendency  toward  a  higher  class  of  reading,  shown  in  the  decrease 
in  the  percentage  of  fiction  circulated. 
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Watertown.  The  reclassification  has  gone  on  as  rapidly  as  the 
more  immediate  and  pressing  interests  of  the  library  have  allowed. 
The  Pratt  reference  room  is  being  filled  with  works  most  valuable 
in  their  use  in  the  social  sciences  and  the  useful  arts.  The  Hnn- 
newell  Hall  has  its  shelving  filled  with  useful  books  of  reference ; 
these  will  naturally  change  as  the  library  has  funds  to  purchase 
newer  or  more  specific  works.  Books  are  sent  twice  a  week  to 
East  Watertown,  as  they  are  called  for. 

Watland.  The  appreciation  and  use  of  the  library  have  increased  in 
a  notable  degree  since  the  acquisition  of  the  beautiful  new  library 
building,  presented  to  the  town  by  the  late  Warren  Gould  Roby 
by  his  will  in  1898,  and  built  in  1900  at  a  cost  of  $28,000. 
This  gift  has  stimulated  the  generosity  of  the  citizens,  as 
evinced  in  gifts  of  money,  books,  and  objects  of  adornment 
and  use  in  the  new  building.  The  use  of  the  reading  rooms  has 
very  much  increased,  and  the  privilege  is  highly  prized  by  both 
adult  and  juvenile  readers,  a  room  for  each,  liberally  supplied 
with  current  periodicals  and  book  stacks  available  to  all,  being 
notable  features  of  the  library.  As  a  testimonial  of  the  grati- 
tude of  the  town  to  Mr.  Roby,  a  bronze  tablet  has  been  placed 
by  the  town  in  the  delivery  room,  commemorating  his  gift. 
The  funds  available  for  the  support  of  the  library  have  been 
increased  by  direct  gift,  the  proceeds  of  a  lecture  course  and  a 
legacy  of  $300  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  fine  editions  of 
standard  works.  Another  valuable  acquisition  to  the  reading 
room  has  been  the  gift  from  a  citizen  of  a  large  mounted  terres- 
trial globe,  of  the  latest  and  most  impix>ved  construction.  A 
large  collection  of  minerals  has  been  arranged  under  glass, 
classified  and  labelled.  A  fund  of  $1,000  has  been  presented  to 
the  town  during  the  year  by  a  citizen,  as  a  memorial  to  his  wife, 
to  bear  her  name,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  forever  for 
the  purchase  of  books. 

Webster.  There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  use  of  the 
juvenile  department,  which  is  very  gratifying.  The  reference 
department  is  also  much  used.  Since  Jan.  1,  1903,  through  the 
kindness  of  the  teacher  at  the  Gore  school,  the  library  has 
made  weekly  deliveries  at  the  schoolhouse;  10  or  12  cards  are 
now  in  use.  The  new  library  building  has  a  basement  and 
one  story  to  the  roof.  It  is  constructed  of  brick  and  Georgia 
marble  trimmings.  There  is  no  interior  wood  except  doors  and 
window  casings;  the  walls  are  of  bare  brick,  painted.  The 
stacks  are  to  be  of  steel,  with  wooden  shelves  with  a  capacity 
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for  10,000  volumes.     The  Dewey  system,  modified,  aDd  card 
index  are  in  use  in  tlie  library. 

Wellesley.  Mr.  Walter  B.  Swift  loaned  to  the  library  his  valuable 
collection  of  Indian  relics.  This  collection,  made  by  a  citizen  of 
the  town  and  gathered  in  large  part  from  Wellesley  and  vicinity, 
is  of  peculiar  interest  to  the  citizens.  The  Hunnewell  estate 
presented  to  the  library  three  beautiful  bronzes ;  these  are  not 
only  appreciated  for  their  own  worth,  but  still  more  because  they 
stood  for  years  in  the  home  of  the  founder  of  the  library. 

Wellfleet.     The  Athletic  Club  donated  $40  to  the  library. 

Wendell.  The  librai-y  has  been  loaning  books  to  the  Sunday-school 
at  the  Centre,  and  also  to  the  one  at  Locks  Village,  and  they  are 
found  to  be  of  great  value  to  both.  The  branch  library  estab- 
lished at  Farley  last  year  is  doing  well,  and  the  books  are 
returned  promptly  at  the  end  of  six  months  and  more  taken  for 
the  same  period.  A  gift  of  money  from  Mrs.  Mary  N.  Phelps 
of  Foxborough,  formerly  of  Wendell,  enabled  the  library  to 
purchase  an  encyclopaedia  of  universal  history  for  reference  and 
to  loan  to  the  schools,  and  some  books  on  handicraft. 

Wenham.  The  use  of  the  library  by  the  schools  has  continued  about 
the  same  as  in  former  years.  A  branch  library  has  been  estab- 
lished in  Wenham  Neck,  which  has  been  well  patronized.  The 
east  and  west  branches  have  been  continued  as  heretofore.  The 
whole  town  is  now  in  fairly  convenient  touch  with  the  library, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  much  real  benefit  will  result  to  all  concerned. 

Westborough.  The  reading  room  has  been  supplied  abundantly 
with  the  best  of  American  and  English  publications.  These 
publications  are  placed  upon  the  tables,  within  the  reach  of  all 
who  wish  to  consult  them.  This  department  of  the  library  is 
very  complete,  much  patronized  and  highly  appreciated  by  the 
public.  The  reading  and  reference  rooms  are  under  the  constant 
supervision  of  the  librarians,  who  are  ever  ready  to  assist 
visitors  in  selecting  such  books  of  reference  or  reading  matter  as 
they  may  desire. 

West  Bridgewater.  In  October,  1902,  the  trustees  received  from 
the  executors  of  the  will  of  Francis  E.  Howard  a  check  for 
$499.50,  a  bequest  by  Mr.  Howard  to  the  library.  A  condition 
of  the  bequest  permits  only  the  income  being  used  for  library 
purposes.  The  Cornelia  Alger  fund  now  amounts  to  about 
$1,000. 

West  BroOkfield.  A  card  catalogue  on  geography  and  history  has 
been  made  for  the  high  grammar  school,  largely  subject  cards 
referring  to  books  in  the  town  library. 
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Westfield.  The  Westfield  Athenaeum  during  the  past  year  has 
made  special  efforts  to  improve  and  enlarge  the  number  of 
volumes  which  are  kept  in  the  children's  room.  The  efiforts 
have  been  so  far  successful  as  greatly  to  increase  the  circulation 
of  that  department,  especially  since  the  schools  opened  in  Sep- 
tember, as  the  circulation  has  increased  75  per  cent,  over  that 
of  the  corresponding  time  of  last  year.  The  library  has  also 
maintained  a  branch  library  at  Mundale,  under  the  charge  of  a 
local  committee.  Certain  volumes  are  loaned  the  committee 
indefinitely;  others  are  loaned  about  six  weeks  and  then  re- 
turned and  replaced  by  another  list.  By  the  kindness  of  a 
friend,  $15  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  librarian,  to  be  used 
in  subscribing  for  magazines  and  newspapers  for  the  Mundale 
branch.  These  have  been  highly  appreciated  and  largely  used. 
The  appropriation  to  the  Athenaeum  by  the  town  was  increased 
from  $2,250  to  $3,000;  the  dog  tax,  which  was  nearly  $1,000, 
has  been  given  in  addition  for  some  years  past. 

Westford.  Mr.  E.  M.  Raymond  of  Charlestown,  Mass.,  a  great-' 
grandson  of  Ebenezer  Prescott,  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Westford  Social  Library,  has  given  two  lai^e  paintings  of 
Biblical  subjects;  a  marble  statue  of  Pocahontas;  a  piece  of 
Japanese  hammered  work  in  iron,  silVer  and  gold ;  several  other 
works  of  art ;  and  a  collection  of  interesting  relics  for  the  his- 
torical room. 

West  Newburt.  There  are  special  cards  for  the  use  of  the  school 
teachers  and  pupils.  In  addition,  the  trustees  have  granted  the 
principal  of  the  high  school  the  privilege  of  taking  out  10  to  20 
books  of  reference  at  one  time  for  use  in  school  work.  The 
branch  library  for  the  benefit  of  people  in  the  first  parish  was 
established  in  May,  1902.  The  books  are  sent  by  express. 
The  expense  has  not  been  large,  and  the  arrangement  gives  satis- 
faction. The  circulation  has  increased  very  much.  The  trustees 
note  with  pleasure  that  some  of  the  young  people  are  taking 
more  interest  in  works  of  history  and  biography,  also  in  bird 
books  and  other  books  which  contain  valuable  information. 

West  Springfield.  More  books  are  being  added  of  real  value  and 
literary  merit ;  the  books  include  that  which  is  best  in  refer- 
ence, science  and  religion.  An  encouraging  feature  of  the  work 
of  the  library  is  the  growth  in  interest  in  those  books  which 
require  thoughtful  reading.  Wednesday  is  children's  day,  and 
the  library  presents  a  busy  scene  at  that  time.  The  open-shelf 
plan  is  experimental,  and  will  be  continued  only  if  successful. 
The  board  of  trustees  made  the  following  conditions,  as  the  limit : 
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"Borrowers  from  the  library  must  keep  the  shelves  in  good 
order,  reporting  every  book  taken  by  them  for  home  reading  at 
the  charging  desk,  and  giving  the  volumes  careful  use  while  in 
their  possession.  If  these  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the 
shelves  will  be  closed  to  the  public  without  further  notice." 

West  Stockbridge.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  circulation, 
notwithstanding  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  population. 
At  an  entertainment  given  by  Mrs.  A.  H.  Blake  the  sum  of  $65 
was  raised ;  the  Century  Dictionary,  a  fine  picture  and  a  bust  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  were  purchased  with  this  money. 

Westwood.  The  library  has  been  open  Wednesday  afternoon  and 
Saturday  evening.  Wednesday  afternoon  it  is  used  largely  by 
the  children.  In  the  year  1901  the  trustees  were  favored  with  a 
gift  of  S50  from  Edmund  D.  Codman,  for  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  library ;  with  this  money  a  set  of  Chambers  Encyclopaedia, 
bound  in  full  Russia,  was  purchased.  The  $20  received  from 
Mrs.  Joshua  Crane  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  reference 
books. 

Weymouth.  Tufts  Library.  Class  Lisf  No.  3  was  published  during 
the  year ;  this  completes  the  cataloguing  of  the  library.  Books 
have  been  sent  to  some  of  the  more  distant  schools  for  deposit, 
for  the  use  of  the  pupils  in  school  and  at  home.  The  library 
received  the  gift  of  a  portrait  of  the  late  Zechariah  L.  Bicknell, 
from  his  daughters,  Mrs.  S.  C.  Denton,  Mrs.  Charles  Harring- 
ton and  Mrs.  G.  A.  Miles ;  also  a  portrait  of  the  late  Francis 
Ambler,  from  his  daughter,  Mrs.  J.  F.  Welch.  These  gentle- 
men were  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  for  many  years. 
They  were  always  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  library, 
and  did  everything  in  their  power  for  its  advancement. 

Whatelt.     The  circulation  has  nearly  doubled  in  the  last  ten  years. 

Whitman.  It  is  intended  to  increase  the  scientific  department,  that 
in  this  line  the  library  may  meet  the  needs  of  students  as  well  as 
general  readers.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  greater 
co-operation  between  the  library  and  the  schools. 

Williamsburg.  Haydenville.  There  is  hardly  a  family  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Haydenville  that  does  not  draw  books  either  regularly  or 
a  part  of  the  year ;  and  the  school  children  especially  make  an 
extensive  use  of  these  books  at  their  disposal,  both  for  assist- 
ance in  their  studies  and  for  recreation. 

Williamstown.  a  special  effort  has  been  made  to  accommodate 
teachers  in  the  selection  of  books,  and  the  library  has  been  kept 
open  one  hour  longer  on  Tuesday  afternoons.  The  number  of 
books  drawn  is  steadily  increasing. 
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Wilmington.  Beginniog  in  April,  the  library  has  been  open  twice  a 
week.  Thirty  volumes  have  been  presented  to  the  library  by 
friends. 

Winchester.  During  the  present  year  the  library  has  tried  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  public  schools,  by  sending  the  teachers  lists  of 
books  on  various  subjects.  In  the  spring  the  entire  collection  of 
nature  books  was  displayed,  for  the  use  of  both  teachers  and 
pupils.  The  anniversaiy  of  battles  of  Lexington  and  Bunker 
Hill  were  commemorated  in  the  same  way,  and  much  interest 
shown.  An  exhibition  of  photographs  by  Winchester  amateurs 
was  given  in  December.  A  list  of  pedagogical  works  has  been 
prepared  for  the  school  committee.  A  bulletin  board  has  been 
added,  on  which  pictures,  etc.,  illustrating  special  days  or  books, 
are  arranged.  The  vertical  file  boxes  for  pamphlets  have  been 
found  both  convenient  and  inexpensive. 

WiNTHROP.  The  library  has  adopted  the  reserve  postal  system,  which 
has  proved  very  satisfactory.  Upon  payment  of  one  cent  to  the 
librarian,  the  borrower  is  provided  with  a  postal  card  containing 
a  printed  form,  which  he  fills  out  with  the  number  of  the  book 
desired,  and  his  own  address.  When  the  book  comes  in,  the 
librarian  mails  the  card  and  holds  the  book  twenty- four  hours, 
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giving  the  borrower  ample  time  to  claim  it.  Travelling  photo- 
graph exhibits  from  the  Libi-ary  Art  Club  have  been  shown  in 
the  art  room  almost  every  month.  An  arrangement  has  been 
made  with  the  Boston  Public  Library,  whereby  students  and 
others  can  obtain  through  this  library  such  books  as  they  desire. 
The  fiction  classes  are  excepted  from  this  arrangement.  The 
disposition  of  books  received  from  families  where  contagious 
diseases  exist  has  been  a  matter  under  consideration  by  the  trus- 
tees. The  custom  is  to  burn  all  such  books.  The  number  of 
books  so  destroyed  is  increasing  yearly,  and  many  books  which 
cannot  be  replaced  have  been  thus  consigned  to  the  flames.  It 
has  been  the  hope  of  the  trustees  to  find  some  simple,  inexpen- 
sive method  of  disinfection.  A  report  from  forty- four  repre- 
sentative libraries  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  shows  that 
no  librarian  actually  knew  of  a  case  in  w^hich  the  germs  were 
carried  by  a  book  to  a  reader  or  a  library  attendant.  For  disin- 
fecting books,  where  moisture  and  heat  must  be  avoided,  alde- 
hyde gas  is  recognized  as  the  best  disinfecting  agent. 
WoBURN.  The  open-shelf  system  continues  to  be  popular,  and  no 
serious  detriment  to  the  property  has  occurred  as  a  result. 
There  have  been  exhibitions  of  interest  to  the  children  in  their 
department,  and  a  calendar  of   events   has   been   posted  on  a 
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bulletin  board.  New  and  modern  farniture  for  the  children's 
department  has  been  given  the  library  by  one  of  the  trus- 
tees; this  change  is  very  popular  with  the  little  people.  The 
library  is  open  during  the  noon  hour  now;  formerly  it  was 
closed  from  12  to  2  o'clock.  The  Hon.  Edward  D.  Hayden  gave 
an  oil  painting  by  Benjamin  Champney  of  Wobum,  representing 
a  scene  in  the  White  Mountains ;  this  picture,  mounted  in  a 
handsome  frame,  was  hung  in  the  reading  room.  The  new 
Jonathan  Thompson  Library  for  North  Woburn  was  accepted 
by  the  city  council ;  trustees  are  to  be  appointed,  and  a  building 
erected  later. 

Worcester.  Pursuing  the  policy  of  former  years,  several  biblio- 
graphical lectures  by  prominent  teachers  have  been  given,  and  a 
number  of  exhibitions  representing  various  fields  of  ai*t  have  been 
held.  A  few  years  ago  a  department  for  the  use  of  children 
under  fifteen  years  of  age  was  established,  and  it  has  been  a  suc- 
cess from  the  beginning.  Children  have  free  access  to  a  large 
number  of  volumes  especially  suited  to  their  needs.  For  years 
the  library  has  been  used  as  an  auxiliary  of  the  public  schools ; 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  historic  interest  that  Worcester  was  the  first 
city  in  which  was  established  a  system  of  co-operative  work 
between  the  library  and  the  public  schools.  Supplementing  this 
good  work,  provisions  have  been  made  by  which  Sunday-schools 
can  use  the  library  as  an  auxiliary  to  their  work.  The  books 
are  to  be  selected  by  the  proper  church  authorities.  The  library 
of  the  Worcester  Medical  Society  is  still  deposited  in  this  library, 
and  is  available  for  the  public  use.  The  use  of  the  rooms  on 
Sunday  is  increasing ;  it  is  noticeable  that  many  of  the  readers 
are  working  men,  who  devote  the  day  to  study  of  general  litera- 
ture, or  books  or  papers  devoted  to  their  special  industrial 
pursuits.  Adult  patrons  of  the  library  are  now  permitted  to 
select  books  from  the  shelves.  The  sum  of  $3,000  has  been 
added  to  the  John  Green  library  fund,  increasing  it  to  about 
854,000. 

Yarmouth.  The  library  is  now  open  every  afternoon,  from  3  to  5 
o'clock  ;  formerly  it  was  open  only  three  afternoons  for  two  hours 
each  week ;  Saturday  evenings  it  is  open  as  formerly,  for  two 
hours. 

Woman's  Educatiox  Association. 

The  annual  rei)ort  of  the  work  of  the  committee  on  libraries 
of  the  Woman's  Education  Association  is  one  of  so  great  inter- 
est that  we  should  be  glad  to  print  it  in  full.     It  has  circulated 
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43  travelling  libraries,

Windsor,  Bedford,  Rochester,  Dana,  Millers  Falls,  Shrews- 
bury and  West  Cummington  have  also  been  aided  by  the 
conmiittee.  The  circulation  (4  libraries  not  reported)  was 
3,961,  — an  increase  of  472  over  last  year,  varying  from  21  in 
Sandisfield  to  354  in  Rutland. 

The  special  libraries  are  on  Venice,  Florence,  Shakespeare, 
English  architecture,  Rome,  Italian  art,  Egypt  and  French  art. 
The  special  library  on  Florence  had  a  circulation  of  279  in  Ber- 
nardston.  The  4  Audubon  libraries  have  been  loaned  to  Berlin, 
Granville,  Mendon,  North  Plymouth,  Princeton,  Southbridge 
and  Warwick,  and  have  proved  of  great  value  to  the  schools 
and  libraries.  Libraries  of  children's  books  which  have  proved 
very  attractive  and  useful  have  been  sent  to  Colrain,  Hoosac 
Tunnel  and  Dana.  The  preparation  of  approved  lists  of  new 
books  has  been  continued,  and  they  have  proved  useful  guides 
to  the  larger  as  well  as  the  smaller  libraries.  The  active, 
generous  and  sympathetic  effort  of  the  ladies  who  have  this 
work  in  charge  has  been  widely  recognized  and  appreciated. 
It  has  attracted  attention  in  other  States  and  other  countries, 
and  a  movement  has  been  inaugurated  to  begin  a  similar  work 
under  the  auspices  of  the  women's  clubs  of  Italy.  It  is  now 
ten  years  since  this  committee  began  its  work,  and  in  that  time 
56  travelling  libraries  have  made  307  visits  to  65  different 
towns,  and  circulated  22,997  volumes.  Since  1898,  26  sets  of 
pictures  have  been  exhibited  732  times  in  233  places. 
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The  Library  Art  Club. 

The  work  of  the  Library  Art  Club  is  steadily  increasing  in 
size  and  usefulness.  It  now  has  70  sets  of  pictures  in  circula- 
tion, covering  a  large  variety  of  subjects.  There  were  1,012 
exhibitions  of  the  club  sets  during  the  year. 

The  membership  of  the  club  now  includes  108  libraries  and 
educational  organizations,  of  which  85  are  in  this  State.  Mem- 
bership affords  a  rich  return  for  a  small  expense. 

A  Free  Public  Library  in  Every  Town. 

The  conclusion  of  the  year  covered  by  this  report  shows 
that  every  town  in  Massachusetts  now  has  the  right  and  privi- 
lege of  a  free  public  library.  When  the  commission  was  estab- 
lished, in  1890,  there  were  103  towns  without  a  free  public 
library.  During  the  thirteen  years  of  its  existence  libraries 
have  been  established  by  it  in  the  following  towns  within  the

The  above  list  of  100  towns  includes  only  those  public 
libraries  which  were  founded  and  made  free  by  the  gift  of  $100 
worth  of  books  from  the  State.  The  commission  has  aided  in 
the  fonnation  of  several  other  libraries  which  were  founded  by 
bequest  or  otherwise. 

Greater  Usefulness  and  Freedom. 

Now  that  the  advantages  of  a  free  public  library  are  freely 
available  to  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  State,  there  is 
a  quickened  interest  in  all  measures  for  rendering  the  benefits 
of  the  library  more  widely  useful. 

A  general  effort  is  being  made  to  secure  a  wider  distribution 
of  books,  by  the  means  of  the  establishment  of  reading  rooms, 
sub-stations  and  deliveries,  by  loaning  books  to  clubs,  engine 
houses  and  manufactories,  as  well  as  by  distribution  to  and 
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through  the  schools,  and  other  special  means  which  may  be 
possible  in  individual  towns.  The  two-book  system  quite 
generally  prevails  where  the  supply  will  allow,  and  especially 
in  the  rural  towns  a  larger  number  of  books  are  allowed  to  be 
taken  at  one  time,  and  the  time  for  which  they  are  loaned  is 
frequently  extended.  •  The  tendency  also  is  to  remove  the  age 
limit,  so  that  children  may  take  books  as  soon  as  they  can 
appreciate  and  care  for  them.  Every  year  the  library  is  more 
intimately  and  usefully  related  to  school  work,  and  the  teachers 
are  given  almost  unlimited  opportunity  to  use  the  resources  of 
the  library  to  aid  in  their  school  work.  The  purchases  of  the 
library  include  special  provision  of  books  for  the  schools,  from 
the  kindergarten  to  those  useful  in  all  the  higher  grades.  The 
demand  for  more  useful  books  and  of  a  higher  grade  of  fiction 
is  increasing.  The  open-shelf  system  is  gaining  in  the  small 
libraries,  and  the  methods  of  administration  are  becoming  sim- 
plified and  more  eflfective.  The  preparation  of  useful  bulletins, 
calling  attention  to  the  resources  of  the  library,  by  illustra- 
tions of  the  live  topics  of  the  day ;  the  exhibition  of  pictures 
of  noted  scenery  and  works  of  art ;  together  with  collections 
of  birds,  flowers  and  other  aids  to  nature  study, — are  quite 
common  features  of  the  good  work,  even  in  the  smallest  library. 
The  marked  tendency  in  all  directions  of  library  work  is 
towards  the  greatest  helpfulness  and  the  largest  freedom. 
Every  person  who  reads  can  help  his  neighbor.  The  library 
furnishes  the  resources  ;  let  every  patron  utilize  his  experience 
toincrease  the  interest  and  enjoyment  of  others. 

The  only  treasure  house  open  to  all  is  a  library ;  the  only 
wealth  which  will  not  decay  is  knowledge.  It  is  the  birthright 
of  every  citizen  of  this  Commonwealth  to  share  these  treasures 
and  possess  this  wealth.  The  virtue  and  happiness  of  the  indi- 
vidual, the  felicity  and  refinement  of  the  home,  the  civic  and 
material  prosperity  of  the  people,  are  all  strengthened  by  the 
wise  administration  of  the  public  library.

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FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSEHS. 


[Rbtibbd  Laws,  19Q2,  Chaptbb  88.] 

General  Provision. 

Section  1.     Library  corporations   and    associations   which   have 

been  legally  established  shall  continue  to  have  all  the  powers  and 

privileges  and  be  subject  to  ail  the  duties  and  restiictions  attaching 

thereto. 

Law  Libraries. 

Section  2.  Attorneys  at  law  who  have  been  admitted  to  practise 
in  the  courts  of  the  commonwealth  and  who  are  resident  in  a  county 
for  which  there  is  no  law  library  association  may  organize  as  a  cor* 
poration,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty* 
five,  by  the  name  of  the  Law  Library  Association  for  such  county, 
and  may  adopt  by-laws  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
superior  court. 

Section  3.  The  inhabitants  of  the  county  shall  have  access  to 
the  library  and  may  use  the  books  therein,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  by-laws. 

Section  4.  County  treasurers  shall  annually  pay  to  the  law  library 
associations  in  their  respective  counties  all  sums  which  are  paid  into 
the  county  treasuries  during  the  year  by  the  clerks  of  the  courts,  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year. 
They  may  also  pay  to  said  associations  such  further  sums  as  the 
county  commissioners  may  consider  are  necessary  and  proper.  All 
sums  which  are  so  paid  shall  be  applied  to  maintain  and  enlarge  such 
libraries  for  the  use  of  the  courts  and  of  citizens.  The  treasurer  of 
the  law  library  association,  before  receiving  any  money  from  the 
county  treasurer,  shall  give  bond,  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  commissioners,  for  the  faithful  application  of  such  money,  and 
that  he  will  make  a  return  annually  to  them,  under  oath,  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  has  been  expended. 

Section  5 .  Each  law  library  association  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  sergeant-at-arms,  immediately  after  their  publication,  one 
copy  of  the  legislative  documents  of  the  senate  and  house,  the  journal 
of  the  senate  and  the  journal  of  the  house.

City  and  Town  Libraries. 

Section  6.  A  city  or  town  may  establish  and  maintain  public 
libraries  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants,  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  city  council  or  by  the  town,  and  may  receive,  hold  and  manage 
any  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  such  library.  The  city  council  of  a 
city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  may  place  in  such  library  the  books, 
reports  and  laws  which  may  be  received  from  the  commonwealth. 

Trustees  of  Town  Libraries. 

Section  7.  A  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  library,  or  free  public  library  and  reading 
room,  owned  by  the  town,  shall,  at  an  annual  meeting  or  special  meet- 
ing, unless  the  same  has  been  acquired  entirely  or  in  part  through  some 
gift  or  bequest  which  contains  other  conditions  or  provisions  for  the 
election  of  its  trustees  or  for  its  care  and  management  which  have  been 
accepted  by  the  town,  elect  by  ballot  a  board  of  trustees  consisting  of 
any  number  of  persons,  male  or  female,  divisible  by  three,  which  the 
town  determines  to  elect.  When  ^uch  board  is  first  chosen,  one-third 
thereof  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one-thiixi  for  two  years  and  one- 
third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one-thii-d  shall  be  elected  annually 
for  the  term  of  three  years.  The  board  shall,  from  its  own  number, 
annually  choose  a  chairman  and  secretary  and,  if  the  town  so  votes, 
a  treasurer,  who  shall  give  a  bond  similar  to  that  given  by  the  town 
treasurer,  in  an  amount  and  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
selectmen.  The  town  treasurer  shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of 
trustees  until  the  town  otherwise  directs. 

Section  8.  The  board  shall  have  the  custody  and  management  of 
the  library  and  reading  room  and  of  all  property  owned  by  the  town 
relating  thereto.  All  money  raised  or  appropriated  by  the  town  for 
its  support  and  maintenance  shall  be  expended  by  the  board,  and  all 
money  or  property  which  the  town  may  receive  by  gift  or  bequest  for 
said  library  and  reading  room  shall  be  administered  by  the  board  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  gift  or  bequest. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  town  of 
its  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  the  property  in  its  custody,  with 
a  statement  of  any  unexpended  balance  of  money  and  of  any  gifts  or 
bequests  which  it  holds  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  its  recommenda- 
tions. 

Section  10.  The  provisions  of  the  three  preceding  sections  shall 
not  apply  to  library  associations,  nor  to  a  library  organized  under  a 
special  act. 
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Board  op  Free  Public  Library  Commissioners. 

Section  1 1 .  There  shall  be  a  board  of  free  public  library  commis- 
sioners consisting  of  five  persons,  residents  of  the  commonwealth,  one 
of  whom  shall  annually  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  five  years.  The  governor 
shall  designate  the  chairman  thereof. 

Section  12.  No  member  shall  receive  any  compensation,  but  the 
board  may  annually  expend  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  pay- 
able by  the  commonwealth,  for  clerical  assistance  and  for  other  neces- 
sary expenses.  It  shall  annually  in  January  make  a  report  to  the 
general  court. 

Section  13.  The  board  shall  advise  the  librarian  or  trustees  of  any 
free  public  library  relative  to  the  selection  or  cataloguing  of  books  and 
any  other  matter  pertaining  to  the  maintenance  or  administration  of 
the  library. 

Section  14.  Said  board  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  library 
trustees  of  a  town  which  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  sections 
sixteen  and  seventeen,  and  which  has  no  free  public  library  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  town,  expend  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for 
books  to  be  selected  and  purchased  by  said  board  and  delivered  to 
said  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  free  public  library. 

Section  15.  If  a  town,  the  valuation  of  which  is  not  more  than  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars  and  which  has  a  free  public  library,  has  com- 
plied with  all  laws  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  such  library,  and  the 
tiustees  of  the  library  provide,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  boai-d,  for  the 
distribution  of  books  in  different  parts  of  the  town  where  such  distri- 
bution is  necessary,  by  means  of  branch  libraries  or  deliveries,  and 
for  practical  and  effective  means  of  rendering  the  library  useful  to  the 
teachers  and  scholars  of  the  public  schools  in  such  town,  the  board 
may  expend,  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  they  determine, 
not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  each 
free  public  library  owned  and  controlled  by  such  town. 

Section  16.  A  town  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
three  preceding  sections  until  it  accepts  the  same  or  has  accepted  the 
corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws  and  has  elected  a  board  of 
library  trustees  as  provided  in  section  seven,  nor  until  said  trustees 
have  made  provision  satisfactory  to  said  commissioners  for  the  care 
and  distribution  of  the  books  furnished  by  them. 

Section  17.  Such  town  shall,  if  its  last  assessed  valuation  was 
one  million  dollars  or  over,  annually  appropriate  from  the  dog  tax, 
or  otherwise  provide  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public 
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library,  not  less  than  fifty  dollars ;  if  sach  valuation  was  less  than 
one  million  dollars  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand, 
not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars ;  and  if  such  valuation  was  less  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars. 

Appbofriation  of  Money  for  Libraries,  etc. 

Section  15,  chapter  25  of  the  Bevised  Laws,  provides  that  towns 
may  appropriate  money  '^for  the  establishment,  maintenance  or  in- 
crease of  a  public  library  therein,  and  for  the  erection  or  provision  of 
suitable  buildings  or  rooms  therefor." 

^^For  maintaining  a  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants  have 
free  access  and  of  which  they  have  the  use,  and  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  public  reading  room  in  connection  with  and  under  the 
<K>ntrol  of  the  managers  of  such  library." 

The  Dog  Tax. 

Section  163,  chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that 
money  received  for  dog  licenses  and  refunded  to  the  towns  ^^  shall  be 
expended  for  the  support  of  public  libraries  or  schools." 

Defacing  or  Wilful  Detention  of  Books,  Papers,  etc. 

Sections  83  and  84,  chapter  208  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provide  that 
^^  whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause,  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book, 
plate,  picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  manu- 
script or  statue  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other  public  or 
incorporated  library  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six 
months." 

"Whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wantonly 
and  without  cause,  detains  a  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet, 
or  manuscript  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other  public  or 
incorporated  library  for  thirty  days  after  a  notice  in  writing  from  the 
librarian  thereof,  containing  a  copy  of  this  section  and  given  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  which,  by  the  regulations  of  such  library,  such 
book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet  or  manuscript  may  be  kept, 
shall  be  puuished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollara  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months." 

Disturbing  Public  Libraries. 

Section  33,  chapter  212  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  **  who- 
ever wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  library,  or  a  read- 
ing room  connected  therewith,  by  making  a  noise  or  in  any  other 
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manner  during  the  time  when  such  library  or  reading  room  is  open  to 
the  public  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  th^n  thirty 
days  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars." 

Land  may  be  taken  fob  Library  Buildings. 

Section  47  of  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides  that  '*any 
land  within  the  limits  of  a  city  or  town  not  appropriated  to  public 
uses"  may  be  taken  ^^for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  building 
to  be  used  for  a  public  school,  a  library,  or  an  engine  house,  or  for 
the  enlargement  of  a  lot  of  land  taken  or  used  for  such  purpose,"  — 
but  the  land  thus  taken  may  not  exceed  two  acres  in  extent. 

Public  Documents. 

Under  provisions  of  chapter  9  of  the  Revised  Laws,  each  town  and 
city  library  is  entitled  to  receive  a  copy  of  the  Manual  of  the  General 
Court,  the  Blue  Book,  and  a  copy  of  the  series  of  public  documents.

Notes  of  Library  Progress. 

The  following  notes,  collected  from  a  large  number  of  libi'a- 
ries,  are  worthy  of  careful  study.  They  tell  at  first  hand  the 
story  of  the  growth  and  progress  of  the  free  public  libraries, 
and  the  spirit  and  sentiment  which  underlie  the  library  system 
of  Massachusetts. 
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Abington.  The  circulation  of  1903  shows  a  gain  which'  was 
largely  at  the  North  Abington  branch,  although  the  central 
library  had  a  small  gain,  instead  of  a  large  loss,  as  in  1902. 
The  North  Abington  branch  takes  one-half  of  the  town  appro- 
priation, and  received  300  volumes  by  gift  during  ihe  past 
year,  not  including  public  documents.  The  books  at  the 
branch  have  been  classified  by  the  Cutter  system,  and  the 
Browne  system  of  charging  and  open  shelves  have  been  intro- 
duced, with  apparent  advantage. 

AoTON.  In  March  the  Hon.  Luther  Conant,  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  gave  $1,000  as  a  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Mrs. 
Susan  Augusta  and  Luther  Conant  fund,  the  income  to  be 
used  "  for  the  purchase  of  books,  magazines,  or  for  such  pur- 
poses as  the  trustees  may  think  best.^^ 

AousHNET.  An  increasing  interest  in  the  library  and  its  branches 
is  sHown  by  a  larger  circulation.  A  larger  appropriation  has 
more  fully  met  the  demands  of  the  reading  public,  but  the 
yearly  addition  of  books  calls  for  more  room.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  the  near  future  better  accommodations  will  be  pro- 
vided. The  central  library  at  Acushnet  village  and  the  Long 
Plain  branch  are  at  the  extreme  ends  of  the  town,  which 
practically  left  the  inhabitants  of  the  centre  of  the  town  with- 
out library  facilities.  The  present  librarian  at  Perry  Hill 
offered  to  take  100  books  or  more,  and  keep  them  accessible  at 
all  hours,  free  of  charge,  which  is  now  done. 

Alford.  a  branch  has  been  established  in  the  west  part  of  the 
town,  and  has  brought  more  books  into  circulation. 

Amesbury.  In  answer  to  the  wishes  of  the  public,  the  library  is 
now  open  every  afternoon  and  evening  except  Sundays  and 
holidays.  As  a  result,  the  circulation  has  increased  both  in 
quantity  and  quality.  The  Browne  system  has  not  proved  to 
be  satisfactory.  "  It  seems  that  the  person  who  takes  a  book 
should  have  something  to  show  when  it  has  been  returned,  and 
this  system  gives  nothing.'^  Exhibitions  of  the  Library  Art 
Club  have  been  much  enjoyed  by  the  public. 

Andover.  Portraits  of  Eobert  Bums  and  Sir  Walter  Scott  and 
valuable  books  relating  to  Scotland  and  Scottish  life  have 
been  received,  a  gift  of  the  late  David  Middleton,  who  was  one 
of  the  original  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  was  con- 
spicuously active  and  helpful  in  the  formative  period  of  the 
library.  The  circulation  of  1903  was  about  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.     There  are  four  delivery  stations,  and  books  are 
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sent  to  the  public  schools.  The  Bradlee  Library  at  Ballard- 
vale  has  been  closed  for  lack  of  interest;  it  is  to  be  h6ped  that 
it  may  be  reopened  soon. 

Arlington.  A  falling  off  in  the  circulation  of  1903  is  noted,  but 
the  use  of  the  children's  room  shows  a  g^in.  There  is  a 
marked  gain  in  the  attendance  in  the  reading  room  and  the 
children's  room  on  Sundays. 

AsHBURNHAM.  The  librarian's  report  shows  a  gratifying  increase 
in  the  number  of  cards  in  use  and  books  taken  out.  The 
library  is  one  of  the  best  influences  in  the  community. 

Ashland.  The  new  library  building  was  opened  for  public  use 
June  1.  This  building,  which  is  the  gift  of  Andrew  Carnegie, 
is  situated  on  Front  Street,  in  the  centre  of  the  village.  It  is 
well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  its  attractive  reading  rooms 
have  become  popular  and  are  well  patronized.  Children  have 
the  privilege  of  open  shelves  in  their  depari;ment,  and  the 
stack  room  is  open  to  the  public.  The  Dewey  system  of  clas- 
sification and  the  Browne  charging  system  have  been  adopted, 
and  the  librarian  says :  "  I  cannot  say  enough  in  their  praise." 
In  place  of  seven  hours,  as  formeriy,  the  public  is  now  given 
twenty-one  hours  per  week,  besides  an  extra  afternoon  for 
reading  and  study.  The  last  is  planned  to  allow  the  libra- 
rian to  give  her  full  time  to  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  the 
public  schools.  The  library  grounds  have  been  improved  and 
beautified  from  money  given  by  the  Home  Study  Club. 

Athol.  The  advantages  of  the  new  room  in  the  Academy  of 
Music  building,  giving  ample  room  for  shelving  and  the  uses 
of  administration,  and  other  innovations,  have  resulted  in  an 
increased  circulation,  in  pjace  of  the  decrease  which  had  been 
going  on  for  several  years.  Children  are  allowed  free  access 
to  all  books  in  the  library,  as  well  as  to  those  in  their  own  de- 
pari;ment;  and  the  trustees  report  that  their  experience  with 
open  shelves  has  been  wholly  satisfactory.  Mrs.  Mercie  S. 
Doane,  who  had  been  librarian  since  1887,  resigned,  to  take 
effect  in  January,  1903;  and  Miss  Mantie  R.  Hinman  was 
elected  as  assistant  librarian,  in  charge  of  the  library.  Evi- 
dence of  a  larger  interest  on  the  part  of  the  people  was  given 
by  an  increase  of  $500  in  the  town  appropriation,  which  was 
granted  without  opposition  in  a  year  when  economy  was  the 
cry. 

Attleborough.  Efforts  are  continued  to  secure  a  library  build- 
ing upon  the  lot  given  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Sweet,  which  is  much 
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needed.  The  purchase  of  books  must  soon  cease,  for  utter 
lack  of  shelf  room  upon  which  to  place  them.  Meanwhile, 
the  appreciation  and  use  of  the  library  by  the  public  increases. 
The  necessity  of  a  good  supply  of  old  and  well-known  books 
for  children  is  emphasized.  A  tableful  of  new  books  has  not 
the  attraction  for  the  child  that  it  has  for  the  adult;  he  will 
pass  it  by  with  a  casual  glance,  and  go  straight  to  the  shelves 
for  an  old  favorite. 

Auburn.  A  legacy  of  $100  has  been  received  from  the  estate  of 
George  Herbert  Mellish  of  New  York. 

Ayer.  Attention  has  been  given  to  the  increase  of  the  children's 
department  by  the  purchase- of  carefully  selected  books;  and 
considerable  has  been  done  to  strengthen  the  resources  of  the 
reference  room.  The  library  is  now  open  for  the  delivery  of 
books  three  afternoons  and  evenings  of  each  week. 

Barre.  Miss  Carrie  E.  Bead  succeeded  Miss  Mary  E.  Lane  as 
librarian  in  November,  1903.  The  trustees  announce  that 
they  would  be  glad  to  establish  stations  in  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts, should  the  inhabitants  of  such  localities  so  desire. 

Bedford.  The  books  of  a  library  of  French  art,  which  has  been 
loaned  to  the  library  for  six  months,  have  been  greatly  appre- 
ciated, and  several  exhibitions  by  the  Library  Art  Club  have 
been  given.  The  Bedford  Historical  Society  and  the  Bedford 
Society  of  Natural  History  are  auxiliaries  of  the  library. 

Belghertown.  a  large  increase  in  the  circulation  is  reported. 
Four  new  stacks  have  been  placed  in  the  alcoves.  The  open- 
shelf  system  is  appreciated  by  the  larger  part  of  the  public. 
The  Belchertown  Historical  Association's  collection  of  historic 
relics  and  curiosities  has  been  deposited  in  one  of  the  rooms 
of  the  library  building,  and  has  proved  of  much  interest  to 
those  who  visit  the  rooms. 

Bellinoham.  The  schools  appreciate  more  and  more  each  year 
the  privileges  of  the  library;  and  it  is  trusted  that  the  library 
may  be  an  important  factor  in  helping  to  strengthen  and  for- 
ward educational  work.  The  shelves  are  open  to  any  one,  at 
any  time,  for  reference.  The  town  has  increased  its  appro- 
priation, and  books  are  now  sent  to  stations  at  the  two  extrem- 
ities of  the  town. 

Belmont.  A  continued  increase  in  circulation  is  reported.  The 
smoking  room,  an  innovation  which  was  noticed  in  a  former 
report,  the  use  of  which  had  been  discontinued,  was  reopened 
for  a  short  time,  but  so  little  use  was  made  of  it  that  it  was 
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voted  to  open  it  only  when  there  were  persons  desiring  to  nse 
it.  Books  are  now  delivered  at  Waverley  twice  a  week,  instead 
of  once  a  week,  as  formerly.  There  is  a  gain  in  the  use  of 
books  by  teachers. 

Bbblin.  Teachers  are  allowed  extra  books  as  wanted,  and  a 
branch  has  been  established  at  South  Berlin. 

Bebnabdston.  a  set  of  the  Encydopsedia  Britannica  has  been 
presented  by  Albert  N.  Johnson  of  Springfield.  Branch  libra- 
ries have  been  established  in  the  Huckle  Hill  and  West  Moun- 
tain districts,  in  the  homes  of  Mrs.  C.  S.  Hale  and  Mrs.  F. 
Putnam,  who  generously  transport  and  take  care  of  the  books 
without  charge.  A  reclassification  of  the  books  and  the 
preparation  of  a  card  catalogue  were  begun  in  June.  The 
librarian  pertinently  writes:  "I  hope  no  other  town  in  the 
State  will  be  so  short-sighted  as  to  allow  its  library  to  grow 
to  8,000  volumes  before  changing  to  the  card  system.^'  The 
Browne  charging  system  is  used. 

Beverly.  The  circulation  of  books  has  continued  to  increase, 
improvement  has  been  made  in  administration,  and  the  service 
in  the  schools  has  been  enlarged.  Six  schools  now  have  lend- 
ing libraries.  Printed  bulletins  for  free  distribution  are  fur- 
nished. A  disinfecting  room  has  been  installed,  in  which  all 
books  returned  from  the  schools  and  all  soiled  library  books 
are  to  be  thoroughly  purified  by  formaldehyde  gas.  Books 
known  to  have  been  used  in  places  where  there  have  been  infec- 
tious diseases  are  burned.  It  has  been  decided  to  buy  only 
those  works  of  fiction  which  are  worthy  to  be  kept  on  the 
shelves,  such  as  have  a  literary  value,  and  books  for  the 
younger  readers.  The  subscription  to  the  Bodley  Library  will 
supply  the  better  light  novels  of  the  day.  Exhibitions  of  the 
pictures  of  the  Library  Art  Club  have  been  greatly  enjoyed. 
There  is  a  branch  library  at  Beverly  Farms,  and  delivery  sta- 
tions at  North  Beverly  and  Centreville. 

BiLLERiOA.  The  Talbot  Library  at  North  Billerica  has  been 
classified  by  the  decimal  system.  A  card  catalogue  has  been 
completed  and  a  printed  catalogue  issued. 

Blackstone.  An  increase  of  the  patrons  of  the  library  necessi- 
tates much  more  work.  It  has  been  decided  to  abandon  the 
system  of  open  shelves,  for  a  while,  at  least,  on  account  of  the 
displacement  of  many  volumes,  especially  by  the  younger 
readers.  More  shelf  room  is  needed.  There  is  a  delivery 
station  at  East  Blackstone.

Blandford.  a  second  branch  library  has  been  established  in  the 
Blair  district,  of  which  the  librarian  writes:  "The  library 
in  the  west  part  of  the  town  is  greatly  appreciated.''  A  recent 
inventory  shows  a  loss  of  but  one  book  in  seven  years. 

Bolton.  The  Whitney  Memorial  Library,  which  has  been  noticed 
in  former  reports,  was  dedicated  June  17,  1904,  with  appro- 
priate exercises.  The  principal  address  was  by  Samuel  S. 
Green  of  the  Worcester  Free  Public  Library.  A  card  cata- 
logue is  being  prepared.  More  than  100  volumes  and  several 
articles  of  interest  for  the  historical  room  have  been  received 
from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Silas  Holman,  and  a  gift  of  $100  has  come 
from  Miss  L.  F.  Bowen.  The  library  is  open  on  Wednesday 
and  Saturday  afternoons  and  evenings. 

Boston.  There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  stations  and  de- 
livery agencies  of  this  library.  There  are  now  ten  branch 
libraries,  with  permanent  collections  of  books;  twenty-two 
delivery  stations,  of  which  thirteen  are  reading  rooms;  and 
one  hundred  and  fifty-three  places  of  deposit  or  delivery  at  city 
institutions,  engine  houses  and  public  and  parochial  schools; 
making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  agencies  outside 
of  the  central  library.  Of  the  vexed  and  vexing  question  of 
fiction  reading  the  librarian  says:  "The  conservative  policy 
which  the  library  is  now  pursuing  with  respect  to  the  pur- 
chases of  current  fiction  has  restricted  recent  accessions  in 
that  class  to  works  by  authors  of  established  reputation,  or  to 
volumes  which  have  been  before  the  public  long  enough  to 
have  demonstrated  their  merit.  .  .  .  There  is  no  dearth  of 
fiction  in  the  library,  easily  accessible,  much  of  which  is  supe- 
rior, not  only  as  literature,  but  in  general  interest  to  the  aver- 
age reader,  to  the  larger  part  of  that  recently  published.  It  is 
not  intended  to  underestimate  the  value  of  fiction  as  a  depart- 
ment of  literature,  or  the  place  of  the  novel  in  modem  literary 
development.  There  are  doubtless  writers  of  fiction  in  our  day 
who  are  worthy  to  rank  with  the  recognized  masters.  It  may 
be  conceded,  also,  that  it  is  one  of  the  functions  of  literature 
to  afford  pure  amusement  to  the  reader,  or  through  the  path- 
way of  romance  to  open  to  him  a  world  apart  from  our  strenu- 
ous modem  life,  and  that  this  may  be  done  by  means  of  the 
novel  as  in  no  other  way.  Nevertheless,  it  remains  true  that 
out  of  a  thousand  volumes  of  fiction,  more  or  less,  that  came 
from  the  press  last  year,  there  were  few  which  were  of  more 
than  ordinary  merit.     The  demand  for  these  books  is  stimu- 
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lated  by  persistent  advertising,  and  with  few  exceptions  they 
are  out  of  vogne  within  a  short  time  after  publication.  The 
library  should  serve  all  classes  of  readers,  but,  although  the 
demand  for  current  fiction  is  insistent,  due  proportion  must  be 
observed  in  the  various  classes,  of  which  fiction  is  but  one.  .  .  . 
In  the  aggregate,  680  volumes  of  current  fiction  passed  under 
consideration  during  the  year;  of  the  entire  number,  not  more 
than  200  were  by  authors  who  are  at  all  widely  known; 
authors  whose  reputation  is  more  than  local  represented  a 
much  smaller  nuiflber.  Unless  much  restricted,  purchases  in 
duplicate  sufficient  to  supply  the  central  library  and  branches, 
to  say  nothing  of  deposit  work,  would  have  gone  far  toward 
exhausting  our  available  funds.  Out  of  the  whole,  135  titles 
were  accepted,  many  of  which  should  be  classed  as  fiction  for 
young  readers.^'  The  examining  conmiittee  recommend  ^^a 
larger  supply  of  standard  fiction;  greater  duplication  of  copies 
of  books  in  active  demand;  prompt  replacement  of  books  re- 
ported as  missing  from  the  shelves;  an  enlarged  appropriation 
for  salaries  at  the  branches,  wider  advertising  of  the  advan- 
tages presented  by  the  branches  and  stations.'^  The  library 
has  received  from  the  estate  of  C.  W.  Folsom  a  gift  of  1,067 
letters  and  manuscripts,  rich  in  material  relating  to  literary 
people  of  New  England. 

BouBNE.  The  use  of  the  library  is  increasing,  and  many  summer 
visitors  are  among  its  patrons.  Loans  of  pictures  are  received 
from  the  Woman^s  Education  Association. 

BoYLSTON.  Teachers  are  allowed  to  keep  in  their  schoolrooms 
such  books  as  may  be  desired  for  such  time  as  may  be  agreed 
upon.  Special  subjects  are  called  for,  and  the  best  books 
which  the  library  may  possess  upon  such  subjects  are  selected  by 
the  librarian.  There  are  no  delivery  stations,  as  the  principal 
sections  of  the  town  are  closely  connected  by  the  electric  rail- 
way. Under  the  will  of  the  late  Daniel  H.  Maynard  of  New- 
buryport,  a  native  of  Boylston,  the  amount  of  certain  residu- 
ary bequests  will  accrue  for  the  benefit  of  the  library.  Miss 
Salome  E.  White  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  has  erected  a  library 
building,  upon  land  furnished  by  the  town,  in  memory  of  her 
mother,  "  Harriet  Sawyer  White,  who  was  a  native  of  the 
town,  and  her  ancestors,  whose  families  were  long  and  promi- 
nently associated  with  its  affairs.'*  The  site  is  that  formerly 
occupied  by  the  old  Centre  schoolhouse,  with  additional  land 
from  the  adjacent  parish  land.     This  marks  a  spot  upon  which 
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have  been  transacted  some  of  the  principal  affairs  of  the  town. 
Here  stood  the  second  meetinghouse,  where  for  many  years  the 
town  meetings  and  other  public  gatherings  of  the  people  were 
held;  and  after  1851  it* was  the  site  of  the  village  school. 
Here,  also,  was  gathered  in  1792  the  Boylston  Social  Library, 
which  piaintained  an  imbroken  existence  imtil  1880,  when  it 
was  merged  into  the  Public  Library.  The  new  building  was 
dedicated  Nov.  10,  1904,  on  which  occasion  an  historical  ad- 
dress was  given  by  Thomas  Todd  of  Concord.  The  main  ad- 
dress was  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Coojj^r  of  North  Brookfield. 
The  building  is  of  field  stone  from  the  Boylston  farms,  and  is 
60  by  51  feet.  Prom  the  vestibule,  entrance  is  made  to  the 
delivery  room,  14  by  20  feet,  upon  either  side  of  which  are 
the  reading  and  historical  rooms,  with  the  librarian's  room  in 
the  rear  of  the  latter.  All  the  furnishing  of  these  rooms  is  of 
oak,  much  of  it  having  been  presented  as  memorial  gifts. 
Beyond  the  delivery  room  is  the  semi-circular  stack  room, 
which  is  open  to  the  heavy  glass  roof,  and  has  a  shelving  ca^ 
pacity  of  from  6,000  to  7,000  volumes.  The  metal  stacks  are 
placed  in  a  radial  tonxj..  In  the  basement  is  a  fireproof  vault 
for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  town  records.  The  architects  were 
the  Puller-Delano  Company  of  Worcester. 

Bridgewater.  The  purpose  has  been  to  supply  those  books  that 
will  meet  the  needs  and  wishes  of  the  people.  Careful  scru- 
tiny is  made  of  the  fiction,  in  or^er  that  the  weaker  books  may 
be  eliminated.  This  course  has  opened  the  trustees  to  some 
criticism. 

Brimfield.  The  Danielson-Iincoln  Memorial  Building,  which 
commemorates  two  old  and  influential  families  of  the  town, 
was  dedicated  June  30.  Addresses  were  made  by  Prof.  Charles 
E.  Fay  of  Tufts  College,  Dr.  E.  V.  Sawin  and  others,  and  an 
original  poem  was  read  by  Mrs.  Alice  Ormes  Allen  of  Stock- 
bridge.  At  the  close  of  the  exercises,  which  were  held  in  the 
town  hall,  a  reception  was  held  in  the  new  building,  which 
was  decorated  with  bouquets  of  vild  flowers.  The  building 
presents  a  unique  appearance.  Its  site  is  on  the  plot  extend- 
ing east  from  the  residence  of  the  late  Capt.  Francis  L.  Lin- 
coln, which  is  still  the  home  of  his  family.  This  ground  is 
the  northeast  comer  of  the  farm  of  (Jen.  Timothy  DanielsoU; 
whose  daughter  was  Sarah  Danielson,  to  whom  the  library  is  a 
memorial.  The  character  of  the  building  is  perfectly  adapted 
to  its  location.    It  is  constructed  of  native  stone,  and  is  em- 
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bowered  among  the  apple  trees  which  were  a  part  of  the  garden 
orchard  of  the  Lincoln  home.  The  simple  and  artistic  qualities 
of  the  exterior  have  their  correspondence  in  the  character  of  the 
interior,  from  which  there  is  a  marked  absence  of  the  insti- 
tutional appearance.  Upon  entering,  the  visitor  finds  himself 
in  a  homelike  atmosphere,  while  he  is  charmed  by  the  taste 
and  artistic  spirit  of  his  surroundings.  The  wainscoting 
of  the  rooms  is  stained  in  antique  oak  finish,  and  the  furniture 
is  of  corresponding  color.  The  leading  feature  of  the  read- 
ing room,  and  one  which  adds  to  its  hospitable  air,  is  the 
great  fireplace  of  native  stone.  .  The  large  hearthstone  was 
brought  from  the  pasture  of  the  ancestral  farm.  On  each 
side  of  the  fireplace  is  an  antique  chimney  seat,  or  settle,  from 
which  one  looks  out  upon  the  fields  through  windows.  On 
the  east  side  there  is  a  bay  window,  with  a  broad  seat  beneath 
it.  The  windows  towards  the  street  are  of  plate  glass.  In 
one  comer  of  the  room  is  a  cabinet  resembling  an  old-time 
buffet.  Many  appropriate  gifts  of  furniture,  pictures  and 
other  articles  have  been  received.  The  library  has  recently 
adopted  an  artistic  book-plate,  which  is  well  worthy  of  notice, 
as  in  keeping  with  the  character  of  the  library  building.  It 
bears  a  representation  of  Steerage  Sock,  in  Brimfield,  a  noted 
historic  landmark  on  the  old  Bay  Path.  The  library  enjoys 
the  loan  of  the  travelling  libraries  and  pictures  of  the  Woman's 
Education  Association,  and  books  are  delivered  at  stations  at 
East  Brimfield  and  West  Brimfield.  Of  this  library  Miss 
Tarbell  says :  "  The  Brimfield  Library  is  not  a  model  library, 
but  a  typical  library,  inasmuch  as  it  represents  progress  along 
various  lines.  Many  village  libraries  have  gone  farther  and 
done  better  along  certain  lines.  As  I  hoped,  the  homelike 
atmosphere  and  feeling  of  freedom  have  been  increased  in 
the  new  building.  All  visitors  are  impressed  by  the  perfect 
harmony  and  artistic  quality  of  the  reading  room,  which  is 
having  its  influence,  no  less  important  than  that  of  books, 
simply  in  its  expression  of  the  beautiful.  The  reading  room 
is  the  reception  room  of  the  library.  The  tables  contain 
neither  magazines  nor  newspapers,  but  choice  photographs  and 
illustrated  books.  The  photographs  are  foreign  views  and 
views  of  picturesque  scenes  in  Brimfield,  to  which  additions 
have  been  made  lately.  Young  people  and  other  visitors  are 
attracted  at  once  to  the  treasures  of  these  tables.  The  books 
and  photographs  of  the  travelling  library,  *  Egypt,'  are  now 
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on  the  large  table  in  the  reading  room.  To  describe  or  char- 
acterize onr  progress  this  year,  I  shoxdd  say  that  it  consists 
in  increased  means  and  opportunities  for  the  influence  of 
beauty.  We  began  to  try  for  this  some  years  ago^  but  under 
disadvantages.  Now  we  have  a  perfect  environment, — in 
itself  a  power,  and  the  accessions  grow.*' 

Brookton.  The  circulation  of  1903  showed  a  large  increase,  not- 
ably in  that  made  through  the  schools.  The  circulation  at 
the  Campello  reading  room  fell  oflE,  largely  on  account  of  the 
nearness  of  the  Huntington  school  and  its  delivery;  and  that 
at  Montello  increased  about  one-third.  At  both  branches  a 
start  towards  increasing  the  supply  of  permanent  reference 
books  has  been  made,  with  every  promise  of  greater  attention 
in  the  future.  On  Aug.  1, 1904,  Robert  KendaU  Shaw,  from  the 
Library  of  Congress,  assumed  the  duties  of  librarianship,  suc- 
ceeding Clarence  W.  Ayer,  now  librarian  of  the  Cambridge 
Public  Library.  During  the  four  months  following  the  resig- 
nation of  Mr.  Ayer  the  affairs  of  the  library  were  most  ably 
administered  by  the  assistant  librarian.  Miss  Clara  A.  Brett 
The  most  noteworthy  improvement  made  has  been  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  separate  room  for  the  children.  This  was  of  im- 
mediate advantage  both  to  the  children  and  the  adult  readers. 
The  exclusion  of  the  children  from  the  main  reading  room 
brought  more  comfort  to  the  grown  people,  and  induced  an 
almost  immediate  increase  of  attendance;  while  the  children's 
room  became  so  popular  that  several  times  within  the  first 
month  of  its  opening  the  circulation  almost  equalled  that  of 
the  main  library.  The  librarian  says :  *'  Only  those  who  have 
attempted  to  carry  on  the  regular  administration  of  a  library 
with  a  crowd  of  eager  children  swarming  in  every  room  wiU 
fully  realize  the  benefit  derived  by  young  and  old  alike  at  the 
separation.  We  are  only  making  a  start  with  our  work  among 
the  children,  and  hope  to  do  more  during  the  coming  season.*' 
Unfortunately,  there  was  an  enforced  closing  of  the  children's 
room  during  two  months,  February  19 -April  20,  by  which 
the  circulation  suffered.  At  the  time  of  closing  the  work  was 
well  organized,  and  the  set-back  proved  very  serious.  The 
books  in  the  reference  room  have  been  reclassified  by  the 
Dewey  system,  which  it  is  intended  to  extend  to  the  regular 
shelves. 

Bbookline.  The  most  important  item  in  the  expansion  of  the 
work  of  the  library  during  the  year  has  been  the  opening  of 
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a  deposit  and  delivery  station  at  Coolidge  Comer.  Besides 
the  deposit  of  books  in  an  open  case  ready  for  distribution,  a 
regular  delivery  is  miade  from  the  central  library  twice  a  week; 
but  the  issue  of  books  directly  from  the  deposit  collection  bids 
fair  to  be  much  larger  than  the  issue  by  delivery  from  the 
library,  so  great  is  the  preference  of  the  public  for  choosing 
the  book  itself,  rather  than  the  title  of  one  from  a  catalogue. 
The  children's  books  have  been  thoroughly  examined  and 
brought  together.  The  librarian  says :  '*  It  has  been  our  in- 
tention to  reject  not  only  that  which  is  bad  and  unwholesome 
in  juvenile  literature,  but  also  what  is  simply  dull,  and  to 
make  our  collection  a  model  of  what  a  children's  library  should 
be.  It  will  not  be  possible,  in  our  present  crowded  and  incon- 
venient quarters,  to  allow  the  children  free  and  unrestricted 
access  to  their  library;  but  to  the  parents  the  alcoves  will  be 
open,  and  I  believe  that  many  of  them  will  appreciate  the 
opportunity  of  selecting  books  for  their  children  from  a  well* 
chosen  and  carefully  arranged  collection.''  The  opening  of 
the  library,  both  reading  rooms  and  delivery  department,  on 
Sundays,  is  being  considered.  Land  has  been  bought  by  the 
town  adjoining  the  present  library  lot,  and  a  new  building  is 
likely  to  be  erected  within  a  few  years.  The  Newark  charging 
system,  after  the  trial  of  a  year,  has  proved  of  great  benefit. 
Much  time  has  been  spent  in  working  out  the  simplest  and 
best  system  for  the  two  deposit  stations,  with  considerable  suc- 
cess. During  the  year  two  apprentices  have  served  terms  of 
eight  months  without  pay,  with  benefit  to  themselves  and  the 
library.  One  of  them  was  engaged  to  work  on  the  reclassi- 
fication of  the  library  at  the  expiration  of  her  term. 
Cambridge.  A  bequest  of  $7,350.39  has  been  received  from  Miss 
Abigail  L.  Prentiss,  to  establish  the  "William  E.  Saimders 
alcove,"  in  memory  of  her  nephew.  There  are  thirteen  deliv- 
ery stations,  besides  the  branch  at  East  Cambridge.  New 
stations  are  often  more  or  less  of  an  experiment,  and  every 
attempt  to  bring  a  new  locality  into  closer  touch  with  the 
main  library  is  by  no  means  sure  to  succeed.  Two  or  three 
of  the  present  stations  have  shown  little  indication  that  they 
are  needed,  and  it  may  be  advisable  to  abandon  them  in  favor 
of  other  locations.  Five  sets  have  been  added  to  the  collection 
of  stereoscopic  views,  and  the  total  number  now  used  is 
twelve.  They  afford  so  much  pleasure  to  the  children  who 
frequent  the  library  that  it  is  quite  unnecessary  to  attempt  to 
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put  an  estimate  on  their  direct  educational  value.  The  libra- 
rian, William  L.  R.  Giflford,  resigned  at  the  close  of  1903,  to 
assume  the  charge  of  the  library  of  the  St.  Louis  Mercantile 
Library  Association.  The  trustees  say,  in  their  annual  re- 
port :  "  Coming  to  Cambridge  in  the  year  1895,  after  the 
lamented  death  of  Miss  Almira  L.  Hayward,  Mr.  Gifford  un- 
dertook with  singular  skill  and  untiring  patience  the  classifica- 
tion and  cataloguing  of  all  the  books  of  the  library  according 
to  the  most  approved  modem  methods.  It  is  not  too  much 
to  say  that  his  success  in  this  great  work  and  his  control  of 
every  administrative  detail  have  reflected  credit  not  only  upon 
himself,  but  upon  the  library  and  the  city  of  Cambridge."  In 
February,  Clarence  Walter  Ayer,  librarian  of  the  Brockton 
Public  Library,  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Gifford.  The 
newest  feature  of  the  work  of  the  year  is  the  so-called  "  travel- 
ling library."  Within  the  last  two  months  nine  lots  of  books^ 
numbering  50  volumes  each,  have  been  sent  to  as  many  local 
delivery  stations.  The  choice  of  books  for  each  lot  was  di- 
vided evenly  between  fiction  and  non-fiction,  and  it  comprised 
a  representative  selection  of  popular  books  on  all  subjects,  old 
as  well  as  new.  After  these  lots  have  run  their  course  in 
their  present  places,  they  will  all  be  exchanged  and  "  travel " 
to  other  stations.  It  is  intended  to  add,  within  a  short  time, 
three  more  lots,  and  send  them  to  the  three  remaining  stations. 
These  "  travelling  libraries  "  are  designed  not  only  to  provide 
the  stations  with  good  reading  of  a  popular  kind,  but  also  to 
supplement  the  work  of  the  local  delivery  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  afford  some  sort  of  recompense  for  failures  on  the  part 
of  borrowers  to  get  from  the  main  library,  through  the  regular 
local  delivery,  the  book  or  books  for  which  they  may  have,  from 
time  to  time,  sent.  Each  lot  is  to  be  considered  separate  from 
the  books  sent  through  the  local  deliver}',  and  to  be  separately 
charged  on  slips  without  cards,  except^  for  identification. 
Their  welcome  was  immediate  and  cordial.  Within  a  short 
time  three  stations  were  calling  for  more  books.  These,  un- 
fortimately,  could  not  be  supplied,  owing  to  lack  of  duplicates 
at  the  main  library,  and  to  the  necessity  of  first  sending  lots 
to  the  remaining  stations.  To  the  president  and  the  libra- 
rian, as  a  special  committee,  were  intrusted  the  details  of 
establisliing  these  "travelling  libraries."  It  is  intended  that 
their  usefulness  shall  not  stop  with  the  local  delivery  stations, 
but  that  it  shall,  in  course  of  time,  reach  out  to  clubs,  societies. 
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lire  stations,  churches  and  other  organizations.  They  have 
proved  to  meet,  in  part  at  least,  a  long-felt  want,  and  serve  to 
indicate  another  avenue  of  opportunity  for  the  library,  and 
another  call  for  a  larger  appropriation. 

Caktox.  The  library  is  now  open  for  purposes  of  reading  and 
reference  on  every  Sunday  afternoon,  from  3  to  6  o'clock. 
While  the  Sunday  use  of  the  library  has  not  been  so  large  as 
might  be  wished,  it  has  steadily  increased,  and  it  is  believed 
that  it  will  continue  to  increase  as  the  advantages  it  offers 
become  better  imderstood  and  appreciated.  There  is  a  large 
and  constantly  increasing  use  of  the  library  for  reference  and 
general  study.  Mr.  Augustus  Hemenway  gave  $1,600  towards 
the  expenses  of  administration  during  the  year  1904,  he  hav- 
ing given  the  same  in  1903,  upon  the  condition  that  the  town 
appropriate  the  same  or  a  larger  sum  for  the  same  purpose. 
A  bulletin  of  additions  is  printed  monthly  in  the  local  paper, 
and  the  newest  books  are  placed  on  open  shelves,  where  they 
may  be  freely  examined.  Exhibitions  of  the  pictures  of  the 
Library  Art  Club  are  frequent. 

Carver.  An  increasing  interest  in  the  library  is  noted,  owing 
in  a  large  measure  to  the  efforts  of  the  public-spirited  resi- 
dents of  the  town.  The  success  of  the  stations  which  were 
opened  last  year  led  to  the  belief  that  the  same  methods  might 
be  pursued  in  other  sections  of  the  town  with  equally  gratify- 
ing results,  and  a  third  station  has  been  established  at  East 
Carver.  Two  of  the  stations  are  in  schoolhouses,  and  are 
necessarily  closed  during  the  vacations.  The  circulation  of 
books  has  been  largely  increased  by  the  opening  of  the  stations. 
A  card  catalogue  is  being  made. 

Charlemont.  Miss  Lizzie  M.  Temple  was  obliged  by  illness  to 
resign,  and  in  June  Miss  Juliet  B.  Smith  became  librarian. 
The  library  has  about  3,400  volumes,  one-half  of  which  has 
recently  been  acquired  under  the  will  of  Joseph  White  of 
Williamstown.  The  books  are  kept  in  a  comfortable  room  in 
the  town  hall,  with  a  separate  room  for  the  White  books,  which 
are  shelved  in  cases  given  by  the  trustees  of  the  Eockville 
(Conn.)  Public  Library  from  their  old  building.  There  are 
no  facilities  for  a  reading  room,  and  it  is  likely  that  this  val- 
ley town,  fourteen  miles  long  and  one  and  one-quarter  miles 
wide,  could  make  but  little  use  of  one.  Magazine  reading  is 
popular,  as  the  periodicals  contain  something  in  which  a 
whole  family  can  share,  and  they  are  kept  in  constant  motion. 
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During  the  winter  books  are  sent  to  a  reading  club  at  East 
Chariemont,  and  changed  when  desired.  The  librarian  aims 
to  help  the  younger  readers  in  choosing  books.  In  this  town 
neighborly  good-will  effects  much.  One  lady  receives  and 
cares  for  the  books  sent  to  East  Chariemont,  while  another 
drives  from  Zoar  for  books  for  herself  and  neighbors;  a  man 
from  Gilead  crosses  the  river  in  a  boat  to  change  books  with 
Zoar,  and  a  State  ward  walks  miles  to  bring  in  books.  The 
library  has  no  visitors  who  are  more  regular  and  interested 
than  the  children  from  the  village  school. 

Chelmsford.  North  Chelmsford  Library  Association.  This  li- 
brary is  so  crowded  for  room  that  nothing  beyond  the  routine 
work  is  practicable.  A  heavy  loss  has  been  sustained  by  the 
death  of  the  president,  Luther  H.  Sargent.  The  library  was 
established  largely  by  his  influence  and  effort,  and  he  was  for 
many  years  its  stanch  supporter,  contributing  both  money  and 
time  towards  its  support. 

Adams  Library.     This  library  has  received  a  gift  of  $25 
from  a  summer  resident. 

Chelsea.  The  circulation  of  1903  shows  an  increase  of  28  per 
cent,  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  This  increase  came 
almost  entirely  from  the  children's  department,  as  nearly  four- 
fifths  of  it  were  of  books  drawn  from  the  juvenile  class,  and 
more  than  one-half  of  the  new  names  were  registered  by  schol- 
ars in  the  grammar  grades.  A  large  proportion  of  the  gain 
in  the  other  classes  is  also  due  to  the  children,  as  it  was  found 
necessary,  on  account  of  the  rapidly  increasing  demand,  to 
limit  the  use  of  the  juvenile  class  to  one  book  only  on  a  card, 
and  this  obliged  those  who  wished  two  books  to  draw  the  sec- 
ond one  from  another  class.  Clement  Ryder  has  given  the 
library  its  first  literature  for  the  blind,  consisting  of  30  maga- 
zines in  the  Braille  type.  A  collection  of  books  relating  to 
Chelsea  is  being  made.  Exhibitions  of  pictures  of  the  Li- 
brary Art  Club  have  been  given.  The  librarian  says:  "We 
now  feel  that  the  library  is  doing  good  work  with  adults, 
young  people  and  schools,  and  that  it  has  reached  the  max- 
imum figures  possible  under  existing  conditions.*' 

Cheshire.  As  for  several  years  past,  the  library  enjoys  the  use 
of  the  travelling  libraries  and  pictures  of  the  Woman's  Edu- 
cation Association. 

Chester.  This  library  was  formerly  open  on  Saturday  after- 
noons and  evenings ;  it  is  now  open  on  Wednesday  afternoons, 
and  it  has  been  found  that  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  circular 
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tion  has  been  on  that  day.  The  circulation  is  increasing  and 
the  young  people  are  taking  more  books  under  this  arrange- 
ment. 

Chestebfield.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity^  and 
apparently  of  progress.  The  patronage  of  residents  and  vis- 
itors is  assurance  of  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  library^ 
the  managers  of  which  do  all  they  can  with  the  means  at  their 
command.  Beference  books  have  in  some  instances  been 
loaned  to  schools  for  extended  periods,  with  the  thought  that 
a  book  at  hand,  when  the  need  for  it  arises,  does  better  service 
than  if  it  is  on  the  library  shelves,  to  be  consulted  when  con- 
venient. The  branch  at  West  Chesterfield  is  well  sustained, 
and  enjoyed  by  the  people  of  that  section.  No  large  bequests 
have  been  received,  but  the  lesser  gifts  that  now  and  then  find 
their  way  to  the  shelves  show  a  thoughtful  interest,  and  are 
every  one  helpful. 

CuNTOK.  The  circulation  of  books  constantly  increases,  notably 
in  the  children's  department,  and  the  opening  on  each  and 
every  day  has  proved  beyond  measure  satisfactory.  The  open- 
ing  on  Sunday,  under  certain  restrictions,  gives  to  many,  seek- 
ing  quiet  and  good  books,  an  hour  not  out  of  harmony  with  the 
thought  of  the  Lord's  Day.  This  opportunity  is  gaining  in 
favor,  and  the  directors  believe  that  the  new  methods,  made 
possible  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  library,  are 
great  helps  to  the  community  in  general. 

GoHASSET.  By  a  vote  of  the  town  a  union  has  been  effected  be- 
tween the  Cohasset  Free  Public  Library  and  the  Paul  Pratt 
Memorial  Library.  The  books  of  the  former  have  been  loaned 
to  the  latter  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  the  two  boards, 
whose  relations  have  been  most  harmonious,  act  together  in 
the  selection  and  purchase  of  books.  In  the  absence  of  a  com- 
pleted catalogue,  the  shelves  were  thrown  open, — an  experi- 
ment which  has  apparently  proved  satisfactory.  The  circula- 
tion has  about  doubled.  There  is  now  no  age  limit,  and  a 
great  many  more  children  take  books.  Two  books  are  allowed 
to  each  person,  provided  only  one  is  fiction.  The  reference 
library  has  grown  in  its  demands,  and  it  has  received  the  care- 
ful attention  of  the  book  committee. 

Concord.  A  legacy  of  $10,000,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the 
library,  given  by  the  will  of  William  Munroe,  having  become 
payable,  has  been  received.  By  the  will  of  the  late  Samuel 
Hoar  the  library  received  the  sum  of  $2,000  for  its  art  depart- 
ment, and  Mr.  Hoards  oflBce  table,  which  was  used  as  a  cabinet 
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table  by  the  successive  presidents  and  cabinets  at  Washington, 
beginning  with  Madison  and  ending  with  Grant.  Upon  the 
death  of  his  wife  Mr.  Hoar  bequeaths  the  smn  of  $10,000,  to 
be  used  for  the  purcliase  of  books ;  and  if  no  lineal  descendants 
survive,  the  residue  of  his  personal  property  is  to  be  divided 
in  equal  shares  between  the  library  and  Harvard  College.  A 
legacy  from  Alfred  Munroe,  of  his  collection  of  about  200 
foreign  photographs,  has  been  received. 

Dalton.  By  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  James  B.  Crane  the  library 
receives  a  bequest  of  $5,000,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be 
used  in  the  purchase  of  books.  The  larger  part  of  the  work 
of  this  library  is  in  reference  work  for  the  schools  and  clubs, 
but  the  home  circulation  is  increasing. 

Danvers.  Books  are  delivered  to  the  schools  and  at  three  deliverv 
stations.  The  demands  on  the  library  have  so  increased  that 
where  formerly  two  daj's  in.  a  week  were  sufficient  to  attend 
to  the  work,  four  days  are  now  hardly  enough  to  accomplish 
it.  The  circulation  has  increased  50  per  cent.,  and  the  num- 
ber of  borrowers  has  doubled  since  1896,  when  the  first  town 
appropriation  was  received.  The  catalogue  cards  of  the  li- 
brary of  Congress  are  used,  at  a  great  saving  over  the  old 
method.  All  recent  books  are  placed  upon  open  shelves,  be- 
sides collections  of  works  on  current  topics.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion of  the  enjoyment  of  the  children  in  their  reading  room. 
Wind  and  weather  have  little  effect  upon  their  attendance; 
the  "  no  school "  signal  usually  means  to  the  librarian  the 
care  of  children  in  sufficient  niunbers  to  comprise  several 
school  grades.  Exhibitions  of  the  pictures  of  the  Library 
Art  Club  are  given. 

Dartmouth.  Dartmouth  Free  Public  Library.  This  library  has 
been  removed  from  the  room  in  the  high  school  building  at 
Kussell's  Mills  to  a  room  in  a  vacant  building.  The  books  are 
to  be  arranged  by  the  Dewey  system. 

Dedham.  The  trustees  report  that  "  a  large  portion  of  the  books 
added  yearly  are  of  the  lighter  class  of  literature,  but  they 
supply  the  demand  of  the  public ;  and  in  a  library  of  the  size 
of  this  one,  dependent  upon  annual  appropriations  at  the  town 
meetings,  it  would  not  be  good  policy,  nor  fair  to  the  readers, 
to  expend  more  than  a  fair  proportion  of  the  funds  for  works 
of  a  classical  and  permanent  nature,  which  would  only  be  con- 
sulted by  students  or  specialists.  A  public  library  in  a  town 
like  Dedham  largely  takes  the  place  of  the  old  circulating 
library;  and,  while  great  care  is  taken  to  exclude  books  of  an 
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immoral  or  of  sectarian  tendency^  the  mass  of  readers  expect 
and  require  the  current  publications  of  the  day,  which  amuse 
and  interest  them,  and  perhaps  encourage  a  taste  for  more 
virile  and  instructive  reading."  Deliveries  are  made  to  the 
schools,  and  there  are  branch  libraries  at  East  Dedham  and 
Oakdale.  In  place  of  the  list  of  accessions  heretofore  printed 
in  the  annual  town  reports,  leaflets  devoted  to  special  classes 
have  been  issued  this  year.  When  a  sufl&cient  number  of  titles 
gather  in  each  class  they  are  printed  in  the  local  newspaper 
and  reprinted  in  pamphlet  form  on  two  or  four  pages.  Of 
these  there  have  been  furnished  for  free  distribution  two  for 
fiction  and  one  each  for  history  and  biography.  The  weekly 
delivery  of  books  to  pupils  of  the  fourth  to  ninth  grades  con- 
tinues, with  excellent  results.  Teachers  and  scholars  are 
guided  in  their  selections  by  a  printed  list  of  good  reading, 
prepared  by  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

Deeefield.  Pocumtuck  Valley  Memorial  Association.  Much  has 
been  done  in  classification  and  arrangement  of  books.  The 
most  valuable  addition  of  the  year  was  a  set  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Historical  and  Genealogical  Eegister. 

Douglas.  The  Simon  Fairfield  Library  btiilding  at  East  Douglas 
was  dedicated  January  28.  The  books  are  being  reclassified 
by  the  Dewey  system,  with  Cutter  author  numbers.  There  is 
a  partial  card  catalogue,  which  it  is  proposed  to  extend.  The 
Browne  system  of  charging  is  used  and  is  liked.  Free  access 
to  the  stack  room  is  allowed  to  adults,  but  not  to  children. 
The  schools  continue  to  make  m  extensive  use  of  the  library, 
and  the  reading  room  is  well  patronized.  Since  the  opening 
of  the  new  building  the  use  of  the  library  has  largely  increased. 

DovEB.  The  removal  of  the  high  school  to  the  western  part  of  the 
town  is  the  probable  cause  of  a  diminished  circulation.  This 
shows  the  close  relationship  which  exists  between  the  libraries 
and  the  school,  and  their  mutual  dependence;  and  it  empha- 
sizes the  desirability  of  school  deliveries,  especially  where  the 
schools  are  remote  from  the  libraries.  A  classified  catalogue 
has  been  issued.  New  shelves  have  been  added  to  accommo- 
date the  growing  collection,  and  electricity  has  been  introduced 
for  lighting  in  place  of  kerosene.  A  gift  of  $100  has  been 
received  from  Mrs.  Arthur  Davis.  The  shelves  are  open  to 
the  public. 

Dracut.  Valuable  gifts  have  been  received.  An  elegant  book, 
or  illustrated  manuscript,  has  been  presented  by  the  Molly 
Vamum  Chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  of  Lowell  and  vicinity.     This  is 
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printed  and  decorated  by  pen  and  brufih  by  Boss  Turner  of 
Boston,  and  contains  the  names  of  the  four  hundred  men  of 
Dracut  who  served  in  the  army  of  the  revolution.  Individual 
members  of  the  chapter  have  given  oil  portraits  of  early  citi- 
zens of  the  town  and  a  bust  of  Washington.  The  library  en- 
deavors to  assist  the  teachers  of  the  public  schools  in  educsr 
tional  work  by  purchasing  and  loaning  books  for  the  school 
children^  and  books  and  magazines  are  loaned  to  reading 
rooms  and  societies. 

DuxBURT.  Weekly  deliveries  of  books  are  now  made  to  five  sta- 
tions in  remote  parts  of  the  town. 

East  Bbidgewater.  Annual  sales  have  been  held  for  several 
years^  the  proceeds  of  which  add  to  the  financial  resources  of 
the  library.  A  messenger  service  has  been  established  in  the 
Bobbins  Pond  neighborhood^  and  another  in  Elmwood.  The 
expense  is  met  by  local  assistance  from  Bobbins  Pond  and  by 
the  Young  People's  League  of  Elmwood.  By  the  will  of  Mis. 
Agnes  M.  Hobart^  whose  liberality  to  the  library  on  many  oc- 
casions is  gratefully  remembered,  a  bequest  of  $500  is  made 
to  be  used  as  the  needs  of  the  library  may  require.  Care  has 
been  used  in  the  purchase  of  fiction.  The  aim  has  been  to  select 
the  best, — those  books  which  are  likely  to  be  of  permanent 
value, — and  let  the  rest  go.  In  this  connection  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  note  that  many  of  the  elder  readers  are  returning  to 
the  older  novelists,  Scott,  Dickens  and  the  rest,  and  many  of 
the  younger  readers  are  taking  them  up  for  the  first  time. 
The  flash  and  glitter  of  the  recent  historical  novels  ought  not 
to  blind  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  great  novels  were  written  be- 
fore "  Janice  Meredith  '^  and  "  Eben  Holden.^' 

Easthampton.  The  library  has  been  well  used,  not  only  by  read- 
ers in  general,  but  especially  by  the  schools,  whose  pupils  come 
more  frequently.  Teachers  are  encouraged  to  come  or  send 
for  books  to  be  used  by  their  scholars  in  school  work,  and  pains 
are  taken  to  provide  the  best  works  of  reference,  which  are 
continually  used.  Care  is  taken  to  encourage  the  reading  of 
books  other  than  fiction,  and  selections  of  such  books  are 
placed  where  they  can  be  examined  by  the  public.  The  use  of 
the  two-book  system  has  had  the  effect  of  decreasing  the  per- 
centage of  the  circulation  of  fiction. 

East  Longmeadow.  An  increased  interest  in  the  library  is  indi- 
cated by  an  increase  in  its  use. 

Egremont.  For  the  better  accommodation  of  the  people  of  North 
and  West  Egremont,  branches  have  been  established  at  those 
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places^  books  being  taken  from  the  main  library  to  be  returned 
and  exchanged  every  two  months.  This  is  appreciated  by 
those  who  formerly  had  little  or  no  use  for  the  library. 

Ebving.  Cards,  catalogues,  etc.,  are  now  used,  and  the  plan  is 
more  satisfactory  than  the  old  way  of  going  to  the  shelves;  it 
makes  it  easier.  The  library  is  not  used  through  the  summer 
as  freely  as  during  the  winter.  The  Miller's  Falls  branch  has 
received  a  gift  of  $60  in  cash. 

Everett.  Frederick  E.  Parlin  Memorial  Library.  This  library, 
although  it  has  been  in  its  present  building  but  ten  years,  is 
already  cramped  for  room.  To  make  room,  all  its  State  and 
national  documents,  some  of  which,  at  least,  should  have  been 
preserved,  have  been  returned  to  the  departments  from  whence 
they  came.  The  children's  room,  with  accommodations  for 
forty-five,  has  space  for  only  about  one-half  of  its  present  re- 
quirements. Maay  libraries  in  the  State  are  in  the  same  con- 
dition, care  having  been  taken  only  for  immediate  needs,  with 
no  thought  of  those  of  the  future.  Space  for  the  growth  of  a 
reasonable  period  and  ample  land  for  extension  should  always 
be  provided  in  the  erection  of  a  library  building.  The  library 
has  purchased  the  Italian  and  Palestine  sets  of  stereoscopic 
views.  These  pictures  have  been  found  helpful  as  well  as 
entertaining,  and  the  study  of  those  countries  has  been  greatly 
aided  by  their  use.  The  librarian  recommends  the  giving  of 
visiting  days  to  the  staflE  throughout  the  year,  after  the  plan 
adopted  by  the  schools.  In  visiting  other  libraries  there  may 
be  gained  much  inspiration  and  many  ideas  which  can  be 
worked  out  at  home. 

Shute  Memorial  Library.  The  circulation  of  1903  showed 
a  liberal  increase  over  that  of  1902.  The  library  has  been 
divided  into  two  parts,  one  for  the  children  and  the  other  for 
the  adults,  which  has  proved  of  value,  and  has  given  satisfac- 
tion to  all.  The  "  children's  comer ''  has  met  with  great  suc- 
cess. The  purchase  of  adjacent  land  for  future  use  is  urged 
with  propriety.  The  unfortunate  condition  of  many  libraries 
for  lack  of  ample  space  should  be  a  warning. 

Fairhaven.  The  circulation  of  1903  shows  a  gain  of  11.7  per 
cent,  over  that  of  1902,  with  a  low  rate  of  fiction.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  45.6  per  cent,  of  the  residents  of  the  town 
over  eleven  years  of  age  were  registered  borrowers, — a  propor- 
tion hardly  surpassed  in  the  country.  Non-fiction  privileges 
have  been  extended,  so  that  any  reasonable  number  of  books 
may  be  borrowed  at  one  time  on  a  single  card.    Current  peri- 
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odicals  are  issued  for  one  week  instead  of  two;  this  enables 
a  much  larger  number  to  use  them  while  they  are  fresh.  Peri- 
odicals over  four  months  old  and  all  bound  volumes  are  loaned 
for  two  weeks,  as  before.  During  the  summer  months  many 
avail  themselves  of  the  vacation  reading  plan,  by  which  six 
novels  of  titles  published  prior  to  1902  may  be  taken  and  re- 
tained until  September.  A  collection  of  illustrative  material 
has  been  begun  by  several  high  school  girls,  who  meet  and  pull 
to  pieces  old  magazines.  Quite  a  large  collection  has  been 
gathered,  classified,  indexed  and  numbered  for  circulation. 
It  is  likely  to  be  useful  to  teachers  and  others  who  are  in 
search  of  illustrations.  By  an  arrangement  with  the  school 
authorities,  talks  to  pupils  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  have 
been  given  for  the  purpose  of  instruction  in  the  proper  use  of 
books.  To  test  the  information  gained  from  these  talks,  test 
lists  of  material  in  the  library  on  several  subjects  were  ob- 
tained from  the  schools.  The  result  was  gratifying,  for,  of  a 
class  of  forty,  twenty  presented  excellent  lists  and  eleven 
others  fair  ones.  This  library  appears  to  present  an  excellent 
example  of  experimental  work  along  practical  lines. 

Fall  River.  The  children's  library  with  open  shelves  continues 
to  grow  in  favor  and  usefulness.  Care  has  been  taken  in 
selecting  books  for  this  department,  giving  due  regard  to  the 
necessity  of  providing  books  alike  for  recreation  and  instruc- 
tion. Careful  selections  have  been  made  of  fiction,  but  tiie 
fact  that  books  of  enduring  value  must  form  a  large  portion 
of  the  possessions  even  of  a  children's  library  has  never  been 
overlooked.  The  reference  department  of  the  library  has  re- 
ceived valuable  additions,  and  its  privileges  are  enjoyed  by  a 
large  number  of  visitors.  The  attendant  is  called  upon  fre- 
quently to  assist  in  investigations  of  subjects  or  to  furnish 
information  on  a  wide  range  of  topics.  Additions  to  the  stack 
room  will  give  room  for  nearly  10,000  volumes.  A  printed 
catalogue,  supplementary  to  that  of  1882,  is  in  contemplation, 
and  preliminarv  clerical  work  is  being  done.  It  is  expected 
that  L  work  Jf  preparation  and  printing  will  cover  a^eriod 
of  about  two  years. 

Falmouth.  The  town  library  has  received  a  gift  of  valuable 
books  from  Mrs.  Henry  Bryant,  and  a  legacy  of  books  from 
Mrs.  Frances  E.  Swift.  A  finding  list  has  been  printed,  and 
good  progress  has  been  made  upon  the  card  catsJogue.  The 
West  Falmouth  Library  has  received  gifts  of  books  from  sev- 
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eral  interested  persons,  and  the  directors  are  making  arrange- 
ments for  classifying  and  recataloguing  the  library. 

FiTCHBURG.  The  circulation  for  home  use  has  increased.  The 
attendance  in  the  reading,  reference  and  children's  rooms 
often  taxes  the  seating  accommodations,  particularly  on  Sat- 
urday and  Sunday  afternoons.  The  building  is  open  every 
day  in  the  year  except  holidays.  There  is  a  feeling  that  it 
should  be  opened  on  all  days,  and  it  is  recommended  that  it  be 
open  on  holidays  during  the  same  hours  as  on  Sundays.  The 
local  history  collection  is  steadily  growing.  Books  and  pam- 
phlets relating  to  Fitchburg  are  especially  desired.  A  delivery 
station  is  maintained  at  West  Fitchburg,  the  usefulness  of 
which  would  be  greatly  increased  if  it  could  be  made  a  deposit 
station,  which  the  librarian  recommends.  This  library  is  trying 
the  experiment  of  renting  current  books  from  the  Bodley  Li- 
brary. This  was  begun  about  July  1,  and  has  been  popular 
with  the  borrowers.  The  Bodley  books,  nimibering  100,  are 
shelved  in  the  delivery  hall,  where  they  are  accessible  to  the 
public.  Early  in  the  year  a  catalogue  of  the  art  gallery  and 
museum  was  published.  Recently  this  department  has  been 
greatly  enriched  by  the  gift  of  several  reproductions  of  classic 
statuary,  from  the  president  of  the  trustees,  Henry  A.  Willis. 
Plans  are  under  consideration  for  the  installation  of  a  second 
steel  bookstack,  for  which  funds  have  been  generously  provided 
by  Herbert  I.  Wallace,  a  trustee  of  the  library,  and  son  of  the 
donor  of  the  Wallace  Library  and  art  building. 

Florida.  Deposits  of  books  are  placed  in  each  schoolhouse,  and 
the  circulation  increases  from  year  to  year. 

Franklin.  The  Ray  Memorial  Library  building,  which  has  been 
for  several  years  in  course  of  erection,  was  dedicated  Oct. 
4,  1904,  on  which  occasion  an  address  was  delivered  by  Ex- 
Grovemor  John  D.  Long.  This  building,  which  is  the  gift  of 
the  daughters  of  the  late  Joseph  G.  Ray,  who  was  the  town's 
wealthiest  and  most  honored  citizen,  as  a  memorial  of  their 
father  and  mother,  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  finest  library 
buildings  in  the  coimtry.  It  is  "  purely  a  civic  structure,  and 
contains  a  free  public  library,  with  beautiful  reading  rooms 
and  a  spacious  lecture  hall,  besides  a  memorial  hall  or  corridor 
in  the  front  of  the  building.  The  design  is  that  of  an  an- 
cient Greek  building,  and  every  detail  of  its  construction,  both 
inside  and  outside,  adheres  closely  to  the  best  that  was  Greek 
in  line  and  ornament,  besides  much  that  is  of  the  most  modern 
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in  the  conveniences  and  utilities  necessary  for  such  a  building." 
Opening  from  the  entrance  portico  is  the  memorial  hall,  20 
by  62  feet,  which  is  to  contain  portraits  of  the  donors  and 
their  parents.  The  scheme  of  decoration  in  this  room  is  a 
rich  red,  in  which  mahogany,  marble,  bronze  and  other  ma- 
terials harmonize,  the  walls  on  three  sides  containing  five 
elaborate  panels  by  Tomasso  Juglaris  of  Turin  and  Boston. 
*'  These  decorations  relieve  the  somewhat  sombre  effect  of  this 
hall,  and  light  it  up  with  the  color  and  life  with  which  the 
artist  has  imbued  his  panels.''  The  reading  room  covers 
the  remaiiiing  depth  and  about  two-thirds  of  the  width  of  the 
building,  is  two  stories  in  height,  and  is  lighted  from  above. 
The  frieze,  running  all  around  the  room,  contains  panels  of 
Greek  festival  life  by  Juglaris,  which  are  worked  out  in  a  deco- 
rative spirit.  The  adjoining  room,  occupying  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  main  floor,  is  25  by  67  feet  and  of  the  same 
height  as  the  reading  room.  This  room  is  divided  by  screens  into 
three  portions, — a  delivery  room  in  front,  a  stack  room  in  the 
centre  and  a  librarian's  room  in  the  rear.  The  stack  has  a  ca- 
pacity of  about  50,000  volumes.  The  rooms  of  the  main  floor 
are  lighted  by  tiers  of  windows,  placed  high  in  the  walls  and  set . 
with  prismatic  glass.  The  basement,  which  is  on  the  lower 
level  of  a  side  street,  contains  a  spacious  and  pleasant  chil- 
dren's room  and  a  lecture  room,  which  is  fitted  with  cabioets 
for  local  history  collections.  The  general  architectural  design 
of  the  entire  building  and  its  decoration  have  been  supervised 
by  Henry  H.  Qallison  of  Boston,  who  has  contributed  several 
paintings  to  its  walls.  The  architects  are  Rand  &  Skinner  of 
Boston.  ^^  No  formal  transfer  of  the  property  will  be  made 
to  the  town,  the  reason  being  that,  while  boards  of  select- 
men  may  change  their  views,  the  view  point  of  true  art  is 
established,  and  the  future  of  the  Ray  memorial  is  therefore 
entrusted  to  no  one  except  the  donors  and  their  heirs.  The 
people  of  Franklin  are  glad  to  accept  the  gift  in  this  spirit, 
there  being  no  cost  of  maintenance,  taxes,  increase  of  books, 
or  anything  of  expense  but  which  will  be  taken  care  of  by  the 
Ray  estate.  The  library  will  then  stand  as  a  fitting  memorial 
to  a  self-made  man,  a  work  of  classic  art,  and  a  lesson  in 
applied  philanthropy." 
Gardner.  A  system  of  school  libraries  has  passed  the  experi- 
mental stage  with  gratifying  results.  The  teachers  have  been 
helpful  in  extending  this  work,  and  have  done  much  to  bring 
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about  an  increase  in  the  children's  use  of  the  main  library. 
It  is  estimated  that  40  per  cent,  of  the  cards  in  active  use  are 
held  by  children.  A  decrease  in  the  general  circulation,  which 
has  been  constant  for  several  years,  became  a  matter  of  in- 
vestigation and  of  comparison  with  other  libraries.  It  was 
found  that  the  loss  was  largely  or  wholly  in  the  fiction  class. 
This  condition  has  been  foimd  in  other  libraries,  and  is  not 
a  matter  of  great  concern  under  existing  circumstances,  which 
are  known  to  most  librarians.  An  arrangement  with  the  Bod- 
ley  Library,  made  early  in  1904,  appears  to  be  a  successful 
solution  of  the  fiction  problem.  The  circulation  has  steadily 
increased,  even  during  the  summer  months,  and  the  danger  of 
crowding  the  shelves  with  books  of  passing  popularity  is 
avoided.  Headings  from  the  poets  are  given,  as  many  people 
will  listen  to  poetry  who  will  not  read  it.  In  this  and  other 
ways  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  develop  a  taste  for  some- 
thing better  than  weak  fiction.  Exhibitions  of  the  collections 
of  the  Library  Art  Club  are  given  in  connection  vrith  talks 
upon  the  subjects  illustrated ;  and  it  has  been  found  that  this 
has  brought  the  library  in  touch  with  people  who  have  not 
hitherto  been  interested.  Miss  Mary  Beynolds  Clarke  suc- 
ceeded Miss  Ellen  B.  Cramton  as  librarian  in  May. 

Georgetown.  The  value  and  influence  of  the  library  increase 
year  by  year.  There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  books  of 
real  worth  and  permanent  value,  and  a  decrease  in  the  call 
for  works  of  a  trashy  and  frivolous  nature.  Books  designed 
to  supplement  the  text  books  used  in  the  schools  have  been 
supplied,  in  order  to  afford  the  pupils  a  wider  view  and  a 
more  thorough  understanding  of  the  subjects  studied.  The 
building  fund  is  now  over  $20,000,  and  is  available  for  the 
erection  of  a  library  building  when  the  town  shall  so  direct. 

QosNOLD.  The  library  building  has  been  enlarged.  A  collection 
of  about  500  volumes  is  well  used  by  the  twenty-five  families 
resident  upon  the  island.  Many  strangers  visit  the  island 
during  the  summer  months,  and  express  surprise  at  the  inter- 
est which  the  people  take  in  the  books.  There  have  been  no 
new  books  or  gifts  received  during  the  past  year. 

Grafton.  The  trustees  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  far  too  small 
a  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  use  the  library. 
The  circulation  increases  each  year  to  a  small  degree,  but  not 
at  the  rate  that  it  should.  The  library  contains  much  in  stand- 
ard literature  and  the  best  of  fiction,  and  new  books  are  put 
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in  circulation  each  month.  The  public  are  admitted  to  the 
stack  room.  Delivery  stations  are  established  in  four  outly- 
ing villages. 

Granbt.  The  library  room  has  been  stained  and  varnished^  and 
the  shelving  capacity  about  doubled.  A  gift  of  $50  and  a 
legacy  of  $200  have  been  received,  both  for  the  purchase  of 
books.  This  has  enabled  the  library  to  obtain  some  reference 
books  and  historical  works  that  could  not  have  been  pur- 
chased from  the  town  appropriation. 

Oranville.  Books  have  been  delivered  on  two  evenings  of  each 
week,  and  the  reading  room  has  been  open  every  evening  ex- 
cept Sundays  and  holidays.  Additions  of  books  have  been 
made  by  the  town  and  by  individuals,  and  the  Granville  Li- 
brary Club  has  shared  with  the  town  the  expense  of  running 
the  library.  There  have  been  exhibitions  of  pictures  loaned 
by  the  Woman's  Education  Association. 

Great  Barrington.  A  gift  of  £20  sterling  has  been  received 
from  a  brother  of  the  present  Lord  Barrington  of  England,  ajs 
the  beginning  of  a  fund  for  a  new  library  building. 

Greenfield.  The  report  in  hand  is  for  eleven  months,  ending 
Jan.  31,  1904.  The  per  cent,  of  fiction  has  slightly  decreased; 
that  taken  by  children  was  57  per  cent.,  against  67  per  cent. 
selected  by  adult  readers.  The  children  are  making  intelli- 
gent use  of  their  part  of  the  library;  forty-two  vacation  read- 
ers secured  certificates  for  completing  a  prescribed  course  of 
summer  reading;  33  per  cent,  of  all  books  loaned  were  taken 
by  children.  The  duplicate  library  has  been  enlarged.  It 
more  than  pays  for  itself,  and  gives  general  satisfaction.  This 
collection  diverts  some  of  the  demand  for  new  fiction  from  the 
copies  in  the  library  proper,  and  thus  makes  it  easier  for  those 
who  do  not  care  to  spend  a  cent  a  day  to  obtain  the  more  re- 
cent books  without  extra  charge.  Exhibitions  of  the  pictures 
of  the  Library  Art  Club  have  been  given ;  that  of  the  works  of 
Velasquez  excited  the  most  interest.  A  number  of  Polish 
books  and  a  Polish  newspaper  have  been  added  to  the  library, 
and  are  much  appreciated  by  the  constantly  growing  popida- 
tion  of  that  nationality. 

Groton.  Weekly  deliveries  of  books  are  now  made  at  West 
Groton.  Teachers  and  others  engaged  in  special  lines  of  study 
may  take  books  in  any  quantity,  subject  to  the  discretion  of 
the  librarian.  Such  loans  must  be  renewed  at  the  end  of 
three  weeks,  and  must  be  returned  at  any  time  upon  the  writ- 
ten notification  of  the  librarian  that  the  books  are  desired  bj 
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another  person.  Miss  Ellen  King  of  New  York  has  given  $50 
for  the  pnrchafie  of  books  and  $100  for  the  purchase  of  a  col- 
lection of  native  butterflies;  the  collection,  which  consists  of 
300  specimens^  has  been  secured  and  placed  in  the  library. 
Monthly  exhibitions  of  the  Library  Art  Club  are  given. 

Groveland.  Miss  Alice  L.  Quimby  resigned  the  librarianship  in 
1903,  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Miss  Louise 
F.  Cammett.  Through  the  continued  courtesy  of  the  Woman's 
Education  Association  the  library  has  received  the  loan  of 
several  of  its  travelling  libraries  with  pictures.  These  libra- 
ries may  be  retained  several  months,  and  offer  real  educational 
advantages.  Purchases  of  books  are  made  quarterly,  from 
titles  suggested  by  users  of  the  library;  thus  far  this  plan  has 
proved  very  satisfactory. 

Hadley.  The  collection  of  relics  in  the  historical  room  has  be- 
come a  genuine  attraction  to  visitors.  A  memorial  to  the  vet- 
erans of  the  civil  war  is  to  be  placed  in  the  library  hall.  A 
branch  library  is  maintained  at  North  Hadley,  the  liberal  use 
of  which  shows  the  interest  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  section. 

Hamilton.  The  trustees  have  endeavored  to  meet  the  demands  of 
all  classes  of  readers,  and  to  awaken  a  taste  for  books  for 
which,  as  yet,  there  is  little  demand.  They  have  followed  the 
principle  that  a  small  group  of  careful  students  shoidd  be  pro- 
vided for,  as  well  as  a  larger  class  who  read  much  that  is  of 
passing  value,  and  who  are  constantly  asking  for  the  latest 
books,  as  if  they  were  always  the  best.  To  this  end  books  have 
been  furnished  freely  to  individuals,  clubs,  societies  and 
schools,  provided,  always,  that  the  works  desired  are  of  per- 
manent value.  A  new  feature  is  a  group  of  books  for  very 
young  children  of  kindergarten  age.  The  library  has  enjoyed 
the  loans  of  the  Woman's  Education  Association. 

Hanover.  Besides  the  central  library,  there  are  four  delivery  sta- 
tions, which  are  well  patronized.  Money  for  a  library  build- 
ing will  be  available  before  many  years  have  passed.  There 
has  been  a  little  complaint  because  some  are  unable  to  get  the 
books  they  send  for.  It  would  be  impossible  for  the  library 
to  have  duplicates  of  the  new  and  popular  books,  and  the 
only  remedy  seems  to  be  for  people  to  withdraw  more  of  the 
solid  books,  especially  some  of  those  added  in  recent  years, 
which  were  once  new  and  are  as  interesting  as  ever. 

Habdwick.  Geo.  H.  Gilbert  Manufacturing  Company's  Library. 
This  library,  which  bears  the  name  of  the  corporation  which 
supports  it,  serves  the  people  of  the  village  of  Gilbertville.    Its 
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circulation  has  steadily  increased.  It  has  been  moved  into 
new  quarters,  and  an  authors'  card  catalogue  has  been  intro- 
duced, which  has  proved  to  be  very  helpful. 

Harvabb.  In  addition  to  the  gifts  of  the  late  Warren  Hapgood, 
which  were  mentioned  in  the  report  of  last  year,  the  library 
has  received  the  paintings  and  other  art  works  belonging  to 
Mr.  Hapgood,  as  the  nucleus  of  an  art  collection.  A  gas  light- 
ing plant  has  been  installed  in  the  building. 

Haverhill.  The  circulation  of  1903  showed  an  increase  in  the 
use  of  non-fiction  and  a  decrease  in  that  of  fiction,  the  per 
cent,  of  the  latter  dropping  3  per  cent.  The  number  of  new 
books  bought  was  not  so  great  as  in  recent  years,  owing  to 
their  increased  cost,  while  the  book  income  remained  fi^ed. 
This  caused  more  careful  buying,  and  the  deferring  of  the  pur- 
chase of  high-priced  books  not  needed  as  soon  as  published. 
Later,  many  such  books  were  bought  cheaper  at  second  hand, 
and  others  were  found  not  indispensable,  and  were  dropped 
from  the  order  list.  Instead  of  high-priced  books  of  doubtful 
value,  duplicates  of  reference  and  ever-popular  books  were 
bought,  and  a  systematic  attempt  begun  to  fill  gaps  in  histor- 
ical collections  and  the  reference  sets  of  magazines.  This 
practice  will  contiaue  until  the  library  contains,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, all  the  magazines  in  "Poole's  Index.''  The  music 
collection  has  received  important  additions  from  James  W. 
Hill.  The  use  of  the  library  by  the  schools  has  been  most 
satisfactory;  the  school  circulation  increased  44  per  cent,  over 
that  of  the  preceding  year.  Reference  work  is  steadily  grow- 
ing, while  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  use  of  light  reading. 
Work  with  the  schools  and  with  study  dubs  forms  a  large 
part  of  the  library  work.  For  several  study  clubs  pro- 
grammes were  arranged  and  reference  lists  prepared.  Each 
year  all  the  study  clubs  have  been  urged  to  submit  to  the  libra- 
rian their  courses  of  study  before  they  were  adopted,  that  they 
might  be  modified  to  suit  the  resources  of  the  library,  or  dis- 
carded altogether.  Courses  so  modified  have  proved  more 
satisfactory  to  all  than  those  on  which  the  library  possessed 
no  literature  and  apparently  none  existed.  The  mothers' 
clubs  met  at  the  library,  and  the  librarian  gave  them  a  short 
talk  on  children's  reading,  and  furnished  thenpi  with  lists  of 
selected  books.  The  two-book  system  is  used,  and  stack  privi- 
leges are  granted  on  individual  request,  if  deemed  advisable 
or  necessary.     The  branch  library  at  Bradford,  formerly  the 
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town  library  of  that  place,  is  a  complete  library,  with  open 
shelves,  and  special  funds  of  its  own  for  the  purchase  of  non- 
fiction  and  reference  books.  The  branch  at  Washington 
Street  is  in  the  heart  of  the  business  and  factory  district.  It 
has  a  small  collection  of  books  on  open  shelves,  especially 
selected  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  patrons.  The  other  branches 
are  delivery  stations,  with  small  reference  collections,  books 
on  deposit  for  circulation,  which  are  changed  every  three 
months,  and  a  weekly  delivery  from  the  central  library. 

Heath.  A  donation  of  about  100  volumes  has  been  received  from 
Dr.  D.  N.  Kinsman  of  Columbus,  0.,  mostly  suitable  as  books 
of  reference,  especially  a  set  of  the  Encyclopsedia  Britannica. 
There  is  no  age  limit;  if  a  child  is  old  enough  to  want  a 
book,  he  is  old  enough  to  have  one. 

HiNGHAM.  Nantasket  Library.  This  library  is  situated  at  Nan- 
tasket  Comer,  where  Hingham,  Cohasset  and  Hull  join.  It 
serves  the  permanent  residents  of  that  locality,  who  are  far 
from  the  libraries  of  their  respective  towns.  To  them  it  is 
free,  and  summer  residents  may  take  books  on  prescribed 
terms  and  conditions.  Its  work  has  steadily  increased,  and 
its  influence  for  good,  especially  with  the  children,  is  more 
and  more  felt.  Important  gifts  have  been  received  during  the 
year.  .Mrs.  W.  W.  Clapp  gave  nearly  300  volumes,  and  dona- 
tions from  others  made  the  aggregate  number  of  books  re- 
ceived by  gift  amount  to  nearly  600  volumes.  The  library 
now  contains  about  2,200  volumes.  Besides  the  appropria- 
tions received  from  the  three  towns,  cash  gifts  of  over  $200 
have  been  received. 

HoLLiSTON.  Personal  access  to  the  shelves  has  proved  of  educa- 
tional value,  particularly  to  the  young,  the  inconveniences  being 
offset  by  the  greater  advantages  of  the  system.  Attention  is 
being  given  towards  developing  the  reference  department  by 
adding  thereto  historical  and  genealogical  works  and  vital 
records,  as  means  allow.  The  new  Carnegie  building  has  been 
completed,  standing  upon  land  given  by  the  late  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth S.  Bumap  of  HoUiston.  It  is  of  long,  thin,  light-colored 
bricks,  with  granite  base  and  terra-cotta  trimmings.  The  ves- 
tibule is  flanked  on  either  side  by  the  reference  and  catalogue 
rooms,  beyond  which  is  a  commodious  and  well-lighted  read- 
ing room.  The  rooms  are  finished  in  stained  and  polished 
ash,  and  the  walls  are  tinted  in  pale  green.  The  stack  room 
is  light  and  roomy,  and  of  a  slow-burning  construction,  with 
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brick  walls  and  a  Bteel-lined  door.  The  basement  is  light 
and  airy^  with  a  fireproof  work  shop  under  the  stack  room. 
The  btdlding  is  lighted  by  electricity. 

HoPEDALE.  The  library  has  printed  a  finding  list  of  technical 
books  useful  to  the  employees  in  the  factories.  Recent  work 
with  the  schools  has  been  especially  in  the  line  of  helping  the 
teachers  to  know  the  library.  A  small  collection  of  music,  for 
general  circulation,  has  been  added  to  the  library.  Exhibi- 
tions of  the  pictures  of  the  Library  Art  Club  are  given.  The 
trustees  have  voted  to  discontinue  the  branch  at  South  Hope- 
dale. 

HuBBARDSTON.  The  library  has  been  open  on  four  evenings  of  the 
week  during  the  summer  and  early  fall,  and  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  furniture  of  the  reading  room.  The 
schools,  more  particularly  the  one  in  the  centre  of  the  town^ 
make  free  use  of  all  books  which  in  any  way  aid  in  their  work. 
These  are  loaned  without  regard  to  time  limit. 

Hudson.  The  Carnegie  library  buildings  now  in  process  of  erec- 
tion, will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  the  coming  year. 
.  The  plans  are  by  Albert  Randolph  Ross  of  New  York,  and  the 
contractors  are  J.  E.  Warren  &  Co.  of  Marlborough.  It  is  of 
brick  with  stone  and  terra-cotta  trimmings,  and  has  a  frontage 
of  64  feet,  a  depth  of  75  feet,  and  a  front  elevation,  of  28  feet. 
On  the  ground  floor  is  a  vestibule,  and  a  delivery  room  in  the 
centre.  On  the  right  of  these  is  a  trustees'  and  librarian's 
room.  On  the  other  side  is  a  reference  room  and  a  chil- 
dren's room.  In  the  rear  of  these  rooms  is  the  general  read- 
ing room,  which  has  a  fireplace,  and  commands  a  fine  view  of 
the  river  and  the  distant  hills.  The  stack  room,  which  is 
in  the  rear  of  the  librarian's  room,  has  a  capacity  of  20,000 
volumes  on  the  basement  and  ground  floor  tiers  and  a  possible 
10,000  volimies  on  the  second  tier  when  needed.  The  base- 
ment contains,  besides  the  lower  stack,  a  newspaper  reading 
room  of  the  same  capacity  as  the  reading  room  above,  a  work 
room,  a  boiler  room,  a  janitor's  room  and  toilet  rooms.  The 
library  has  introduced  the  Bodley  Club  books,  in  order  to  give 
a  larger  range  of  fiction  than  it  would  be  thought  best  to  buy. 

Hull.  The  library  has  been  well  patronized  by  the  citizens  of  the 
town.  Over  1,200  books  were  issued  in  1903.  On  account  of 
enlarging  the  school  building  in  that  year  the  books  were 
stored  for  nearly  four  months,  thus  depriving  summer  resi- 
dents of  the  use  of  the  lib^a^v^  Many  books  are  used  by  the 
teachers  in  school  work. 
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HuNnNGTON.  A  branch  has  been  established  at  Enightville  by 
the  deposit  of  30  yolnmes  in  the  schoolhonse.  When  these 
have  "  been  the  rounds,"  they  are  to  be  returned  to  the  library 
and  30  more  deposited  for  another  period.  The  town  appro- 
priations are  increased  each  year,  which  shows  a  steady  growth 
of  interest  and  usefulness. 

Htbb  Pabk.  a  branch  library  has  been  established  in  the  Phil- 
lips  Brooks  Memorial  Beading  Boom  at  Beadville.  The  gen- 
eral circulation  has  increased,  and  that  of  the  children's 
department  shows  a  gain  of  nearly  2,000  volumes.  More 
teachers  are  using  the  library  for  school  purposes,  and  are  in- 
teresting themselves  in  the  children's  reading. 

Kingston.  The  library  continues  to  grow  in  value,  and  more 
people  are  discovering  the  great  utility  of  the  books  now  so 
readily  accessible.  To  encourage  a  still  wider  use,  the  two- 
card  system  has  been  adopted.  Boimd  volumes  of  magazines 
are  much  used.  Becent  books,  with  a  selection  of  older  ones, 
are  placed  in  a  case  open  to  the  public ;  this  is  varied  sometimes 
by  a  shelf  of  books  on  some  special  subject.  A  number  of 
photographs  of  historic  houses  and  ancient  landmarks  have 
been  presented. 

Lakevillb.  In  addition  to  the  allowance  of  books  from  the  State, 
donations  amounting  to  $200  in  money  have  been  received. 
Eighty  volumes  were  given  by  the  Woman's  Education  Asso- 
ciation and  individuals,  and  later  several  hundred  volumes 
were  received  from  the  heirs  of  Mrs.  Mary  N.  Perley  of 
Worcester.  The  travelling  libraries  of  the  Woman's  Education 
Association  are  used.  In  making  purchases  especial  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  selection  of  desirable  children's  books. 
By  means  of  the  two  branches,  together  with  the  car  lines  and 
school  teams,  books  are  being  circulated  even  in  the  extreme 
limits  of  the  town. 

Lancaster.  An  adaptation  of  a  plan  of  the  Webster  Free  Circu- 
lating Library  of  New  York  has  been  introduced,  by  which 
students  and  others  engaged  in  any  line  of  study  may  take  out 
at  one  time  as  mauy  books  as  may  be  needed.  The  books  must 
be  renewed  either  by  postal  card  or  in  person  at  the  end  of 
three  weeks,  and  the  librarian  reserves  the  right  to  recall  them 
at  any  time  if  they  are  needed  for  reference,  the  books  to  be 
returned  to  the  borrower  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  believed 
that  this  plan  has  been  very  helpful.  An  experiment  which 
has  apparently  worked  well  is  that  of  throwing  open  the 
shelves  in  the  reading  room  to  readers.     At  present  the  books 
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on  these  shelves  are.  mainly  biography,  but  they  will  be 
changed  from  time  to  time,  so  as  to  bring  different  classes  be- 
fore the  readers. 

Lawrence.  A  Hebrew  collection,  composed  in  part  of  books  pre- 
sented by  the  Hebrew  Progressive  Association,  has  been  pnt 
in  circulation  with  a  printed  catalogue.  The  results  and  the 
interest  manifested  by  the  Hebrew  people  in  good  literature 
in  their  own  tongue  have  been  gratifying.  The  children's 
room  continues  to  be  a  strong  magnet,  and  not  infrequently  is 
there  standing  room  only.  The  age  limit  is  fourteen  years, 
but  children  below  that  age  in  the  upper  grades  of  the  gram- 
mar  schools  are  allowed  cards  as  special  students,  but  fiction 
is  not  to  be  taken.  The  photographs  of  the  Library  Art  Club 
are  exhibited,  and  the  attention  of  the  high  and  grammar 
school  grades  called  to  them,  with  good  results.  The  library 
has  been  made  a  distributing  agency  of  the  General  Theologi- 
cal Library  of  Boston.  The  circujation  at  the  South  Lawrence 
branch  shows  a  gradual  increase. 

Leioesteb.  The  charging  system  has  been  changed,  so  that  the 
date  on  which  the  book  is  to  be  returned  is  stamped,  instead 
of  that  on  which  it  was  taken.  The  result  has  been  very  satia- 
factory,  and  the  fines  have  diminished  because  of  this  change. 
The  work  with  the  schools  continues  to  increase.  Plans  have 
been  made  to  take  children's  books  which  are  worn  out  to 
several  of  the  district  schools,  where  there  are  few,  if  any, 
facilities  for  owning  or  obtaining  books.  The  children  are 
the  library's  stanchest  supporters,  and  they  are  reading  less  of 
Henty  and  Optic  and  more  of  the  authors  that  exceed  them  in 
merit.  The  library  has  been  particularly  fortunate  in  gifts 
of  books.  Pictures  of  the  Library  Art  Club  and  the  Woman's 
Education  Association,  and  a  collection  of  water  colors,  have 
been  exhibited.  In  consequence  of  an  unfortunate  vote  of  the 
town  at  its  annual  meeting  the  library  has  been  obliged  to  re- 
duce its  running  expenses,  and  to  cut  down  its  hours  of  open- 
ing from  thirty-six  to  eighteen  hours  per  week. 

Lenox.  This  is  an  association  library,  and  is  supported  almost 
entirely  by  subscriptions  of  the  summer  people.  It  is  free 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  receives  therefor  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  annual  dog  tax.  Monthly  exhibitions  of  the  pic- 
tures of  the  Library  Art  Club  are  supported  by  an  individual 
subscription.  Bequests  are  reported  of  $500  by  the  will  of 
Mary  L.  Hotchkiss,  a  former  librarian,  and  of  $500  by  the 
will  of  the  late  Henry  W.  Taft  of  Pittsfield,  a  former  trustee. 
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Leominster.  In  no  previous  year  has  the  library  accomplished 
as  much  for  the  public^  or  accomplished  it  in  a  manner  more 
satisfactory  to  all.  The  circulation  of  1903  gave  an  increase 
of  13.42  per  cent.,  and  the  report  shows  progress  in  every  de- 
partment. The  library  is  being  recatalogued  by  the  card  sys- 
tem. The  use  of  the  cards  of  the  Library  of  Congress  allows 
this  work  to  be  done  much  cheaper  and  more  rapidly  than  by 
any  other  means.  Vacation  cards  are  issued  for  the  use  of 
borrowers  who  are  to  be  out  of  town  for  any  length  of  time; 
four  books  may  be  taken  for  four  weeks,  the  only  restriction 
being  that  no  new  book  shall  be  taken.  The  reading  room 
has  been  made  interesting  by  exhibitions  of  pictures  loaned 
by  the  Woman^s  Education  Association.  The  popularity  of 
the  open  shelves  continues,  vdth  the  result  of  an  increased  cir- 
culation in  all  departments,  as  above  stated,  while  co-operation 
with  the  teachers  has  materially  increased  the  circulation  of 
the  school  library.  The  usefulness  of  the  reference  room  has 
been  extended  by  placing  upon  the  shelves  which  are  reserved 
for  the  pupils  books  relating  to  subjects  which  are  under  con- 
sideration in  the  schools. 

Levbrett.  The  library  is  divided  between  the  depositories  at 
Centre  or  South  Leverett  and  North  Leverett,  the  books,  about 
1,100  volumes,  being  transferred  from  one  to  the  other,  as 
needed.  Teachers^  cards  with  special  privileges  are  issued. 
The  books  at  the  north  library  have  been  classified  and  cata- 
logued, and  placed  upon  open  shelves.  This  branch  has  re- 
cently established  a  station  at  Moore^s  Comer.  The  centre 
library  has  a  branch  at  Hillsborough,  and  until  recently  had 
one  at  East  Leverett.  Books  from  the  Woman^s  Education 
Association  have  been  kept  alternately  at  Hillsborough  and 
Moore's  Comer,  and  have  been  well  used  and  appreciated. 

liEXiNQTON.  The  library  is  steadily  growing  in  usefulness,  and 
was  never  so  highly  appreciated  and  widely  enjoyed  as  now. 
While  the  trustees  mean  to  gratify  the  desire  for  fiction  to  a 
reasonable  extent,  they  endeavor  to  keep  out  of  the  library  the 
merely  sensational  novels,  and  to  create  a  taste  for  reading 
that  is  healthful  and  elevating.  To  this  end  they  have  adopted 
the  plan  of  having  all  works  of  fiction  read  by  competent 
judges  before  they  are  placed  upon  the  shelves.  In  this  way 
they  hope  to  protect  the  young  from  debilitating  and  demoral- 
izing books,  and  place  before  the  public  only  that  which  is 
morally  sound  and  helpful.  The  opening  of  the  library  on 
Sunday  afternoons  was  tried  for  a  few  weeks,  in  the  hope  that 
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it  might  be  of  adyantage  to  some;  but  the  attendance  did  not 
warrant  the  increased  expense,  and  it  was  abandoned.  The 
open-shelf  system  has  been  adopted  throughout  the  libraiy. 
Heretofore  this  has  been  done  only  in  part,  in  the  children's 
department  and  as  a  special  privilege  to  teachers  and  students. 
The  morning  opening,  which  was  experimental  last  year^  has 
been  permanently  adopted,  and  has  proved  to  be  very  success- 
ful. Books  have  been  sent  to  a  vacation  school,  not  for  cir- 
culation, but  for  reading  in  the  room,  or  to  be  read  aloud  to 
the  school  by  volunteer  helpers.  In  this  experiment  the  boys 
have  been  found  to  be  much  more  interested  than  the  girls. 

Lincoln.  Miss  Huldah  A.  Howes,  who  had  been  librarian  for 
fifteen  years,  resigned  in  September,  1903,  for  reasons  con- 
nected with  her  health,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Lydia  J. 
Chapin.  Two  delivery  stations  have  been  established  in  remote 
parts  of  the  town.  The  report  of  the  trustees,  written  by 
Charles  Francis  Adams,  deals  in  an  interesting  way  with,  the 
question  of  the  scope  and  limitations  of  the  libraries  of  small 
towns,  and  opposes  the  present  tendency  towards  indiscrim- 
inate accumulations.  Such  a  library  is  designed  and  main- 
tained for  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  in  general,  and  not  for 
students  and  investigators.  Its  function  is  that  of  a  reading 
and  conaultiBg  Ubrary  for  a  smaU  commiuuty  of  a  tew  Bcholars 
and  many  plain  people.  Scarce  impnnts  and  costly  editions 
are  out  of  place  on  its  shelves,  for  such  works  may  be  found  in 
neighboring  large  libraries,  and  there  the  student  will  natu- 
rally go.  The  small  library  should  collect  and  preserve  all 
printed  matter  in  every  form  relating  to  its  town,  and  this 
should  be  its  one  specialty.  In  brief,  the  report  is  a  plea  for 
a  rigid  restraint,  which,  while  it  looks  in  a  right  direction, 
deals  with  that  which  is  a  question  of  judgment,  in  which 
circumstances  of  place  and  means  should  be  considered. 

Littleton.  A  weekly  delivery  of  books  is  being  made  experimen- 
tally at  a  point  remote  from  the  library;  thus  far  it  has  proved 
to  be  very  satisfactory.  Sunday  opening  of  the  reading  room 
has  been  disclosed,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  immediate  demand 
for  such  action. 

LoNGMEADOw.  The  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one.  Some  books 
which  have  ceased  to  circulate  have  been  exchanged,  and  a 
goodly  number  of  new  books  has  been  purchased.  Scholars 
and  seekers  of  good  reading  are  coming  more  freely  to  the 
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library.  Besides  books^  several  valuable  engravings  and  a 
hall  clo<^  have  been  given. 

Lowell.  The  home  circulation  of  1903  showed  a  slight  decrease^ 
as  compared  with  that  of  the  preceding  year^  with  an  increase 
in  the  per  cent,  of  fiction.  Li  May  of  this  year  the  trustees 
received  the  bequest  of  John  Davis,  a  Lowell  lawyer  who  died 
two  years  ago.  The  stocks  and  bonds  are  valued  at  about 
$86,000,  and  there  is  some  real  estate.  The  money  will  be 
invested  for  the  use  of  the  library. 

Ludlow.  The  trustees  report  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  use  of 
the  library,  the  number  of  books  loaned  showing  a  satisfactory 
gain  over  former  years.  As  in  other  libraries,  the  books 
loaned  are  principally  fiction,  although  an  effort  is  made  to 
encourage  the  use  of  the  more  valuable  works  with  which  the 
library  is  well  supplied.  A  large  proportion  of  books  is  taken 
out  by  children,  and  it  is  endeavored  to  promote  a  taste  for 
good  reading  among  them,  which,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  may  be 
maintained  in  later  life. 

Lykn.  The  use  of  books,  both  for  home  use  and  in  the  reference 
room,  has  largely  increased  since  the  occupancy  of  the  new 
building;  and  ^^the  increasing  attendance  in  the  children's 
room,  which  at  times  is  filled  to  its  full  capacity,  attests  its 
growing  popularity  and  usefulness.^'  The  reading  rooms 
^^  attract  a  large  and  increasing  number  of  readers,  whose 
quiet  and  considerate  conduct  makes  these  rooms  a  resort  where 
time  may  be  pleasantly  and  profitably  spent.''  Books  are  ex- 
changed monthly  with  the  Lynn  Young  Men's  Christian  As- 
sociation, under  satisfactory  conditions,  and  reports  show  that 
^^  good  work  has  been  done,  with  the  prospect  of  still  greater 
success  in  the  future."  Efforts  have  been  made  ^^to  secure 
the  practical  benefits  of  the  open-shelf  system  in  the  circulat- 
ing and  reference  departments  and  in  the  general  reading 
rooms  for  both  children  and  adult  readers,"  but  with  what 
result  the  report  does  not  say.  In  consequence  of  ill  health, 
the  veteran  librarian,  John  C.  Houghton,  after  a  faithful  ser- 
.  vice  of  tweniy-seven  years,  resigned  May  31,  1904.  Miss 
Harriet  Louise  Matthews,  who  had  been  connected  with  the 
library  in  all  branches  of  its  service  for  more  than  thirty 
years,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  September.  The  long 
and  intimate  acquaintance  of  Miss  Matthews  with  the  library 
and  its  constituency  rendered  her  appointment  most  proper  and 
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desirable;  and  her  promotion  was  strongly  urged  by  the 
women^s  clubs,  literary  associations  and  educational  and  dyic 
organizations. 

Lynnfield.  The  circulation  is  steadily  increasing,  that  of  1903 
showing  a  decided  gain  over  other  years.  Printed  catalogues 
are  given  free  of  charge. 

Malden.  The  circulation  of  books  for  home  use  in  1904  shows 
a  large  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  with- 
drawal of  books  for  library  use  has  far  exceeded  that  of  any 
former  year.  The  attendance  of  visitors  and  readers  on  Sun- 
days has  made  a  decided  gain.  Although  the  library  has  not 
entered  upon  any  new  line  of  importance,  in  all  departments 
of  its  established  library  work  the  present  has  been  the  most 
prosperous  year  of  its  existence.  By  the  will  of  Mrs.  Mary  D. 
Converse,  who  died  Dec.  16,  1903,  the  library  has  received  a 
bequest  of  $15,000,  which  has  been  invested  as  the  Mary  D. 
Converse  Art  Fund,  the  income  of  which,  by  the  terms  of  the 
will,  is  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  works  of  art.  The  Hon. 
Elisha  S.  Converse,  who  was  for  many  years  a  liberal  benefac- 
tor of  the  library,  and,  in  concert  with  his  wife,  the  giver  of 
the  Converse  Memorial  Building,  died  June  5,  1904.  His 
will  added  to  the  benefactions  which  he  had  already  bestowed; 
and  the  library  .has  received  an  addition  of  $150,000  to  the 
fund  known  as  the  Elisha  S.  and  Mary  D.  Converse  Endow- 
ment Fund.  This  fund  now  amounts  to  $300,000,  from  which 
the  income  of  $50,000  is  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  works 
of  art.  The  income  of  the  remainder  may  be  used  in  any 
direction  "within  the  purposes  for  which  the  Maiden  Public 
Library  may  legally  expend  money.*'  The  art  department 
has  received,  by  the  will  of  Mr.  Converse,  a  valuable  painting, 
"  The  Philosopher,**  by  Adolf  Gogg,  and  a  statue,  "  Benja- 
min,** by  Franklin  Simmons  of  Rome.  The  total  gifts  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Converse  amount  to  over  $500,000. 

Manchester.  Donations  of  valuable  books  have  been  received, 
and  the  work  with  the  public  schools  increases  in  volume  and 
interest.  The  venerable  librarian,  Delucena  L.  Bingham, 
now  in  his  ninety-first  year,  "  is  still  alert  and  progressive  in 
his  profession,  interested  in  new  ideas  and  suggestions,  and 
in  cordial  sympathy  with  his  yotmger  fellow  workers.** 

Mansfield.  The  general  interest  in  the  library  is  increasing.  A 
committee  of  ladies,  by  the  means  of  concerts  and  a  calendar 
sale,  raised  nearly  $150  for  the  purchase  of  pictures  and  casts 
for  the  rooms.     A  large  mounted  eagle  has  been  presented. 
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Mabblehead.  There  has  been  an  evident  increase  in  the  de- 
mand for  the  better  class  of  books.  The  aim  of  the  manage- 
ment is  to  give  to  each  reader  the  best  book  he  is  willing  to 
ready  and  at  the  same  time  allow  him  to  make  his  own  choice. 
The  town  has  been  conservative  in  the  provision  it  has  made 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  library^  but  it  has  never  failed  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  the  full  amount  asked  for  by  the 
trustees.  The  card  catalogue  has  been  renewed  and  made  up 
to  date^  and  a  desirable  improvement  has  been  made  by  placing 
the  catalogue  case  where  it  is  accessible  to  the  public. 

Mabion.  The  year  1903  was  a  prosperous  one  for  the  library. 
The  room  was  open^  however  severe  the  storm  or  cold  the 
weather,  and  not  a  day  passed  without  readers.  The  reading 
room  is  open  from  3  to  9  p.m.  on  every  week  day  in  the  year, 
with  the  exception  of  the  three  principal  holidays,  and  resi- 
dents, summer  visitors  and  strangers  are  welcome. 

Mablborough.  The  new  Carnegie  Library  Building,  of  which 
a  description  was  given  in  the  report  of  last  year,  was  dedi- 
cated Oct.  20, 1904,  addresses  being  made  by  Walter  B.  Morse, 
chairman  of  the  building  committee,  and  Maypr  F.  B.  S. 
MUdon.  The  cost  of  the  land  and  building  has  been  about 
$50,000,  of  which  Mr.  Carnegie  contributed  $30,000.  The 
library  now  contains  over  13,000  volumes. 

Mattapoisett.  The  new  library  building,  erected  by  the  gift  of 
$10,000  from  George  Purrington,  Jr.,  was  opened,  with  ap- 
propriate exercises,  on  the  evening  of  September  5,  the  books 
having  been  removed  from  the  old  rooms  in  May.  The 
building,  which  stands  upon  land  given  by  Samuel  D.  Warren 
of  Boston,  a  summer  resident,  is  of  brick  with  stone  trim- 
mings, and  is  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  acetylene  gas. 
The  heating,  lighting,  stacks  and  all  furnishings  were  pur- 
chased by  gifts  of  money  from  individuals  and  town  appropria- 
tions. The  library  has  been  reclassified  and  catalogued  by 
the  Dewey-Cutter  system.  The  statistics  indicate  that  pub- 
lic interest  in  the  library  has  not  abated,  and  the  circulation 
shows  a  marked  increase. 

Medfobd.  The  statistics  of  three  years  show  a  constant  decrease 
in  the  reading  of  fiction  by  children,  while  the  circulation  of 
1903  shows  an  increase  in  the  fiction  reading  of  adults.  The 
former  is  attributed  to  .the  good  work  with  the  schools,  while 
the  latter  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  fact  that  the  books 
of  the  Bodley  Club  Library  have  been  made  seven-day  books, 
which  gives  a  more  frequent  exchange.    The  subscription  to 
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the  Bodley  Club  library  aeems  to  give  uniTersaL  satL 

aad  has  been  increased  from  125  to  250  Tolnmes  per  month. 

Melbose.  The  drcnlation  of  1903  showed  an  increase  in  all 
departments  except  that  of  fiction^  which  lost  over  1,000 
volumes.  The  trustees  saj:  '^This  indicates  that  private 
circulating  libraries,  of  which  there  are  several  in  our  city, 
have  affected  our  circulation;  and  the  genial  result  is  satis- 
factory, 'as  we  do  not  aim  to  meet  an  unlimited  demand  for 
new  fiction.^^  The  branch  at  the  Highlands  has  not  beoi  suc^ 
cessful.  The  open-shelf  system  was  adopted  upon  the  removal 
to  the  new  building.  The  new  library  building  was  dedicated 
April  20,  1904,  with  appropriate  exercises.  The  dedicatory 
address  was  by  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Livermore,  and  a  poem  was  read 
by  Sam  Walter  Foss  of  Somerville.  Brief  addresses  were 
made  by  Grovemor  Bates  and  others.  The  new  building  is  sit- 
uated on  Emerson  Street,  and  cost,  exclusive  of  the  land,  $38,- 
000,  of  which  $25,000  came  from  Andrew  Carnegie,  $6,000 
from  a  city  appropriation,  and  the  balance  was  contributed  by 
citizens.  The  architect  was  Penn  Vamey  of  Lynn,  and  the 
contractor  was  George  M.  Tufts  of  Melrose.  It  is  of  brick, 
of  a  limestone  color,  with  trimmings  of  selected  Indiana  lime- 
stone. The  delivery  room  occupies  the  centre  of  the  building. 
On  either  side  arched  ornamental  pilasters  of  classical  design 
form  the  openings  into  the  main  reading  room  on  the  one 
side  and  the  children's  room  on  the  other.  Both  rooms  aie 
finished  with  fireplaces  and  large  mirrors,  and  are  appropri- 
ately furnished.  A  feature  of  the  plan  of  open  ardiways, 
connecting  with  several  rooms,  is  the  fact  that  every  room  cm 
the  first  floor  is  visible  from  the  librarian's  desk,  thus  reducing 
supervision  to  a  miuimuTn.  In  the  rear  of  the  delivery  room 
are  the  librarian's  and  catalogue  rooms  and  other  ofBees,  and 
beyond  is  the  stack  room  with  a  present  capacity  of  15,000 
volumes,  which  may  be  increased.  In  the  basement  are  the 
boiler,  storage  and  toilet  rooms,  and  a  room  for  a  prospective 
magazine  and  newspaper  department.  On  the  second  floor 
are  an  art  room,  a  reference  room  and  a  trustees'  room,  all  of 
which  are  tinted  and  decorated  on  an  effective  and  pleasing 
scheme.  Since  the  completion  and  dedication  of  the  build- 
ing bronze  memorial  tablets,  containing  the  names  of  204 
soldiers  of  the  civil  war,  have  been  placed  in  the  entrance 
hallway. 

MiDDLEBOROUGH.  The  circulation  of  1903  showed  a  gain  of  nearly 
15  per  cent,  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  with  a  slight  de- 
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crease  in  that  of  fiction.  Through  the  kindness  of  a  friend  a 
small  list  of  art  books  has  been  added  to  those  already  in  the 
library,  and  will  form  the  basis  of  a  collection  which  will  be 
placed  where  it  may  be  easily  accessible  to  those  most  inter- 
ested. The  work  of  rearranging  and  cataloguing  the  library 
preparatory  to  its  removal  has  been  carried  through  by  Miss 
Mary  P.  Farr  of  Philadelphia  and  able  assistants.  The  new 
library  building,  erected  by  the  bequest  of  Thomas  S.  Peirce, 
of  which  a  detailed  description  was  given  in  the  report  of 
1903,  was  formally  opened  April  25,  1904,  with  appropriate 
exercises. 

MiDDLBFiELD.  A  noticcable  feature  is  the  increasiug  number  of 
yoimg  people  and  children  that  are  constant  users  of  the 
library.  To  accommodate  those  persons  who  live  remote  from 
the  library,  it  is  open  from  12  until  2  o'clock  p.m.  on  Sundays, 
when  books  are  returned  and  withdrawn  by  church-going 
people  and  others.  This  is  worthy  of  consideration  by  libra- 
rians in  thinly  settled  communities.  In  club  meetings  atten- 
tion is  called  to  new  books,  and  members  are  asked  to  suggest 
such  books  as  may  appeal  to  them.  Thirty  books  at  a  time  are 
sent  to  the  railroad  station  for  the  convenience  of  the  people  in 
that  section,  exchanges  being  made  at  convenient  times. 

Milton.  The  new  library  building,  on  Adams  Street,  was  opened 
to  the  public,  with  appropriate  exercises,  June  11,  1904.  A 
brief  description  of  the  building  was  given  in  the  report  of 
last  year.  The  large  central  hall  has  been  named  Kidder 
Hall,  in  recognition  of  the  services  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
trustees,  Nathaniel  T.  Kidder,  whose  generous  gift  of  $21,000 
supplemented  the  town  appropriation.  The  library  system 
now  includes,  besides  the  Central  Library,  the  East  Milton, 
Mattapan,  Eussell  and  Milton  Village  Reading  Rooms,  which 
are  also  deposit  and  delivery  stations;  the  weekly  house-to- 
house  delivery  in  the  Blue  Hill  and  Brush  Hill  districts ;  also, 
as  places  of  deposit,  the  Convalescent  Home,  and  ten  schools. 
The  librarian  makes  an  appeal  for  printed  local  matter,  in 
which  she  should  be  imitated  by  all  librarians. 

Monterey.  A  progressive  euchre  party  furnished  money  to  paint 
and  paper  the  interior  of  the  library,  and  to  purchase  new 
floor  covering,  lamps,  window  shades  and  book  cases.  A  small 
balance,  with  gifts  of  friends,  will  buy  new  books.  City  vis- 
itors take  an  interest  in  the  library  and  its  work,  and  most  of 
the  cleaning  was  done  by  the  town  ladies,  with  their  help. 
The  loan  of  the  Woman's  Education  Association  has  been  con- 
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tinned^  and  the  pastor  of  the  town  loaned  a  library  during 
the  summer. 

Montgomery.  The  librarian  says :  ^^  The  interest  continues  good, 
and  the  books  have  been  in  many  homes^  where,  we  tmst,  they 
have  been  a  source  of  real  pleasure  and  benefit.  We  wish  our 
shelves  to  contain  only  such  literature  as  shall  tend  to  elevate 
and  enrich  the  mind,  and  we  would  urge  that  those  who  are 
chosen  to  select  books  be  careful  to  obtain  only  the  very  best 
that  can  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  children  and  young 
people  of  our  community;  and  we  feel  that  they  will  not  only 
interest  them,  but  make  them  better  for  having  read  them. 
As  the  books  have  passed  from  home  to  home,  the  demand  has 
been  for  new  reading,  which  we  hope  soon  to  supply .'' 

Nahant.  a  large  proportion  of  the  scholars  and  young  people  of 
the  town  continue  to  rank  among  its  most  faithful  readers. 
The  circulation  of  1903  was  somewhat  smaller  than  that  of  the 
previous  year,  which  may  be  accounted  for  in  part,  as  in  many 
libraries  whose  circulation  has  decreased,  by  the  various  dubs 
and  organizations  in  the  town,  rather  than*  by  any  lack  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  people. 

Natick.  Morse  Institute  Library.  Considering  the  large  mem- 
bership of  the  Tabard  Inn  and  the  numerous  magazine  clubs, 
it  is  encouraging  to  note  a  steady  gain  both  in  the  circulating 
and  reference  departments.  A  return  has  been  made  to  the 
old  method  of  leaving  cards  for  books  desired,  as  after  five 
months^  trial  it  was  found  that  more  people  were  accommo- 
dated in  that  way  than  by  obliging  them  to  make  several  trips 
to  the  library  on  uncertainties.  A  portrait  of  Henry  Wilson, 
by  Darius  Cobb,  has  been  hung  in  the  delivery  room.  The 
exhibitions  of  the  Library  Art  Club  are  becoming  a  permanent 
feature.  The  reading  rooms  are  open  on  Sundays  from  3  to 
9  p.M.^  excepting  during  the  three  summer  months.  Books 
which  have  been  in  the  library  three  years  may  be  retained 
six  weeks  during  the  three  summer  months.  This  vacation 
privilege  has  given  much  satisfaction.  The  books  are  being 
reclassified  and  recatalogued  by  the  decimal  system,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Cutter  author  numbers.  This  work  includes 
the  preparation  of  a  new  card  catalogue  for  the  use  of  the  pub- 
lic and  a  card  shelf  catalogue. 

Needham.  The  business,  and  consequently  the  usefulness,  of  the 
library  has  increased.  Exhibits  of  photographs,  illustrative  of 
geography  and  of  art,  have  succeeded  each  other,  a  change 
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of  pictures  occurring  on  the  average  every  three  weeks,  some- 
times  oftener.  The  trustees  are  impressed  with  the  educa- 
tional value  of  these  ezhihitions^  which  attract  considerable 
attention.  The  geographical  or  landscape  photographs  appar- 
ently are  the  favorites.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  growing 
usefulness  of  the  library  to  the  pupils  of  the  schools^  especially 
of  the  high  school.  The  number  of  scholars  using  the  library 
has  more  than  doubled.  The  credit  of  this  is  largely  due  to 
a  teacher  who  has  given  much  time  to  making  a  personal 
acquaintance  with  the  contents  of  the  library.  Knowing  the 
capacity  and  needs  of  the  pupils^  she  has  been  able  to  lay  out 
courses  of  reading  and  guide  them  in  the  selection  of  books. 
The  new  Carnegie  building  was  dedicated^  with  appropriate 
exercises^  June  18,  1904.  Addresses  were  made  by  George  K. 
Clarke,  chairman  of  the  trustees,  Lieutenant-Governor  Curtis 
Guild,  Jr.,  and  Samuel  L.  Powers,  M.C.;  and  a  poem  was 
written  for  the  occasion  by  Mrs.  J.  G.  A.  Carter,  wife  of  the 
donor  of  the  land  on  which  the  libraiy  is  placed.  The  build- 
ing, which  is  situated  in  that  part  of  the  town  known  as  High- 
landville,  is  of  cream-colored  brick,  with  granite  base  and 
terra-cotta  trimmings,  and  has  one  story,  with  a  high  basement 
and  metal  roof.  Seven  steps  lead  from  the  vestibule  to  the 
delivery  room,  at  the  far  end  of  which  is  the  delivery  desk,  so 
placed  as  to  command  a  view  of  all  the  rooms  on  the  floor. 
On  one  side  of  the  delivery  desk  is  the  children's  room,  and 
on  the  other  the  general  reading  room;  and  in  the  rear  is  the 
book  room,  with  adjustable  steel  stacks,  having  a  capacity  of 
about  10,000  volumes,  which  can  be  increased  by  a  second 
tier  of  stacks.  At  the  sides  of  the  book  room  are  the  reference 
room  and  the  librarian's  room.  In  the  delivery  room  is  a 
marble  drinking  foimtain,  the  gift  of  Joseph  B.  Thorpe,  of 
the  selectmen.  The  main  floors  are  of  hard  wood  and  the 
finish  is  of  ash,  the  walls  being  of  a  dull  green,  with  ceiling 
and  coving  of  cream  color.  The  furniture  is  of  quartered  oak 
of  special  designs.  In  the  basement,  which  has  granolithic 
floors,  are  two  rooms,  now  unfinished,  which  are  designed  for 
use,  eventually,  as  historical  and  newspaper  rooms,  a  work 
room,  boiler  room,  storeroom,  lavatories  and  toilet  rooms. 
Electric  lighting  and  steam  heating  are  furnished,  and  a  spe- 
cial water  service  on  each  fioor  gives  protection  against  fire. 
New  Bedford.  The  two-book  system  has  been  adopted.  This  has 
proved  to  be  a  wise  action,  and  the  cardholders  appreciate  the 
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privilege  which  it  offers.  An  incidental  result  is  shown  in  a 
decreased  circulation  of  fiction.  An  increased  use  of  the  ref- 
erence room  is  noted.  Usually  in  the  afternoon  and  evening 
the  room  is  more  tiian  comfortably  filled^  and  the  work  is 
constantly  being  extended.  Some  special  facilities  have  been 
extended  to  the  schools  in  reference  work  and  with  reserve 
shelves,  and  the  relation  of  the  library  and  the  school  is  made 
stronger.  A  marble  bust  of  the  late  librarian,  Robert  G. 
Ingraham,  the  gift  of  his  friends  and  admirers,  executed  by 
Walton  Ricketson,  has  been  placed  in  the  library.  By  the 
will  of  Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Potter  of  Boston,  a  native  of  New  Bed- 
ford, who  died  in  September,  the  city  of  New  Bedford  will 
receive  the  sum  of  $250,000,  to  be  held  by  the  city,  and  to  be 
known  as  ''  The  Kempton  Trust,  the  gift  of  Sarah  E.  Potter." 
The  income  of  this  fund  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
books,  pictures  and  other  articles  for  the  library. 

Newbubyport.  The  library  is  still  increasing  in  efiBciency  and 
usefulness.  The  ever-growing  patronage  and  many  additions 
of  books  from  year  to  year  show  that  its  value  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. Though  the  fiction  list  is  large,  as  elsewhere,  it 
is  the  best  fiction,  and  means  in  many  cases  a  step  toward 
more  solid  reading.  The  benefits  coming  from  an  extended 
list  of  books  and  efficient  methods  of  distribution  have  been 
constantly  in  mind,  and  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
borrowing  cards,  nearly  26  per  cent.,  over  the  previous  year, 
proves  the  value  of  the  steps  taken.  The  reading  room  is 
supplied  with  daily  papers,  fully  covering  the  great  news 
centres,  and  with  weekly  papers  from  twenty  States,  embradng 
every  section  of  the  country  in  thought  and  interest.  These, 
with  those  from  England,  Scotland,  Prance  and  Canada,  are 
equal  to  almost  any  demand,  whether  from  residents  or  stran- 
gers. All  the  trades,  arts  and  professions  connected  with  the 
city,  so  far  as  there  have  ever  been  calls  for  such,  are  repre- 
sented by  their  own  technical  publications,  and  a  generous 
supply  of  magazines  is  furnished. 

New  Marlborough.  Books  have  been  recently  received  from  the 
State  Commission,  and  the  town  has  this  year  made  an  appro- 
priation of  $50  for  the  use  of  the  library.  There  are  five  vil- 
lages, to  each  of  which  a  case  of  books  is  sent ;  when  read,  the 
books  are  exchanged  from  one  village  to  another.  The  library 
is  trying  to  aid  those-  who  have  few  if  any  books  to  read,  and 
to  lead  the  school  children  to  a  desire  for  books. 
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Nbwton.  a  decrease  in  circulation,  which  has  continued  for  sev- 
eral years,  may  be  attributed  to  the  considerable  patronage  of 
private  book-lending  enterprises.  If  this  is  the  eflScient  cause, 
there  is  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  it  does  not  act  upon 
those  to  whom  the  public  library  is  the  greatest  boon.  Books 
thrown  out  for  the  relief  of  crowded  shelves  might  be  use- 
ful elsewhere,  and  the  question  of  sending  them  where  they 
will  do  the  most  good  is  considered.  They  cannot  be  sold  to 
advantage,  but  imdoubtedly,  they  would  be  welcome  in  com- 
munities where  books  are  scarce  and  free  libraries  are  un- 
known. This  question  might  well  be  considered  by  other  large 
libraries.  A  children's  room,  which  was  opened  in  the  spring, 
was  much  needed,  and  is  proving  to  be  very  popular.  There 
are  now  four  branch  libraries,  with  deposits  of  books  for  cir- 
culation and  permanent  collections  of  reference  books.  The 
Simday  opening  of  the  reading  rooms  at  the  central  library 
and  the  branches  has  been  tried  as  an  experiment,  with  such 
results  as  give  encouragement  for  the  continuance  of  the  prac- 
tice. Besides  the  branches,  there  are  seven  delivery  stations 
to  which  daily  deliveries  are  made. 

North  Adams.  Children  are  Qoming  to  the  library  in  increasing 
numbers.  To  satisfy  them,  the  best  books,  suitable  to  their 
needs,  must  be  largely  duplicated.  Children  do  not  demand 
the  **  newest,^'  as  do  many  of  their  elders.  Commenting  upon 
the  circulation  of  fiction,  the  librarian  says:  "It  is  curious 
that,  while  librarians  are  energetically  bewailing  the  high  per 
cent,  of  fiction  read,  philanthropists  are  urging  the  need  in 
these  strenuous  times  of  more  forms  of  recreation.*'  Summer 
visitors  and  residents  of  neighboring  towns  are  allowed  the  use 
of  the  library  upon  the  payment  of  a  small  fee.  Branches 
are  now  established  at  Blackinton,  Braytonville,  Houghton- 
ville  and  East  Mountain. 

Northampton.  Forbes  Library.  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Cutter,  the 
widow  of  the  late  librarian,  has  established  a  fund  of  $5,000, 
the  income  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
librarian's  salar}^  A  condition  of  the  gift  is  that  an  amount 
equal  to  the  income  of  the  fund  shall  be  added  to  the  yearly 
salary  appropriation  by  the  city  council,  the  result  being  an 
increase  of  the  salary  from  $1,800  to  $2,500.  "  Mrs.  Cutter's 
gift,  in  memory  of  her  husband,  was  made  with  the  desire  of 
securing  a  better  administration  than  the  small  salary  pre- 
viously paid  would  have  permitted,  and  thus  carrying  on  the 
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work  of  Mr.  Cutter,  whose  service  in  the  Forbes  Library  was 
in  snch  large  measure  a  labor  of  love,  nninflneneed  by  consider- 
ations of  salary."  William  Parker  Cutter,  chief  of  the  order 
department  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  was  dected  librarian 
April  16.  Mr.  Cutter  is  a  nephew  of  the  late  librarian,  and 
his  appointment  was  in  part  made  possible  by  the  gift  of  Mis. 
Cutter. 

Northampton  Public  Library.  This  library  arranged  a 
course  of  vacation  reading  for  children  by  setting  aside  eighty 
titles,  any  eight  of  which,  not  previously  read,  could  be  taken 
out  during  the  months  of  July  and  August.  No  one  child  was 
allowed  to  read  more  than  eight  books.  The  children  who 
entered  the  course  were  registered,  and  credited  with  the  books 
as  they  were  read.  The  vacation-reading  scheme  for  children 
has  been  tried  in  some  libraries  with  considerable  success,  but 
never  before  in  Northampton.  Excellent  judgment  was 
shown  by  the  library  staff  in  the  selection  of  the  books,  and  the 
children  of  the  city  were  offered  a  very  good  opportunity  to 
improve  tiieir  spare  summer  hours.  The  children  were  pre- 
sented with  certificates  on  the  completion  of  their  courses. 
The  experiment  was  very  successful. 

North  Andover.  The  town  has  voted  not  to  accept  an  offer  of 
$12,000  for  a  library  building,  made  by  Andrew  Carnegie,  as 
Moses  T.  Stevens  has  offered  to  erect  a  memorial  building,  to 
cost  not  less  than  $20,000,  and  to  provide  the  site  as  well  as 
the  building.  A  condition  is  that  the  town  shall  annually 
appropriate  $1,200  for  its  support. 

North  Bkookfield.  An  improvement  has  been  noted  in  the  qual- 
ity of  books  used.  The  circulation  of  fiction  is  below  the 
average  of  similar  libraries,  and  the  demand  for  a  better  class 
of  books  increases.  A  gift  of  $200  from  the  Hon.  T.  C. 
Bates  and  lesser  gifts  from  the  Orange  Auxiliary  and  the 
Hasten  Club  are  reported.  The  librarian.  Miss  Margai^et 
Leach,  resigned  in  April,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  MiK 
Nellie  L.  Smith. 

NoRTHFiELD.  Free  access  to  the  shelves,  a  reading  room  and  ref- 
erence books,  and  larger  appropriations,  which  allow  larger 
purchases  of  books,  are  given  as  causes  of  large  gains  in  cir- 
culation and  an  increased  interest  in  the  library.  Books  of 
reference  are  consulted  by  a  larger  number  of  people,  and 
the  library  is  serving  a  more  useful  purpose  in  every  respect. 
The  librarian's  readiness  to  adopt  new  devices  and  improved 
methods,  with  good  results,  is  recognized  by  the  trustees. 
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Norwood.  A  finding  list  of  fiction  was  issued  in  1902,  with  the 
intention  of  giving  lists  in  other  departments^  if  it  proved  to 
be  a  success.  The  demand  for  the  list  has  been  so  light  that 
the  trustees  do  not  feel  warranted  in  issuing  other  lists,  at 
least  for  the  present. 

Oakham.  Mrs.  Caroline  Maynard,  by  her  will,  left  to  the  library 
a  legacy  of  $50. 

Orange.  There  has  been  a  decided  advance  in  reference  work, 
the  facilities  for.  which  are  appreciated  by  a  growing  con- 
stituency. Every  year  proves  more  conclusively  that  the  li- 
brary is  one  of  the  best  formative  agencies  of  our  village 
intellectual  life,  giving  its  strong  supplemental  force  to  our 
splendid  school  system. 

Otis.  This  library  is  supported  by  the  dog  tax.  Teachers  are 
allowed  books  to  be  kept  at  the  school  during  the  school 
months.  Books  are  placed  in  outlying  sections  where  suitable 
persons  may  be  found  to  take  care  of  them. 

Oxford.  The  library  has  received  a  legacy  of  $700  by  the  will  of 
Miss  Mattie  E.  Sawtelle  of  Springfield,  the  income  of  which 
is  to  be  applied  to  general  purposes.  A  gift  of  $1,000  from 
Richard  Olney  is  to  be  held  as  the  Wilson  Olney  Library 
Fund,  in  memory  of  the  donor's  father,  and  the  income  is  to 
be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books.  The  Charles  Lamed  Me- 
morial Building,  of  which  a  description  was  given  in  the 
report  of  last  year,  was  dedicated  Oct.-  6,  1904.  The  principal 
address  was  by  President  Carroll  D.  Wright  of  Clark  Univer- 
sit}',  who  gave  a  general  survey  of  the  history  of  libraries,  and 
a  suggestion  as  to  the  best  way  of  maintaining  a  public  library. 
Other  addresses  were  by  Edmund  M.  Barton  of  the  American 
Antiquarian  Societ}',  who  gave  a  brief  sketch  of  his  father, 
Ira  M.  Barton,  the  founder  of  the  Oxford  Library,  Samuel  S. 
Green  of  the  Worcester  Free  Public  Library,  David  I.  Robin- 
son of  Gloucester,  and  others. 
Peabody.  Peabody  Institute  Library.  While  there  have  been  no 
questions  of  moment  to  settle,  there  has  been  no  abatement  in 
the  efforts  to  make  the  library  what  its  founder  intended  it 
to  be,  and  to  bring  its  benefits  within  the  reach  of  all.  The 
accessions  to  the  library  have  been  made  with  care  and  dis- 
crimination. The  fact  that  it  was  for  the  public  has  always 
been  in  mind  when  a  book  has  been  under  consideration.  It 
must  be  clean  and  wholesome,  and  good  literature.  That 
there  are  many  books  of  a  trivial  and  ephemeral  nature  in 
every  public  library  is  without  question.     This  is  due  mainly 
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to  a  disposition  to  give  a  large  class  of  readers  just  what 
they  want^  and  to  the  unwillingness  of  librarians  and  com- 
mittees to  exercise  a  vigorous  censorship  in  making  their  selec- 
tions. The  circulation  of  1903  was  less  than  that  of  the 
preceding  year,  the  loss  being,  as  in  many  other  libraries,  in 
the  line  of  fiction.  The  book  clubs  and  the  absorption  of  the 
younger  element  in  societies  and  social  clubs  may  be  the  possi- 
ble cause  of  the  greater  part  of  this  loss.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  student  class  who  go  to  the  library  for  serious  reading  and 
consultation  has  shown  a  steady  growth.  The  men  who  fill 
important  positions,  the  superintendents  and  ambitious  young 
workmen  desiring  to  add  to  their  technical  knowledge,  have 
become  regular  patrons  of  the  library;  to  these  every  encour- 
agement is  given.  Printed  catalogue  cards  for  practically  all 
new  books,  and  for  old  books  as  fast  as  they  can  be  furnished, 
are  procured  from  the  Library  of  Congress  at  a  decided  sav- 
ing of  time  and  money,  to  say  nothing  of  the  gain  in  legibility 
and  fullness  of  entrv  over  the  best  work  that  can  be  done  in 
tj'pewriting  the  cards. 

Pbmbroke.  Exchanges  of  books  have  been  made  between  the 
Pembroke  Free  Library  and  the  Cobb  Memorial  Library  at 
Bryantville,  thus  affording  an  opportunity  for  fresh  reading, 
which  has  been  greatly  appreciated.  A  similar  instance  is 
elsewhere  noted,  and  it  might  be  copied  by  other  small  libra- 
ries whose  books  have  been  well  read.  It  presents  a  means 
of  freshening  the  reading  of  a  community,  which  coiQd  not  be 
otherwise  than  advantageous. 

Pepperell.  a  loss  in  the  circulation  of  1903  was  caused  by  many 
families  leaving  the  town.  The  library  has  received  as  gifts 
a  painting  of  the  San  Juan  Mission,  near  Los  Angeles,  Cal., 
and  a  stereoscope  with  views  of  Palestine.  Exhibitions  of 
pictures  loaned  by  the  Woman^s  Education  Association  have 
been  given.  In  May  a  legacy  of  $10,000  was  received  by  the 
will  of  Mrs.  Thirza  Blood,  a  sister  of  Charles  F.  Lawrence, 
the  donor  of  the  library  building. 

Peteksham.  a  valuable  case  for  the  preservation  of  a  growing 
collection  of  birds  has  been  given  by  Miss  M.  S.  Walker  of 
Waltham.  The  library  has  proved  an  increasingly  beneficent 
acquisition  for  the  people  of  the  town.  Half-yearly  lists  of 
accessions  are  printed  for  distribution. 

PiTTSFiELD.  Berkshire  Athenseum  and  Museum.  In  making 
purchases,  books  have  been  carefully  selected  not  only  on  the 
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grounds  of  fheir  individual  merit  and  the  recommendations 
of  readers,  but  also  with  a  view  to  preserving  a  due  proportion 
among  the  several  classes.  An  important  work  has  been  com- 
pleted in  connection  with  the  file  of  the  Pittsfield  "Sun.** 
Every  one  of  the  100  volumes  has  been  collated,  page  by  page. 
Every  torn  page  has  been  mended,  and  wherever  possible  each 
missing  article  has  been  supplied  from  a  duplicate  copy.  The 
circulation  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1904,  was  less  than 
that  for  the  preceding  year,  the  decrease  being  largely  in  the 
school  use.  The  circulation  of  the  Pontoosuc  branch  showed 
a  loss  of  about  10  per  cent.  The  report  says :  "  The  Bodley 
Library  books  continue  to  give  satisfaction  and  it  would  be 
diflBcult  now  for  us  to  get  along  without  them,  as  they  supply 
so  well  the  great  demand  for  new  books,  particularly  new 
fiction.*'  A  preference  is  shown  for  the  more  scholarly  refer- 
ence books,  as  compared  with  those  of  a  simply  popular  char- 
acter; and  the  work  which  is  being  done  is  not  only  of  a  wider 
range,  but  also  on  a  higher  plane.  Several  hand  stereoscopes 
and  several  hundred  classified  views  have  been  purchased. 
These  are  in  constant  use  in  the  reference  room,  and  are  cir- 
culated for  home  use.  In  place  of  the  record  blanks  formerly 
used  in  the  books,  small  blotters  are  now  used.  They  are 
clipped  upon  the  first  fly-leaf  of  each  volume,  except  fiction, 
and  when  the  book  is  taken  for  home  use  the  date  is  stamped 
upon  the  blotter.  When  the  volume  is  consulted  in  the  library 
the  date  is  stamped  in  a  different  color.  The  advantage  of 
the  blotter  over  the  slips  of  writing  paper  commonly  used  is  its 
greater  neatness;  the  book  itself  remains  unstained.  An  ex- 
periment is  being  made  by  granting  each  assistant  (there  are 
eight)  the  privilege  of  selecting  10  books,  not  to  exceed  $10 
each  in  cost,  with  the  assurance  that  they  will  be  bought  for 
the  library.  This  plan  has  proved  eminently  successful,  and 
will  be  continued,  perhaps  extended.  A  rare  and  beautiful 
cloisonn6  bowl  of  antique  Chinese  workmanship  has  been  re- 
ceived as  a  gift  to  the  museum.  This  library  receives  a  be- 
quest of  $1,000  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Henry  W.  Taft  of 
Pittsfield. 
Plymouth.  The  new  building  has  proved  to  be  most  satisfactory, 
central  in  location,  easy  of  access,  with  book  stacks  well  lighted 
and  within  easy  reach  of  the  librarian,  and  with  a  reading 
room  with  excellent  light  and  ventilation,  comfortable  chairs, 
and  an  atmosphere  of  rest  and  quiet  which  has  attracted  a 
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steadily  increasing  number  of  citizens  and  summer  visitors. 
The  endeavor  has  been  to  provide  the  most  useful  reference 
books.  About  1,500  volumes  have  been  bequeathed  by  the 
late  Mrs.  Lucy  J.  Parker.  Miss  Mary  G.  Bartlett  and  other 
friends  have  added  to  the  collection  of  photographs,  which  now 
nimibers  about  5,000,  all  mounted,  catalogued  and  systemati- 
cally arranged.  The  library  continues  to  receive  books  from 
.  the  local  club  mentioned  in  the  report  of  last  year.  The  do- 
nors of  the  building  have  given  portraits  of  their  parents,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  William  Goodwin  Russell.  Books  from  the  Bodley 
Club  Librar}'  are  taken,  mostly  fiction,  which  have  had  a  large 
circulation. 

Prbscott.  The  wisdom  of  establishing  branches  of  the  library 
has  been  demonstrated  by  the  patronage  which  they  have  re- 
ceived. Both  branches  combined  have  loaned  more  books 
than  the  main  library,  and  this,  too,  in  spite  of  the  fact  of  a 
comparatively  small  number  of  books  to  choose  from. 

QuiNCY.  A  gift  of  land,  valued  at  $18,000,  has  been  received 
from  Albert  Crane.  The  Bodley  Club  Library  has  been  intro- 
duced. Definite  results  are  not  given  in  the  report  of  the 
trustees.  One  most  desirable  feature,  as  far  as  the  library  is 
concerned,  is  that,  while  a  larger  number  of  books  is  being 
supplied  to  readers  for  the  same  expenditure  of  money,  the 
shelves  are  not  being  crowded  with  books  of  passing  interest; 
thus,  if  less  money  is  being  spent  for  fiction,  more  may  be 
spent  upon  the  other  and  more  permanent  forms  of  literature. 
Exhibitions  of  the  pictures  of  the  Library  Art  Club  are  given. 
The  circulation  of  1903  showed  the  low  rate  of  58.4  per  cent 
in  fiction. 

Randolph.  The  income  of  the  funds  of  the  library  is  sufficient 
to  meet  current  expenses,  and  no  town  appropriation  was 
needed  for  1904.  The  circulation  of  1903  was  slightly  less 
than  that  of  1902,  attributed  chiefly  to  the  constant  employ- 
ment afforded  the  laboring  classes  during  the  year.  The  libra- 
rian says :  "  It  is  gratifying  to  report  a  large  circulation,  and 
as  a  general  rule  it  is  indicative  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
people  of  the  town  to  improve  themselves;  and  yet  we  know 
full  well  that  the  efficiency  of  library  work  cannot  properly  be 
measured  by  its  circulation  of  books.  The  borrower  who 
comes  every  evening  for  a  new  and  thrilling  story  is  by  no 
means  the  one  who  is  receiving  the  greater  benefit  from  the 
library.     Indeed,  those  who  read  much  less  in  pages  but  more 
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in  pith,  those  who  read  less  for  simple  pleasure  and  more  for 
actual  improvement,  are  the  patrons  whose  course  of  reading 
and  study  can  best  justify  the  generous  expenditures  which 
are  annually  made.^' 

Bbading.  Miss  Lizzie  S.  Cox,  who  had  been  librarian  since  June, 
1876,  resigned  Aug.  1,  1903,  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by 
the  election  of  Miss  Bertha  Brown.  A  legacy  of  $200  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Miss  Climena  Wakefield  is  reported. 
Miss  Wakefield  was  a  sincere  friend  of  the  library,  and  before 
her  death  had  enriched  it  by  generous  gifts  of  books.  The 
plan  of  placing  new  accessions  upon  open  shelves  has  evidently 
been  appreciated,  and  has  resulted  in  promoting  the  circula- 
tion, which  shows  a  considerable  increase.  The  library  is 
now  open  every  week  day  except  Friday,  either  in  the  after- 
noon or  evening. 

Beyere.  The  trustees  report:  "The  new  library  was  opened  to 
the  public  Dec.  1,  1903,  and  since  that  date  has  been  opened 
every  week  day  from  2  to  9  p.m.,  holidays  excepted.  We  note 
with  pleasure  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  patrons 
who  take  books,  and  also  those  that  use  the  reading  and  refer- 
ence rooms,  the  children's  room  especially  being  used  about 
every  day  to  its  full  capacity.  We  have  added  to  this  room 
picture  books  for  smaller  children  who  are  too  young  to  read 
the  magazines/'  Measures  are  taken  to  collect  and  exhibit 
articles  of  historic  interest,  local  and  national. 

BiCHMOND.  The  use  of  the  library  has  increased.  Care  has  been 
taken  to  select  such  books  as  would  give  the  best  satisfaction 
to  those  who  wish  wholesome  entertainment  or  useful  instruc- 
tion, or  both;  but  these  have  been  supplied  at  frequent  inter- 
vals, though  necessarily  in  small  quantities,  that  the  public 
interest  might  be  aroused  and  retained  in  literary  matters. 
The  circulation  of  1903  shows  a  gain  of  30  per  cent. 

Rochester.  Over  250  volumes  of  desirable  books  were  presented 
by  the  late  Mrs.  E.  6.  Leonard. 

BoOKLAND.  The  new  Carnegie  library  building  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  in  the  spriag.  It  is  of  red  brick,  with  light  terra- 
cotta trimmings;  is  of  one  story,  with  a  high  basement,  and 
is  classic  in  style.  The  main  building,  which  is  surmounted 
by  a  dome  rising  45  feet  above  the  floor,  is  65  by  40  feet,  with 
a  stack  room  31  bv  18  feet  in  the  rear.  A  vestibule,  with 
marble  dado  and  mosaic  floor,  gives  entrance  to  the  rotunda 
or  delivery  room.     This  circular  room  has  a  mosaic  floor.

while  the  dado  and  the  eight  colunmB  which  support  the 
dome  are  of  scagliola.  Here  are  four  niches^  in  which  will 
be  placed  statues  or  memorials^  or  tablets  with  the  names  of 
the  soldiers  of  the  civil  war.  On  either  side  of  the  rotunda 
are  reading  rooms^  and  back  of  them  a  librarian's  room  and 
a  reference  room.  All  these  rooms  are  finished  in  quartered 
oak.    The  stack  room  will  eventually  have  three  decks. 

BocKPORT.  The  comer-stone  of  the  new  Carnegie  library  build- 
ing was  laid  Dec.  3,  1904,  with  simple  and  appropriate  cere- 
mony. This  building,  classic  in  design,  is  to  be  a  simple  and 
dignified  structure,  with  a  quiet  elegance  of  its  own  which 
will  harmonize  with  the  adjoining  buildings.  It  is  finely 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  very  near  Main  Street  and 
overlooking  the  harbor.  It  is  to  be  built  of  Rockport  granite, 
having  a  white  granite  basement,  and  trimmings,  with  other 
parts  of  the  walls,  of  the  rich  colored  Rockport  seam-faced 
stone.  The  architects  are  McLean  &  Wright  of  Boston.  The 
building  in  its  plan  is  exceedingly  well  arranged  for  library 
purposes,  having  a  central  delivery  room  that  is  circular  in 
outline,  with  a  domed  ceiling  which  is  supported  by  eight 
stone  colunms,  and  a  marble  and  mosaic  floor.  To  the  right 
of  the  delivery  room  is  a  large  reading  room,  which  has  a  large 
bay  window,  facing  the  sea,  a  fireplace,  and  cases  for  interest- 
ing historical  articles  which  are  already  gathered  for  that 
purpose.  In  the  rear  is  the  children's  room,  a  librarian's 
room,  and  a  stack  room  with  a  capacity  of  about  30,000  vol- 
umes. The  building  is  so  arranged  that  every  part  may  be 
seen  and  supervised  from  the  librarian's  desk.  It  is  expected 
to  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  the  summer. 

Rowley.  A  room  with  a  shelving  capacity  of  about  8,000  volumes 
is  being  finished  on  the  first  fioor  of  the  new  town  hall,  and 
wiU  be  occupied  early  in  the  new  year. 

Russell.  Much  interest  has  been  manifested,  and  there  is  an 
increasing  patronage.  Some  necessary  furniture  has  been 
added  to  the  library  room,  which  makes  it  more  homelike  and 
cheerful.  A  travelling  library  has  been  loaned  by  the  Woman's 
Education  Association.  Branch  libraries  are  maintained  at 
Fairfield,  a  mUl  village  in  the  south  part  of  the  town,  and  at 
Russell  Mountain. 

Salem.  The  home  circulation  of  1903  shows  a  loss  from  that  of 
the  previous  year,  but  this  decrease  was  entirely  in  the  class 
of  fiction,  the  total  use  of  non-fiction  showing  a  slight  increase. 
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This  decrease  in  circulation  appears  to  be  general,  and  the 
most  plausible  reason  given  is  the  general  business  prosperity, 
which  allows  less  time'  for  reading  than  during  periods  of 
commercial  depression.  '^The  high  cost  of  books  has  led  to 
more  conservatism  in  buying.  We  have  imported  from  Eng- 
land certain  of  the  older  fiction  for  which  there  is  a  permanent 
demand.  For  libraries  these  books  are  bound  directly  from 
the  sheets,  in  a  strong  leather  blading.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  the  sewing,  and,  while  the  first  cost  is  somewhat  more 
than  for  copies  bought  in  this  country  in  cloth  binding,  yet 
the  greater  strength  of  the  binding  gives  the  book  so  much 
longer  a  life  that  it  is  a  real  economy  in  the  end.'' 

Salisbury.  The  library  has  been  classified  and  recatalogued, 
which  necessitated  the  calling  in  of  the  books  and  the  closing 
to  the  public  for  several  weeks.  Miss  Hannah  B.  CoflSn  re- 
signed as  librarian  in  December,  1903,  and  has  been  succeeded 
by  Miss  Alice  E.  Currier. 

Saugus.  The  library  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  as  far  as  usage 
is  concerned,  and  the  statistics  of  1903  give  evidence  of  its 
increasing  popularity  and  usefulness.  The  home  circulation 
increased  6  per  cent,  over  that  of  1902,  and  the  use  of  fiction 
decreased  from  78  per  cent,  to  71  per  cent.  Of  the  Browne 
system  of  charging  the  librarian  says:  **I  am  positive  that 
we  have  reached  the  minimum  of  time  and  labor  in  the  de- 
livery and  reception  of  books.''  A  special  personal  interest 
in  the  child  and  his  reading  is  helpful.  If  he  neglects  the 
offered  book  for  one  of  the  lower  grade,  try  to  be  cheerful 
about  it,  and  hope  that  after  a  time  he  will  choose  better. 
Never  drive  him  away,  but  take  a  sympathetic  interest  in  him 
and  his  book.  There  seems  to  be  a  Castlemon  and  Alger 
stage,  and  if  it  does  not  come  early  it  comes  late.  Some  men 
over  thirty  years  of  age  are  just  reading  those  authors,  and 
they  seem  as  pleased  with  them  as  the  youngest  boys. 

Seekonk.  The  circulation  shows  a  gain  of  35  per  cent.,  attrib- 
uted for  the  most  part  to  certain  time  regulations  which  have 
been  enforced.  Two  ladies  of  Providence  have  given  books, 
and  the  Seekonk  Library  Society,  composed  of  ladies,  has 
given  its  entire  collection  of  books,  nearly  700  volumes,  with 
book  case. 

Shabon.  The  trustees  have  endeavored,  with  much  success,  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  times,  and  radical  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  administration  of  the  library.    Becognizing  the  un-

satisfactory  and  impracticable  condition  of  the  old  catalogues, 
which  conld  never  be  kept  complete  without  great  expense,  it 
was  decided  to  make  a  change  to  the  methods  in  use  by  mod- 
em libraries.  The  library  was  closed  for  over  two  months, 
and  the  card  catalogue  system  installed.  Other  changes  have 
been  the  adoption  of  the  system  of  open  shelves  and  the  two- 
card  system.  These  have  resulted  in  the  taking  of  more  vol- 
umes of  solid  and  instructive  works,  and  must  in  time  have  a 
decided  influence  upon  the  character  of  the  general  reading. 

Sheffield.  Mrs.  Katharine  Hinman  Hamlin  of  New  York  be- 
queathed to  the  library  all  her  books,  in  memory  of  the  birth 
in  this  town  of  her  mother,  Lydia  Ashley  Hinman.  There 
were  received  about  300  volumes,  from  which  probably  200 
volumes,  consisting  of  history  and  fiction,  were  selected  and 
placed  upon  the  shelves. 

Shelburne  Palls.  Arms  Public  Librw^.  The  number  of  cards 
which  each  teacher  in  the  public  schools  may  have  has  been 
increased  from  three  to  six;  and  the  number  of  cards  allowed 
to  a  single  family  is  now  three,  instead  of  two,  as  formerly. 
Access  to  the  shelves  is  given  on  application,  so  far  as  it  can 
be  done  without  too  much  interference  with  the  work  of  the 
librarian. 

Shibley.  a  catalogue  case  and  cards  have  been  presented,  and 
a  card  catalogue  is  being  prepared. 

Shhewsbury.  Teachers'  cards  are  issued,  allowing  special  privi- 
leges to  the  schools  in  the  use  of  the  library.  A  travelling 
library  with  photographs  has  been  loaned  by  the  Woman^s 
Education  Association;  and  a  gift  of  161  volimies  and  a 
portrait  of  the  late  Dr.  Franklin  W.  Brigham,  through  whose 
efforts  the  site  of  the  present  building  was  secured,  has  been 
received  from  Mrs.  Mary  Holland  Lee.  The  Browne  charg- 
ing system  has  been  adopted. 

Somerville.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  circulation  and  a 
gratifying  decrease  in  the  per  cent,  of  fiction  shown  in  the 
statistics  for  1903.  The  Sunday-school  service  has  been  con- 
tinued without  any  serious  trouble  on  the  part  of  the  library, 
and  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  the  schools.  Seven  churches 
were  using  these  libraries  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
year.  The  churches  send  representatives,  who  are  given  a 
free  range  through  the  library  and  select  the  books  which 
appear  to  be  desirable.  The  librarian  says:  "If  they  select 
books  for  which  the  library  feels  an  urgent  pressing  need,  we 
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permit  them  even  then  to  retain  their  selections,  and  immedi- 
atelj  purchase  new  copies  of  the  books  in  question.  If  the 
library  has  such  pressing  need  of  a  book  that  it  cannot  spare 
a  copy  for  a  Sunday-school,  it  is  time  to  buy  additional  copies 
of  that  book.^^  In  accordance  with  a  deliberate  purpose,  the 
library  has  purchased  more  duplicates  than  new  books.  Out- 
side of  the  department  of  fiction,  a  library  should  have  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  all  the  standard  works  to  supply  all  legitimate 
demands.    ^'It  should  be  the  first  aim  of  a  library  to  get 

*  its  books  ^out,^  and  a  second  and  equal  aim  to  have  other 
books  ^  in  ^  to  supply  their  places.  To  this  end  a  systematic 
effort  has  been  made  to  purchase,  as  rapidly  as  the  funds  at  our 
disposal  will  permit,  an  adequate  number  of  duplicate  copies 
of  such  works.  This  is  an  end  that  can  be  substantially  ac- 
complished in  a  period  of  three  or  four  years,  if  a  graduated 
increase  of  appropriation  commensurate  with  our  growing 
needs  is  secured."  The  public  schools  have  made  more  than 
the  usual  demands  upon  the  resources  of  the  library;  163 
schoolrooms  are  now  supplied. 

Southampton.  The  new  Edwards  Memorial  Building  was  form- 
ally dedicated  Dec.  2,  1904.  Winslow  H.  Edwards  of  East- 
hampton,  in  presenting  the  building  to  the  town,  spoke  of 
it  "as  the  wish  and  gift  of  his  late  father,  Eev.  H.  L.  Ed- 
wards, saying,  in  part :  ^  I  desire  that  you  should  look  on  me 
not  as  the  giver  of  this  building,  but  simply  as  the  agent  of 
him  to  whom  rightfully  belongs  the  credit  for  the  gift.  For 
many  years  my  father  tried  to  enlist  others  in  the  project  of 
giving  a  library  building  to  Southampton.  In  looking  over 
many  of  the  papers  left  by  him,  I  learned  that  he  had  been 
writing,  during  the  later  years  of  his  life,  to  people  who  he 
thought  might  be  interested  in  this  town,  and  who  might  be 
willing  to  give  of  their  substance  to  a  library  building.  But 
the  thought  and  labor  expended  by  him  came  to  naught,  and 
so  he  finally  decided  to  provide  himself  for  what  would  be  a 
simple  and  yet  an  appropriate  building.  Therefore,  I  feel 
that  your  appreciation  should  be  shown  especially  for  the 
thought  given  by  my  father,  during  the  last  decade  of  his 
life,  to  this  project,  which  thought  resulted  in  the  library 
which  is  yours  to-day.' "  The  new  building  is  situated  on 
the  east  side  of  Main  Street,  and  is  built  of  red  brick,  with 
light  stone  trimmings.  The  entrance  portico  reaches  to  the 
roof,  and  is  supported  on  Corinthian  pillars.     The  vestibule 
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leads  directly  into  the  main  room  of  the  building,  which  is 
in  the  form  of  a  croBs.  Opposite  the  entrance  is  the  libra- 
rian's desk,  with  ample  room  for  administration.  Behind 
the  desk  are  stacks  for  the  books  most  in  use,  and  in  the 
north  arm  of  the  cross  is  a  stack  for  reference  books.  A  peri- 
odical table  is  in  the  south  alcove.  The  building  is  well 
lighted  on  all  sides,  and  is  heated  from  a  furnace  in  the 
basement. 

SouTHBBiDQE.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  circular 
tion  for  several  years,  that  of  1903  being  more  than  one-third 
larger  than  that  of  1899.  There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the 
circulation  of  fiction  and  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of 
children's  and  French  books.  Since  the  books  for  boys  and 
girls  have  been  separated  into  fiction  and  non-fiction,  there 
has  been  a  constant  increase  in  the  circulation  of  children's 
books  of  an  educational  character.  As  the  French  population 
has  increased,  the  circulation  of  French  books  has  naturally 
increased.  The  statistics  of  1903  show  the  low  rate  of  59.09 
per  cent,  for  the  circulation  of  fiction  and  children's  fiction. 
The  480  volumes  of  French  books  in  the  library  furnished  a 
circulation  of  2,808  volumes.  A  new  fiction  catalogue  has 
been  printed,  and  a  new  registration  of  card  holders  is  being 
made. 

South  BLadlby.  At  the  central  library  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  standard  of  reading  has  been  noted.  As  the  library  is  in 
close  touch  with  the  schools,  the  teachers  have  taken  care  to 
recommend  books  to  their  scholars,  who  have  followed  their 
suggestions  with  avidity  and  advantage.  The  worst  that  the 
stormy  weather  has  done  could  not  keep  the  children  from 
the  library  when  it  was  open.  At  the  branch  at  South  Had- 
ley  Falls  the  library  has  been  moved  to  another  room;  and 
modem  book  stacks,  of  a  capacity  to  accommodate  a  goodly 
increase  of  the  present  number  of  books,  have  been  installed. 
The  books  have  been  arranged  and  a  card  catalogue  made.  The 
Gaylord  Memorial  Library  Building,  which  was  described  in 
the  report  of  last  year,  was  dedicated  on  the  afternoon  of  May 
18.  The  presentation  address  was  made  by  Arthur  S.  Qay- 
lord,  a  grand-nephew  of  the  donor,  William  H.  Gaylord.  A 
poem  was  read  by  Andrew  T.  Judd,  and  addressee  given  by 
Rev.  A.  B.  Patten  and  Miss  Mary  E.  WooUey,  president  of 
Mount  Holyoke  College.  The  building  is  in  the  charge  of 
a  board  of  seven  life  trustees,  who  propose  to  care  for  and 
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maintain  the  building  and  grounds,  to  light  and  heat  and 
furnish  a  janitor  for  the  entire  building,  to  retain  control  of 
two  smaller  rooms  intended  as  repositories  for  works  of  art, 
antiquities  and  historical  relics,  and  to  give  to  the  trustees 
of  the  Free  Public  Library  the  free  use  and  control  of  the 
room  prepared  for  the  library.  The  latter  board  will  only 
be  at  the  expense  of  providing  and  caring  for  the  books  of  the 
library  and  for  their  delivery  to  the  public. 

Spencer.  The  home  circulation  of  1903  was  somewhat  less  than 
that  of  the  preceding  year,  owing,  perhaps,  to  a  free  use  of  the 
Tabard  Inn  Library  by  the  fiction-reading  public.  As  a 
reference  library  a  much  larger  work  has  been  done  than  ever 
before,  and  much  use  has  been  made  of  the  reading  room. 

Springfield.  During  the  past  year  generous  friends  contributed 
$4,600  towards  reducing  the  debt  of  the  City  Library  Associa- 
tion. The  late  Albert  D.  Nason  left  a  will  under  which  the 
library  will  ultimately  receive  $5,000,  the  income  of  which  is 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  of  permanent  value  in 
history,  science  and  the  useful  arts.  A  new  department  has 
happily  been  endowed  by  the  gift  of  $1,000  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Mary  E.  Searle,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for 
the  enrichment  of  the  library  in  specimens  of  the  wood- 
engraver^s  art,  either  books  or  proofs.  The  heirs  of  the  late 
Henry  S.  Lee,  through  the  executors,  have  given  his  mag- 
nificent collection  of  ancient  and  modem  coins.  Several  oil 
portraits,  many  books  and  some  manuscripts  have  been  given, 
and  a  good  deal  of  material  for  the  science  museum.  Notable 
among  the  latter  is  a  collection  of  soapstone  pottery,  with  the 
trap  implements  used  to  work  it,  taken  from  the  old  Indian 
quarry  at  WUbraham,  and  presented  by  Nathan  D.  Bill.  A 
collection  of  musical  scores  has  been  purchased  to  serve  as 
the  nucleus  of  a  music  library.  As  a  means  of  temporary 
relief  from  the  crowding  of  the  present  building,  the  entire 
basement  has  been  finished  for  use,  and  a  separate  entrance 
provided.  One  of  the  rooms  so  obtained  will  be  used  for  the 
periodical  reading  room  and  another  as  a  children's  room. 
A  fire,  which  threatened  the  destruction  of  the  library,  oc- 
curred on  the  afternoon  of  April  6.  Fortunately,  it  was  con- 
fined to  a  portion  of  the  roof,  but  it  caused  a  serious  damage 
by  water  to  the  books,  principally  to  those  of  the  David  A. 
Wells  economic  library  and  the  collection  of  government  docu- 
ments.    This  library   aims  to  pursue  a  fairly  conservative 
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policy  in  relation  to  children's  reading.  It  is  a  question  how 
much  good  is  done  by  the  profuse  supply  of  harmless  but 
mediocre  books.  It  is  said  in  their  favor  that  they  often 
form  the  reading  habit  in  children  who  might  not  be  attracted 
if  restricted  to  the  classics.  On  the  other  hand,  their  effect  may 
be  mentally  debilitating.  This  is  true  not  only  of  story  books, 
but  applies  equally  to  the  so-called  instructive  books  of  a  milk- 
and-water  character.  Newly  published  children's  books  have 
been  purchased  very  sparingly  (only  34  titles  of  current  juve- 
nile fiction  in  the  year),  but  an  effort  is  made  to  increase 
interest  in  children's  classics,  and  especial  pains  taken  to  lead 
older  children  from  juvenile  to  adult  literature.  One  hundred 
and  ninety-five  distributing  agencies  are  maintained  in  the 
city.  The  annual  report,  made  in  May,  is  filled  with  sug- 
gestive information.  * 

Stockbridge.  a  subscription  to  the  Bodley  Club  Library  gives 
the  library  1,200  new  books  annually  for  $75,  which,  the 
secretary  says,  "has  added  materially  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
library,  and  given  a  wider  selection  of  good  books  than  would 
otherwise  have  been  possible  with  our  limited  means.''  It  is 
the  wish  of  the  trustees  to  co-operate  with  the  schools  as  far 
as  possible,  and  a  closer  union  is  proposed.  The  library  is 
now  open  from  11  to  6  o'clock  p.m.,  and  in  the  evening  of 
every  day  except  Sundays  and  holidays.  This  is  quite  a 
liberal  addition  to  the  former  hours  of  opening.  A  bequest 
of  $500  has  been  received  from  the  late  Henry  Dwight  Sedg- 
wick, who  was  president  of  the  library  for  many  years. 

Stoneham.  The  new  Carnegie  library  building  was  opened  for 
the  delivery  of  books  June  27,  1904.  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift  of 
$15,000  was  supplemented  by  town  appropriations  of  $2,500 
for  land  and  $4,500  in  addition  to  the  building  fund.  The 
building  contains  a  stack  room  for  about  20,000  volumes,  a 
commodious  delivery  room,  a  reading  room  for  adults  and  one 
for  children,  with  additional  rooms  in  the  basement.  The 
floors  are  fireproofed,  and  a  steel  curtain  closes  the  entrance 
to  the  stack  room.  The  library  is  open  daily,  except  on  Sun- 
days and  holidays. 

Stoughton.  The  new  library  building  was  dedicated  June  30. 
A  public  reception  in  the  library  was  followed  by  appropriate 
exercises  in  the  town  hall.  The  building  is  the  gift  of  Lucius 
Clapp  of  Randolph,  a  former  resident  of  Stoughton,  who  has 
always  had  the  best  interests  of  the  town  at  heart,  as  his 
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numerous  gifts  to  the  library,  schools  and  other  institutions 
are  witnesses.  The  lot  was  furnished  by  the  town,  and  the 
building  cost  $25,000,  complete  with  furniture  and  fittings. 
The  library  is  of  colonial  design,  and  is  constructed  of  brick 
and  limestone,  with  the  interior  finish  of  oak.  The  delivery 
hall  is  in  the  centre,  with  the  book  stacks  in  the  rear.  On  one 
side  of  the  hall  is  the  general  reading  room,  with  special  facil- 
ities for  the  shelving  and  use  of  reference  books.  On  the 
other  side  are  the  children's  room  and  the  librarian's  room. 
The  principal  book  stacks  are  on  the  main  floor,  and  are 
arranged  for  a  second  tier  when  needed.  The  basement  is 
furnished  with  stacks  for  books  which  are  not  in  frequent  use. 
The  total  capacity  is  about  30,000  volumes.  In  the  vestibule 
is  a  bronze  tablet  in  recognition  of  the  gift,  and  another  as 
a  memorial  of  the  late  Henry  L.  Pierce,  who  was  a  liberal 
benefactor  of  the  library.  In  the  basement  is  a  small  hall, 
which  is  designed  for  the  use  of  the  Stoughton  Historical 
Society,  and  may  be  used  for  small  gatherings. 

Stow.  The  library  has  come  to  be  recognized  as  an  important 
factor  in  the  intellectual  life  of  the  town.  A  portrait  of  Mr. 
Henry  Gates,  a  trustee  since  the  library  was  opened,  has  been 
received. 

SuNDEKLAND.  The  librarian  says:  "We  have  patrons  from  no 
fewer  than  nine  nationalities,  and  never  in  any  previous  year 
has  the  number  of  loans  reached  that  of  the  closing  year. 
Moreover,  we  are  confident  that  in  the  quality  of  our  work  we 
are  keeping  pace  with  quantity.  We  have  been  gratified  with 
the  use  which  haa  been  made  of  the  library  for  reference  work, 
especially  by  the  schools  and  notably  by  the  high  school ;  and 
we  view  with  satisfaction  the  increased  co-operation  with  the 
public  schools,  which  should  be  one  of  the  foremost  objects 
in  the  work  of  every  public  library.''  A  number  of  Polish 
books  have  been  added  to  the  library,  which  have  been  appre- 
ciated by  those  of  that  nationality  who  wish  to  read. 

Swansea.  The  two-book  system,  which  was  adopted  last  year,  is 
rapidly  growing  in  favor.  The  current  magazines  have  been 
put  in  circulation.  A  portrait  of  Dr.  James  L.  Wellington 
has  been  presented  by  Miss  Mary  A.  Case,  one  of  the  trustees. 

Taunton.  The  circulation  of  books  for  home  use  in  1903  was 
less  than  it  had  been  for  several  years.  This  reduction  was  due 
in  the  main  to  the  non-purchase  of  current  books  during  a  few 
months,  occasioned  by  the  use  of  the  usual  book  fund  to  meet 
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extraordinary  expenses  in  the  work  of  reclassification  and  cat- 
aloguing. The  new  Carnegie  buildings  a  brief  description  of 
which  was  given  in  the  report  of  last  year^  was  opened  with 
simple  dedicatory  exercises  on  the  evening  of  Nov.  30,  1904. 

Tewksbuby.  The  librarian,  Miss  Louie  M.  Blaisdell,  and  the  as- 
sistant, Miss  Lucy  Tingley,  resigned  in  1903,  and  the  trustees, 
in  their  report,  ^^  tender  the  unanimous  endorsement  of  the 
board  for  their  faithful  and  painstaking  efforts  to  make  the 
library  an  instrument  of  great  good  in  this  community .''  Mrs. 
Bemice  Folsom  was  chosen  librarian,  und  in  turn  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Harriette  G.  Lee  July  1,  1904.  The  circular 
tion  of  fiction  is  somewhat  smaller,  while  that  of  the  other 
classes  has  increased.  The  teachers  of  the  high  and  grammar 
schools  have  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  taking 
books  for  the  use  of  their  pupils,  and  the  younger  people  of 
the  town  are  becoming  more  interested  in  the  library.  Old 
magazines  are  sent  to  the  several  hospitals  and  homes,  where 
they  are  much  appreciated. 

TiSBUBY.  The  directors  have  been  authorized  to  purchase  suit- 
able premises  for  library  purposes.  The  feeling  generally 
prevails  that  it  is  not  desirable  to  incur  indebtedness,  but 
rather  to  collect  adequate  funds  for  the  enterprise  previous 
to  an  unqualified  purchase. 

TopsFiELD.  For  several  years  the  per  cent,  of  fiction  circulation 
has  been  decreasing.  The  schools  have  used  the  library  more 
freely,  and  a  larger  number  of  books  than  usual  have  been 
added  by  purchase.  ^  The  interest  in  the  reading  room  has 
been  maintained. 

TowNSEND.  In  1903  the  librarian,  Mrs.  Evelyn  L.  Warren,  was. 
.  given  a  leave  of  absence  for  one  year,  and  Miss  Annie  S.  B^g 
was  chosen  substitute  librarian.  Each  year  .sees  an  increased 
use  of  the  library,  not  only  for  recreation  but  for  study  and 
reference.  A  valuable  collection  of  religious  histories  and 
books  of  reference  has  been  received  from  Rev.  Samuel  S. 
Spear  of  Wareham.  Loans  of  pictures  have  been  made  by 
the  Woman^s  Education  Association.  The  librarian  notes 
the  interest  of  the  school  children  in  the  use  of  books  in  rela- 
tion to  their  studies.  The  members  of  the  grange,  in  pursu- 
ance of  their  work,  have  consulted  the  library  with  much 
satisfaction.  The  library  is  being  classified  and  recatalogued 
by  the  Dewey  system. 

Tyngsbobough.    The  library  is  cramped  in  space,  and  its  room 
is  poorly  lighted  and  very  damp ;  but  a  proper  library  building 
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is  in  prospect  from  a  legacy  of  $5,000  left  by  an  old  resident 
of  the  town,  which  with,  perhaps,  some  help  from  the  town 
will  "be  adequate. 

Tyringham.  a  library  building  in  process  of  erection  has  not 
progressed  as  was  hoped  and  expected.  A  renewed  effort  is 
being  made  to  secure  funds  for  its  completion.  The  trustees 
were  obliged  to  move  the  library  from  the  pleasant  room  in 
the  centre  of  the  village  to  a  more  remote  place,  consequently 
the  library  has  not  been  used  as  freely  as  it  otherwise  would 
have  been  by  the  citizens  and  children. 

Upton.  Valuable  gifts  of  books  have  been  received  from  a  local 
business  man  and  from  the  heirs  of  two  prominent  townsmen. 
The  library  is  being  classified  by  the  Dewey  system,  and  a 
card  catalogue  is  being  prepared. 

UxBRiDGE.  The  circulation  of  1903  gained  about  22  per  cent, 
over  that  of  1902,  and  the  per  cent,  of  fiction  decreased.  The 
visits  of  the  librarian  to  the  schools  and  the  removal  of 
the  age  limit  have  brought  many  new  readers  to  the  library. 
Teachers  of  distant  schools  take  books  to  their  pupils  and 
allow  them  to  be  used  for  home  reading;  in  this  way  many 
have  been  reached  who  were  too  far  away  to  go  to  the  library 
themselves.  A  collection  of  pictures  of  miscellaneous  subjects 
is  being  made.  These  are  used  for  picture  bulletins  in  the 
library,  and  for  loans  to  the  schools  and  clubs  as  illustrations 
of  work  that  is  being  done.  French  fiction  has  been  added 
to  the  library,  to  meet  the  demands  of  residents  who  do  not 
read  English.  In  many  cases  children  who  come  to  the  li- 
brary for  juvenile  English  books  borrow  French  books  on 
their  own  cards  for  their  parents.  This  avoids  red-tape  work, 
and  makes  the  foreign  people  feel  that  the  library  is  easy  to 
approach.  Work  has  been  done  on  a  subject  catalogue,  in 
which  important  chapters  of  books  are  noted,  special  lists 
referred  to,  and  cards  have  been  written  for  all  matters  deal- 
ing in  any  way  with  Uxbridge  history.  In  the  purchase  of 
books  some  of  the  methods  recommended  by  the  committee  of 
the  American  Library  Association  have  been  tried,  and  the 
results,  so  far,  show  that  a  limited  book  fund  may  be  made 
in  this  way  more  adequate  to  growing  needs. 

Wakefield.  A  steady  increase  in  the  circulation  is  reported  for 
the  last  five  years.  The  waiting  list  system,  as  regards  new 
books,  gives  general  satisfaction,  some  500  postal  cards  having 
been  used  during  the  year.    This  system  prevents  in  a  great 
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measure  the  feeling  that  each  one's  turn  is  a  long  time  coining 
for  the  new  book,  and  does  away  with  the  idea  that  favoritism 
is  shown.  The  newspapers  and  magazines  are  in  continual 
use,  and  during  the  colder  months  space  at  the  tables  is  in 
almost  constant  demand  during  the  busiest  hours. 

Walpole.  The  librarian.  Miss  Margaret  Tyacke,  resigned  Sept 
1,  1903,  and  Miss  Ida  J.  Phelps  was  elected  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy. The  beautiful  location  and  the  spacious  and  well- 
lighted  ^ooms  of  the  new  library  building  win  the  admiration 
of  all  visitors.  Every  effort  is  made  to  make  the  library  use- 
ful to  students,  and  the  fullest  co-operation  exists  between  it 
and  the  public  schools.  Among  the  features  which  promote 
its  eflBciency  are  open  stacks;  a  separate  room  for  children, 
which  is  very  much  used;  the  two-card  system;  and  the  Sun- 
day opening  of  the  reading  room,  with  hours  practically  the 
same  as  on  week  days.  The  reading  room  is  furnished  with 
50  of  the  best  periodicals  in  art,  science,  sociology  and  general 
literature.  Books  are  sent  each  week  to  East  Walpole  and 
South  Walpole,  through  the  kindness  of  public-spirited  citi- 
zens, who  transport  them  free  of  charge.  The  Bodley  Club 
service  has  been  increased  to  100  volumes,  thus  supplying  the 
demand  for  fiction  to  such  an  extent  that  only  that  of  the 
highest  character  need  be  purchased,  and  that  only  after  its 
desirability  has  been  tested  by  use.  Three  hundred  foreign 
photographs  have  been  added,  making  nearly  800  in  the  pres- 
ent collection. 

Waltham.  The  record  of  1903  shows  a  loss  in  circulation,  with 
85.5  as  the  per  cent,  of  fiction  used.  The  placing  of  new  and 
popular  books  on  open  shelves  has  worked  so  well  that  addi- 
tional shelves  have  been  provided.  To  carry  out  still  further 
the  facility  for  the  examination  of  books  on  all  the  shelves 
of  the  library,  patrons  in  limited  numbers,  under  proper  r^u- 
lations,  have  been  allowed  to  visit  the  alcoves.  The  placing 
of  books  in  the  children's  department  has  given  favorable  re- 
sults. These  books  have  been  largely  taken,  and  on  some  days 
the  supply  has  been  quite  exhausted. 

Warren.  A  contract  has  been  made  with  the  Bodley  Club  Li- 
brary, by  which  50  books  are  furnished,  and  about  two-thirds 
of  them  exchanged  once  in  six  weeks.  The  experience  of  a 
year  has  shown  that  these  books  are  in  almost  constant  use. 
The  wants  of  fiction  readers  having  been  thus  well  supplied. 
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it  has  been  possible  to  give  more  attention  to  the  purchase  of 
reference  books  and. standard  works  in  other  departments. 

Wakwick.  The  teachers  have  drawn  freely  on  the  library  for 
books  for  reference  and  supplementary  reading  in  the  school- 
room. As  much  attention  is  being  given  to  nature  study,  the 
demand  among  the  children  for  books  on  birds  and  flowers 
has  been  active,  and  a  number  of  such  books  have  been 
furnished.  A  travelling  library  on  birds,  loaned  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Audubon  Society,  was  much  appreciated.  Photo- 
graphs loaned  by  the  Woman's  Education  Association  have 
been  exhibited. 

Watertown.  The  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  building 
having  been  completed,  work  has  been  done  to  increase  and 
perfect  the  catalogues,  the  want  of  which  has  somewhat  im- 
peded the  work  with  the  schools  and  stations.  A  second 
edition  of  the  fiction  list  has  been  issued,  and  a  list  of  biog- 
raphy, history  and  travel  is  nearly  or  quite  completed.  Two 
complete  card  catalogues  are  used,  one  for  the  public  and  the 
other  for  office  use  and  verification.  Delivery  stations  have 
been  established  at  East  Watertown,  Bemis  and  the  Hosmer 
school,  and  books  are  sent  to  other  schools  when  they  are  asked 
for.  There  is  no  age  limit  for  borrowers,  and  two  books  may 
be  taken  upon  a  card,  but  only  one  shall  be  of  the  fiction  class. 

Webster.  The  circulation  has  increased,  especially  in  the  chil- 
dren's department,  and  there  has  been  a  larger  attendance  in 
the  reading  room.  The  opening  of  the  non-fiction  shelves  to 
the  public  has  apparently  increased  the  circidation  in  that  line 
of  reading. 

Wbllesley.  By  the  construction  of  a  second  floor  of  iron  and 
glass  in  the  north  alcove,  space  has  been  secured  for  the  shelv- 
ing of  about  5,000  volumes. 

Wendell.  Miss  Julia  Kavana  resigned  as  librarian  in  March, 
and  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Mary  E.  White.  The  library  is 
open  to  the  pupils  of  the  schools,  and  books  are  purchased 
with  direct  reference  to  the  needs  of  the  children.  Two  bird 
charts  have  been  procured  for  use  in  the  schools,  and  they 
have  been  used  and  much  appreciated  by  the  pupils.  Books 
of  reference  are  loaned  to  the  schools  whenever  asked  for,  and 
encyclopaedias  may  be  retained  for  indefinite  periods.  Books 
and  photographs  have  been  loaned  to  the  library  by  the 
Woman's  Education  Association.    The  branch  library  at  Far- 
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ley  has  received  a  donation  of  books  through  the  care  of  Miss 
Alice  G.  Chandler  of  Lancaster. 

Westpield.  Special  reading  lists  for  current  topics  and  women's 
clnbs  are  being  furnished.  The  circulation  is  about  7,000 
volumes  more  than  in  1903. 

Westford.  Mr.  E.  M.  Raymond  of  Charlestown  has  continued 
his  gifts  to  the  library  by  the  addition  of  carved  oak  chairs,  an 
elegant  Doulton  vase,  a  large  marble  medallion  by  Margaret 
P.  Foley,  and  a  long  list  of  rare  and  antique  articles.  Other 
valuable  gifts  have  been  received.  The  teachers  and  pupils  of 
the  schools  are  making  increasing  use  of  the  library  in  carry- 
ing on  the  school  work.  The  children  of  the  town  are  thus 
acquiring  a  broader  and  better  scholarship,  and  forming  valu- 
able habits  of  investigation. 

Westminster.  Miss  Mary  Belle  Hagar  resigned  her  position  as 
librarian  Jan.  1,  1904,  after  a  faithful  and  efficient  service  of 
about  eight  years,  and  Miss  Sadie  F.  Greene  was  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  About  thirty  trees  and  a  lot  of  shrubs  have 
been  set  out  upon  the  library  grounds  by  Mr.  D.  C.  Miles,  at 
the  expense  of  a  fund  left  with  him  in  trust ;  they  will  in  time 
add  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  grounds.  The  use  of  the  li- 
brary and  reading  rooms  has  increased.  Photographs,  loaned 
by  the  Woman's  Education  Association,  have  been  exhibited 
in  the  children's  room  from  time  to  time,  and  some  valuable 
gifts  of  books  have  been  received.  The  library  is  slowly  and 
steadily  developing  into  what  a  modem  librar}'-  should  be. 

Weston.  The  library  holds  funds  to  the  amount  of  $8,400,  the 
income  of  which  is  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books,  and  not 
for  the  general  purposes  of  the  library.  Portraits  of  Miss 
Elizabeth  S.  White,  the  late  lamented  librarian,  and  Oliver  R. 
Robbins,  for  many  years  chairman  of  the  trustees,  whose 
death  occurred  in  1903,  have  been  presented  to  the  library. 
Exhibitions  of  pictures  of  the  Library  Art  Club  have  been 
given.  The  open-shelf  system  has  been  in  use  nearly  four 
years,  and  only  four  books  have  been  missing  during  tiiat 
time,  and  none  of  them  were  juveniles.  Weston  must  be  the 
banner  town  for  open  shelves.  During  the  school  year  the 
library  is  used  to  a  large  extent  by  the  teachers  and  scholars 
of  the  public  schools.  The  teachers  are  not  limited  to  any 
class  or  number  of  books  which  may  be  taken  for  school  use. 
Two  new  cases  have  been  placed  in  the  children's  room. 
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Westport.  Westport  Free  Public  Library.  This  library,  at  Cen- 
tral Village,  is  a  town  library  with  1,380  volumes,  a  catalogue 
of  which  has  just  been  issued. 

Westport  Point  Library.  This  is  a  free  public  library,  un- 
der private  control.  The  population  of  the  village  at  West- 
port  Point  is  under  200,  and,  as  the  library  at  Central  Village 
is  four  miles  away,  they  have  not  found  it  practicable  to  use 
the  town  library  to  any  great  extent.  Their  need  has  been 
met  by  the  founding  of  this  library  by  Mrs.  Charles  Cuthbert 
Hall,  as  a  memorial  of  her  parents,  Bobert  H.  Boyd  and 
Catherine  Lansing  Boyd.  It  was  started  Sept.  1,  1903,  in  a 
simple  and  small  way,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  grow  according 
to  the  demands  of  the  little  community.  Two  hundred  and 
seventy-three  volumes,  carefully  selected,  were  purchased  at 
the  beginning;  73  volumes  belonging  to  the  old  District  School 
Library  were  gathered  together  from  the  homes  of  the  vil- 
lagers and  given  to  the  library.  At  the  close  of  the  first  year 
there  were  470  volumes  in  the  library,  and  1,323  volimies  had 
been  circulated.  During  the  first  eight  months  the  books 
were  in  the  care  of  the  postmaster,  but  since  May  1  they  have 
been  placed  in  a  rented  room.  Miss  Mary  C.  Corey,  the  libra- 
rian, was  formerly  a  teacher  in  the  village  school,  and  is 
interested  to  bring  the  library  and  the  school  together.  Bulle- 
tins and  reading  suggestions  are  placed  in  the  school,  and  the 
teachers  are  allowed  books  without  limit.  The  library  is  free 
to  the  villagers,  and  summer  visitors  pay  a  small  fee  for  the 
privilege  of  registering  as  l^orrowers.  Papers  and  magazines 
are  given,  and  the  reading  room  and  library  are  open  daily. 
A  large  library  will  never  be  required  in  this  small  community, 
but  by  a  judicious  choice  of  books  this  library  may  be  made 
very  useful.  A  printed  catalogue  has  been  issued,  which  will 
be  supplemented  by  printed  slips. 

Westport  Public  Library.  This  library  was  organized  in 
1889  by  fifteen  men  of  the  village,  and  absorbed  the  Westport 
Social  Library,  which  dated  from  1840,  and  the  Westport 
Library  Association.  It  was  closed  in  1896,  for  lack  of 
funds,  and  its  books  were  taken  from  the  store  where  they 
had  been  kept  and  stored  for  safe  keeping.  It  was  reopened 
by  the  young  people  in  October,  1900,  in  a  dwelling  house, 
where  it  remained  until  March,  1902,  when  the  death  of  the 
owner  of  the  building  caused  it  to  be  closed  a  second  time.    It 
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was  again  reopened  in  May,  1903,  in  the  high -school  building 
at  the  head  of  Westport,  where  it  now  is.  It  is  entirely  with- 
out an  income,  except  that  which  is  obtained  from  an  annual 
entertainment  in  the  church.  The  neighboring  libraries  of 
New  Bedford,  Taunton  and  Fairhaven  have  sent  many  re- 
jected duplicates,  mostly  fiction,  which,  although  not  of  recent 
date,  have  furnished  a  good  supply  of  reading  material.  The 
library  has  now  about  1,600  volumes. 

West  Springfield.  The  patrons  of  the  library  have  steadily  in- 
creased in  numbers.  The  children's  department,  however, 
shows  a  decrease  of  1,000  volumes  in  the  circulation  of  1903, 
which  was  due  to  the  prevalence  of  scarlet-fever.  Books  on 
nature,  history,  art  and  religion  have  been  in  increased  de- 
mand, and  it  is  intended  to  make  many  additions  along  those 
lines. 

West  Stockbridge.  A  decrease  in  the  circulation  of  1903  was 
caused  by  the  library  being  closed  several  weeks  during  the 
summer;  the  average  number  per  week,  when  the  library  was 
open,  was  larger  than  that  of  the  preceding  year.  The  de- 
mand for  reference  books  has  increased,  and  more  of  this  class 
of  books  have  been  purchased.  A  portrait  of  Henry  W.  Long- 
fellow has  been  presented,  and  wood  for  the  use  of  the  library 
has  been  freely  furnished  by  John  Vaber. 

Westwood.  The  circulation  has  materially  increased.  More  in- 
terest is  apparent  every  year,  especially  on  the  part  of  the 
children. 

Weymouth.  Tufts  Library.  Before  the  close  of  the  summer 
term  (1903)  a  graded  list  was  sent  to  every  school  below  the 
high  school,  with  the  request  that  the  teachers  would  ask  their 
pupils  to  read  two  at  least  of  the  books  listed  during  the  vaca- 
tion, with  the  expectation  that  the  first  language  lesson  of 
the  fall  term  would  be  on  "books  I  have  read  during  vaca- 
tion.'' The  result  was  very  gratifying;  such  books  as  **  Bagged 
Dick/'  "  Tattered  Tom "  and  the  "  Optic "  books  had  more 
rest  than  usual,  and  better  books  were  in  constant  demand. 
Twenty-five  to  30  books  each  are  now  sent  every  two  months 
to  seven  distant  schools,  whose  pupils  otherwise  would  re- 
ceive little  benefit  from  the  library.  The  high  school  takes 
books  for  study  only,  but  the  lower  grades  read  good  stories 
and  juvenile  works  of  travel,  history,  poetry,  natural  science 
and  the  fine  and  useful  arts.    There  was  a  gain  of  nearly  10 
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per  cent,  in  the  circulation,  and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  per 
cent,  of  fiction  nsed.  Students'  cards  are  issued  to  any  who 
need  a  number  of  books  for  special  study.  Besides  exhibitions 
of  the  pictures  of  the  Library  Art  Club,  a  loan  exhibition  of 
paintings  by  artists  of  Weymouth  and  vicinity  was  given, 
which  was  greatly  appreciated  by  many  visitors. 

Whitman.  In  consequence  of  an  insufficient  appropriation,  the 
trustees  report  (1903)  that  they  have  not  been  able  to  meet 
the  demand  for  new  books.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  cir- 
culation, and  the  use  of  fiction  was  90  per  cent.  The  connect- 
ing link  between  the  library  and  the  schools  has  been  growing 
stronger. 

Williamsburg.  Haydenville  Public  Library.  The  library  has 
been  used  even  more  extensively  than  usual,  and,  through  the 
efficient  work  of  the  librarian,  is  doing  good  educational  work, 
besides  supplying  the  people  with  a  good  share  of  their  lighter 
literature.  Among  the  gifts  were  100  bound  volumes  of 
magazines  from  the  City  Library  Association  of  Springfield. 
This  library  is  supported  by  the  town  of  Williamsburg. 

Meekins  Library.  This  library  is  free  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town,  but  the  town  has  no  voice  in  its  management. 
Twice  as  many  books  as  usual  have  been  added,  and  the 
Browne  charging  system,  which  is  very  satisfactory,  has  been 
adopted.  The  two-book  system  is  used,  with  the  usual  result 
of  an  increase  in  the  use  of  non-fiction  books. 

WiLLiAMSTOWN.  An  important  change  in  library  hours  has  been 
made;  the  library  is  now  accessible  on  five  afternoons  and  two 
evenings  in  the  week.  This  has  been  a  great  convenience,  not 
only  to  the  general  public  but  also  to  the  schools,  as  the  schol- 
ars are  now  better  able  to  go  to  the  library;  and,  as  a  conse- 
quence, the  circulation  shows  a  gain  of  about  14  per  cent. 

WiNTHROP.  The  plan  of  placing  all  fiction  upon  the  Cutter  sys- 
tem of  classification  has  been  completed.  It  is  now  possible 
to  find  without  delay  all  the  works  of  any  author  that  are  not 
in  circulation,  as  this  system  brings  together  the  books  of  each 
writer.  It  means  quicker  delivery  and  less  waiting  for  the 
borrower.  The  other  divisions  of  the  librarv  will  be  reclassi- 
fied  as  opportimity  offers.  An  encouraging  feature  of  the 
work  of  the  year  was  the  increased  use  made  of  the  reading 
room.  The  continued  interest  on  the  part  of  the-  townspeople 
in  the  historical  collection  in  the  Pullin  Point  room  is  a  mat- 
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ter  of  especial  gratification  to  the  trustees.  The  room  is  now 
crowded  with  pictures  and  articles  of  local  historical  interest, 
and  the  collection  is  rapidly  growing.  Exhibitions  of  the 
pictures  of  the  Library  Art  Club  have  been  continued,  and  a 
special  exhibition  of  park  views,  many  of  which  were  loaned 
by  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission,  has  been  given. 

WoBURN.  A  partial  closure  of  the  library  during  the  "  coal  strike  " 
and  an  entire  closing  of  two  months  in  the  summer  by  reason 
of  the  prevalence  of  scarlet-fever  caused  a  great  reduction  in 
the  circulation  of  1903.  The  normal  condition  of  affairs  was 
renewed  after  September  1.  The  open-shelf  system  causes 
much  misplacement  of  books,  and  increased  work  for  the  at- 
tendants in  replacing  them  in  after  hours ;  otherwise,  the  sys- 
tem is  satisfactory,  and  it  is  not  considered  detrimental  so  far 
sa  the  loss  of  books  is  concerned, — 94  volumes  were  reported 
missing  in  1903.  Valuable  manuscripts  and  other  articles  re- 
lating to  local  history  have  been  received.  Three  trustees  have 
been  appointed  imder  the  will  of  Jonathan  Thompson  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  library  building  at  North  Wobum; 
Andrew  E.  Linscott  is  the  chairman. 

Worcester.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  have  users  of  libraries  re- 
member the  institutions  in  their  wills.  A  few  years  ago 
Henry  W.  Brown,  a  teacher  in  the  State  Normal  Sdiool  in 
Worcester,  remembering  the  assistance  which  he  had  received 
in  this  library,  made  to  it  a  bequest  of  $100 ;  that  amount  has 
been  set  aside  as  the  Henry  W.  Brown  Fund.  William  H. 
Bartlett,  principal  of  one  of  the  grammar  schools  in  Worcester, 
died  during  the  past  year.  He  had  used  the  library  con- 
stantly. Much  had  been  done  for  him,  and  he  always  acknowl- 
edged assistance  with  a  beautiful  courtesy.  It  is  understood 
that  the  library  will  eventually  receive  from  his  estate  the 
sum  of  about  $2,500.  Is  it  not  well  to  encourage  persons  to 
make  small  bequests  to  libraries,  when  they  cannot  make  large 
ones?  It  is  very  touching  in  some  European  countries  to 
find  institutions  which  have  numerous  very  small  funds,  which 
have  been  left  by  appreciative  friends.  Let  it  be  understood 
that  a  gift  of  $50  or  $100  will  be  gratefully  received,  and  let 
small  funds  be  established,  where  practicable,  to  perpetuate 
the  kindness  and  thoughtfulness  of  givers.  The  renewal  of 
books  by  telephone  has  been  so  generally  adopted  that  it  has 
become  necessary  to  have  a  private  line  for  the  circulating  de- 
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partment.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  it  is  the  custom 
here  to  send  a  circular  to  the  heads  of  the  several  public  schools, 
offering  to  send  an  attendant,  at  an  hour  to  be  agreed  upon,  to 
take  the  signatures  of  such  scholars  as  the  teachers  think 
should  have  the  privilege  of  library  cards  for  home  use.  This 
is  additional  to  the  work  done  in  connection  with  the  schools 
by  means  of  the  usual  teachers^  and  pupils^  cards.  This  plan 
not  only  encourages  the  use  of  books  by  children  who  should 
have  them,  but  prevents  a  rush  of  signers  between  4  and  6 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  the  library  assistants  are  ex- 
tremely busy  in  waiting  on  the  masses  of  boys  and  girls  who 
crowd  the  children's  room  between  those  hours  on  the  first 
five  secular  days  of  the  week. 
Yabmouth.  Yarmouth  Library  Association.  This  library  has 
received  a  gift  of  $1,000  from  the  late  Mrs.  Abby  B.  King- 
man of  Brockton,  a  native  of  the  town.  The  branch  at  West 
Yarmouth  has  received  an  encyclopsedia  in  29  volumes,  and 
the  library,  though  small,  is  doing  well.  The  Free  Social 
Library  at  South  Yarmouth  has  no  regular  income,  and  is 
dependent  upon  the  liberality  of  its  friends.  The  summer 
residents  raised  over  $100  for  its  assistance.  It  has  been 
moved  into  larger  and  more  pleasant  rooms  on  the  ground 
floor,  which  have  been  fitted  up  at  an  expense  of  over  $100. 
A  new  card  catalogue  and  cabinet  have  been  put  in,  and  nearly 
100  volumes  added  to  the  collection. 

The  Woman's  Education  Association. 

The  exceptionally  good  work  of  the  committee  on  libraries 
of  the  Woman's  Education  Association,  now  extended  over 
many  years,  has  been  a  unique  and  very  interesting  and  useful 
phase  of  the  development  of  the  ever-growing  library  interests 
of  the  State.  It  now  has  50  travelling  libraries,  containing 
1,417  volumes,  and  the  circulation  for  the  year  has  averaged  4 
for  each  volume,  the  percentage  of  fiction  being  53|^.  The 
libraries  on  special  subjects  number  10,  upon  the  following 
subjects  :  Venice,  Florence,  Shakespeare,  English  architecture, 
Rome,  Italian  art,  Egypt,  French  art,  Spanish  art  and  religion. 
Special  libraries  upon  Greece  and  Dutch  art  are  soon  to  be 
added.  The  localities  that  have  received  benefit  from  these 
libraries  during  the  year  are  49  in  number :  —

In  addition  to  the  libraries,  the  association  has  24  sets  of 
pictures,  which  have  been  loaned  for  149  exhibitions  at  104 
different  places. 

The  chairman  and  secretary  made  personal  visits  to  21  of  the 
libraries  in  the  sparsely  settled  towns  of  western  Massachusetts. 
Such  visits  afford  a  stimulus  and  inspiration  to  the  small  libe- 
ries which  cannot  be  overestimated.  The  voluntary  service  of 
these  ladies  is  of  a  nature  which  no  material  compensation  can 
command.  It  is  gratefully  acknowledged  by  this  commission. 
Its  unselfish,  helpful  character,  and  the  enthusiasm  with  which 
it  is  conducted,  reaches  a  higher  level  than  that  of  any  paid 
official  system  of  routine  inspection  or  examination.  These 
visits  are  heartily  welcomed  and  gratefully  appreciated  by  those 
who  have  the  care  of  the  small  libraries.  If  such  visits  could 
be  more  widely  extended,  it  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  Library  Art  Club. 

The  Library  Art  Club,  which  is  conducted  upon  a  self-sup- 
porting basis,  now  has  a  membership  of  114  libraries,  83  of 
which  are  in  this  State.  It  has  provided  81  exhibits  during  the 
year.  The  lists  of  exhibits  are  of  great  and  varied  interest, 
comprising  choice  photographs  of  ancient  and  modern  works 
of  art,  and  a  great  number  of  photographs  of  the  historic  and 
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picturesque  scenery  of  different  portions  of  the  world.  These 
exhibits  have  great  educational  value,  and  attract  much  atten- 
tion from  the  general  public. 

Catalogue  Cards. 

A  large  and  increasing  number  of  the  libraries  now  purchase 
the  printed  catalogue  cards  provided  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress, and  find  it  a  great  saving  of  expense.  A  complete  set 
of  these,  so  far  as  issued,  is  at  all  times  accessible  for  consulta- 
tion at  the  State  Library.  Full  instructions  as  to  the  price 
and  the  method  of  ordering  may  be  obtained  by  application  to 
the  Library  of  Congress.  The  last  report  of  the  librarian  of 
Congress  states  that :  <'  The  experience  of  this  year  has  empha- 
sized that  of  last,  in  demonstrating  the  fact  that  author  and  title 
orders  constitute  a  simple  and  effective  means  of  ordering  cards ; 
and  that  all  except  the  larger  libraries  would  do  well  to  perfect 
their  method  of  ordering  by  this  means  before  attempting  any 
other." 

Art  Library  Map. 

The  skilful  hand  of  Prof.  Oeorge  H.  Bartlett,  principal  of 
the  Normal  Art  School,  prepared  for  the  Louisiana  Purchase 
Exposition  a  large  map  of  the  State,  containing  pen  and  ink 
drawings  of  over  250  of  our  library  buildings  in  the  towns  they 
serve.  This  map  attracted  great  attention  during  the  continu- 
ance of  the  fair  at  St.  Louis,  and  will  form  a  portion  of  the 
State  exhibit  at  the  coming  Lewis  and  Clarke  Exposition.  It 
was  awarded  the  grand  prize  at  St.  Louis.  A  reduced  copy  of 
the  map  forms  a  portion  of  this  report. 

Local  Library  Clubs. 

The  admirable  work  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Club  has 
been  supplemented  by  the  establishment  in  recent  years  of  the 
Bay  Path,  "Western  Massachusetts  and  Cape  Cod  library  clubs, 
all  of  which  have  been  most  helpful.  Experience  seems  to 
demonstrate  that  the  local  club  can  be  of  the  greatest  aid  to  the 
small  library.  The  time  and  interests  of  the  larger  club  are 
necessarily  largely  devoted  to  the  problems  and  work  of  the 
larger  libraries,  many  or  most  of  which  can  afford  professional 
or  semi-professional  librarians.     The  unpaid  librarians  of  the 
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smaller  libraiies  are  unable  to  attend  the  meetings,  by  reason 
of  the  expense  of  travel,  and  the  minor  questions  which  arise 
in  their  experience  are  seldom  discussed.  The  local  club,  near 
at  home,  less  formal  and  of  a  more  sympathetic  local  interest, 
can  do  the  greatest  good  to  the  library  which  most  needs  simple 
aid.  If  at  least  a  half  dozen  more  local  clubs  could  be  organized 
in  the  State,  at  points  accessible  with  the  least  expense  to  the 
greatest  number  of  librarians  of  small  libraries,  they  would 
prove  of  great  value. 

Conclusion. 

This  commission  has  been  in  existence  a  decade  and  a  half. 
Its  work  began  under  favoring  conditions.  It  has  been  carried 
on  quietly,  and  every  town  now  has  its  free  public  library.  To 
distribute  the  treasures  of  the  library  in  the  simplest  and  most 
effective  manner,  and  to  maintain  the  purity  of  the  sources  of 
supply,  are  and  will  be  ever-present  problems.  To  create  and 
stimulate  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  desire  for  good  read- 
ing, and  to  satisfy  that  desire  on  the  lines  of  least  resistance 
as  to  time,  distance  and  expense,  covers  the  whole  ground  of 
economic  and  efficient  library  administration.  Formality  and 
mechanical  methods  should  be  discouraged;  familiarity  and 
simplicity  encouraged.  It  is  the  ever-living,  ever-present  per- 
sonality that  creates  and  maintains.

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FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSEHS. 


[Reyibbd  Laws,  1902,  Chapter  88.] 

General  Provision. 

Section  1.  Library  corporations  and  associations  which  have 
been  legally  established  shall  continue  to  have  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  restrictions  attaching 
thereto. 

Law  Libraries. 

Section  2.  Attorneys  at  law  who  have  been  admitted  to  prac- 
tise in  the  courts  of  the  commonwealth  and  who  are  resident  in  a 
county  for  which  there  is  no  law  library  association  may  organize 
as  a  corporation,  imder  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  himdred  and 
twenty-five,  by  the  name  of  the  Law  Library  Association  for  such 
county,  and  may  adopt  by-laws  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  superior  court. 

Section  3.  The  inhabitants  of  the  county  shall  have  access  to 
the  library  and  may  use  the  books  therein,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  by-laws. 

Section  4.  County  treasurers  shall  annually  pay  to  the  law 
library  associations  in  their  respective  counties  all  sums  which  are 
paid  into  the  county  treasuries  during  the  year  by  the  clerks  of  the 
courts,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  any 
one  year.  They  may  also  pay  to  said  associations  such  further 
sums  as  the  coimty  commissioners  may  consider  are  necessary  and 
proper.  All  sums  which  are  so  paid  shall  be  applied  to  maintain 
and  enlarge  such  libraries  for  the  use  of  the  courts  and  citizens. 
The  treasurer  of  the  law  library  association,  before  receiving  any 
money  from  the  county  treasurer,  shall  give  bond,  with  sureties  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  commissioners,  for  the  faithful  application 
of  such  money,  and  that  he  will  make  a  return  annually  to  them, 
under  oath,  of  the  maimer  in  which  it  has  been  expended. 

Section  5.  Each  law  library  association  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  from  the  sergeant-at-arms,  immediately  after  their  publica- 
tion, one  copy  of  the  legislative  documents  of  the  senate  and  house, 
the  journal  of  the  senate  and  the  journal  of  the  house. 
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City  and  Town  LibeakIes. 

Section  6.  A  city  or  town  may  establish  and  maintain  public 
libraries  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants,  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  city  council  or  by  the  town,  and  may  receive,  hold  and  man- 
age any  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  such  library.  The  city  council 
of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  may  place  in  such  library  the 
books,  reports  and  laws  which  may  be  received  from  the  common- 
wealth. 

Trustees  of  Town  Librartes. 

Section  7.  A  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  library,  or  free  public  library  and  reading 
room,  owned  by  the  town,  shall,  at  an  annual  meeting  or  special 
meeting,  unless  the  same  has  been  acquired  entirely  or  in  part 
through  some  gift  or  bequest  which  contains  other  conditions  or 
provisions  for  the  election  of  its  trustees  or  for  its  care  and  man- 
agement which  have  been  accepted  by  the  town,  elect  by  ballot  a 
board  of  trustees  consisting  of  any  number  of  persons,  male  or 
female,  divisible  by  three,  which  the  town  determines  to  elect. 
When  such  board  is  first  chosen,  one-third  thereof  shall  be  elected 
for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years  and  one-third  for  three  years, 
and  thereafter  one-third  shall  be  elected  annually  for  the  term  of 
three  years.  The  board  shall,  from  its  own  number,  annually 
choose  a  chairman  and  secretary  and,  if  the  town  so  votes,  a  treas- 
urer, who  shall  give  a  bond  similar  to  that  given  by  the  town 
treasurer,  in  an  amount  and  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  selectmen.  The  town  treasurer  shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  trustees  until  the  town  otherwise  directs. 

Section  8.  The  board  shall  have  the  custody  and  management 
of  the  library  and  reading  room  and  of  all  property  owned  by 
the  town  relating  thereto.  All  money  raised  or  appropriated 
by  the  town  for  its  support  and  maintenance  shall  be  expended  by  the 
board,  and  all  money  or  property  which  the  town  may  receive  by 
gift  or  bequest  for  said  library  and  reading  room  shall  be  admin- 
istered by  the  board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  gift 
or  bequest. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  town 
of  its  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  the  property  in  its  custody, 
with  a  statement  of  any  unexpended  balance  of  money  and  of  any 
gifts  or  bequests  which  it  holds  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  its 
recommendations. 
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Section  10.  The  provisions  of  the  three  preceding  sections 
shall  not  apply  to  library  associations,  nor  to  a  library  organized 
under  a  special  act. 


Board  of  Fbee  Public  Library  Commissioners. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  free  public  library  com- 
missioners consisting  of  five  persons,  residents  of  the  common- 
wealth, one  of  whom  shall  annually  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  five  years. 
The  governor  shall  designate  the  chairman  thereof. 

Section  12.  No  member  shall  receive  any  compensation,  but 
the  board  may  annually  expend  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
payable  by  the  commonwealth,  for  clerical  assistance  and  for  other 
necessary  expenses.  It  shall  annually  in  January  make  a  report 
to  the  general  court. 

Section  13.  The  board  shall  advise  the  librarian  or  trustees  of 
any  free  public  library  relative  to  the  selection  or  cataloguing  of 
books  and  any  other  matter  pertaining  to  the  maintenance  or  ad- 
ministration of  the  library. 

Section  14.  Said  board  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  li- 
brary trustees  of  a  town  which  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
sections  sixteen  and  seventeen,  and  which  has  no  free  public  library 
owned  and  controlled  by  the  town,  expend  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  books  to  be  selected  and  purchased  by  said  board 
and  delivered  to  said  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
free  public  library. 

Sectioj^^  15.  If  a  town,  the  valuation  of  which  is  not  more  than 
six  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  which  has  a  free  public  library, 
has  complied  with  all  laws  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  such 
library,  and  the  trustees  of  the  library  provide,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  board,  for  the  distribution  of  books  in  different  parts  of  the 
town  where  such  distribution  is  necessary,  by  means  of  branch 
libraries  or  deliveries,  and  for  practical  and  effective  means  of 
rendering  the  library  useful  to  the  teachers-  and  scholars  of  the 
public  schools  in  such  town,  the  board  may  expend,  in  such  amounts 
and  at  such  times  as  they  determine,  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  each  free  public  library  owned 
and  controlled  by  such  town. 

Section  16.  A  town  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
three  preceding  sections  until  it  accepts  the  same  or  has  accepted 
the  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws  and  has  elected  a 
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board  of  library  trustees  as  provided  in  section  seven,  nor  until 
said  trustees  have  made  provision  satisfactory  to  said  commission- 
ers for  the  care  and  distribution  of  the  books  furnished  by  them. 

Section  17.  Such  town  shall,  if  its  last  assessed  valuation  was 
one  million  dollars  or  over,  annually  appropriate  from  the  dog  tax, 
or  otherwise  provide  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public 
library,  not  less  than  fifty  dollars;  if  such  valuation  was  less  than 
one  million  dollars  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand, not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars;  and  if  such  valuation  was 
less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  not  less  than 
fifteen  dollars. 

Appropriation  of  ^Money  for  Libraries^  etc. 

Section  15,  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  towns 
may  appropriate  money  "for  the  establishment,  maintenance  or 
increase  of  a  public  library  therein,  and  for  the  erection  or  pro- 
vision of  suitable  buildings  or  rooms  therefor." 

"For  maintaining  a  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants 
have  free  access  and  of  which  they  have  the  use,  and  for  estabUsh- 
ing  and  maintaining  a  public  reading  room  in  connection  with  and 
under  the  control  of  the  managers  of  such  library." 

The  Dog  Tax. 

Section  163,  chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that 
money  received  for  dog  licenses  and  refunded  to  the  towns  "  shall 
be  expended  for  the  support  of  public  libraries  or  schools." 

Defacing  or  Wilful  Detention  of  Books^  Papers^  etc. 

Sections  83  and  84,  chapter  208  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provide 
that  "whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wan- 
tonly and  without  cause,  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  de- 
stroys a  book,  plate,  picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine, 
pamphlet,  manuscript  or  statue  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town 
or  other  public  or  incorporated  library  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  six  months." 

"Whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wan- 
tonly and  without  cause,  detains  a  book,  newspaper,  magazine, 
pamphlet,  or  manuscript  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other 
public  or  incorporated  library  for  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writ- 
ing from  the  librarian  thereof,  containing  a  copy  of  this  section 
and  given  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  which,  by  the  regula- 
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tions  of  such  library,  such  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet 
or  manuscript  may  be  kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  six  months.*^ 

Disturbing  Public  Libraries. 

Section  33,  chapter  212  of  the  Bevised  Laws,  provides  that  "  who- 
ever wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  library,  or  a 
reading  room  connected,  therewith,  by  making  a  noise  or  in  any 
other  maimer  during  the  time  when  such  library  or  reading  room 
is  open  to  the  public  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  thirty  days  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars.*' 

Land  may  be  taken  for  Library  Buildings. 

Section  47  of  chapter  25  of  the  Bevised  Laws  provides  that  "  any 
land  within  the  limits  of  a  city  or  town  not  appropriated  to  public 
uses  **  may  be  taken  "  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  build- 
ing to  be  used  for  a  public  school,  a  library,  or  an  engine  house,  or 
for  the  enlargement  of  a  lot  of  land  taken  or  used  for  such  pur- 
pose,'*—  but  the  land  thus  taken  may  not  exceed  two  acres  in 
extent. 

Pubuo  Documents. 

Under  provisions  of  chapter  9  of  the  Bevised  Laws,  each  town 
and  city  library  is  entitled  to  receive  a  copy  of  the  Manual  of  the 
General  Court,  the  Blue  Book,  and  a  copy  of  the  series  of  public 
documents.

Notes  of  Libbaey  Pbogbess. 

The  following  notes,  collected  from  a  large  number  of  libra- 
ries, are  worthy  of  careful  study.  They  tell  at  first  hand  the 
story  of  the  growth  and  progress  of  the  free  public  libraries, 
and  the  spirit  and  sentiment  which  underlie  the  library  system 
of  Massachusetts. 

Abington.  There  was  a  gain  of  over  10  per  cent,  in  the  circu- 
lation of  1904.  About  200  volumes  have  been  received  from 
the  librar}'  of  the  late  Bev.  Jesse  H.  Jones. 

AcusHNET.  A  larger  appropriation  by  the  town  has  allowed  an 
increased  purchase  of  books,  and  the  opening  of  the  library 
twice  a  week,  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons.  A 
reading  room  supplied  with  popular  magazines  and  illus- 
trated papers  has  been  opened  in  connection  with  the  main 
library,  which  is  especially  appreciated  by  the  scholars  and 
other  young  people  of  the  village.  Nature  books  are  used 
by  the  pupils  of  the  schools,  as  are  books  on  other  subjects, 
but  no  special  effort  has  as  yet  been  made  to  assist  in  school 
work.  A  building  fund,  which  now  amounts  to  over  $200, 
is  the  result  of  a  loan  exhibit  and  a  lawn  party.  The  circu- 
lation has  largely  increased. 
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Adams.  The  library  and  reading  room  are  in  excellent  condi- 
tion, both  receiving  increased  patronage  above  former  years. 
The  nse  of  the  reading  room  has  especially  increased^  and  the 
interest  in  scientific  periodicals  has  been  particularly  notice- 
able. The  addition  of  valuable  books  for  the  reference  room 
has  realized  good  results,  and  the  use  of  them  by  the  pupils 
of  the  schools  has  decidedly  increased.  The  selection  of  stand- 
ard books  has  been  carefully  studied,  and  the  problem  of 
selecting  works  of  fiction  has  been  met  with  painstaking  care. 
The  teachers  have  co-operated  heartily  with  the  library  au- 
thorities, and  rendered  the  accomplishment  of  desired  aims 
pleasant  and  satisfactory.  Books  are  furnished  to  the  eighth- 
grade  schools  to  be  used  as  supplementary  material  in  the 
study  of  American  history,  geography  and  literature.  Chil- 
dren of  lower  grades  are  assisted  in  the  choice  of  books  at  the 
library,  and  the  teachers  require  a  list  of  books  read  from 
each  pupil.  During  the  summer  months  one  hour  in  each 
week  has  been  given  to  story-telling  for  younger  children. 
This  has  been  popular  with  the  children,  and  it  has  proved  to 
be  as  successful  here  as  it  has  in  other  places.  Eleven  exhibi- 
tions have  been  given  from  the  collections  of  the  Library  Art 
Club.  Semiannual  catalogues  have  been  published,  and  a 
stereopticon  has  been  purchased. 

Agawam.  All  the  records  and  books  belonging  to  the  branch  at 
Mittineague  were  lost  in  the  fire  which  destroyed  the  school- 
house  in  that  village. 

Alford.  The  increase  in  the  circulation  of  1904  is  reported  as 
being  about  60  per  cent,  over  that  of  the  previous  year,  with 
every  indication  of  further  gains  in  the  future.  The  branch  at 
West  Alford  has  been  discontinued. 

Amesbijry.  The  circulation  of  1904  exceeded  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  by  nearly  6,000  volumes,  an  increase  of  one-sixth. 
This  was  in  part  a  result  of  the  change,  as  mentioned  in  the 
report  of  last  year,  by  which  books  are  delivered  during  the 
afternoons  and  evenings  of  six  days  in  the  week.  The  library 
was  closed  during  three  weeks  in  December  in  consequence  of 
an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever.  The  use  of  books  for  reference 
during  library  hours  has  greatly  increased,  and  the  work  for 
the  year  has  been  more  helpful  and  successful  than  ever  be- 
fore. A  bronze  tablet  has  been  placed  in  the  children's  room 
to  the  memory  of  the  late  James  H.  Davis,  who  was  a  teacher 
for  many  years,  and  librarian  from  1866  to  1876. 
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Andover.  The  trustees . say :  "The  one  new  feature  worthy  of 
special  notice  is  a  gift  from  the  trustees  of  Phillips  Academy 
of  a  portion  of  the  income  of  a  fund  established  in  his  life- 
time by  Lieutenant-Governor  Phillips.  The  object  of  this 
fund  was  said  to  be  to  provide  for  the  free  circulation  of  reli- 
gious books  among  the  inhabitants  of  Andover.  It  is  intended 
that  the  books  purchased  with  this  gift  shall  be  non-sectarian, 
but  especially  calculated  to  promote  moral  and  religious  cul- 
ture. They  will  be  distinguished  by  a  book-plate,  indicating 
their  indebtedness  to  the  Samuel  Phillips  Fimd,  but  with  this 
exception  they  will  not  differ  from  other  books  in  general 
circulation.^'  The  home  circulation  of  1904  exceeded  that  of 
1903,  while  the  school  deliveries  increased  over  70  per  cent.  A 
collection  of  stereoscopic  views  in  the  Cornell  Art  Eoom  is  a 
source  of  great  interest  to  the  young  people.  The  will  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Helen  G.  Cobum  of  Boston,  widow  of  George  W. 
Coburn,  contains  a  bequest  of  $25,000  to  be  added  to  the  per- 
manent endowment  fund  of  the  memorial  hall,  the  income  to 
be  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  library  and  the  hall. 

Arlington.  The  circulation,  which  was  reported  as  having  fallen 
off  in  1903,  was  materially  increased  in  1904,  and  the  children's 
room  has  been  better  patronized  than  ever.  The  reading  room 
at  Arlington  Heights  is  open  on  the  afternoons  and  evenings 
of  three  days  in  each  week.  Teachers'  cards  are  issued,  on 
which  books  may  be  retained  three  months-  unless  specially 
called  for.  Frequent  exhibitions  of  the  Library  Art  Club  have 
been  given. 

AsHBY.  Portraits  of  Edwin  Chapman,  the  donor  of  the  library 
building,  and  of  Mrs.  Chapman,  have  been  placed  in  the  read- 
ing room. 

AsHPiELD.  The  Ashfield  Library  Association  has  delivery  stations 
at  South  Ashfield,  Baptist  Comer  and  Spruce  Corner,  the  ser- 
vice of  which  is  gratuitous.  "  It  is  a  work  for  the  good  of  the 
public,  and  the  only  compensation  is  the  gratitude  of  the  people 
who  are  benefited.  It  is  very  much  appreciated,  as  these  dis- 
tricts are  two,  three  and  four  miles  from  the  village/'  Teach- 
ers of  the  high  school  have  access  to  the  library  at  all  times, 
and  all  teachers  may  draw  books  for  school  use  as  they  are 
needed. 

Ashland.  There  was  a  good  increase  in  the  number  of  books 
delivered  in  1904,  although  no  books  were  delivered  in  May, 
while  the  library  was  being  removed  and  arranged  in  its  new 
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building.  There  was  a  gain  in  the  delivery  of  books  other 
than  fiction^  which  was  largely  due  to  the  work  of  the  teachers, 
many  of  whom  used  the  library  constantly  for  study  material, 
and  co-operated  heartily  with  the  librarian  in  leading  their 
pupils  to  instructive  as  well  as  interesting  reading.  The 
Browne  charging  system  has  proved  simple  and  eflEective.  "  The 
open  shelves,  rendering  the  books  directly  accessible  to  those 
desiring  books,  have  proved  to  be  a  great  convenience,  and 
this  new  feature  constitutes  an  attraction  to  the  library.  The 
plan  of  open  shelves  is,  however,  somewhat  experimental,  and 
whether  its  operation  shall  continue  depends  no  less  upon  the 
proper  behavior  of  the  persons  who  visit  the  library  than  upon 
the  efiScient  discipline  of  the  librarian.  If  occasionally  a  book 
shall  disappear,  as  has  been  found  to  be  the  case  in  other 
libraries  having  open  shelves,  the  benefit  arising  from  admis- 
sion to  the  shelves  is  accounted  to  be  far  in  excess  of  the  money 
value  of  a  book  now  and  then  pilfered.'^  Money  for  furniture 
and  other  items  has  been  raised  by  entertainments  and  by 
liberal  donations  of  money  and  materials. 

Athol.  The  increase  in  circulation  continues.  The  library  is  now 
open  every  week  day.  A  collection  of  books,  especially  for 
teachers,  which  had  been  accumulated  by  the  school  department, 
has  been  moved  to  the  library,  where  they  are  more  accessible 
to  the  teachers.  The  trustees  claim  that  "the  Athol  Library 
has,  without  doubt,  the  largest  and  best  collection  of  books  on 
education  that  can  be  found  in  any  public  library  of  its  size." 
The  trustees  make  a  plea  for  local  publications.  The  library 
has  a  complete  set  of  the  printed  reports  of  the  town,  which 
probably  could  not  be  duplicated.  "At  one  time  complete 
files  of  the  ^  Transcript  ^  and  *  Chronicle,'  lacking  only  two  or 
three  numbers,  had  been  collected  after  much  effort  for  the 
purpose  of  placing  them  in  the  town  library,  and  but  for  the 
fact  that  the  town  refused  the  request  of  the  library  trustees 
for  an  appropriation  of  $50  for  binding,  they  would  now  be 
in  the  library;  but  owing  to  their  not  being  bound,  they  were 
very  unfortunately  damaged  by  fire."  Miss  Mantie  R.  Hin- 
man,  who  had  charge  of  the  library  after  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  Doane,  resigned  at  the  close  of  1904  to  enter  Simmons 
College. 

Attleborough.  The  fortnightly  delivery  of  books  in  the  out- 
lying school  districts  is  continued  with  increasing  good  results. 
The  proposed  fund  of  $50,000  for  the  erection  of  a  library 
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building  is  increasing,  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  it  will 
soon  be  secured.  Miss  Letitia  Shove  Allen  died  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital  in  Boston,  March  21,  1905.  She 
had  been  librarian  since  the  spring  of  1896,  and  was  ever  de- 
voted and  effective  in  her  library  work.  The  trustees,  in  adopt- 
ing resolutions  in  recognition  of  her  faithful  service,  added: 
^^  Believing  that  the  influence  of  such  a  life  in  this  community 
should  be  marked  in  some  permanent  form,  be  it  further  re- 
solved that  it  will  be  our  effort  to  create  a  fund,  to  be  known 
as  the  Letitia  S.  Allen  Fund,  which  may  be  used  to  provide 
some  useful  and  permanent  article  in  the  new  building,  in 
which  she  took  such  a  deep  interest,  as  a  memorial  to  her.^' 
Miss  Martha  Tyrie,  formerly  assistant  in  the  Pall  River  Public 
Library,  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Avon.  This  library  has  had  a  rapid  growth,  and  needs  larger  quar- 
ters. To  encourage  an  interchange  of  interests  between  the 
school  and  the  library,  the  trustees  have  offered  to  present  each 
year  to  one  of  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  a  set  of 
Shakespeare^s  works,  subject  to  certain  conditions.  A  list  of 
topics  is  sent  to  the  principal  of  the  high  school,  from  which  a 
pupil  may  select  any  single  subject  upon  which  an  essay  may 
be  written,  upon  the  merits  of  which  the  trustees  will  make  the 
award. 

Ayer.  Miss  May  M.  Pletcher,  who  had  been  librarian  since  1897, 
resigned,  to  take  effect  April  1,  1905,  and  has  been  succeeded 
by  Miss  S.  Adelaide  Blood.  The  public  schools  use  the  library 
freely.  In  the  spring  of  last  year  an  attempt  was  made  to 
beautify  the  library  grounds  by  landscape  gardening.  Plans 
were  made  which  would  require  two  years  to  execute.  A  part 
of  the  work  has  been  completed. 

Baknstable.  Hyannis  Free  Public  Library.  This  library  has 
received  a  gift  of  $100  for  the  purchase  of  books.  A  card 
catalogue  has  been  completed. 

Barre.  The  open-shelf  system  is  reported  to  be  successful,  and 
the  patrons  are  urged  to  use  the  opportunity  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  contents  of  the  library.  Steps  have  been 
taken  to  open  a  branch  at  Barre  Plains,  but,  by  reason  of  a 
change  in  the  business  of  the  person  selected  for  librarian,  its 
opening  has  been  delayed. 

Belohertown.  a  decrease  in  the  population  of  the  town  during 
the  past  five  years  has  caused  a  decrease  in  library  patronage, 
but  the  circulation  for  the  year  ending  May  1,  1905,  showed  a

gain  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  The  open-shelf  system 
is  in  use^  and  as  a  rule  is  popular^  but  there  are  people  who 
prefer  the  old  way.  The  use  of  the  library  by  the  schools  is 
continually  increasing,  especially  for  reference  work,  and  spe- 
cial effort  is  made  to  purchase  such  books  as  may  be  helpful  for 
the  pupils. 

Belungham.  The  library  has  been  moved  from  its  former  loca- 
tion in  a  private  house  to  a  convenient  room  in  the  Massey 
school  building.  Improvemeniis  have  been  made  in  furnish- 
ings, in  the  way  of  new  bookcases,  chairs  and  a  reading  table; 
and  the  circulation  has  nearly  doubled  since  the  removal. 
Books  are  delivered  at  four  delivery  stations.  Pictures  for 
exhibitions  are  loaned  by  the  Woman^s  Education  Association. 

Belmont.  The  home  circulation  increased  16  per  cent,  in  1904, 
and  the  number  of  books  sent  to  the  Waverley  station  showed 
an  increase  of  46  per  cent.  A  new  card  catalogue  is  being 
made,  using  as  a  basis  the  cards  of  the  Library  of  Congress. 
The  children  of  the  public  schools  are  being  helped  to  use  the 
librar}'  more  intelligently.  Talks  are  given  to  the  several 
classes  of  the  high  and  grammar  grades,  explaining  classifica- 
tions, the  use  of  the  card  catalogue,  the  various  kinds  of  refer- 
ence books  and  the  special  purpose  of  each.  Teachers  are 
allowed  to  take  as  many  books  at  a  time  as  they  need.  Thir- 
teen exhibitions  of  the  Library  Art  Club  were  given  in  1904. 

Bernardston.  Increased  open  hours,  and  acetylene  gas  in  the 
place  of  kerosene  lamps,  were  among  the  improvements  of  1904. 
The  purchasing  committee  and  the  librarian  keep  in  close  touch 
with  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  public  schools,  and  books 
have  been  added  with  especial  view  to  school  work.  Special 
loans  of  reference  books  are  made  to  the  schools  as  they  are 
needed. 

Beverly.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  circulation  of  1904 
That  it  was  no  larger  is  partly  explained  by  the  larger  increase 
in  the  use  of  non-fiction,  which  is  retained  for  a  longer  period, 
and  the  general  prosperity,  which  allows  less  time  for  reading. 
Fifty-seven  hundred  and  forty-six  volumes  of  the  Bodley 
Club  books  were  issued,  of  which  all  but  5.34  per  cent,  were 
fiction.  During  the  present  year  the  Bodley  Club  subscrip- 
tion has  been  discontinued  and  the  Booklovers'  Library  intro- 
duced. The  latter  is  more  convenient,  and  seems  to  be  giving 
better  satisfaction.  The  use  of  books  in  the  reading  room  de- 
creases constantly,  owing  to  the  poor  accommodations;  and  a 
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complaint,  common  to  many  libraries  in  the  State,  is  made  that 
the  shelves  are  full,  and  there  is  no  room  for  more.  A  daily 
express  service  to  the  branch  at  Beverly  Farms  has  been  found 
to  be  of  benefit,  and  the  station  at  Gentreville  has  been  made  a 
place  of  deposit.  A  number  of  mechanical  books  have  been 
added,  for  the  benefit  of  a  new  industry  which  has  been  estab- 
lished in  the  city.  There  are  now  seven  schools  having  de- 
posits of  books,  and  the  interest  for  better  reading  among  the 
scholars  is  increasing.  A  collection  of  French  books  has  been 
slightly  enlarged  and  well  read;  and  a  few  German  and  Spanish 
books  have  been  bought,  and  more  will  be  added  when  needed. 
The  growth  of  interest  in  electricity,  motors  and  machinery 
calls  for  technical  books  and  periodicals,  which  are  now  lib- 
erally supplied.  Work  has  been  begun  on  a  dictionary  cata- 
logue, which  when  completed  will  undoubtedly  take  precedence 
over  the  class  catalogue,  although  the  latter  will  be  continued 
for  those  who  prefer  that  system  of  classification. 

Bolton.  The  library,  in  its  new  building,  has  been  placed  in  per- 
fect condition.  The  books  have  been  classified  according  to 
the  Dewey  system,  and  complete  catalogues  have  been  made. 
Twenty-five  dollars  towards  the  expense  of  cataloguing  was 
given  by  Mrs.  J.  Wyman  Jones.  An  improved  system  of  book 
charging  has  been  iiatroduced. 

Boston.  By  the  increase  of  1904  this  library  had  in  January, 
1906,  201  agencies  outside  of  the  central  library  at  which 
books  were  accessible.  The  additions  were  of  the  lesser  class, 
known  as  deposit  stations.  "The  increase  of  these  deposit 
stations  promotes  the  use  of  the  library,  and  is  favored  by  the 
trustees  within  reasonable  limits.  It  is  impossible,  however,  to 
satisfy  all  requests  for  expansion  of  the  library  system  of  sta- 
tions. Even  unavoidable  changes  and  redistributions  of  these 
stations  inevitably  produce  some  discontent  on  the  part  of 
those  who  suffer  inconvenience  caused  thereby.*^  The  pur- 
chases of  fiction  are  still  limited  to  books  by  authors  of  estab- 
lished reputation,  or  books  of  especial  interest.  Much  of  the 
current  fiction  is  of  ephemeral  value,  and  the  money  of  the 
city  should  be  spent  for  books  of  more  permanent  worth.  Little 
effort,  therefore,  is  made  to  meet  a  demand  for  light  fiction, 
which,  if  gratified,  would  readily  absorb  a  large  portion  of  the 
money  available  for  the  purchase  of  books.  Of  597  volumes 
of  English  prose  fiction  received  for  examination  in  1904,  129 
titles  were  finally  accepted.    In  connection  with  the  purchase 
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and  use  of  books  in  foreign  languages,  the  librarian  says :  "  A 
public  library  in  an  English-speaking  community  should  not 
permit  its  foreign  accessions  to  over-balance  those  in  English, 
but  the  legitimate  wants  of  scholars  for  representative  works 
of  the  higher  class  in  the  different  departments  of  foreign 
literature  must  be  met  so  far  as  possible  within  limits  that 
are  inexorable;  and  there  is  a  duty  resting  upon  us  of  extend- 
ing the  influence  of  the  library,  as  a  civic  institution,  toward 
enlarging  the  life  and  broadening  the  intellectual  outlook  of 
those  who  have  recently  entered  the  ranks  of  American  citizen- 
ship without  preliminary  training  in  the  English  tongue.'* 
Nearly  200,000  volumes  in  the  central  library  and  its  branches 
are  placed  on  open  shelves,  available  for  use  by  any  visitor  with- 
out formality.  In  conmion  with  collections  where  free  access 
without  supervision  is  allowed,  this  library  has  suffered  from 
thefts,  largely,  apparently,  by  children.  The  report  says :  "  In 
recent  years  the  trend  of  library  administration  has  been  en- 
tirely in  the  direction  of  the  open-shelf  system.  Although 
losses  were  expected  and  were  deplored,  it  has  been  held  that 
the  advantages  of  open  access  more  than  compensated  for 
them.  Possibly  it  is  too  soon  to  determine  results  definitely, 
and  it  is  obvious  that  a  system  may  be  excellent  in  a  small 
library  serving  a  homogeneous  population,  where  nearly  every 
borrower  is  personally  known  to  the  attendants,  but  not  so 
well  adapted  to  one  supplying  a  city  population,  composed  of 
diverse  elements.  It  is  a  good  thing  to  extend  the  knowledge 
of  books,  as  may  be  done  by  means  of  open  shelves;  but  per- 
haps we  are  incidentally  promoting  evils  which  cannot  be 
offset  by  this  desirable  result.  The  pecimiary  loss  involved  is  far 
less  important  than  the  possible  demoralization,  especially  of 
children,  due  to  the  ease  with  which  books  may  be  purloined 
without  detection.  They  are  not  always  taken  with  deliberate 
attempt  to  steal,  however.  Sometimes  they  are  carried  away 
thoughtlessly,  without  compliance  with  the  rules  as  to  charging, 
the  borrower  possibly  intending  to  return  them  eventually. 
Sometimes  they  are  returned  as  surreptitiously  as  they  were 
taken.  But  this  failure  to  conform  to  the  reasonable  require- 
ments of  the  library,  whether  it  be  done  thoughtlessly  or  wil- 
fully, is  in  itself  demoralizing,  although  not  quite  so  culpable 
as  theft.  All  theories  must  be  tested  by  experience.  I  am 
not  ready  to  condemn  the  open  shelf,  but  it  is  unwise  to  fail  to 
recognize  its  evils.'* 
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Bourne.  The  trustees  report  prosperous  conditions,  with  more 
interest  manifested  than  ever  before.  Delivery  stations,  to 
which  books  are  sent  semi-monthly,  are  established  at  Saga- 
more, Monument  Beach,  Bournedale,  Pocasset  and  Cataumet. 
A  reading  table  at  the  central  library  is  kept  well  supplied 
with  magazines,  which  are  freely  used  by  young  and  old. 

BoxFORD.  Boxford  Public  Librar}'.  This  library,  which  was  es- 
tablished and  conducted  by  an  association,  may  now  be  classed 
as  a  free  library,  in  which  the  town  has  some  representation 
in  the  management,  as  the  town  now  elects  one  of  the  seven 
trustees.  The  public  interest  in  the  library  is  good,  and  the 
circulation  has  somewhat  increased.  An  effort  is  made  to  have 
the  teachers  of  the  schools  make  more  use  of  the  library  for 
their  pupils. 

Braintree.  New  steel  stacks,  in  place  of  the  old  ones,  have  been 
put  in  a  part  of  the  building,  giving  shelf  room  for  future 
growth.  There  is  a  delivery  station  at  East  Braintree,  to 
which  books  are  sent  weekly.  Teachers  of  the  public  schools 
may  take  ten  books  for  school  use,  and  retain  them  four  weeks. 

Brewster.  Miss  Emily  Eowe  resigned  the  librarianship  in  July, 
and  Miss  Alma  Eogers  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  By 
the  will  of  the  late  Rev.  Thomas  Dawes,  his  collection  of  about 
3,600  volumes  has  been  given  to  the  library.  Pupils  of  the 
schools  are  allowed  the  use  of  as  many  books  as  they  need. 

Bridgewater.  a  bequest  of  $600  has  been  received  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Miss  Sarah  T.  Bates,  a  former  trustee.  The 
work  with  the  schools  has  increased.  Pictures  and  books 
without  limit  are  sent  to  the  high  school,  with  the  understand- 
ing that,  if  they  are  called  for  after  one  renewal,  they  shall  be 
returned.  The  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Harriet  M.  Gilbert  contains 
a  bequest  of  $5,000  for  library  purposes.  This  fund  is  to  be 
known  as  the  Caleb  C.  Gilbert  Pimd,  in  memory  of  her  late 
husband. 

Brimfield.  The  circulation  in  the  centre  of  the  town  was  larger 
in  1904  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  not  so  many  books  were 
distributed  in  the  outlying  districts,  on  account  of  unavoidable 
circumstances,  partly  by  the  temporary  suspension  of  the  ser- 
vice at  East  Brimfield.  Books  have  been  constantly  delivered 
from  the  railroad  station  at  West  Brimfield,  the  supply  going 
by  stage  to  Palmer,  and  from  thence  by  the  delivery  team  of  a 
grocery  store  to  its  destination,  making  a  journey  of  nearly 
thirteen  miles  to  reach  a  station  six  miles  from  the  central 
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library.  Following  a  suggestion  of  the  Free  Public  Library 
Commission,  the  librarian  is  collecting  local  historical  matter 
with  success.  In  relation  to  the  commission  she  says:  "In 
speaking  of  the  State  Library  Commission,  I  must  acknowledge 
its  assistance.  We  have  not  only  received  gifts  of  books  from 
the  State  through  its  agency,  but  have  had  the  benefit  of 
personal  advice,  and  have  been  stimulated  to  progress  by  its  rec- 
ommendations and  counsel.*^  Miss  Tarbell  has  written  an  in- 
teresting and  helpful  sketch  of  the  origin,  growth  and  present 
condition  and  work  of  this  library,  under  the  title  of  '*  A  Vil- 
lage Library,^'  which  has  been  published  by  the  Massachusetts 
Civic  League,  and  reprinted  by  the  A.  L.  A.  Publishing  Board. 
The  new  building  has  increased  the  enjoyment  of  the  library 
as  a  social  centre.  Informal  recitals,  exhibitions,  talks  and 
gatherings  are  given  from  time  to  time,  when  people  who  can 
contribute  to  the  advantages  of  the  library  in  such  ways  are 
available.  Notice  of  such  occasions  is  given  in  the  schools, 
and  the  attendance  of  teachers,  pupils  and  townspeople  has 
been  very  gratifying.  "  The  principle  on  which  this  has  been 
done  is  the  importance  of  seizing  all  opportunities  of  making 
the  public  library  a  broad  means  of  culture  and  an  elevating 
social  centre.  In  a  small  and  remote  town,  where  there  are 
but  few  regular  or  permanent  advantages,  the  occasional  oppor- 
tunities should  be  watched,  and  these  may  be  of  unusual  value." 
Teachers  may  take  such  books  as  they  may  desire  for  them- 
selves and  pupils,  and  retain  them  for  a  reasonable  time,  there 
being  no  limit  of  number  or  time. 
Brockton.  An  extract  from  the  annual  report  of  the  trustees 
may  well  be  considered  by  all  trustees :  "  From  the  ample  and 
rapidly  growing  literature  of  the  book  market,  in  the  selection 
of  new  books  our  constant  endeavor  is  to  study  and  serve  the 
best  needs  of  the  people ;  neither  to  indulge  too  largely  in  books 
costly  and  luxurious,  nor,  on  the  other  hand,  to  rival  cheap 
circulating  libraries  in  supplying  the  frivolous  and  ephemeral. 
So  far  as  possible  we  seek  to  elevate  the  standard,  and  cherish 
a  taste  for  what  is  more  substantial  and  of  enduring  value. 
Especially  have  we  sought  to  supply  the  best  popular  literature 
of  nature,  art,  travel,  biography  and  history."  In  common 
with  many  others,  this  library  is  housed  in  quarters  "  crowded 
and  outgrown,  inadequate  for  both  the  reception  and  delivery 
of  books."  There  has  been  an  attempt  during  the  past  year 
to  extend  the  work  of  the  library  through  its  branches  and 
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the  schools.  An  increasing  niunber  of  volumes  are  being  sent 
for  delivery  at  the  branches,  and  the  circulation  from  these 
points  has  shown  gratifying  results.  Two  additional  travel- 
ling libraries  have  been  formed  for  circulation  at  the  schools, 
and  during  the  school  year  they  have  been  constantly  in  use. 
The  librarian  has  supplemented  this  work  of  extension  by  per- 
sonal visits  to  the  schools,  and  by  short  talks  on  the  books  in 
the  travelling  collection  and  upon  the  use  of  the  library.  A 
systematic  attempt  is  being  made  to  classify  the  library  by  the 
decimal  system.  Hardly  more  than  a  beginning  has  been 
made,  but  the  work  is  being  continued  as  rapidly  as  the  regular 
work  of  the  library  will  permit.  Eobert  Kendall  Shaw  re- 
signed the  librarianship  early  in  the  year,  and  was  succeeded 
by  Frank  Hayden  Whitmore,  late  assistant  librarian  of  Bow- 
doin  College,  who  began  active  work  at  the  library  August  1. 
During  the  period  of  his  service  Mr.  Shaw  greatly  strength- 
ened and  developed  the  work  with  the  public  schools.  In  the 
period  following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Shaw  the  duties  of 
administration  were  taken  by  the  assistant  librarian.  Miss 
Clara  A.  Brett,  whose  acquaintance  with  the  traditions  and 
aims  of  the  library,  aside  from  her  professional  fitness,  made 
this  a  most  valuable  service. 
Brookline.  In  common  with  many  of  the  older  libraries  of  the 
State,  this  library  is  suffering  for  lack  of  room  in  all  its  de- 
partments. Temporary  expedients  are  nearly  exhausted,  and 
the  procuring  of  a  liberal  enlargement  or  a  new  building 
cannot  long  be  postponed.  There  are  two  stations  where  col- 
lections of  books  are  kept.  These  are  also  delivery  stations, 
but  the  great  majority  of  books  are  taken  from  the  collections, 
rather  than  from  the  central  library.  An  assistant  visits  the 
stations  regularly,  selects  books  for  them;  and  for  the  larger 
one  she  sends  all  over-due  notices,  as  the  work  of  managing 
that  station  would  otherwise  be  too  much  for  the  employees 
of  the  store  in  which  it  is  located.  This  method  of  daily 
supervision  by  a  library  employee  has  been  found  to  be  ex- 
tremely satisfactory.  The  books  on  deposit  are  charged  to  the 
stations  on  book  cards,  on  which  is  registered  the  number  of 
times  that  each  book  is  issued  by  the  station,  thus  showing 
what  classes  of  books  have  proved  popular.  Books  are  charged 
to  borrowers  at  the  stations  by  the  Newark  system,  as  at  the 
main  library.  These  stations  are  under  the  general  charge  of 
Miss  Ethel  J.  Heath.     This  work  is  of  a  new  kind  to  this 
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library,  and  much  ingenuity  and  many  experiments  have  been 
essential  to  its  satisfactory  accomplishment.    In  the  evolution 
of  the  public  library,  delivery  stations  are  becoming  deposit 
stations,  and  deposit  stations  are  changing  to  branch  libraries. 
In  Brookline  one  of  the  stations  is  in  a  drug  store,  and  the 
other  in  a  small  supply  store.    The  custodians  perform  all  the 
work  of  care  and  charging;  and,  as  the  total  circulation  of 
these  stations  amounted  to  19,188  volumes  in  1904,  we  may 
with  propriety  class  them  as  branch  libraries.    In  November, 
1904,  the  reading  and  reference  rooms  were  opened  on  Sun- 
days from  2  to  9  p.m.,  and  so  continued  until  May,  with  excel- 
lent results.    The  readers  were  mostly  young  people,  and  they 
not  only  came,  but  they  stayed  and  read.    The  work  of  reclassi- 
fying and  recataloguing,  imder  a  modified  form  of  the  decimal 
system,  which  has  been  in  process  for  about  four  years,  is  prac- 
tically finished.     Miss  Zaidee  M.  Brown,  who  has  been  in 
charge  of  the  work,  has  furnished  an  estimate  which  is  of 
interest  to  librarians  who  are  contemplating  a  like  work.    The 
estimate,  based  on  a  class  of  books  that  represents  a  fair  aver- 
age, shows  a  cost  of  19  cents  per  volume.    Miss  Brown  sa3rs: 
''  This  estimate  would  probably  be  too  low  for  a  whole  library, 
because  it  is  based  simply  on  work  done  with  individual  books, 
and  there  is  much  general  planning  to  be  done.    But  I  pre- 
sume fiction,  imless  it  needed  much  mending,  would  cost  less 
than  this.^'     Children  twelve  years  old  may  have  a  card  in 
the  general  library,  which  can  be  used  in  the  children's  room; 
and  children  under  twelve  years  have  a  card  in  the  children's 
room  only.     Besides  the  children's  room,  which  is  a  reading 
room  with  a  circulating  department,  there  is  a  study  room  for 
grammar  school  children,  which  contains  reference  books  which 
do  not  circulate,  and  nearly  3,500  volumes  of  supplementary 
reading  on  subjects  studied  in  the  grammar  schools.     Thia 
department  is  managed  by  the  library  with  the  advice  of  the 
superintendent  of  schools;  and  the  school  reference  librarian 
is  always  present  to  assist  children  or  teachers.     Once  yearly 
each  class  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  grammar  grades  goes  to  the 
study  room  in  school  hours  with  its  teacher.    The  school  ref- 
erence librarian  gives  a  lesson  to  the  eighth  grade  on  title- 
page,  copyright,  index,  contents,  etc.,  and  card  catalogue;  and 
to  the  ninth  grade  on  common  reference  books.    Photographs 
belonging  to  the  general  library,  and  sets  of  stereoscopic  views 
of  countries,  with  stereoscopes,  are  loaned  as  books.

Cambridge.  The  total  circulation  for  1904-06  has  for  the  first 
time  passed  the  200,000  mark,  the  figures  being  227,176,  as 
against  192,366  for  the  previous  year,  —  an  increase  of  34,819, 
and  of  about  18  per  cent.  The  most  notable  increase  was 
made  by  the  travelling  libraries*  A  new  schedule  of  hours  of 
circulation  went  into  effect  in  March,  by  which  the  time  has 
been  extended  two  hours  each  day,  from  9  a.m.  to  9  p.m., 
instead  of  from  10  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  as  heretofore.  By  making 
use  of  a  system  of  relays,  under  the  new  schedule,  none  of  the 
assistants  are  on  duty  more  than  three  evenings  each  week, 
instead  of  four,  as  heretofore.  During  the  summer  months, 
from  June  16  to  September  15,  the  whole  library  was  closed 
at  9  P.M.,  instead  of  10  p.m.,  for  the  reading  and  reference 
rooms,  as  heretofore.  The  first  of  the  "rotation  lists,^^  so 
called,  was  started  in  February,  with  history  as  the  group 
chosen.  Another  attempt  to  meet  the  demand  for  recent 
fiction  was  made  by  placing  on  trial  in  November  the  special 
service  offered  by  the  Booklovers'  Library  of  '^40  books,  ex- 
changeable at  the  Boston  office  as  often  as  desired,  at  a  charge 
of  $10  a  month."  This  trial  has  been  satisfactory,  and  the 
service  will  be  continued.  The  system  of  travelling  libraries, 
begun  last  year,  was  extended  to  all  twelve  local  stations,  and 
beyond  them  to  a  private  club  of  North  Cambridge,  called  the 
Douglas  Club.  A  travelling  library  of  another  kind,  num- 
bering 30  books,  was  purchased  at  the  request  of  the  State 
Federation  of  Women^s  Clubs  and  the  local  Anti-tuberculosis 
Association.  Called  the  "Travelling  Health  Library,"  it  is 
designed  to  aid  in  the  local  movement  against  the  spread  of 
consumption.  This  special  collection  is  a  duplicate  of  the  one 
owned  by  the  State  Federation,  which  is  being  sent  to  various 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the  State.  A  list  of  books  com- 
prising this  health  library  was  printed  in  the  "  Bulletin  "  for 
April,  1906,  and  a  supplementary  edition  of  600  copies  was 
printed  in  advance,  for  distribution  at  the  meeting  of  the  Can- 
tabrigia  Club,  on  April  6.  The  local  stations  have  gained  in 
importance,  as  being  also  depositories  of  the  travelling  libra- 
ries. Those  stations  that  did  well  last  year  have  shown  con- 
sistent increases  this  year.  Three  stations,  however,  which 
have  not  been  successful  at  any  time  since  they  were  estab- 
lished, were  discontinued  in  August,  and  two  new  ones  were 
placed  in  October,  with  one  more  still  to  place.  The  circula- 
tion through  the  schools  increased  one-third,  and  the  count 
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was  made  more  accurate  by  a  new  charging  system,  based  on 
the  Newark  system.  An  increase  in  the  city  appropriation 
made  possible  the  purchase,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  of  a 
large  number  of  new  books  for  school  use  and  for  the  children's 
room.  A  good  collection  of  duplicates  for  school  use  is  being 
formed  and  given  a  place  at  the  end  of  the  main  stack,  for  the 
convenience  of  the  staff  and  also  of  the  teachers.  With  the 
additional  supply  of  books  it  has  been  found  practicable  to 
extend  the  period  of  exchange  from  two  weeks,  as  heretofore, 
to  two  months,  —  a  relief  that  is  appreciated  by  both  the  staff 
and  the  teachers,  and  at  the  same  time  is  a  saving  in  the  wear 
and  tear  of  the  books,  from  less  frequency  of  transportation 
by  the  carrier.  A  new  departure  was  made  by  extending  the 
school  deliver}'  service  to  private  and  parochial  schools,  a  first 
installment  of  books  having  been  sent  out  to  the  largest  paro- 
chial school  of  the  city  early  in  November.  Instead  of  formal 
talks  before  the  children  in  the  school  halls,  visits  were  made 
by  the  librarian  to  all  the  schools,  and  arrangements  are  being 
considered  by  which  the  pupils  of  the  ninth  grammar  grade 
may  come  to  the  main  library  for  special  instruction,  at  such 
times  as  may  be  taken  from  the  regular  routine.  In  the  chil- 
dren's room  6  sets  of  stereographs  have  been  added,  making 
in  all  25  sets.  Their  popularity  is  undiminished.  The  work 
at  the  East  Cambridge  branch  library  has  increased  to  such 
an  extent  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  add  another 
assistant  for  a  part  of  the  time.  The  bequest  to  the  library  of 
$5,000,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  will  of  the  late 
James  A.  Woolson,  has  this  vear  become  available,  formal  an- 
nouncement  of  which  was  received  by  the  trustees  at  the  end 
of  last  vear.  The  income  of  this  fund  has  been  devoted  to 
the  purchase  of  a  special  list  of  music  scores,  prepared  by  the 
librarian  and  submitted  for  approval,  under  tlie  terms  of  the 
will,  to  the  daughter  of  the  donor,  now  wife  of  Dean  Hurlbut 
of  Harvard  College.  The  income  of  the  William  E.  Saunders 
Fund  will  henceforth  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  books  on 
local  history,  as  well  as  to  books  on  genealog}',  as  heretofore 
limited.  The  resignation  of  Alfred  E.  Thayer,  after  an  excel- 
lent service  of  eight  years,  has  created  a  vacancy  which  it  will 
be  hard  to  fill.  Gratifying  as  has  been  the  growth  of  the 
library  from  the  outside,  it  has  brought  with  it  an  increase  of 
labor  and  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the 
staff.     The  pressure  has  borne  most  heavily  upon  the  cata- 
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loguing  department  and  upon  the  local  delivery  service.  An- 
other trained  cataloguer  is  needed  even  more  than  last  year, 
and  a  second  attendant  for  all-day  duty  in  the  stack.  In  spite 
of  these  added  burdens,  the  cataloguing  department  has  com- 
pleted the  work  most  needed  in  the  revision  of  the  children's 
books.  Much  other  work  of  revision,  especially  the  recata- 
loguing  of  a  large  collection  of  old  books,  which  now  can  be 
found  only  in  five  separate  alphabets  in  the  old  printed  cata- 
logues, will  have  to  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Canton.  Residents  of  other  towns  have  free  use  of  the  reading 
and  reference  rooms,  and  may  take  books  from  the  library  by 
a  yearly  payment  of  $2.  Books  in  the  French  and  Spanish 
languages,  placed  in  circulation  in  1903,  have  been  constantly 
called  for,  and  it  is  intended  to  make  additions  to  the  collec- 
tion. Stereoscopic  views,  accompanied  by  maps  and  guide 
books,  have  been  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  study.  The  use 
of  the  reading  room  has  so  increased  that  the  tables  will  not 
at  times  accommodate  the  readers.  It  is  intended  to  make 
all  parts  of  the  room  available  for  reading  by  a  rearrangement 
of  lights.  Elwyn  A.  Capen,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the 
library  board  since  1884,  died  July  8,  1904.  He  was  treasurer 
of  the  board  for  several  years. 

Carlisle.  The  value  of  the  library  increases  yearly.  The  book 
room  was  opened  in  1904,  and  much  good  has  resulted  there- 
from. Recent  books  and  a  few  of  the  older  ones  are  kept  upon 
the  counter  accessible  to  the  public.  Magazines,  of  which  a 
good  supply  is  received,  are  allowed  to  circulate.  Children  of 
all  ages  form  a  majority  of  the  patrons  of  the  library.  The 
historical  room  affords  an  interesting  attraction.  Some  ancient 
docxmients,  relating  to  the  history  of  the  town,  have  been 
given  by  Mr.  Charles  Forbush. 

Carver.  William  E.  Savery,  a  prominent  citizen  who  was  always 
a  warm  friend  of  the  library,  left  by  will  a  bequest  of  $500  to 
the  "  South  Carver  Public  Library.^^  There  is  a  branch  of  the 
town  library  at  South  Carver,  but  no  independent  library  with 
the  title  designated.  A  branch  has  been  opened  at  West  Car- 
ver. Teachers  are  allowed  to  keep  books  as  long  as  they  are 
needed,  and  the  same  privilege  is  allowed  to  the  sick  and  aged. 
The  librarian  seeks  to  interest  the  people  by  reading  with 
them  and  holding  discussions  upon  the  books  read. 

Charlemont.  The  addition  of  the  books  of  the  late  Hon.  Joseph 
White,  as  mentioned  in  the  report  of  last  year,  doubled  the

size  of  this  library  and  more  than  doubled  its  real  value.  The 
librarian  writes:  "We  have  been  fortunate  in  our  gifts  and 
careful  in  our  purchases.  A  strong  effort  has  been  made  to 
present  to  our  young  people  books  so  attractive  that  they  shall 
hardly  know  how  far  they  are  being  beguiled  from  the  steady 
pursuit  of  the  modem  novel/'  This  has  proved  to  be  the 
means  of  a  step  upward  for  many  readers.  The  connection 
of  the  library  with  the  schools  and  people  of  the  distant  sec- 
tions of  this  valley  town  are  well  sustained,  and  made  effectual 
by  individual  effort  by  means  which  are  very  good  substitutes 
for  branch  libraries.  In  addition,  many  isolated  farmhouses 
are  reached  by  means  of  good-natured  neighbors  or  the  teach- 
ers of  the  outlying  schools.  Many  families  come  considerable 
distances  on  Saturdays.  The  relations  with  the  teachers  and 
pupils  of  the  village  schools  near  the  library  are  most  cordial 
and  intimate;  and  the  librarian  "thinks  she  could  furnish  a 
list  of  the  grammar  and  iatermediate  pupils,  with  ages,  grades 
and  standing,  without  an  error.  On  stormy  Saturdays  these 
youngest  patrons  never  fail  to  appear,  happy,  quiet  and  inter- 
ested, often  remaining  for  hours." 

Chaelton.  The  Dexter  Memorial  Hall,  presented  to  the  town  by 
William  H.  Dexter,  and  dedicated  in  February,  1904,  contains 
a  convenient  room,  well  lighted,  in  which  the  library  is  now 
installed.  The  books  have  been  recatalogued,  and  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  supply  of  magazines  for  the  reading  table. 

Chelmsford.  North  Chelmsford  Library  Association.  More 
space  is  greatly  needed,  and  the  question  of  a  new  building,  or 
an  addition  to  the  old  one,  is  being  considered..  Especial  privi- 
leges are  given  to  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  public  schools, 
and  the  library  aims  to  aid  them  in  every  possible  way.  A 
semi-monthly  delivery  is  maintained  at  West  Chelmsford- 
Adams  Library.  This  library  has  a  delivery  station  at  South 
Chelmsford,  where  books  are  delivered  fortnightly.  This  li- 
brary is  in  continual  touch  with  teachers  and  pupils,  and  spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  procuring  recent  books  in  all  classes 
that  may  be  desirable  in  high  and  grammar  school  work. 

Chelsea.  A  new  lighting  system  has  been  installed,  and  desirable 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  building  and  grounds. 
The  report  says :  "  Great  satisfaction  is  felt  in  reviewing  the 
work  of  the  year;  for,  while  the  circulation  of  1904  is  much 
less  than  that  of  1903,  still,  it  is  larger  than  any  other  year, 
and  the  conditions  under  which  the  work  was  done  being  more 
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normal  than  those  of  1903,  we  feel  that  the  amount  accom- 
plished was  better  done  and  of  greater  valne^  and  that  it  is 
really  the  librar/s  best  year.  While  a  large  circulation  is 
much  to  be  desired,  that  alone  should  not  be  the  chief  aim  of 
library  work,  and  a  library^s  usefulness  cannot  be  rightly  esti- 
mated by  large  figures  gained  by  sudden  unusual  conditions. 
That  the  reaction  which  always  follows  such  conditions  only 
lowered  the  figures  to  the  second  place  on  the  records  is  a  cause 
for  congratulation,  and  proves  that  the  library  is  steadily  gain- 
ing in  the  interest  and  appreciation  of  its  patrons.^^  The  card 
catalogue  is  nearly  or  quite  completed,  a  consummation  which 
has  been  much  needed  for  the  best  interests  of  the  library. 

Cheshike.  The  library  is  now  open  on  two  days  in  the  week 
instead  of  one,  as  formerly.  A  sale  and  entertainment  in  1904 
added  nearly  $90  to  the  receipts  of  the  library,  and  the  town 
granted  a  larger  appropriation  in  1905.  The  ladies  of  the 
town  have  given  $93,  the  results  of  a  fair  held  in  August,  as 
an  addition  to  the  book  fund. 

Chebteb.  While  the  library  is  open  to  the  general  public  on  two 
days  of  the  week,  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  high  school 
may  have  access  to  the  books,  for  reference  or  to  take  away,  at 
any  time.    This  has  proved  to  be  helpful  and  convenient. 

Chilmark.  The  report  made  in  February  says :  "  Our  library  is 
becoming  more  and  more  a  centre  of  interest,  especially  to  our 
schools  and  summer  visitors.  Both  schools  have  made  exten- 
sive use  of  the  books  during  the  past  year,  and  the  teachers 
have  encouraged  the  use  of  the  books  of  reference.  The  mag- 
azines are  very  popular,  and  add  greatly  to  the  value  of  the 
library  as  a  reading  room.  The  young  people  are  certainly 
taking  an  increasing  interest  in  good  literature,  and  the  town 
cannot  make  a  mistake  in  encouraging  our  useful  library  in 
every  possible  way.^' 

Clinton.  The  most  prominent  feature  since  the  removal  to  the 
new  building  has  been  the  opening  of  the  children's  room, 
with  an  independent  charging  department.  All  the  books  in 
this  room  are  on  open  shelves.  The  age  limit  of  fourteen 
years  has  been  removed,  and  the  borrowers  of  books  from  this 
room  are  mostly  from  the  second  to  the  seventh  school  grades, 
inclusive.  The  largely  increased  facilities  for  reference  work 
and  library  study  have  been  utilized  by  pupils  of  the  higher 
grades  in  the  schools,  by  the  members  of  various  literary  socie- 
ties  and  by  individuals   pursuing  private  researches.     The 
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room  devoted  to  newspapers  is  especially  well  used.  The  art 
department,  which  is  supplementary  to  the  regular  work  of 
the  library,  is  thus  far  in  an  experimental  stage  of  develop- 
ment. Collections  of  photographs  and  other  pictorial  repro- 
ductions of  works  of  art  and  of  natural  scenery,  bearing  on 
some  central  theme,  have  been  exhibited  from  month  to  month, 
and  have  been  examined  with  interest. 

CoLRAiN.  This  is  a  library  of  about  2,000  volumes,  kept  at  the 
home  of  the  librarian.  The  circulation  increases  year  by  year. 
There  are  four  branches  where  books  are  kept  and  exchanged 
about  once  in  three  months. 

Dalton.  The  circulation  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1905, 
showed  a  gain  of  30  per  cent.  Two  books  may  be  drawn  at 
one  time,  but  one  of  which  may  be  fiction.  The  open-shelf 
plan  has  "  worked  admirably  from  the  view  point  of  both  the 
public  and  the  library  stail.^^  Books  are  reserved,  upon  appli- 
cation, during  one  library  day.  The  charging  system  now  in 
use  allows  a  complete  classified  record  of  the  circulation.  The 
books  of  the  Bodley  Club  Library  are  used,  "meeting  the 
demands  for  the  more  recent  publications,  particularly  fic- 
tion.^' A  card  catalogue  is  nearly  or  quite  completed.  The 
work  with  the  public  schools  is  to  assist  the  pupils  in  every 
possible  way.    This  library  is  being  reorganized  and  catalogued. 

Danvers.  The  deliven^  station  at  Putnamville  has  been  discon- 
tinned,  many  of  the  larger  borrowers  having  removed,  and 
others  preferring  to  visit  the  library  and  select  from  the  open 
shelves.  Residents  of  Danversport  and  Danvers  Centre  fre- 
quently express  their  appreciation  of  the  deliverv'^  stations 
provided  for  them.  A  part  of  the  borrowers  in  those  villages 
also  go  to  the  library  for  the  advantage  of  a  better  selection 
and  the  opportunity  of  reading  the  periodicals.  An  increased 
use  of  reference  books  is  reported.  During  the  school  year 
much  time  is  spent  with  pupils  of  nearly  all  grades,  who  come 
in  large  numbers  for  information  on  subjects  many  and  varied. 
Books  are  sent  to  the  public  schools  fortnightly,  and  a  collection 
is  sent  to  the  high  school  for  a  month,  or  longer  if  desired. 
From  grades  below  the  high  school  classes  or  groups  are  sent 
to  the  library  for  information  upon  given  subjects.  Paper 
and  pencils  are  furnished,  and  the  work  is  usually  done  at  the 
library.  The  age  limit  has  been  reduced  from  twelve  years 
to  eight  years,  and  at  times  the  number  of  children  becoming 
borrowers  as  soon  as  eligible  overtaxes  the  supply  of  suitable 
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books.  Two  cards  are  given  to  borrowers,  and  during  the 
months  of  July  and  August  three  books  were  allowed  on  each 
card,  with  the  restriction  that  but  one  should  be  a  seven-days 
book.  A  selection  of  old  but  good  books  has  been  kept  upon 
an  open  shelf.  By  this  means  many  books  have  been  put  into 
circulation  which  otherwise  would  not  have  been  taken.  The 
frustees  call  attention  to  the  vital  records  of  Massachusetts 
towns,  which  are  sent  to  all  public  libraries  in  the  State  as 
they  are  issued,  which,  they  say,  "are  invaluable  to  those 
having  occasion  to  consult  the  records  of  those  towns.*' 

Dedham.  The  private  library  of  a  lady  recently  deceased,  con- 
taining some  valuable  books,  has  been  added  to  the  library. 
Two  books  are  allowed  on  one  card,  with  satisfactory  results; 
and  the  work  with  the  schools,  as  formerly  reported,  is  con- 
tinued. 

Douglas.  This  library  is  prospering  in  its  new  building.  A 
bequest  of  $6,000  has  been  received  by  the  will  of  the  late 
James  Smith,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books.  In  October  James  M.  Fairfield  of  Boston,  the 
donor  of  the  library  building,  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  trus- 
tees the  sum  of  $5,000  as  an  endowment  fund.  The  income  is 
to  be  used  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  building  and 
grounds,  and  any  balance  remaining  may  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books.  This  gift  and  the  Smith  bequest  will  put  the 
library  on  a  nearly  self-supporting  basis.  Miss  Alice  E. 
Luther,  the  librarian,  died  Dec.  5,  1906. 

Dover.  Dover  Town  Library.  The  circulation  of  1904  was  the 
largest  in  the  eleven  years  of  the  existence  of  the  library. 

Barden  Librarv  of  the  First  Parish.  In  1870  the  First 
Parish  purchased  the  title  and  rights  of  the  old  Proprietors' 
Library,  and  organized  the  Dover  First  Parish  Library,  with  a 
full  board  of  officers.  The  late  Frederick  Barden  afterwards 
endowed  it  by  a  gift  of  $1,000,  the  income  of  which  is  used 
for  the  purchase  of  books.  The  library  then  became  known  by 
its  present  name,  and  its  books  were  made  free  to  "  the  mem- 
bers of  the  First  Parish  and  church  attendants.^'  By  a  recent 
vote  of  the  trustees  it  has  been  made  free  to  the  patrons  of  the 
town  library.  The  town  library  becomes  responsible  for  the 
books,  which  it  charges  to  its  readers  subject  to  its  own  rules : 
the  Barden  Library  charging  the  town  library  and  not  the 
borrowers.  The  books  are  kept  in  the  First  Parish  Church, 
and  a  card  catalogue  is  kept  at  the  town  library.     Care  is 
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taken  to  avoid  duplication  between  the  two  in  pnrchasiBg 
books. 

Dracut.  Delivery  stations  are  maintained  at  Navy  Yard  Village, 
Collinsville  and  Kenwood,  where  books  are  delivered  weekly. 
At  the  first  two,  magazines  are  kept,  '^for  the  purpose  of 
reaching  a  greater  number  of  people  than  would  read  maga- 
zines if  they  were  retained  at  the  library/'  The  museum  has 
many  articles  of  domestic  use  in  early  days;  and  a  collection 
of  photographs  of  old  houses  in  Dracut,  with  facts  relating  to 
the  time  of  their  erection,  occupants,  etc.,  is  being  made. 
Care  is  taken  to  provide  books  for  the  scholars  of  the  public 
schools,  and  lists  are  prepared  for  posting  in  the  schools. 

Dudley.  A  globe  has  been  purchased,  to  supplement  the  books  of 
geographical  reference.  A  printed  book  list  has  been  issued 
for  the  first  time. 

DuxsTABLE.  A  gift  of  books  and  a  handsome  bookcase  have  been 
received  from  a  resident  of  the  town.  Exhibits  of  pictures 
loaned  by  the  Woman's  Education  Association  have  been  re- 
ceived with  much  interest.  The  library  occupies  a  room  in  the 
school  building,  and  is  freely  used  by  the  scholars.  A  special 
effort  is  made  to  select  those  books  which  will  be  helpful  to 
this  class  of  readers.  The  age  limit  is  practically  abolished, 
and  children  of  the  third  and  fourth  grades  are  encouraged  to 
take  books. 

DuxBUBY.  This  library  has  a  larger  circulation,  and  is  increasing 
in  usefulness.  A  sewing  society  of  ladies  held  a  public  hall 
and  a  small  library,  for  which  purposes  it  was  incorporated. 
The  membership  having  been  reduced  to  five  persons,  the  hall 
has  been  sold  and  the  proceeds  given  to  the  Duxbury  Free 
Librar}\  The  money  thus  received  will  be  invested  as  the 
Duxbury  Hall  Pimd,  and  the  income  will  be  used  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  library. 

East  Bbidgewateb.  This  library  continues  to  grow  in  value,  the 
circulation  of  1904  showing  an  increase  over  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  two-card  system  has  been  adopted.  Recent 
books  are  placed  in  a  case  open  to  the  public,  and  many  valu- 
able and  interesting  books,  seldom  called  for  from  the  cata- 
logue, have  been  taken  from  the  shelves  and  placed  on  a  table, 
where  they  are  accessible  to  the  public.  Thus  many  books 
have  found  interested  readers,  who  have  consulted  the  cata- 
logue and  never  been  attracted  to  the  very  book  "they  were 
so  glad  to  read,  not  knowing  it  was  in  the  library.'*    Teachers 
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have  free  access  to  the  shelyes^  and  may  take  books  which  in 
any  way  aid  in  their  work,  and  keep  them  as  long  as  needed, 
unless  called  for  by  the  public.  Help  is  given  children  in  the 
selection  of  books,  the  aim  being  to  keep  them  interested,  for 
each  child  who  ceases  to  take  books,  ^^  because  he  has  read  all 
the  good  ones,'^  or  "  because  there  are  no  good  ones,^*  discour- 
ages another  child,  perhaps  one  who  has  thought  of  taking  his 
first  book. 

Eastham.  a  portion  of  the  income  of  the  Eobert  C.  Billings 
Fund  has  been  expended  in  improving  the  library  grounds. 
Teachers  of  the  public  schools  may  take  as  many  books  as  they 
need  for  school  use,  and  everything  that  can  be  done  is  done 
to  make  the  library  of  benefit  to  the  pupils.  Exhibitions  of 
the  pictures  of  the  Library  Art  Club  are  given  monthly,  and 
such  books  as  are  in  the  library  relating  to  the  subjects  of  the 
exhibitions  are  placed  upon^a  table  for  reference. 

Easthampton.  This  library  is  used  in  an  increasing  degree  in 
connection  with  school  work.  Methods  previously  adopted  for 
increasing  the  use  of  books  other  than  fiction  are  still  in  use, 
and  have  the  desired  effect.  A  gift  of  $100  has  been  received 
from  the  West  Boylston  Manufacturing  Company.  The  read- 
ing room  is  well  used,  both  by  adults  and  children. 

Easton.  This  library  has  five  delivery  stations,  to  which  books 
are  sent  weekly  by  the  coaches  which  convey  scholars  from  the 
outlying  districts  to  the  high  school.  This  plan  might  be 
available  in  other  towns.  Assistance  and  encouragement  are 
extended  to  the  pupils  of  the  school  in  their  use  of  the  library; 
and  teachers  may  take  twenty  books  for  the  use  of  the  scholars, 
and  retain  them  one  month. 

Enfield.  In  their  appeal  to  the  town  for  better  facilities  for  the 
care  and  distribution  of  books,  the  directors  of  the  association 
say:  "We  have  spent  money  for  bridges  and  cemeteries  and 
for  the  poor  and  the  needy,  and  these  are  matters  of  course; 
but  we  ought  to  do  something  for  that  which  is  supplying  the 
mental  food,  keeping  up  good  spirits,  and  giving  the  shut-in, 
the  sick,  the  poor  and  the  needy  comfort  which  none  could  do 
well  without.*' 

Everett.  Frederick  E.  Parlin  Memorial  Library.  The  circula- 
tion of  1904  showed  a  decrease  in  its  total,  with  a  slight  in- 
crease in  that  of  the  children's  department.  •  The  trustees  say : 
"  Far  from  being  any  indication  of  waning  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  public,  it  is  simply  the  regular  recurrence  of  a  dimin- 
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ished  demand  for  a  particular  service.  A  glance  at  the  com- 
parative statistics  will  show  that  every  alternate  year  since  1898 
has  been  an  off  year  for  the  sort  of  library  service  there  tabu- 
lated. No  statistics  can  be  produced  on  the  library  service  in 
connection  with  reference  work  or  collateral  reading  done  at 
the  library  by  students  working  up  a  special  subject  for  a 
special  occasion.  It  is  readily  seen  that  the  greater  the  demand 
for  such  service  the  less  will  be  the  demand  for  service  such  as 
is  epitomized  in  the  table  above  referred  to."  In  the  children's 
room  many  of  the  visitors  are  readers  who  do  not  take  out 
books  and  the  seating  capacity  is  entirely  taken  up  during  the 
winter. 

Shute  Memorial  Library.  The  circulation  of  1904  increased 
more  than  11  per  cent,  over  that  of  1903,  and  there  is  a  grow- 
ing attendance  in  the  reading  rooms.  Nearly  every  day  the 
children's  comer  is  filled  to  overflowing,  and  many  of  the  little 
people  are  obliged  to  stand,  owing  to  the  lack  of  room  for  more 
chairs.  A  card  catalogue  is  nearly  completed.  The  librarian 
says :  ^'  It  is  one  of  our  greatest  endeavors  to  work  weU  with 
the  schools,  and  we  have  found  that  we  have  fully  been  repaid 
for  all  our  efforts." 
Pairhaven.  The  age  limit  of  eleven  years  has  been  modified  by 
the  provision  *^that  persons  under  eleven  years  may  enjoy 
library  privileges  upon  recommendation  of  the  superintendent 
or  one  of  the  principals  of  the  public  schools  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  librarian."  The  circulation  of  1904  was  the 
largest  for  nine  years,  excepting  1903.  "  In  general  the  work 
of  the  library  has  gone  on  progressively.  It  is  filling  the  place 
it  should  better  than  a  year  ago.  Its  staflf  has  steadily  in- 
creased in  efiiciency,  and  its  collections  of  books  in  value  and 
range,  both  for  general  and  reference  use;  many  questions  can 
be  answered  now,  and  many  subjects  set  forth,  which  a  year 
ago  were  unprovided  for.  The  card  holders  are  more  numer- 
ous, and,  while  the  circulation  has  fallen  off,  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  volumes  in  circulation  at  any  one  moment  and  the 
average  number  of  days  a  volume  is  held  have  botii  increased 
show  that  actually  more  hours  are  spent  in  reading  the  library's 
books,  and  probably  more  thought  given  to  what  is  read.  In 
short,  the  community's  reading  seems  to  be  in  a  healthier  con- 
dition." The  percentage  of  fiction  delivered  in  1904  showed 
the  low  rate  of  68.6.  The  removal  of  the  high  delivery  desk 
and  the  substitution  of  a  table  with  a  lower  level  has  im- 
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proved  the  interior  of  the  building  and  given  a  simpler  effect, 
which  is  in  the  line  of  encouragement  to  readers.  A  more 
direct  access  to  the  shelves  is  appreciated  by  the  public  and 
library  staff  alike. 

Pall  Eiver.  The  circulation  of  1904  was  nearly  14  per  cent,  in 
excess  of  that  of  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  library. 
It  was  noticed  that  during  the  stoppage  of  the  mills,  a  period 
of  over  six  months,  the  work  of  the  library  was  greatly  in- 
creased in  all  its  departments.  There  was  a  marked  gain  in 
the  attendance  in  the  reference  room,  while  the  facilities  of 
the  reading  room  were  constantly  taxed  to  the  utmost  extent. 
The  policy  here  is  to  increase  the  educational  value  of  the 
library,  and,  while  paying  due  regard  to  the  recreation  of 
readers  in  the  selection  of  books,  to  emphasize  in  the  highest 
degree  the  importance  of  purchasing  books  that  shall  add  to 
the  permanent  value  of  the  institution.  The  librarian,  Wil- 
liam E.  Ballard,  after  many  years  of  faithful  service,  died 
Nov.  30,  1906. 

Falmouth.  Falmouth  Free  Public  Library.  Early  in  the  spring 
of  the  present  year  the  librarian,  Miss  Clara  S.  Davis,  died, 
after  a  faithful  service  of  fifteen  years.  Miss  Pamelia  F. 
Bobbins  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  two- 
card  system  has  been  adopted,  which  has  resulted  in  an  increase 
in  the  circulation  of  non-fiction  books,  and  free  access  to  the 
shelves  is  allowed.  Teachers  are  allowed  special  cards,  and 
books  taken  for  school  use  mav  be  retained  a  reasonable  time. 
The  high  school  has  made  particular  use  of  this  opportunity. 
A  finding  list  has  been  published. 

West  Falmouth  Library.  The  books  are  now  arranged  by 
the  Dewey  system,  and  a  card  catalogue  has  been  completed. 
In  August  a  fair  was  held  in  the  library  building,  which  real- 
ized about  $140. 

FiTCHBURG.  The  new  steel  shelving  mentioned  in  the  report  of 
last  year  was  installed  during  the  first  half  of  the  present 
year,  through  the  generosity  of  Herbert  I.  Wallace,  a  trustee. 
.  In  July  a  second  gift  came  from  the  same  source,  in  the  shape 
of  the  valuable  musical  library''  of  the  late  Francis  H.  Jenks 
of  Boston.  This  collection  consists  of  over  1,000  volumes  of 
scores,  including  in  some  instances  the  only  complete  collec- 
tions in  this  country  of  the  works  of  some  composers,  with 
400  volumes  of  musical  literature  and  many  manuscript  com- 
positions.    Of  more  value  than  the  scores  themselves  are  the 
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annotations  made  by  Mr.  Jenks.  These  consist  of  brief  his- 
tories of  the  various  compositions,  of  data  concerning  their 
first  production,  and  critiques  upon  the  compositions  and  their 
performances  by  the  most  eminent  European  and  American 
critics.  There  are  collateral  notes  and  information,  all  of 
which  combine  in  making  the  gift  a  signal  one.  An  eminent 
musical  authority  of  Boston  says  of  this  collection:  "Except- 
ing the  collections  at  Harvard  College  and  in  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Library,  there  are  none  in  this  country  finer  than  the  library 
of  Mr.  Jenks."  In  the  art  department  the  photographs  of  the 
Library  Art  Club  continue  to  be  a  source  of  interest.  Through 
the  kindness  of  the  art  section  of  the  Woman^s  Club  a  special 
exhibit  of  paintings  from  the  studio  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  H. 
Woodbury  of  Boston  was  given  in  the  main  art  gallery  during 
the  latter  part  of  April.  The  travelling  Health  Library, 
owned  by  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Woman's  Clubs, 
came  in  May.  Its  purpose  is  to  encourage  persons  "  to  retain 
the  health  they  have  and  to  regain  the  health  they  may  have 
lost.''  This  loan  was  also  in  co-operation  with  the  work  of 
the  local  Woman's  Club.  John  C.  Dana's  book  binding  ex- 
hibit was  shown  in  £he  special  exhibit  room  in  October,  and 
was  studied  with  much  interest  by  book  binders,  publishers, 
teachers  and  librarians  of  that  section  of  the  State.  The  de- 
livery station  at  West  Fifchburg  was  discontinued  in  1904,  hue 
its  establishment  on  broader  lines  as  a  deposit  station  is  rec- 
ommended by  the  librarian. 

Florida.  Deposits  of  books  are  kept  at  the  five  schools,  of  which 
the  teachers  are  custodians.  The  teachers  also  draw  such  books 
as  they  may  need  from  the  main  library. 

FoxBOROUGH.  A  much-needed  work  has  been  done  in  recata- 
loguing  the  library.  The  services  of  an  experienced  cataloguer 
were  obtained,  and  modem  methods  of  classification  and  ar- 
rangement used. 

Framingham.  The  year  1904  was  one  of  steady  growth  and  ser- 
vice in  the  community.  Before  long  the  normal  growth  will 
require  more  shelf  room.  It  is  a  problem  which  is  facing 
many  libraries.  What  shall  be  done  in  years  to  come  with  all 
the  books  which  are  steadily  accumulating? 

Gardner.  The  continuous  decrease  in  circulation  which  had  con- 
tinued for  several  years,  as  noticed  in  the  report  of  last  year, 
has  ceased,  and  the  number  of  books  delivered  in  1904  ex- 
ceeded that  of  any  former  year  in  the  history  of  the  library. 
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Credit  for  this  increase  is  given  to  the  introduction  of  the 
Bodley  Library  books,  of  which  about  3,500  were  delivered  in 
ten  months.  The  reference  work  of  the  library  is  increasing, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  developed  to  a  much  greater 
degree  of  usefulness.  By  filing  and  rendering  available  the 
results  of  each  da/s  research  and  experience,  the  resources 
of  the  library  might  be  made  more  effective.  The  card  cata- 
logue, which  has  been  in  preparation  for  several  years,  has 
completed  one  stage,  and  that  part  relating  to  fiction  is  at  the 
service  of  the  public.  It  is  the  general  experience  of  libra- 
rians that  children  are  more  expert  in  the  use  of  the  catalogue 
than  adults,  and  it  is  hoped  that  parents  will  encourage  them 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  which  is  no  unimportant  factor  in 
their  mental  development.  In  connection  with  the  school 
libraries  the  children  have  been  taught  to  keep  lists  of  the 
books  which  they  read,  and  in  each  school  are  awarded  three 
degrees  of  honorable  mention:  (1)  greatest  variety  of  books 
read;  (2)  greatest  number  of  books  read;  (3)  neatness  and 
systematic  arrangement. 

Geobgbtown.  The  annual  report  covers  the  year  ending  Jan.  31, 
1906.  The  trustees  say:  "The  usefulness  of  the  library  was 
never  more  apparent  than  at  the  present  time.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  policy  adopted  in  recent  years  of  purchasing 
more  works  of  permanent  value,  of  scientific  and  literary 

i  worth,  and  less  of  current  fiction,  the  real  value  and  useful- 
ness of  the  library  has  been  greatly  enhanced.  More  persons 
resort  to  it  for  reference,  consultation  and  study  than  in  pre- 
vious years;  and  in  this  way  the  library  has  become  more  of 
an  educational  force,  and  a  stronger  factor  in  the  exercise 
and  development  of  the  intellectual  and  moral  f aculties.^^  In 
March,  1904,  the  town  accepted  the  gift  of  a  lot  of  land  known 
as  Lincoln  Park  as  a  site  for  a  library  building,  and  instructed 
the  trustees  of  the  Peabody  Library  to  erect  a  building  at  a 
cost  not  to  exceed  $15,000,  ready  for  occupancy.  The  trus- 
tees made  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  building  to  cost  over 
$18,000,  claiming  that  the  building  fund  exceeded  $20,000.. 
and  that  the  town  had  no  authority  to  limit  their  expenditure 
to  $15,000.  Recourse  was  had  to  the  court,  and  the  matter 
still  awaits  adjustment. 

Gloucester.  A  library  called  the  Village  Hall  Library  was  started 
in  the  village  of  Annisquam  in  November,  1904.  The  library 
service  is  volimtary,  and  is  performed  by  a  committee  of  ladies. 
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of  which  Miss  Helen  Lane  is  chairman.  It  is  supported  by  a 
fee  of  50  cents  for  a  season  of  six  months;  and  the  school 
children  are  allowed  books  for  a  half  fee,  when  some  member 
of  their  families  has  paid  a  full  subscription.  They  are  en- 
couraged to  read  well-selected  books.  The  people  of  the  vil- 
lage, including  the  summer  residents,  have  very  generally 
availed  themselves  of  its  privileges.  The  establishment  of  this 
library  is  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Village  Hall  Association 
of  Annisquam,  the  object  of  which  is  to  promote  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  community. 

Grafton.  There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the  deliveries 
at  the  main  library  and  at  the  branches.  This  favorable  con- 
dition is  attributed  ^^  in  large  measure  to  the  plan  adopted  one 
year  ago  (1903),  of  giving  the  people  direct  access  to  the 
books  in  the  stack  room.  This  plan  has  made  it  more  of  an 
object  for  people  from  all  parte  of  the  town  to  personally  and 
regularly  visit  the  library.*'  The  trustees  add :  "  Carefulness 
by  all  in  returning  each  book  and  magazine  to  its  own  place 
will  increase  the  value  of  these  new  plans.*' 

Geulnville.  The  circulation  has  increased.  The  branch  at  West 
Granville  has  been  discontinued,  and  the  trustees  have  been 
unable  to  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for  its  renewal,  but 
hope  to  do  so  soon,  as  it  is  wished  to  have  the  library  benefit 
as  many  citizens  of  the  town  as  possible.  A  stone  and  cement 
building  has  been  constructed,  to  which  the  acetylene  gas  plant 
has  been  removed  from  the  basement  of  the  library  building. 
The  expense  of  this  work  was  paid  in  equal  shares  by  M.  B. 
Whitney  of  Westfield  and  Ralph  B.  Cooley  of  Granville. 

Greenfield.  The  statistics  of  1904  show  a  slight  gain  in  circula- 
tion and  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  the  reading  room. 
Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  buying  books  from 
clearance  sales,  etc.,  for  replacing  and  increasing  the  stock  of 
standard  works.  An  unusually  large  number  of  children  have 
used  the  library.  They  have  taken  a  circulation  of  nearly 
16,000  volumes  from  a  collection  of  barely  1,200  books.  The 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  teachers  of  the  public  schools  may 
account  in  part  for  the  increased  attendance  of  the  children 
at  the  library.  The  ninth-grade  pupils  have  been  to  the 
library  as  a  class  to  receive  instruction  in  the  use  of  Poole's 
Index  and  the  intelligent  use  of  other  reference  books.  Four 
deposit  stations  have  been  established,  three  of  which  are  in 
schoolhouses  and  one  in  a  private  house.  Inadequate  space  is 
complained  of  here,  as  in  many  other  libraries.    "  The  reading 
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room  is  so  crowded  that  at  busy  times  the  children  crowd  two 
in  a  chair,  or  curl  up  on  the  floor.** 

Greenfield  Library  Association.  Although  it  is  not  a  free 
library,  this  is  interesting  itself  in  work  with  the  teachers  of 
the  public  schools.    It-  has  a  good  collection  of  reference  books. 

Groton.  This  library  completed  its  fiftieth  year  in  1904.  At  the 
time  of  its  establishment  there  were  less  than  20  towns  in 
Massachusetts  that  possessed  public  libraries.  Hon.  George 
S.  Boutwell,  who  died  in  February,  1906,  had  filled  a  half- 
century  as  a  trustee.  Mrs.  Mary  T.  Shumway  has  prepared  a 
history  of  the  library,  which  was  distributed  as  a  souvenir  at 
the  recent  celebration  of  the  two  hundred  and  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  town.  It  is  not  practicable  to  use  the  open-shelf 
system,  but  books,  old  and  new,  are  placed  outside  the  delivery 
desk  for  examination.  A  collection  of  shells  and  minerals 
has  been  given  by  William  N.  Souther,  a  citizen  of  the  town. 

Groveland.  The  circulation  of  1904  was  larger  than  that  of  any 
previous  year. 

Hadlet.  Gifts  of  value  of  local  and  general  historical  interest  are 
reported.  School  teachers  are  given  unlimited  use  of  books  for 
^school  purposes. 

Halifax.  Books  taken  by  teachers  and  scholars  of  the  public 
schools  are  not  subject  to  fines  when  used  solely  in  school  work. 

Hamilton.  The  circulation  of  1904  was  larger  than  that  of  any 
previous  year;  and  the  reading  room  has  been  well  patronized 
at  all  times.  Besides  the  delivery  station  at  South  Hamilton, 
books  are  sent  to  the  eight  public  school  rooms  for  distribution 
to  the  scholars.  The  library  has  received  the  "  Book  of  Eec- 
ords  of  the  Hamilton  Second  Social  Library,  Commenced  Feb- 
ruary 10,  1817.**  The  will  of  the  late  Miss  Augusta  Dodge 
of  Hamilton  contains  a  bequest  of  $1,000  to  this  library  for 
the  furnishing  of  a  reading  room  as  a  memorial  to  her  sister, 
to  be  known  as  the  Gail  Hamilton  Beading  Room. 

Hancock.  A  collection  of  books  has  been  placed  at  the  north 
school,  as  a  branch,  to  help  and  interest  the  people  in  that 
section  of  the  town.  Both  the  main  library  and  the  branch 
are  well  used,  and  are  a  great  benefit  to  the  town. 

BLanover.  The  circulation  of  1904  showed  a  slight  gain  over  the 
issue  of  the  preceding  year.  For  the  first  time  a  decrease  is 
reported  in  the  circulation  of  fiction,  with  a  gratifying  in- 
crease in  that  of  the  higher  departments.  The  books  are  cir- 
culated mainly  through  delivery  stations,  comparatively  few 
being  taken  at  the  main  library. 
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Hanson.  The  Hanson  Public  Library  has  its  two  diyisions  at 
North  Hanson  and  South  Hanson.  With  modem  tendencies 
in.  view,  the  trustees  have  extended  the  time  that  books  may 
be  retained  by  borrowers  from  two  to  three  weeks,  except  in 
the  case  of  recent  fiction,  for  which  there  may  be  a  large  de- 
mand. At  South  Hanson  the  town  library  has  absorbed,  by 
loan,  the  books  of  the  Wampatuck  Library  Association,  and 
therefore  has  taken  its  place  as  a  circulating  library.  At 
North  Hanson  the  Hanson  Library  Association  still  maintains 
an  active  existence  in  its  own  building,  with  Miss  Drew  of  the 
town  library  as  its  librarian.  It  is  in  a  flourishiiig  condition, 
and  has  added  to  its  capacity  by  new  shelving  for  books.  It  has 
169  members,  and  is  supported  mostiy  by  entertainments. 
Branches  of  the  town  library,  under  the  control  of  the  North 
Hanson  division,  have  been  established  at  Maquan  and  New 
State.  These  branches,  though  small,  are  kept  supplied  with 
good  reading  by  frequent'  exchanges.  They  have  widened  the 
scope  of  the  usefulness  of  the  library,  by  giving  to  the  citizens 
of  those  outiying  districts  easier  access  to  its  privileges.  It  is 
expected  that  other  districts  will  be  covered  as  the  library 
increases. 

Habdwiok.  On  the  night  of  Feb.  6, 1905,  the  books  of  the  Hard- 
wick  Free  Town  Library  and  the  Lucius  E,  Paige  Library 
were  lost  in  the  fire  which  destroyed  the  high  school  building. 
Since  that  time  about  350  volumes  have  been  collected.  A 
library  building,  which  is  nearly  completed,  is  being  erected 
at  the  cost  of  a  fund  left  by  the  late  Lucius  R.  Paige,  D.D.,  of 
Cambridge.    The  fund  amounts  to  about  $12,000. 

Gilbertville.  The  library  established  here  and  maintained 
for  the  free  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  village  by  the  Geo. 
H.  Gilbert  Manufacturing  Company  is  now  known  as  tiie 
Gilbertville  Public  Library. 

Harvabd.  Teachers  are  allowed  to  take  as  many  books  as  they 
wish  for  school  work.  Free  access  to  the  stack  room  is  allowed 
to  adults.  A  delivery  station  has  been  established  at  Still 
River. 

Haverhill.  The  circulation  of  1904,  as  that  of  1903,  showed 
an  increase  in  the  use  of  non-fiction  and  a  loss  in  fiction,  the 
latter  dropping  to  65  per  cent.  All  departments  of  the  library 
are  open  on  Sunday  afternoons  from  November  1  to  May  1. 
The  experiment  is  considered  successful,  as  the  reference  room 
has  been  filled  with  readers,  and  the  children's  room  and  the 
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loan  department  have  been  well  patronized.  In  relation  to 
school  work  in  1904  the  report  says :  "  The  continued  co-opera- 
tion between  the  schools  and  the  library  was  a  prominent 
feature  of  the  year's  work.  The  assistant  in  charge  of  this 
work  visited  each  grammar  school  to  explain  the  library 
methods.  Her  talks  with  the  teachers  were  received  with  enthu- 
siasm^ and  resulted  in  increased  demands  for  books  and  pic- 
tures. Although  large  additions  were  made  to  the  children's 
library,  the  supply  of  books  was  often  inadequate.  Eleven 
travelling  libraries  circulated  among  the  union  schools  in  the 
outskirts  of  the  city;  work  with  the  summer  schools  was  a 
feature,  as  in  former  years;  and  a  special  reference  library  for 
the  high  school  was  reserved  in  the  reference  room,  as  usual.** 
The  work  of  1904  included  35  picture  exhibits  at  the  main 
library  and  9  at  the  Bradford  branch,  and  22  reading  lists 
were  published  in  local  newspapers.  About  2,000  mounted 
pictures  were  added  to  the  collection,  which  now  numbers 
about  8,000.  The  Haliday  platinum  prints  of  American  au- 
thors and  their  homes,  and  noted  buildings  and  places  in  New 
England,  particularly  old  Boston,  formed  the  most  valuable 
addition  to  the  picture  collection  which  has  yet  been  made. 
Many  pictures  cut  from  magazines  were  mounted  very  artisti- 
cally by  the  library  assistants.  These  pictures  are  used  by  the 
schools  and  study  clubs,  over  6,000  having  been  circulated  in 
1904.  The  children's  library  has  been  reclassified  and  recata- 
logued,  the  printed  cards  of  the  Carnegie  Library  of  Pitts- 
burg being  used  as  a  basis  for  the  work.  In  connection  with 
the  purchase  of  books  the  report  says :  "  It  was  found  that  the 
saving  effected  by  importing  was  inconsiderable,  except  in  the 
case  of  very  expensive  books.  It  did  not  offset  the  annoyance 
of  long  delays  in  getting  books  and  of  filing  importers'  affi- 
davits, the  extra  cost  of  carriage  and  the  loss  of  time  spent 
in  comparing  English  and  American  prices.  The  greatest 
saving  was  effected  in  buying  from  second-hand  dealers  and 
from  clearance  sales." 
Heath.  An  improvement  has  been  made  by  the  laying  of  a  sub- 
stantial stone  walk,  with  steps  from  the  street,  up  to  the  porch 
of  the  library  building.  The  cost  was  paid  by  a  lady,  a  for- 
mer resident  of  the  town,  and  one  of  the  original  donors  to 
the  building  fund.  The  library  is  prospering,  and  the  schools 
are  making  more  use  of  its  books.  Free  privileges  were  given 
to  many  summer  sojourners  during  the  past  season. 
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HiNOHAM.  Nantasket  library.  This  library  is  unique  among  fhe 
libraries  of  the  State  in  its  situation  and  purposes^  as  was 
stated  in  the  report  of  last  year.  The  removal  of  games, 
which  were  kept  for  juvenile  patrons,  has  been  beneficial. 
While  the  room  is  not  crowded  in  the  evening  as  formerly,  it 
appears  certain  that  those  who  remain  in  the  reading  room 
use  it  to  the  better  advantage  of  themselves  and  the  library, 
and  the  young  people  begin  to  imderstand  the  help  that  is 
offered  them.  The  summer  people,  fhrough  a  canvass  made 
by  the  secretary,  have  contributed  generously  to  the  support 
of  the  library. 

HoLBROOK.  A  healthy  interest  is  reported.  A  donation  of  $200 
has  been  received  from  Miss  Mary  Wales  Holbrook. 

HoLDEN.  A  weeklv  deliverv  is  maintained  at  Jefferson.  The 
delivery  of  two  books  on  a  card  (one  non-fiction)  has  been 
allowed  recently,  with  good  results.  The  pupils  of  the  high 
school  are  given  access  to  the  librar}'  during  school  hours^  and 
each  teacher  is  allowed  five  books  a  week  for  school  use.  Por- 
traits of  Hon.  Samuel  C.  Gale  and  Mrs.  Gale  have  been  pre- 
sented. The  antiquarian  department  has  received  copies  of 
two  maps  of  the  town,  the  originals  of  which  are  in  the  State 
archives. 

H0LLI8TON.  The  library  has  been  constantly  increasing  in  effi- 
ciency and  patronage.  There  is  an  inclination  on  the  part  of 
readers  towards  the  better  class  of  literature,  and  ephemeral 
fiction  has  less  adult  following  than  formerlv.  A  material 
change  during  the  year  has  boon  the  abandonment  of  the  open- 
sholf  system.  This  is  not  considered  to  be  a  retrograde  move- 
ment. For  several  vears  free  access  to  the  shelves  in  the  stack 
room  was  allowed,  with  great  apparent  success  from  an  edu- 
cational standpoint;  but  considerations  of  importance  to  the 
authorities  and  staff  of  the  library  have  necessitated  a  change 
in  method.  Recent  books,  and  others  selected  by  the  librarian, 
are  placed  on  shelves  accessible  to  all  in  the  reading  room. 
The  reference  room  has  been  developed  in  the  lines  of  local 
and  family  historv,  in  which  the  vital  records  of  Massachu- 
setts  towns,  which  are  being  distributed  to  the  libraries  of  the 
Commonwealth,  are  important  aids. 

HoLYOKE.  This  library  has  conducted  a  course  of  University  Ex- 
tension lectures  in  its  own  hall.  These  lectures  were  not  free, 
but  a  low  charge  was  made  for  the  course.  They  were  well 
attended,  and  gave  much  satisfaction.    A  department  of  books 
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in  French  has  been  begun ;  and  a  collection  of  pictures^  mounted^ 
classified  and  catalogued,  is  in  preparation.  Articles  of  Jap- 
anese art,  valued  at  about  $500,  have  been  received  from 
citizens  of  Holyoke;  and  a  small  but  carefully  mounted  col- 
lection of  botanical  specimens  has  been  presented. 

HoPEDALE.  The  circulation  has  been  largely  increased.  The  trus- 
tees say :  "  This  is  doubtless  due  in  part  to  the  use  of  the  sec- 
ond or  non-fiction  card,  partly  to.  the  increase  in  population, 
but  chiefly  to  the  able  service  which  is  given  the  public  by  our 
librarian.'^  In  reference  to  school  work  the  report  says :  "  A 
very  important  work  is  that  which  is  done  by^  the  pupDs  of  the 
public  schools  and  every  eflFort  is  made  to  give  them  the  splen- 
did opportunities  of  a  public  library.  In  so  far  as  possible, 
all  books  suggested  by  the  teachers  and  superintendent,  other 
than  text-books,  are  purchased.  Our  librarian  held  a  meeting 
of  the  teachers  at  the  library,  that  the  teachers  might  learn 
what  we  had  which  would  be  of  service  to  them,  and  that  we 
might  learn  what  they  would  like  added  to  our  already  well- 
equipped  reference  department.  The  teacher  in  every  grade 
sent  us  a  list  for  summer  reading,  which  increased  our  circula- 
tion; for  not  only  were  new  cards  taken  by  the  pupils,  but  in 
some  cases  the  parents  took  out  the  books  to  read  them  to  the 
children.*^  The  circulation  of  music  seems  to  be  an  excellent 
experiment,  judging  by  the  fact  that  it  is  in  almost  constant 
demand.  Mrs.  C.  L.  Bailey  has  presented  a  valuable  collection 
of  72  books  on  technical  subjects,  all  of  which  are  of  recent 
publication.  Special  work  is  being  done  along  the  line  of  local 
history,  a  work  which  deserves  more  attention  than  it  has  here- 
tofore received  from  trustees  and  librarians  of  town  libraries. 
Mrs.  Susan  Preston  Draper  has  caused  to  be  placed  upon  the 
library  grounds  a  beautiful  memorial  fountain,  which  has  been 
presented  to  the  town.  It  is  of  Carrara  marble,  surmounted  by 
a  statue  of  Hope,  and  artistically  is  a  great  success.  It  is  by 
the  eminent  American  sculptor  in  Rome,  Waldo  Story.  In  its 
presentation  the  donor  said:  ^^As  a  southerner  by  birth,  I 
have  given  less  thought  to  the  utilitarian  side ;  but  T  hope  that 
the  cups  of  water  here  furnished  will  refresh  many  a  tired 
mechanic  or  schoolboy  in  long  years  to  come." 

HoPKiNTON.  A  bequest  of  $8,000  has  been  received  by  the  will 
of  the  late  James  A.  Woolson  of  Cambridge,  a  native  of  Hop- 
kinton,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  running  expenses 
and  the  purchase  of  books.    The  late  Mrs.  Sarah  A.  Crooks,  a 
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native  and  resident  of  the  town,  left  by  will  $5,000,  the  income 
of  which  may  be  used  in  any  way  for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

HuBBAHDSTON.  The  use  of  books,  particularly  among  the  young, 
increases  from  year  to  year.  Since  the  first  of  July  bonowera 
have  had  free  access  to  the  shelves.  The  people  appear  to  ap- 
preciate the  liberty  thus  given,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  privi- 
lege will  not  be  abused  as  time  goes  on.  Miss  Celia  Clark  of 
Cambridge  has  presented  a  collection  of  shells. 

Hudson.  The  new  Carnegie  library,  of  which  a  brief  description 
was  given  in  the  report  of  last  year,  was  opened  for  the  deliv- 
ery of  books  in  November,  1905.  There  was  no  dedication  or 
ceremony  of  any  kind  at  the  opening.  A  tablet  in  memory  of 
the  soldiers  of  Hudson  is  to  be  placed  in  the  building.  The 
almost  obsolete  custom  of  closing  the  library  for  the  annual  ex- 
amination has  been  abandoned.  The  examination  in  July  was 
done  without  interference  with  the  regular  circulation.  ^'  The 
results  were  just  as  good,  and  the  public  had  the  use  of  the 
library  at  the  same  time,  a  favor  which  was  fully  appreciated." 
Special  privileges  are  given  to  teachers  and  pupils,  there  being 
no  limit  to  the  number  of  books  they  may  take,  and  no  time 
limit  of  retention. 

Huntington.  The  trustees  say:  "While  the  work  accomplished 
has  not  been  all  that  we  would  desire,  yet,  taking  into  consid- 
eration the  many  drawbacks  which  a  small  library  has  to  con- 
tend with,  we  feel  that  the  library  is  filling  its  place  in  the 
community  as  an  educator,  both  morally  and  mentally.*'  Two 
branches  are  maintained,  and  are  much  appreciated  by  the 
people  in  their  respective  districts.  That  at  Knightville  has 
the  yearly  loan  of  a  travelling  library  of  the  Woman's  Educa- 
tion Association,  in  addition  to  the  deposit  sent  from  the  main 
library. 

Hyde  Park.  Books  for  school  use  are  purchased  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, and  are  used  by  the  pupils  at  the  library,  or  they  may 
be  taken  away.  At  the  request  of  the  principals,  books  needed 
for  reference  work  are  sent  to  the  schools,  and  may  remain  there 
for  one  term.  Teachers  may  take  six  books  for  school  use,  and 
retain  them  for  one  month,  without  renewal.  In  general  cir- 
culation books  may  be  renewed  by  personal  application  or  by 
mail,  without  being  returned  to  the  library.  There  is  an 
increasing  use  of  reference  books.  There  has  never  been  a 
more  earnest  and  intelligent  use  of  such  books  among  the 
yoimg  people  than  has  recently  been  manifest.  There  is  a 
larger  use  of  books  other  than  fiction  in  the  children's  depart- 
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ment.  The  first  book  asked  for  by  a  Bussian  boy  was  a  his- 
tory of  the  United  States. 

Ipswich.  Miss  Lydia  Caldwell^  who  had  been  librarian  since 
1868^  resigned  in  Aprils  and  Mrs.  Mary  B.  Maine  was  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  library  has  been  reorganized  by  Miss 
Ella  Sites  Wood;  the  Dewey  system  of  classification  has  been 
adopted^  with  the  Cntter-Sanbom  numbers;  and  a  card  cata- 
logue is  being  made.  One  of  the  new  features  is  the  "chil- 
dren's comer/'  where  a  table  and  chairs  are  placed  for  the 
younger  patrons  of  the  library,  and  their  books  are  shelved 
near  by.  The  children  come  in  increased  numbers,  and  seem 
to  enjoy  their  privileges.  Open  shelves,  newly  inaugurated,  are 
thought  to  be  leading  to  a  better  class  of  reading.  More  lights 
have  been  put  in,  and  there  are  more  evening  readers  than 
formerly.    The  Newark  charging  system  is  to  be  used. 

Kingston.  In  addition  to  the  regular  two  cards,  teachers  may 
take  ten  extra  cards  for  school  use. 

Lakeville.  The  library  continues  to  be  well  used,  and  has  shown 
that  it  is  no  longer  an  experiment,  but  an  institution.  A 
series  of  entertainments  during  the  summer  has  furnished  the 
nucleus  of  a  building  fimd. 

Lancaster.  The  experiment  of  making  the  shelves  in  the  reading 
room  accessible  to  readers  is  said  to  be  an  unqualified  success. 
Headers  express  themselves  as  much  pleased  with  the  change, 
which  allows  them  to  make  their  selections  from  the  shelves. 
The  objection  urged  against  open  shelves,  that  it  leads  to  a 
loss  of  books,  has  not  been  found  true  here.  A  section  of 
shelves  in  the  reading  room  has  been  set  aside  for  books  used 
by  the  literature  class  of  the  Woman's  Club.  This  is  a  useful 
innovation,  as  it  makes  the  books  recommended  for  use  accessi- 
ble whenever  they  are  wanted.  The  plan  of  allowing  teachers 
in  outlying  districts  to  receive  and  distribute  among  their 
pupils  such  books  as  are  desired,  these  being  carried  by  friendly 
hands  without  expense  to  the  town,  has  greatly  increased  the 
usefulness  of  the  library.  The  experiment  of  varnishing  books 
as  a  protection  against  soiling  has  been  tried.  So  far,  it  ap- 
pears to  be  successful.  Any  spots  or  dirt  may  be  removed 
with  a  damp  sponge,  leaving  the  cover  as  bright  as  ever.  The 
library  has  anticipated  the  coming  of  the  gypsy  and  the  brown- 
tail  moths,  by  making  itself  a  centre  of  information  regarding 
them.  The  librarian  prepared  picture  bulletins,  using  the 
pamphlets  sent  out  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture.    These  were 
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hung  in  the  library  and  in  the  two  post-offices.  Two  cases 
were  prepared^  showing  both  moths  in  every  stage.  These  are 
on  exhibition  at  the  library.  Copies  of  the  Medford  "Mer- 
cury/* showing  the  devastations  of  the  pests,  are  also  exhib- 
ited. Electric  lights,  in  place  of  the  old  gasolene  lights,  have 
been  installed  in  the  library  building.  A  portrait  of  the  late 
Hon.  Henry  S.  Nourse,  for  many  years  a  trustee  of  the  library, 
has  been  presented  by  Miss  L.  A.  Nourse.  Col.  John  E.  Thayer 
has  given  $200  for  an  additional  supply  of  books  beyond  the 
town^s  appropriation;  and  a  benefactor  who  declines  being 
named  has  given  $50  for  the  purchase  of  books  relating  to 
the  fine  arts.  Other  gifts  of  artistic  and  historic  value  have 
been  received. 

Lanesborough.  The  relations  between  the  library  and  the  schools 
are  becoming  closer.  To  meet  a  growing  demand  from  very 
young  readers  and  a  lack  of  supplementary  reading  in  the 
schools,  a  selection  from  the  publications  of  the  Educational 
Publishing  Company  has  been  purchased,  which  are  in  great 
demand.     The  Browne  charging  system  has  been  introduced. 

Lawrence.  The  circulation  of  1904  was  larger  than  that  of 
1903.  There  has  been  a  notable  and  gratifying  gain  in  the 
use  of  the  reference  room.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to 
co-operate  with  the  teacher  of  Greek  and  Latin  history  at  the 
high  school.  Specially  prepared  lists  were  made  and  reserved 
in  the  reference  room  for  the  use  of  those  who  were  interested 
in  these  subjects.  That  the  effort  was  appreciated  was  evident 
from  the  numbers  that  were  daily  in  attendance  to  consult 
them.  The  children's  department  continues  to  grow  in  popular 
favor,  and  is  often  severely  taxed  for  room  for  those  who  wish 
to  use  it. 

Lee.  a  trial  contract  for  a  year  has  been  made  with  the  Tabard 
Inn,  as  a  means  of  meeting  the  demand  for  fiction.  During 
a  trial  of  about  four  months  it  has  proved  to  be  quite  popular 
with  readers  of  light  literature. 

Leicester.  Lists  of  books  prepared  for  each  grade,  from  the 
fourth  to  the  ninth  inclusive,  are  in  the  hands  of  each  teacher 
in  the  town.  It  is  expected  that  each  scholar  will  read  one  or 
more  books  monthly.  The  children  will  be  questioned  upon 
their  reading,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  one  giving  the 
most  thoughtful  and  grammatical  answers  will  receive  a  prize. 
The  school  superintendent  is  seeing  that  this  work  is  carried 
out.  This  plan  is  yet  in  the  embryo  stage,  yet  the  results,  so 
far,  have  been  good.    '^  If  it  will  cause  one  boy  or  girl  to  love 
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and  imderstand  books  who  before  has  disdained  them^  the  time 
and  labor  put  upon  the  lists  by  the  librarian  will  not  have 
been  in  vain/' 

Lenox.  A  handsome  library  desk  and  new  carpets  have  been 
received.  The  circulation  of  1904  was  the  largest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  library. 

Leominsteb.  Progref&s  has  been  made  in  every  department,  and 
tiie  usefulness  of  the  library  has  been  much  increased.  The 
statistics  show  a  marked  gain  over  previous  records,  and  the 
entire  year  has  been  one  of  progress.  A  number  of  articles  of 
local  historical  interest  has  been  added  to  the  museum.  Mr. 
James  M.  Bronson,  who  after  many  years  of  faithful  service 
resigned  the  librarianship  several  years  ago,  reached  the  end 
of  a  long  and  useful  life  in  October,  1904.  With  unfailing 
courtesy  and  fidelity  he  served  the  public  during  the  many 
years  when  the  library  and  reading  room  were  making  a  place 
for  themselves  in  the  public  esteem. 

Lexington.  The  use  made  of  the  library  in  1904  was  about  20 
per  cent,  larger  than  in  any  previous  year.  This  is  attributed 
to  a  growth  of  the  literary  habit  in  the  community,  and  to  an 
extension  of  the  open  hours,  which  render  the  library  readily 
available  to  all.  A  new  library  building  is  being  erected  at 
the  comer  of  Clark  Street  and  Massachusetts  Avenue,  over- 
looking the  battle  ground.  It  will  have  a  shelving  capacity  of 
65,000  volumes,  and  all  the  conveniences  of  a  modem  library 
building.  It  is  to  be  a  gift  to  the  town  by  the  heirs  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Maria  (Hastings)  Cary  of  Brooklyn,  N".  Y.,  a  native 
of  Lexington,  who  in  her  lifetime  and  by  her  will  was  a  gen- 
erous benefactor  of  the  town  and  the  librarv. 

Lincoln.  Teachers  of  the  public  schools  may  take  as  many  books 
as  they  desire  for  school  use,  subject  to  the  same  restrictions 
that  govern  the  withdrawal  of  books  by  other  borrowers. 

LoNGMEADOW.  The  library  is  open  on  one  afternoon  in  the  week, 
and  is  well  patronized  then.  The  people  are  allowed  to  take 
as  many  books,  within  reasonable  limits,  as  they  may  wish. 
Special  regard  is  paid  to  the  needs  of  the  teachers  and  pupils 
of  the  schools,  and  the  former  may  draw  books  at  any  time 
during  the  week.  A  portrait  of  the  late  ex-Senator  Wolcott, 
who  was  bom  in  Longmeadow,  has  been  presented  by  his 
brother. 

Ludlow.  The  circulation  of  1904  showed  an  increase  of  26  per 
cent.,  and  the  attendance  in  the  reading  room  an  increase  of 
22  per  cent.    One  hundred  and  fort}'-five  new  books  were  pre- 
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sented  by  the  Ludlow  Manufacturing  ABSOciates^  and  a  num- 
ber of  French  books  were  ordered.  No  pains  are  spared  to 
make  the  library  of  use  to  the  town,  and  an  increasing  appre- 
ciation of  its  worth  is  evident.  Miss  Mary  A.  Bimie  resigned 
the  librarianship  Aug.  1,  1904,  and  Miss  Edith  Crowninshield 
was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Lunenburg.  Teachers  of  the  public  schools  are  allowed  an  un- 
limited number  of  books  for  school  work,  and  an  increasing 
number  of  scholars  make  use  of  the  library  for  reference, 
study  and  home  reading. 

Lynn.  Books  are  sent  monthly  to  the  rooms  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  and  the  library  of  the  Gfeneral  Electric 
Company,  where  they  are  delivered  for  home  use.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year  1904-06,  26  copies  of  six  different 
books,  selected  by  a  committee  of  the  Lynn  Educational  So- 
ciety, were  purchased  for  circulation  in  the  public  schools. 
The  books  were  "Robinson  Crusoe,^'  *^Tom  Brown's  School- 
days,'' "Hans  Brinker,"  "The  Wonder  Book,"  "Marmion," 
and  "Docas,  the  Indian  Boy  of  Santa  Clara."  During  the 
year  these  books  were  read  by  6,637  people.  Twenty-five 
copies  each  of  six  other  books  have  been  added  and  went  into 
circulation  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year.  In 
February  was  begun  the  plan  of  inviting  the  outlying  schools 
to  go  to  the  library  on  Saturday  mornings,  to  listen  to  talks  on 
various  subjects,  which  are  illustrated  by  exhibitions  of  pho- 
tographs, stereographs,  colored  plates,  etc.  These  talks  are 
given  by  members  of  the  staff,  and  have  been  weU  attended. 
Certain  grades  are  invited  for  special  dates,  thereby  ensuring 
an  attendance  which  can  be  comfortably  cared  for  in  the  lec- 
ture room.  The  work  with  the  blind  has  been  continued  with 
such  success  that  the  room  which  at  first  was  considered  large 
enough  has  been  found  to  be  too  small,  and  additional  accom- 
modations have  been  provided,  which  has  increased  the  attend- 
ance. Hon.  Frank  D.  Allen,  in  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  his 
•  wife,  the  late  Lucy  Ehodes  Allen,  has  presented  to  the  library 
a  painting  by  Giovanni  Francesco  Barbieri  (Guercino),  which 
will  be  hung  in  the  Memorial  Hall.  A  full-length  portrait 
of  Abraham  Lincoln  has  been  presented  by  Dr.  H.  P.  Leonard 
and  the  Lincoln  Club.  John  Clarkson  Houghton,  who  re- 
signed the  position  of  librarian  in  1904,  died  at  Lynn,  July 
26,  1906,  at  the  age  of  eighty-two  years. 

Lynnfield.     The  accommodations  at  the  town  hall  having  be- 
come inadequate  for  the  increasing  needs  of  the  library,  the 
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old  school  building  near  the  common  has  been  altered  and 
improved^  and  the  library  is  now  in  possession  of  its  own  build- 
ing. The  charges  of  alteration  were  paid  from  the  fund  left 
by  the  late  George  L.  Hawkes.  A  bequest  of  $4^000  has  been 
received  by  the  will  of  the  late  George  N.  Blake  of  Boston,  the 
income  of  which  is  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books. 

Malden.  The  increased  circulation  of  1904  has  practically  been 
maintained  in  1905.  A  slight  decrease  in  eleven  months  was 
nearly  or  quite  in  the  use  of  fiction.  There  has  been  a  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  books  taken  from  the  children's 
library,  and  there  is  an  increase  in  books  taken  for  library 
use.  Additional  shelving  in  the  children's  room  has  allowed 
that  department  io  be  extended  to  about  4,500  volumes.  The 
school  library,  a  collection  held  apart  from  the  main  library 
for  school  use,  has  been  increased  to  about  1,700  volumes. 
The  school  service  has  been  enlarged  by  furnishing  books  for 
the  third  grade,  one  grade  lower  than  before.  This  year, 
books  on  pedagogics,  ethics  and  other  subjects  useful  to  the 
teachers,  have  been  drawn  from  the  mala  collection  and  deliv- 
ered with  the  school  libraries.  This  appears  to  have  been 
found  to  be  of  much  advantage.  Books  for  the  Boys'  Club 
-  and  the  evening  school  are  taken  from  the  school  collection. 
Books  are  now  furnished  to  the  Edgeworth  Mission  Chapel. 
The  former  upward  movement  in  the  Sunday  attendance  has 
not  continued  during  the  year.  Daniel  L.  Milliken,  who  had 
been  a  trustee  during  twentjr-four  years,  died  March  3, 1905. 

Manchester.  The  circulation  has  slightly  increased,  and  the 
percentage  of  fiction  delivered  has  slightly  decreased.  The 
children  are  turning  to  nature  studies.  Stories  of  animals, 
birds  and  insects  interest  them.  The  Browne  system  of  charg- 
ing is  -used,  and  gives  perfect  satisfaction.  The  librarian 
says :  "  For  twelve  years  all  persons  belonging  to  the  town, 
summer  residents  and  boarders,  over  ten  years  of  age,  have 
been  allowed  the  freedom  of  the  alcoves.  Upon  the  whole,  it 
works  well." 

Mansfield.  The  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Fanny  J.  Morse,  an  old 
resident  of  the  town,  contains  a  bequest  of  $1,000  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  library. 

Marblehead.  The  circulation  of  1904  was  slightly  larger  than 
that  of  1903.  Since  the  card  catalogue  was  installed  it  has 
been  in  constant  use  by  both  old  and  young.  "  None  consult 
it  more  frequently  than  do  the  children;  and  if  they  thus 
acquire  the  habit  of  searching  out  for  themselves  information

that  they  may  want^  instead  of  depending  upon  others  to  do  it 
for  them^  it  will  be  to  them  a  useful  discipline,  and  in  their 
maturer  years  will  be  more  helpful  to  them  than  the  books 
they  are  now  reading."  Complaint  is  made  of  a  lack  of  room, 
which  has  been  met  by  temporary  expedients  which  will  soon 
be  exhausted. 

Marion.  The  books  have  been  rearranged.  The  teachers  and 
pupils  of  the  schools  use  the  library  freely  for  reference  work 
and  general  school  reading. 

Marlborough.  This  library  is  recovering  from  the  effects  of  the 
fire  which  destroyed  its  collection  in  December,  1902,  and 
such  works  in  each  department  of  literature  as  are  found 
lacking  are  being  added  as  fast  as  possible.  The  total  number 
of  volumes  at  the  close  of  1904  was  13,680.  Monthly  lists  are 
printed  in  the  local  papers.  Many  valuable  gifts  have  been 
received,  including  a  collection  of  letters  and  papers  in  con- 
nection with  the  history  of  the  town,  from  the  estate  of  the 
Rev.  Horatio  Alger,  for  many  years  pastor  of  the  Unitarian 
Church,  given  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Augusta  A.  Cheney  of 
Natick.  A  branch  library  was  established  in  the  Robin  Hill 
district  in  April,  1905. 

Marshfield.  Ventress  Free  Public  Library.  A  slight  decrease 
in  the  circulation  of  1904  is  noted,  but  the  library  is  well 
patronized,  and  the  reading  is  becoming  a  necessity.  Deliver- 
ies are  made  semi-weekly  at  the  main  library,  and  weekly  at 
the  seven  outlying  post-offices  of  the  town.  As  the  library  is 
in  the  same  building  as  the  high  school,  it  has  become  of 
great  use  in  the  school  work. 

Mattapoisett.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  A.  King  have  given  the  sum  of 
$500,  which  is  being  invested  in  books,  largely  non-fiction. 

Medpord.  The  circulation  of  1904  showed  a  slight  gain  over  that 
of  the  preceding  iwo  years.  The  work  of  the  library,  although 
prosecuted  under  some  disadvantages,  owing  to  the  illness  of 
members  of  the  staff,  and  especially  owing  to  the  inadequacy 
of  the  book  accommodations  of  the  building,  has  maintained 
its  usual  standard  of  excellence.  There  is  a  constant  increase 
in  the  number  of  book  borrowers  from  year  to  year,  and  the 
facilities  which  the  library  in  its  various  departments  furnishes 
the  public  are  satisfactorily  utilized.  Books  are  sent  to  every 
school  room  in  the  city,  with  the  exception  of  the  kindergartens 
and  the  high  school,  the  latter  having  a  good  library  of  ife 
own.     Teachers  of  the  high  school  may  select  such  books  as 
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they  may  need  in  school  work,  limited  only  by  the  capacity  of 
the  library.  Books  sent  to  the  schools  have  no  connection  with 
the  school  studies,  but  are  chosen  to  create  a  taste  for  better 
reading.  They  may  be  taken  to  the  homes  of  the  pupils,  or 
they  may  be  used  in  the  schools  at  the  option  of  the  teacher. 
The  exchanges  are  made  every  six  weeks,  and  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation is  paid  from  the  school  appropriation.  By  this 
means  the  library  has  become  an  important  part  of  the  educa- 
tional establishment  of  the  city,  and  is  recognized  as  such  by 
the  school  authorities.  The  work  has  now  been  extended  by 
sending  books  to  such  Sunday-schools  as  desire  them.  Books 
are  now  delivered  at  five  stations,  at  two  of  which  exchanges 
are  made  semi-weekly,  and  at  the  others  weekly.  Miss  Lucy 
M.  T.  Brayton,  who  was  for  five  years  at  the  head  of  the  chil- 
dren's department,  died  Oct.  20,  1904.  To  her  untiring  zeal 
and  loving,  faithful  and  efficient  service  was  due  in  a  great 
measure  the  success  of  the  department. 

Melrose.  A  decrease  in  the  circulation  of  1904  may  be  attributed 
to  the  discontinuance  of  the  branch  at  Melrose  Highlands,  and 
the  closing  of  the  library  during  the  removal  to  the  new  build- 
ing. The  average  daily  circulation  was  larger  than  in  1903. 
The  facilities  for  undisturbed  reading  offered  by  the  new  build- 
ing have  been  appreciated,  as  is  shown  by  the  large  number  of 
people  using  the  reading  room.  The  children's  room  has  had 
a  corresponding  patronage.  The  open-shelf  system  has  ap- 
parently been  popular  with  readers,  but  it  "occasions  much 
more  labor  for  the  librarian  and  her  assistants  in  keeping  the 
shelves  in  order  and  the  books  each  in  its  proper  place.''  The 
1,000  volumes  presented  by  the  late  Daniel  W.  Gooch,  which 
have  been  stored  for  many  years,  have  been  placed  in  a  room 
in  the  basement,  called  the  Gooch  Library.  These  books 
record  congressional  action  during  and  immediately  after  the 
civil  war,  and  are  of  much  value. 

Mendon.  Mrs.  Annie  E.  Barnes  resigned  as  librarian  at  the  close 
of  1904,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  Annie  W.  Gaskill. 
The  almost  obsolete  custom  of  covering  new  books  has  been 
abandoned.  The  preparation  of  a  complete  card  catalogue  is 
recommended  by  the  trustees.  A  drawing  of  the  meeting 
house  built  in  1668  has  been  himg  in  the  library. 

Mebrimac.  The  usefulness  of  the  library  is  attested  by  an  increase 
of  26  per  cent,  in  the  circulation  of  1904  over  that  of  1903.  A 
file  of  the  Merrimac  "Budget"  has  been  presented  by  the 
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publisher.     A  collection  of  books  has  been  placed  where  it 
may  be  accessible  to  all. 

MiDDLEBOROUGH.  Although  the  library  was  closed  seven  weeks 
preparatory  and  during  the  removal  into  the  new  buildings  the 
circulation  of  1904  showed  a  gain  of  46  per  cent,  over  that  of 
1903.  This  is  due  to  the  adoption  of  the  two-card  system, 
and  the  stimulus  which  a  new  building  gives  to  public  interest. 
The  age  limit  has  been  reduced  from  fourteen  years  to  ten. 
Books  are  reserved  by  the  postal-card  system.  Of  the  so-called 
popidar  novels,  duplicates  are  purchased  when  thought  ad- 
visable,  but  in  many  instances,  after  a  few  weeks,  one  copy  is 
all-sufficient;  and  it  does  not  seem  wise,  in  a  small  library,  to 
fill  the  shelves  with  too  many  useless  books,  many  of  which 
are  dead  in  a  year.  lists  of  new  books  are  printed  in  the  local 
newspaper.  The  reading  room  has  daily  and  weekly  news- 
papers on  file,  among  which  are  nine  religious  weekly  papers, 
the  gift  of  societies  and  individuals  representing  different  de- 
nominations. This  room  is  open  on  Simdays  from  2  until  7 
P.M.,  and  has  the  Sunday  papers.  In  the  children's  room  the 
children  have  free  access  to  the  shelves,  and  the  bulletin  always 
contains  something  seasonable  to  interest  or  instruct.  The 
librarian  adds :  ^*  If  the  library  is  right  at  all,  surely  no  more 
fertile  or  profitable  field  for  usefulness  can  be  found  than  thii 
work  among  the  children.^'  Thirty-two  teachers  have  special 
cards,  and  are  allowed  to  draw  an  almost  unlimited  number 
of  books  for  school  work. 

MiDDLETON.  The  books  are  classified  by  the  Dewey-Cutter  system, 
and  the  Browne  charging  system  is  used.  The  school  children 
are  brought  to  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  occupy  one  building; 
and  the  teachers  and  pupils  have  the  use  of  all  the  books  they 
need  for  reference  and  reading.  The  teachers  draw  the  books 
which  are  needed  by  the  scholars  in  school  work.  The  scholars 
of  the  town  who  attend  the  high  school  in  Danvers  improve 
the  librarj'  for  reference  and  reading. 

Milton.  The  new  building  has  proved  to  be  a  good  working 
library.  Several  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
general  service.  The  age  limit  of  twelve  years  has  been  aban- 
doned, so  that  children  of  all  ages  may  now  have  cards.  Bor- 
rowers are  allowed  as  many  books  at  one  time  as  they  may 
need,  provided  that  but  one  is  a  "  seven-day  "  book.  If  books 
are  needed  for  special  study,  they  are  issued  for  any  reasonable 
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time  which  the  borrower  may  require.  The  privilege  of  taking 
as  many  books  as  necessary  has  been  greatly  appreciated,  and 
has  not  so  far  interfered  with  the  service.  After  a  trial  of 
twelve  months,  one  reading  room  has  been  given  up  and  a 
delivery  station  substituted,  with  a  small  deposit  of  books 
which  may  be  borrowed  in  the  usual  way.  Each  month  ten 
books  suitable  for  boys  and  men  are  sent  on  deposit  to  the 
principal  barber-shop  at  Milton  Village.  School  deposits  are 
made  monthly,  and  the  children's  librarian  visits  the  schools, 
to  find  how  she  can  make  the  library  more  useful  to  the  teach- 
ers. Some  schools  report  that  the  doing  away  with  the  age 
limit  has  lessened  the  circulation  from  those  schools,  as  the 
pupils  prefer  to  take  books  out  on  their  cards  rather  than  from 
the  school  deposit.  The  new  children's  room,  well  equipped 
and  beautiful  in  decoration,  has  been  very  popular  with  the 
children.  Stereoscopic  views  are  used  to  convey  instruction 
as  well  as  pleasure.  When  books  illustrated  by  artists  of  note 
become  too  worn  for  circulation,  the  illustrations  are  cut  out 
and  grouped  in  portfolios.  Exhibitions  of  the  Library  Art 
Club  are  given  monthly;  and  several  hundred  photographs 
are  in  circulation.  In  December,  1904,  both  the  reading  room 
and  the  circulating  department  were  opened  on  Sundays  from 
12  until  6  P.M.,  and  so  continued  until  May  1.  At  first  books 
were  delivered  to  children,  as  well  as  adults ;  but'  after  a  few 
Sundays  that  privilege  was  taken  away,  so  that  more  attention 
might  be  given  to  adults  who  could  not  come  to  the  library  at 
any  other  time.    The  experiment  was  considered  successful. 

Monroe.  The  library  of  this  town  is  divided  between  two  branches 
that  are  kept  in  private  houses.  For  lack  of  convenient  room, 
books  which  are  seldom  called  for  are  stored  in  another  pri- 
vate house  for  the  present.  Books  are  transferred  from  time 
to  time  between  the  branches.  Owing  to  the  distance  which 
some  have  to  travel  to  obtain  books,  the  establishment  of  an- 
other branch  will  be  desirable  when  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  books  will  allow.  The  books  are  quite  freely  used  by  the 
teachers  and  pupils  of  the  schools. 

Monson.  There  has  been  a  notable  increase  in  the  circulation,  due 
to  the  two-book  system  adopted  about  two  years  ago,  and  the 
large  number  of  juvenile  card  holders.  The  age  limit  has 
been  reduced,  and  any  child  who  can  sign  the  registration 
blank  may  have  a  card.    Books  for  circulation  and  reference 
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have  been  added  to  meet  the  demands  of  teachers,  students  and 
clubs,  and  are  sent  to  the  several  schools  of  the  town  upon 
request. 

Monterey.  This  library  is  used  by  the  simimer  visitors  as  well 
as  by  the  townspebple.  An  entertainment  by  the  former  gave 
an  opportunity  for  the  purchase  of  more  books.  Teachers  take 
as  many  books  as  are  needed  for  school  use,  and  retain  them 
as  long  as  is  necessary.    A  catalogue  is  being  made. 

Montgomery.  The  librarian  says:  "Our  library  is  still  a  source 
of  pleasure  and  profit  to  its  patrons.  The  interest  is  even 
greater  than  during  the  previous  years.  Our  list  of  books  is 
slowly  increasing.  Our  funds  are  very  limited,  so  that  the 
increase  is  necessarily  slow.  It  is  our  aim  to  keep  as  much  as 
possible  our  shelves  free  from  the  trashy  reading  that  simply 
entertains  for  the  moment,  and  creates  a  sordid  taste.  We  are 
glad  to  note  that  many  of  our  young  readers  call  for  the  books 
that  not  only  interest  but  instruct.  We  close  the  year  feeling 
that  the  library  has  well  fulfilled  its  mission,  and  begin  the 
new  year  hoping  for  its  increased  sphere  of  usefulness,  through 
more  available  material.^' 

Nantucket.  Important  changes  have  been  made  during  the  year, 
by  which  the  library,  which  was  formerly  in  restricted  quar- 
ters in  the  rear  end  of  the  building,  has  been  given  the  entire 
lower  floor  of  the  Athenaeum  building.  Several  steel  stacks 
have  been  installed,  and  the  books  removed  and  rearranged. 

Natick.  Morse  Institute  Library.  The  work  of  reorganization 
and  reclassification,  which  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  Herbert  S. 
Hirshberg,  has  been  continued.  The  Newark  charging  sys- 
tem has  been  installed,  and  is  rapidly  gaining  favor  because  of 
its  simplicity;  and  the  card  pocket  appeals  strongly  to  those 
who  were  always  in  doubt  as  to  what  had  become  of  their 
cards.  The  privilege  of  having  books  retained  twenty-four 
hours,  on  leaving  one  cent  for  postal  notice,  without  giving 
up  the  borrower's  card  while  waiting,  is  much  appreciated. 
As  there  is  not  sufficient  room  for  open  shelves,  about  5,000 
volumes  have  been  placed  in  the  delivery  and  reference  rooms 
for  consultation.  Library  hours  have  been  increased,  and 
the  reading  room  is  open  on  Sunday  afternoons  except  through 
the  summer  months.  Many  minor  improvements,  which  wiU 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  have  been  made.  In  the 
children's  room  the  attendance  is  growing  in  a  gratifying  way. 
There  is  already  no  room  for  additional  books,  and  the  seating 
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capacity  is  often  inadequate.  The  circulation  in  this  depart- 
ment has  been  steadily  growing.  The  reading  rooms  main- 
tain their  popularity^  and  it  frequently  happens  that  the 
accommodations  are  not  equal  to  the  demand  made  upon  them. 

Needham.  The  library  in  the  new  Carnegie  building  at  High- 
landville  is  having  a  rapid  growth.  Its  use  by  juvenile  read- 
ers in  the  evening  is  large^  and  at  times  the  chairs  are  all 
occupied.  In  relation  to  the  old  library  the  trustees  say :  "  In 
view  of  the  comparatively  few  new  books  placed  during  1904 
in  the  older  library,  it  is  perhaps  remarkable  that  the  use  of 
it  has  continued  to  the  extent  that  it  has.  The  number  of 
readers  who  frequent  this  library  has  increased,  and  there  are 
many  people  who  derive  much  pleasure  from  it." 

New  Bedford.  The  addition  of  a  new  gallery  and  stacks  pro- 
vided additional  room  for  about  15,000  volumes,  but  there  is 
still  a  great  need  of  more  room.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
necessity  of  enlarged  readiug  room  accommodations,  and  par- 
ticularly to  the  great  need  of  a  children's  room.  There  can 
be  no  permanent  improvement  until  the  time  shall  come  when 
a  new  library  building  can  be  provided.  The  library  main- 
tains two  branch  libraries,  delivery  stations  at  three  stores  and 
deposit  stations  at  six  engine  houses,  one  school  building  and 
at  the  Unity  House.  A  deposit  station  has  also  been  estab- 
lished at  a  summer  resort  in  the  suburbs.  The  school  service 
is  attended  to  on  requisitions  of  the  teachers  and  pupils.  A 
class  of  pupil  teachers  from  a  training  school  has  been  given 
instruction  in  library  methods  during  the  year,  with  good 
results.  Also,  some  attention  has  been  paid  to  supplying  the 
wants  of  blind  readers.  Numerous  bulletins  and  reading  lists 
have  been  arranged  to  meet  the  popular  demand. 

Newburyport.  Newburyport  Public  Library.  An  increase  of 
about  10  per  cent,  is  reported  in  the  circulation  of  1904.  There 
is  no  branch  of  this  library,  but  books  are  sent  freely  to  the 
South  End  Reading  Room,  as  they  are  asked  for.  A  bequest 
of  $1,000  has  been  received  under  the  will  of  the  late  George 
Haskell. 

South  End  Reading  Room.  This  reading  room  and  library, 
in  that  portion  of  the  city  locally  known  as  Joppa,  had  its 
beginnings  in  January,  1900,  by  the  exertions  of  Miss  Emma 
M.  Lander  and  Miss  Anna  L.  Coffin,  after  efforts  had  failed 
to  procure  the  establishment  of  a  branch  of  the  city  library. 
The  need  of  a  suitable  place  as  a  reading  room  for  young 
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people  was  so  imperative  that  an  independent  movement  was 
made,  with  favorable  results.  Money  and  books  were  given, 
and  an  annual  appropriation  of  $200,  which  has  been  in- 
creased to  $250,  was  granted  by  the  city  govenmient.  Fairs, 
entertainments  and  gifts  make  up  the  sum  of  its  income.  It 
was  the  desire  of  the  founders  that  the  institution  might  be- 
come incorporated  '^that  it  might  not  be  dependent  upon 
either  the  life  or  supervision  of  one  person,  but  would  have 
years  of  usefulness  and  helpfulness  ahead  of  it."  This  was 
accomplished  in  January,  1904.  A  little  later  a  successful 
effort  to  collect  a  building  fund  was  begun.  To  this  fund 
William  H.  Swasey  contributed  the  sum  of  $1,050,  and  the 
fund  was  completed  by  other  liberal  givers.  A  suitable  build- 
ing, purchased  and  fitted  up  at  a  cost  of  about  $3,800,  was 
dedicated  with  appropriate  exercises,  July  20,  1905.  One  of 
the  founders  said,  in  her  dedicatory  address :  "  The  two  teach- 
ers who  have  carried  on  the  work  of  this  association  have 
given  the  best  years  of  their  lives  to  the  cause  of  education 
in  this  ward.  If  the  reading  room  and  library  proves  to  be 
a  continuance  of  their  work,  an  educational  centre  for  this 
part  of  the  city,  an  incentive  to  ambitious  boys  and  girls  to 
employ  their  time  wisely  and  to  make  the  most  of  their  oppor- 
tunities, if  to  the  sick  or  weary  it  alleviates  the  dreary  hours, 
if  to  many  it  becomes  either  an  inspiration  or  help,  the  wish^ 
of  its  founders  will  be  realized.*^  The  library  is  free  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  south  end  of  the  city.  It  is  governed  by  a 
board  of  directors,  with  Miss  Lander  as  secretary  and  manager 
and  Miss  CofiBn  as  treasurer. 

New  Marlborough.  The  town  library  is  distributed  among  the 
five  villages,  as  was  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year.  There  is 
at  New  Marlborough  Village  a  small,  unnamed  library,  the 
gift  of  friends  and  summer  visitors,  which  is  under  the  care 
of  the  town  librarian.  The  Seymour  Library  Association  at 
Southfield  has  a  collection  which  in  past  years  has  been  free 
to  the  inhabitants  of  that  village,  but  a  small  fee  is  now 
charged  for  its  use.  Its  librarian  has  the  charge  of  the  branch 
of  the  town  library. 

Newton.  The  circulation,  which  had  declined  steadily  for  three 
years,  shows  an  upward  tendency,  that  of  1904  giving  an  ex- 
cess of  11,000  over  that  of  1903.  Nearly  60  per  cent,  of  the 
present  circulation  is  made  through  the  four  branch  libraries 
and  seven  delivery  stations.     From  100  to  500  volumes,  fre- 
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quently  exchanged,  are  deposited  at  each  of  the  branches.  The 
reading  rooms  connected  with  the  branches  are  centrally  lo- 
cated^ and  are  extending  their  usefulness  in  many  ways.  They 
are  patronized  evenings  by  a  large  class  of  working  people, 
who  appear  to  be  anxious  to  improve  their  minds  and  keep  in 
touch  with  the  current  topics  of  the  day.  The  children's  room 
is  already  taxed  to  its  full  extent.  Teachers  are  making  use 
of  the  room  by  sending  scholars  for  books  in  connection  with 
school  work,  and  by  asking  that  pictures  on  various  subjects 
be  hung  there.  A  teacher  took  her  class  to  the  room  to  show 
the  pupils  the  uses  and  abuses  of  the  library.  The  age  limit 
'  has  been  abandoned.  The  old  custom  of  covering  books,  now 
nearly  obsolete,  has  practically  ceased  in  this  library.  Uncov- 
ered books  are  more  attractive  and  easier  of  selection,  and  the 
change  has  met  with  hearty  approval.  All  of  the  public 
schools  and  many  of  the  private  schools  share  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  books.  Eesident  teachers  may  have  an  extra  number 
of  volumes.  A  gift  of  $200  has  been  received  from  the  estate 
of  Miss  E.  L.  Eand.  A  bequest  of  $5,000  by  the  late  John  C. 
ChaflBn,  a  constant  and  generous  friend  of  the  library,  has 
been  received,  "  the  income  thereof  to  be  expended  in  the  pur- 
chase of  books  of  an  instructive  and  elevating  character,  in- 
cluding standard  works  of  biography,  travel  and  science."  A 
portrait  of  Mr.  Chafim  has  been  placed  in  the  library,  and  a 
portrait  of  the  late  Miss  Hannah  P.  James,  a  former  librarian 
of  this  library,  has  been  presented  by  the  Hon.  Isaac  T.  Burr. 

North  Adams.  A  decrease  in  the  circulation  of  1904  was  caused 
l)y  a  smallpox  epidemic  in  the  early  fall  months,  which  af- 
fected the  library,  as  it  did  everything  else  in  the  city.  Juve- 
nile books  were  formerly  kept  in  the  main  library,  but,  as 
the  stacks  are  high  and  the  passages  narrow,  there  was  much 
inconvenience.  A  new  delivery  room  with  low  shelves  has 
l)een  opened,  which,  although  already  crowded,  is  a  great  im- 
provement. As  a  result,  the  percentage  of  classified  fiction 
has  risen  one-half.  Stories,  illustrated  as  far  as  possible,  were 
told  during  the  summer  to  a  room  filled  with  interested  chil- 
dren. There  has  been  increased  co-operation  between  the 
library  and  the  schools;  more  of  the  teachers  are  asking  that 
lists  be  sent  to  them.  Teachers  say  thai  they  can  pick  out 
"library  boys  and  girls"  by  their  brightness  in  their  studies. 

XoRTHAMPTON.  Forbcs  Library.  The  chief  innovation  at  this 
librarj'  has  been  the  purchase  of  the  8,000  volumes  of  the  A. 
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L.  A.  catalogue^  and  the  purchase  of  the  complete  list  of  1,000 
best  novels  of  the  Newark  Public  Library  list.  The  catalogues 
of  these  collections  have  been  sold  at  cost,  and  the  public 
seems  to  have  welcomed  the  change.  A  notable  development  in 
inter-library  loans  has  been  made,  by  which  the  use  of  the 
books  of  the  A.  L.  A.  collection  is  offered  to  the  smaller  Mas- 
sachusetts libraries  in  a  circular  which  has  been  issued  by 
Mr.  Cutter.  He  says:  '^AU  of  these  books  are  available  to 
your  readers  through  inter-library  loan,  under  the  condition 
that  you  pay  transportation  both  ways,  and  be  responsible  for 
the  immediate  return  of  the  books  when  they  are  called  for  by 
this  library.  This  does  not  apply  to  fiction,  which  will  not  be 
sent  unless  there  is  some  extraordinary  reason  why  it  should 
be/' 

Northampton  Public  Library.  The  trustees  say:  "The  li- 
brary has  made  some  progress.  It  has  not  only  purchased 
new  books,  but  it  has  employed  new  methods.  It  has  offered 
special  inducements  to  the  young,  by  furnishing  lists  and 
nominal  premiums  for  study.  It  has  also  offered  to  all  classes 
increased  facilities  for  reading  and  reference,  and  has  made 
its  catalogues  more  complete  and  specific.'*  A  slight  gain  in 
the  circulation  of  1904  is  attributed  to  freer  access  to  the 
shelves.  A  children's  comer  has  been  provided  and  furnished 
with  books,  which  are  freely  used  by  the  children.  The  course 
of  vacation  reading  for  children  during  the  summer  months, 
which  proved  so  successful  in  1904,  was  even  more  popular 
and  successful  in  1905.  The  Lilly  Free  Library  appears  in 
the  library  report  as  the  Florence  branch,  for  which  the  Lilly 
Library  Association  expended  $359.06  for  books  and  periodi- 
cals in  1904.  Over  one-third  of  the  books  circulated  at  this 
branch  in  1904  was  furnished  by  the  Forbes  Library. 
North  Attleborough.  A  new  catalogue  has  been  printed, 
"which  fills  a  long-felt  need,  as  no  catalogue  has  been  pub- 
lished since  1890.  Although  there  has  been  the  card  cata- 
logue, there  was  a  growing  necessity  for  one  the  people  could 
use  in  their  homes."  Among  the  gifts  of  the  year,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  H.  F.  Barrows,  Jr.,  "added  at  Christmas  time  25  vol- 
umes of  children's  books  to  the  Maude  Barrows  Memorial, 
which  memorial  continues  to  be  a  never-failing  pleasure  to 
the  children."  A  gift  of  books  from  the  library  of  the  late 
Henry  Rice  contained  a  complete  set  of  the  "  North  American 
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Eeview."  In  school  work  the  librarian  and  the  teacher  of 
English  literature  in  the  high  school  make  a  list  of  six  books 
for  each  class,  all  of  which  are  required  to  be  read  during  the 
year.  This  list  contains  books  in  biography,  history,  travel 
and  fiction.  Essays  upon  the  books  read  are  also  required. 
There  is  also  a  large  general  list  of  books  for  the  entire  school, 
ten  books  of  which  must  be  read  during  the  year.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  this  method  will  increase  the  use  of  good  literature. 

NoRTHBOROUGH.  One  hundred  dollars  worth  of  books  for  chil- 
dren and  youth  has  been  given  by  Mrs.  Louisa  Dudley  Brooks 
of  New  York.  Several  old  books  and  documents  of  local 
interest  have  been  presented,  and  the  trustees  renew  an  appeal 
for  books,  papers  and  objects  having  a  relation  to  the  history 
of  the  town  and  its  vicinity.  For  several  years  there  has  been 
a  steady  progress  in  the  use  of  the  library.  While  the  popula- 
tion of  the  town  may  not  be  increasing,  each  year  has  shown  a 
larger  number  of  patrons  and  a  marked  increase  in  use  by 
minors.  More  has  been  done  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers 
in  the  public  schools,  and  the  teachers,  in  turn,  have  inter- 
ested more  pupils  in  the  library. 

North  Brookfield.  There  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  demand 
for  good  literature,  which  is  shown  in  a  low  percentage  of 
fiction  circulated  in  1904.  The  attendance  in  the  reading  and 
reference  rooms  has  been  very  good.  Exhibitions  of  pictures 
loaned  by  the  Woman's  Education  Association  have  been  given. 

NoRTHFiELD.  The  relics  and  antiques  in  the  museum  have  been 
carefully  and  systematically  catalogued.  In  relation  to  school 
work  in  1904  the  trustees  say :  ^^  It  will  be  seen  that  the  num- 
ber of  books  taken  by  the  public  schools  has  decreased  nearly 
one-half.  This  is  to  be  regretted.  It  is  hoped  that  the  school 
superintendent  and  teachers  will  devise  ways  and  means  to 
iQcrease  the  service  of  the  library  in  the  public  schools.  This 
is  one  of  the  important'  uses  of  a  public  library,  and  should 
be  carefully  fostered.^'  The  use  of  the  reading  room  is  in- 
creasing. Mr.  Montague  Chamberlain  has  made  a  generous 
gift  of  books  and  pamphlets,  most  of  which  deal  with  bird 
lore.  In  purchasing,  ^^  particular  attention  is  bestowed  upon 
books  which  shall  both  please  and  educate  the  young,  and  thus 
co-operate  with  parents  and  teachers.  Another  aim  of  the 
committee  is  to  buy  books  adapted  to  life  in  the  country  and 
the  needs  of  the  practical  farmer.     One  of  the  highest  ends 
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of  the  library  would  be  fulfilled  if  the  farmers  of  the  town 
could  be  induced  to  look  to  it  to  furnish  them  with  such 
books  and  magazines  as  might  profit  them/^ 

Oakham.  The  library  has  been  recatalogued.  A  delivery  route, 
which  is  well  patronized,  is  maintained  through  the  village  of 
Coldbrook.  By  the  will  of  the  late  Charles  Fobes  of  Peters- 
ham a  bequest  of  $4,000  has  been  received  for  a  library 
building,  and  Mrs.  Maria  T.  F.  Eugg  of  Oakham  has  given  a 
convenient  comer  lot  for  its  site. 

Orange.  Additional  furniture  has  enlarged  the  accommodations 
for  reference  work.  In  the  selection  of  books  the  aim  has 
been  to  meet  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  patrons,  as  far  as 
possible.  The  needs  of  the  public  schools  and  the  study  clubs 
have  been  considered,  as  well  as  the  demand  for  popular  fic- 
tion, and  the  trustees  would  have  been  even  more  generous 
had  the  funds  been  adequate.  The  resources  of  the  library 
have  been  much  enriched  by  a  generous  gift  of  music,  scores 
of  operas,  oratorios,  piano  and  vocal  collections,  from  William 
S.  Johnson  of  Athol.  J.  W.  Wheeler  of  Orange  has  presented 
bound  volumes  of  the  ^^  Youth's  Companion,'^  a  valuable  addi- 
tion to  the  juvenile  department.  Many  public  documents  of 
value  are  constantly  received  from  the  government,  which 
have  been  arranged  in  a  case  for  ready  consultation.  The 
increase  of  young  readers  is  constant,  and  all  departments  of 
the  librar}'  resources  are  well  tested  by  their  demands,  which 
contribute  to  the  ever-present  need  for  the  best  literary  pro- 
ductions and  works  of  reference  on  general  subjects. 

Orleans.  Teachers  of  the  public  schools  are  allowed  to  take  as 
many  books  as  they  wish,  and  to  retain  them  during  the  term, 
or  as  long  as  they  are  in  use.  Special  efforts  have  been  made 
during  the  present  year  to  procure  books  for  young  children, 
and  they  have  been  eagerly  taken. 

Otis.  Responsible  families,  living  five  or  more  miles  from  the 
library,  and  sometimes  a  mile  or  more  from  neighbors,  are 
allowed  to  take  twenty  or  thirty  books  and  keep  them  for  six 
or  eight  weeks,  or  longer  if  it  is  desirable.  Teachers  are  given 
every  opportunity  for  the  use  of  books  in  school  work.  Some 
make  selections  which  are  kept  at  the  schools  for  the  use  of 
the  children. 

Oxford.  The  circulation  is  increasing.  The  relations  with  the 
schools  are  close.  Teachers  and  pupils  take  what  books  they 
need  in  school  work,  and  mav  retain  them  a  reasonable  time. 
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Two  books,  but  one  of  which  may  be  fiction,  may  be  taken  on 
one  card.  The  school  exhibitions  of  drawings  have  been  given 
at  the  lib^a^3^  A  wish  is  expressed  that  the  library  may  be 
made  as  much  as  possible  a  social  centre.  Some  relics  of 
local  historical  interest  have  been  received. 

Peabody.  The  circulation  has  increased,  and  the  percentage  of 
fiction  delivered  continues  to  decline,  year  by  year.  The  issu- 
ing of  a  second  or  non-fiction  card,  the  constant  display  of 
the  latest  accessions  of  the  higher  classes  of  literature  upon 
open  shelves,  are  the  chief  causes  of  the  decrease  in  fiction.  A 
weekly  delivery  station  is  maintained  at  West  Peabody. 
"  Teachers  in  the  West  and  South  Peabody  schools  select 
thirty  or  forty  books,  which  are  charged  to  the  school  and  sent 
by  messenger.  These  are  retained  six  or  eight  weeks,  the 
teachers  in  the  different  grades  seeing  to  the  circulation  of  the 
books  in  their  respective  rooms.  Teachers  in  the  central  por- 
tion of  the  town  select  what  books  they  need,  which  are  charged 
to  them,  without  the  use  of  a  card.  There  is  practically  no 
limit  to  the  number  of  books  a  teacher  may  take  in  this  way 
for  her  personal  use  or  for  the  pupils  in  her  room.^' 

Pelham.  The  room  occupied  by  the  library  in  the  town  hall  has 
been  enlarged,  and  is  now  both  commodious  and  attractive. 
Books  to  the  number  of  twenty  at  one  time  are  loaned  to  teach- 
ers for  school  work.  A  travelling  librar}'  is  loaned  by  the 
Woman^s  Education  Association,  to  be  exchanged  at  the  end 
of  a  year.  Pictures  are  loaned  by  the  same  association,  which 
are  instructive  and  make  the  library  room  more  attractive. 
One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  books  have  been  presented  by 
the  Brookline  Public  Library.  A  small  branch  library  has 
been  established  at  West  Pelham. 

Peppebell.  The  age  limit  is  eight  years,  and  the  two-book  sys- 
tem is  used.  Teachers  of  the  public  schools  have  special  priv- 
ileges. There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  use  of  the  reference 
department  by  the  young  people. 

Phillipstox.  A  collection  of  books  is  held  for  the  use  of  the 
schools,  and  are  taken  by  tlie  teachers  as  wanted.  Three 
schools  are  deliverv  stations. 

ftr' 

Pittsfield.  The  circulation  of  1904  was  in  advance  of  that  of 
1903.  The  Bodley  books  are  used,  "  and  the  people  demand 
them,  with  seemingly  as  much  zest  as  ever."  The  demands 
on  the  reference  department  have  increased  in  variety  and  ex- 
tent.    More  historical  information  has  been  called  for,  and 
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more  ethical,  technical  and  genealogical  questions  have  been 
presented,  while  less  wagers  have  been  decided  and  fewer  puz- 
zles have  been  brought  for  solution.  An  important  special 
work,  which  may  be  commended  to  libraries  possessing  files 
of  local  newspapers,  has  been  the  indexing  of  the  Pittsfield 
''  Sun "  from  its  beginning  in  1800  to  May,  1905.  This  in- 
volved the  examination  of  each  article  in  the  paper,  and  the 
selection  of  those  which  should  be  indexed.  This  index  has 
been  copied  upon  cards  for  library  use,  and  is  to  be  printed  by 
the  Sj]n  Company  as  a  supplement,  and  also  in  pamphlet  form- 
All  the  pamphlets,  ^^  which  had  hitherto  been  inaccessible, 
except  as  entered  in  the  old  printed  catalogue,**  have  been  re- 
arranged and  recatalogued.  The  report  of  the  librarian,  which 
appeared  in  the  bulletin  for  July,  can  hardly  be  quoted  except 
in  extenso.  As  it  raises  and  answers  questions  which  occur 
to  many  librarians,  sometimes  in  a  discouraging  way,  it  is 
eminently  worthy  of  a  perusal.  One  sentence  may  be  a  consola- 
tion, if  remembered  at  times.  "We  simply  canH  stop  grow- 
ing if  we  would,  and  if  we  could  we  would  not.** 

Plainville.  The  village  of  Plainville  formerly  enjoyed  the  ben- 
efit of  a  station  of  the  Wrentham  Public  Library,  which  was 
discontinued  upon  the  recent  incorporation  of  the  new  town. 
Efforts  are  being  made  to  effect  the  establishment  of  a  library. 

Plymouth.  The  use  of  the  reading  room  has  largely  increased. 
A  collection  of  about  150  books  has  been  sent  to  Manomet  for 
distribution.  This  is  not  properly  a  branch  as  yet,  but  is 
simply  a  loan  taken  in  charge  by  a  local  club. 

Plympton.  The  library  is  freely  used  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town,  and  is  kept  well  supplied  with  books.  Teachers  have 
always  had  all  needed  privileges  as  regards  books  for  school 
work. 

Prescott.  One  of  the  branch  libraries  serves  a  few  families  living 
over  the  town  lines  in  New  Salem  and  Greenwich,  a  neigh- 
borly service  which  might  be  imitated,  with  good  results,  in 
other  localities.  The  public  schools  have  free  use  of  the  library 
and  branches,  and  any  school  may  take  six  books  at  a  time, 
Henry  L.  Berry,  who  had  been  librarian  since  the  library  was 
established  in  1891,  resigned  in  August,  and  Miss  Flora  A. 
Qriswold  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Lists  of  books  added 
during  the  year  are  printed  in  the  town  reports,  so  that  each 
family  may  have  a  copy. 
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Princeton.  The  circulation  of  1904  was  the  largest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  library.  The  gain  was  mainly  due  to  the  increased 
use  of  the  library  by  the  summer  people.  Edward  A.  Qood- 
now,  the  donor  of  the  library  building,  died  at  Worcester,  Feb. 
1,  1905.  By  his  will  the  library  receives  a  bequest  of  $1,000. 
Books  have  been  deposited  at  the  house  of  Miss  Edith  Eoper 
in  East  Hubbardston  for  the  use  of  the  people  in  that  village 
and  the  west  part  of  Princeton.  The  public  school  teachers 
have  free  access  to  the  library  at  all  times. 

Provincetown.  Four  hundred  and  sixteen  summer  visitors  took 
2,216  volumes  in  1904.  Formerly,  strangers  were  allowed  the 
privileges  of  the  library  without  payment;  but  the  large  num- 
ber of  people  who  availed  themselves  of  this  liberty  so  crowded 
out  the  home  people  that  it  was  found  desirable  to  charge  the 
small  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  the  season  to  strangers. 
During  the  months  of  July  and  August  of  the  present  year  an 
increase  of  work  caused  the  employment  of  an  assistant,  whose 
services  proved  very  satisfactory. 

QuiNOY.  Delivery  stations  are  maintained  at  Atlantic,  WoUaston 
and  West  Quincy,  with  very  good  results.  The  circulation  of 
1904  shows  a  slight  increase  in  the  use  of  fiction,  which  still 
stands  at  a  low  rate,  —  61.04.  Three  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  volume^  were  loaned  from  the  Bodley  Club  Library. 
^'  This  library  has  proved  a  success.  The  only  diflBculty  is  the 
securing  of  the  books.  The  possible  selection  is  not  so  large 
•  as  might  be  wished,  so  that  the  librarian  is  not  able  to  fill  out 
her  full  list.  If  this  could  be  done,  the  circulation  might  be 
very  largely  increased,  as  the  books  are  no  sooner  placed  in  the 
revolving  bookcase  than  they  are  immediately  taken.  The 
main  diflSculty  is  to  get  them  returned  in  time  to  send  for  a 
new  supply.  The  books  are  of  the  average  quality  of  fiction, 
neither  very  good  nor  very  bad.  The  number  of  books  loaned 
by  no  means  represents  their  circulation."  The  trustees  re- 
port "the  absence  of  any  facilities  in  the  way  of  a  reading 
room  where  adult  persons  could  read  or  consult  reference  books 
tmdisturbed  by  the  noise  and  presence  of  the  children,  who 
flock  to  the  library  in  afternoons."  A  temporary  remedy  has 
been  applied,  but  it "  is  only  a  postponement  of  the  much-needed 
reading  room,  whereby  the  advantages  of  the  library  can  be 
more  largely  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  public,  especially  of 
students  and  teachers."     A  bronze  tablet  in  memory  of  Mrs. 
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Clarissa  Starkey  Crane,  one  of  the  donors  of  the  building,  has 
been  placed  upon  the  walls  of  the  library  by  her  son,  Albert 
Crane. 

IUndolph.  The  circulation  of  1904  showed  a  slight  increase.  The 
teachers  took  about  one-third  more  books  on  the  special  cards 
than  during  the  preceding  year.  In  addition,  a  large  number 
of  volumes  were  selected  by  teachers  and  read  at  the  library 
by  the  visiting  scholars.  Ten  exhibitions  of  the  Library  Art 
Club  ware  given  in  1904.  "  These  views  have  given  pleasure 
and  helpful  aid  to  our  patrons,  and  are  always  of  great  edu- 
cational value.  If  the  exhibits  were  more  generally  visited 
and  more  carefully  studied,  our  friends  would  find  this  diver- 
sion a  pleasant  and  helpful  aid  in  obtaining  information.*^ 

Reading.  The  library  continues  to  receive  the  liberal  patronage  of 
the  public.  Its  use  for  other  purposes  than  the  circulation  of 
fiction  increases,  and  the  plan  of  putting  recent  accessions 
upon  open  shelves  appears  to  operate  in  that  direction.  A  con- 
siderable number  of  books  especially  adapted  to  reference  work 
in  connection  with  the  schools  has  been  obtained,  and  others 
will  be  purchased  upon  the  suggestion  of  teachers  from  time 
to  time.  The  trustees  invite  suggestions  from  persons  engaged 
in  particular  lines  of  research,  wishing,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
supply  books  intended  to  aid  serious  work^  requiring  literary 
matter  not  already  on  the  shelves.  An  effort  is  made  to  obtain 
all  books  which  may  have  been  written  by  residents  of  the 
town. 

Revere.  Delivery  stations  are  maintained  at  Beachmont,  Cres- 
cent Beach,  Franklin  Park  and  Revere  Street.  Books  of  ref- 
erence are  loaned  to  the  high  school,  and  teachers  have  the 
privilege  of  taking  five  books  at  one  time  for  school  work. 
The  school  children  use  the  library  freely.  In  the  children's 
reading  room  books  are  kept  suitable  for  children  of  the  age 
of  five  years  and  upwards.  The  library  possesses,  by  gift  and 
loan,  a  valuable  and  interesting  collection  in  its  historical 
department. 

Rochester.  The  library  is  being  classified,  and  a  card  catalogue 
is  being  prepared  by  the  Dewey  system.  Teachers  are  allowed 
to  take  as  many  books  as  they  require  for  school  work.  Books, 
particularly  in  the  line  of  nature  studies,  with  especial  refer- 
ence to  their  use  in  the  schools,  have  been  purchased. 

Rockland.  The  new  Carnegie  building,  a  brief  description  of 
which  was  given  in  the  report  of  last  year,  was  dedicated  May 
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5,  1905.  The  principal  address  was  by  Hon.  John  D.  Long, 
who  spoke  for  an  hour  or  more  on  the  advantages  of  the  public 
library  to  the  community,  and  the  value  of  soldiers*  memorials 
in  keeping  alive  the  spirit  of  patriotism.  The  building  is  a 
memorial  to  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of  Rockland  who  served 
in  the  civil  war.  A  fine  crayon  portrait  of  the  late  Miss 
Amelia  Pool,  who  was  librarian  of  the  library  from  its  incep- 
tion in  1878  until  her  resignation  in  July,  1897,  has  been 
presented  by  Miss  Angela  W.  Collins;  and  an  oil  portrait  of 
the  late  Maria  Louise  Pool,  the  Rockland  author,  has  been 
given  by  Mrs.  C.  M.  Branson.  Other  gifts  have  been  received, 
which  adorn  the  new  building. 

RocKPORT.  In  March,  1904,  the  town  voted  to  accept  the  books 
of  the  Pigeon  Cove  Libran%  and  to  maintain  a  branch  library 
in  that  village.  Previously  the  library  had  been  maintained 
by  the  Pigeon  Cove  Library  Association,  assisted  for  a  number 
of  years  by  appropriations  by  the  town.  This  branch  is  desira- 
ble for  the  convenience  of  the  people  in  that  section  of  the 
town,  especially  for  the  young,  as  there  are  times  when  it  is 
inconvenient  to  go  to  the  main  library.  The  new  building  for 
the  main  library,  a  description  of  which  was  given  in  the  report 
of  last  year,  is  nearly  or  quite  ready  for  occupancy. 

RowE.  The  library  has  received  a  set  of  cyclopedias  from  the 
Greenfield  Public  Library,  and  75  volumes  and  125  magazines 
from  the  City  Library  Association  of  Springfield.  Teachers 
are  allowed  to  take  books  for  school  work  without  a  limit  of 
time. 

Russell.  Teachers  may  have  four  books  on  educational  topics, 
which  may  be  retained  one  month.  A  gift  of  desirable  books 
has  been  received  from  the  Brookline  Public  Librarv. 

Salem.  The  library  has  received  $500  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Capt.  William  J.  Cheever  of  North  Andover.  George  W. 
Williams,  long  time  a  trustee  of  the  library  and  a  trustee  of 
the  endowment  fund  of  the  American  Library  Association,  died 
May  31,  1905. 

Sandwich.  The  circulation  of  1904  showed  a  gain  of  10  per 
cent,  over  that  of  1903.  Miss  Julia  C.  Yard  has  presented 
valuable  illustrated  books  and  photographic  views  of  Egypt 
and  the  Holy  Land.  John  J.  Crane  has  given  $25,  a  portion 
of  which  has  been  used  in  purchasing  desirable  historical 
works;  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  A.  Belcher  have  presented 
54  volumes  of  the  best  and  latest  fiction,  which  has  been  a 
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very  material  aid.  Teachers  and  scholars  have  a  free  nse  of 
the  library,  and  they  are  assisted  in  every  possible  way.  There 
are  no  delivery  stations  or  branch  libraries  as  yet^  but  plana 
are  in  view  for  the  small  outlying  settlements. 

Saugus.  The  statistics  show  a  healthy  growth,  but  the  present 
room  is  too  small  for  present  and  growing  requirements,  and 
the  increasing  call  for  books  of  reference  cannot  be  wholly 
filled  for  lack  of  room.  The  administration  of  the  library 
cannot,  under  existing  circumstances,  be  improved,  and  a 
library  building  will  be  a  necessity  in  the  near  future.  The 
purchase  of  books  especially  for  children  has  resulted  in  an 
increasing  number  of  child  borrowers.  Care  is  taken  to  assist 
readers  in  the  selection  of  books,  and  to  help  all,  especially 
the  young,  to  a  higher  plane  of  reading.  Teachers  are  given 
liberal  privileges,  and  are  using  the  library  freely.  There  are 
delivery  stations  at  East  Saugus,  Cliftondale  and  West  Clifton- 
dale,  and  books  are  carried  to  North  Saugus  and  Oaklandvale. 

Sharon.  By  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Olive  E.  Hayden  of  Bos- 
ton the  library  was  made  a  residuary  legatee,  and  received 
$1,622.45,  with  a  portion  of  which  a  lot  of  land  at  the  comer 
of  North  Main  and  High  streets  has  been  purchased,  with 
the  intention  of  offering  it  to  the  voters  as  a  site  for  a  library 
building.  This  transaction  has  received  the  hearty  approval 
of  many  citizens.  Under  the  favorable  conditions  before  es- 
tablished of  shelving  and  distributing  books,  the  circulation  of 
1904  reached  the  largest  number  in  the  history  of  the  libraiy, 
averaging  6  volumes  per  capita,  which  the  trustees  claim  is  a 
larger  number  than  shown  by  any  library  in  that  vicinity.  The 
percentage  of  fiction  was  74.28.  The  open-shelf  system  is  in 
use.  "At  times,  during  the  hours  of  distributing,  the  aisles 
between  the  stacks  are  too  crowded  for  comfort  or  satisfactory 
choice  of  books,  either  in  juvenile  or  other  sections.  This 
arises  in  part  from  the  lack  of  shelving  room  within  reach  of 
patrons,  and  to  overcome  it  will  soon  be  a  serious  problem  for 
the  trustees.^*  Exhibition  loans  have  been  received  from  the 
Woman^s  Education  Association. 

Shelburne  Falls.  Arms  Public  Library.  In  addition  to  the 
author  and  title  catalogues,  which  have  been  in  use  several 
years,  a  subject  catalogue  and  a  topical  catalogue  of  important 
magazine  articles  are  being  prepared.  Access  to  the  shelves 
of  the  adult  department  is  limited  to  teachers,  clergymen  and 
professional  men  generally.  Books  much  in  use  are  placed 
where  they  may  be  readily  inspected. 
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Sherborn.  The  library  room  is  at  present  very  much  crowded. 
A  bookcase  with  a  capacity  of  over  300  volumes  has  been 
installed  in  the  delivery  room,  and  in  if  placed  all  the  books 
purchased  during  the  year,  with  miscellaneous  literature  and 
some  books  of  reference.  This  has  been  welcomed  by  readers; 
and  has  prepared  the  way  for  open  shelves  when  the  town 
plax^es  more  room  at  the  disposal  of  the  trustees. 

Shirley.  The  use  of  the  library  by  the  public,  especially  by  the 
young,  is  very  gratifying,  although  it  is  sometimes  a  problem 
how  to  meet  the  growing  demand  among  the  school  children 
for  books  of  science,  nature  study  and  history,  and  at  the  same 
time  meet  the  demands  of  the  public  at  large.  Teachers  and 
Tscholars  are  allowed  almost  any  number  of  books  for  school 
work.  A  complete  file  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  town  of 
Shirley,,  since  they  were  first  published  in  pamphlet  form, 
has  been  collected,  bound  and  placed  on  the  reference  shelves. 
Few  libraries  in  the  State  have  performed  a  like  service  for 
their  towns. 

Shrewsbury.  Access  to  the  shelves,  upon  requesting  permission 
of  the  librarian  and  subject  to  certain  limitations,  has  been 
allowed.  The  advantages  derived  from  a  closer  and  more  in- 
timate acquaintance  with  the  resources  of  the  library  are 
thought  to  more  than  outweigh  any  objections  which  may  be 
made  to  the  plan.  Special  privileges  for  purposes  of  study 
are  given  to  clerg3rmen  and  teachers,  and  an  unlimited  use  of 
books  is  allowed  for  school  work.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  with  the  Free  Public  Library  of  Worcester,  by  which 
books  not  obtainable  in  this  library  may  be  borrowed  from 
the  Worcester  library,  upon  compliance  with  certain  condi- 
tions. The  age  limit  has  been  reduced  from  twelve  to  seven 
years.  Pictures  and  books  have  been  loaned  by  the  Woman's 
Education  Association. 

Somerset.  A  delivery  station  has  been  established  at  Potters- 
ville,  with  good  results.  The  public  schools  are  using  the 
library  in  a  moderate  degree.  Loans  of  pictures  and  books 
have  been  received  from  the  Woman's  Education  Association. 
The  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Sarah  Hood  contains  a  bequest  of 
$2,600  for  the  building  of  a  library  building. 

SoMERViLLE.  The  circulation  of  1904  showed  an  increase  of  about 
13  per  cent.  The  librarian  writes:  "Turnstiles  have  been 
installed  at  the  entrance  of  each  stack  room.  These  were  put  in 
in  order  to  detect  people  who  take  out  books  without  having 
them  properly  charged.     In  the  rush  that  prevails  at  certain 
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hours,  some  of  our  readers,  to  save  time,  took  out  books  with- 
out having  them  charged  at  the  desk.  Such  books,  of  course, 
were  counted  as  lost.  The  turnstiles  were  installed  to  break 
up  this  practice.  For  several  weeks  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year  the  library  gave  an  exhibit  of  penmanship.  This  was 
done  in  co-operation  with  the  supervisor  of  penmanship  in  the 
public  schools,  who  was  at  the  library  several  hours  each  day. 
Every  teacher  in  the  city  was  requested  by  the  superintendent 
of  schools  to  take  her  pupils  to  the  library  at  a  certain  hour  to 
view  the  exhibit.  The  supervisor  took  each  room  separately, 
and  explained  all  the  methods  which  he  desired  to  impress 
upon  the  minds  of  the  pupils.  After  the  supervisor  had  de- 
livered his  lecture,  our  school  librarian  took  the  children  and 
showed  them  the  school  librarian's  room  and  the  children's 
room,  and  offered  an  application  blank  to  every  child  who 
would  receive  it.  In  this  way  we  reached  nearly  every  pupil 
that  attends  the  public  schools,  brought  them  in  direct  contact 
with  the  library,  and  secured  nearly  all  of  them  as  regular 
readers.  Hundreds,  perhaps  thousands,  of  children  who  had 
never  used  the  library  were  in  this  way  brought  into  relation 
with  it.  The  library  now  has  six  delivery  stations.  The  ser- 
vice performed  by  these  stations  is  not  trained  service,  and 
in  many  ways  it  is  unsatisfactory,  but  it  is  hoped  that  these 
stations  may  eventually  be  superseded  by  branch  libraries, 
where  trained  service  mav  be  emploved.  The  librarVs  rela- 
tions  with  the  schools  continue  pleasant  and  profitable.  It 
has  a  special  school  librarian,  who  devotes  her  time  almost 
exclusively  to  school  work.  Every  school  in  the  city  is  per- 
mitted to  take  forty  books,  and  if  the  room  has  more  than 
forty  scholars,  it  may  take  books  equal  to  the  number  of 
scholars.  Out  of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  school- 
rooms in  the  city,  one  hundred  and  ten  were  supplied  with 
these  special  libraries  last  year.  The  desire  is  to  supply  every 
schoolroom,  and  constant  purchases  are  being  made  to  this 
end.  The  Sunday  service  is  growing.  Ten  Sunday-schools 
now  use  our  books,  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  extend  the 
service  generally  throughout  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  city. 
The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  supplied  with  books,  as  are  the  police  sta- 
tion and  the  citv  stables.''  Books  are  delivered  at  the  homes 
of  the  people  by  delivery  boys,  who  receive  2  cents  per  book 
for  the  round  trip,  to  and  from  the  library. 
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Southampton.  The  circulation  is  increasing  since  the  opening 
of  the  new  building.  The  books  have  been  classified  and  a  card 
catalogue  prepared.  The  teachers  of  the  public  schools  have 
a  practically  unrestricted  use  of  the  library,  and  they  are  ad- 
vised of  the  ojQEer  of  the  Forbes  Library  of  Northampton,  by 
which  books  of  that  library  are  placed  at  their  disposal.  A 
six-months  use  of  a  special  library  and  collection  of  pictures 
relating  to  Venice  is  offered  by  the  Woman's  Education  Asso- 
ciation. 

SouTHBRiDGB.  The  former  steady  increase  in  home  circulation 
continues,  and  each  year  the  library  does  a  larger  reference 
work.  With  the  assistance  of  a  high  school  teacher,  a  list  of 
suggested  reading  for  the  use  of  high  school  pupils  has  been 
published,  and  talks  on  the  use  of  reference  books  have  been 
given  to  groups  of  high  school  pupils.  Several  hundred  pic- 
tures have  been  mounted  and  circulated  in  the  schools.  A 
collection  of  books  left  by  the  late  Holmes  Ammidown  is  being 
catalogued.  The  vital  statistics  of  Massachusetts  towns,  fur- 
nished by  the  State,  are  acknowledged  as  "  of  great  value  to 
the  student  of  Massachusetts  history  and  genealogy.'^  Exhibi- 
tions of  pictures  from  the  Library  Art  Club  and  the  Woman's 
Education  Association  have  been  given. 

South  Hadley.  William  H.  Gaylord,  the  donor  of  the  Gaylord 
Memorial  Library  building,  died  Dec.  22,  1904.  By  his  will 
he  added  to  his  gifts  for  library  purposes,  leaving  the  sum  of 
$15,000,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  expenses 
of  running  and  maintaining  the  building  and  grounds. 

SouTHWiOK.  The  teachers  of  the  public  schools  have  special  privi- 
leges in  drawing  and  retaining  books  for  school  work. 

Spencer.  A  bronze  tablet  has  been  placed  upon  the  wall  of  the 
reading  room  by  the  Massachusetts  Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion, 
in  memory  of  Edward  Eeed  Wheeler,  M.D.,  who  died  April  30, 
1904.  Dr.  Wheeler  was  for  twenty  years  one  of  the  most  active 
of  the  trustees  of  the  library,  and  for  many  years  was  chairman 
of  the  board.  Much  of  the  usefulness  and  present  equipment  of 
the  library  is  due  to  him;  and  to  him  is  due  also,  in  large 
measure,  the  present  library  accommodations,  for  to  him  Mr. 
Sugden  turned  for  advice  in  planning  the  building  and  in 
providing  means  for  its  support  and  future  growth. 

Springfield.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  given  the  association  $150,- 
000  for  the  erection  of  a  new  library  building.    By  the  will 
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of  the  late  James  P.  Gray  a  large  income  will  be  received  in 
time^  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  paintings.  This  bequest, 
tiie  principal  of  which  will  amount  to  over  half  a  million  dol- 
lars, is  made  on  the  condition  that  the  association  will  erect  a 
suitable  building.  Besides  these  gifts,  subscriptions  have  been 
received  from  citizens  of  Springfield  which  free  the  association 
from  debt.  The  statistics  of  1904  show,  a  steady  growth.  The 
distributing  agencies  increased  to  246,  and  the  home  circula- 
tion gained  about  9  per  cent.  The  percentage  of  fiction,  both 
adult  and  juvenile,  issued  at  the  main  library,  was  60.7.  The 
crowded  condition  of  the  library  has  been  greatly  relieved  by 
the  provision  in  the  basement  of  a  periodical  reading  room  and 
a  children's  room.  Since  the  children's  department  has  been 
removed  to  its  new  quarters  its  work  has  steadily  increased. 
Two  hundred  and  twenty-three  children  completed  the  course 
of  vacation  reading,  and  in  no  case  was  credit  given  where  the 
child  could  not  show  that  the  books  had  been  read  under- 
standingly.  Librarians  visiting  the  children's  room  have  re- 
marked upon  the  unusually  good  appearance  of  the  books. 
This  may  be  attributed  in  part  to  the  fact  that  during  the  sum- 
mer about  1,200  of  the  books  that  had  been  in  use  in  the  schools 
were  scrubbed  in  ammonia  and  water  and  brightened  with  a 
coat  of  shellac.  The  example  of  the  Fairhaven  library  has 
been  followed  in  giving  new  books  purchased  for  this  depart- 
ment a  coat  of  shellac  before  putting  them  into  circulation, 
with  the  result  that  they  keep  clean  and  attractive  longer  than 
is  usual  for  books  in  such  constant  use.  A  circular  letter  was 
sent  to  each  primary  and  grammar  grade  teacher  in  the  city, 
calling  attention  to  the  resources  of  the  juvenile  department, 
and  asking  for  co-operation  in  making  its  work  more  effective. 
Nearly  5,000  volumes  were  sent  in  lots  of  about  50  each  to  the 
teachers  within  a  fortnight  after  the  schools  opened  in  the 
fall.  Thousands  of  pictures  relating  to  geographical  and  his- 
torical  topics,  biography,  natural  history  and  indnstrial  and 
fine  arts  have  been  roughly  classified,  indexed  and  filed  in  fold- 
ers, ready  to  be  mounted  either  singly  or  in  bulletins,  as  there 
is  call  for  them.  Some  excellent  half-tones  illustrating  the 
industries  of  the  United  States  have  been  cut  from  recent 
numbers  of  the  "Cosmopolitan"  and  mounted,  making  a  set 
of  very  interesting  bulletins,  which  have  been  especially  appre- 
ciated by  teachers  of  commercial  geography.  It  is  hoped  that 
arrangements  will  soon  be  completed  for  classes  from  the 
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schools  to  visit  the  library  for  iiistniction  in  the  use  of  the 
card  catalogue  and  reference  books^  and  the  method  of  finding 
material  on  various  subjects.  QooA  progress  has  been  made 
in  recataloguing  the  medical  books  of  the  library.  They  are 
to  be  kept  in  a  separate  room^  where  they  will  be  more  con- 
venient for  use  by  the  physicians  of  the  city,  and  out  of  the 
way  of  the  general  public.  An  exhibition  of  the  materials, 
tools  and  processes  of  book  binding,  with  examples  of  different 
styles  of  binding,  loaned  by  John  C.  Dana  of  the  Newark 
Public  Library,  was  held  for  two  weeks  in  the  new  art  room, 
and  attracted  many  visitors,  including  several  teachers  with 
their  classes  and  librarians  from  neighboring  towns.  Besides 
the  four  stations  classed  as  branch  libraries,  collections  of  books 
numbering  from  60  to  100  each  are  supplied  to  several  Sunday- 
schools,  and  deposits  of  books  are  placed  in  twelve  fire-engine 
houses  and  in  two  ungraded  schools  for  neighborhood  use.  A 
home  delivery  is  carried  on  for  about  thirty-six  weeks  of  the 
year  by  one  of  the  library  staff,  who  assimies  the  financial  re- 
sponsibility, and  is  paid  by  the  subscribers  for  the  service. 
A  person  may  borrow  one  work  of  fiction  and  any  reasonable 
number  of  works  of  non-fiction  at  the  same  time,  but  one  bor- 
rower's card  being  required.  A  special  stamp  is  used  to  in- 
dicate fiction,  and  one  card  makes  matters  simpler  for  both 
desk  assistants  and  borrowers.  The  library  has  received,  under 
the  will  of  the  late  Dr.  Phebe  A.  Sprague,  her  medical  library 
of  about  350  volumes;  and  Mrs.  William  P.  Mattoon  has  pre- 
sented 41  opera  scores,  a  valuable  addition  to  the  music  de- 
partment. 
Stogkbridge.  ^e  librarian  reports  that  the  library  is  much  used 
by  the  schom  children  during  the  morning  hours,  and  that  the 
longer  open  hours  are  evidently  much  appreciated  by  the  older 
patrons.  The  superintendent  of  schools  is  now  authorized  to 
draw  as  many  as  twenty-five  books  at  one  time,  to  be  used  as 
reference  books  in  connection  with  school  work;  and  he  has 
been  requested  to  co-operate  with  the  librarian  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  lists  of  books  in  the  library  on  subjects  of  special  cur- 
rent interest,  or  connected  with  school  courses,  and  on  subjects 
appropriate  to  holidays  and  special  seasons,  that  they  may  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  school  children.  The  book 
committee  is  to  make  a  special  endeavor  to  collect  all  works 
about  Stockbridge  and  Berkshire  County,  also  works  written 
by  residents  of  Stockbridge,   and  works  otherwise  of  local 
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interest^  to  be  placed  together.  Means  are  being  tak^i  for  the 
establishment  of  branches  at  Qlendale  and  Interlaken.  The 
Bodley  Club  service  has  been  discontinued.  A  registered  rec- 
ord of  borrowers  is  being  made  for  the  first  time. 

Stoneham.  The  library  was  closed  for  about  two  months  in  1904, 
during  the  removal  and  rearrangement  of  the  books  in  the  new 
building;  but  the  circulation  of  the  year  showed  an  increase 
of  nearly  15  per  cent.  Open  shelves  and  the  two-book  system 
have  been  adopted. 

Stoughton.  Upon  the  removal  to  the  new  building  a  new  regis- 
tration was  begun;  and^  as  there  was  ample  space^  the  shelves 
were  thrown  open  to  the  public.  This  privilege  has  proved 
to  be  popidar,  and  more  attention  has  been  given  to  standard 
works.  The  circulation  of  1904  showed  an  increase  of  about 
15  per  cent.  The  reading  rooms  are  well  attended  by  children 
and  young  people.  In  response  to  what  appeared  to  be  a  gen- 
eral demand^  the  reading  rooms  were  opened  on  Sunday  after- 
noons. As  the  attendance  has  been  very  irregular,  Sunday 
opening  may  be  considered  as  an  experiment.  Classes  of  the 
high  school  are  taken  to  the  library  on  specified  days  for  in- 
et^ction  in  its  use. 

Stubbridoe.  There  was  a  liberal  increase  both  in  registration  and 
circidation  in  1904.  Ten  exhibitions  of  pictures  were  given, 
and  the  Woman's  Education  Association  gave  the  loan  of  tihe 
Audubon  Library  for  six  months.  Teachers  are  allowed  six 
books  at  a  time  for  school  purposes.  There  is  a  weekly  mes- 
senger service  to  Fiskdale. 

Sunderland.  The  late  Henry  W.  Taft  of  Pittsfield,  who  was  a 
liberal  giver  of  books  during  his  lifetime,  left  by  will  153  vol- 
umes, valued  at  about  $600,  to  the  library.  These  have  been 
received,  and  make  an  important  addition  to  the  library. 
They  are  largely  in  relation  to  the  history  of  N"ew  England 
towns  and  New  England  families,  and  some  of  them  are  ex- 
tremely rare  and  of  great  value. 

Sutton.  The  branch  at  Wilkinsonville,  after  having  been  closed 
for  several  years,  was  put  in  order  and  reopened  in  1904.  The 
circulation  has  increased,  and  the  library  has  been  made  more 
useful  by  many  new  books  secured  by  exchange  with  the  other 
branches.  Bookcases  have  been  bought  for  the  South  Sutton 
branch,  and  a  larger  number  of  magazines  provided.  The 
West  Sutton  branch  has  a  room  in  the  old  Masonic  Hall,  which 
has  proved  to  be  a  convenient  and  comfortable  location.  The 
use  of  this  library  has  increased. 
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'  Swansea.  The  library  received  in  February  $500  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  John  S.  Brayton  of  Fall  Eiver.  This  is  to  be  known 
as  the  John  S.  Brayton  Fund,  the  income  of  which  will  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  books.  Weekly  deliveries  are  made 
at  Swansea  Centre,  North  Swansea  and  Hortonville.  Each 
borrower  at  the  stations  has  two  cards,  to  be  used  alternately, 
so  that  a  book  may  be  received  when  one  is  returned,  without 
the  trouble  of  going  twice  to  the  station  for  one  exchange.  The 
librarian  has,  with  the  co-operation  of  tinistees  and  teachers, 
endeavored  to  establish  relations  with  the  public  schools.  Thus 
far  there  have  been  good  residts  from  the  effort.  Teachers  are 
allowed  a  large  nimiber  of  books  for  school  use,  and  are  invited 
to  visit  the  library  and  to  send  their  pupils  to  consult  reference 
books,  and  these  are  aided  by  the  librarian  as  opportunity 
offers.  The  librarian  visits  the  schools  as  often  as  possible,  to 
ascertain  the  lines  of  studies  and  other  work,  in  order  that 
books  may  be  purchased  which  may  aid  the  pupils.  The  super- 
intendent of  schools  presents  lists  of  books  which,  in  his  esti- 
mation, will  be  of  use  in  the  schools. 

Taunton.  The  circulation  of  1904  was  far  below  that  of  recent 
years,  showing  the  lowest  daily  average  of  any  year  since  1874. 
This  is  attributed  *'  to  the  lack  of  newly  purchased  books  dur- 
ing the  prolonged  period  of  reclassifying  and  cataloguing  pre- 
paratory to  the  transfer  of  the  books  to  the  new  building,  and 
in  part  to  the  suspension  of  the  delivery  of  books  from  Sep- 
tember 10  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.^'  A  card  catalogue  of 
more  than  30,000  volumes  has  been  completed,  together  with 
separate  catalogues  of  adult  fiction  and  of  books  for  the  young, 
and  an  official  card  shelf  list  of  the  books  of  the  circulating 
and  reference  departments.  Books  are  classified  by  the  decimal 
system. 

Templeton.  a  classified  list  has  been  printed,  and  was  ready  for 
distribution  in  June.  A  shelf  list  has  been  made,  but  the  situ- 
ation of  the  villages  of  the  town  required  a  printed  rather  than 
a  card  catalogue.  The  library  has  begun  to  furnish  the  public 
schools  with  supplementary  reading.  It  is  hopeS  that  this 
experiment,  begun  on  a  small  scale,  will  develop  in  a  manner 
which  will  greatly  aid  both  teachers  and  scholars. 

Tewksbury.  Bealizing  the  interest  which  is  taken  in  the  library 
by  the  children,  more  juvenile  books  have  been  purchased, 
which  accounts  in  part  for  an  increased  circulation  in  1904. 
Fortnightly  deliveries  are  made  to  stations  at  Wamesit,  South 
Tewksbury,  Wigginville  and  the  North  West  District.     The 
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library  is  well  used  by  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  public 
schools  in  school  work. 

TowNSEND.  The  Dewey  classification  is  daily  meeting  the  ap- 
proval of  the  reading  public^  and  has  greatly  facilitated  mat- 
ters for  those  who  have  the  work  in  charge.  A  donation  of  $50 
was  received  from  Edward  Ordway  of  Cambridge,  to  help 
defray  the  expenses  of  cataloguing.  A  delivery  station  at 
West  Townsend  is  maintained  by  Mrs.  Charles  S.  Homer.  De- 
liveries are  made  on  each  Saturday,  and  the  reading  in  that 
section  has  more  than  doubled  since  books  have  become  avail- 
able to  the  residents.  There  is  a  hearty  co-operation  between 
the  library  and  the  schools.  Special  provisions  have  been 
made  for  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  high  school.  The 
library,  though  small,  is  doing  a  quiet  and  certain  work  among 
the  people. 

Truro.  The  schools  have  free  access  to  the  library.  There  are 
two  branch  libraries,  the  books  of  which  are  exchanged  semi- 
annually. The  increase  of  the  library  is  due  to  the  gener- 
osity of  friends. 

Tyngsborough.  a  new  library  building  was  dedicated  on  the 
evening  of  Sept.  29,  1905,  the  principal  address  being  by 
Solon  W.  Stevens.  Short  addresses  were  made  by  others,  and 
a  musical  programme  was  furnished  by  the  Albion  Male  Quar- 
tet of  Boston.  The  building  is  of  one  story,  constructed  of 
brick,  and  has  a  capacity  of  20,000  volumes.  It  was  made 
possible  by  a  bequest  in  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Lucy  little- 
field,  which  gave  $5,000  to  the  town  for  this  purpose.  To  this 
sum  the  town  added  an  appropriation  of  $2,600.  The  library 
is  henceforth  to  be  known  as  the  Littlefield  Library,  in  mem- 
ory of  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Littlefield,  whose  portrait  is  to 
be  placed  upon  its  walls.  Besides  her  bequest  for  the  building, 
Mrs.  Littlefield  provided  a  fund,  now  estimated  to  be  about 
$4,000,  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  town,  and  its  income  to  be 
devoted  exclusively  to  the  purchase  of  books.  The  books 
have  been  classified  by  the  Dewey  system,  except  the  fiction, 
which  IS  arranged  by  the  Cutter  author  tables.  Two  books  are 
allowed,  the  Browne  system  of  charging  is  used,  and  the 
shelves  are  open  to  th^  public.  The  library  building  is  next  to 
the  schoolhouse,  and  the  teachers  are  allowed  to  use  the  library 
for  study  or  reference  at  any  time. 

Ttringham.  The  new  library  building  was  dedicated  Aug.  9, 1905. 
The  occasion  brought  together  a  large  audience,   including 
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members  and  friends  of  the  Berkshire  Historical  and  Scien- 
tific Society,  and  many  distinguished  guests,  it  being  one  of  the 
events  of  Old  Home  Week.  The  oration  was  by  Charles  W. 
Bosworth  of  Springfield,  a  grandson  of  the  town,  and  an 
original  poem  was  read  by  Bichard  Watson  Gilder.  A  num- 
ber of  volumes  came  in  connection  with  the  dedication,  and 
the  donations  still  continue.  The  building  is  constructed  of 
round  lichen-covered  field  stone  and  red  tile,  with  the  interior 
finished  in  natural  woods  and  a  huge  rustic  stone  chimney. 
It  is  situated  on  the  most  prominent  comer  in  the  town,  and 
contains  rooms  for  the  selectmen  and  the  town  clerk.  The 
cost  is  about  $4,000,  of  which  $1,300  is  from  a  town  appro- 
priation, the  balance  being  from  subscriptions  and  donations 
of  materials.  The  library  now  contains  about  2,000  volumes, 
and  is  open  two  evenings  and  one  afternoon  each  week.  There 
are  no  branches,  as  the  limits  of  the  town  are  narrow;  but  the 
library  is  near  the  centre  school  (now  alone  open),  and  it  is 
assumed  that  the  pupils  act  as  carriers  for  the  books  to  all 
parts  of  the  town.  Teachers  are  allowed  twenty  books  at  a 
time  for  school  use  and  a  liberal  number  for  home  use. 
UxBBiDGE.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  circulation  for  home 
use  in  1904.  The  winter  months  of  the  early  year  were 
stormy,  which  prevented  people,  especially  children,  from  going 
to  the  library.  The  town  is  so  divided  into  villages  that  a  large 
percentage  of  the  people  find  it  most  difficult'  to  reach  the 
building  in  inclement  weather.  The  increase  was  wholly  dur- 
ing the  last  months  of  the  year,  when  the  roads  were  open,  and 
the  children,  who  are  to  a  great  extent  the  book  carriers,  were 
able  to  go  freely  to  and  fro.  A  system  of  deliveries  at  the  out- 
lying villages  woidd  largely  extend  the  benefits  of  the  library. 
More  people  are  using  the  reference  library.  Instruction  in 
the  use  of  the  card  catalogue  and  in  reference  work  has  been 
given  to  classes  from  the  grammar  school,  and  individual  in- 
struction is  given  when  needed.  Many  of  the  pupils  of  the 
high  and  grammar  schools  are  familiar  enough  with  the  books 
to  work  independently.  The  reference  department  is  more 
used  by  these  children  than  by  any  other  class  of  people. 
Teachers  in  the  lower  grades  have  introduced  library  books 
to  their  pupils  by  reading  portions  of  them  aloud  during  school 
hours.  This  seems  to  be  an  almost  sure  way  of  awakening 
interest.  Books  so  introduced  are  seldom  upon  the  shelves  for 
more  than  a  day  or  two  at  a  time.     An  important  work  is 
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being  done  by  the  collection  of  photographs  illustrative  of 
TJxbridge  past  and  present.  The  trustees  have  received  a 
formal  notification  of  a  bequest  in  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Julia  Thayer  of  Keene,  N.  H.,  of  $6,000,  the  income  of  which 
is  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  library,  or  for  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  the  library  building,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  trustees.  Charles  A.  Taft,  president  of  the  trustees,  died 
March  31,  1904.  He  was  one  of  the  six  permanent  trustees 
appointed  by  Mr.  Thayer  upon  his  donation  of  the  Thayer 
Memorial  Building. 

Wakefield.  The  work  of  this  library  is  performed  under  many 
difficulties,  owing  chiefly  to  lack  of  space.  The  rooms  in  the 
town  hall  were  long  since  outgrown,  and  the  need  of  a  library 
btdlding  is  most  urgent.  Some  relief  has  been  gained  by 
shelving  an  upper  room  in  the  building,  but  the  gain  is  only 
temporary.  The  trustees,  as  in  former  years,  have  continued 
to  add  current  fiction,  believing  that  it  should  have  a  place 
in  a  town  library;  but  no  effort  has  been  made  to  supply  the 
immediate  great  demand  for  well-advertised  books,  leaving 
this  for  the  conmiercial  circulating  libraries.  A  semi-weekly 
delivery  has  been  established  at  Greenwood.  A  card  catalogue 
has  been  nearly  or  quite  brought  up  to  date. 

Wales.  The  town  has  increased  its  annual  appropriation,  and 
the  library  has  added  to  its  number  of  magazines. 

Walpole.  The  attractiveness  of  the  new  building  two  years  ago 
was  not  sufficient  to  offset  the  increased  distance  from  the 
centre  of  the  town,  and  the  circulation  fell  off  accordingly, 
but  there  was  a  gradual  increase  in  1904,  particularly  in  the 
number  of  books  sent  through  the  delivery  stations.  By  the 
will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Catherine  Leland  the  library  has  received 
a  bequest  of  $500,  and  a  handsome  clock,  which  has  been, 
placed  in  the  trustees'  room.  The  Bodley  Club  books  have 
been  discontinued,  and  100  Tabard  Inn  books  purchased. 
These  are  exchanged  as  occasion  requires,  and  the  method  has 
been  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  supplying  current  fiction.  The 
collection  of  foreign  views  has  been  supplemented  by  stereo- 
scopic views,  representing  tours  in  the  most  picturesque  and 
interesting  localities  of  the  United  States.  Lists  of  books, 
prepared  by  the  teachers  of  the  high  school,  are  kept  at  the 
library  for  the  use  of  the  pupils,  who  are  required  to  read  and 
report  on  one  book  a  month  as  a  part  of  their  work  in  English 
literature. 
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Waltham.*  The  circulation  of  1904  gave  a  substantial  increase 
over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  with  a  slight  increase  in  the 
percentage  of  fiction,  which  was  87.8.  The  trustees  say :  "  We 
have  noted,  in  common  with  others  who  have  charge  of  public 
libraries  in  our  land,  the  growing  demand  for  fiction.  While 
we  may,  to  a  certain  extent,  regret  the  prevalence  of  public 
taste  in  that  direction,  we  feel  that  we  cannot  ignore  the  de- 
mand. Even  those  accustomed  to  what  is  called  solid  reading 
seek  just  and  pleasant  recreation  in  the  best  fiction.  .  .  .  With 
a  view  of  gratifying  the  demand  for  fiction  of  better  and 
more  permanent  character,  we  have  replenished  our  shelves 
with  new  sets,  such  as  Dickens,  Scott,  Hawthorne,  Marryat, 
Bayard  Taylor  and  other  authors  of  the  past  generation,  whose 
works  have  stood  the  test  of  time  as  standard  literature,  and 
should  be  as  interesting  in  the  present  as  they  were  in  the  past.^^ 
All  books  in  history  and  biography  have  been  classified  and 
catalogued  by  the  Dewey  system.  Ten  books  are  allowed  each 
teacher  in  the  public  schools. 

Wake.  Teachers  and  pupils  of  the  public  schools  are  allowed  ac- 
cess to  the  shelves,  and  may  take  any  number  of  books  for 
school  work. 

Wareham.  The  circulation  of  1904  gave  a  slight  gain  over  that 
of  1903.  A  small  room  has  been  fitted  up  for  reference  books; 
and  the  shelves  are  already  well  filled.  The  collector  of  the 
port  of  New  Bedford  has  presented  five  passports,  issued  be- 
tween the  years  1821  and  1842,  bearing  the  signatures  of 
Presidents  and  Secretaries  of  State.  These  have  been  suitably 
framed,  and  himg  in  the  reading  room.  By  the  will  of  Mrs. 
Betsey  Besse  the  library  has  received  a  bequest  of  $500. 

Warren.  A  delivery  station  is  maintained  at  West  Warren.  A 
bust  of  Gen.  Joseph  Warren  has  been  placed  in  the  library  by 
the  Tuesday  Club,  and  a  cast  of  "  The  Boy  and  the  Thorn '' 
has  been  given  by  the  president  of  4;he  association,  Hon.  Wil- 
son H.  Fairbank. 

Warwick.  The  circulation  in  1904,  per  capita,  was  6.6.  Addi- 
tional accommodations  for  the  library  are  urgently  needed. 
The  shelves  are  almost  entirely  filled,  and  their  crowded  con- 
dition interferes  with  the  proper  arrangement  of  the  books. 
.  An  enlargement  of  the  present  room,  or  a  separate  library 
building,  will  soon  be  a  necessity. 

Watertown.  The  work  of  the  library  has  gone  on  quietly  and 
effectively,  and,  judging  from  the  increased  use  that  has  been 
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made  of  ita  books  and  magazines,  to  the  satisfaction  and  profit 
of  its  many  patrons.    The  home  circnlation  of  1904  was  larger 
than  that  of  any  previous  year.    After  a  trial  of  several  years, 
it  was  found  that  the  number  of  people  using  the  library  on 
Simdays  was  not  sufficient  to  warrant  the  keeping  open  of  the 
whole  library  on  that  day;  and  it  was  decided  to  close  the 
upper  rooms,  and  to  open  the  Pratt  reading  room  from  4  in 
the  afternoon  to  8  in  the  evening.    Fourteen  exhibits  of  the 
collections   of  the   Library   Art   Club   were  given   in    1904. 
^^  While  the  chief  value  of  these  exhibits  is  to  help  students  of 
art  or  those  who  are  preparing  to  reap  the  benefits  of  travel, 
they  may  be  of  interest  to  very  many  who  by  reading  and  the 
use  of  pictures  avoid  the  expense  and  discomforts  of  an  ocean 
voyage,  and  yet  gain  substantial  advantages/^    The  card  cata- 
logue is  outgrowing  the  cases  in  which  it  is  kept.    One  of  the 
pressing  needs  is  a  new  and  enlarged  case  for  the  public  cata- 
logue. 
Wayland.    "  To  increase  the  use  of  the  library  by  the  townspeople 
is  an  end  to  which  the  trustees  would  strive.     On  the  initia- 
tive of  Mr.  Joseph  T.  Corlew,  superintendent  of  schools,  an 
effort  towards  this  has  been  made  by  the  co-operation  of  the 
schools.    A  committee  of  the  teachers  has  been  appointed  by 
the  superintendent  to  act  in  connection  with  the  trustees  in 
the  selection  of  books  purchased  for  juvenile  reading,  and  a 
catalogue  of  this  department  is  held  by  the  teachers.     It  is 
proposed  that  they  require  the  reading  of  books  suggested  by 
them  as  a  part  of  the  school  work,  and  that  reports  as  to  the 
results,  as  shown  by  compositions  and  discussions  on  books 
read,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  teachers  to  the  trustees.     In 
addition  to  the  obvious  benefits  to  be  obtained  by  this  in  the 
school  work,  an  important  result  aimed  at  is  the  teaching  of 
the  rising  generation  to  use  the  public  library  of  their  town, 
to  acquire  the  habit  .of  doing  this,  and  to  familiarize  them 
with  its   privileges."     The  library  has  received   from   Mrs. 
William  F.  Matchett  a  cabinet  for  its  ancient  and  historical 
books  and  manuscripts.    With  the  present  facilities  for  their 
safety  and  display,  it  is  hoped  that  similar  books  and  papers, 
which  are  now  precariously  preserved  in  private  houses,  may 
be  added  to  the  collection  by  gift  or  loan.    The  trustees  rec- 
ommend the  establishment  of  a  reading  room  at  Cochituate, 
about  three  miles  distant,  where  there  is  now  a  delivery  sta- 
tion.   The  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Cynthia  C.  Eoby,  which  was 
filed  in  November,  contains  a  bequest  of  $4,000  for  the  benefit 
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of  the  library.  The  library  building  was  a  gift  under  the  will 
of  the  husband  of  Mrs.  Eoby,  the  late  Warren  G.  Eoby. 

Wellesley.  Miss  Julia  F.  Jennings^  who  had  been  librarian 
since  the  establishment  of  the  library  in  1887,  resigned  in  the 
fall  of  1904,  and  Miss  Florence  M.  Osborne,  a  graduate  of 
Wellesley  College  and  a  pupil  in  the  library  department  of 
Simmons  College,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  She  has 
entered  upon  her  duties  under  conditions  which  seem  auspi- 
cious for  a  successful  incumbency.  The  reading  room  has 
been  improved  by  the  removal  of  the  delivery  desk  to  the 
main  room  of  the  library,  and  new  wall  cases  have  been  put  in. 
Small  tables  and  chairs  have  been  placed  in  several  alcoves, 
as  a  convenience  to  patrons.  The  teachers  of  the  public 
schools  are  allowed  as  many  books  as  they  need  for  school  use 
and  for  the  use  of  their  pupils.  The  library  is  being  cata- 
logued by  the  Dewey  system.  Books  are  delivered  and  col- 
lected weekly  at  Wellesley  Hills  and  Newton  Lower  Falls. 

Wendell.  The  circulation  has  increased,  and  much  interest  has 
been  shown  by  the  teachers  of  the  public  schools.  Besides  the 
books  loaned  to  the  Farley  branch,  which  are  changed  semi- 
annually, books  are  loaned  to  the  Centre  Sunday-school.  Miss 
Fannie  Hinsdale,  a  former  resident  of  Wendell,  left  a  real 
estate  mortgage  of  $800  to  the  town  for  library  purposes.  The 
trustees  say  in  their  report:  "Inquiries  show  that  the  prop- 
erty has  depreciated,  and  probably  is  not  worth  more  than 
$500.  Next  year  the  town  will  be  free  from  debt,  and  it  would 
seem  desirable  to  add  enough  to  the  amount  so  generously 
given  by  Miss  Hinsdale  to  erect  a  suitable  library  building." 

WsNHAM.  The  work  of  this  library  has  been  continued  along 
the  same  general  lines  for  several  years.  The  trustees  say: 
"We  have  endeavored  to  conduct  it  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
satisfy  the  demands  of  the  various  classes  of  readers.  Possi- 
bly, if  we  have  erred,  it  has  been  in  catering  too  much  to  the 
popular  demand  for  the  merely  entertaining  rather  than  the 
more  so-called  solid  literature,  although  the  educational  fea- 
tures have  by  no  means  been  neglected."  The  percentage  of 
fiction  delivered  in  1904  was  79.66.  Additional  room  is  be- 
coming a  necessity.  Delivery  stations  are  maintained  at  East 
Wenham,  West  Wenham  and  Wenham  Neck,  which  have  here- 
tofore been  incorrectly  classed  as  branch  libraries. 

Westborouoh.  The  reading  and  reference  rooms  are  under  the 
constant  supervision  of  the  librarians,  who  are  ever  ready  to 
assist  visitors  in  securing  such  books  of  reference  or  reading 
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matter  as  they  may  desire.  The  reading  room  is  supplied 
with  the  best  of  American  and  English  publications^  which  aie 
placed  upon  the  tables  within  the  reach  of  all  who  wish  to 
consult  them.  This  department  of  the  library  is  very  com- 
plete^ much  used  and  highly  appreciated  by  the  pubUc.  Eleven 
exhibitions  of  the  Library  Art  Club  were  given  in  1904. 

West  Boylston.  The  library  has  been  removed  from  its  old 
quarters  in  the  second  story  of  a  building  opposite  the  old 
high  schoolhouse  to  more  commodious  rooms  in  the  town  hall 
building.  It  is  in  close  relation  with  the  pubUc  schools.  Any 
books  may  be  taken  to  the  schools  and  retained  during  the 
term,  if  there  is  no  call  for  them  at  the  library.  In  the  selec- 
tion of  books  the  trustees  have  endeavored  to  provide  the  best 
of  the  current  fiction,  but  at  the  same  time,  recognizing  the 
more  or  less  transitory  value  of  these,  have  also  added  others 
of  a  more  permanent  value.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  have 
the  library  complete  in  books  relating  to  the  history  of  W^ 
Boylston  and  the  neighboring  towns. 

West  Brookfield.  The  library  seeks  to  work  with  the  schools. 
A  card  catalogue  of  history  and  travel  has  been  placed  in  the 
high  school,  and  the  district  teachers  take  many  books.  In 
the  library,  books  for  second  and  third  grades  have  been  placed 
upon  a  special  shelf,  thereby  practically  removing  the  age 
limit,  which  was  eight  years. 

Westfield.  The  circulation  of  1904  made  the  liberal  increase  of 
25  per  cent,  over  that  of  1903.  The  reading  rooms  are  taxed 
to  their  uttermost  at  times.  Frequently  there  are  not  one-half 
enough  chairs  for  the  children  in  their  room.  The  card  cata- 
logue is  practically  finished,  and  the  Ubrary  has  been  enlarged 
and  enriched  in  all  its  departments.  A  larger  number  of  vol- 
umes were  purchased  in  1904  than  ever  before  in  one  year. 
The  average  cost  of  1,206  volumes,  30  per  cent,  being  of  adult 
fiction,  was  $1.02.  In  reference  to  school  work  the  librarian 
writes :  "  Special  attention  has  been  given  the  past  year  to 
work  with  the  schools.  A  local  organization  of  citizens  has 
been  formed,  much  like  that  which  has  for  some  time  been 
in  existence  in  Brookline,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the 
parents  in  closer  touch  with  the  work  of  the  schools.  Various 
committer  have  been  appointed.  Among  them  is  one  on  the 
library  and  library  uses,  of  which  the  librarian  of  the  Athe- 
naeum is  chairman.  This  committee  visits  the  schools  to  note 
how  the  reading  lists  prepared  by  the  library  are  used  and 
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may  be  improved,  and  to  receive  and  give  suggestions  as  to 
how  the  library  may  be  of  larger  use  to  the  individual  scholars 
and  for  class  work.  This  committee  began  its  work  last  spring, 
bnt  already  it  is  proving  of  advantage,  and  it  is  believed  that 
it  will  largely  aid  both  the  schools  and  the  library.  Many 
lists  of  books  are  prepared  for  distribution  among  the  scholars, 
on  topics  connected  with  their  studies.  Thus  far  these  lisiis 
have  been  chiefly  historical,  but  it  is  expected  that  later  they 
will  include  not  only  nature  study  books  and  books  of  travel, 
but  also  sports,  civics  and  literature.^'  Large  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  volumes  in  the  children's  department,  which 
has  led  to  a  larger  attendance  of  children.  Nearly  every  month 
pictures  from  the  Library  Art  Club  are  on  exhibition.  Stereo- 
scopic views  form  a  permanent  collection  which  is  in  every- 
day use,  and  furnish  a  useful  means  of  imparting  geographical 
and  historical  knowledge. 

Westpoed.  Delivery  stations  are  maintained  at  Graniteville,  Par- 
kerville,  Forge  Village  and  Brookside,  with  gratifying  results. 
The  circulation  of  1904  exceeded  that  of  1903,  and  the  trus- 
tees comment  upon  '*  the  remarkably  large  proportion  of  books, 
other  than  Action,  read.''  The  library  aims  to  make  itself  of 
use  to  the  public  schools.  Class  talks  are  given  on  the  exhibi- 
tions of  the  Library  Art  Club  in  the  lecture  room;  and  during 
the  spring  months  talks  were  given  on  the  common  birds  of 
that  vicinity,  illustrated  by  specimens  from  the  library  collec- 
tion. New  stacks  have  been  put  in.  Joseph  Butter  Draper, 
M.D.,  a  trustee  of  the  library,  died  Oct.  30,  1904;  and  Prof. 
William  E.  Frost,  who  had  been  a  trustee  for  fifteen  years, 
serving  most  of  the  time  as  chairman  of  the  board,  died  on 
November  30  following.  Portraits  of  these  gentlemen  have 
been  presented  to  the  library,  with  portraits  of  other  prominent 
citizens. 

Westhampton.  The  teachers  of  the  public  schools  have  free  ac- 
cess to  the  library,  and  through  them  the  books  are  circulated 
in  most  of  the  families.  The  children  of  the  Sundav-school 
can  get  books  at  noon  on  Sundays. 

Westminster.  There  has  been  a  steadv  increase  in  the  use  of  the 
library,  both  in  the  reading  room  and  in  home  circulation.  The 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  have  endeavored,  with  much  suc- 
cess, to  interest  their  pupils  in  its  use  as  an  aid  and  supple- 
ment to  school  work.  The  Fitchburg  Public  Library  has 
loaned  books,  which  have  been  of  great  value  to  students  taking 
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special  studies.  A  collection  of  school  drawings  and  paintings 
has  been  exhibited  in  the  children's  room  during  the  summer. 
A  card  catalogue  is  being  prepared. 

West  Newbury.  The  library  building  has  been  repaired  and 
painted,  and  new  shelving  has  been  put  in.  The  librarian 
writes :  '^  Our  means  are  so  limited  that  we  are  cramped  in  our 
work.  However,  we  keep  up  a  good  interest  among  the  young, 
and  the  school  children  are  using  more  books  than  ever  before.'' 

Westport.  Westport  Free  Public  Library.  A  reading  room  has 
been  opened  in  connection  with  the  library,  which  as  yet  is 
not  very  successful.  The  people  seem  to  prefer  to  take  their 
reading  to  their  homes. 

Westport  Point  Library.  As  stated  in  our  last  report,  this 
is  a  free  public  library,  under  private  control.  With  a  village 
population  of  less  than  200,  its  circulation  was  1,453  volumes 
for  the  year  ending  August,  1905.  It  is  in  urgent  need  of 
accessions,  particularly  in  the  department  for  young  people. 

Westport  Public  Library.  This  library,  at  the  head  of 
Westport,  is  the  largest  in  the  town,  having  now  about  1,800 
volumes.  It  has  branches  at  South  Westport  and  Brownell's 
Comer,  which  are  about  four  miles  from  the  main  library,  in 
opposite  directions.  It  has  no  income,  and  depends  upon 
gifts  and  entertainments.  It  has  a  card  catalogue  by  the 
Dewey-Cutter  system.  The  Browne  system  of  charging  is 
used,  and  each  person  is  allowed  two  books.  The  books  are 
always  at  the  disposal  of  the  school  children,  and  are  freely 
used. 

West  Stockbridge.  "  More  books  are  being  taken  out  than  when 
the  population  was  a  half  larger;  and  one  of  the  encouraging 
facts  is  that  the  increased  number  of  books  taken  goes  mostly 
among  the  young."  Mrs.  S.  L.  Blake  of  the  grammar  school 
has  been  successful  in  interesting  her  pupils  in  the  library, 
and  has  prepared  several  school  entertainments  for  its  benefit. 
An  entertainment  during  the  present  year  resulted  in  $86, 
which  procured  a  new  oak  desk  and  chair  and  a  card  cata- 
logue of  the  library. 

Westwood.  Books  are  sent  to  the  schoolhouse  at  Islington,  and 
are  cared  for  by  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  school. 

Weymouth.  Tufts  Library.  Weekly  deliveries  are  made  at  five 
delivery  stations,  of  which  the  Fogg  Memorial  Library  at 
South  Weymouth  is  one.  Forty-five  per  cent,  of  the  circula- 
tion of  1904  was  distributed  in  this  way.  A  new  case  has 
been  placed  in  the  delivery  room,  and  the  work  of  revising 
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the  catalogue  is  being  done.  Boxes  of  books  are  sent  to  the 
more  remote  schools.  There  was  a  slight  gain  in  the  circu- 
lation of  1904,  and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  percentage  of 
fiction  loaned,  this,  too,  in  spite  of  the  number  of  juvenile 
books,  classed  as  fiction,  that  have  been  loaned  to  the  lower- 
grade  schools.  There  has  been  an  increased  use  of  reference 
books.  A  portrait  of  Amos  S.  White,  who  was  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  from  its  organization  until  his  death, 
and  its  faithful  clerk  and  treasurer  for  most  of  that  period, 
has  been  presented  by  Edmund  S.  Hunt.  In  June  an  exhibi- 
tion of  the  drawing  classes  of  the  public  schools  was  given, 
which  proved  of  value  as  an  advertisement  of  the  library. 

Whitman.  A  return  to  the  customary  appropriation,  which  had 
been  reduced  in  1903,  made  it  possible  to  purchase  more  books 
in  1904,  and  to  satisfy  to  a  greater  degree  the  constant  demand 
for  new  books.  A  new  catalogue  case  has  been  provided.  As 
the  public  becomes  accustomed  to  the  card  catalogue,  its  ad- 
vantages over  any  catalogue  that  can  be  printed  are  recognized. 
The  trustees  appeal  for  better  room  accommodations.  In 
more  suitable  quarters  both  the  library  and  reading  room 
would  more  eflfectually  do  the  work  for  which  they  are  main- 
tained. 

WiLBRAHAK.  In  Connection  with  school  work,  the  school  super- 
intendent and  teachers  are  requested  to  suggest  books  which 
will  be  helpful,  and  these  are  always  added  to  the  library. 

Williamsburg.  Haydenville  Public  Library.  Its  books  and  mag- 
azines have  reached  nearly  every  family  in  the  village,  besides 
furnishing  reading  to  many  transient  visitors.  The  trustees 
say:  '^During  the  past  two  years  we  have  made  it  a  rule  to 
buy  what  books  we  could  afford  as  they  come  out  from  month 
to  month,  instead  of  buying  in  qjie  lot  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
as  formerly,  and  have  foimd  this  the  more  acceptable  way, 
both  to  our  patrons  and  ourselves,  in  the  ease  of  preparing 
them  for  circulation.  The  trustees,  librarian  and  others  con- 
nected with  the  library  feel  that  it  is  doing  a  good  work  in  our 
village,  and  has  provided  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  best  mod- 
em progress,  not  only  that  it  is  used  so  widely,  but  that  great 
pains  are  taken  in  the  selection  of  books  entered  on  our  shelves, 
so  that  none  can  receive  harm  from  the  books  taken  from  our 
library.'^ 

WiLLiAMSTOWN.  The  two  libraries  in  this  town  share  in  the  town 
appropriation  and  are  under  the  same  board  of  trustees,  but 
they  tire  independent  in  other  respects.    At  the  WiUiamstown 
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Public  Library  new  shelves  have  been  added^  giving  much- 
needed  room.  At  present  little  can  be  done  for  the  public 
schools^  but  it  is  endeayored  to  work  with  the  teachers  as  much 
as  possible. 

Wilmington.  Books  are  catalogued  by  the  Dewey  and  Cutter 
systems.  Each  teacher  in  the  public  schools  is  entitled  to  six 
books  at  one  time  for  school  work. 

WiNOHBNDON.  The  library  is  working  in  a  helpful  way  with  the 
schools.  Teachers  have  extra  cards^  and  books  are  sent  to  the 
schools  to  be  used  in  school  work  as  needed.  The  library 
occupies  a  room  in  the  town  hall  buildings  and  no  great 
change  or  improvement  in  library  work  can  be  hoped  for  in 
its  present  crowded  quarters. 

Winchester.  The  circulation  of  1904  showed  a  liberal  increase 
over  that  of  1903.  The  most  pressing  problem  has  been  the 
need  of  more  room.  Temporary  expedients  have  met  the 
present  demand.  Besides  the  lack  of  shelf  room^  there  is  in- 
sufScient  space  for  workers  and  inadequate  provision  for  read- 
ers. So  far  as  material  goes,  the  library  is  well  equipped  to 
be  of  great  assistance  in  educational  work.  The  privilege 
of  admission  to  the  shelves  has  been  extended  to  readers  as  far 
as  is  practicable;  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  time  more  space 
may  be  had,  so  that  all  may  go  to  the  shelves  and  have  room 
enough  there  to  consult  the  books  conveniently.  The  plan  of 
reserving  books  has  proved  of  great  convenience  to  those  who 
have  used  it.  On  request,  any  one,  by  paying  for  a  postal 
card,  will  be  notified  of  the  return  of  a  book,  and  it  will  be 
retained  for  them  twenty-four  hours.  A  small  collection  of 
books,  renewed  from  time  to  time,  has  been  kept  at  the  Wad- 
leigh  school  for  circulation  among  the  scholars,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  principal.  As  a  further  means  of  interest- 
ing the  school  children  in  the  library,  the  librarian  has  pre- 
pared several  lists  of  books  on  special  subjects  suggested  by 
the  school  committee.  During  the  year  the  experiment  of  not 
covering  new  books  has  been  tried,  and  the  papers  have  been 
removed  from  such  old  books  as  have  covers  suitable  for  ex- 
posure. The  result  has  been  gratifying.  The  uncovered  books 
prove  so  attractive  that  even  the  children  often  choose  a  book 
of  travel  or  history,  because  the  outside  looks  inviting.  The 
catalogue  cards  of  the  Library  of  Congress  are  used  for  new 
books,  and  their  use  has  been  found  to  be  so  advantageous 
that  it  is  intended  to  gradually  replace  the  old  cards  so  far  as 
possible. 
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WiNTHHOP.  The  circiilation  of  1904  exceeded  that  of  1903.  About 
1,000  voluines  have  been  taken  from  the  stack  room  and  placed 
on  the  shelves  of  the  children's  reading  room,  to  which  the 
children  have  free  access.  The  card  catalogue  has  been  im- 
proved by  the  addition  of  cards  issued  by  the  Library  of 
Congress. 

WoBURN.  The  relations  of  the  library  with  the  public  schools 
are  harmonious,  and  every  assistance  possible  is  afforded  to 
teachers  and  scholars  in  the  use  of  the  books  on  the  shelves 
and  of  material  to  be  found  in  the  library.  A  teachers'  card, 
conferring  special  privileges,  is  in  use.  Increase  of  cards 
has  made  the  purchase  of  an  additional  catalogue  case  neces- 
sary. The  actual  limit  of  present  shelving  has  been  more 
than  reached.  This  problem  of  more  shelving  faces  most 
of  the  older  libraries  in  Massachusetts.  Plans  for  the  relief 
of  this  difficulty  here  are  being  considered.  For  two  years, 
for  reasons  unusual  in  the  history  of  the  library,  deliveries 
were  below  the  average;  but  the  circulation  of  1904  was 
nearly  up  to  the  usual  amount.  The  attendance  and  deliv- 
eries in  the  children's  room  have  increased,  which  is  in  part 
due  to  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools,  who  have  shown 
great  interest  in  the  work,  especially  those  in  the  younger 
grades.  They  have  encouraged  the  children  to  take  books, 
as  they  believe  it  helps  them  in  their  school  work.  The  chil- 
dren are  allowed  to  make  their  own  selection  from  the  shelves, 
either  for  library  or  home  use,  and  the  privilege  of  taking 
two  books  is  given.  The  work  in  this  department  is  steadily 
improving,  reaching  more  children  every  year,  and  bringing 
them  into  closer  relations  with  the  books  provided  for  their 
use.  The  open  shelf  is  allowed,  as  a  thing  which  the  people 
approve  and  a  privilege  which  they  should  have,  if  they  de- 
sire it.  The  annual  report  says :  "  On  the  other  hand,  the 
management  is  met  by  the  chances  of  books  being  taken  out 
and  returned  without  charging,  of  theft,  and  of  the  utter 
mixing  up  of  the  order  on  the  shelves,  and  of  an  increased 
amount  of  labor  on  the  part  of  the  force  to  put  them  in  their 
places  again.  ...  As  to  the  question  of  'theft'  in  connec- 
tion with  the  open  system,  I  agree  with  those  who  are  opposed 
to  the  system,  that,  outside  of  the  classes  of  fiction  and 'Juve- 
niles, there  should  be,  in  libraries  of  the  size  and  value  of 
ours,  a  more  restricted  access  than  prevails,  even  now,  in  our 
own.  The  future  may  develop  here,  as  it  has  already  in  other 
places,  a  depletion  of  the  shelves  that  may  be  appalling.    The 
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New  York  Public  Library,  in  its  inexorable  manner,  reports 
immense  losses  in  its  branches  from  this  cause,  and  a  with- 
drawal of  the  privilege  in  several." 

The  Eunice  Thompson  Memorial  Library.  The  prospect 
of  erecting  a  building  with  the  fimds  left  by  the  late  Jonathan 
Thompson,  as  a  memorial  to  his  wife,  Eunice  Thompson,  bids 
fair  to  be  soon  realized.  For  this  purpose  the  city  holds  prop- 
erty amounting  to  about  $20,000,  of  which  $6,000  will  probably 
be  used  for  a  building.  This  library  is  entirely  independent 
of  the  Wobum  Public  Library  in  its  management. 
Worcester.  The  most  noticeable  feature  in  1904  was  a  large 
increase  in  the  use  of  books.  This  growth  was  shown  in  the 
reference  and  circulating  departments,  in  Sunday  use,  and  in 
the  distribution  through  the  branches.  It  was  manifested  in 
a  marked  degree  in  the  children's  room.  This  increase  was 
over  10  per  cent.,  and  was  exclusive  of  the  use  of  papers  and 
magazines  in  the  four  reading  rooms.  Of  the  patrons  of  the 
children's  room  the  librarian  says :  '*  It  is  especially  inter- 
esting to  listen  to  the  names  of  children  as  they  are  called 
out  by  the  attendants.  Apparently  two-thirds  of  them  are  of 
foreign  origin,  and  it  becomes  very  evident  that  in  the  im- 
mense use  of  books  in  the  English  language  (no  others  are 
provided  for  children)  our  population  is  being  made  more 
homogeneous,  and  the  work  of  the  schools  in  making  good 
American  citizens  is  being  very  largely  supplemented."  Copies 
of  the  Bible  for  the  blind  in  the  Moon  and  Line  types  have 
been  presented,  and  the  library  is  now  well  furnished  with 
books  in  the  Line,  American,  Braille  and  Moon  types.  A 
most  gratifying  use  is  made  of  the  medical  library  by  doctors, 
medical  students,  nurses  and  advanced  students,  as  well  as 
persons  intelligently  interested  in  the  study  of  disease,  not 
belonging  to  those  classes.  The  library  has  a  large  collec- 
tion of  photographs  by  the  best  European  photographers,  which 
are  used  for  reference  and  for  exhibitions.  A  frame  with  a 
movable  back  is  used  to  display  some  of  these  in  the  children's 
room.  One  photograph  at  a  time  is  shown,  always  a  copy  of  a 
work  by  one  of  the  great  masters  of  art.  It  is  intended  to 
show  a  series  of  seven  pictures  by  each  artist.  Thus  children 
will  have  continuously  before  them  a  truly  great  work,  and 
each  picture  will  be  exhibited  long  enough  to  make  an  im- 
pression. It  is  hoped  that  by  presenting  several  pictures  by 
the  same  artist  some  susceptible  child  may  get  the  beginning 
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of  a  knowledge  of  the  individual  style  and  peculiar  technique 
of  the  artist^  and  thus  enter  into  a  broader  knowledge  of  the 
world  of  art.  Talks  on  the  pictures  will  be  given  by  the  chil- 
dren's librarian.  A  similar  frame  is  to  be  placed  in  the  re- 
ception room  of  the  circulating  department.  Competitive 
examinations  for  the  positions  of  senior  and  junior  assistants 
have  been  introduced.  Walter  Kendall  Shaw,  late  librarian 
of  the  Brockton  Public  Library,  has  been  appointed  assistant 
librarian,  and  has  entered  upon  the  duties  of  that  situation. 

Wrentham.  a  delivery  station,  with  a  weekly  exchange,  is  main- 
tained at  Sheldonville.  A  station  at  Plainville  has  been  dis- 
continued upon  the  incorporation  of  that  district  as  a  separate 
town.  Teachers  in  the  public  schools  may  have  books  for 
school  use.  A  supplementary  catalogue  has  been  issued,  for 
which  a  slight  charge  is  made,  ''as  it  is  believed  that  more 
care  will  be  exercised  in  its  preservation  if  a  nominal  fee  is 
charged.'^ 

Yabmouth.  Free  Social  Library,  South  Yarmouth.  The  secre- 
tary writes:  ''We  have  for  several  years  attempted  to  do  a 
certain  amount  of  good  in  trying  to  draw  together  the  inter- 
ests of  the  public  schools  and  the  public  library.  We  have 
loaned  the  schools  collections  of  books  that  would  prove  of 
value  from  an  educational  point  of  view,  and  have  been  much 
pleased  with  the  result.  I  have  found,  from  personal  observa- 
tion, that  the  children  wiU  read  a  class  of  books  taken  from 
the  schoolroom,  or  read  in  the  school,  that  they  will  not  take 
from  the  public  library ;  and  it  is  this  class  of  books,  principally 
history  and  biography,  with  more  or  leas  of  nature  studies 
that  we  have  placed  in  our  schools  from  our  public  library. 
The  children  seem  to  think  that  the  public  library  is  a  grand 
place  to  get  interesting  stories,  and  if  they  must  get  infor- 
mation, the  schoolroom  is  the  place  for  it.  I  am  persuaded 
that  the  public  library  can  do  its  best  work  in  educating  the 
young  through  branches  established  in  our  schools. 

West  Yarmouth  Library.  This  library  has  been  much  im- 
proved in  its  condition  by  the  addition  of  new  members,  who 
have  proved  helpful  in  various  ways ;  and  a  substantial  addition 
has  been  made  to  its  collection  of  books.  The  persistent  ef- 
forts of  its  members  in  holding  entertainments  and  sales  have 
been  instrumental  in  obtaining  funds  for  its  support. 
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The  Woman's  Education  Association. 

It  is  always  a  duty  as  well  as  a  pleasure  to  note  the  work  of 
the  Woman's  Education  Association.  With  admirable  fore- 
sight it  has  supplied  for  many  years,  and  maintained  witt 
great  eflSciency,  all  the  travelling  libraries  that  could  be  utilized 
to  advantage  in  the  State,  and  some  of  its  members  have  made 
annual  tours  of  visitation  to  a  group  of  the  smaller  libraries. 
These  visits  have  always  proved  interesting,  useful  and  inspir- 
ing. During  the  past  year  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the 
library  committee  of  this  association  visited  about  a  score  of 
libraries  in  western  Massachusetts,  with  productive  and  sug- 
gestive results.  These  visits  bring  those  in  charge  of  the  small 
library  in  personal  contact  with  persons  who  have  the  general 
interests  of  our  libraries  at  heart,  and  whose  words  of  advice 
and  cheer  help  and  stimulate. 

Fifty-one  travelling  libraries,  containing  in  the  aggregate 
1,409  volumes,  are  owned  by  the  association.  The  returns 
from  42  of  these  libraries  show  a  circulation  of  3,997  volumes. 
On  the  basis  of  1,000,  the  circulation  was  divided  as  follows: 
fiction,  527;  travel,  142;  biography,  84;  periodicals,  59;  art, 
54;  history,  44;  natural  science,  35;  mechanic  arts,  18;  reli- 
gion, 7;  and  agriculture,  2.  The  following  56  towns  and  vil- 
lages were  benefited  by  these  libraries  during  the  year :  —

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The  special  libraries  nimiber  10,  including  collections  on 
Venice,  Florence,  Shakespeare,  Snglish  architecture.  Some,  Ital- 
ian art,  Egypt,  French  art,  Spanish  art  and  religion.  New 
libraries  are  about  to  be  put  into  service  on  Greek  art,  Dutch 
art  and  travel  in  France.  The  four  Audubon  libraries  have 
been  loaned  to  Sturbridge,  Rutland,  Northfield,  Bernardston; 
Ashby,  Townsend,  South  Yarmouth  and  Dennis,  and  have  been 
heartily  welcomed  and  widely  circulated. 

Twenty  sets  of  pictures  have  been  shown  in  124  different 
places,  and  their  utility  has  been  demonstrated  by  many  appre- 
ciative expressions  of  satisfaction.  Two  of  the  admirably  pre- 
pared lists  of  books  recommended  for  purchase  have  been  issued 
by  the  association  during  the  year,  and  have  proved  of  great 
aid  in  guiding  the  purchases  of  small  libraries. 

The  Library  Art  Club. 

The  work  of  the  Library  Art  Club  is  constantly  increasing  in 
importance  and  usefulness.  There  are  now  90  exhibits  and 
117  members,  mostly  free  public  libraries,  of  which  87  are  in 
Massachusetts.  The  sets  have  been  exhibited  1,462  times.  In 
addition  to  the  educational  and  refining  influence  of  these  ex- 
hibits, they  serve  the  purpose  to  attract  many  visitors  to  the 
libraries,  and  to  increase  the  number  of  readers. 

A.  L.  A.  Book  List. 

The  commission  has  supplied  each  free  public  library  in  the 
State  with  the  numbers  of  the  monthly  book  list  published  by 
the  American  Library  Association  which  have  thus  far  been 
issued.  It  is  hoped  that  this  list  may  be  perfected  and  extended 
so  as  to  prove  a  trustworthy  guide  in  the  purchase  of  books, 
especially  for  the  smaller  libraries. 

The  smaller  libraries  of  the  State  as  a  whole  are  rendering 
excellent  service,  and  in  manifold  ways  justify  the  aid  the  State 
has  given  them.  Since  this  commission  was  established,  in 
1890,  it  has  expended  about  $25,000  for  the  distribution  of 
books  to  found  and  aid  libraries  in  the  small  tovms.  It  has 
aided  the  formation  of  over  100  libraries,  and  reinforced  them 
and  stimulated  others  by  the  distribution  of  books  from  the 
State.  The  commission  has  served  entirely  without  compensa- 
tion, it  has  paid  nothing  for  clerical  assistance,  and  of  the 
allowance  for  travelling  expenses  of  the  members  the  average 
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annual  expenditure  has  been  about  $80  per  annuin,  covering 
the  expenses  of  two  of  its  members  who  live  remote  from  Boa- 
ton,  in  attending  the  meetings,  which  have,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  been  held  monthly  since  the  commission  was  organ- 
ized. 

Profitable  assistance,  in  some  elastic  and  comparatively  in- 
expensive form,  is  needed  to  maintain  the  highest  standard  of 
usefulness  in  different  portions,  especially  the  rural  and  sparsely 
settled  parts  of  the  State.  Three  means  of  such  aid  are  sug- 
gested: — 

1.  The  furnishing  of  a  small  allowance  of  new  books  at  the 
discretion  of  the  commission  to  a  languishing  library. 

2.  The  voluntary  service  of  competent  persons,  who  would 
be  willing  to  visit  libraries  under  the  direction  of  the  commis- 
sion, upon  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  travel  by  the  State. 

3.  Some  provision  by  which  the  commission  could  give  aid 
to  the  unpaid,  or  nominally  paid,  librarians  in  the  small  towns, 
who  would  attend  for  a  few  weeks  a  summer  library  school. 

A  moderate  amount  would  cover  the  expense  of  all  needed 
aid  in  these  directions.

FREE  PUBLIC  LBRART  LAWS  OF  MASSAOHUSEHS. 


BsTisBD  Laws,  1902»  Chaptsb  38. 

General  Provision. 

*  Section  1.  Library  corporations  and  associations  which  have 
been  legally  established  shall  continue  to  have  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  restrictions  attaching 
thereto. 

Law  Libraries. 

Section  2.  Attorneys  at  law  who  have  been  admitted  to  prac- 
tise in  the  courts  of  the  commonwealth  aad  who  are  resident  in  a 
county  for  which  there  is  no  law  library  association  may  organize 
as  a  corporation^  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five,  by  the  name  of  the  Law  Library  Association  for  such 
county,  and  may  adopt  by-laws  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  superior  court. 

Section  3.  The  inhabitants  of  the  county  shall  have  access  to 
the  library  and  may  use  the  books  therein,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  by-laws. 

Section  4.  County  treasurers  shall  annually  pay  to  the  law 
library  associations  in  their  respective  counties  all  sums  which  are 
paid  into  the  county  treasuries  during  the  year  by  the  clerks  of  the 
courts,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  any 
one  year.  They  may  also  pay  to  said  associations  such  further 
sums  as  the  county  commissioners  may  consider  are  necessary  and 
proper.  All  sums  which  are  so  paid  shall  be  applied  to  maintain 
and  enlarge  such  libraries  for  the  use  of  the  courts  and  citizens. 
The  treasurer  of  the  law  library  association,  before  receiving  any 
money  from  the  county  treastirer,  shall  give  bond,  with  sureties  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  commissioners,  for  the  faithful  application 
of  such  money,  and  that  he  will  make  a  return  annually  to  them, 
under  oath,  of  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  expended. 

Section  6.  Each  law  library  association  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  from  the  sergeant-at-arms,  immediately  after  their  publica- 
tion, one  copy  of  the  legislative  documents  of  the  senate  and  house, 
the  journal  of  the  senate  and  the  journal  of  the  house. 
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City  and  Town  Libraries. 

Section  6.  A  city  or  town  may  establish  and  maintain  public 
libraries  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants,  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  city  council  or  by  the  town,  and  may  receive,  hold  and  man- 
age any  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  such  library.  The  city  council 
of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  may  place  in  such  library  the 
books,  reports  and  laws  which  may  be  received  from  the  common- 
wealth. 

Trustees  of  Town  Libraries. 

Section  7.  A  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  library,  or  free  public  library  and  reading 
room,  owned  by  the  town,  shall,  at  an  annual  meeting  or  special 
meeting,  unless  the  same  has  been  acquired  entirely  or  in  part 
through  some  gift  or  bequest  which  contains  other  conditions  or 
provisions  for  the  election  of  its  trustees  or  for  its  care  and  man- 
agement which  have  been  accepted  by  the  town,  elect  by  ballot  a 
board  of  trustees  consisting  of  any  number  of  persons,  male  or 
female,  divisible  by  three,  which  the  town  determines  to  elect 
When  such  board  is  first  chosen,  one-third  thereof  shall  be  elected 
for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years  and  one-third  for  three  years, 
and  thereafter  one-third  shall  be  elected  annually  for  the  term  of 
three  years.  The  board  shall,  from  its  own  number,  annually 
choose  a  chairman  and  secretary  and,  if  the  town  so  votes,  a  treas- 
urer, who  shall  give  a  bond  similar  to  that  given  by  the  town 
treasurer,  in  an  amount  and  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  selectmen.  The  town  treasurer  shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  trustees  until  the  town  otherwise  directs. 

Section  8.  The  board  shall  have  the  custody  and  management 
of  the  library  and  reading  room  and  of  all  property  owned  by 
the  town  relating  thereto.  All  money  raised  or  appropriated  by  the 
town  for  its  support  and  maintenance  shall  be  expended  by  the 
board,  and  all  money  or  property  which  the  town  may  receive  by 
gift  or  bequest  for  said  library  and  reading  room  shall  be  admin- 
istered by  the  board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  gift 
or  bequest. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  town 
of  its  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  the  property  in  its  custody, 
with  a  statement  of  any  unexpended  balance  of  money  and  of  any 
gifts  or  bequests  which  it  holds  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  its  rec- 
ommendations. 
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Section  10.  The  provisions  of  the  three  preceding  sections 
shall  not  apply  to  library  associations^  nor  to  a  library  organized 
under  a  special  act. 

Board  of  Free  Publio  Library  Commissioners. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  free  public  library  com- 
missioners consisting  of  five  persons^  residents  of  the  common- 
wealthy  one  of  whom  shall  annually  be  appointed  by  the  governor^ 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  comicil^  for  a  term  of  five  years. 
The  governor  shall  designate  the  chairman  thereof. 

Section  12.  No  member  shall  receive  any  compensation^  but 
the  board  may  annually  expend  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars^ 
payable  by  the  commonwealth^  for  clerical  assistance  and  for  other 
necessary  expenses.  It  shall  annually  in  January  make  a  report 
to  the  general  court. 

Section  13.  The  board  shall  advise  the  librarian  or  trustees  of 
any  free  public  library  relative  to  the  selection  or  cataloguing  of 
books  and  any  other  matter  pertaining  io  the  maintenance  or  ad- 
ministration of  the  library. 

Section  14.  Said  board  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  li- 
brary trustees  of  a  town  which  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
sections  sixteen  and  seventeen,  and  which  has  no  free  public  library 
owned  and  controlled  by  the  town,  expend  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  books  to  be  selected  and  purchased  by  said  board 
and  delivered  to  said  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
free  public  library. 

Section  15.  If  a  town,  the  valuation  of  which  is  not  more  than 
six  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  which  has  a  free  public  library, 
has  complied  with  all  laws  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  such 
library,  and  the  trustees  of  the  library  provide,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  board,  for  the  distribution  of  books  in  different  parts  of  the 
town  where  such  distribution  is  necessary,  by  means  of  branch 
libraries  or  deliveries,  and  for  practical  and  effective  means  of 
rendering  the  library  useful  to  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  the 
public  schools  in  such  town,  the  board  may  expend,  in  such  amounts 
and  at  such  times  as  they  determine,  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  each  free  public  library  owned 
and  controlled  by  such  town. 

Section  16.  A  town  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
three  preceding  sections  until  it  accepts  the  same  or  has  accepted 
the  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws  and  has  elected  a 
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board  of  library  truBtees  as  provided  in  section  seven^  nor  imiil 
said  trustees  have  made  provision  satisfactory  to  said  commission- 
ers for  the  care  and  distribution  of  the  books  furnished  by  them. 

Section  17.  Such  town  shall,  if  its  last  assessed  valuation  was 
one  million  dollars  or  over,  annually  appropriate  from  the  dog  tax, 
or  otherwise  provide  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public 
library,  not  less  than  fifty  dollars;  if  such  valuation  was  less  than 
one  million  dollars  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand, not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars;  and  if  such  valuation  was 
less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  not  less  than 
fifteen  dollars. 

Appropriation  of  Money  for  Libraries,  etc. 

Section  15,  chapter  26  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  towns 
may  appropriate  money  "  for  the  establishment,  maintenance  or 
increase  of  a  public  library  therein,  and  for  the  erection  or  pro- 
vision of  suitable  buildings  or  rooms  therefor.'^ 

^'For  maintaroing  a  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants 
have  free  access  and  of  which  they  have  the  use,  and  for  establish- 
ing and  maintaining  a  public  reading  room  in  connection  with  and 
under  the  control  of  the  managers  of  such  library." 

The  Dog  Tax. 

Section  163,  chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that 
money  received  for  dog  licenses  and  refunded  to  the  towns  "  shall 
be  expended  for  the  support  of  public  libraries  or  schools.^' 

Defacing  or  Wilful  Detention  of  Books,  Papers,  etc. 

Sections  83  and  84,  chapter  208  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provide 
that  "whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wan- 
tonly and  without  cause,  vnrites  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  de- 
stroys a  book,  plate,  picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine, 
pamphlet,  manuscript  or  statue  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town 
or  other  public  or  incorporated  library  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  six  months.*^ 

"Whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wan- 
tonly and  without  cause,  detains  a  book,  newspaper,  magazine, 
pamphlet,  or  manuscript  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other 
public  or  incorporated  library  for  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writ- 
ing from  the  librarian  thereof,  containing  a  copy  of  this  section 
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and  given  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  which,  by  the  regula- 
tions of  such  library,  such  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet 
or  manuscript  may  be  kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  six  months/^ 

Disturbing  Public  Libraries. 

Section  33,  chapter  212  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  "  who- 
ever wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  library,  or  a 
reading  room  connected  therewith,  by  making  a  noise  or  in  any 
other  manner  during  the  time  when  such  library  or  reading  room 
is  open  to  the  public  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  thirty  days  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars/* 

Land  may  be  taken  for  Library  Buildings. 

Section  47  of  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides  that  "  any 
land  within  the  limits  of  a  city  or  town  not  appropriated  to  public 
uses  "  may  be  taken  "  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  build- 
ing to  be  used  for  a  public  school,  a  library,  or  an  engine  house,  or 
for  the  enlargement  of  a  lot  of  land  taken  or  used  for  such  pur- 
pose,**—  but  the  land  thus  taken  may  not  exceed  two  acres  in 
extent. 

Public  Documents. 

Under  provisions  of  chapter  9  of  the  Revised  Laws,  each  town 
and  city  library  is  entitled  to  receive  a  copy  of  the  Manual  of  the 
General  Court,  the  Blue  Book,  and  a  copy  of  the  series  of  public 
documents.

Notes  of  Library  Progress. 

The  following  notes,  collected  from  a  large  number  of  libraries, 
are  worthy  of  careful  study.  They  tell  at  first  hand  the  story  of 
the  growth  and  progress  of  the  free  public  libraries,  and  the 
spirit  and  sentiment  which  underlie  the  library  system  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Acton.  An  increase  in  the  circulation  is  noted.  A  portrait  of  Mrs. 
Mehitable  Piper,  the  only  known  centenarian  of  Acton,  has  been 
presented.  Free  access  to  the  shelves  has  been  allowed;  and  it  is 
now  requested  that  borrowers  shall  remain  in  the  alcoves  only  long 
enough  to  make  their  selections.  "  The  book  room  is  not  intended 
for  a  reception  room,  and  the  continual  presence  of  such  visitors 
annoys  and  delays  the  work  of  the  librarian." 

AcusHNET.  The  Millicent  Library  of  Fairhaven  has  presented  about 
300  of  its  rejected  books.  A  larger  supply  of  books  and  an  increase 
ing  circulation  make  it  urgently  necessary  that  better  accommoda- 
tions be  provided. 

Amesbury.  The  circulation  has  increased,  and  the  work  w4th  the 
schools  has  been  more  satisfactory  than  ever  before.  The  use  of 
the  library  for  reference  work  by  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools 
increases.  Scholars  are  allowed  as  many  books  for  home  use  as 
they  need.  Teachers  are  allowed  as  many  study  cards  as  they 
wish  and  may  hold  the  books  for  a  reasonable  time. 

Amherst.  Amherst  Public  Library.  A  gift  of  $500  for  an  endowment 
fund  from  Miss  Sarah  P.  Ferry  is  reported. 

North  Amherst  Library.  The  Dewey  classification  has  been 
adopted,  and  a  card  catalogue  is  being  made.  The  wnll  of  Mrs. 
Ellen  Fisher  of  North  Amherst  contains  a  bequest  of  $4,000  for 
this  librar}\  The  income  is  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  trus- 
tees, except  that  as  much  as  possible  shall  be  used  for  books. 
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Andover.  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  home  circulation  of  1905. 
Sixteen  volumes  pf  the  "Boston  Evening  Transcript"  have  been 
bound.  Books  are  delivered  to  the  schools  and  by  carriers  to  four 
outlying  districts.  Ballard  Holt,  who  had  served  the  library  as  li- 
brarian for  a  period  of  thirty-three  years,  resigned  Sept.  1,  1906, 
and  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  Edna  A.  Brown.  Miss  Brown  is 
a  graduate  of  the  !Sew  York  State  Library  School,  with  an  hon- 
orary degree,  and  has  had  experience  in  the  Carnegie  Library 
of  Pittsburg,  in  the  Providence  Public  Library,  and  assisted  in 
organizing  the  new  Rosenberg  Library  in  Galveston,  Tex. 

Arlington.  An  arrangement  with  the  Booklovers'  Library  has  en- 
abled the  library  to  supply  the  public  with  a  larger  amount  of  the 
latest  fiction  than  was  otherwise  possible,  and  more  non-fiction  has 
been  purchased  than  formerly.  Six  sets  of  stereopticon  views  have 
been  introduced  for  use  by  the  schools  and  others.  Frequent  ex- 
hibitions of  the  pictures  of  the  Library  Art  Club  have  continued. 

AsHBY.  The  will  of  Mrs.  Mary  R.  Hall  of  Keene,  N.  H.,  widow  of  the 
late  William  C.  Hall  of  Boston,  contains  a  bequest  of  $3,000  for  the 
benefit  of  this  library.  A  catalogue,  prepared  by  the  librarian,  has 
been  issued,  which  is  "worthy  of  the  library  and  sufficient  for  its 
needs  for  many  years." 

Ashland.  There  was  an  increase  of  about  45  per  cent,  in  the  circula- 
tion of  1905;  and  the  use  of  the  reading  room  showed  a  gain  of 
about  25  per  cent.  Although  the  general  demand  is  for  fiction, 
there  is  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  call  for  books  for  study  and 
reference.  The  librarian  reports :  "  The  open  stack  room  has 
proved  a  signal  success;  if  the  wear  of  the  books  is  somewhat 
greater,  this  is  more  than  offset  by  the  enjoyment  and  knowledge 
gained  by  being  literally  '  in  touch '  with  the  books."  A  shelf  list 
is  being  prepared. 

Athol.  After  some  delay,  following  the  resignation  of  Miss  Hinman 
at  the  close  of  1904,  Mrs.  May  A.  Cook  was  engaged.  The  circu- 
lation of  1905  was  somewhat  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year,' 
but  showed  an  increase  during  the  late  months  of  the  year,  which 
has  been  continued  during  the  present  year.  The  reading  tables 
are  well  used  and  are  frequently  crowded.  A  special  effort  is  being 
made  to  increase  school  and  reference  work.  A  picture  coUection 
is  being  made  for  study  clubs  and  school  work. 

Attleborougii.  The  amount  of  funds  pledged  towards  the  erection 
of  a  library  building  being  sufficient  to  warrant,  work  was  b^^un 
in  April,  1905,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  building  will  be  com- 
pleted about  January  1 .  The  architects  are  McLean  &  Wright 
of  Boston.    Reading  lists  have  been  published  in  the  daily  papers 
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and  posted  in  the  library  for  the  benefit  of  the  young;  and  lists  of 
new  books  have  been  published  as  current  news  items  in  the 
papers,  and  copies  of  these  have  been  struck  off  for  distribution. 
Books  are  sent  twice  a  month  to  six  outlying  schools. 

Avon.  An  increased  circulation  is  reported.  In  response  to  a  popular 
demand  for  nature  and  out-of-door  books,  many  have  been  pur- 
chased, and  have  been  used  in  a  fair  degree.  The  greatest  demand 
is  for  works  of  fiction.  This  demand  is  not  especially  for  new 
fiction,  and  it  appears  that  the  greater  number  of  books  taken 
from  this  class  are  by  the  writers  of  a  previous  ^neration.  Juve- 
nile books  of  a  good  character  are  always  in  favor.  "We  find 
that  our  young  readers  have  a  high  standard  of  their  own,  and  we 
can  thank  the  home  and  school  training  which  they  receive  for 
this  admirable  quality."  A  plan  is  under  consideration  whereby 
the  present  desire  to  pursue  an  education  outside  of  the  schools 
and  along  specific  lines  may  be  permitted.  The  idea  is  to  introduce 
collections  of  text-books  for  beginners  at  law,  medicine  and  the 
applied  sciences  of  electricity  and  civil  engineering,  and  to  increase 
each  collection  as  the  demand  for  advanced  books  increases.  The 
necessity  of  a  complete  catalogue  of  the  library,  embracing  late 
additions,  is  quite  apparent. 

Ayer.  The  capacity  of  the  reading  room  is  being  taxed  to  provide  for 
its  patrons.  The  trustees  make  a  plea  for  the  collection  of  articles 
of  local  historic  interest.  Pictures  of  India,  loaned  by  the  Woman's 
Education  Association,  have  been  exhibited. 

Barnstable.  Osterville  Public  Library.  The  will  of  Gustavus 
Hinckley  of  Barnstable  contains  a  bequest  of  $100  for  the  use  of 
the  library.  By  the  efforts  of  a  summer  visitor,  a  fund  of  about 
^300  has  been  accumulated  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  addition 
for  a  children's  room,  which  will  cost  about  $600. 

Centreville  Free  Public  Librarv  Association.  A  fair  was  held 
in  1905,  resulting  in  a  profit  of  about  $250,  which  covered  the 
expenses  of  the  library  for  about  two  years. 

Barre.  The  will  of  Mrs.  Martha  M.  Macullar,  widow  of  the  late 
Addison  Macullar  of  Boston  and  Worcester,  contains  a  bequest 
of  $1,000,  to  be  known  as  the  Macullar  Memorial  Fund,  the  in- 
come of  which  is  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  this 
librarv. 

Becket.  One  hundred  volumes,  selected  by  the  library,  have  been 
presented  by  Norman  W.  Harris  of  Chicago. 

Bedford.  The  home  circulation,  especially  among  the  children,  has 
increased.  Miss  Sarah  Goode  has  given  a  collection  of  photo- 
graphs;  and  the  will  of  William  J.  Niles  of  Bedford  contains  a 
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bequest  of  $5,000,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  in  the  purchase 
of  books.     A  card  catalogue  is  nearly  or  quite  completed. 

Belchertown.  a  collection  of  books  belonging  to  the  late  John 
Henry  Stone  has  been  presented  by  his  son,  G^eorge  Stone  of  En- 
field, which  is  to  be  kept  apart  from  the  general  collection.  Books 
needed  for  supplementary  and  other  work  in  the  public  schools 
are  purchased  so  far  as  the  funds  will  permit;  and  teachers  and 
pupils  have  special  privileges.  "  The  open-shelf  sj-stem  is  still 
operative. .  While  it  is  in  many  wa3''s  an  advantage,  in  others  it  is 
detrimental,  as  books  are  displaced  and  sometimes  lost  by  careless 
readers.  Those  who  make  good  use  of  the  privilege  are  careful  in 
the  use  of  the  books." 

Bellinoham.  The  new  room  to  which  the  library  was  removed  in 
1905  gives  ample  space  for  the  library  and  a  reading  room;  and 
by  its  proximity  to  the  schools  in  the  building  the  use  of  the  books 
by  the  children  has  been  increased.  The  open-shelf  system  is  in 
use,  and  special  privileges  are  allowed  to  summer  visitors.  During 
the  school  vacation,  a  ''reading  journey"  was  arranged,  the  chil- 
dren reading  for  fifteen  minutes  during  each  library  session  in  such 
books  of  travel  as  they  had,  themselves,  chosen  for  their  joumep. 
A  bulletin  board,  w^ith  criticisms  of  leading  books  and  with  news- 
paper clippings  treating  of  current  events,  is  used.  The  latter 
prompts  reference  reading. 

Belmont.  The  circulation  of  1905  was  a  little  less  than  that  of  1904, 
but  still  showed  a  considerable  increase  over  that  of  1903.  The 
number  of  books  issued  to  teachers  was  about  doubled.  A  com- 
plete list  of  all  educational  books  in  the  library  has  been  printed 
and  distributed  to  the  teachers.  A  large  gain  in  the  use  of  the 
children's  room  is  reported.  A  delivery  station  has  been  estab- 
lished at  Pavson  Park. 

Berkley.  A  new  catalogue  has  been  printed  and  distributed.  A 
growing  interest  in  the  library  is  shown  by  the  pupils  of  the  public 
schools. 

Beverly.  "Space,  light,  air  and  opportunity  to  consult  the  books  in 
the  reading  room  are  sadly  wanting;  in  order  to  correct  this  last 
evil,  to  some  extent,  two  rooms  have  been  hired  in  the  Endicott 
building,  to  which  the  reference  books  and  magazines  have  been 
moved,  giving  a  little  needed  relief  to  the  crowded  shelves.  Many 
students  and  magazine  readers  are  hereby  accommodated,  while 
the  reading  room  in  the  library  is  left  for  teachers,  children  and 
those  consulting  the  newspapers,  by  whom  it  is  overfilled."  The 
libraries  in  the  schools  are  much  used,  and  the  circulation  there- 
from is  highly  satisfactory.    The  home  circulation  of  1905  showed 
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a  slight  loss.  Miss  Ellen  S.  Hooper  has  given  $50,  to  be  used  for 
a  memorial  of  Mrs.  Whitman,  a  lamented  and  public  citizen ;  and 
Miss  Quiner,  the  sculptress,  formerly  of  Marblehead  and  later 
of  Beverly,  has  givte  the  bust  of  her  father,  Abraham  Quiner,  and 
the  portrait  of  herself  by  Frothingham. 

Blackstone.  The  circulation  of  1905  showed  a  slight  increase  over 
that  of  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  issue,  93  per  cent,  was 
fiction. 

Blandford.  Undesirable  books  and  those  for  which  there  appears 
to  be  no  use  have  been  taken  from  the  shelves,  and  the  remainder 
rearranged  in  a  systematic  manner,  so  that  the  library  is  left  in  a 
good  working  condition.  A  card  catalogue  has  been  made  which 
is  proving  to  be  of  much  benefit. 

Bolton.  Miss  Anna  Whitney,  in  addition  to  previous  gifts,  has  pre- 
sented "a  valuable  antique  clock  and  a  cabinet  containing  a  large 
collection  of  china  ware,  including  many  pieces  of  rich  design  and 
of  value  as  antiques^  and  also  other  articles  of  historic  value  and 
interest."  Teachers  are  allowed  as  manv  books  for  school  use 
as  they  need,  and  some  are  retained  during  the  term.  Children 
are  allowed  to  take  books  without  regard  to  age.  All  persons  who 
desire  the  privilege  are  given  access  to  the  shelves.  Pictures  have 
been  loaned  by  the  Woman's  Education  Association. 

Boston.  Six  delivery  stations,  named  as  shop  stations,  have  been  dis- 
continued, and  new  reading  rooms  have  been  established  in  their 
stead.  "The  substitution  of  reading  rooms  gives  to  the  public 
more  space,  more  books  immediately  at  hand,  regular  supplies  of 
periodicals  where  none  were  accessible  before,  and  much  better 
service  generally.  This  implies  a  distinct  gain  in  efficiency;  and, 
as  might  be  expected,  all  the  new  reading  rooms  show  an  increased 
circulation,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  shop  stations  which  were 
discontinued."  A  new  and  attractive  building  at  Codman  Square, 
Dorchester,  has  been  opened  &s  a  reading  room,  and  the  nucleus 
of  a  permanent  collection  of  books  has  been  placed  upK)n  its 
shelves.  In  relation  to  losses  from  open  shelves,  the  librarian 
says:  "Another  problem  to  which  we  are  giving  constant  atten- 
tion, but  have  not  yet  solved,  is  the  prevention  of  losses  from  open 
shelves.  This  was  mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report.  The 
advantages  to  the  public  of  the  of)en  shelves  are  obvious.  The 
disadvantages  set  forth  last  year  need  not  again  be  mentioned. 
The  actual  loss  during  the  last  twelve  months  aggregates  843  from 
open  shelves  at  branches,  and  129  from  closed  shelves,  open,  how- 
ever, to  certain  applicants.  There  is  also  a  considerable  loss  from 
the  larger  reading  rooms  and  from  the  deposit  collection  at  the 
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stations.  I  have  under  consideration,  and  shall  soon  propose, 
certain  restrictions  which  are  likely  to  reduce  these  losses,  \^ithout 
seriously  impairing  the  open-shelf  privilege.  The  ideal  can  never 
be  reached  until  the  abuses  of  the  privileges  are  overcome."  Of 
English  prose  fiction  it  is  said:  *'The  policy,  now  well  established, 
of  confining  our  purchases  of  current  novels  to  those  of  the  highest 
merit,  as  determined  by  a  rather  conservative  standard,  necessarily 
excludes  a  large  number  of  recent  publications,  but  the  experience 
of  several  years  has  shown  that  nearly  all  of  the  works  of  fiction, 
which  for  various  reasons  we  have  found  it  impossible  to  buy,  have 
failed  to  demonstrate  their  ability  to  live  for  a  few  brief  months. 
The  demand  for  some  of  them  was  insistent  for  a  short  time.  Now 
their  names  are  for  the  most  part  forgotten,  and  nobody  cares  to 
read  them.  If  we  had  purchased  a  considerable  number  of  these 
volumes,  the  money,  so  far  as  present  demand  is  concerned,  would 
have  been  wasted,  and  the  books  would  have  taken  places  on  our 
shelves  that  are  needed  for  literature  of  a  more  pennanent  char- 
acter. .  .  .  During  the  year,  774  volumes  of  English  prose  fiction 
were  received  from  the  publishers,  and  were  considered  carefully 
upon  their  merits,  the  reports  of  the  volunteer  committee  as  to 
plots,  interest,  general  characteristics,  etc.,  being  taken  into  ac- 
count, together  with  other  factors  determining  the  merit  of  the 
books  and  their  suitability  for  our  purposes.  Of  these,  161  titles 
were  accepted  and  authorized  for  purchase,  1,230  copies  being 
bought.'*  Besides  the  purchase  of  current  English  fiction,  replace- 
ments were  bought  to  keep  the  collection,  as  catalogued,  complete. 
It  is  shown  that  the  number  of  volumes  of  fiction  purchased  in 
1905-06  amounted  to  32 .  68  per  cent,  of  the  total  purchases,  at  a 
cost  of  18.65  per  cent,  of  the  w^hole  amount  exj^ended.  An  effort 
is  made  to  complete,  so  far  as  is  possible,  the  librar}''s  files  of 
colonial  and  revolutionary  newspapers;  1,084  numbers  w^ere  pur- 
chased in  1905-06,  of  which  684  filled  existing  gaps  in  the  files. 
Franklin  imprints  are  purchased  as  opportunities  occur.  A  new 
scheme  for  cataloguing  laws  and  legislative  documents  has  been 
prepared;  and  a  beginning  has  been  made  in  recataloguing  and 
rearranging  the  collection  of  Massachusetts  laws.  Twenty-seven 
free  public  lectures  were  given  during  the  year;  and  repeated 
exhibitions  of  pictorial  art  were  given,  in  some  cases  concurrently 
with  the  lectures. 
BoxFORD.  Boxford  Public  Library.  Extensive  repairs  have  been 
made  within  the  library  building.  Books  are  sent  out  to  the  public 
schools.  A  legacy  of  $300  has  been  received  under  the  will  of  the 
Rev.  William  S.  Coggin,  who  was  for  many  years  the  pastor  of  the 
First  Congregational  Church  of  Boxford. 
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BoYLSTON.  This  library  is  doing  a  commendable  work  in  collecting 
books,  manuscripts,  plans  and  other  matter  connected  with  its 
local  history.  Portraits  of  prominent  citizens  have  been  placed 
upon  the  walls  of  the  historical  room.  A  card  catalogue  is  being 
prepared.  A  very  general  use  is  "made  of  the  library  and  reading 
room  by  the  people  of  the  town,  and  especially  by  the  younger 
portion  of  the  community.  At  the  closing  hour  of  the  public 
schools,  the  library  and  reading  room  are  very  much  patronized 
by  the  pupils  from  all  sections  of  the  town.  The  pupils  attending 
the  high  schools  in  other  places  have  also  made  much  use  of  the 
library  in  securing  reference  matter  in  connection  with  their 
studies,  and  the  librarians  are  always  ready  to  assist  them  as  much 
as  pK)Ssible  in  securing  proper  material,  and  gi^^ng  such  informa- 
tion as  may  be  of  value  to  them." 

Braintree.  The  will  of  the  late  Nathaniel  H.  Hunt,  recently  treasurer 
of  the  trustees,  contains  a  bequest  for  the  benefit  of  the  library, 
the  amount  of  which  has  not  been  made  public. 

Bridgewater.  The  will  of  the  late  Miss  Cora  Thompson,  a  former 
trustee,  contains  a  bequest  of  $1,000  &s  an  addition  to  the  endow- 
ment fund  of  the  library.  Rev.  William  C.  Winslow  has  given  a 
complete  set  of  the  reports  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of 
America.  The  reference  room  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most 
helpful  parts  of  the  library. 

Brimfield.  This  library  in  its  work  emphasizes  the  value  of  the  study 
of  local  history.  The  librarian  says:  "The  importance  of  inter- 
esting our  young  people  in  local  history  cannot  be  overestimated, 
on  account  of  impressing  them  with  the  value  of  what  they  have 
received  from  the  past.  Our  library,  with  its  treasures  of  material, 
its  associations  with  individuals  who  have  contributed  to  its  life 
and  that  of  the  town,  and  the  historical  connection  of  the  memorial 
building,  should  be  more  and  more  a  power  for  strengthening  the 
consciousness  of  citizenship."  A  traveling  library  of  the  Woman's 
Education  Association,  with  accompanying  photographs,  was  en- 
joyed for  a  year.  All  the  works  on  American  history  have  been 
thoroughly  catalogued  by  author,  title  and  subject,  this  department 
having  been  chosen  first  to  aid  teachers  and  pupils  in  their  school 
work.  This  library  has  been  successful  in  accomplishing  work 
and  obtaining  results  in  divers  directions  by  the  use  of  means  which 
are  within'the  reach  of  most  small  libraries.  The  librarian  writes: 
"  It  may  be  a  help  to  libraries  of  limited  means  to  know  that  we 
have  nearly  completed  cataloguing  about  5,000  volumes  by  gradual 
work  and  by  means  of  gifts  of  money  from  time  to  time.  There 
has  been  no  special  appropriation  by  the  town,  and  the  library  has 
not  been  closed.     The  process  has  been  extended,  by  periods, 
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through  several  years.  Three  different  librarians  at  different 
times  have  worked  with  the  local  librarian.  They  have  been 
secured  during  their  vacation  times,  or  when  they  could  be  spared 
from  their  regular  work.  The  first  year,  our  library  was  classified 
and  shelf-list  cards  written.  Two  years  after,  United  States  history 
and  fiction  were  catalogued.  This  year,  nearly  all  of  the  remaining 
classes  have  been  completed.  If  it  is  determined  to  have  any  en- 
terprise in  behalf  of  the  library  accomplished,  I  believe  it  can  be 
carried  out  in  time."  The  social  side  of  library  work  is  given 
prominence.  Efforts  are  made  to  bring  townspeople  and  visitors 
together,  both  formally  and  informally.  On  occasions  bringing 
strangers  into  the  village,  -such  as  school  reunions,  farmers'  insti- 
tutes or  grange  meetings,  the  library  is  opened  and  made  inviting 
to  all.  "Townspeople,  who,  perhaps,  do  not  often  visit  the  library, 
feel  at  such  times  a  new  sense  of  possession  and  pride  in  their 
library  and  a  united  interest  in  the  institution." 
Brockton.  The  circulation  of  1905  showed  a  gain  in  all  departments, 
and  there  was  an  increased  use  of  the  children's  room  and  library. 
The  librarian  writes:  "For  some  time  past  the  library  has  felt  the 
need  of  larger  quarters.  Early  in  the  year  some  relief  was  afforded 
by  obtaining  two  storerooms,  somewhat  separated  from  the  central 
library  rooms  and  yet  sufficiently  near  to  be  easily  reached.  With 
the  opening  of  the  new  school  year  an  unusual  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  teachers  has  been  shown  in  the  circulation  of  books  to  the 
schools.  The  value  of  the  school  collection  seems  already  to  be 
well  established,  and  interest  in  it  extends  each  year  to  various 
teachers  in  the  citv  schools.  New  books  are  added  to  the  collection 
from  time  to  time;  but,  owing  to  numerous  demands  upon  the 
general  library  appropriation,  the  rate  of  increase  is  necessarily 
slow.  During  the  summer  months  just  passed  the  renumbering 
of  the  books  in  the  school  collection  by  the  decimal  system  was 
undertaken,  and  this  work  is  now  being  completed.  During  the 
school  year  the  librarian  has  given  special  attention  to  the  reference 
room  and  to  the  answering  of  reference  questions.  There  has  been 
an  attempt  to  introduce  scholars  from  the  high  school  and  from 
the  higher  grades  of  the  grammar  schools  to  the  use  of  the  refer- 
ence room  bv  way  of  short  talks  about  the  reference  collection  and 
some  of  the  more  useful  reference  books.  The  library,  as  a  whole, 
is' being  reclassified  by  the  decimal  system,  and  at  the  present  time 
the  reclassified  groups  include  the  books  of  travel,  biography, 
language  and  the  major  portion  of  the  volumes  on  religion.  The 
rapid  growth  of  the  city  has  been  reflected  in  the  increase  of  reg- 
istered borrowers,  and  this,  again,  has  had  its  effect  upon  the 
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juvenile  circulation  and  the  circulation  through  the  two  branches, 
both  of  which  show  marked  gains.  During  the  summer  months 
the  library  issued  vacation  cards  to  those  of  its  borrowers  who  were 
leaving  town  for  extended  vacations." 

Brookline.  In  relation  to  Sunday  opening,  the  librarian  writes:  "  We 
have  kept  the  circulating  department,  as  well  as  the  reading  and 
reference  rooms,  open  on  Sundays  for  nearly  a  year,  and  this  year 
we  have  kept  open  on  Sundays  even  in  July  and  August.  We  made 
the  hours  2  to  6  p.m.  during  those  months,  instead  of  2  to  9  p.m. 
This  increase  of  Sunday  privileges  has  been  so  successful  that  we 
feel  that  we  are  now  open  to  stay.  W^e  made  the  change,  not  only 
to  circulate  books,  but  to  open  the  alcoves  to  the  public,  and 
thereby  encourage  the  reading  of  literature  other  than  periodicals 
and  newspapers."  In  reference  to  the  work  with  the  schools,  the 
assistant  in  charge  writes:  ''In  addition  to  a  personal  card  and  b 
study  card  allowing  5  books  of  non-fiction,  there  is  issued  to  any 
teacher  a  card  for  class-room  use.  On  this  may  be  drawn,  from 
the  school  duplicate  collection  or  from  the  general  library,  books 
on  subjects  studied  or  wholesome  recreative  reading  for  children. 
It  is  optional  with  each  teacher  whether  the  books  be  used  at  school 
or  loaned  to  pupils  to  take  home.  Nominally,  20  books  may  be 
borrowed  at  one  time,  but  where  the  supply  for  other  teachers  per- 
mits, 40  to  50  volumes  are  not  infrequently  taken.  Books  may  be 
kept  four  weeks,  and  then,  with  some  exceptions,  renewed.  Ex- 
press charges  are  paid  by  the  library  when  not  fewer  than  20  books 
are  sent  at  one  time;  smaller  numbers  are  carried  to  and  fro  by 
pupils  or  by  teachers  themselves.  The  school  reference  room  at 
the  library  is  connected  with  the  schools  by  telephone;  and  the 
selection  of  books  sent  is  often  made  by  the  library,  at  the  teachers* 
request.  A  considerable  number  of  elementary  readers  are  kept 
in  stock,  and  books  for  children  who  have  but  lately  learned  to  read 
are  extensively  used.  Kindergartens  are  supplied  with  picture 
books.  The  school  reference  room  is  open  from  2  to  6  p.m.  on 
every  week  day  and  also  on  Saturday  mornings.  This  is  a  reference 
room  for  grammar  school  pupils,  and  contains,  in  addition  to  suit- 
able reference  books,  the  school  duplicate  collection.  School  du- 
plicates are  issued  only  to  teachers,  not  directly  to  pupils  from  the 
room,  but  additional  copies  of  most  books  are  to  be  found  in  the 
circulating  department  of  the  general  library  or  in  the  children's 
room." 

CAMfiRiDGE.  The  most  important  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  open- 
ing of  a  new  branch  library  in  North  Cambridge,  on  November  5. 
It  occupies  one  large  room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  remodeled 
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police  station  No.  4,  having  a  location  similar  to  that  of  the  East 
Cambridge  branch  library  in  the  building  of  police  station  No.  3. 
Owing  to  the  smallness  of  the  appropriation  only  a  meagre  showing 
of  books  could  be  made  at  the  start,  and  only  the  bare  necessities 
of  equipment  could  be  provided.  This  equipment,  however,  is 
modem  in  detail  and  satisfactory  in  most  respects,  with  electric 
lighting  for  the  five  long  tables  and  the  ceiling,  and  combination 
electric  and  gas  lighting  for  the  walls  of  the  room.  TTie  new  assist- 
ant in  charge  is  Miss  Ellen  M.  Hayes,  whose  previous  experience 
of  five  years  at  the  delivery  desk  of  the  main  library  will  be  of  great 
service  to  her  in  the  development  of  the  branch.  The  popularity 
of  the  branch  has  exceeded  all  expectations.  The  long  room  has 
been  crowded,  afternoon  and  evening,  to  such  an  extent  that  two 
and  sometimes  three  assistants  have  been  called  for.  A  circulation 
of  3,740  books  within  three  weeks  from  the  time  of  opening,  in 
spite  of  the  meagre  supply,  proves  that  the  new  branch  is  trying 
to  fill  a  long-felt  need.  The  main  library  afforded  temporary 
relief  by  giving  a  considerable  number  of  duplicates,  and  by  loan- 
ing special  lots  of  its  own  books,  new  and  old,  to  the  number  of 
more  than  600,  two-thirds  of  the  books  being  juvenile.  Permanent 
relief  can  come  only  through  a  large  increase  in  the  appropriation 
for  the  coming  year.  A  new  registration  of  card  holders  was  begun 
in  May,  after  an  interval  of  about  five  years.  This  was  preparatoiy 
to  the  introduction  of  the  Newark  charging  system  in  August,  in 
place  of  the  old  slip  system,  a  change  welcomed  especially  by  the 
public.  Seven  appointments  on  the  staff  were  made  during  the 
year,  including  a  second  assistant  cataloguer  and  an  assistant 
janitor.  With  an  increase  in  the  cataloguing  force  more  continu- 
ous work  on  the  reclassification  of  the  old  books  in  the  basement 
of  the  stack  was  possible,  books  in  French  receiving  chief  attention. 
In  connection  with  the  commemoration  by  the  Cambridge  Histori- 
cal Society  of  the  two  hundred  and  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
settlement  of  the  city,  Dec.  21,  1905,  was  issued  a  special  supple- 
ment to  the  monthly  bulletin  on  "Books,  Pamphlets,  etc.,  relating 
to  Cambridge."  Among  other  special  lists,  those  of  "Fifty  books 
for  older  boys"  and  "Fifty  books  for  older  girls"  were  designed 
to  bridge  over  the  gap  between  the  juvenile  and  the  adult  age,  the 
books  on  the  lists  being  placed  on  special  shelves  of  the  delivery 
room.  In  addition  to  the  regular  school  delivery,  the  work  with 
the  schools  took,  in  midwinter,  a  new  turn.  The  pupils  of  tlie 
ninth  grade  of  all  the  grammar  schools  and  of  the  two  parochial 
schools  came,  one  afternoon  each  grade,  to  the  library  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  work  of  the  library,  and  especially  in  the  use  of  the  card 
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catalogue  and  of  reference  books.  After  the  talk,  the  pupils  were 
shown,  in  relays,  about  the  whole  building.  The  traveling  libraries 
have  been  increased  to  15,  the  last  3  being  smaller  than  the  regular 
ones  deposited  at  the  local  stations.  During  the  summer,  the  count 
for  the  traveling  libraries  passed,  for  the  first  time,  that  of  the  local 
delivery  from  the  main  library  by  a  large  margin.  Two  social 
settlements  and  two  fire  stations  have  become  deposit  stations,  and 
two  men's  dubs  have  received  the  newer  traveling  libraries.  The 
library  is  reaching  out  in  a  new  way  by  its  arrangement  to  have  the 
council  meetings  of  the  Cambridge  Historical  Society,  and  also 
some  of  the  meetings  of  the  D.  A.  R.,  held  in  the  trustees*  room ; 
and  the  Cambridge  room  is  being  made  the  depository  of  their 
books  and  other  material.  The  total  increase  in  circulation  for 
the  year  ending  November,  1906,  is  nearly  13,000  over  that  of  the 
previous  year,  the  figures  being,  respectively,  228,779  and  241,462. 

Canton.  The  sum  of  $1,500  towards  the  expenses  of  administration 
and  maintenance  of  the  library  in  1906  was  contributed  by  Augus- 
tus Hemenway.  The  exhibitions  of  the  collections  of  the  Library 
Art  Club  are  much  studied,  and  will  be  continued.  Additions  are 
being  made  to  the  collection  of  Massachusetts  town  histories ;  and 
gifts  of  ancient  maps,  chiefly  of  local  interest,  have  been  received. 
The  history  of  Canton  is  receiving  attention;  and  the  Canton 
Historical  Society  has  offered  prizes  for  a  public  competition  to 
encourage  "a  knowledge  of  the  town's  history,  and  that  good 
citizenship  which  grows  naturally  from  such  knowledge."  This 
is  confined  to  pupils  of  the  junior  and  senior  grades  of  the  public 
schools. 

Carver.  The  present  quarters  are  not  equal  to  the  requirements  of 
the  library,  and  more  shelf  room  is  needed.  A  branch  was  estab- 
lished at  Bates  Pond  in  1905;  but  that  and  the  branch  at  North 
Carver  have  been  suspended  in  consequence  of  the  removal  of  their 
former  custodians.  They  will  be  reopened  when  proper  arrange- 
ments can  be  made.  The  pupils  of  the  schools,  the  aged  and  the 
sick  are  favored  by  allowing  them  as  many  books  as  they  can  use, 
to  be  retained  as  long  as  they  are  needed,  without  fines. 

Charlemont.  The  circulation  of  1905  showed  a  liberal  increase.  The 
librarian  pays  a  tribute  to  the  children  of  the  village  schools. 
"Their  constant  presence  at  the  library  has  been  an  inspiration 
and  real  help.  They  have  been  granted  equal  rights  with  their 
elders,  and  have  proved  themselves  worthy  of  the  trust.  They  have 
given  zealous  and  valuable  help.  One  little  school  girl  issued 
books,  received  them  when  returned,  and  kept  the  records  and 
shelves  in  perfect  order  for  weeks,  while  the  librarian,  unable  to 
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fulfill  her  duties,  rested  in  perfect  assurance  that,  nevertheless, 
they  would  be  faithfully  dbcharged." 

Charlton.  The  library  was  removed  to  its  new  room  in  the  Dexter 
Memorial  Hall  in  March,  1905;  and  the  circulation  of  that  year 
showed  an  increase  of  over  40  per  cent.  With  an  apparent  steady 
increase  of  interest  in  the  library,  there  seems  to  be  a  marked 
interest  in  profitable  reading,  which  encourages  the  trustees  to 
spare  no  pains  to  keep  the  institution  up  to  as  high  a  mark  of 
usefulness  as  the  appropriation  of  funds  will  allow.  A  portrait 
of  William  H.  Dexter,  the  donor  of  the  Dexter  Memorial  Hall, 
has  been  placed  in  the  library.  Gifts  of  books  and  pictures  have 
been  received  from  friends;  and  a  collection  of  pictures  from  the 
Woman's  Education  Association  has  been  exhibited. 

Chelmsford.  Adams  Libraiy.  Charles  H.  Greenleaf,  "after  about 
ten  years  of  service,  in  which  he  gave  the  library  much  unrequited 
care,"  resigned  the  position  of  librarian  in  June,  1905,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Edwin  R.  Clark. 

Chelsea.  To  test  the  popularity  of  the  open  shelves,  a  separate  record 
was  kept,  and  the  result  showed  that  over  two-thirds  of  the  books 
loaned  from  the  fiction  class  were  taken  from  those  shelves.  TTie 
open-shelf  service  is  limited,  only  about  4  per  cent,  of  the  books  be- 
ing thus  exposed.  A  card  catalogue  and  an  open  shelf  of  new  and 
other  interesting  books  have  been  placed  in  the  children's  room. 

Cheshire.  Summer  boarders  are  given  the  free  use  of  the  library. 
The  Woman's  Education  Association  has  loaned  a  traveling 
library. 

Chester.  The  circulation  of  1905  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year. 
The  available  shelf  room  is  all  taken  up,  and  a  new  book  stack 
will  be  a  necessity  of  the  near  future. 

Chilmark.  The  librarian  says:  "  The  past  year  (1905)  has  been  an 
unusually  prosperous  one;  and  our  modest  little  library  is  increas- 
ing in  usefulness  year  by  year."  Mrs.  M.  L.  Kobbe  donated  about 
400  popular  books,  which  are  being  extensively  read;  and  several 
summer  friends  have  made  helpful  donations. 

Clinton.  The  home  circulation  of  1905  showed  a  loss  of  11  per  cent. 
"There  is  an  ever-increasing  demand  for  works  of  fiction,  and 
while  the  directors  would  be  glad  to  note  a  greater  call  for  books  of 
a  different  character,  they  have  placed  upon  the  shelves  this  year 
a  larger  number  of  novels  than  ever  before,  appreciating  the  fact 
that  in  every  community  of  busy  people  there  must  be  many  who 
read  chiefly  for  recreation  and  amusement."  Collections  of  photo- 
graphs and  other  pictures  have  been  exhibited  from  time  to  time, 
and  have  been  viewed  with  interest  and  appreciation. 
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COHASSET.  The  directors  of  the  Paul  Pratt  Memorial  Library  report 
a  gift  of  $3,000  from  Charles  A.  Welch,  which  has  been  used  to 
strengthen  the  weak  places  and  fill  up  the  empty  spaces  among 
the  books.  The  temporary  agreement  between  the  trustees  of 
the  Cohasset  Free  Public  Library,  acting  for  the  town,  and  the 
directors  of  the  Paul  Pratt  Memorial  Library,  which  expired  in 
March,  has  been  renewed  for  a  further  term  of  three  years.  By 
this  agreement  the  latter  Ubrary  is  the  custodian  of  the  books  of 
the  town  library,  the  town  retaining  the  ownership  of  such  books 
and  of  all  which  may  be  purchased  by  town  appropriations,  and 
the  income  of  town  funds.  By  rules  which  have  been  adopted 
relating  to  the  public  schools,  it  appears  that  the  directors  are 
aiming  at  co-operation  with  the  schools  on  broad  and  liberal  lines. 
"  The  librarian  is  expected  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers  of  the 
public  schools  and  assist  them  in  their  work  in  every  possible  way." 
There  is  no  restriction  as  to  the  number  of  books  which  may  be 
taken  by  teachers,  and,  practically,  no  limit  of  time.  Designated 
books  for  supplementary  reading  in  school  work  shall  be  placed 
upon  a  table  or  shelves  for  use  by  the  pupils  in  the  library,  and 
such  books  "shall  be  withdrawn  from  general  circulation  so  long 
as  they  are  needed  for  this  purpose."  Vacation  privileges  were 
granted  during  the  summer,  by  which  allowance  was  made  for 
three  books  of  fiction  and  two  of  non-fiction  "which  are  not  in 
great  demand,"  to  be  retained  not  over  six  weeks.  Two  persons 
interested  in  library  work  have  given  together  the  sum  of  $200. 
An  increased  use  of  the  library  by  summer  residents  has  been 
noticed  during  the  past  summer. 

CoLRAiN.  Many  more  families  are  using  the  library  than  ever  before, 
and  those  who  have  always  taken  books  are  reading  more.  The 
books  are  kept  in  a  private  house;  but  the  time  will  soon  come 
when  a  suitable  library  building  must  be  provided,  if  the  library 
is  to  continue  to  do  good  work  and  be  of  use  to  the  people.  The 
branches  at  East  Colrain  and  Elm  Grove  have  been  suspended, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  soon  be  reopened. 

Concord.  The  schools  make  extensive  use  of  the  library;  and  the 
teachers  may  have  an  unlimited  number  of  books  for  school  work. 
At  the  West  Concord  school,  which  is  the  only  school  at  a  distance, 
a  weekly  delivery  is  made,  which  is  used  by  the  people  of  the  neigh- 
borhood. At  ten  years  of  age  children  may  have  one  book,  and 
after  entering  the  high  school  may  have  two,  provided  that  but 
one  is  fiction.  Two  cards  are  allowed  to  adults;  and  a  special 
card  is  given  to  those  who  require  books  for  study,  which  allows 
three,  four  or  six  extra  books. 
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Dana.  Dana  Centre  Public  library.  "  The  work  of  this  libraiy  has 
been  very  active  during  the  year;  both  old  and  young  have  shown 
much  interest  in  reading  matter,  and  their  many  different  tastes 
are  well  supplied  with  books  from  the  best  authors  and  latest 
publications."  The  Petersham  Memorial  Library  made  a  gift 
from  its  duplicate  volumes. 

Danyers.  a  small  musical  collection  of  standard  composers  has  been 
added  to  the  library.  Material  for  study  dubs  and  for  all  the 
special  days  observed  by  the  schools  has  been  furnished,  type- 
written lists  being  prepared  in  advance.  Titles  of  all  new  books 
have  been  printed  monthly  in  the  "Salem  News."  During  the 
present  year,  plans  have  been  adopted  for  enlarging  the  woA  with 
the  schools,  and  the  town  has  made  a  special  appropriation  of 
$450  for  that  purpose.  Besides  sending  books  to  each  school 
building  for  supplementary  work,  the  distant  schools  are  made 
'  delivery  stations  for  the  neighborhood.  By  this  means  many  are 
reached  who  are  far  from  the  r^ular  stations. 

Dartmouth.  Southworth  Library.  During  the  present  year  the  town 
appropriation  has  been  increased;  the  library  is  open  more  hours 
in  the  week  and  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  having  largely  in- 
creased its  circulation. 

Dedham.  An  annotated  list  of  books  for  the  use  of  the  children  of  the 
public  schools  has  been  issued.  The  use  of  the  Oakdale  brandi 
is  rapidly  increasing  and  demands  a  larger  appropriation.  At 
East  Dedham  is  a  reading  room,  formerly  reported  as  a  branch 
library,  under  the  care  of  a  school  janitor,  where  books  are  kept 
for  reference  and  not  for  circulation. 

Deerfield.  South  Deerfield  Town  Library.  The  library  has  been 
moved  into  larger  and  more  convenient  rooms,  uniting  with  the 
reading  room.    The  4  branch  libraries  are  in  school  districts. 

Dickinson  Library.  This  library  sends  parcels  of  books  from 
time  to  time  to  two  outlying  districts.  West  Deerfield  and  Still- 
water, where  they  are  distributed  among  the  farmers'  families. 

DiGHTON.  A  delivery  station  has  been  established  at  Broad  Cove, 
which  has  been  most  successful.  The  present  libraiy  room  is 
inadequate,  and  a  larger  and  better  room  is  needed  to  provide  for 
the  increase  in  books  and  patronage. 

Douglas.  Miss  Alice  E.  Luther,  who  had  been  a  faithful  librarian 
for  many  years,  died  Dec.  5,  1905;  and  Miss  Vera  H.  Warner 
was  chosen  as  her  successor. 

Dover.  Dover  Town  Library.  An  increased  circulation  in  1905  was 
''largely  due  to  the  use  which  the  public  school  teachers  made  of 
the  books.    They  took  a  large  number  of  volumes  from  the  library 
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to  the  schools,  to  be  used  by  the  pupils,  changing  them  from  time 
to  time." 

Barden  Library.  A  system  of  family  libraries  is  about  to  be  put 
into  operation.  Small  oak  cases  containing  a  collection  of  books, 
varied  in  character  to  meet  the  possible  needs  of  the  different 
members  of  a  family,  will  be  sent  out,  with  suggestions  as  to  their 
care  and  use. 

Dracut.  There  is  a  growing  demand  upon  the  library  by  the  teachers 
and  scholars  of  the  public  schools  for  books  to  be  used  in  connec* 
tion  with  their  studies.    A  bequest  of  $50  has  been  received. 

Dunstable.  By  the  will  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Roby  the  town  will  receive  a 
legacy  of  $10,000  for  the  building  of  a  library  and  town  house. 
The  library  co-operates  with  the  schools  by  purchasing  books 
which  are  helpful  to  teachers  and  pupils,  and  by  giving  teachers 
access  to  the  shelves  at  any  time. 

East  Bridgewater.  A  noticeable  feature  is  the  increasing  number 
of  school  children  who  are  constant  users  of  the  library.  The 
Browne  charging  system  has  been  adopted.  In  April  the  library 
received  a  bond  for  $2,000  from  the  residuary  legatees  under  the 
will  of  Nancy  E.  Rust,  establishing  the  Rust  Fund. 

Eastham.  Delivery  stations,  with  fortnightly  service,  have  been  estab- 
lished in  the  north  and  south  sections  of  the  town.  Crayon  por- 
traits of  the  late  Robert  C.  Billings  of  Boston  and  the  late  Matthew 
Luce  of  Boston,  one  of  the  executors  of  the  Billings  estate,  have 
been  hung  in  the  library. 

East  Longmeadow.  The  library  has  been  recatalogued,  and  the 
charging  system  has  been  changed  from  the  ledger  method  to 
cards.  A  building,  or  a  room  which  the  library  could  have  to 
itself,  is  needed. 

Enfield.  An  offer  by  Mrs.  Cyrus  F.  Woods  to  erect  a  library  building 
as  a  memorial  of  her  husband  has  been  accepted  by  the  association. 
Because  of  this,  and  in  order  that  the  association  may  hold  prop- 
erty and  exercise  the  full  rights  and  duties  of  a  corporation,  it  has 
become  incorporated  under  the  general  law  as  the  Enfield  Library 
Association. 

Everett.  Frederick  E.  Parlin  Memorial  Library.  A  steady  loss  in 
the  home  circulation  since  1898  is  reported  without  comment;  but 
investigation  shows  that,  while  a  decrease  is  shown  at  this  library, 
the  total  circulation  in  the  city  has  increased  nearly  25  per  cent, 
during  that  period.  The  opening  of  the  Shute  Memorial  Library 
in  1899  attracted  most  of  the  readers  of  the  populous  eastern 
section  of  the  city,  and  a  circulation  was  begun  there  which  has 
increased  each  year.    More  room  for  the  children  is  needed  to 
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accommodate  the  large  attendance  of  readers.  The  library 
grounds  have  been  largely  improved,  at  the  expense  of  Albert  N. 
Parlin  of  Boston,  the  donor  of  the  building.  James  Skinner,  to 
whom  "  in  a  special  sense  belongs  the  credit  of  founding  the  Everett 
Public  Library,"  and  Henr}'  A.  Tenney,  both  trustees  and  former 
chairmen  of  the  board,  died  in  1905. 

Shute  Memorial  Library.  This  library  finds  itself  with  increas- 
ing circulation,  and  inconvenient  and  cramped  space  for  the  chil- 
dren; and  the  trustees  renew  their  former  vnse  reconunendation 
for  the  taking  of  adjacent  land  for  a  future  extension.  The 
librarian  commends  the  open  shelf,  but  mentions  the  disarrange- 
ment of  books,  which  causes  more  labor  on  the  part  of  the  assist- 
ants. The  work  with  the  schools  progresses,  and  the  teachers  are 
working  better  with  the  library. 

Fairhaven.  Reference  work  has  increased  in  a  great  degree  and 
seems  to  show  a  better  understanding  in  the  community  at  laige 
of  how  to  use  books,  and  a  wider,  more  healthy  interest  in  affairs 
present  and  past,  and  especially  in  art.  Selected  Ibts  of  books 
and  periodicals  have  been  prepared  to  accompany  the  study  pro- 
grammes of  local  reading  clubs  and  general  courses  in  the  schools. 
The  collection  of  fiction  has  been  carefully  revised,  attention  being 
given  to  merit,  condition  and  degree  of  use.  The  literature  section 
of  the  A.  L.  A.  catalogue,  covering  about  2,000  volumes,  has  been 
distributed  and  used  as  a  finding  list.  Special  exhibits  in  varied 
lines,  including  those  of  the  collections  of  the  Library  Art  Club, 
have  been  given.  The  report  of  the  librarian  contains  some  timdy 
remarks  upon  the  uses  of  the  children's  room,  and  the  prevalent 
abuses  which  are  common  in  all  libraries,  especially  of  the  dangers 
of  over-reading,  and  the  sometimes  evil  advantage  which  is  taken 
of  the  evening  use. 

Fall  River.  The  work  of  preparing  a  card  catalogue  preparatoiy  to 
issuing  a  printed  catalogue  is  nearly  completed.  A  large  addition 
has  been  made  to  the  shelving  in  the  stack  room  and  more  is 
needed.  The  demands  on  the  reference  library  constantly  in- 
crease, and  the  facilities  of  the  reading  room  are  taxed  to  the 
utmost.  These  rooms  are  open  to  the  public  on  Sundays  from 
October  to  May,  both  inclusive,  and  this  pri%nlege  appears  to  be 
greatly  appreciated.  The  children's  room  has  become  one  of  the 
most  important  departments  of  the  library.  It  contains  over  7,500 
volumes,  to  which  card  holders  have  direct  access. 

Falmouth.  Falmouth  Free  Public  library.  Delivery  stati;>ns  have 
been  est«ablished  by  this  library  at  Waquoit  and  East  Falmouth. 

FiTcriBURG.  The  circulation  of  1005  showed  a  loss  below  the  records 
of  the  previous  two  years.     A  reduced  appropriation  caused  a 
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reduction  in  expenditures,  especially  in  the  purchase  of  new  books. 
Books  in  German,  French  and  Swedish  have  been  furnished,  and 
now  the  needs  of  the  Finns,  the  Italians  and  the  Hebrews  are 
under  consideration.  A  finding  list  of  the  Jenk's  collection  of 
music  was  published  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  year.  Under 
the  auspices  of  the  Woman's  Club,  an  exhibition  of  paintings  by 
Boston  artists  was  held  in  May.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present 
school  year,  a  circular  letter  was  sent  to  the  public  school  teachers 
of  the  city,  inviting  full  use  of  the  library.  By  the  rules,  teachers 
may  have  cards  on  which  6  books  may  be  taken  at  one  time.  A 
teacher,  ''upon  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools,  may  take  from  the  library  25  books  at  one  time,  especially 
for  the  use  of  the  pupils.  Books  taken  on  these  special  cards  may 
be  kept  four  weeks,  and  shall  be  upon  subjects  connected  with  the 
studies  of  the  schools.'' 

FoxBOROUGH.  The  will  of  Mrs.  S.  Almira  Alden  contains  a  bequest 
of  $500  for  the  purchase  of  books,  which  becomes  operative  upon 
the  death  of  her  son.  Teachers  and  scholars  are  assbted  in  their 
work  by  the  use  of  all  the  resources  of  the  library. 

Frankun.  The  number  of  persons  taking  books  for  home  use  in- 
creased about  33  per  cent,  in  1905,  and  the  circulation  showed  an 
excess  of  about  65  per  cent.,  for  which  "much  is  due  to  the  free 
access  to  the  books,  and  the  comfort  and  attractions  of  the  Rav 
Memorial  Building."  The  children's  room  was  opened  for  use 
in  January,  1906.  Mrs.  Peirce  and  Mrs.  Thayer,  the  donors  of 
the  building,  have  completely  furnished  this  room,  and  placed 
1,500  volumes  upon  its  open  shelves.  The  books  were  purchased 
with  money  which  the  late  Joseph  G.  Ray  deposited  in  1848,  when 
sixteen  years  of  age,  in  a  savings  bank.  The  original  deposit  of 
$75  had  increased  to  $1,087.08  when  used. 

Gardner.  "  The  school  libraries  are  proving  themselves  a  most  im- 
portant factor  in  developing  a  taste  for  reading  among  the  pupils. 
In  many  cases  the  children  are  too  young  to  go  far  for  their 
books,  and  with  these  at  hand  they  may  learn  to  find  some  re- 
source for  an  idle  hour  or  a  dull  evening  other  than  the  streets 
and  doubtful  companionship.  With  the  kind  co-operation  of 
some  of  the  teachers,  an  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  in  touch 
with  each  child  and  know  what  he  is  reading,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  an  increasingly  wide  range  in  their  selection.  In  some 
schools  there  is  less  of  fiction  read  than  of  other  classes.  Books 
of  travel  seem  to  be  the  favorites,  and  biography  and  nature  books 
are  much  in  demand."  Later,  the  librarian  writes:  "The  number 
of  school  libraries  has  been  increased,  and  the  children,  as  hereto- 
fore, keep  a  record  of  the  books  they  read,  which  is  examined  by 
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the  librarian,  those  of  marked  excellence  being  exhibited  in  the 
central  library.  The  average  of  reading  in  such  schools  is  far 
higher  in  character  than  that  of  those  children  who  borrow  from 
the  central  library  without  special  supervision.  In  each  school 
a  deputy  librarian  and  two  assistants  are  appointed  among  the 
pupils,  who  relieve  the  teachers  of  much  of  the  responsibility,  and 
by  their  enthusiasm  add  much  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  work. 
Personal  visits  are  made  to  the  schools  by  the  librarian."  The 
home  circulation  in  1905  slightly  exceeded  the  high  limit  of  the 
previous  year.  There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  circulation  of 
the  books  of  the  Bodley  Library. 

Gloucester.  Village  Hall  Library,  Annisquam.  An  increase  in  its 
number  of  books  has  caused  a  removal  to  a  larger  room.  Although 
this  b  a  subscription  library,  all  school  children  are  now  admitted 
free  to  its  privileges.  Books  of  reference  on  subjects  connected 
with  nature  studies  have  been  provided,  and  a  competitive  interest 
has  been  excited  among  the  children  and  residents  of  the  village. 
Prizes  are  to  be  awarded  next  summer  for  the  best  collections  of 
natural  objects. 

Grafton.  An  increase  in  the  library  hours  has  been  of  much  con- 
venience, and  has  led  to  the  spending  of  more  time  in  the  libraiy, 
to  an  increasing  acquaintance  with  the  books  and  a  better  knowl- 
edge of  what  is  in  the  library,  and  especially  to  a  much  more 
constant  use  of  the  reference  and  reading  rooms.  A  plan  has  been 
inaugurated  for  a  larger  use  of  the  library  by  the  pupils  of  the  high 
school.  The  card  catalogue  has  been  brought  up  to  date.  It  is 
reported  that  the  will  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Nelson  of  Grafton 
provides  that  the  town  of  Grafton  shall  receive  upon  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Nelson  $75,000  in  cash  and  his  home  estate  for  the  purposes 
of  a  public  library  and  a  park. 

Granby.  a  legacy  of  $500  has  been  received  from  the  estate  of  Mrs. 
Mary  A.  Kellogg. 

Granville.  The  branch  at  Granville  Centre  has  been  continued  and 
that  at  West  Granville  has  been  re-established.  Small  collections 
of  books  have  been  placed  in  the  schoolhouses  of  foiur  remote 
districts  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants,  as  well  as  for  the  pupils 
of  the  schools.  The  teachers  co-operate  in  the  care  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  books.  The  library  was  closed  for  six  weeks  in  the  fall 
of  1906  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  card  catalogue. 

Great  Barrinqton.  The  trustees  have  received  a  cash  gift  of  $100, 
for  the  purchase  of  books,  from  Mrs.  G.  D.  Farrar;  and  about 
500  volumes  have  been  recently  added  to  the  library  by  purchase 
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and  gift.    Many  books  have  been  bought  with  direct  reference  to 
school  use. 

Housatonic.  The  heirs  of  the  late  Theodore  G.  Ramsdell,  in 
canying  out  his  wishes,  are  building  a  memorial  library  building 
at  Housatonic.  The  building,  which  will  cost  about  $25,000,  is 
of  gray  brick  and  marble,  with  the  interior  finish  of  marble  and 
oak.  It  will  have  a  shelving  capacity  of  30,000  volumes.  It  is 
expected  that  it  will  be  completed  about  the  first  of  March;  and 
it  will  be  presented  to  the  town  of  Great  Barrington  for  the  free 
use  of  its  citizens. 

Greenfield.  Greenfield  Public  Library.  A  new  library  building  is 
needed^  as  the  collection  of  books  "  is  too  valuable  to  be  so  care- 
lessly housed.  More  space  will  soon  be  an  absolute  necessity." 
The  "duplicate  collection"  is  a  popular  feature  of  the  distributing 
methods  of  the  library.  Some  of  the  most  satisfactory  work  has 
been  the  use  of  reference  books  by  the  children.  The  library  has 
received  under  the  will  of  the  late  Anne  W.  Cushman  a  collection 
of  about  100  volumes.  Among  these  are  books  of  genealogical 
value  and  some  interesting  first  editions.  Two  new  deposit 
stations  have  been  established,  there  now  being  6  in  use.  Five 
of  these  stations  are  in  the  district  schools  and  the  high  school, 
and  are  cared  for  by  the  teachers.  The  other  is  a  neighborhood 
library,  doing  good  work,  on  the  Bemardston  road,  and  is  in  the 
care  of  Mrs.  J.  C.  King. 

Greenfield  Library  Association.  This  library  has  received  a 
legacy  of  $1,000  by  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  William  B.  Washburn, 
'widow  of  one  of  the  founders  of  the  library.  There  has  been  a 
large  increase  in  the  circulation  during  the  past  few  years.  The 
departments  of  fiction  and  biography  have  been  rearranged.  By 
the  recent  death  of  Mrs.  George  H.  Hovey,  a  bequest  of  $6,000 
in  the  will  of  her  sbter,  Mrs.  Maria  L.  Hosmer  of  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  becomes  available  for  the  benefit  of  this  association. 

Groton.  The  library  is  being  recatalogued  by  the  Dewey  classifica- 
tion, with  the  Cutter-Sanbom  tables.  "  In  the  circulation  of  books 
there  has  been  no  great  change  from  previous  years;  but  an  in- 
creased use  of  reference  books  and  books  on  special  subjects  within 
the  library  building  has  been  noted  with  satisfaction.  The  reading 
room  has  been  well  patronized,  and  has  undoubtedly  been  the 
means  of  disseminating  much  valuable  information  in  regard  to 
current  events."  A  classified  catalogue  is  desired.  Twelve  ex- 
hibitions of  the  collections  of  the  Library  Art  Club  were  given  in 
1905. 
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Groveland.  Borrowers  are  admitted  to  the  shelves  on  application 
to  the  librarian.  "This  privilege  has  been  accepted  bj  many  at 
each  opening  of  the  library,  and  has  facilitated  the  work,  ss  well 
as  having  been  greatly  appreciated."  The  subject  of  a  reading 
room  has  been  considered,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  such  a  room  may  be  established. 

Hampden.  Mrs.  Joanna  Burleigh  Holt  of  Stafford,  a  former  resident 
of  Hampden,  has  left  by  will  the  sum  of  $500,  the  income  of  which 
is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books.  There  are  no  deliveiy 
stations;  but  the  teachers  in  the  outlying  districts  take  a  number 
of  books  for  supplementary  reading,  and  these  are  used  in  some 
cases  by  the  families. 

Hanson.  The  usefulness  of  the  library  has  been  lai^y  extended  by 
the  branch  libraries,  which  are  furnishing  books  to  citizens  who 
were  not  formerly  readers.  Miss  Drew  of  the  North  branch  has 
succeeded,  after  several  years,  in  collecting  a  complete  set  of  town 
reports,  an  example  which  should  be  followed  by  eveiy  librarian 
in  the  State.  Dr.  L.  Vernon  Briggs  of  Boston  has  added  to  former 
gifts  to  the  Hanson  Library  Association,  forming  a  memorial  of 
his  sister,  which  is  named  the  "  Donation  in  Memory  of  Harriette 
S.  Briggs."  A  list  of  books  desirable  for  school  use  has  been  pre- 
pared at  the  South  branch,  and  pupils  are  ui^d  to  make  their 
selections  from  it. 

Hardwick.  Paige  Memorial  Library.  The  Hardwick  Free  Town 
Library  and  the  Lucius  R.  Paige  Library  have  been  consolidated 
under  this  name.  The  library  building,  built  from  funds  left  by 
the  late  Lucius  R.  Paige,  D.D.,  has  been  completed,  and  was 
dedicated  with  appropriate  exercises,  Jime  27,  1906.  The  library 
has  now  about  600  volumes,  in  place  of  about  5,000  volumes  which 
were  lost  in  the  fire  of  February,  1905.  Miss  Hannah  R.  Spooner, 
who  had  been  librarian  of  the  Ladies'  Free  Library  Association 
and  the  succeeding  libraries  for  over  twenty-five  years,  resigned 
July  1,  1906,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  Nettie  C.  Bridges. 
Gilbertville  Public  Library.  The  circulation  has  increased, 
particularly  among  the  school  children. 

Haverhill.  There  was  a  gain  of  about  11  per  cent,  in  the  circulation 
of  1905.  The  delivery  room  has  been  changed  into  an  open-shelf 
room  and  furnished  with  about  1,200  volumes  of  new  books. 
"  Under  present  conditions,  it  is  considered  that  this  arrangement 
is  as  satisfactory  for  the  casual  reader  as  can  be  desired.  Students 
are  admitted  freely  to  the  stack,  but  with  the  present  unclassified 
condition  of  the  old  part  of  the  library,  and  the  construction  of  the 
stack,  the  general  public  would  derive  no  advantage  from  a  com- 
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plete  open-shelf  arrangement,  and  the  library  would  suffer  a 
distinct  loss  from  the  disarrangement  of  the  books,  which  are 
located  only  by  number  and  not  by  subject."  The  children  have 
access  to  all  their  books,  by  which  the  wear  and  tear  are  increased, 
and  the  confusion  on  the  shelves  adds  to  the  difficulty  of  finding 
special  books.  In  the  purchase  of  books,  those  of  short-lived 
popularity  have  been  bought  sparingly,  and  subscription  books 
not  at  all.  Large  additions  of  first  editions  of  Whittier  and  books 
about  him  have  increased  the  Whittier  collection,  which  is  already 
large,  and  aims  to  become  the  best  in  existence.  Particular  atten- 
tion has  been  paid  to  the  collection  of  local  history,  especially  that 
of  northeastern  Massachusetts.  Everything  relating  to  Haverhill 
or  of  Haverhill  origin,  including  books,  magazine  articles,  news- 
paper clippings,  pictures,  programmes,  etc.,  has  been  eagerly 
sought.  The  school  work  has  been  carried  on  with  continued 
success.  The  traveling  libraries  which  are  sent  to  the  schools  in 
the  country  districts  are  intended  to  be  used  by  the  neighborhood 
as  well  as  by  the  school  children.  Books  have  been  sent  regularly 
to  parochial  schools,  and  admirably  selected  lists  have  come  from 
those  schools.  A  Hebrew  club,  whose  object  is  educational,  has 
been  furnished  with  books,  and  good  work  has  been  done  there 
by  the  enthusiastic  men  in  charge.  Standard  Russian  literature, 
in  the  Russian  language,  has  been  bought  for  this  branch  and  has 
been  largely  used.  The  Washington  Street  branch  has  been 
removed  to  more  commodious  quarters  on  Washington  Square, 
the  most  central  location  in  the  city.  This  branch  is  planned  to 
be  a  complete  library,  with  the  best  books  for  circulation  and 
reference,  and  a  good  collection  of  newspapers  and  periodicals. 
"It  was  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  average  men  and 
women,  chiefly  those  of  the  wage-earning  and  foreign  classes. 
We  feel  that  the  object  is  being  attained,  as  the  circulation  has 
increased  and  the  attendance  is  good.  The  main  library  is  not 
centrally  located,  but  this  branch  is." 

Hinsdale.  The  closing  of  the  woolen  mills  has  caused  the  removal 
of  over  40  families,  which  will  tend  to  diminish  the  circulation. 
The  schools  use  the  library  to  some  extent,  and  the  summer  guests 
make  use  of  it  while  in  the  town. 

HoLBROOK.  Continued  growth  and  progress  are  reported,  and  the 
needs  keep  pace  with  the  growth.  The  problem  of  shelf  room 
becomes  each  year  more  difficult  of  solution.  Every  foot  of  avail- 
able space  has  been  measured  and  calculated,  and  books  are 
crowded  in  inconvenient  piles.  A  more  quiet  and  commodious 
reading  room  b  needed.    The  acceptance  of  the  offer  of  a  coUec- 
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tion  of  costly  engravings  of  the  works  of  the  old  masters  has  been 
deferred  until  some  safe  place  can  be  devised  for  it. 

HoLLiSTON.  The  trustees  say:  "The  year  now  closed  (1905)  has  been 
the  best  year  in  the  history  of  the  library,  in  attendance,  in  general 
interest,  in  circulation  of  books,  and  in  educational  value  to  readers 
of  all  ages  and  conditions  in  life.  The  reference  department  has 
received  much  attention,  and  is  increasing  in  popularity  and  use- 
fulness among  the  scholars  in  the  public  schools,  as  well  as  the 
adult  visitors.  Purchases  of  fiction  have  been  limited  to  books 
of  established  reputation,  or  those  especially  noted  in  trustworthy 
reviews,  although  requests  for  new  publications  have  been  usually 
met  when  possible."  The  advanced  classes  in  the  public  schools 
make  good  use  of  the  reference  department. 

HoLYOKE.  The  circulation  in  the  children's  department  increased 
10  per  cent,  in  1905,  and  the  number  of  juvenile  applications  was 
33  per  cent,  larger  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  A  list  of  select 
children's  books  was  printed,  and  an  attractive  certificate  offered 
to  those  who  read  6  of  the  listed  books  during  the  summer  vacation. 
This  was  intended  to  induce  better  reading,  and  was  very  effective. 
Five  hundred  children  chose  most  or  all  of  their  summer  reading 
from  the  list,  and  over  200  won  certificates.  The  use  of  the  refer- 
ence room  is  becoming  more  widely  recognized  and  utilized  by  the 
citizens  than  formerly.  The  gift  of  over  $200  worth  of  books  by 
the  Medical  Association  is  reported.  Desirous  of  having  available 
a  collection  of  the  best  and  latest  works  in  their  line,  the  association 
offered  to  purchase  and  present  them  if  a  suitable  place  for  them 
could  be  furnished.  The  books  have  been  received,  cataloged 
and  shelved,  and  are  in  use  by  physicians  and  nurses.  Two  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six  volumes  in  the  French  language  received  a 
circulation  of  2,512  in  about  ten  months. 

HuBBARDSTON.  The  will  of  Mrs.  Eliza  Pierce  Church  of  Newton 
contains  a  bequest  of  $1,000  for  the  benefit  of  this  library,  the 
conditions  of  which  have  not  been  made  public. 

Hudson.  The  new  building,  which  was  opened  to  the  public  in  No- 
vember, 1905,  was  an  incentive  to  a  larger  use  of  the  library,  and 
the  home  circulation  began  to  increase.  Donations  of  books  and 
other  articles  followed  the  removal;  and  the  several  literary  dubs 
and  the  high  school  contributed  furniture.  More  work  is  done 
with  the  schools  than  was  possible  in  the  former  quarters.  The 
reading  room  is  freely  used  by  adults,  and  the  children's  room 
is  very  popular  with  the  young  people.  The  library  is  now  open 
on  four  week  days. 
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Htde  Park.  The  circulation  of  1905  showed  a  liberal  gain.  The 
children's  department  shows  an  increase  in  use.  '*  There  has  been 
the  same  interest  and  studiousness  as  during  the  previous  year. 
Seven  nationalities  are  sometimes  represented  in  the  room  at  the 
same  time.  A  little  fellow  hugged  the  'Story  of  the  Flags'  as 
he  took  it  to  the  desk  and  inquired  if  the  flag  of  Italy  was  there, 
and  if  he  might  take  the  book  home.  Even  Benjamin  Franklin, 
himself,  might  have  been  surprised  if  he  had  suddenly  appeared 
when  the  library  was  being  taxed  for  information  about  the  man 
who  used  a  kite  to  so  good  a  purpose."  Temporary  residents.are 
allowed  to  take  books  by  making  a  deposit  of  $2,  which  is  refunded 
when  they  leave  the  town. 

Ipswich.  The  number  of  juvenile  readers  has  been  more  than  doubled 
by  the  removal  of  the  age  limit;  and  an  increase  in  the  use  of  the 
higher  classes  of  reading  is  noticed  in  the  general  circulation. 
Teachers  have  special  privileges,  and  there  is  a  better  co-operation 
between  the  library  and  schools. 

Kingston.  The  library  is  used  by  the  children  of  the  schools,  both 
directly  and  by  books  drawn  by  the  teachers.  Special  collections 
of  useful  books^  changed  at  intervals,  are  laid  out  where  they  will 
attract  the  children.  The  will  of  Byron  C.  Quimby  of  Kingston 
contains  a  bequest  of  $500  for  the  use  of  the  library.  Portraits 
of  Rev.  Martin  Parris,  the  schoolmaster  of  Kingston  early  in  the 
las!  century,  and  his  wife,  bequeathed  by  Mrs.  Mary  Peckham  of 
Kingston,  have  been  hung  upon  the  walls  of  the  library. 

Lakeville.  Additional  space  has  been  added  to  the  room  in  the  town 
hall  building,  giving,  besides  better  light,  room  for  more  shelving: 
and  a  friend  has  contributed  a  reading  table  and  chairs.  A  travel- 
ing library  has  been  loaned  by  the  Woman's  Education  Associa- 
tion. Non-residents  are  allowed  the  use  of  the  library  by  paying 
a  fee  of  50  cents  per  annum. 

Lancaster.  The  home  circulation  showed  a  gain  in  1905;  but  the 
school  circulation  made  a  loss,  due  to  a  long  epidemic  and  ''the 
absence  of  some  teachers  who  interest  themselves  particularly  in 
the  children.  .  .  .  During  December  and  January  the  librarian 
gave  a  course  of  lectures  at  the  high  school  on  the  use  of  the  library, 
the  pupils  taking  notes.  The  school  was  divided  into  four  classes, 
for  practical  work  in  the  library.  Questions  were  given  them  on 
the  card  catalogue,  the  periodical  indexes  and  the  reference  books, 
and  they  were  graded  according  to  their  work.  .  .  .  The  pupils 
did  exceedingly  well  and  improved  steadily.  In  this  connection 
it  is  interesting  to  note  the  largely  increased  use  of  the  library  by 
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the  high  school  pupils  this  year.  They  are  coming  to  the  Ubraiy 
regularly  and  using  the  reference  books  much  more  than  hereto- 
fore/' The  experiment  of  varnishing  books,  mentioned  last  year, 
has  been  especially  successful  with  the  juvenile  books  and  those 
used  in  the  schools. 

Lanesborough.  This  library  is  open  to  summer  visitors,  who  make 
a  small  deposit,  which  may  be  returned  if  no  loss  or  damage  has 
occurred.  A  catalogue  is  being  made,  which  will  probably  be 
printed.  A  crowded  room  is  a  serious  disadvantage;  but  steps 
are  being  taken  towards  erecting  a  library  building,  and  the  sum 
of  $500  has  already  been  offered  for  that  purpose. 

Lawrence.  There  was  a  gain  in  the  circulation  of  1905,  and  a  largely 
increased  use  of  the  reference  room.  Books  were  sent  to  two  vaca- 
tion schools  with  excellent  results.  The  librarian  was  empowered 
to  grant  the  privileges  of  the  library  to  non-residents,  under  certain 
conditions.  The  children's  department  is  growing,  and  its  caU 
for  "more  books,  many  more,  in  fact,  is  as  urgent  as  ever." 

Lee.  The  library  still  depends  upon  the  Tabard  Inn  for  its  supply  of 
fiction.  Teachers  and  pupils  of  the  public  schools  are  allowed 
access  to  the  shelves  and  an  extension  of  time  on  loans,  if  required 
in  school  work.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  given  S10,000  for  a  build- 
ing, to  which  the  town  has  added  $23,000;  and  land  has  been 
purchased  for  $7,000,  at  the  comer  of  Main  and  Franklin  streets. 
A  plan  for  a  building,  submitted  by  Henry  S.  Moul  of  Hudson, 
N.  Y.,  has  been  accepted.  The  plan  calls  for  a  building  60  by  45 
feet,  with  a  wing  in  the  rear  for  the  book  stack.  The  material 
will  be  of  rock-faced  marble  from  the  Lee  quarries,  with  cut  trim- 
mings. The  front,  on  Main  Street,  will  have  a  recessed  entrance, , 
with  two  large  columns.  A  flight  of  steps  will  lead  from  the  side- 
walk to  the  grounds  and  another  flight  up  to  the  entrance,  the 
intervening  space  being  on  an  incline  suflBcient  to  show  the  lawn 
from  the  street,  which  is  low  at  this  point.  The  structure  will  be 
unlike  any  building  in  western  Massachusetts. 

Leicester.  The  home  circulation  of  1905  at  the  central  library  ex- 
ceeded that  of  1904  by  over  25  per  cent.,  which  was  the  largest 
increase  of  any  year,  with  the  exception  of  1901,  when  it  was 
slightly  larger.  The  plan  of  placing  graded  lists  of  books  in  the 
schools  "has  not  met  with  so  hearty  a  response  outside  the  center 
as  the  librarian  and  trustees  had  been  led  to  expect.  Enough, 
however,  has  been  accomplished  along  that  line  to  demonstrate 
the  worth  of  such  work  and  the  value  of  the  library  as  an  educa- 
tional force  outside  the  ordinary  channels."  Valuable  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  reference  library;   and  the  books  in  that 
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department  are  freely  used  by  students  and  club  women.  "Never 
before  have  the  academy  students  used  so  intelligently  and  in  such 
great  numbers  the  works  of  reference  in  this  room  and  the  more 
important  United  States  histories  in  the  stack  room." 

Lenox.  Five  hundred  volumes  have  been  given  as  a  memorial  of  the 
late  Ethel  I^atimer  Cram. 

Leominster.  The  work  of  recataloguing  is  being  continued.  The  use 
of  the  reference  room  is  steadily  growing,  and  many  new  books 
have  been  added,  which  will  increase  its  usefulness.  "The  year's 
work  has  suffered  from  many  interruptions;  but  the  general  result 
shows  unusual  progress,  and  makes,  therefore,  a  satisfactpry  rec- 
ord for  itself."  A  gift  of  $500  from  the  estate  of  John  C.  Strat- 
ton,  a  former  resident,  is  reported. 

Leverett.  a  traveling  library  of  the  Woman's  Education  Association 
was  kept  at  the  Hillsborough  branch  during  1905. 

Lexington.  The  home  circulation  of  1905  exceeded  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  Browne  system  of  charging  has  been  adopted. 
The  problem  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  ephemeral  literature  has 
been  met  by  resort  to  the  Book  Lovers*  Library  and  the  Bodley 
Club;  177  volumes  thus  provided  circulated  2,407  times.  The 
new  building  has  been  completed,  and  was  dedicated  by  brief  and 
simple  exercises  on  the  afternoon  of  July  16,  1906,  there  being  no 
public  demonstration,  in  accordance  with  the  wish  of  the  donor. 
The  dedicatory  address  was  by  Rev.  Charles  F.  Carter,  chairman 
of  the  trustees.  The  building,  which  overlooks  the  battle  ground, 
follows  the  lines  of  a  capital  L.  The  basement,  which  is  above 
ground,  is  of  field  stone  from  the  Cary  farm;  and  the  upper  struc- 
ture is  of  brick,  faced  with  a  soft-toned  gray  concrete.  The  main 
entrance  at  the  junction  of  the  wings  opens  into  an  octagon  vesti- 
bule, by  which  access  is  had  to  the  delivery  room  in  the  center  of 
the  building,  which  is  lighted  from  the  ceiling.  At  the  right  of  the 
delivery  room  are  the  reading  room,  of  an  oval  shape  and  of  good 
proportions,  and  an  exhibition  room.  The  children's  room,  in  the 
other  wing,  is  furnished  with  suitable  furniture,  and  has  recessed 
cases  for  about  1,200  books.  A  fireplace  and  mantel  of  quaint 
Moravian  tiles  adds  to  the  attractiveness  of  this  room.  The 
reference  and  trustees'  room  is  next  to  the  children's  room;  and 
beyond  that,  across  a  small  hallway,  where  there  are  stairs  leading 
upward  and  downward,  is  the  stack  room,  with  a  present  shelving 
capacity  of  about  22,000  volumes,  which  can  be  doubled  when 
required.  The  woodwork  throughout  is  of  weathered  or  brown 
stained  ash  in  a  harmonious  tone;  and  the  floors  are  of  quartered 
oak.    The  walls  are  rough  finished,  and  are  painted  a  neutral  tone 
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of  green,  excepting  that  of  the  vestibule,  which  is  a  pale  terra  cotta. 
The  new  building  and  the  land  on  which  it  stands  are  valued  at 
about  $50,000.  The  land  was  the  gift  of  the  Caiy  heiis;  and  the 
building  is  the  gift  of  Miss  Alice  B.  Caiy  as  a  memorial  of  her 
mother,  Mrs.  Maria  Hastings  Gary,  the  former  benefactor  of 
Lexington  and  its  library.  The  architect  was  WUlard  D.  BroiKni, 
a  native  of  Lexington.  The  building  is  "a  picturesque  and  ram- 
bling structure,  somewhat  suggestive  of  the  mission  style,  but  yet 
of  no  distinctive  type  of  architecture,  it  having  been  the  purpose 
to  make  it  appropriate  to  its  uses,  for  which  it  was  planned  and 
built." 

Littleton.  The  experiment  is  being  tried  of  opening  on  Sunday  after- 
noons for  reading  purposes.  The  trustees  say:  "The  privileges 
of  the  reading  room  should  enter  as  deeply  as  possible  into  the  life 
of  the  town,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  more  extended  use  may  be  a 
great  benefit."  The  card  and  slip  method  of  charging  has  been 
changed  to  a  modified  Browne  system.  It  is  endeavored  to  secure 
all  books  required  by  the  schools.  Purchases  have  lately  been 
made  of  books  which  ser\'e  as  supplementary  reading  for  children 
in  the  lower  grades.  A  gift  of  $1,000  has  been  received  from 
Nahum  Harwood  of  Leominster,  a  native  of  Littleton.  Miss 
Sarah  F.  White,  who  had  served  as  librarian  from  the  founding 
of  the  library,  resigned  in  March,  1906,  and  has  been  succeeded 
by  Mrs.  Adelia  M.  Parker.  The  trustees  say:  "The  usefulness 
of  this  institution  has  been,  to  a  remarkable  degree,  due  to  Miss 
White's  assistance;  and  for  the  many  results  accomplished  under 
her  direction  the  trustees  extend,  in  behalf  of  the  town,  their  word 
of  appreciation  and  gratitude." 

IjONGmeadow.  This  library  is  "constantly  increasing  in  popularity. 
While  fiction  is,  and  always  will  be,  the  chief  demand  of  a  circu- 
lating library,  it  is  gratif3dng  to  note  a  large  and  increasing  call 
for  books  of  more  substantial  character."  A  gift  of  $1,000  has  been 
received,  "to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees,"  from  one 
whose  name  is  withheld.  It  has  been  decided  to  hold  it  as  a  fimd, 
the  income  of  which  will  be  devoted  to  the  enlargement  of  a  single 
department,  not  yet  specified.  The  trustees  very  aptly  suggest 
that  the  town  appropriations  should  steadily  increase  in  propor- 
tion with  the  steadily  enlarging  influence  and  usefulness  of  the 
library. 

IX)WELL.  The  home  use  of  books  in  1905  showed  a  loss  of  more  than 
16  per  cent,  from  that  of  the  previous  year,  which  is  to  be  at- 
tributed, probably,  to  the  lack  of  new  books.  The  city  appro- 
priation was  reduced  by  $3,000,  the  committee  suggesting  that 
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the  income  of  the  Davis  fund  be  used  for  the  expenses  of  adminis- 
tration, a  recommendation  which  the  trustees  strongly  opposed. 
An  increased  use  of  the  reading  room,  especially  by  the  artisan 
class,  is  noted,  indicating  that  the  library  is  helping  in  practical 
lines  of  advance. 

Lunenburg.  The  home  circulation  is  increasing.  The  trustees  say: 
"We  have  a  collection  of  books  of  which  we  may  well  be  proud, 
but  our  room  is  exceedingly  inadequate.  At  our  last  meeting  the 
town  was  offered  by  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  books 
and  charts  exceedingly  instructive  and  interesting.  The  offer  was 
refused  for  lack  of  room,  not  only  shelf  room  but  wall  space  for  the 
charts.  It  seems  a  pity  our  children  and  young  people  should  lose 
these  educational  advantages.  Cannot  our  town  give  something 
each  year  toward  raising  a  sum  to  be  laid  aside  for  a  library  build- 
ing?" 

Lynn.  The  300  books  comprising  the  twelve  special  school  collec- 
tions, mentioned  in  the  report  of  last  year,  were  used  by  7,305 
readers.  Two  additional  sets  were  made  up  this  year.  It  may  be 
of  interest  to  record  the  14  books  which  have  proved  to  be  popular 
with  the  school  children  of  Lynn.  They  are :  "  Robinson  Crusoe," 
"Tom  Brown's  School-days,"  "Hans  Brinker,"  "The  Wonder 
Book,"  "Marmion,"  "Docas,  the  Indian  Boy  of  Santa  Clara," 
"The  Arabian  Nights,"  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin,"  "Little  Women," 
"Five  Little  Peppers,"  "Heidi,"  "The  Little  Colonel,"  "The 
Red  True  Story  Book,"  and  "The  Story  of  King  Arthur."  In 
February  the  trustees  voted  to  assume  the  payment  of  the  salary 
of  Miss  Jennie  W.  Bubier,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment for  the  blind  under  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Lynn 
Historical  Society.  Upon  this  action,  the  committee  presented  the 
collection  of  books  for  the  blind,  numbering  about  200  volumes, 
and  promised  to  purchase  all  books  needed  for  future  use  in  that 
department.  Miss  Bubier,  who  has  been  blind  from  infancy,  is 
said  to  have  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  blind  librarian  in  the 
world.  On  three  afternoons  of  the  week  there  is  a  pleasant  club 
of  the  blind  at  the  library,  when  there  are  study  and  travel  talks 
given  by  Miss  Bubier.  A  bequest  of  $500  has  been  received  from 
the  estate  of  Dr.  Martha  J.  Flanders,  who  died  in  1898,  and 
another  of  the  same  amount  has  come  by  the  will  of  Horace  N. 
Hastings.  Valuable  books,  pictures  and  antiques  have  been  re- 
ceived by  gift. 

Malden.  a  slight  increase  in  the  home  circulation  of  1906  has  been 
accompanied  by  a  large  increase  in  the  circulation  from  the  chil- 
dren's room,  amounting  to  over  10  per  cent,  in  eleven  months. 
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The  age  limit  has  been  practically  abolished  by  a  change  in  the 
rules.  Two  volumes  of  a  work  may  now  be  taken  upon  one  canL 
The  lines  of  old  established  work  have  been  strengthened  and 
advanced;  and  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  library  staff  in  order 
that  other  desirable  activities  may  be  entered  upon.  A  delivery 
station,  which  has  not  shown  good  results,  has  been  removed  to 
another  locality,  with  better  prospects  of  success.  The  Sunday 
opening  of  the  reading  and  reference  rooms  has  not  received  that 
patronage  of  the  public  which  was  once  anticipated.  The  large 
circulation  of  Sunday  newspapers  and  cheap  magazines  may 
account  in  part  for  its  decline;  but  it  is  likely  that  local  conditions 
have  been  a  more  effective  cause.  The  electric  roads,  which  offer 
cheap  excursions  in  many  directions,  are  not  conducive  to  Sunday 
reading;  while  the  proximity  of  the  city  to  the  beaches,  with  thor 
Sunday  attractions  and  ease  of  access,  is  a  factor  in  the  matter 
with  which  libraries  remote  from  the  seashore  do  not  have  to 
compete.  Exhibitions  of  the  collections  of  the  Library  Art  Club 
in  the  trustees'  room  and  loan  exhibitions  of  paintings  in  the  art 
gallery  have  been  given,  as  in  former  years. 

Mansfield.  An  auxiliary  committee  of  ladies,  who  had  previously 
procured  pictures  and  casts  for  the  library,  held  a  very  successful 
entertainment,  which  gave  a  sufficient  profit  to  pay  for  some 
additional  casts  and  a  handsome  hall  clock,  which  has  been 
placed  in  the  library. 

Marblehead.  The  home  circulation  of  1905  was  greater  than  in  the 
years  immediately  preceding,  and  the  percentage  of  fiction  slightly 
increased.  A  gift  of  $100  was  received  from  Richard  Mason  of 
Philadelphia,  a  summer  resident,  who,  on  returning  his  books  at 
the  close  of  the  season,  thus  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  treat- 
ment he  had  received.  Mrs.  Mary  Gerry  Brow^n,  who  had  been 
librarian  since  the  founding  of  the  library  in  1877,  died  April  21, 
1905.  Mrs.  Sarah  E.  Gregory,  who  was  Mrs.  Brown's  assistant 
for  twenty-eight  years,  is  her  successor.  Daniel  Appleton,  who 
had  been  trustee  and  secretary  of  the  •  board  since  1877,  died 
Oct.  12,  1905. 

Marshfield.  Ventress  Free  Library.  The  trustees  say  that,  "while 
it  has  been  their  practice  to  consult  the  preferences  of  the  towns- 
people to  a  large  extent  in  the  choice  of  books  for  the  libraiy,  yet 
they  have  felt  an  obligation  to  safeguard  the  library  from  becoming 
a  mere  bureau  for  the  distribution  of  the  latest  fiction;  and  they 
are  persuaded  that  the  true  aim  of  a  library  will  be  better  served 
by  an  increase,  rather  than  a  decrease,  in  the  percentage  of  the 
works  of  permanent  value."  Reference  books  may  be  taken  from 
the  library,  to  be  returned  the  next  day. 
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Clift  Rodgers  Free  Library.  This  library  at  Marshfield  Hills 
is  free  to  the  inhabitants,  but  receives  no  assistance  from  the  town. 
Clift  Rodgers  gave  $4,000  for  the  building,  which  was  completed 
and  opened  to  the  public  in  1899.  An  additional  sum  of  $1,000 
was  given  by  Mr.  Rodgers  as  an  endowment.  The  citizens  help 
towards  the  maintenance  of  the  library. 

Mattapoisett.  a  bronze  tablet  has  been  placed  in  the  vestibule  of 
the  building  expressive  of  the  gratitude  of  the  town  to  George 
Purrington,  Jr.,  for  the  gift  of  the  building,  and  to  Samuel  D. 
Warren,  for  the  gift  of  the  land  on  which  it  stands.  The  circula- 
tion of  1905  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year.  A  "rural  de- 
livery "  has  been  established  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  northern  section  of  the  town,  for  which  special  cards,  with 
special  rules,  are  used. 

Maynard.  The  library  has  received  a  bequest  of  S182.37  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  Greene.  A  stereoscope  and  views 
have  been  purchased,  which  are  available  for  use  during  library 
hours.  The  circulation  keeps  pace  with  the  times.  Instead  of 
making  an  annual  purchase,  books  are  now  bought  at  frequent 
intervals,  a  few  at  a  time,  which  is  advantageous  both  to  the  library 
and  the  public. 

Medfield.  The  reading  room  is  now  open  every  evening  in  the  week, 
except  on  Sundays.  A  traveling  library  of  the  Woman's  Education 
Association,  treating  of  Greece,  with  photographs,  has  been  loaned. 

Mebford.  The  circulation  of  1905  showed  a  loss  of  about  6  per  cent, 
attributed  in  part  to  the  extending  of  the  former  seven  days'  limit 
to  two  weeks.  The  necessity  "for  devoting  so  large  a  proportion 
of  money  and  space  to  the  fiction  department"  is  regretted.  Work 
with  the  schools  has  suffered  for  want  of  a  suflBcient  stock  of  books. 
Books  in  this  service,  being  in  constant  use,  wear  out  rapidly,  and 
it  needs  a  large  appropriation  to  keep  the  department  in  a  good 
working  condition.  "  In  most  cities  and  towns  where  the  connec- 
tion with  the  library  and  schools  is  close,  the  books  sent  to  the 
schools  have  mainly  some  connection  with  their  special  studies; 
we  claim,  however,  that  our  field  is  a  broader  one,  and  that  by 
sending  books  chosen  purely  for  their  literary  merit  in  all  depart- 
ments of  literature,  the  young  people  are  receiving  a  more  extended 
outlook,  and  are  acquiring  a  taste  for  only  the  best;  this  we  feel 
is  well  exemplified  by  the  small  per  cent.  (42)  of  fiction  which  the 
young  people's  own  selection  includes."  Books  are  now  sent  to  , 
the  city  farm,  where  they  remain  as  long  as  desired.  Stereoscopic 
photographs  have  been  introduced  and  are  loaned  as  books  are 
loaned.  James  A.  Hervey,  who  had  been  a  trustee  for  more  than 
thirty-five  years,  died  in  September,  1905. 
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Melrose.  The  home  circulation  of  1905  was  larger  than  that  of  any 
previous  year.  The  juvenile  books  have  been  separated  from  the 
main  collection  and  removed  to  the  children's  room;  and  the  age 
limit  of  borrowers  has  been  reduced  from  twelve  to  ten  years.  A 
loan  library  has  been  established  in  the  high  school  for  the  use  of 
students,  that  they  may  have  more  free  and  convenient  access  to 
the  books  used  in  connection  with  the  studies  of  the  school.  Ex- 
hibits of  the  collections  of  the  Library  Art  Club  have  been  con- 
tinued, and  three  exhibitions  of  paintings  were  given  in  1905.  A 
donation  of  $25  for  the  purchase  of  children's  books,  from  Miss 
Mary  L.  Charles,  is  reported. 

MiDDLEBOROUGH.  The  homc  circulation  of  1905  exceeded  that  of 
1904  by  over  11  per  cent.  The  children's  room,  which  seemed 
at  first  to  be  an  experiment,  has  grown  to  be  a  great  succ^s. 
Nearly  38  per  cent,  of  the  books  delivered  were  taken  from  that 
room.  At  times,  it  is  hardly  large  enough  to  accommodate  all 
comers.  The  school  superintendent  says,  in  his  annual  report: 
"The  schools  of  Middleborough  are  fortunate  in  having  such  a 
valuable  adjunct  as  the  public  library.  The  efforts  of  the  librarian 
and  her  assistants  in  stimulating  the  work  of  reading  among  the 
pupils  of  our  schools  are  highly  commendable.  That  the  libraiy 
is  a  source  of  help  to  our  teachers  is  evident  from  reports  sub- 
mitted to  the  superintendent.  .  .  .  The  teachers  also  direct  to 
a  great  extent  the  reading  of  their  pupils  by  requiring  certain 
books  to  be  read.  In  some  schools  lists  of  library  books  are  kept 
on  the  blackboards." 

MiLFORD.  The  continued  interest  of  the  people  was  shown  by  the 
circulation  of  1905,  which  was  the  largest  in  the  preceding  twenty- 
five  years,  and  has  been  exceeded  but  twice  in  the  history  of  the 
library.  A  separate  room  has  been  finished  and  shelved  for  public 
documents,  which  are  now  properly  arranged  and  can  be  used 
for  reference  work. 

Milton.  The  circulation  of  1905  was  57,349  volumes  for  a  population 
of  about  7,000  persons,  exceeding  that  of  the  previous  year  by 
about  25  per  cent.  The  circulation  of  the  present  year  will  prob- 
ably exceed  that  of  1905.  The  abolition  of  the  age  limit  and  the 
unrestricted  number  of  books  allowed  at  one  time,  which  may  in 
part  account  for  the  increased  circulation,  are  appreciated  by 
borrowers,  and  the  privileges  are  not  abused.  The  librarian  says: 
"  Contrary  to  the  experience  of  some  other  libraries,  even  though 
our  public  has  free  access  to  all  parts  of  the  library,  our  shelf  read- 
ing for  the  year  showed  only  7  books  missing,  4  of  which  were  from 
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the  children's  room."  Collections  of  books  on  special  subjects 
are  set  aside  and  reserved  for  the  use  of  study  classes  and  the  public 
schools. 

Montague.  Carnegie  Public  Library  of  Turners  Falls.  Andrew 
Carnegie  gave  the  town  of  Montague  $12,500,  to  which  he  after- 
wards added  $1,000,  for  a  public  library  building  at  Turners  Falls, 
and  the  town  appropriated  $7,000  for  land  and  furnishing.  The 
building  was  completed  and  opened  to  the  public  early  in  the 
present  year.  It  is  of  granite  and  Roman  brick  of  a  light  gray 
color,  with  terra-cotta  trimmings.  A  large  general  reading  room 
and  a  children's  room  of  the  same  size  occupy  the  front  of  the  build- 
ing. In  the  rear  is  a  stack  room,  with  a  commodious  reference 
room  and  a  librarian's  room  on  either  side.  On  the  second  floor  is 
a  hall  designed  for  a  museum  and  natural  history  room,  but  now 
used  as  a  lecture  room,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  about  225  per- 
sons. The  books  of  the  old  Turners  Falls  branch  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  this  library,  which  now  contains  about  6,000  volumes 
and  has  a  shelving  capacity  of  about  25,000  volumes.  Miss  Anna 
M.  Batson  is  the  librarian.  The  trustees  feel  that  they  have  "the 
requisites  for  successfully  carrying  on  their  work,  namely,  the  card 
catalogue,  free  access  to  the  books,  an  ideal  librarian,  a  responsive 
public  and  a  modern  building." 

Montague  Public  Library.    Free  access  is  allowed  to  the  shelves, 
and  liberal  privileges  are  given  to  the  schools  and  literary  clubs. 

Monterey.  This  library  has  received  liberal  gifts  of  useful  books, 
especially  of  those  for  reference.  Among  others,  the  Public 
Library  of  Brookline  has  been  a  free  giver,  recently  adding  a 
barrel  of  books  to  its  former  donations. 

Montgomery.  The  librarian  says:  "The  past  year  has  emphasized 
the  usefulness  of  the  library.  It  is  a  factor  in  the  town  which  the 
citizens  could  ill  afford  to  be  without.  .  .  .  We  have  one  patron, 
a  boy  of  about  eleven  years  of  age,  who  has  read  nearly  every  his- 
torical work  the  library  offers,  and,  what  is  more  to  the  point,  can 
give  an  intelligent  digest  of  any  of  them."  The  demand  for  his- 
torical books  is  large,  and  the  tendency  towards  solid  reading  is 
fostered  in  the  schools.  Both  teachers  and  scholars  are  seeking 
help  in  their  work  from  the  library.  More  room  is  becoming  im- 
perative. 

Mount  Washington.  There  is  at  present  no  permanent  librarian. 
Deposits  of  books  are  kept  at  the  north  and  south  schools. 

Nantucket.  Miss  Sarah  F.  Barnard  resigned  her  position  as  librarian 
in  July,  and  died  Aug.  27, 1906.    She  would  have  completed  fifty 
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years  of  service  in  November.  Miss  Clara  Parker  has  been  ap- 
pointed librarian.  The  old  ledger  system  of  charging  has  been 
abandoned  and  the  Browne  system  adopted. 

Needham.  The  increasing  use  of  the  reference  books  of  the  library, 
especially  by  the  young  people  in  connection  with  school  work, 
is  noted.  The  college  students  have  found  the  library  a  good  place 
for  special  reading.  The  exhibits  of  the  Library  Art  Club  are 
divided  between  the  reading  rooms  at  Needham  and  Highland- 
ville. 

New  Bedford.  With  the  circulation  steadily  increasing,  and  resort 
to  the  library  for  information  increasing  still  more,  the  necessity 
for  more  room  becomes  more  imperative.  The  use  of  fiction  has 
decreased  from  79  per  cent.,  in  1900,  to  67.7  per  cent.,  in  1905, 
indicating  a  wider  range  of  reading.  This  library  has  probably 
the  largest  collection  of  books  on  textiles  of  any  library  in  the 
country,  while  many  items  of  books  and  prints  on  the  whaling 
industry  are  unique.  Nearly  200  whaling  logs  are  included  in  the 
latter  collection.  These  collections  are  being  constantly  increased, 
and  diligent  search  is  made  in  every  quarter  where  new  material 
is  likely  to  be  found.  The  library  is  strong  in  Quakerana,  gene- 
alogy and  art  books;  and  it  has  files,  more  or  less  complete,  of  34 
newspapers,  published  in  New  Bedford  since  1792.  A  continuous 
exhibit  of  photographs  and  half-tones  is  displayed  in  the  reference 
room,  changes  being  made  weekly.  Special  privileges  are  allowed 
for  vacation  reading. 

Newburyport.  Newburyport  Public  Library.  A  gradual  increase  in 
circulation  is  reported.  The  great  need  of  the  library  is  more 
room  for  all  departments;  and  the  necessity  is  becoming  more 
imperative  as  the  years  advance. 

South  End  Reading  Room.  This  library  closed  its  first  year  in 
its  new  building  in  August,  1906,  having  circulated  11,640  volumes, 
realizing  the  most  sanguine  anticipations  of  its  promoters.  An 
attractive  children's  room  has  been  furnished  and  its  tables  sup- 
plied with  the  best  children's  magazines  by  individual  givers;  and 
a  reading  room  for  older  boys  and  girls  has  been  supplied  with 
periodicals  in  the  same  way.  The  city  has  made  no  appropriation 
this  year  in  aid  of  this  library;  and  its  maintenance  has  rested 
upon  individuals,  who  have  given  liberally,  and  upon  the  proceeds 
of  a  fair  and  a  rummage  sale.  The  Newburyport  Public  Library 
sends  books  in  quantities  to  be  kept  for  an  indefinite  time,  of  which 
the  secretary  of  the  association  says:  "They  are  a  great  help. 
They  give  us  more  variety,  and  we  are  enabled  to  depend  on  them 
very  largely  as  far  as  accommodating  the  adult  readers  is  con- 
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cemed.  The  children's  books  we  prefer  to  own,  because  so  many 
of  the  readers  are  boys  and  girls." 

Newton.  There  was  a  slight  loss  in  the  home  circulation  of  1905. 
The  circulation  of  pictures  has  increased.  Borrowers  are  allowed 
to  take  them  in  portfolios  and  retain  them  for  seven  days,  and 
sometimes  longer  if  desired.  Schools,  clubs  and  students  are  avail- 
ing themselves  of  this  use  of  the  pictures.  The  plan  of  sending  a 
large  number  of  books  to  the  branch  libraries  has  proved  very' 
satisfactory,  and  the  number  has  been  increased  from  time  to 
time.    The  children's  room  is  proving  very  popular. 

North  Adams.  The  home  circulation  of  1905  exceeded  that  of  the 
previous  year.  The  story  hours  given  for  the  past  few  years,  dur- 
ing the  summer  months,  in  the  children's  room,  have  steadily 
increased  in  interest,  the  room  being  crowded  most  of  the  time. 
They  are  illustrated  by  nature  specimens  and  stereoscopic  views. 
Because  of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  children's  room,  and 
because  many  young  girls  preferred  the  adult  department,  a  book- 
case labelled  "Books  young  girls  like"  has  been  placed  near  the 
fiction  stacks,  thus  establishing,  in  a  degree,  an  intermediate  de- 
partment. Books  and  pictures  have  been  received  from  the  Rich- 
ardson estate.  How  varied  may  be  the  demands  upon  a  public 
library  is  illustrated  by  the  following  questions  which  were  asked 
at  this  library  in  one  week:  How  to  impersonate  Dickens's  char- 
acters; how  to  represent  country  dances;  where  an  old-fashioned 
nightcap  could  be  obtained;  and  where  fruit  baskets  could  be 
bought. 

Northampton.  An  arrangement  has  been  made  by  which,  upon  an 
annual  payment  of  $2,000  by  the  trustees  of  Smith  College  and 
an  annual  contribution  of  $500  by  a  donor  whose  name  is  withheld, 
the  students  of  the  college  are  given  the  privileges  of  the  library 
until  July,  1908,  thus  restoring  the  relations  which  formerly  ex- 
isted between  the  institutions.  The  circulation  of  1905  showed 
a  shght  gain,  due  to  an  unusual  activity  in  the  circulation  of  pic- 
tures from  the  art  department.  As  there  was  but  a  slight  use  of 
the  library  by  the  college  faculty  and  students  during  a  portion 
of  the  year,  under  conditions  then  existing,  the  gain  shows  an 
increased  use  by  the  citizens.  Notable  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  collections  of  pictures,  and  a  beginning  has  been  made 
towards  a  representative  collection  of  the  originals  of  Japanese 
painters.  Stereoscopic  views  have  been  bought  for  circulation, 
with  stereoscopes,  which  have  had  an  extensive  use.  The  tech- 
nological collection  is  being  enlarged  and  improved;  the  result 
has  been  to  enlist  the  interest  of  the  male  borrowers  to  a  greater 
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extent  than  ever  before.  "The  existing  shelving  has  reached  its 
uhimate  capacity.  There  can  be  no  extensive  purchases  until  the 
question  of  shelving  is  settled."  The  musical  collection  of  the 
disbanded  Northampton  Vocal  Club,  numbering  4,364  pieces, 
has  been  deposited  in  the  library.  A  portrait  of  the  former  libra- 
rian, Charles  A.  Cutter,  by  W.  H.  W.  Bicknell,  has  been  placed 
in  the  building.  A  summer  school  was  held  for  five  weeks,  begin- 
ning July  16,  1906.  Seventeen  pupils  were  in  attendance,  coming 
from  as  far  south  as  South  Carolina  and  as  far  west  as  Indiana. 
The  instruction  was  given  by  the  librarian  and  the  chief  cata- 
loguer. Excursions  were  made  to  public  and  college  libraries  in 
the  vicinity. 

Northampton  Public  Library.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in 
the  circulation  of  1905.  "  Free  access  to  the  shelves  has  been  con- 
tinued, subject  to  certain  regulations.  It  is  fully  appreciated  by 
the  patrons  of  the  library,  and  serves  as  a  means  of  circulating 
books  not  in  general  use  heretofore."  Miss  Mary  A.  Fuller,  the 
librarian  of  the  Florence  branch  (the  Lilly  Free  Library),  after  an 
efficient  service  of  twenty-seven  years,  resigned  in  1905,  and  has 
been  succeeded  by  Miss  Matilda  P.  Schwartz,  a  resident  of  Flor- 
ence. 

North  Attleborough.  There  was  a  gain  in  the  home  circulation  of 
1905.  "  The  library  has  steadily  continued  its  good  work,  and  in 
spite  of  the  work  in  the  shops  being  so  good,  has  gained  rather 
than  lost  in  circulation.  A  winter  when  work  is  dull  alwa^-s  sees 
an  increase  in  reading,  and  \vith  our  shops  so  generally  running 
evenings,  it  would  not  have  been  strange  if  the  circulation  of 
library  books  had  fallen  off."  The  inter-library  loan  system  has 
been  of  great  service;  and  books  have  many  times  been  borrowed 
from  Boston  and  Providence.  The  Richards  heirs,  the  donors  of 
the  library  building,  have  enlarged  the  reference  room  to  twice  its 
original  size,  have  fitted  the  reading  room  tables  with  individual 
lamps,  and  have  added  two  stacks  to  the  shelving  capacity.  The 
librarian  and  teachers  make  reading  lists  for  the  school  children 
from  the  sixth  grade  to  the  high  school.  Each  child  is  required 
to  read  10  books,  which  may  be  selected  from  a  list  of  about  40. 
Branches  are  maintained  at  New  Boston  and  Adamsdale. 

NoRWELL.  A  legacy  of  $1,000  has  been  received  from  Mrs.  Benjamin 
F.  Delano  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  library 
and  not  for  the  purchase  of  books.    The  circulation  is  increasing. 

Oakhaj^i.  The  circulation  of  1905  was  the  largest  of  any  year  in  the 
history  of  the  library.  The  will  of  Mrs.  Martha  M.  Macullar, 
widow  of  the  late  Addison  Macullar  of  Boston  and  Worcester, 
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contains  a  bequest  of  $500,  to  be  known  as  the  Reed  Memorial 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books 
for  this  library.  An  offer  of  $6,000  for  the  building  of  a  public 
library  by  Mrs.  Celia  E.  Fobes  and  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Harriet 
F.  Gifford,  of  Tanytown,  N.  Y.,  was  accepted  by  the  towm  at  a 
meeting  in  November. 

Oxford.  The  installment  of  electric  lights  has  added  to  the  conven- 
ience and  use  of  the  library  by  allowing  it  to  be  opened  in  the 
evening.  The  library  hall  has  been  opened  to  such  public  meet- 
ings as  came  within  the  scope  of  its  general  purpose.  A  free  lecture 
course  on  literary  topics  was  of  interest  and  was  well  attended. 
The  collection  of  matter  of  antiquarian  and  local  historical  interest 
is  steadily  increasing.  A  crayon  portrait  of  William  Pease,  who 
was  organist  at  the  coronation  of  George  IV.,  in  1821,  and  is  buried 
in  Oxford,  is  a  recent  addition  of  historical  value.  A  "Souvenir 
of  the  Charles  Lamed  Memorial  and  the  Free  Public  Library'' 
has  been  issued,  which  contains  much  interesting  historical  and 
descriptive  matter  relating  to  the  library,  illustrated  by  many  views 
and  portraits. 

Palmer.  This  library-  co-operates  with  the  teachers  of  the  public 
schools  in  all  ways,  and  the  teachers  respond  willingly.  Books 
are  sent  to  the  school  buildings;  and  a  catalogue  of  books  suitable 
for  the  school  grades  has  been  prepared  and  will  be  printed.  The 
service  of  the  Bodley  Club  has  been  used  for  a  supply  of  fiction 
in  the  general  circulation  and  has  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Peabody.  Commencing  with  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year, 
groups  of  pupils  from  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  of  the  grammar 
schools,  numbering  6  to  8,  are  sent  to  the  library,  and  are  given 
a  little  talk  explaining  the  use  of  the  card  catalogue  and  of  reference 
books,  especially  of  Poole's  "Index"  and  the  "Cumulative  Index 
to  Periodicals."  With  such  small  groups  the  librarian  is  able  to 
give  individual  attention  to  each  pupil.  Before  they  are  dismissed, 
each  pupil  is  required  to  look  up  a  few  references  to  some  topic 
upon  which  he  is  working  in  the  school  room.  About  one  hour 
is  given  to  each  group. 

Petersham.  Books  are  used  by  teachers  and  scholars  for  reference 
and  study,  without  limit  as  to  time  and  the  number  of  volumes 
taken. 

Phillipston.  a  card  catalogue  is  being  made.  Pupils  of  the  public 
schools  have  access  to  the  library  at  all  times,  and  use  the  books 
freely  in  their  work. 

PiTTSFiELD.  The  department  of  fiction  was  closed  about  five  weeks 
in  the  spring  of  the  present  year  and  the  rate  of  circulation  declined. 
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The  librarian  says:  " I  have  no  means  of  determining  whether  the 
5,000  books  of  travel,  history,  biography  and  science  read  in  April 
and  May  were  of  more  real  service  to  the  city  than  the  10,000  books 
of  fiction  which  were  not  read.  .  .  .  Novels  are  sometimes  more 
useful  when  they  are  not  read."  The  use  of  the  reference  room 
has  increased.  The  use  of  stereoscopic  views  has  proved  so  popular 
that  the  service  has  been  extended.  In  extension  of  the  important 
work  done  by  indexing  the  "Pittsfield  Sun,"  mentioned  in  the 
report  of  last  year,  similar  indexes  have  been  made  of  9  newspapers 
of  western  Massachusetts,  dating  from  1790  to  1858.  In  a  thor- 
ough renovation  of  the  fiction  department,  made  by  personal  in- 
spection of  the  librarian,  about  1,000  volumes  were  removed  from 
the  library.  In  accompanying  experiments  in  binding,  "the  covers 
of  a  few  books  were  treated  with  a  coating  of  varnish,  upon  the 
advice  of  another  library,  but  the  result  is  not  satbfactory."  A 
duplicate  library  was  begun  early  in  the  year,  of  which  the  librarian 
says:  "This  duplicate  library  has  now  been  increased  to  more 
than  100  volumes,  and  has  met  with  immediate  and  increasing 
favor;  and  the  income  from  this  source,  besides  maintaining  the 
system  itself,  enables  us  to  add  one  new  volume  to  our  free  drcu- 
lating  department  about  once  in  three  days."  The  rental  is  1  cent 
a  day. 

Plymouth.  The  cost  of  a  printed  catalogue  of  fiction  has  been  paid 
by  Miss  Rose  S.  Whiting,  one  of  the  directors.  The  use  of  the  col- 
lection of  mounted  photographs  has  increased,  and  they  have 
proved  to  be  of  great  advantage  for  art  study,  dass  work,  and  in 
the  preparation  and  illustration  of  various  papers  and  lectures, 
^liss  Mary  Pratt  has  given  J20  for  the  purchase  of  reference  books; 
and  a  bequest  of  $500  in  the  will  of  Miss  Laura  Russell  is  reported. 

Provincetown.  The  most  important  part  of  the  work  of  the  library 
is  in  connection  with  the  schools.  Teachers  take  such  books  as 
they  require,  without  limitation  as  to  quantity  and  period  of  reten- 
tion. Pupils  do  their  reference  work  at  the  library,  with  the  help 
of  the  librarian. 

QuiNCY.  The  home  circulation  of  1905  showed  a  gain,  with  a  slight 
decrease  in  the  use  of  fiction.  The  trustees  say:  "It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  the  higher  orders  of  fiction  show  no  greater  increase, 
and  that  the  bulk  of  reading  in  that  direction  appears  to  be  devoted 
to  the  most  ephemeral  kind.  .  .  .  The  call  for  really  sound  read- 
ing is  insignificantly  small.  As  to  the  circulation  of  books  in  the 
schools,  by  far  the  larger  proportion  of  books  taken  for  children 
by  teachers  has  been  juvenile  fiction,  showing  a  very  large  increase 
over  the  year  before,  almost  double.    This  is  no  doubt  owing  to  the 
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fact  that  the  library  has  been  largely  patronized  by  teachers  of  the 
lower  grades.  Of  course,  the  general  circulation  is  very  largely 
youthful  fiction,  some  of  it  extremely  youthful.  The  library  au- 
thorities endeavor  to  guide  their  selection  as  best  they  can;  they 
are  guarded  in  their  purchases.  Now  and  then  a  foolish  book 
will  slip  in,  but  it  is  thrown  out  as  soon  as  they  are  made  aware  of 
the  facts."  Of  the  policy  of  the  library  the  trustees  say:  "The 
policy  of  the  institution  from  the  beginning  has  been  against  the 
supplying  of  special  and  valuable  books.  The  trustees  desire  the 
establishment  of  a  general  library,  not  one  for  the  use  of  occasional 
scholars.  They  are  confirmed  in  this  policy  by  the  result  of  experi- 
ence. It  is  better  to  put  the  funds  of  the  library  into  books  that 
are  called  for  and  widely  read,  than  into  those  that  remain  unread 
on  the  shelves  save  by  the  very  few  who  can,  if  they  desire  such 
technical  works,  obtain  them  in  the  libraries  of  the  near  city." 

Randolph.  The  home  circulation  has  slightly  decreased;  but  "the 
improvement  in  other  departments  has  been  phenomenal."  The 
public  schools  have  "loaded"  the  library  with  reference  work; 
and  "the  room  has  had  its  throng  of  boys  and  girls,  both  afternoon 
and  evening,  earnestly  seeking  information  on  subjects  assigned 
them  at  school.  .  .  .  The  several  literary  societies  of  the  town 
have  patronized  the  library  well,  and  every  possible  aid  has  been 
cheerfully  extended  to  them."  There  is  an  increasing  interest  in 
the  exhibits  of  the  collections  of  the  Library  Art  Club,  which  have 
been  continued. 

Reading.  "The  demand  upon  the  library  constantly  increases,  and 
may  be  expected  to  do  so  as  the  population  increases,  and  espe- 
cially as  the  connection  between  the  library  and  the  schools  becomes 
more  complete.  The  educational  side  of  the  library,  as  distin- 
guished from  its  merely  popular  side,  is  continually  becoming  more 
important,  and  might  be  much  further  expanded  with  profitable 
results  if  the  means  at  command  permitted."  Volumes  required 
for  the  use  of  teachers  have  been  added  from  time  to  time. 

RocKPORT.  The  new  building  of  the  Rockport  Public  Library  was 
opened  to  the  public  in  February  of  the  present  year;  and  a  new 
catalogue  has  been  printed.  The  library  at  Pigeon  Cove  continues 
to  be  maintained  as  a  branch,  the  town  having  voted  the  proceeds 
of  the  dog  tax  for  that  purpose. 

Rowley.  The  room  in  the  new  town  hall  building  was  occupied  in 
July,  1905.  A  portion  of  the  room  is  set  apart  as  a  reading  room, 
but  there  is  no  special  space  for  the  children.  Teachers'  cards 
are  furnished  and  extra  books  are  allowed  for  special  study.  The 
age  limit  has  been  reduced  from  sixteen  years  to  twelve  years. 
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Roy  ALSTON.  The  library  maintains  a  free  delivery  at  South  Royalston. 
Some  of  the  teachers  take  books  for  reference  in  the  public  schools. 
"There  h  urgent  need  of  a  library  building  and  a  reading  iwm, 
which  shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to  library  purposes." 

Salem.  A  somewhat  smaller  use  of  the  library  in  1905  is  reported. 
The  lack  of  room  for  the  increasing  collection  of  books  and  for 
the  use  of  modern  methods  of  administration  is  apparent  here  as 
in  many  of  the  older  libraries.  A  plan  of  an  enlargement  of  the 
present  building,  doubling  its  present  capacity  of  shelving,  and 
allowing  for  the  convenience  of  a  largely  increased  number  of 
readers,  is  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  librarian.  Hie  extension 
of  library  work  by  the  establishment  of  delivery  and  deposit  sta- 
tions is  suggested.  The  open  shelves,  containing  less  than  800 
volumes,  are  said  to  have  furnished  more  than  one-half  of  the 
circulation  of  1905.  The  percentage  of  fiction  was  78.73.  A  gift 
of  224  volumes  on  shorthand  has  been  received  from  William  H. 
Gove  of  Salem.  The  library  now  has  a  collection  of  nearly  500 
volumes  on  that  subject. 

Sandisfield.  The  removal  of  several  families  in  1905  reduced  the 
circulation;  but  of  late  more  books  are  being  sent  out,  and  an 
increase  in  borrowers  is  looked  for.  The  library  has  about  1,100 
volumes,  not  including  magazines,  books  of  reference,  reports, 
etc.  The  room  which  is  occupied  is  in  a  desirable  location  and 
gives  plenty  of  space.    Books  are  sent  to  South  Sandisfield. 

Sandwich.  There  was  an  increase  of  over  20  per  cent,  in  the  circu- 
lation of  1905.  An  addition  of  125  books  was  the  result  of  an 
entertainment  given  by  two  ladies. 

Saugus.  The  circulation  of  1905  showed  a  gain  of  nearly  14  per  cent., 
partly  due  to  the  opening  of  the  library  one  more  afternoon  in  each 
week.  The  use  of  books  in  the  schools  has  increased,  and  it  is  the 
policy  of  the  library  to  secure  books  suitable  for  that  use. 

Sharon.  With  an  increase  in  circulation,  the  library  is  handicapped 
by  crowded  shelves  and  meagre  floor  space.  "Since  free  access 
to  shelves  has  been  in  vogue,  a  serious  difficulty  has  presented  it- 
self, which  can  only  be  corrected  by  the  public.  On  account  of 
carelessness  of  borrowers,  books  are  not  returned  to  their  places 
in  author's  groups,  after  being  examined,  but  are  left  in  confusion 
and  disorder,  many  thereby  failing  to  get  a  desired  choice  that 
may  be  in  but  not  in  place." 

Shelburne.  Arms  Public  Library.  Especial  attention  is  being  given 
to  the  coUection  of  genealogies  and  books  on  local  history.  Lists 
of  accessions  are  published  in  the  local  newspapers. 

Sherborn.  At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March,  the  sum  of  $150 
was  voted  to  the  library  trustees,  said  sum  to  be  used  in  the  equip- 
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ment  of  a  reading  and  reference  room.  These  improvements  are 
imder  way,  and  will  mean  the  introduction  of  the  open-shelf  system 
into  the  library,  as  well  as  a  small  but  much  needed  reading  room. 
Special  vacation  reading  was  introduced  this  year,  and  many  of 
the  school  children  followed  the  requirements  and  received  due 
credit  for  books  read. 

SoMERViLLE.  The  circulation  of  1905  showed  a  gain  of  about  11  per 
cent.  In  the  amount  of  circulation  this  library  is  only  exceeded 
in  the  New  England  States  by  that  of  Boston,  and  it  is  supposed 
to  rank  as  the  twentieth  in  the  United  States.  The  circulation 
through  the  6  delivery  stations  has  largely  increased.  Four  of  the 
stations  are  at  stores.  Of  these  the  librarian  writes:  ''Several 
hundred  books  are  kept  in  each;  but  perhaps  these  stations  are 
not  large  enough  to  be  dignified  by  the  name  of  branch  libraries." 
Four  hundred  and  ninety  books  are  counted  as  missing  in  1905, 
of  which  172  were  from  the  fiction  shelves  and  173  from  the  chil- 
dren's room.  The  circulation  of  the  children's  room  was  70,184, 
with  a  percentage  of  78  in  fiction. 

Southampton.  An  addition  of  one  evening  in  the  week  has  been  made 
to  the  open  hours  and  there  has  been  a  gain  in  the  circulation.  A 
traveling  library  and  several  collections  of  pictures  have  been 
loaned  by  the  Woman's  Education  Association. 

SouTHBRiDGE.  The  Statistics  of  1905  show  that  there  has  been  the 
usual  growth  in  all  departments,  with  an  increase  in  the  home 
circulation.  The  librarian  says:  "The  books  for  boys  and  girls 
show  .the  greatest  increase  in  circulation.  The  number  of  children 
who  use  the  library  b  constantly  growing,  an  excellent  condition 
of  affairs  with  regard  to  the  coming  generation  but  one  which 
presents  difficulties  for  the  present  generation  so  long  as  a  chil- 
dren's room  is  lacking.  Especially  is  this  the  case  when  the  reading 
room  is  shut  off  from  supervision  as  ours  is.  A  children's  room 
seems  to  me  to  be  the  crying  need  of  this  library."  More  than  the 
usual  interest  has  been  taken  in  the  exhibitions  of  the  Library  Art 
Club.  Pictures  have  been  loaned  by  the  Woman's  Education 
Assodation. 

South  Hadley.  An  offer  by  Andrew  Carnegie  of  $10,000  for  a  library 
building  has  been  accepted  by  the  town.  Miss  Elizabeth  Gaylord 
of  South  Hadley  has  given  a  valuable  site  at  the  comer  of  Bardwell 
and  Gaylord  streets,  in  the  village  of  South  Hadley  Falls;  and 
work  has  begun  on  the  building,  which  is  to  be  completed  by  June 
1,  1907. 

Spencer.  Repairs  are  about  being  made  in  the  library  building.  The 
old  wooden  stacks  are  to  be  removed  and  steel  and  glass  stacks 
put  in,  furnishing  more  room  for  books,  which  has  become  a  neces- 
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sity.  The  income  of  this  library  is  derived  from  the  rentals  of  a 
brick  block  and  a  tenement  house,  which  were  given  to  the  town 
by  Richard  Sugden,  the  donor  of  the  library  building. 
Springfield.  An  interesting  and  suggestive  section  of  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  librarian  is  that  entitled  "Publicity  and  Use,"  in 
which  the  various  methods  by  which  a  progressive  library  makes 
itself  known  to  the  public  are  given  in  detail.  Collections  of  books 
and  plates  on  special  subjects;  collections  of  books  suitable  for 
gifts  at  Christmas  time;  portraits  of  noted  authors,  with  their 
works  grouped  below  them;  collections  of  summer  resort  litera- 
ture, with  time  tables,  illustrated  pamphlets,  maps,  etc.;  and 
almost  continuous  exhibitions  of  original  drawings,  engravings, 
photographs,  etc.,  are  among  the  means  by  which  public  interest 
is  attracted  and  cultivated.  "The  mail  sometimes  offers  a  con- 
venient way  of  reaching  readers.  Thus,  post  cards  headed  '  You 
may  be  interested  in  the  following  book,  recently  added  to  the 
library,'  have  been  sent  from  time  to  time  to  persons  to  whom  the 
book  was  thought  likely  to  appeal;  and  reminders  were  mailed 
to  1,300  readers,  whose  cards  had  stood  unused  at  the  library  for 
a  long  time,  with  the  result  that  the  majority  have  been  resumed." 
An  admirable  monthly  bulletin  is  issued  and  widely  distributed; 
and  special  book  lists  are  prepared  and  furnished,  with  the  aim 
to  make  them  reach  the  readers  who  are  most  likely  to  use  them. 
The  newspapers  have  published  items  of  library  news  on  an  aver- 
age as  often  as  once  a  week.  To  reach  citizens  who  are  ignorant 
of  the  location  of  the  library,  or  unaware  of  its  existence,  "  a  large 
mailing  card  has  been  printed,  headed  with  an  invitation  to  use 
the  library,  followed  by  a  list  of  50  books  chosen  for  their  variety 
and  attractiveness,  and  these  cards  are  being  mailed  systematically 
—  50  each  week  —  to  all  persons  in  the  directory  not  already 
card-holders,  who,  it  is  thought,  may  use  the  library  if  it  is  brought 
directly  to  their  attention.  The  results  of  this  experiment  are 
awaited  with  interest."  The  publication  of  current  accessions 
with  notes  weekly  in  three  daily  papers  has  been  a  most  effective 
agent  in  promoting  the  use  of  the  better  class  of  books.  The  result 
of  a  system  of  persistent  advertising  is  notable.  The  librarian 
says:  "To  sum  up,  in  three  years,  while  the  population  of  the  city 
has  increased  11  per  cent,  and  the  circulation  of  fiction  has  in- 
creased 22  per  cent.,  the  circulation  of  non-fiction  for  adults  has 
increased  41  per  cent."  In  the  process  of  recataloguing  and  clas- 
sification, the  books  "  have  been  carefully  examined,  and  the  use- 
less ones  —  over  4,000  this  year  —  have  been  weeded  out."  An 
important  feature  has  been  the  "classification  and  cataloguing  of 
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all  material  relating  to  SpringjSeld.  This  includes  not  only  books 
and  pamphlets  about  Springfield,  but  also  works  by  Springfield 
authors  and  books  printed  in  the  city.  The  librar/s  collection  of 
this  material  is  sadly  inadequate.  It  b  found  to  lack,  for  example, 
old  reports  and  pamphlets  issued  by  the  city  government,  which, 
since  the  burning  of  the  city  hall,  no  longer  exist.  One  of  the  fore- 
most duties  of  a  public  library  is  to  preserve  the  history  of  its  own 
city,  and  the  library  earnestly  appeals  to  its  friends  to  send  it  not 
only  old  pamphlets  and  documents  of  local  interest,  but  current 
publications,  such  as  reports  of  charitable,  educational  and  other 
organizations,  publications  by  the  churches,  pamphlets  giving  the 
history  of  local  commercial  enterprises,  in  fact,  anything  that  may 
be  preserved  to  show  the  life  of  the  community."  The  branch  at 
Faith  Church  has  been  discontinued,  and  the  service  at  the  Forest 
Park  branch,  which  is  more  favorably  located,  has  been  increased. 
The  legacy  of  $10,000  from  the  late  Charles  M.  Kirkham  has  been 
received  and  its  income  will  be  applied  for  the  purposes  mentioned 
in  a  former  report.  The  will  of  the  late  Edward  M.  Walker  pro- 
vides that  the  association  shall  ultimately  share  one-third  of  the 
income  of  his  estate,  which  will  be  applied  to  the  development  of 
the  science  museum.  The  total  value  of  the  estate  is  supposed  to 
be  over  $400,000. 

Stockbridoe.  Branch  libraries  have  been  opened  at  Glendale  and 
Interlaken,  which  are  cared  for  by  volunteer  librarians.  "The 
special  Stockbridge  collection  is  now  placed  in  a  separate  book- 
case, readily  accessible  to  inspection,  and  contains  over  100 
volumes.  This  collection  will  be  increased  through  books  prom- 
ised by  residents,  and  it  is  proving  a  gratifying  exhibit  of  the  liter- 
ary productivity  of  the  town."  The  books  of  the  library  have  been 
rearranged  by  the  decimal  classification.  An  interesting  historical 
and  descriptive  sketch  of  the  library,  prepared  by  the  president, 
Richard  R.  Bowker,  has  been  printed  and  a  copy  sent  to  each 
family  in  the  town,  as  far  as  practicable.  Of  the  library  and  its 
policy  he  says:  "A  collection  of  from  8,000  to  10,000  volumes 
presents,  perhaps,  the  ideal  library  for  town  purposes,  and  Stock- 

I  bridge  has  had  the  advantages  of  an  excellent  selection,  so  that 
the  library  is  remarkable  for  the  quality  of  the  books  on  its  shelves. 
Increase  beyond  this  number  imposes  additional  burdens  and 
seems  undesirable,  and  it  is  therefore  the  preferable  policy  to 
'weed  out'  the  library  at  intervals  of  three  to  five  years,  and  so 
make  room  for  the  newer  books,  not  only  in  fiction  but  in  the 
several  departments  of  knowledge.  Such  a  library  should  inter- 
lock closely  with  the  work  of  the  schools,  and  it  is  the  present 
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policy  of  the  library  to  develop  in  such  direction  as  to  make  its 
collection  specially  useful  to  the  students  in  the  Williams  Academy 
and  pupils  in  the  higher  classes  of  the  schools." 

Stoneham.  a  bequest  of  $2,000  in  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Georgiana 
M.  Dike  was  accepted  by  the  town  at  a  meeting  in  October.  This 
is  to  be  held  as  a  permanent  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  (Jeorge  Levi 
Woodbury  Dike  Fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  in  the 
purchase  of  books  for  the  public  library. 

Stoughton.  The  circulation  of  1905  exceeded  that  of  the  previous 
year.  An  important  addition  has  been  made  to  the  library  by 
li.  W.  Standish,  who  has  presented  his  files  of  the  "Sentinel,"  a 
local  newspaper,  from  which  thirty  complete  years  have  been 
bound.  An  appeal  is  made  for  missing  numbers  to  complete  the 
remainder  of  the  set. 

Stow.  Henry  Gates  of  the  board  of  trustees  has  placed  in  the  library 
a  cabinet  of  interesting  and  valuable  antique  articles  of  china, 
brass  and  pewter,  as  a  memorial  of  his  mother,  the  late  Mrs.  Mercy 
Houghton  Gates.  The  action  of  the  librarian  in  endeavoring  to 
gather  local  historical  material  should  be  imitated  by  every  dty 
and  town  librarian  in  the  state.  She  says:  "I  hope  an  attempt 
will  be  made  to  induce  older  families  of  the  town  to  deposit  notable 
gifts  in  the  form  of  manuscripts.  This  is  of  gro\\dng  importance, 
as  it  will  bring  together  the  papers  of  many  old  families  of  the  town. 
Such  material  of  the  old  families,  some  of  which  have  been  prom- 
inent in  public  life  for  more  than  a  century,  is  unusual.  As  a  family 
history,  their  contents  would  be  valuable,  as  these  old  documents 
cover  a  very  important  period.  In  after  years  a  letter  even  may 
remain  as  a  memorial  to  the  man  and  to  the  spirit  of  the  times. 
The  library  desires  to  possess  examples  of  the  writings  and  manu- 
scripts of  our  early  settlers.  Such  material  will  be  gratefully  re- 
ceived and  carefully  guarded." 

SwAMPSCOTT.  The  late  Mrs.  Joanna  Morse  of  Cambridge  bequeathed 
to  this  library  the  rest  and  residue  of  her  estate,  after  paying  certain 
annuities  and  gifts,  as  a  fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used 
in  the  purchase  of  books.  It  is  said  that  this  fund  will  amount  to 
about  $5,500,  a  portion  of  which  has  already  been  received.  A 
suggestion  made  by  the  trustees  may  well  be  considered  by  other 
cities  and  towns.  They  say:  "We  trust  that  the  citizens  will  not, 
in  making  their  appropriations,  consider  that  the  library  has  other 
income,  but  will  continue  to  make  the  usual  appropriations,  and 
allow  the  library  the  full  benefit  of  all  bequests." 

Swansea.  A  weekly  delivery  has  been  established  at  South  Swansea, 
four  deliveries  being  now  maintained.    There  was  a  slight  increase 
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in  the  circulation  of  1905,  and  a  gain  in  the  percentage  of  books 
other  than  fiction.  The  income  of  the  Bray  ton  fund  is  to  be  applied 
to  the  purchase  of  reference  books  in  history.  A  gift  of  $25  was 
received  from  Miss  Mary  A.  Case  for  assistance  in  library  work. 

Taunton.  The  first  year  in  the  new  building  was  characterized  by  an 
increase  of  10  per  cent,  in  the  home  circulation.  A  course  of  free 
lectures  was  given  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  which  was  marked 
by  a  gratifying  degree  of  patronage  and  appreciation  by  many  of 
the  citizens. 

Tewksbury.  There  was  an  increase  of  about  14  per  cent,  in  the  circu- 
lation of  1905. 

TowNSEND.  A  bequest  of  $100  received  by  the  will  of  Walter  J.  Ball 
has  been  expended  for  books  of  permanent  value.  Loans  of  pic- 
tures have  been  received  from  the  Woman's  Education  Associa- 
tion, and  a  traveling  library  from  the  Massachusetts  Audubon 
Society.  Teachers  and  pupils  are  given  special  privileges;  and 
their  liberal  use  of  the  library  justifies  the  measure  and  shows 
their  appreciation  of  the  same. 

Truro.  The  use  of  the  library  by  the  summer  people  in  1905  was 
greater  than  ever  before.  "Summer  people  are  on  the  increase, 
and  we  hope  to  keep  the  library  attractive  for  both  the  visitor  and 
the  townspeople.  From  the  stranger  often  come  donations  of 
books  for  which  we  are  thankful."  Shebnah  Rich  of  Salem  has 
made  an  important  addition  to  his  former  gifts  of  books.  The 
library  is  open  to  the  schools,  and  the  children  may  consult  the 
books  at  any  time,  regardless  of  library  hours. 

Tyringham.  Moving  and  becoming  settled  in  the  new  building  was 
the  feature  of  the  latter  half  of  1905.  The  collection,  numbering 
about  2,000  volumes,  has  been  classified  by  the  Dewey  system. 
Individual  cash  gifts,  amounting  to  about  $750,  were  received,  of 
which  the  largest  were  $225  from  Mrs.  Charlotte  Tytus,  and  $100 
each  from  Mrs.  Laura  Fuller  and  George  K.  Baird.  Gifts  of  books 
have  included  about  250  bound  volumes  and  a  quantity  of  maga- 
zines and  pamphlets  from  the  library  of  the  late  Daniel  Clark,  the 
local  mineralogist  and  collector,  who  possessed  a  national  reputa- 
tion. Two  collections  of  pictures  and  a  traveling  library  have  been 
loaned  by  the  Woman's  Education  Association  and  have  proved 
very  popular.  Summer  boarders  are  charged  25  cents  per  month 
for  borrowing  privileges. 

Wakefield.  A  supplementary  catalogue  has  been  printed.  The 
circulation  through  the  Greenwood  branch  has  increased,  and  the 
trustees  recommend  that  books  be  added  to  the  present  deposit 
there,  and  a  reading  room,  in  some  central  location,  be  established. 
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Walpole.  The  circulation  of  1905  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year, 
and  the  daily  average  of  the  present  year  shows  notable  gains. 
The  teachers  in  the  lower  grades  of  the  public  schools  take  sudi 
books  as  they  may  select  to  the  schoolrooms  for  a  month,  and  en- 
courage the  pupib  to  read  them,  either  at  home  or  in  school.  Thus 
the  children  become  familiar  with  a  better  class  of  books  than  tb^ 
would  probably  choose  if  left  to  themselves.  The  work  with  the 
high  school  continues  as  before  reported,  except  that  the  require- 
ment is  to  read  one  or  in  some  cases  two  books  each  week.  The 
demand  for  better  service  at  East  Walpole  has  resulted  in  the 
establishment  of  a  branch  in  place  of  the  former  delivery  station, 
a  room  in  a  dub  house  having  been  offered  for  that  purpose. 
Several  hundred  volumes  have  been  installed,  and  the  room  is 
open  on  two  afternoons  each  week. 

Wabeham.  Each  person  is  allowed  three  cards,  one  for  general  read- 
ing, one  for  magazines  and  one  for  books  required  for  reference 
or  study.  Books  taken  on  the  latter  card  may  be  retained  beyond 
the  time  limit,  if  not  otherwise  needed.  It  is  endeavored  to  make 
the  library  of  real  use  to  the  schoob.  A  fair  proportion  of  the  books 
purchased  during  the  year  was  from  a  list  prepared  by  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  for  the  use  of  teachers  and  pupils.  Revievrs 
of  new  books  upon  the  shelves,  lai^y  those  relating  to  nature 
study,  were  prepared  by  a  committee  and  appeared  in  the  weekly 
local  paper.    This  ''library  column"  created  considerable  interest. 

Warren.  The  will  of  Mary  G.  Hitchcock  of  Warren  is  reported  to 
contain  a  bequest  of  $1,000  for  the  use  of  the  library,  payable  after 
the  death  of  stated  parties. 

Warwick.  The  circulation  of  1905  exceeded  that  of  1904,  and  was 
at  the  rate  of  eight  volumes  per  capita.  The  teachers  in  the  center 
of  the  town  took  books  for  school  use;  and  collections  were  sent 
to  the  school  in  Brush  valley  in  the  spring  and  winter  terms.  Pic- 
tures have  been  loaned  by  the  Woman's  Education  Association, 
"  which  have  been  much  enjoyed  and  appredated."  The  need  of 
a  larger  room  becomes  more  urgent  every  year. 

Watertown.  There  was  a  loss  in  the  home  circulation  of  1905,  but  a 
gain  in  the  use  of  books  for  reference.  The  reduction  of  the  hours 
of  Sunday  opening,  as  noticed  in  the  report  of  last  year,  appears 
to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  community,  the  attendance 
having  been  well  maintained.  The  library  has  now  almost  com- 
plete files  of  the  Watertown  local  newspapers,  and  a  set  of  the 
printed  town  reports,  which  is  more  nearly  complete  than  any 
other  collection.  The  exceedingly  limited  degree  of  interest  which 
the  public  has  -shown  in  a  printed  catalogue  of  biography,  histoiy 
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and  travel  is  noticed.  A  portrait  of  HoUis  H.  Hunnewell  by  Ernest 
L.  Ipsen  has  been  placed  in  the  library.  Much  has  been  done  in 
the  past  for  co-operation  with  the  public  schools ;  but  at  present  the 
pupils  come  directly  to  the  library,  or  get  their  books  through  the 
delivery  stations.  The  teachers  feel  that  they  are  overworked, 
and  prefer  that  method. 

Wayland.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  circulation.  A 
comparison  of  the  circulation  of  five  years  shows  an  increase  of 
about  60  per  cent. 

Webster.  A  gift  of  $100  from  Mrs.  H.  N.  Slater  has  been  used  in  the 
purchase  of  books.  A  decrease  in  adult  reading  in  1905  was  ac- 
companied by  a  large  increase  in  the  juvenile  circulation.  A  good 
part  of  the  former  is  attributed  to  the  loss  of  several  families  who 
patronized  the  library  largely.  An  interesting  feature  in  1905  was 
an  exhibition  of  Irish  books,  photographs  and  curios,  followed  in 
1906  by  an  exhibition  of  French-Canadian  pictures  and  other 
articles,  the  latter  mostly  home  made  —  woven  and  spun.  Con- 
siderable interest  was  shown  in  these  exhibitions,  and  they  at- 
tracted visitors  who  had  never  before  entered  the  library.  Books 
on  Canadian  history  and  travel  and  Canadian  fiction  were  in 
demand  after  the  latter  exhibition. 

Wellesley.  a  delivery  station  has  been  established  at  Cedar  Street, 
making  the  third  now  in  operation.  The  recataloguing  has  been 
completed,  and  a  printed  bulletin,  covering  accessions  in  1904 
and  1905,  has  been  issued.  Two  books,  but  one  of  fiction,  may 
be  drawn  at  one  time  on  one  card,  and  vacation  privileges  are 
allowed. 

Wendell.  The  library  room  in  the  town  hall  is  small,  and  by  the  in- 
crease of  the  library  it  has  become  very  much  crowded.  The 
trustees  recommend  the  building  of  a  new  town  house  and  the 
remodeling  of  the  old  building  for  library  use.  Books  and  pictures 
have  been  loaned  by  the  Woman's  Education  Association.  Refer- 
ence books  are  loaned  for  use  in  the  schools.  A  dinner  was  given 
for  the  benefit  of  the  library  in  the  purchase  of  books. 

Wenham.  This  library,  which  has  long  been  hampered  in  its  work  for 
want  of  space,  will  probably  have  a  room  in  the  town  hall,  which 
will  soon  be  vacated  by  the  grammar  school.  This  room  will  give 
fully  three  times  the  space  of  the  present  room  and  will  be  ample 
for  several  years. 

Westborough.  Melvin  H.  Walker,  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
has  added  the  sum  of  $2,500  to  the  library  building  fund,  which 
is  reported  to  amount  to  about  $26,500.  Plans  have  been  made  for 
a  building,  which  will  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1907.    It  is 
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to  be  a  two-story  building,  on  land  purchased  by  the  town  for 
library  purposes  several  years  ago,  at  the  comer  of  Main  and 
Parkman  streets.  "  The  frontage  of  the  main  building  is  60  feet, 
depth  30  feet.  The  delivery  room  is  on  the  first  floor,  on  the  Park- 
man  Street  side  of  which  is  a  large  reading  room;  on  the  other 
side  are  the  children's  room  and  the  reference  room.  The  rear  of 
the  delivery  room  opens  into  a  30-foot  square  stack  room,  which, 
with  its  basement  for  the  storage  of  public  documents  and  other 
printed  matter  seldom  called  for,  has  a  capacity  for  40,000  to 
50,000  volumes.  The  exterior  shows  a  handsome  building  con- 
structed of  Milford  granite  and  gray  brick,  with  limestone  trim- 
mings, copper  cornice  and  slated  roof.  The  specifications  call 
for  quartered  oak  finish  in  the  first  story  and  ash  in  the  second." 
A  bequest  of  $2,000  is  contained  in  the  will  of  Ellen  B.  Winch  of 
Westborough. 

West  Boylston.  Books  of  reference  are  furnished  to  the  schools; 
and  the  librarian  assists  the  teachers  in  the  selection  of  suitable 
books  for  the  several  grades.  The  library  has  a  very  complete 
collection  of  books  relating  to  the  history  of  its  own  and  the  neigh- 
boring towns;  and,  in  connection  with  it,  photographs  of  all  the 
buildings  in  the  town  which  were  destroyed  by  the  construction 
of  the  Wachusett  reservoir  and  a  map  of  the  town  drawn  on  a  scale 
of  300  feet  to  the  inch  have  been  procured.  About  200  books, 
which  were  the  gift  of  David  I>ee  and  Lydia  Maria  Child,  have 
been  withdrawn  from  general  circulation  and  placed  in  special 
cases.  These  books  were  the  nucleus  of  the  present  library  and 
among  them  are  many  autograph  copies. 

West  Bridgewater.  A  bequest  of  S500,  for  the  purchase  of  books, 
has  been  received  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Maiy  N.  H.  Edgerly. 

Westfield.  The  circulation  of  1905  was  very  much  larger  than  that 
of  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  library.  The  library 
committee  endeavors  to  exclude  from  its  purchases  all  harmful 
works  of  fiction.  The  interest  of  the  children  in  their  department 
has  steadily  increased.  The  librarian  writes:  "The  children's 
room  is  crowded  to  suffocation  during  the  evenings  in  the  winter; 
and  it  is  recognized  that  the  best  work  cannot  be  done  until  the 
room  is  enlarged." 

Westminster.    There  is  considerable  increase  in  the  use  of  the  librarv 
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for  school  work,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  many  of  the  young 
people  are  acquiring  the  library  habit.  A  bibliography  of  local 
history  has  been  prepared,  and  a  good  beginning  has  been  made 
in  collecting  old  documents  and  manuscripts  relating  to  the  town. 
Over  200  volumes  have  been  presented  by  Miss  Helen  O.  Bigelow 
of  Boston,  in  memory  of  her  father,  A.  O.  Bigelow.    The  circula- 
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tion  has  increased.  Delivery  stations  have  been  opened  in  the 
schoolhouses  at  the  Narrows  and  South  Westminster,  which  are 
administered  by  the  teachers  and  are  used  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the  districts  as  well  as  by  the  pupils. 

Weston.  A  donation  of  $100  was  received  from  Francis  Blake,  being 
his  salary  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  to  be  expended 
for  books  of  reference  or  other  works  of  special  value.  A  manu- 
script volume  of  "Weston  Epitaphs,"  by  the  late  Frank  W.  Bige- 
low,  has  been  acquired  by  purchase.  This  volume,  which  is  of 
much  local  interest  and  historical  value,  "  contains  exact  facsimiles 
of  the  epitaphs  of  most  of  the  headstones  of  the  old  burying  ground, 
with  pen  and  ink  sketches  of  the  stones  themselves,  and,  in  many 
cases,  the  coats  of  arms  of  the  families." 

Westport.  Westport  Free  Public  Library.  "It  is  hoped  by  the  trus- 
tees that  some  satisfactory  arrangements  may  be  made  in  the  near 
future,  whereby  the  people  residing  in  all  parts  of  the  town  may 
receive  equal  benefits  from  the  library  with  those  living  nearer  to 
the  town  hall." 

Westport  Public  Library.  A  branch  has  been  established  at 
Horseneck.  Three  branches  are  now  maintained  by  this  library. 
Westport  Point  Library.  This  library  distributes  its  duplicate 
books  and  old  magazines  among  the  fishermen  and  neighboring 
farmers,  and  this  year  some  have  been  sent  to  the  whale  ships  at 
Barbadoes  and  Fayal.  Magazine  clippings  are  arranged  and  filed 
for  the  use  of  the  schools,  and  Perry  pictures  are  kept  for  the  same 
purpose. 

West  Stockbridge.  A  successful  year  in  a  larger  circulation  and  in 
work  with  the  schools  is  reported.  Most  cordial  relations  exist 
between  the  library  and  the  schools  and  the  teachers,  through 
whose  efforts  the  library  has  received  substantial  support.  A  card 
catalogue  is  nearly  completed;  and  the  library  grounds  have  been 
improved. 

Weymouth.  Fogg  Library.  The  most  important  work  of  the  library 
is  with  the  schools.  Frequent  lists  of  books  are  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  teachers  and  pupils,  and  lists  of  books  on  special  subjects 
are  posted  in  the  library.  Students  are  encouraged  to  go  to  the 
reference  room,  and  are  taught  how  to  use  its  books.  As  the  result 
of  a  fair  given  last  spring,  the  sum  of  $1,500  was  given  to  the  trus- 
tees for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

Whitman.  More  commodious  and  convenient  rooms,  which  are  much 
needed,  will  be  provided  for  the  library  in  the  new  town  hall,  now 
being  built. 

WiLBRAHAM.  The  bcqucst  of  $1,000  by  Henry  Cutler  of  North  Wilbra- 
ham,  mentioned  in  a  former  report,  has  been  invested,  and  the 
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income  is  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books.  In  October  the 
library  was  moved  to  a  location  in  the  center  of  the  village  of  North 
Wilbraham,  which  gives  more  room  and  allows  opportunities  for 
better  care  and  service. 

WiLUAMSBURG.  Haydeuville  Free  Library.  The  two  higher  classes 
in  the  public  school  use  the  library  very  freely,  taking  about  one- 
third  of  the  books  delivered.  Charles  A.  Phillips,  the  former 
librarian,  having  removed  from  the  town,  the  library  is  now  in 
charge  of  Thomas  H.  Ives,  the  former  assistant  librarian. 

WiLLiAMSTOWN.  Williamstowu  Public  Library.  The  old  system  of 
printed  or  typewritten  catalogues  being  "  not  only  antiquated  but 
also  cumbrous  and  inconvenient,"  a  card  catalogue  is  being  pre- 
pared. To  bring  the  library  into  closer  touch  with  the  schook, 
reference  and  library  helps  have  been  purchased.  The  necessity 
for  a  library  building  is  urged  by  the  trustees.  The  book  space  b 
already  so  crowded  that,  with  one  or  two  more  accessions  of  books, 
there  will  be  no  more  shelf  room. 

WiNCHENDON.  The  librarian  says:  "It  has  been  and  is  our  aim  to 
work  with  the  public  schools  all  that  is  possible  with  the  amount 
of  money  we  have  to  spend.  The  teachers  give  us  a  list  of  books 
they  would  like,  and  we  purchase  them  as  far  as  possible.  Teach- 
ers are  allowed  to  take  five  books  at  a  time  for  school  use.  The 
pupils  are  allowed  all  privileges  that  we  can  give  them  with  our 
limited  room." 

Winchester.  The  circulation  of  1905  exceeded  that  of  the  previous 
year.  The  need  of  more  room  is  becoming  more  apparent  and 
prevents  the  undertaking  of  any  important  special  improvements 
or  methods  in  library  work.  Especially  is  the  lack  of  a  children's 
room  of  much  disadvantage. 

WiNTHROP.  The  circulation  of  1905  showed  a  loss  of  about  8.7  per 
cent.  The  Browne  system  of  charging  has  been  adopted,  and  the 
librarian  reports  that  the  results  have  been  very  gratifying.  Miss 
Bessie  F.  Cordes,  who  had  been  librarian  since  May  1,  1902,  re- 
signed Nov.  14,  1906,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  Alice  A. 
Munday  of  Winthrop. 

WoBURN.  In  connection  with  a  new  registration,  the  two-card  system 
has  been  adopted.  There  has  been  a  decided  change  and  improve- 
ment in  the  children's  department,  and  its  circulation  has  in- 
creased. In  common  with  manv  other  libraries  of  the  State,  the 
question  of  additional  shelf  room  is  becoming  prominent.  The 
Eunice  Thompson  Memorial  Library  building  in  ward  six  is  in 
process  of  erection.    This  library  has  a  separate  board  of  trustees. 

Worcester.  Extensive  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  library  building.    There  was  in  1905  a  marked  increase  in 
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the  use  of  the  reference  and  children's  departments,  and  a  de- 
creased use  of  the  circulating  department.  The  latter  may  be 
attributed  to  the  general  prosperity,  the  transfer  of  the  school  work 
to  the  children's  department,  and  the  many  persons  who  buy  books 
printed  in  cheap  editions.  Room  has  been  made  for  little  children 
in  the  children's  room.  The  opening  of  the  children's  room  on 
Sundays  and  holidays,  tried  as  an  experiment,  has  proved  success- 
ful. The  expense  is  small,  and  the  atnount  of  good  done  and 
happiness  conferred  is  large.  There  has  been  issued  a  finding 
list  of  music  and  books  relating  to  music  and  composers,  and  a 
finding  list  of  fiction.  Monthly  lists  of  additions  are  regularly 
issued,  and  weekly  articles  concerning  new  accessions  are  printed 
in  the  "  Sunday  Telegram."  Exhibitions  of  photographs  and  other 
illustrations  of  countries,  schools  of  art,  etc.,  have  been  continued; 
and  talks  have  been  given  on  the  literature  of  botany,  birds  and 
the  District  of  Alaska.  There  has  been  an  exhibition  of  books  in 
the  several  characters  used  by  the  blind,  with  the  presence  of  blind 
persons  to  show  how  the  reading  is  done.  The  appliances  and 
processes  of  binding  were  shown  in  another  exhibition,  a  practical 
binder  being  present  and  doing  different  kinds  of  work.  The 
Newark  charging  system  has  been  introduced  in  the  children's 
department,  and  its  introduction  into  the  adult  circulating  depart- 
ment is  contemplated.  Vacation  lists  of  books  and  lists  for  chil- 
dren of  different  grades  have  been  printed;  and  a  more  intimate 
acquaintance  between  the  librarian  and  the  teachers  has  been 
effected.  Stereoscopes  and  pictures  are  in  use,  and  photographs 
have  been  provided  to  loan  to  teachers  for  use  in  school  work. 
Examinations  are  held  for  the  positions  of  senior  and  junior  assist- 
ants. An  error  in  the  name  of  Robert  Kendall  Shaw,  the  assistant 
librarian,  was  made  in  the  report  of  last  year. 

Wrentham.  The  circulation  of  1905  was  considerably  reduced  be- 
cause of  the  division  of  the  town  by  the  incorporation  of  Plainville. 
Additions  to  the  library  by  purchase  have  been  such  as  are  gen- 
erally demanded  by  the  reading  public;  and  several  bequests  of 
books  have  been  received. 

Yarmouth.  Yarmouth  Library  Association.  The  late  Nathan  Mat- 
thews of  Boston,  whose  benefactions  are  noticed  in  the  report  of 
1899,  bequeathed  $5,000  for  the  use  of  this  library.  There  has 
been  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  books  of  reference;  and  there 
has  been  a  growing  appreciation  of  the  advantages  of  the  library 
by  temporary  and  summer  residents.  The  trustees  make  an  appeal 
for  the  collection  of  printed  and  manuscript  local  historical  matter. 
The  library  already  possesses  a  valuable  collection  in  that  left  by 
the  late  Amos  Otis. 
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The  New  Law  of  1906. 

The  last  Legislature  passed  a  law  which  has  been  embodied 
in  the  following  circular  and  sent  to  the  smaller  libraries  through- 
out the  State :  — 

Boston,  Mass.,  1907. 

To  the  Trustees  and  Librarian  of  the  Free  Public  Library, 

Gentlemen:  —  The  Legislature  of  1906  has  passed  the  following 
act  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  free  public  libraries  in  the  small 
towns:  — 

An  Act  to  aid  free  public  libraries  in  the  small  towns. 

Be  it  enacted  in  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Couri 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

The  board  of  free  public  library  commissioners  may  annually  expend 
a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  aid  of  free  public  libraries, 
especially  in  those  towns  the  valuation  of  which  does  not  exceed  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  Such  aid  may  include  the  furnishing  of  books 
in  small  quantities,  visits  to  libraries,  the  instruction  of  librarians,  and 
such  other  means  of  encouraging  and  stimulating  the  small  libraries  as 
said  commissioners  shall  deem  advisable  :  provided,  that  a  full  detail  of 
expenditures  under  this  act  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
commissioners. 

The  purpose  of  this  law,  which  will  govern  the  commission  in  its 
administration,  is  to  aid  and  improve  the  libraries  in  the  small  towns 
of  the  State. 

This  aid  may  take  any  form  which  the  commission  may  decide.  For 
instance,  it  may:  — 

1.  Furnish  from  time  to  time,  in  small  quantities,  new  and  attractive 
books,  to  enrich  the  library  and  stimulate  its  readers. 

2.  When  necessary  it  may  secure  occasional  personal  visits  to  libra- 
ries by  helpful  library  workers. 

3.  When  technical  or  expensive  books  are  needed  for  tem{)oraiy  use 
by  a  small  library,  the  commission  will  endeavor  to  secure  the  loan  of 
them  from  some  other  or  from  its  own  collection. 

4.  It  may  be  able  to  afford  some  aid  in  the  direction  of  education  for 
librarians. 

Other  avenues  of  aid  mav  be  utilized. 

The  libraries  receiving  this  letter  are  requested  to  correspond  freely 
with  the  commission,  stating  with  the  utmost  frankness  their  needs  in 
whatever  direction,  with  the  assurance  from  the  commission  that  any 
suggestion  or  request  will  be  given  the  most  careful  consideration. 

No  hard  and  fast  rules  will  be  adopted.    The  commission  desires 
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to  be  helpful  in  the  most  practical  way  to  the  especial  necessities  of  the 
individual  library. 

The  librarian  is  requested  to  bring  this  letter  to  the  attention  of  the 
trustees.

Education  of  Librarians. 

In  carrying  out  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  new  law,  the  com- 
mission has  paid  the  expense  of  attendance  of  three  librarians 
upon  the  summer  library  school  of  Simmons  College.  The 
favorable  results  of  this  instruction  will  lead  the  commission  to 
contmue  the  opportunity  to  a  few  such  librarians  in  the  future 
as  seem  to  have  enthusiasm  to  continue  their  public  service. 

Library  Associates. 

The  commission  has  commenced  the  organization  of  an  asso- 
ciation of  voluntary  visitors,  selected  from  different  locaUties 
in  the  State,  who  will  visit  from  time  to  time  designated  libraries 
for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  their  work  and  procuring  and  fur- 
nishing definite  information  concerning  their  condition  to  the 
commission. 

Miss  Katharine  P.  Loring,  a  lady  who  has  devoted  much  time 
to  voluntary  educational  work,  has  generously  accepted  the 
chief  supervision  of  these  associates.  Her  successful  experience 
in  executive  organization  insures  an  effective  and  valuable 
service.

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The  Library  Map. 

The  commission  has  sent  to  nearly  1,000  of  the  leading 
libraries  and  educational  institutions  of  the  world  copies  of  the 
graphic  map  which  was  made  for  the  World's  Expositions, 
showing  illustrations  of  Ubrary  buildings  in  the  State.  The  map 
has  attracted  much  attention,  and  the  acknowledgments  received 
have  indicated  great  interest  in  our  system.  Requests  for  addi- 
tional copies  have  befen  received  from  Norway,  Germany,  Spain 
and  several  other  countries,  and  in  numberless  cases  the  map 
has  been  placed  on  pubUc  bulletins. 

The  Woman's  Education  Association. 

The  report  of  the  Woman's  Education  Association  for  the 
year  gives  the  result  of  the  visits  of  57  libraries,  with  1,541  books, 
to  54  places,  with  a  circulation  of  4,711,  or  an  increase  of  714 
over  last  year.  On  a  basis  of  1,000,  this  circulation  was  divided 
as  follows:  fiction,  557;  travel,  118;  periodicals,  76;  art,  49; 
biography,  42;  history,  42;  natural  history,  37;  Uterature,  26; 
miscellaneous,  53.

Permission  was  given  to  one  member  of  the  Association  to 
prepare  a  Ubrary  composed  largely  of  books  of  proved  standard 
value,  especially  fiction.  It  consists  of  80  books,  of  which  40 
are  fiction.     For  this  Ubrary  the  village  of  Littleville  was  se- 
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lected,  —  a  hamlet  of  some  100  inhabitants,  remote  from  the 
town  library.  The  founder  of  this  library  accompanied  it  to 
the  village,  and  gave  an  evening's  talk  on  the  books,  which  was 
evidently  a  great  pleasure  to  the  auditors.  The  circulation  of 
this  library  was  243,  of  which  75  per  cent,  was  fiction. 

The  special  Ubraries  now  number  13:  Florence,  Rome,  Venice, 
French,  Spanish,  Dutch,  Italian  and  Greek  art,  English  archi- 
tecture, Egypt,  Shakespeare,  travel  in  France,  and  religion. 
These  have  visited  Annisquam,  Ashby,  Athol,  Bedford,  Billerica, 
Carver,  Cheshire,  Djuivers,  Granby,  Medfield,  North  Chelmsford, 
Northfield,  Reading,  Rowe,  Shelbume  Falls,  Somerset,  South- 
ampton, South  Deerfield,  Stoneham  and  Townsend.  Venice 
had  a  circulation  of  159  at  Southampton  and  English  architecture 
98  at  Cheshire.  The  library  of  reUgious  reading  has  not  proved 
a  success,  having  been  to  3  towns  in  two  years,  with  a  total 
circulation  of  only  48.  A  Ubrary  on  health  has  been  prepared 
and  will  be  started  on  its  travels  soon.  The  4  Audubon  libraries 
have  visited  Bernardston,  Dennis,  Douglas,  Milton,  Russell,  Rut- 
land, Shirley  and  Townsend,  with  a  total  circulation  of  564. 

Twenty-six  sets  of  pictures  have  made  145  visits  to  108  differ- 
ent places.  Those  now  in  active  circulation  are:  Valley  of  the 
Yosemite,  Prang  platinettes,  eastern  and  western  Switzerland, 
Hawaii,  English  water-colors,  woman  in  art,  Canadian  Pacific 
Railroad,  India,  Japan,  Grand  Canon  of  the  Colorado,  New 
England  birds,  queer  things  across  the  sea,  China,  Venetian  art, 
Naples,  and  a  set  of  decorative  designs  called  "festoons."  The 
set  on  London,  which  had  been 'very  thoroughly  used,  was  sent 
to  Mrs.  Eugene  B.  Heard  of  Giddleton,  Ga.,  who  has  charge  of  a 
large  number  of  travelling  Ubraries  in  the  south. 

In  last  year's  report  it  was  stated  that  the  publication  of  a 
book  list  by  the  American  Library  Association  might  render  the 
work  in  that  direction  unnecessary.  To  test  the  question,  a 
postal  card  was  sent  out  with  the  April  list,  asking  whether  a 
continuance  was  desired  or  if  the  A.  L.  A.  list  was  preferred. 
One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  repUes  desired  a  continuance;  32 
preferred  the  A.  L.  A. 

A  number  of  gifts  have  been  received  and  transmitted  to 
needy  libraries.  Eight  volumes  of  Lord's  "Beacon  Lights  of 
History,"  given  by  Mrs.  H.  M.  Whitney,  were  sent  to  Monterey, 
and  were  gratefully  received. 
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The  annual  library  trip  was  made  in  June  by  Miss  Morison, 
Miss  Lowell  and  Miss  Chandler.  A  number  of  villages  in  the 
remotest  sections  of  Berkshire  County  were  visited  and  the 
libraries  looked  over,  advice  and  encouragement  given  the  li- 
brarians, and  in  several  cases  books  or  pictures  sent  them. 

The  good  results  of  the  work  of  the  members  of  this  associa- 
tion in  its  several  activities  have  been  felt  and  recognized  from 
year  to  year  by  this  commission,  and  have  been  of  permanent 
value  in  the  development  of  the  library  interests  of  the  State. 
To  their  enterprise  and  enthusiasm  is  due  a  proud  share  in  the 
library  activity  which  is  felt  in  every  hamlet  in  the  State. 

A.  L.  A.  Book  List. 

The  commission  is  sending  free  the  A.  L.  A.  book  list  to  about 
500  libraries  and  branches,  from  month  to  month  as  it  is  issued. 
It  is  a  useful  guide  in  the  selection  of  books  for  small  as  well  as 
the  larger  libraries. 

The  Library  Art  Club. 

The  Library  Art  Club  constantly  increases  in  size  and  useful- 
ness. It  now  has  109  members  and  100  exhibits,  which  have 
been  shown  1,333  times  during  the  year.  Its  membership  in- 
cludes 83  Massachusetts  Ubraries. 

A  Loan  Collection. 

If  there  should  appear  to  be  any  great  need  of  a  loan  collection 
of  books  for  the  benefit  of  the  smaller  libraries,  the  commission 
may  try  the  experiment.  If  books  are  needed  for  study  or 
reading  which  it  does  not  seem  advisable  for  a  small  library  to 
purchase,  on  account  of  expense  or  for  other  reasons,  the  com- 
mission will,  at  its  discretion,  provide  the  books  as  a  loan.  It 
will  consider  all  appUcations  that  may  be  made,  except  for  works 
of  fiction. 

The  Value  of  the  Small  Library. 

The  ideal  distribution  of  the  best  literature  would  be  upon 
the  bookshelf  or  center  table  of  every  family  circle.  The  ideal 
is  sometimes  impossible,  more  frequently  impracticable.  The 
genesis  of  the  free  public  Ubrary  is  an  approach  to  this  ideal. 
The  nearer  the  library  to  the  home,  the  closer  the  approach  to 
the  ideal.    A  few  large  libraries  are  indisj)ensable  for  the  scholar, 
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but  the  great  value  of  books  as  a  means  for  general  public  edu- 
cation lies  in  their  distribution,  not  in  their  concentration.  It 
is  the  food  that  reaches  and  is  assimilated  at  the  family  table 
that  supports  life,  not  that  which  is  stored  in  the  great  ware- 
house. The  libraries  that  are  of  the  most  vital  interest  to  all 
our  people  are  those  that  are  within  sound  of  the  music  of  every 
free  school  bell.  These  small  Ubraries  are  constantly  growing  in 
number,  and  their  need  is  daily  becoming  more  emphatic  in 
every  hamlet.  Let  any  one  who  is  inclined,  for  any  reason,  to 
underrate  their  value  compare  their  relative  circulation  to  their 
constituency  with  that  of  the  larger  Ubraries  to  their  constit- 
uencies. The  percentage  of  the  whole  people  who  use  the  small 
library  in  a  town  is  greater  than  the  percentage  that  use  the 
large  library  m  the  city. 

That  is  the  general,  well-nigh  the  universal  rule.  An  exception 
now  and  then  there  Will  always  be,  but  it  is  rare  and  usually  of 
short  duration.  A  brief  slumber  is  not  death,  and  it  is  often  the 
prelude  to  reinvigorated  vitality.  Our  small  Ubraries  are  live 
libraries.  They  have  a  goodly  store  of  well-selected  books; 
these  books  are  circulated  and  read.  They  need  more  books. 
They  are  not  in  rich  communities,  but  the  State,  to  some  extent, 
supplements  their  efforts.  Now  and  then  they  need  a  word  of 
encouragement.  If  any  one  doubts  the  condition  of  our  li- 
braries, he  is  invited  to  a  careful  reading  of  the  notes  of  library 
progress,  which  are  given  as  they  come  from  the  libraries  them- 
selves. Note  the  fertiUty  of  suggestions  towards  widening  the 
usefulness  of  the  library,  —  an  instance  of  which  is  the  family- 
Ubrary  system  on  trial  in  the  little  town  of  Dover.

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Revised  Laws,  1902,  Chapter  38. 

General  Provision. 

Section  1.  Library  corporations  and  associations  which  have 
been  legally  established  shall  continue  to  have  all  the  powers  and  privi- 
leges and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  restrictions  attaching  thereto. 

Law  Libraries. 

Section  2.  Attorneys  at  law  who  have  been  admitted  to  practise 
in  the  courts  of  the  commonwealth  and  who  are  resident  in  a  county  for 
which  there  is  no  law  library  association  may  organize  as  a  corporation, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  by  the 
name  of  the  Law  Library  Association  for  such  county,  and  may  adopt 
by-laws  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superior  court. 

Section  3.  The  inhabitants  of  the  county  shall  have  access  to  the 
library  and  may  use  the  books  therein,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  by-laws. 

Section  4.  County  treasurers  shall  annually  pay  to  the  law  library 
associations  in  their  respective  counties  all  sums  which  are  paid  into  the 
county  treasuries  during  the  year  by  the  clerks  of  the  courts,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year.  They 
may  also  pay  to  said  associations  such  further  sums  as  the  county  com- 
missioners may  consider  are  necessary  and  proper.  All  sums  which 
are  so  paid  shall  be  applied  to  maintain  and  enlarge  such  libraries  for 
the  use  of  the  courts  and  citizens.  The  treasurer  of  the  law  library 
association,  before  receiving  any  money  from  the  county  treasurer, 
shall  give  bond,  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commissioners, 
for  the  faithful  application  of  such  money,  and  that  he  will  make  a 
return  annually  to  them,  under  oath,  of  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been 
expended. 

Section  5.  Each  law  library  association  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  sergeant-at-arms,  immediately  after  their  publication,  one 
copy  of  the  legislative  documents  of  the  senate  and  house,  the  journal 
of  the  senate  and  the  journal  of  the  house. 
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City  and  Town  Libraries. 

Section  6.  A  city  or  town  may  establish  and  maintain  pyblic 
libraries  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants,  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  city  council  or  by  the  town,  and  may  receive,  hold  and  manage 
any  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  such  library.  The  city  council  of  a  city 
or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  may  place  in  such  library  the  books,  reports 
and  laws  which  may  be  received  from  the  conmionwealth. 

Trustees  of  Town  Libraries. 

Section  7.  A  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  library,  or  free  public  library  and  reading 
room,  owned  by  the  town,  shall,  at  an  annual  meeting  or  special  meet- 
ing, unless  the  same  has  been  acquired  entirely  or  in  part  through  some 
gift  or  bequest  which  contains  other  conditions  or  pro\Tsions  for  the 
election  of  its  trustees  or  for  its  care  and  management  which  have  been 
accepted  by  the  town,  elect  by  ballot  a  board  of  trustees  consisting  of 
any  number  of  persons,  male  or  female,  divisible  by  three,  which  the 
town  determines  to  elect.  When  such  board  is  first  chosen,  one-third 
thereof  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years  and  one- 
third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one-third  shall  be  elected  annually 
for  the  term  of  three  years.  The  board  shall,  from  its  own  number, 
annually  choose  a  chairman  and  secretary  and,  if  the  town  so  votes,  a 
treasurer,  who  shall  give  a  bond  similar  to  that  given  by  the  town 
treasurer,  in  an  amount  and  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  select- 
men. The  town  treasurer  shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees 
until  the  town  otherwise  directs. 

Section  8.  The  board  shall  have  the  custody  and  management  of 
the  library  and  reading  room  and  of  all  property  owned  by  the  town 
relating  thereto.  All  money  raised  or  appropriated  by  the  town  for  its 
support  and  maintenance  shall  be  expended  by  the  board,  and  all 
money  or  property  which  the  town  may  receive  by  gift  or  bequest  for 
said  library  and  reading  room  shall  be  administered  by  the  board  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  gift  or  bequest. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  town 
of  its  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  the  property  in  its  custody,  with 
a  statement  of  any  unexpended  balance  of  money  and  of  any  gifts  or 
bequests  which  it  holds  in  behalf  of  the  town,  vrith  its  recommendations. 

Section  10.  The  provisions  of  the  three  preceding  sections  shall 
not  apply  to  library  associations,  nor  to  a  library  organized  under  a 
special  act. 
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Board  of  Free  Public  Library  Commissioners. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  free  public  library  commis- 
sioners consisting  of  five  persons,  residents  of  the  commonwealth,  one 
of  whom  shall  annually  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  ponsent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  five  years.  The  governor 
shall  designate  the  chairman  thereof. 

Section  12.    No  member  shall  receive  any  compensation,  but  the 
board  may  annually  expend  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  payable 
by  the  commonwealth,  for  clerical  assistance  and  for  other  necessary 
expenses.    It  shall  annually  in  January  make  a  report  to  the  general, 
court. 

Section  13.  The  board  shall  advise  the  librarian  or  trustees  of  any 
free  public  library  relative  to  the  selection  or  cataloguing  of  books  and 
any  other  matter  pertaining  to  the  maintenance  or  administration  of 
the  library. 

Section  14.  Said  board  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  library 
trustees  of  a  town  which  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  sections 
sixteen  and  seventeen,  and  which  has  no  free  public  library  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  town,  expend  not  more  than  one  hundered  dollars 
for  books  to  be  selected  and  purchased  by  said  board  and  delivered  to 
said  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  free  public  library. 

Section  15.  If  a  town,  the  valuation  of  which  is  not  more  than  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars  and  which  has  a  free  public  library,  has  com- 
plied with  all  laws  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  such  library,  and  the 
trustees  of  the  library  provide,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board,  for  the 
distribution  of  books  in  different  parts  of  the  town  where  such  distribu- 
tion is  necessary,  by  means  of  branch  libraries  or  deliveries,  and  for 
practical  and  effective  means  of  rendering  the  library  useful  to  the 
teachers  and  scholars  of  the  public  schools  in  such  town,  the  board  may 
expend,  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  they  determine,  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  each  free  public 
library  owned  and  controlled  by  such  town. 

Section  16.  A  town  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  three 
preceding  sections  until  it  accepts  the  same  or  has  accepted  the'  corre- 
sponding provisions  of  earlier  laws  and  has  elected  a  board  of  library 
trustees  as  provided  in  section  seven,  nor  until  said  trustees  have  made 
provision  satisfactory  to  said  commissioners  for  the  care  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  books  furnished  by  them. 

Section  17.  Such  town  shall,  if  its  last  assessed  valuation  was  one 
million  dollars  or  over,  annually  appropriate  from  the  dog  tax,  or  other- 
wise provide  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public  library,  not 
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less  than  fifty  dollars;  if  such  valuation  was  less  than  one  million  dollars 
and  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand,  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars :  and  if  such  valuation  was  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars. 

Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  183. 

An  Act  to  aid  Free  Public  Libraries  in  the  Small  Towns. 

Be  it  enacted f  etc.y  as  follows: 

The  board  of  free  public  library  commissioners  may  annually  expend 
a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  aid  of  free  public  libra- 
ries, especially  in  those  towns  the  valuation  of  which  does  not  exceed 
six  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Such  aid  may  include  the  furnishing  of 
books  in  small  quantities,  visits  to  libraries,  the  instruction  of  librarians, 
and  such  other  means  of  encouraging  and  stimulating  the  smaU  libra- 
ries as  said  commissioners  shall  deem  advisable:  provided,  that  a  full 
detail  of  expenditures  under  this  act  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  commissioners. 

Appropriation  of  Money  for  Libraries,  etc. 

Section  15,  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  towns  may 
appropriate  money  "for  the  establishment,  maintenance  or  increase 
of  a  public  library  therein,  and  for  the  erection  or  provision  of  suitable 
buildings  or  rooms  therefor." 

"For  maintaining  a  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants  have 
free  access  and  of  which  they  have  the  use,  and  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  public  reading  room  in  connection  with  and  under  the 
control  of  the  managers  of  such  library." 

The  Dog  Tax. 

Section  163,  chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  money 
received  for  dog  licenses  and  refunded  to  the  towns  "  shall  be  expended 
for  the  support  of  public  libraries  or  schools." 

Defacing  or  Wilful  Detention  of  Books,  Papers,  etc. 

Sections  83  and  84,  chapter  208  of  the  Revised  Laws,  pro\dde  that 
"whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause,  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book, 
plate,  picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  manu- 
script or  statue  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other  public  or 
incorporated  library  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less^han  five 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six 
months." 
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"Whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wantonly 
and  without  cause,  detains  a  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet, 
or  manuscript  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other  public  or 
incorporated  library  for  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writing  from  the 
librarian  thereof,  containing  a  copy  of  this  section  and  given  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  which,  by  the  regulations  of  such  library,  such 
book,  "newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet  or  manuscript  may  be  kept, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months." 

Disturbing  Public  Libraries. 

Section  33,  chapter  212  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  "whoever 
wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  library,  or  a  reading 
room  connected  therewith,  by  making  a  noise  or  in  any  other  manner 
during  the  time  when  such  library  or  reading  room  is  open  to  the  public 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days  or 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars." 

Land  may  be  taken  for  Library  Buildings. 

Section  47  of  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides  that  "  any  land 
within  the  limits  of  a  city  or  town  not  appropriated  to  public  uses"  may 
be  taken  "for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  building  to  be  used  for 
a  public  school,  a  library,  or  an  engine  house,  or  for  the  enlargement 
of  a  lot  of  land  taken  or  used  for  such  purpose,"  —  but  the  land  thus 
taken  may  not  exceed  two  acres  in  extent. 

Public  Documents. 

Under  provisions  of  chapter  9  of  the  Revised  Laws,  each  town  and 
city  library  is  entitled  to  receive  a  copy  of  the  Manual  of  the  General 
Court,  the  Blue  Book,  and  a  copy  of  the  series  of  public  documents.

The  Commission. 

Miss  Elizabeth  P.  Sohier  has  been  reappointed  by  Governor 
Guild  for  the  full  term  of  five  years  from  Oct.  2,  1907. 

Free  Libraeies  foe  the  Whole  State. 

During  the  year  the  town  of  Plainville  has  established  a  free 
library,  and  it  has  been  supplied  with  $100  worth  of  books  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  347  of  the  Acts  of 
1890. 

Every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  Commonwealth  now  has 
the  privilege  and  right,  under  proper  rules,  to  use  a  free  pub- 
lic library,  and  to  take  books  to  the  home  for  recreation  or 
study. 

A  second  installment  of  $50  worth  of  books  has  been  supplied 
to  the  town  library  of  Brimfield  during  the  year,  completing 
the  allowance  to  that  to'wn.

The  Spirit  of  Massachusetts  Libbabies. 

The  following  notes,  gathered  from  the  libraries  and  com- 
piled with  much  care,  give  an  idea  of  the  spirit  and  growth  of 
individual  libraries  and  contain  many  useful  suggestions  as 
well  as  much  valuable  information.  They  are  commended  to 
the  attention  of  all  who  have  an  interest  in  library  work,  as 
well  as  to  those  who  are  especially  interested  in  the  development 
and  growth  of  the  libraries  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Abinqton.  There  was  an  increase  of  over  10  per  cent,  in  the  circula- 
tion of  1906.  Fifty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  total  circulation  was 
delivered  at  the  branch  library. 

AcusHNET.  The  interest  in  the  library  constantly  increases;  and  the 
home  circulation  of  1906  showed  an  increase  of  about  one-third. 
The  reading  table  proves  attractive  to  many,  and  is  especially  use- 
ful to  the  pupils  of  the  schools.  The  work  of  the  library  is  re- 
tarded by  insufficient  room. 

Adams.  The  older  books  are  being  classified  and  catalogued,  con- 
cordant with  later  accessions.  Books  are  sent  to  the  schools  when 
desired  by  the  teachers;  and  particular  attention  is  given  to  the 
helping  of  children  in  their  choice  of  books  at  the  library. 

Amesburv.  The  home  circulation  of  1906  was  the  largest  ever  re- 
ported ;  and  a  great  gain  has  been  made  in  the  use  of  the  reference 
room  by  the  pupils  in  the  higher  grades  of  the  schools,  both  public 
and  private.  The  library  has  received  a  gift  of  $1,000,  the  interest 
of  which  is  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books. 

Andover.  The  interest  of  the  public  in  the  library  is  shown  by  the  re- 
sult of  a  new  registration,  which  was  begun  on  Jan.  1,  1907,  and 
on  September  1  included  one-fourth  of  the  population  of  the  town. 
The  Browne  system  has  been  introduced;  children's  books  have 
been  placed  on  open  shelves  in  the  reading  room,  and  all  children 
over  ten  years  of  age  are  allowed  cards,  while  on  request  of  teach- 
ers the  privilege  is  given  to  some  still  younger.  The  stacks  are 
open  to  adults,  and  new  books  are  placed  on  special  shelves.  An 
extra  nonfiction  card  is  given  to  all  adults  who  desire  it;  and  vaca- 
tion privileges  until  September  1  have  b^en  granted  to  borrowers 
leaving  town.  By  the  gift  of  the  president  of  the  trustees,  many 
repairs  have  been  made  and  much  new  furniture  pro\dded.    At  the 
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end  of  July,  the  circulation  had  been  but  slightly  less  than  the  en- 
tire circulieition  of  1906.  At  the  opening  of  the  schools,  special 
privileges  were  given  to  all  teachers,  and  shelves  assigned  at  the 
library  for  such  books  as  they  may  wish  to  have  temporarily  re- 
serve(f  for  class  use.  Reference  work  with  the  schools  has  largely 
increased;  not  only  with  the  public  school  scholars,  but  especially 
with  the  Phillips  Academy  boys,  who  now  rely  upon  the  library 
for  help  in  their  many  debates.  It  is  planned  to  have  a  story  hour 
during  the  winter.  The  work  of  reorganization  is  being  carried  on, 
and,  in  time,  the  library  will  be  reaccessioned  and  the  eatal(^:ue 
revised.  Undesirable  books  are  gradually  being  withdrawn.  In 
purchases,  especial  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  needs  of  local 
clubs,  and  to  the  building  up  of  a  children's  department.  SeTeral 
gifts  of  money  have  been  received  for  the  purchase  of  children's 
books.  The  hours  of  opening  for  public  use  have  been  increased 
by  five  hours  daily.  A  sum  of  about  $2,000  has  been  received  from 
the  trustees  of  Phillips  Academy,  which  is  a  share  of  the  accrued 
income  of  a  donation  made  by  the  founder  of  the  academy  in  1802 
for  the  benefit  of  the  female  teachers  of  the  town.  This  has  come 
to  the  library  by  a  decree  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massa- 
chusetts; and  the  interest  of  this  amount,  increased  by  a  similar 
share  of  the  current  annual  income  of  the  donation,  is  to  be  used 
in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  aid  and  benefit  of  the  female 
teachers  in  the  public  schools. 

Ashland.  A  decrease  in  the  home  circulation  and  the  number  of  library 
readers  in  1906  is  attributed  ''  partly  to  the  fact  that  the  novelty 
of  the  library  has  worn  away,  and  yet  more  to  the  new  industry, 
which  has  occupied  both  children  and  adults."  It  is  suggestive 
that  the  decrease  was  almost  entirely  in  fiction.  The  work  with  the 
schools  and  the  use  of  reference  books  shows  conscientious  re- 
search on  the  part  of  the  scholars;  and  the  librarian  says:  ''The 
forethought  and  frequent  presence  of  the  teachers  count  for  much 
in  making  the  library  helpful  and  popular."  The  exhibitions  of  the 
Library  Art  Club  are  to  be  used  by  the  teachers  of  the  hi^  school 
and  the  ninth  grade  for  essay  topics. 

Athol.  There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  circulation  and  the 
'  use  of  the  reference  room  in  1906.  A  duplicate  collection  of  recent 
books  for  hire  has  been  established  and  has  proved  to  be  successful 
A  noticeable  increase  has  been  made  in  the  circulation  in  the 
children's  department ;  and  a  card  catalogue  has  been  made  for  that 
department.  A  change  has  been  made  from  the  Browne  charging 
system  to  the  Newark,  and  fiction  is  not  being  numbered.  Col- 
lections of  books  are  sent  to  any  school  which  applies  for  them; 
and  typewritten  lists  adapted  to  the  several  grades  may  be  obtained 
at  the  library.  Collections  of  pictures,  suitable  for  illustration  in 
school  work,  are  loaned. 
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Attleborough.  The  new  library  building  was  opened  for  the  delivery 
of  books  Nov.  11,  1907.  It  differs  from  that  planned  when  the 
citizens  were  called  upon  for  contributions;  and  its  entire  cost  will 
be  about  $75,000.  In  outward  appearance  it  is  of  the  type  which 
has  become  familiar  from  its  frequent  repetition  in  recent  library 
buildings;  and  its  interior  contains  the  usual  central  hall,  with  a 
reading  room  and  a  children's  room  on  either  side  and  a  stack  room 
in  the  rear.  The  central  hall  contains  eight  colmnns  of  violet 
Brescia  marble,  standing  in  pairs  and  backed  by  pilasters  of  the 
same  material,  and  a  mosaic  floor,  bordered  with  a  rich  design  and 
containing  a  central  figure  around  a  section  of  Siena  marble.  The 
mosaic  flooring  is  extended  through  the  rooms  on  the  right  and  left. 
A  librarian's  room,  a  reference  room,  a  room  for  special  study,  and 
a  catalogue  room,  with  the  stack,  occupy  the  remainder  of  the 
lower  floor.  The  librarian's  room  is  to  be  furnished  by  the  Round 
Table,  as  a  memorial  of  the  late  librarian,  Miss  Letitia  S.  Allen. 
The  woodwork  and  furniture  of  the  several  rooms  are  of  solid  ma^ 
hogany.  The  second  story  contains  a  room  for  historical  exhibitions 
and  another  for  exhibitions  of  paintings,  photographs,  etc.,  and  an 
assembly  hall  which  will  seat  about  225  persons.  The  latter  has 
been  fitted  and  decorated  from  a  contribution  made  by  Mrs.  George 
Asa  Dean,  as  a  memorial  of  her  husband.  Its  use  will  be  carefully 
restricted  to  avoid  conflicting  in  any  way  with  the  regular  work  of 
the  library  or  disturbing  the  necessary  quiet  of  the  reading  rooms. 
The  building  is  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 

AuBURK.  Miss  Josie  E.  Prouty,  who  had  been  librarian  for  twelve 
years,  resigned  during  the  present  year,  and  has  been  succeeded  by 
Miss  Abby  B.  Shute.  Books  have  been  purchased  from  the  l^acy 
of  George  H.  Mellish  of  New  York,  reported  in  1904;  and  other 
books  have  been  purchased  for  the  library  by  some  young  people 
of  the  town.    The  library  is  being  catalogued  by  cards. 

Barnstable.  The  several  libraries  in  Barnstable  are  independent  of 
each  other  and  receive  no  aid  from  the  town;  but  the  Sturgis  Li- 
brary affords  some  aid  to  the  others  by  supplies  of  books  from  time 
to  time.  The  library  at  Hyannis  has  received  a  gift  of  $100  for 
the  purchase  of  books. 

Barre.  Additional  room  for  books  has  been  provided  in  the  stack 
room;  and  three  steel  cases  have  been  purchased  for  the  museum. 
One  of  the  latter  has  been  filled  with  native  birds,  another  with 
animals  and  a  third  with  civil  war  relics.  The  free  lecture  courses, 
•  formerly  held  in  the  library  hall,  have  proved  so  popular  that  the 
seating  capacity  is  insufficient,  and  they  are  now  held  in  the  town 
hall.  Work  with  the  schools  is  steadily  increasing.  Teachers  may 
take  books  for  an  indefinite  time,  a  whole  term  if  needed. 

Belchertown.  In  co-operation  with  the  superintendent  of  schools^ 
the  experiment  of  a  school  loan  collection  has  been  tried.    Selections 
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from  the  collection  were  sent  to  four  schools  in  remote  districts. 
This  was  so  successful  that  it  will  be  continued,  and  will  probably 
be  extended  so  as  to  include  other  schools.  Notice  of  a  bequest  of 
$1,000  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Worcester  Longley 
has  been  received.  A  collection  of  birds  of  New  England  has  hem 
received  from  the  estate  of  John  H.  Stone;  and  by  the  will  of 
Frank  B.  Lawrence  of  Boston  the  library  receives  all  his  books, 
photographs,  pamphlets  and  papers  of  public  iaterest,  which  are 
to  be  held  as  the  Clapp  Collection.  The  home  circulation  is  in- 
.  creasing.  A  bequest  of  $1,000  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Harriette  Dwight 
Longley  is  reported. 

Belmont.  There  was  a  gain  in  the  home  circulation  of  1906,  and  the 
percentage  of  fiction  was  slightly  reduced.  The  children  are  be- 
coming accustomed  to  using  the  card  catalogue  and  more  expert  in 
the  use  of  the  reference  books. 

BERyARDSTON.  The  home  circulation  has  increased.  The  schools  make 
a  free  use  of  the  library ;  and  there  is  the  most  cordial  co-operation 
between  the  librarian,  teachers  and  pupils.  Books  have  been  pur- 
chased for  all  grades,  with  direct  reference  to  school  work.  There 
is  no  age  limit,  and  summer  guests  are  given  the  free  use  of  the 
library.  Besides  sets  of  pictures  for  exhibition,  the  Woman's  Edu- 
cation Association  sent  two  sets  for  use  in  the  schools,  which  were 
appreciated  by  the  pupils  and  were  of  much  educational  value. 

Beverly.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  home  circulation  of  1906,  but  the 
school  circulation  increased  about  12  per  cent.  The  necessity  of 
more  commodious  quarters  or  a  new  library  building  is  urgent 
The  congested  condition  of  the  library  prevents  important  changes 
or  work  along  new  lines. 

BiLLERiCA.  Bennett  Public  Library.  This  library  has  recently  re- 
ceived a  donation  of  $500.  Miss  Emma  W.  Whitf  ord  was  appointed 
librarian  Jan.  1,  1907. 

BLACK8T0NE.  There  was  an  increase  of  over  12  per  cent,  in  the  cir- 
culation of  1906.  The  history  of  the  town  is  more  frequently  con- 
sulted than  any  other  book  of  reference.  Some  of  the  younger 
readers  read  all  the  books  by  one  author  before  they  take  up  an- 
other. An  impetus  was  given  to  the  reading  of  Napoleonic  history 
by  the  offering  of  a  prize,  by  a  citizen,  for  the  best  composition  on 
the  Concordat. 

Blandford.  This  library  is  now  known  as  the  Porter  Memorial  Li- 
brary, the  change  being  made  in  accordance  with  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  trustees.  The  old  paper  covers  have  been  removed 
from  the  books,  and  a  list  of  the  accessions  since  1897  has  been 
printed.  A  decrease  in  the  circulation  at  the  North  Blandford 
branch  is  caused  by  the  waning  population  of  that  section.  The 
library  is  largely  used  by  summer  boarders  near  the  main  library. 
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Boston.  The  annual  report  of  this  library  is  of  importance  in  its 
statements  of  conditions  and  details,  which  cannot  be  given  here. 
The  library  system  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  included  194 
agencies  for  the  circulation  of  books,  of  which  11  are  now  rated 
as  branch  libraries.  Remarking  upon  the  percentage  of  fiction 
issued  from  the  agencies  the  trustees  say :  "  The  time  will  come 
when  the  question  will  be  raised  whether  so  large  an  expense  for 
fiction  is  justified.  Thinking  people  have  lost  faith  in  the  shibbo- 
leth, much  in  vogue  a  generation  ago,  that  the  habit  of  reading  poor, 
not  to  say  trashy,  books  will  breed  a  longing  for  something  bet- 
ter." From  715  titles  of  English  prose  fiction  examined  in  1906, 
167  were  selected  for  purchase.  Of  missing  books  during  the  year, 
907  were  reported  at  the  central  library  and  1,140  at  the  outside 
agencies,  making  a  total  of  2,047  volumes.  The  librarian  says: 
''  It  will  be  plain  that  the  exposure  of  books  upon  the  open 
shelves,  and  their  use  without  much  restriction,  results  in  a  con- 
siderable loss,  part  of  which  is  temporary,  in  a  library  used  by  the 
mixed  population  of  a  great  city.  Careful  examination  of  the 
figures  cited  indicates  also  that  the  books  taken  are  principally  of 
the  cheaper  sort,  that  many  of  them  are  books  taken  by  children, 
and  that  in  numerous  instances  they  are  taken  not  primarily  by 
theft,  but  through  informal  or  irregular  borrowing,  in  disregard 
of  the  proper  rules  relating  to  charging  upon-  a  library  card.  It 
is  also  clear,  from  our  experience,  that  many  books  taken  from  the 
open  shelves,  no  doubt  with  the  intention  of  returning  them,  never 
are  returned;  probably  being  thrown  aside  or  forgotten  by  the 
irresponsible  person  who  took  them.  .  .  .  Unquestionably  the  open- 
shelf  system,  toward  which  public  libraries  have  moved  during  the 
last  ten  years,  is  of  great  public  benefit  and  convenience.  That  it 
promotes  the  use  of  books  no  one  can  doubt.  It  must  be  admitted, 
however,  that  there  are  serious  evils  attending  it  unless  it  is  care- 
fully guarded.  If  the  missing  books  involved  merely  pecuniary 
loss  the  matter  would  not  be  of  much  importance;  the  expense 
might  be  charged  to  profit  and  loss,  and  considered  justifiable  in 
view  of  the  advantages  derived.  But  if  books  may  be  taken  with- 
out obsen^ance  of  rules,  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  library  patrons 
no  less  than  for  the  convenience  of  administration,  and  returned 
or  not,  as  those  who  take  them  may  decide,  a  tendency  towards 
demoralization  is  at  once  established,  affecting  particularly  the 
young.  This  is  far  more  serious  than  the  money  loss  involved."  A 
system  which  has  been  introduced  experimentally  at  some  of  the 
outside  agencies  by  enlarging  supervision  and  control  may  in  some 
measure  obviate  the  dangers  which  accompany  the  open  shelf. 
"  The  essential  points  in  this  system  are  the  following :  a  library 
card  or  other  ticket  of  identification  must  be  presented  at  the  cus- 
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todian's  desk  before  access  to  the  children's  shelves  is  granted; 
persons  under  eighteen  years  of  age  must  conform  to  the  same 
requirement  before  being  admitted  to  the  shelves  containing  non- 
fiction  for  adults;  no  one  under  eighteen  years  of  age  is  permitted 
to  have  free  access  to  shelves  containing  fiction  for  adults/'  So 
far  this  system  appears  to  be  working  well.  "  The  serious  use  of 
books  is  promoted ;  "  and  "  the  invasion  of  the  rooms  by  irresponsi- 
ble groups,  who  come  for  mischief  only,  has  ceased." 

Bourne.  The  trustees  report  a  contribution  from  John  Parkinson  of 
$50  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  a  donation  of  valuable  books 
from  Robert  Emmons,  2d.  The  library  aims  to  keep  a  good  supply 
of  reference  books  for  the  use  of  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools. 

BoxBOROUGH.  The  circulation  of  1906  was  more  than  four  times  that 
of  the  previous  year.  The  trustees  say :  "  Last  year  the  town  re- 
turned to  its  original  appropriation  for  the  library;  and  if  the 
usefulness  of  a  library*  is  to  be  judged  by  the  circulation,  we  must 
conclude  it  was  a  wise  thing  to  do.  During  the  two  years  when  no 
books  could  be  purchased  for  lack  of  funds,  the  number  of  books 
taken  out  was  much  less  than  in  any  previous  year.  This  year 
shows  a  gratifying  increase.  .  .  .  During  no  period  have  so  many 
books  been  taken  by  children." 

BoTLSTON.  The  home  circulation,  the  use  of  the  reference  books  and 
the  attendance  in  the  reading  room  have  all  largely  increased.  Do- 
nations of  valuable  local  historical  matter  have  been  received. 

Bridgewater.  "  In  response  to  request  from  citizens,  the  experiment 
of  opening  the  reading  and  reference  rooms  Sunday  afternoons 
and  evenings  was  tried  last  June  [1906].  The  number  using  the 
irooms  was  so  small  that  it  was  not  thought  best  to  continue  the 
experiment  at  that  season.  The  trustees  have  been  ready  to  repeat 
the  experiment  at  what  might  be  a  more  favorable  time  of  year,  if 
it  would  benefit  a  reasonable  number  of  patrons,  but  thus  far  no 
desire  for  the  reopening  has  been  expressed  to  them."  The  school 
work  is  increasing.  At  the  close  of  the  year  it  is  reported  that  the 
will  of  the  Rev.  Theodore  F.  Wright  contains  a  bequest  of  $3,000 
for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

Brimfield.  This  library  in  its  aims  and  management  emphasizes  and 
gives  form  to  the  town  spirit.  The  librarian  says :  "  The  public 
library  should  be  a  social  center  by  assisting  groups,  organizations 
and  institutions  in  their  work,  and  by  preserving  records  and  data 
concerning  them.  It  should  help  the  Grange,  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Circle,  the  Debating  Club  and  the  Village  Improvement 
Society  by  purchasing  books  for  their  use  and  furnishing  needed 
references;  and  it  should  preserve  their  programmes  and  available 
matter  descriptive  of  their  meetings.  The  library  should  be  a  re- 
pository of  data  concerning  the  activities  of  the  town  as  a  whole. 
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Thus  each  public  library  will  become  characteristic  of  the  town 
to  which  it  belongs  and  reflect  its  leading  interests."  Mrs.  Mary 
Knight  Hyde  of  Ware,  a  former  resident,  has  given  the  sum  of 
$25,  as  she  has  done  in  several  previous  years,  which  has  been  ap- 
plied to  the  expense  of  cataloguing,  and  a  further  sum  of  $100  as 
an  endowment  fund. 

Brockton.  The  growth  of  the  population  and  the  number  of  bor- 
rowers have  created  new  obligations,  which  the  library  is  meeting 
with  slio^htly  increased  funds  and  a  somewhat  larger  expenditure 
for  books  than  during  the  preceding  year.  The  circulation,  esr 
pecially  that  through  the  two  branches,  shows  a  considerable 
increase  over  that  of  1906.  To  meet  the  demand  for  books  for 
school  use,  a  considerable  number  of  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  collection  set  apart  for  that  purpose.  Throughout  the  library 
a  special  attempt  has  been  made  to  replace  badly  worn  and  muti- 
lated books.  Much  remains  \o  be  done  along  this  line,  but  many 
books  have  been  discarded  which  were  past  rebinding  or  in  other 
ways  were  unsuitable  for  circulation.  The  library  has  bought  and 
is  preparing  to  buy  more  freely  books  bound  in  special  bindings 
from  the  sheets.  The  substantial  binding  provided  for  these  books 
ensures  a  longer  continuous  circulation  than  would  be  possible 
otherwise,  and  the  leather  binding  resists  the  wear  and  tear  more 
successfully  than  the  usual  library  binding.  The  reclassification  of 
the  library  is  being  carried  forward  with  the  routine  work  as 
rapidly  as  possible.  The  library  keeps  in  touch  with  its  readers 
by  quarterly  bulletins,  made  up  of  lists  of  accessions  and  occa- 
sional lists  on  special  subjects,  and  by  book  lists  printed  at  inter- 
vals in  the  local  papers.  The  last  annual  report  of  the  trustees 
renewed  their  former  appeals  for  a  library  building;  and  the 
mayor  recognized  the  claim  by  a  recommendation  in  his  inaugural 
address. 

Brookline.  This  progressive  library  has  taken  up  the  matter  of  the 
treatment  of  pamphlets  in  a  popular  library  in  a  manner  which 
seems  quite  successful.  A  comprehensive  statement  of  the  details 
of  this  work  by  the  assistant  librarian.  Miss  Zaidee  Brown,  in  the 
"Library  Journal"  of  August,  is  likely  to  be  of  service  to  those 
librarians  who  have  to  deal  with  such  perplexing,  and  often  val- 
uable, material.  The  last  annual  report  recorded  the  abandonment 
of  the  accessions'  catalogue,  by  which  "  the  necessary  routine  is 
reduced  to  its  lowest  dimensions."  Recently  the  librarian  has 
written :  "  This  economy  has  proved  most  satisfactory,  and  a  very 
substantial  saving  of  time.  We  note  on  the  back  of  the  title-page 
of  each  book,  and  also  on  the  shelf  list,  the  price  paid,  the  firm 
name  from  whom  it  is  bought,  and  the  date  of  the  bill.  We  find 
no  drawbacks  to  this  economical  scheme."     Expert  assistance  has 
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been  employed  in  the  enlargement  of  the  collection  of  photographs, 
which  is  to  be  mounted  and  placed  in  circulation.  The  library  has 
a  considerable  collection  of  catalogues  of  dealers  in  photographs, 
and  will  be  glad  to  make  these,  as  well  as  the  photographs,  useful 
to  other  libraries.  Stations  are  now  maintained,  with  deposits  of 
books,  at  Coolidge  Comer,  Boylston,  and  Chestnut  Hill.  These 
have  liberal  circulations  in  their  several  districts,  but  are  not  con- 
sidered as  branch  libraries.  The  opening  of  the  circulating  depart- 
ment, as  well  as  the  reading  rooms,  on  Sundays  has  now  become 
an  established  policy  of  the  library.  In  regard  to  missing  volumes 
from  open  shelves,  the  librarian  says:  "  The  result  seems  to  show 
not  that  we  should  restrict  the  use  of  our  main  library,  nor  that 
we  should  make  it  less  hospitable  and  accessible  to  the  studious 
reader,  but  that  we  must  exercise  still  more  careful  supervision  in 
our  children's  rooms." 
Cambridge.  The  circulation  of  the  main  library  in  1906  showed  a 
commendable  decrease  of  over  5  per  cent,  in  the  circulation  of 
fiction,  the  rate  being  54.6  per  cent.  The  service  of  the  Book- 
lovers'  Library  and  the  Tabard  Inn  Library  has  been  discontmued. 
The  travelling  libraries  continue  to  provide  new  features  of  inter- 
est, but  the  local  stations  have  fallen  off  in  popularity  as  the 
travelling  libraries  have  gained.  In  the  main  library  an  alcove  has 
been  set  apart,  to  be  known  as  the  Thomas  Wentworth  Higginson 
Alcove,  which  will  contain  all  the  published  works  of  Colonel 
Higginson.  A  recent  informal  report  of  the  librarian  contains 
interesting  matter  relative  to  the  activities  of  the  present  year, 
from  which  we  quote :  "  The  rapid  growth  of  the  new  branch 
library  in  North  Cambridge,  with  its  total  circulation  of  over 
52,000  for  the  first  full  fiscal  year,  is  the  chief  factor  in  making 
the  total  circulation  of  over  283,000,  and  the  increase  over  last  year 
of  nearly  42,000,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  library.  The 
adult  circulation  for  the  main  library  has  more  than  held  its  own, 
but  the  children's  room  shows  a  loss.  The  local  delivery  stations, 
the  travelling  libraries  and  the  school  circulation  also  show  losses, 
which  may  be  traced  mainly  to  the  effect  of  a  serious  cut  in  the 
appropriation  for  general  expenses,  including  books  as  the  chief 
item.  The  salaries'  account  being  also  insufficient  for  present 
needs,  a  curtailment  was  made  by  dispensing  with  the  special 
service  of  the  evening  attendants,  by  reducing  the  hours  of  the 
runners  and  by  closing  the  whole  library  at  9  p.m.  and  the  children's 
room  at  6  p.m.  Progress  has  been  made  in  recataloguing  a  col- 
lection of  old  books,  much  of  which  has  been  available  only  in  the 
old  printed  catalogue  of  1887,  and  its  supplement  of  1891.  A  new 
form  of  record  slip,  adapted  from  that  in  use  at  the  Carnegie 
Public  Library  in  Washington,  makes  possible  a  complete '  and 
accurate  account  of  all  new  books,  by  classified  accessions,  and  also 
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of  the  responsibility  of  each  assistant  in  their  preparation  for  the 
public.  Supplementary  to  the  December  Bulletin  was  the  issue  of 
a  special  '  Bibliography  of  Thomas  Wentworth  Higginson/  in  com- 
memoration of  Colonel  Higginson's  eighty-third  birthday,  Dec.  22, 
1906,  and  in  recognition  of  his  long  service  of  fourteen  years,  from 
18S9  to  1903,  as  trustee  of  the  public  library.  A  similar  work  in 
honor  of  another  distinguished  trustee,  Dr.  William  J.  Rolf  e,  who 
is  still  in  service,  was  in  preparation  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  a 
'  Bibliography  of  William  James  Rolf  e,'  to  be  issued  on  the  occa- 
sion of  his  eightieth  birthday,  Dec.  10,  1907.  A  less  exhaustive 
.  bibliography  of  books  and  periodicals  relating  to  Henry  Wads^ 
worth  Longfellow  was  issued  in  connection  with  the  celebration 
of  the  centenary  of  the  poet's  birth,  Feb.  27,  1907,  as  part  of  the 
regular  Bulletin  and  in  a  separate  edition,  for  school  use.  Besides 
this  Longfellow  list,  the  library  took  an  important  part  in  the 
centenary  celebration  by  its  exhibit,  in  the  Cambridge  room,  of 
books,  portraits  and  curios,  sent  to  it  from  the  Craigie  House, 
from  the  Harvard  College  library  and  from  other  sources,  in 
addition  to  the  library's  own  collection.  This  exhibit  proved  to  be 
the  most  valuable  and  interesting  of  its  kind  ever  held  in  Cam- 
bridge. In  connection  with  the  Agassiz  centenary  celebration,  the 
last  week  in  May^  the  library  prepared  a  similar  list  for  the  May 
Bulletin,  and  a  separate  edition  for  school  use.  The  school  chil- 
dren of  all  the  ninth  grades  of  the  city  repeated  the  visit  of  last 
year  to  the  library  for  special  instruction  in  the  use  of  reference 
books  and  the  card  catalogue.  The  library  co-operated  also  with 
the  Rindge  Manual  Training  School  in  the  issue  of  special  lists  of 
books  for  the  English  and  the  shop-practice  departments,  in  the 
talks  by  the  librarian  before  the  pupils  in  classes  and  in  the  loan 
of  a  collection  of  books  for  direct  use  through  the  English  depart- 
ment of  that  school.  Three  deposit  stations  were  added,  two  of 
them  literary  societies  and  the  third  a  Sunday  school." 

Canton.  The  library  is  now  open  every  week  day  and  evening.  "After 
careful  consideration,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  discontinue 
the  Sunday  afternoon  opening  of  the  reading  and  reference  rooms. 
The  trustees  regret  being  obliged  to  take  this  action;  but  as  the 
purpose  for  which  the  Sunday  opening  was  instituted  has  not  been 
accomplished,  it  has  beea  thought  best  to  do  this."  Lists  of  acces- 
sions are  posted  in  the  post-oflBce  for  the  information  of  the  public. 
The  prize  competition  in  local  history,  offered  by  the  Canton  His- 
torical Society,  has  been  continued;  and,  to  stimulate  the  study  of 
local  history,  one  class  in  the  high  school  is  required  to  furnish 
weekly  essays  on  kindred  subjects. 

Cabver.  The  branches  at  North  Carver  and  Bates  Pond  have  been  re- 
stored. An  attempt  is  made  to  supply  simple  reading  to  the 
smallest  children  who  come  to  the  library  and  ask  for  books.    The 
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librarian  says :  "  We  think  it  is  a  very  hopeful  outlook  when  we 
can  attract  the  children  of  five  years  to  the  library  and  hold  them 
until  we  have  moulded  their  taste  for  reading,  which  seems  prab- 
able,  judging  from  our  past  experience." 

Chelsea.  A  slight  decrease  in  the  circulation  of  1906  is  attributed  to 
the  limitation  of  juvenile  cards  to  one  book.  Children  needing 
books  for  instruction  are  given  cards  on  which  they  are  allowed 
one  book  other  than  from  the  fiction  and  juvenile  classes.  The 
experiment  of  opening  the  rooms  on  Sunday  afternoons  was  not 
satisfactory  and  it  has  been  discontinued. 

Cheshire.  A  fair  was  held  in  August,  and  resulted  in  a  profit  of  $75 
for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

Chesterfieu).  a  summer  visitor  has  given  150  books,  all  good.  Addi- 
tions are  made  yearly  to  the  collection  for  high  school  use. 

Chioopee.  a  reading  and  reference  room  has  been  opened  at  the  main 
library.  Fifteen  hundred  volumes  have  been  selected  from  the 
library  and  sent  to  the  branches.  These  are  to  be  replaced  from 
time  to  time,  "  in  order  that  the  people  at  the  branches  may  handle 
them."  A  card  catalogue  according  to  the  Dewey-Cutter  system  is 
being  prepared,  and  the  charging  system  is  to  be  changed. 

Clinton.  A  decrease  in  the  home  circulation  of  1906,  not  as  heavy 
as  that  of  the  preceding  year,  was  apparently  caused  by  the  re- 
moval from  the  town  of  many  who  were  constant  readers  of  the 
better  class  of  books.  There  is  a  larger  use  of  the  library  for 
study  and  reference  by  teachers  and  students. 

COHASSET.  The  will  of  Mrs.  Isaphene  M.  Wheelwright  of  Boston  and 
Cohasset  gives  to  the  Cohasset  Free  Public  Library,  which  is  by 
agreement  temporarily  merged  with  the  Paul  Pratt  Memorial  Li- 
brary, the  sum  of  $2,000,  and  valuable  paintings  and  etchings  and 
other  articles  of  interest. 

CoLRAiN.  This  library  has  maintained  its  circulation  and  has  added 
somewhat  to  its  collection.  Joseph  Griswold  of  Greenfield  is  erect- 
ing a  library  building  as  a  memorial  of  his  family,  which  will  be 
presented  to  the  town  when  completed.  It  is  expected  to  be  ready 
by  June  1,  1908, 

Concord.  An  increase  of  library  hours  during  the  school  year  has 
proved  of  great  convenience  to  the  school  children.  A  stack  room, 
with  a  capacity  of  about  25,000  volumes,  has  been  completed. 
There  have  been  1,772  volumes  taken  from  the  shelves,  as  obsolete 
or  unused,  and  sold. 

Conway.  Miss  Grace  Pease,  who  had  been  librarian  for  several  years, 
resigned  early  in  the  present  year,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss 
Margaret  F.  Sikes  of  Conway. 

Danvers.  The  home  circulation  of  1906  showed  an  increase  of  about 
10  per  cent.,  not  including  the  school  circulation.  "A  few  years 
ago  only  children  who  could  read  intelligently  visited  the  children's 
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room,  but  now  those  much  below  the  school  age  are  brought  by 
older  ones.  For  their  entertainment  a  selection  of  picture  books 
was  included  in  the  last  addition,  which  has  proved  exceedingly 
popular,  not  only  to  those  whose  home  books  are  limited,  but 
to  the  more  favored  as  well."  The  wisdom  of  making  an  extra 
appropriation  for  an  extension  of  school  work^  as  noted  in  the 
report  of  last  year,  has  been  fully  justified  by  the  results.  As  a 
direct  result  of  the  work,  children  have  been  attracted  to  the 
library  and  have  become  borrowers.  Each  year  shows  an  increasing 
number  of  young  people  applying  for  books  for  home  use. 

Dabtmouth.  This  town  has  three  libraries,  each  of  which  is  inde- 
pendent of  the  others.  The  town  doubled  its  library  appropriations 
in  1906,  giving  $2.50  to  each  library.  These  libraries  are  in  the 
villages  of  Russell's  MUls  (Dartmouth),  Padanaram  (South  Dart-, 
mouth)  and  North  Dartmouth,  and  are  five  miles  apart.  The  cir- 
culation in  1906  at  the  first  named  exceeded  that  of  any  previous 
year. 

Dedham.  There  was  a  gain  of  over  5  per  cent,  in  the  home  circulation 
of  1906.  The  success  of  the  Oakdale  branch  has  induced  the 
trustees  to  establish  a  branch,  with  a  reference  library,  at  the 
reading  room  at  East  Dedham. 

Deebheld.  South  Deerfield  Town  Library.  The  removal  of  the  library 
to  the  public  reading  room  '^  has  been  an  advantage  to  both  asso- 
ciations, but  the  growth  and 'betterment  of  the  library  make  it  more 
apparent  that  a  proper  library  building  is  necessary."  There  was 
an  increase  of  23  per  cent,  in  the  circulation  of  1906.  Some  Polish 
books  have  been  added  to  the  library  and  have  been  well  received. 
The  library  work  has  received  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  and  the  teachers.  The  books  are  being  recata- 
logued. 

Dickinson  Library.     No  town  appropriation  was  given  to  this  ' 
library  in  1906;  and  its  work  was  done  largely  by  those  who  felt 
most  interested  in  its  prosperity.  ,  This  year  the  town  has  appro- 
priated $100  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  a  friend  has  given  $50 
for  the  same  purpose. 

Douglas.  .An  increased  use  of  the  library  by  the  schools  is  especially 
noticeable. 

Easthampton.  The  library  is  increasing  in  usefulness.  The  towns- 
people, and  the  schools  especially,  make  more  and  more  use  of  it. 
Reference  books  have  had  some  valuable  additions,  and  are  much 
used  in  the  preparation  of  essays  and  debates  and  also  in  club 
work. 

Easton.  Weekly  deliveries  of  books  in  sections  remote  from  the 
library,  at  North  Easton,  are  continued.  A  well-selected  list  of 
poems  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools  has  been  prepared  by  the 
librarian.     This  list  comprises  selections  arranged  for  the  nine

grades  in  the  schools,  and  has  been  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
teachers  and  scholars. 
Everett.  Shute  Memorial  Library.  There  was  no  marked  increase  in 
the  circulation  of  1906;  and,  owing  to  a  shifting  population,  the 
number  of  borrowers  was  not  largely  increased.  Still,  the  work  of 
the  library  has  been  one  of  progression.  The  general  reading  room 
has  been  well  filled,  while  the  children's  comer  has  been  filled  to 
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overflowing,  ^  usual.  A  complete  card  catalogue  has  been  pre- 
pared for  the  children's  comer.  The  open  shelf  is  appreciated  by 
the  public.  The  work  with  the  schools  continues  to  grow.  At  the 
close  of  1906  Mrs.  Leona  C.  Lydiard,  who  had  been  librarian  from 
the  opening  of  the  library,  resigned  her  position,  to  the  regret  of 
the  trustees  and  library  staff.  Miss  Edna  L.  Carter,  an  assistant, 
was  elected  as  her  successor. 

Frederick  E.  Parlin  Memorial  Library.  There  was  an  increase 
of  over  6  per  cent,  in  the  circulation  of  1906;  and  a  larger  sum 
was  expended  for  books  than  in  any  previous  year.  An  attempt  to 
meet  the  demand  for  fiction  has  been  made  by  the  use  of  the  Tabard 
Inn  Library,  and  the  sendee  appears  to  warrant  its  continuance. 
Albert  N.  Parlin,  the  donor  of  the  building,  has  given  copies  of  the 
portraits  of  Leonardo  da  Vinci,  Raphael  and  Michelangelo,  in  the 
UfBzi  Gallery.  The  library  has  outgrown  its  present  quarters. 
More  shelf  room,  a  reference  room  and  a  larger  room  for  the 
children  will  soon  be  imperative. 

Fall  River.  Works  of  standard  authors  in  fiction  and  the  larger  part 
of  the  new  books  as  added  are  now  placed  on  open  shelves  in  the 
public  catalogue  room.  The  children's  library  grows  in  interest 
and  importance,  and  the  collection  now  numbers  more  than  8,000 
volumes.  A  liberal  policy  has  prevailed  in  the  careful  selection 
of  books  especially  adapted  to  assist  the  children  in  their  school 
work.  Picture  bulletins  are  constantly  exhibited  in  the  children's 
department.  ''  Cuttings  from  illustrated  papers  and  magazines 
now  keep  a  constantly  moving  panorama  of  historical  events,  por- 
traits of  notable  persons  on  anniversary  occasions,  current  events 
of  the  day  and  sports  in  their  seasons;  in  fact,  all  pictorial  matter 
of  interest  to  the  young  which  is  available  is  carefully  selected  and 
intelligently  displayed." 

Falmouth.  Fahnouth  Free  Public  Library.  The  circulation  of  1906 
was  the  largest  in  its  history  and  showed  a  gain  of  20  per  cent., 
and  there  was  a  larger  use  of  the  reading  room. 

West  Falmouth  Library.  During  the  present  year  the  sum  of 
$50  has  been  received  from  friends;  and  summer  residents  have 
made  donations  of  books.  Teachers  and  scholars  are  aUowed 
special  privileges  in  the  use  of  books  for  school  work. 

FiTCHBURG.  There  was  a  decrease  of  about  3%  per  cent,  in  the  circu- 
lation of  1906.     The  reference  room  is  much  used  by  all  clasaeB* 
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A  professional  man  said  that  he  prepared  all  his  papers  and  ad- 
dresses in  that  department  of  the  library.  In  the  children's  room 
a  great  work  is  being  done  quietly.  The  children  are  acquiring  the 
library  habit,  and  are  starting  on  a  course  of  self -culture  which 
they  may  pursue  to  the  end  of  their  lives.  A  deposit  station  has 
been  opened  in  the  West  Fitchburg  grammar  school,  through  the 
public  spirit  of  the  principal  of  the  school,  who  volunteered  as 
custodian.  A  new  method  has  been  tried  for  securing  the  return 
of  overdue  books.  When  a  book  is  seven  days  overdue  a  notice  is 
sent.  If  not  then  returned,  a  second  notice  is  sent  by  registered 
mail,  with  a  copy  of  the  law  in  reference  to  the  wilful  detention  of 
library  property. 

Florida.  Boxes  of  books  are  sent  to  the  schoolhouses  for  school  use 
and  home  circulation,  under  the  care  of  the  teachers. 

FoxBOROUGH.  The  hours  of  library  service  have  been  increased.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools  come  to  the  center  of  the 
town,  near  the  library;  and  at  ten  years  of  age  they  are  given  the 
full  use  of  it.  The  teachers  and  librarian  co-operate  and  some  good 
work  is  being  done. 

Framingham.  Additional  shelf  room  has  been  furnished  in  the  read- 
ing room,  and  a  further  enlargement  will  soon  be  necessary.  A 
card  catalogue  has  been  completed  for  the  branch  at. South  Fram- 
ingham. 

Franklin.  The  Ray  Memorial  Room,  opened  as  a  children's  room  in 
January,  1906,  as  stated  in  the  last  report,  is  independent  of  the 
Franklin  Public  Library,  which  is  managed  by  the  Franklin  li- 
brary Association  and  is  housed  in  the  Ray  Memorial  Building. 
It  has  its  separate  librarian  and  a  collection  of  about  1,600  books, 
and  is  well  equipped  for  its  use  as  a  reading  room  for  the  children. 
Although  independent,  its  work  is  supplementary,  or  rather  it  is 
preparatory  to  that  of  the  public  library;  and  it  takes  the  place 
of  the  children's  department  in  the  original  library.  Its  circulation 
in  1906  was  nearly  20  per  cent,  in  excess  of  that  of  the  library 
for  adults.  "  The  children  have  improved  greatly  in  their  ability 
to  use  the  library,  knowing  now  where  to  find  the  books  they  want 
and  how  to  handle  them  properly.  The  donors  of  the  building  and 
children's  room  have  fitted  up  a  hall  for  lecture  purposes.  In 
addition  to  the  proper  furniture  for  its  purposes,  wall  cases  have 
been  furnished  in  which  are  valuable  historical  books,  manuscripts 
and  autographs;  and  portraits  and  pictures  are  hung  upon  its 
walls." 

Gardner.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  home  circulation  of  1906. 
The  constant  falling  off  in  the  Sunday  afternoon  attendance  at 
the  reading  room  makes  the  advisability  of  keeping  the  room  open 
on  Sundays  a  serious  question.  The  use  of  Swedish  and  French 
books  by  citizens  speaking  those  languages  is  such  as  to  warrant 
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a  further  outlay  in  that  direction.  Active  school  work,  as  outlined 
in  the  report  of  last  year,  has  continued.  The  librarian  writes: 
"  The  only  new  feature  of  our  school  work  is  that  I  sometimes  put 
in  a  few  books  that  would  appeal  to  older  readers,  with  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  children  should  have  them  read  aloud  by  older 
members  of  the  family.  The  teachers  tell  me  that  this  has  been 
appreciated,  and  that  the  benefit  of  the  school  libraries  is  by  no 
means  limited  to  those  attending  the  schools.  I  hope  to  develop 
this  into  lending  neighborhood  libraries  when  we  have  created  a 
demand  for  them;  and,  with  this  in  mind,  I  put  the  charging  of 
the  books,  etc.,  into  the  hands  of  some  of  the  more  reliable  pupils 
wherever  possible." 
Gboegetown.  The  contest  in  relation  to  the  erection  of  a  library  build- 
ing between  the  town  and  the  building  committee  has  been  settled 
by  a  decree  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court ;  and  the  buUding  awaits 
completion  after  some  matters  have  been  settled  by  the  action  of 
the  town.  It  has  been  built  at  the  expense  of  the  fund  left  by 
George  Peabody,  and  is  situated  on  land  given  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Tenney  heirs,  at  the  westerly  end  of  Lincoln  Park.  It  is  of 
brick,  with  granite  trimmings  and  a  slated  roof.  It  has  the  usual 
rooms  for  library  administration,  including  a  stack  room,  upon  the 
first  floor.  The  second  story  at  present  is  unfinished;  but  if  the 
original  intention  is  carried  out  it  will  be  finished  and  furnished  as 
an  art  room. 
Gloucester.  Sawyer  Free  Library.  A  life-size  portrait  of  Epes  Sar- 
gent, a  native  of  Gloucester  and  a  prominent  literary  man  of  his 
time,  has  been  presented  by  Francis  W.  Homans. 

Village  Hall  Library,  Annisquam.  Although  this  is  still  a  sub- 
scription library,  the  school  children  are  admitted  freely,  and  they 
have  very  generally  availed  themselves  of  its  privileges.  An  Audu- 
bon library,  loaned  by  the  Woman's  Eklucation  Association,  will 
be  used  for  study  during  the  winter.  The  home  circulation  has 
largely  increased. 
Granville.  A  library  club,  taking  a  share  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
library,  has  made  it  possible  to  keep  the  reading  room  open  every 
week  day  evening,  and  has  supplied  one  daily,  seven  weekly  and 
fifteen  monthly  magazines. 
Great  Barrington.  In  accordance  with  votes  passed  by  the  corpo- 
rators of  the  Great  Harrington  Free  Library  and  the  town,  at  its 
annual  meeting  in  March,  1906,  the  books  and  property  of  the 
,  library  have  been  transferred  to  the  town,  and  the  library  is  now 
conducted  by  six  trustees  chosen  by  the  town.  To  meet  the  demand 
for  new  fiction,  it  is  proposed  to  introduce  a  small  loan  library. 

Housatonic.  The  library  building  which  is  being  erected  by  the 
Ramsdell  heirs  is  nearly  completed,  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will 
be  opened  at  the  beginnini?  of  1908. 
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Greenfield.  Greenfield  Public  Library.  With  every  year  the  library 
gains  in  influence  and  yorth.  There  was  a  gain  in  the  home  circu- 
lation of  1906,  notably  in  the  children's  department.  Thirty-five 
children  were  awarded  certificates  for  completing  vacation  reading 
courses.  Classes  from  the  ninth  grades  of  the  public  schools  are 
given  lessons  in  the  use  of  the  card  catalogue  and  reference  books. 
Library  workers  who  know  how  often  the  lack  of  this  elementary 
knowledge,  combined  with  reluctance  in  making  inquiry,  bars  older 
persons  from  intelligent  use  of  the  library,  realize  the  worth  of 
this  instruction  to  the  children.  There  is  a  constantly  growing  de- 
mand for  books  on  technical  subjects.  "  In  July  the  town  pur- 
chased the  Hovey  house  for  library  purposes.  The  site  is  one  of 
the  best  in  town,  and  it  preserves  a  house  of  value  to  Greenfield 
for  its  architectural  beauty  and  its  historic  associations  with  the 
Greenfield  of  earlier  years.  The  building  can  be  admirably  adapted 
for  use  for  reading  and  delivery  rooms,  and  for  the  administrative 
and  educational  work  of  the  library.  A  stack  is  planned  for  the 
rear,  which  will  form  a  consistent  part  of  the  building.'' 

Grotok.  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  home  circulation  of  1906; 
but  it  was  offset  by  an  increased  use  of  the  reading  roonL  By  the 
will  of  Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  Famsworth  Hall  the  library  has  re- 
ceived a  bequest  of  $1,000,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  in  the 
purchase  of  books. 

Gboveland.  By  the  death  of  Mrs.  Mary  Adams  of  Lynn,  the  legacy  of 
$5,000  in  the  will  of  Capt.  J.  G.  B.  Adams  becomes  available  for 
the  benefit  of  the  library. 

Hadley.  a  collection  of  books  of  local  interest  is  growing.  But  two 
magazines  are  bound  for  the  shelves;  the  rest,  after  the  library  is 
through  with  them,  are  distributed  to  the  school  children,  to  be  car- 
ried to  their  homes. 

Halifax.  The  books  of  this  library,  about  3,000  volumes,  were  lost 
in  the  fire  which  destroyed  the  town  house  on  the  morning  of  March 
20,  1907.  Only  those  books  which  were  in  circulation  escaped. 
Some  books,  which  for  the  present  are  kept  in  the  church  vestry, 
have  been  given  as  the  nucleus  of  a  new  collection. 

Hamii/tok.  The  trustees  invited  all  the  school  teachers  and  a  number 
of  other  library  patrons  to  the  library  a  few  times,  with  a  view  of 
talking  over  the  needs  of  the  library  and  desirable  publications  for 
purchase,  the  idea  being  to  bring  out,  as  far  as  possible,  the  wants 
of  patrons.  These  meetings  were  prolific  of  much  good,  and  were 
apparently  appreciated  and  enjoyed  by  those  who  attended.  It  is 
the  intention  to  hold  many  more  of  such  meetings.  Collections  of 
the  Woman's  Education  Association  have  been  exhibited. 

EL^NOOCK.  The  library  is  fairly  well  used,  and  public  interest  seems 
to  be  increasing.  A  good  proportion  of  those  who  come  to  the 
library  are  children. 
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Hanover.  John  Curtis  of  Boston,  the  founder  and  a  frequent  bene- 
factor of  this  library,  left  by  will  $15,000  for  a  library  building, 
to  be  available  at  the  death  of  his  daughter,  Miss  Alice  M.  Curtis 
of  Milton.  Miss  Curtis  released  her  life  interest  in  this  bequest 
in  November,  1906,  and  added  a  contribution  for  the  purchase  of 
a  suitable  site  for  the  building.  The  building  has  been  erected 
after  plans  by  Edmund  Q.  Sylvester  of  Boston,  a  native  of  Han- 
over, and  is  so  near  completion  that  it  will  be  formally  opened  by 
the  time  this  report  is  distributed.  It  is  in  the  Georgian  style,  by 
the  desire  of  Miss  Curtis;  and  is  of  red  brick,  with  white  marble 
trimmings,  granite  underpinnings  and  a  slated  roof.  It  is  55  by  30 
feet,  with  a  porch  over  the  entrance.  The  entrance  opens  into  a 
vestibule,  with  a  reading  room  and  a  stack  room  on  either  side. 
These  rooms  are  about  15  by  28  feet,  and  are  connected  with  the 
librarian's  room  in  the  rear,  which  is  arranged  so  as  to  give  the 
librarian  sight  of  every  part  of  the  interior.  The  interior  is 
finished  in  natural  wood,  stained,  and  the  floors  are  of  hard  wood. 
The  lighting  is  by  electricity.  A  bronze  tablet  will  be  placed  in 
the  vestibule  by  Miss  Curtis  in  memory  of  her  father. 

Hanson.  There  has  been  a  larger  circulation,  indicating  an  increased 
appreciation  of  the  advantages  of  the  library  by  the  public.  Miss 
Drew,  of  the  north  library,  has  prepared  a  complete  catalogue  of 
the  books  in  the  two  libraries,  which  is  ready  for  publication.  The 
success  of  the  branches  at  Maquan  and  New  State  warrants  a 
desire  to  establish  branches  in  other  remote  sections  of  the  town. 
The  first  legacy  to  the  library  has  been  received,  —  a  bequest  of 
$50  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Sarah  A.  Inglee. 

BEabwich.  There  has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  circulation.  A 
catalogue  of  the  additions  of  the  past  five  years  has  been  printed. 

Ha\'erhill.  The  home  circulation  of  1906  was  slightly  less  than  that 
of  the  preceding  year,  with  an  average  of  4.3  per  capita.  "  There 
were  no  changes  in  policy,  but  there  was  a  continuous  effort  to 
extend  the  activities  of  the  library  by  dignified  advertising,  by  en- 
larging the  branch  equipment  and  by  giving  the  public  more  oppor- 
tunities to  come  in  direct  contact  with  the  books  without  using 
either  a  printed  or  a  card  catalogue.  .  .  .  That  the  library  goes 
part  way,  at  least,  to  meet  its  patrons  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
outside  the  main  library  there  are  89  centers  to  which  books  are 
sent  for  circulation.  ...  To  meet  the  demand  for  more  new  books, 
particularly  fiction,  a  duplicate  pay  collection  was  started  in  July. 
The  scheme  has  been  popular,  and  on  account  of  this  collection  the 
library  has  bought  fewer  copies  of  the  ephemeral  books  of  the  day. 
A  few  copies  of  popular  operas  were  added  to  the  collection,  but 
they  were  little  used  and  were  withdrawn."  A  collection  of  1,200 
to  1,500  books  was  arranged  on  open  shelves  in  the  delivery  room 
late  in  1905.    "  All  new  books  and  a  constantly  changing  collection 
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of  old  ones  are  placed  there.  Eventually  all  the  best  books  of  the 
library  find  their  way  to  these  shelves.  This  new  scheme  and  the 
duplicate  pay  collection  have  been  the  most  appreciated  changes 
at  the  main  library  in  recent  years."  The  general  policy  of  the 
Hbrary  has  remained  unchanged  during  the  present  year.  In- 
ternal improvements  of  the  building  have  given  new  roomis  for 
special  collections  and  for  administration  purposes.  Available 
room  in  the  reference  room  is  being  furnished  by  additional  shelv- 
ing; and  electric  lighting  is  being  substituted  for  gas  throughout 
the  building. 

Heath.  Every  possible  facility  is  being  given  to  the  teachers  and 
pupils  of  the  public  schools.  Additional  shelf  room  is  needed.  A 
card  catalogue  is  being  prepared. 

HiNGHAM.  Hingham  Public  Library.  Hawkes  Fearing,  who  had  been 
librarian  since  1872,  recently  resigned  by  reason  of  ill  health;  and 
Albert  L.  Stephenson  is  at  present  acting  librarian. 

Nantasket  Library.  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Whitney  of  Brookline  has 
given  about  200  volumes  on  varied  subjects.  The  exhibitions  of 
the  Library  Art  Club  are  considered  of  great  value  as  an  educa- 
tional help. 

Holland.  A  quantity  of  magazines  and  books  has  been  received  from 
the  Young  Men's  Opportunity  Band,  a  club  in  Brookline,  Mass. 

HoLLiSTON.  The  reference  room  has  become  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
library  facilities  offered  by  the  public  schools,  and  is  much  appre- 
ciated by  all  patrons.  The  department  of  local  history  is  on  the 
increase,  many  additions  having  been  made  by  donation  and  pur- 
chase. Historical  and  public  documents  of  value  are  constantly 
being  received  from  various  sources,  and  are  properly  arranged 
for  use.  A  portrait  by  Darius  Cobb  of  Elias  BuUard,  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  library,  has  been  hung  upon  the  walls. 

HoPEDALE.  There  was  a  large  increase  both  in  the  home  circulation  and 
the  use  of  the  reading  room  in  1906.  Reading  lists,  prepared  by 
the  superintendent  of  schools,  were  issued  to  all  grades  in  the 
schools  above  the  first,  with  pleasing  results  as  to  the  books  used 
during  the  summer  vacation  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
cards  issued.  Books  have  been  sent  to  the  school  at  South  Hope- 
dale. 

HuBBARDSTON.  The  bequest  of  $1,000,  noted  in  the  report  of  last  year, 
has  been  deposited  in  a  savings  bank,  and  will  be  known  as  the 
Eliza  P.  Church  Library  Fund,  the  income  to  be  applied  to  the 
support  of  the  library.  The  public  schools  are  allowed  such  books 
as  may  be  needed,  without  regard  to  a  time  limit,  the  teachers 
being  responsible  for  their  return  in  proper  condition.  Sumjner 
visitors  Jare  allowed  the  privileges  of  the  library  on  the  same  con- 
ditions as  the  townspeople,  a  privilege  which  they  are  quick  to 
appreciate. 
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Hudson.  The  circulation  of  1906  showed  a  gratifying  increase  of  27.78 
per  cent.  This  and  the  increase  of  borrowers  may  be  attributed  to 
the  conveniences  ^and  attractions  of  the  new  buOding  and  an  ex- 
tension of  library  hours.  The  reading  room  is  a  Soldiers'  Memo- 
rial Room,  and  a  bronze  memorial  tablet  has  been  placed  oyer 
the  fireplace.  The  use  of  the  reading  room  continues  to  be  un- 
usually large;  and  its  use  on  Sunday  still  warrants  its  being  open 
on  that  day.  A  separate  room  for  the  reference  books  and  quiet 
study  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  patrons  of  the  library. 
The  use  of  the  children's  room  has  been  of  steady  growth.  Henry 
Boynton,  chairman  of  the  trustees,  died  Feb.  21,  1906. 

Hull.  During  the  month  of  August  the  library  hours  were  increased, 
principally  for  the  convenience  of  the  summer  residents,  some  of 
whom  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  service  by  donations 
of  books. 

Hyde  Park.  The  circulation  of  books  for  home  use  has  steadily  in- 
creased. Bulletins  of  new  accessions,  also  containing  lists  on 
special  subjects,  are  published,  and  lists  of  new  books  appear  in 
the  local  papers.  A  small  musical  collection  has  been  classified  and 
may  be  taken  for  home  use.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
use  of  the  children's  department.  ''  The  pleasant  room  attracts 
the  children,  the  same  children  spending  hours  there  almost  daily. 
Italian  children  are  coming  in  greater  numbers,  and  are  delighted 
to  be  where  there  are  so  many  books.  Some  of  them  seem  greedy 
to  look  at  them  all  in  one  afternoon,  as  the  condition  of  the  shelves 
after  they  have  been  here  testifies."  Teachers  of  the  public  schools 
may  take  ten  books  for  school  use  instead  of  six,  as  formerly. 

Ipswich.  There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  home  circulation  in  1906. 
A  card  catalogue  has  been  completed.  A  branch  has  been  estab- 
lished at  Linebrook  Parish.  This,  though  small,  is  kept  well  sup- 
plied with  good  books,  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  people  of 
that  district. 

Lakeyille.  The  circulation  and  use  of  the  library  are  increasing. 
Feeling  that  at  some  future  time  the  need  of  more  room  must  arise, 
a  number  of  ladies  who  have  the  welfare  of  the  library  very  much 
at  heart  have  been  holding  a  series  of  entertainments,  consisting  of 
supper  and  dances,  with  the  aim  of  starting  a  building  fund  for  a 
library  building. 

Lancaster.  The  circulation  of  1906  showed  an  increase  of  about  14 
per  cent,  over  the  highest  previous  mark.  This  circulation  was 
about  seven  volumes  per  capita,  and  the  increase  was  chiefly  in 
school  use.  During  the  present  year  the  stack  and  the  gallery  have 
been  made  open  to  the  public,  and  the  children's  books  have  been 
removed  from  the  stack  to  the  reading  room.  The  greatest  gain 
from  the  open  shelves  has  been  in  the  increased  use  of  the  books  by 
the  study  clubs,  the  members  of  which  are  more  affected  by  the 
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change  than  any  other  group  of  readers.  The  librarian  writes: 
"  We  are  continuing  our  policy  of  replacing  old  and  worn  sets  of 
some  of  the  half -forgotten  novels  with  new  and  attractive  editions. 
They  are  put  out  in  the  reading  room,  near  the  new-book  case, 
where  they  are  seen  by  all  who  come  in.  They  have  a  steady  cir- 
culation, and  are  read  with  quite  as  much  enjoyment  as  the  new 
books.  We  have  replaced  in  this  way  Jane  Austen,  Wilkie  Col- 
lins, Charles  Reade,  Baroness  Tautphoeus  and  Trollope."  The  Rev. 
Gteorge  M.  Bartol,  D.D.,  the  active  and  devoted  chairman  of  the 
trustees  for  more  than  forty  years,  died  in  June,  1906. 

Lee.  The  home  circulation  is  increasing.  Curtis  Judd  of  Dwight,  111., 
who  spent  his  boyhood  in  Lee,  has  given  $500  towards  the  new 
library  building. 

Leominster.  There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  circulation  in  1906, 
both  in  the  adult  and  children's  departments.  To  assure  a  closer 
relation  between  the  library  and  schools,  an  informal  reception  and 
"  afternoon  among  books ''  was  given  to  the  school  teachers.  The 
result  was  most  satisfactory,  and  the  friendly  spirit  which  was 
created  has  been  of  invaluable  assistance  in  the  school  work.  The 
need  of  a  children's  room  has  been  met  by  a  rearrangement,  by 
which  the  former  reference  room  has  been  given  to  the  children.  A 
book-lovers'  league  has  been  organized  to  teach  the  careful  handling 
of  1)ooks,  each  member  signing  a  pledge :  '^  I  will  have  clean  hands, 
and  will  return  all  books  in  good  condition,  with  no  pen  or  pencil 
marks,  no  torn  leaves  and  no  stain  of  any  kind."  The  children 
consider  the  badge  of  the  league  upon  their  cards  as  a  mark  of  dis- 
tinction, and  the  books  are  receiving  far  better  treatment  than  be- 
fore. An  offer  of  $27,500,  by  Andrew  Carnegie,  for  the  erection 
of  a  library  building  was  accepted  by  the  town  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing. The  acceptance  of  one  of  three  available  sites,  about  which 
there  is  a  difference  in  public  opinion,  will  be  settled  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  town  in  March.  The  library  is  now  open  froin  9 
A.M.  to  9  P.M.  on  each  week  day,  making  an  addition  of  twenty- 
seven  hours  per  week  to  the  library  service. 

Lexington.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  1906,  mainly 
outside  of  the  realm  of  fiction,  only  six  volumes  of  the  increase 
being  credited  to  that  department.  In  the  children's  room,  direction 
in  the  use  of  books  is  given  during  the  noon  hour  and  immediately 
following  the  close  of  the  schools. 

Leyden.  a  card  catalogue  by  the  Cutter  system  has  been  completed. 
It  is  proposed  to  establish  branches  at  the  several  school  buildings. 

Littleton.  After  an  experiment  of  three  months,  as  the  patronage 
seemed  insufficient,  the  opening  of  the  library  on  Sunday  after- 
noons was  discontinued.  The  books  specified  on  lists  made  by  the 
teacher  of  English  for  the  four  classes  of  the  high  school  are  kept 
apart,  where  they  are  easy  of  access  to  the  pupils.     Books  taken 
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by  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  the  high  school  are  not  limited  in 
time,  unless  they  are  otherwise  required  for  library  use.  This 
privilege  has  not  been  abused.  John  Murray  Sprague  of  Lowell, 
a  native  of  Littleton,  has  given  $1,000  for  general  library  uses. 

Lowell.  A  standard  library,  with  about  1,000  volumes  of  works  of 
the  best  authors,  has  been  established.  It  is  aimed  '^to  give  this 
room  the  character  of  a  private  library,  and  to  furnish  it  with  such 
books  as  would  be  read  for  pure  enjoyment,  rather  than  books  for 
study  or  such  books  as  are  to  be  found  in  the  reference  depart- 
ment.'^ An  industrial  library,  for  the  benefit  of  those  interested 
in  the  textile  and  other  interests  of  the  city,  is  proposed. 

Ludlow.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  use  of  the  library  in  1906;  and 
there  was  an  extension  of  the  library  hours,  which  was  found  to  be 
advantageous.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  use  of  the  reading 
room,  which  was  due,  probably,  to  the  opening  of  a  reading  room 
in  the  new  Stevens'  Memorial  Building,  in  connection  with  other 
depaitments  for  the  betterment  of  social  conditions  in  the  town. 

Ltnn.  There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  use  of  the  library  in  1906, 
both  by  home  circulation  and  reference  work.  Plans  for  a  partial 
open  delivery  have  been  carried  out  by  placing  in  the  main  reading 
room  a  selection  from  the  latest  additions  to  the  library.  The 
juvenile  books  for  circulation  have  been  removed  from  the  stack 
to  the  children's  room,  and  the  open-shelf  system  established  in 
that  department.  '^  L3mn  is  noted  for  its  fine  coUectijon  of  local 
histories,  historical  collections  and  genealogies,  including  a  complete 
file  of  the  '  Boston  Transcript '  genealogical  queries,  with  a  card 
index.  This  collection  brings  many  strangers  from  different  part^ 
of  the  country  to  consult  our  shelves,  thereby  adding  largely  to 
our  reference  work."  During  old  home  week  the  lecture  room  was 
filled  with  Lynn  pictures,  books,  pamphlets,  etc.,  illustrating  the 
history  of  the  city.  A  series  of  lectures  on  Shakespearian  plays 
and  another  under  the  auspices  of  the  Civic  League  have  been 
given.  Exhibitions  of  paintings  by  local  artists  and  others  have 
been  given  in  the  reference  and  lecture  rooms.  The  work  with  the 
blind  is  successfully  continued. 

Malden.  There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  work  of  all  the  de- 
partments during  the  present  year;  and  the  total  use  of  books 
exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  library.  An 
additional  delivery  has  been  established  in  the  Bell  Rock  section; 
and  as  the  conditions  are  favorable,  a  small  deposit  of  books  has 
been  made  there  as  an  experiment.  There  are  now  eight  delivery 
stations  in  operation,  and  books  are  deposited  with  the  Sunday 
schools  of  seven  churches.  It  is  intended  to  bring  the  library  into 
a  closer  connection  with  the  schools  and  to  enlarge  the  work  with 
children.  To  carry  out  this  work  a  capable  assistant  has  been  put 
in  charge.     As  operations  in  this  direction  were  not  begun  until 
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the  opening  of  the  present  school  year,  most  that  has  been  done 
has  been  preparatory.  About  40  per  cent,  of  the  circulation  has 
gone  out  through  the  children's  room  and  the  schools. 

Manchester.  Electric  lighting  has  been  introduced  into  the  building; 
and  valuable  books  have  been  given  by  smnmer  residents.  About 
200  volumes  of  choice  juvenile  literature,  for  children  of  from 
eight  to  twelve  years  of  age,  have  been  placed  where  they  are  sub- 
ject to  free  access.  New  books  are  frequently  added.  For  the 
pupils  of  the  high  and  grammar  schools,  the  library  supplies  up- 
to-date  reference  books  and  other  works  necessary  to  give  informa- 
tion on  all  subjects  of  their  studies. 

Mansfield.  Open  shelves  were  experimentally  adopted  in  1906.  The 
trustees  say :  '^  In  some  respects  this  privilege  is  productive  of  in- 
convenience, not  only  to  the  librarian  but  to  the  patrons  of  the 
library,  because  frequently  those  who  take  the  books  from  the 
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shelves  for  temporary  examination  put  them  back  in  the  wrong 
place  on  the  shelf,  and  as  every  book  is  supposed  to  have  a  par- 
ticular place,  when  the  librarian  looks  for  the  book,  to  give  to 
some  other  would-be  borrower,  she  fails  to  find  it,  and  the  would- 
be  borrower  fails  to  get  the  book  he  desired,  although  it  is  in  fact 
in  the  library."  A  later  report  says  that  the  open  shelf  has  been 
greatly  appreciated.  "  ■ 

Marblehead.  There  was  an  increase  of  11  per  cent,  in  the  circulation 
of  1906.  Temporary  summer  residents  are  allowed  the  privileges 
of  the  library.  One  lady,  on  leaving  the  town,  sent  her  check  for 
$10,  '^  to  be  spent  in  books,  in  appreciation  of  the  enjoyment  and 
benefit  which  she  received  during  the  summer  from  the  privileges 
of  the  library." 

Marion.  The  association  has  printed  a  new  catalogue  this  year.  The 
library  is  used  by  the  pupils  of  the  town  schools  and  Tabor  Acad- 
emy; and  the  children  of  summer  residents  draw  school  reading. 

Mattafoisett.  There  was  a  gain  of  over  20  per  cent,  in  the  home 
circulation  of  1906.    A  large  proportion  of  the  readers  are  children. 

Medford.  The  circulation  of  1906  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
library,  showing  an  increase  of  over  18  per  cent,  over  that  of  the 
preceding  year.  Books  were  sent  to  eighty-three  schoolrooms  and 
five  Sunday  schools.  "  The  need  for  book  room  has  been  growing 
more  and  more  urgent  for  the  past  two  or  three  years,  and  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  shelves  in  all  departments  causes  the 
necessary  work  to  be  done  at  great  disadvantage." 

Melrose.  The  work  of  the  library  shows  steady  progress.  The  per- 
centage of  fiction  delivered  has  slightly  decreased,  and  the  work 
of  the  juvenile  department  shows  a  constant  gain.  The  juvenile 
catalogue  has  been  completed,  and  is  placed  in  the  children's  room 
for  use.  The  trustees  say :  '^  The  question  of  current  fiction  is  a 
difficult  one  with  all  libraries.     The  larger  part  of  that  published 
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at  the  present  time  is  worthless,  viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  even 
conservative  criticism;  much  is  objectionable,  much  is  unwholesome 
in  tone  and  subject,  and  crude  in  style.  .  .  .  The  open-shelf  system 
has  proved  its  popularity  through  the  manifold  advantages  afforded 
library  patrons.  It  is  unfortunate  that  its  privileges  have  beai 
abused,  as  each  year  books  have  disappeared  from  the  shelves." 

MiDDLEBOBOUGH.  Mrs.  Adelaide  K.  Thatcher,  who  had  been  librarian 
twenty-three  years,  resigned,  to  take  effect  Jan.  1,  1907,  and  has 
been  succeeded  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Alden,  who  has  been  an  assistant 
for  about  twelve  years.  Calvin  D.  Kingman,  who  had  been  the 
efficient  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  for  many  years,  died  in 
1906. 

Milton.  This  library  ranks  among  the  highest  in  the  State  in  circula- 
tion, proportionate  to  the  population  which  it  serves,  the  rate  being 
8.5  per  capita.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  1906, 
and  "more  reference  work,  more  work  fcJr  study  classes,  and 
greater  co-oi>eration  with  the  teachers  have  been  accomplished." 
Collections  of  paintings  of  special  local  interest  have  been  ex- 
hibited. By  the  will  of  Roland  Hayward  the  library  has  received 
a  large  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets,  mostly  on  entomology. 
The  school  work  has  been  actively  pursued.  The  children's  li- 
brarian made  three  regular  visits  to  all  of  the  schools,  the  first  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  the  second  about  the  first  of 
January,  and  the  third  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term.  Other 
visits  were  made  as  the  work  required.  As  it  was  little  used,  the 
branch  at  Milton  Village  has  been  withdrawn. 

Montague.  Carnegie  Public  Library  of  Turners  Falls.  An  increase 
of  interest  is  evident  at  this  library.  Gifts  of  pictures,  statuary 
and  other  articles  have  been  received;  and  an  increased  appropria- 
tion by  the  town  has  allowed  more  frequent  purchases  of  books, 
thus  stimulating  an  interest  in  reading.  The  reading  rooms  have 
been  well  used  during  the  evening  hours;  and  the  home  circulation 
of  the  first  year  in  the  new  building  was  quite  satisfactory.  The 
pupils  of  the  schools  are  given  equal  privileges  with  adults;  and 
the  teachers  have  special  privileges  in  the  extension  of  time  on 
books  used  for  school  purposes. 

Nahant.  An  increase  of  10  per  cent,  was  shown  in  the  circulation  of 
1906.  The  library  proposes  to  restrict  the  selection  of  new  fiction, 
and  to  present  a  smaller  list,  with  better  books  and  more  copies 
of  each.  The  trustees  say:  "We  take  this  occasion  to  urge  the 
error  of  common  practice  in  reading  only  what  is  red  hot  from  the 
press.  Most  that  is  published  at  present  is  very  poor.  Writers 
the  teachers  have  special  privileges  in  the  extension  of  time  on 
and  the  rattle  of  the  pulp  mills  in  their  ears." 

Natick.  Morse  Institute.  There  is  not  much  variation  in  the  home 
circulation;  but  more  books  are  used  every  year,  and  the  daily  at- 
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tendance  throughout  the  building  is  noticeably  larger.  More  than 
one  book  can  be  taken  on  a  nonfiction  card  when  the  borrower 
requires  extra  material  for  special  study.  Books  are  being  sent 
to  some  of  the  schoolrooms  from  the  children's  department.  John 
O.  Wilson,  who  had  been  a  trustee  since  1863  and  president  of  the 
board  since  1883,  died  in  April,  1906. 

New  Bedford.  The  library  has  acquired  a  collection  of  the  whaling 
pictures  of  Clifford  W.  Ashley.  "  They  probably  form  the  most 
accurate  reproduction  of  actual  whaling  scenes  that  have  ever  been 
produced."  A  catalogue  of  the  collection  of  material  relating  to 
the  whale  fishery  belonging  to  the  library  has  been  published,  and 
is  a  valuable  bibliography  of  the  subject.  A  beginning  has  been 
made  in  loaning  books  to  Sunday  school  libraries.  The  need  of  a 
children's  room  and  the  crowded  condition  of  the  library  in  all  its 
departments  are  about  to  be  overcome,  as  orders  have  passed  the 
city  council  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  city  hall  into  a  library 
building.  A  bond  issue  of  $150,000  and  an  appropriation  of 
$3,750  for  architects'  fees  are  called  for  by  the  orders. 

Newbubyport.  Newburyport  Public  Library.  The  circulation  of  1906 
showed  a  loss  in  the  use  of  fiction  and  a  gain  in  other  departments. 
The  files  of  local  papers  are  in  constant  demand.  What  is  prac- 
tically a  duplicate  file  for  about  one  hundred  years  has  been  de- 
posited with  the  Essex  Institute  at  Salem.  "  This  is  a  most 
practical  insurance  on  valuable  property,  which,  if  destroyed,  could 
not  be  replaced  by  money,  while  of  course  keeping  duplicate  files 
imder  the  same  roof  defeats  its  very  object." 

South  End  Reading  Room.  The  reading  room  and  library  con- 
tinue to  receive  the  liberal  patronage  of  the  people  of  the  district 
in  which  they  are  situated.  A  bequest  of  $100  has  been  received 
from  the  estate  of  Miss  Anna  L.  Coffin,  and  many  smaller  sums 
have  been  received  from  friends  who  are  interested  in  the  work 
which  is  being  done. 

Newton.  There  was  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  home  circulation  of 
1906,  and  the  year  was  one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of 
the  library.  Branch  libraries  have  been  established  at  Nonantum 
and  Newtonville.  Deliveries  are  made  to  six  branch  libraries  and 
reading  rooms,  five  agencies,  twenty-three  public  schools  and  eleven 
private  schools.  The  seventh  branch  library  will  soon  be  opened 
at  Newton  Highlands.  The  use  of  the  reference  reading  room  by 
teachers,  students  and  club  members  is  constantly  increasing.  The 
experiment  of  a  duplicate  collection  of  popular  books  for  hire  at 
the  Newton  Center  branch  in  1906  proved  so  successful  that  the 
system  has  been  extended  to  the  main  library  and  the  branches  at 
Aubumdale,  West  Newton  and  Newton\dlle.  The  trustees  say: 
"  Those  who  pay  do  so  voluntarily  and  please  themselves  by  doing 
so,  while  that  course  relieves  the  general  demand."     A  catalogue 
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of  biography,  history  and  travels,  comprising  about  15,000  toI- 
nmes,  has  been  printed.  The  circulation  of  photographs  and  other 
pictures  shows  a  steady  increase,  and  a  collection  of  lantern  slides, 
for  circulation,  is  being  formed. 

Norfolk.  A  decrease  in  the  circulation  has  been  caused  by  fewer 
summer  residents.  A  number  of  old  books  have  been  discarded 
because  of  crowded  shelves.  The  library  has  become  useful  as  a 
supplement  to  the  schools.  A  list  of  selected  books  is  posted  in 
the  high  school,  from  which  each  pupil  is  to  read  one  book  each 
month  and  write  a  review  of  it  as  a  part  of  the  work  in  English 
literature. 

North  Adams.  No  great  changes  have  been  made  during  the  present 
year,  but  better  work  has  been  done  along  the  old  lines.  The  work 
with  the  school  children  has  been  more  thorough.  The  pupils  of 
the  high  school  and  the  ninth  grade,  and  some  of  the  lower  grades, 
have  been  instructed  in  the  use  of  the  library.  Books  have  been 
sent  to  most  of  the  school  buildings,  and  story  hours  were  given 
during  the  summer,  with  the  usual  success.  A  catalogue  of  tech- 
nical books  has  been  printed,  and  a  tentative  list  of  books  suitable 
for  the  older  girls  has  been  compiled.  Copies  of  the  Newark  list, 
"  One  thousand  of  the  best  novels,"  have  been  purchased  for  dis- 
tribution. 

Northampton.  Forbes  Library.  A  decrease  of  over  17  per  cent,  in 
the  circulation  of  printed  books  in  1906  was  almost  wholly  in  the 
circulation  of  fiction.  This  is  attributed  in  part  to  a  lessened  pur- 
chase of  current  novels,  "  as  few  have  been  of  sufficient  literary 
value,  or  of  sufficient  interest  in  plot,  to  justify  their  purchase," 
and  in  part  to  the  open  shelves,  which  "  led  many  to  choose  the 
more  serious  works."  The  circulation  of  pictures  was  largely  in- 
creased, especially  by  the  use  of  stereoscopic  views  by  the  children. 
There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  using  the 
library,  and  the  use  of  the  library  by  out-of-town  organizations  and 
by  individuals  through  the  inter-library  loan  system  has  been 
largely  extended.  Renewed  attention  is  being  given  to  the  en- 
largement of  the  collection  of  local  historical  manuscripts,  which 
is  already  of  great  importance  and  value.  A  great  lack  of  shelf 
room  is  seriously  hampering  the  work  of  the  library. 

North  Andover.  The  new  library  building  was  opened  to  the  public 
on  Nov.  4, 1907,  and  the  delivery  of  books  was  begun  on  November 
6.  It  is  the  gift  of  the  late  Hon.  Moses  T.  Stevens  and  his  wife, 
and  it  is  estimated  to  have  cost  about  $30,000.  It  stands  upon  a 
lot  of  about  41,000  square  feet,  at  the  comer  of  Main  and  Green 
streets,  and  is  a  one-story  structure  of  red  faced  brick,  with  granite 
trimmings.  From  the  vestibule,  entrance  is  given  by  rising  steps 
to  the  main  delivery  room,  which  is  lighted  by  a  lai^  stained-glass 
skylight.    From  this  room  access  is  had  to  the  librarian's  room,  the 
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children's  room  and  a  large  circular  reading  room.  The  reading 
room  and  the  children's  room  are  finished  in  stained  oak,  are  well 
lighted,  and  furnished  with  all  conveniences  for  reading  and  refer- 
ence. The  stack  room  is  furnished  with  a  stack  of  four  floors, 
installed  by  the  Art  Metal  Construction  Company  with  a  capacity 
of  12,000  volumes.  In  the  basement  is  a  circular  lecture  room, 
with  seats  for  about  125  persons.  The  building  is  a  memorial  to 
Captain  Nathaniel  and  Mrs.  Harriet  Hale  Stevens,  the  parents  of 
Mr.  Stevens,  whose  portraits,  with  those  of  the  donors,  are  hung 
upon  the  walls.  In  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  the  gift,  the  town 
is  to  appropriate  not  less  than  $1,200  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  the  library,  buildings  and  grounds,  the  administration 
of  which  is  vested  in  a  permanent  board  of  seven  trustees,  ap- 
pointed by  Mr.  Stevens,  which  is  empowered  to  fill" any  vacancy 
which  may  occur  therein.  The  name  of  the  library  has  been 
changed  from  the  North  Andover  Public  Library  to  the  Stevens 
Memorial  Library,  and  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Pond  of  Belfast,  Me., 
has  been  chosen  librarian.  Mr.  Stevens  died  at  his  home  in  North 
Andover,  March  25,  1907,  at  the  age  of  eighty-one  years  and  five 
ihonths. 

North  Attleborough.  Miss  Leda  J.  Thompson  resigned  as  librarian 
and  has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  Ada  M.  Perry.  The  New  Boston 
branch  is  continued,  and  books  are  sent  to  the  outlying  school  dis- 
tricts during  the  school  terms. 

NoRTHBOROUGH.  The  donor  of  the  library  building,  Cyrus  Gale,  has 
added  to  his  former  gifts  by  the  donation  of  an  apartment  house 
and  lot  of  land  on  Gale  Street  for  the  use  of  the  library. 

Oak  Bluffs.  This  library,  formerly  the  Cottage  City  Free  Public 
Library,  has  been  moved  to  larger  rooms  and  a  reading  room  has 
been  provided.  The  schools  make  good  use  of  the  library,  and 
more  interest  isi  shown  by  the  public  than  formerly. 

Oakham.  The  bequest  of  Charles  A.  Fobes  of  Petersham  and  the 
gifts  of  Mrs.  Celia  E.  Fobes  of  Worcester  and  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Harriet  F.  Gifford  of  Tarrytown,  N.  Y.,  amounting  to  $10,000,  as 
before  reported,  have  resulted  in  the  erection  of  the  Fobes  Memorial 
Library  Building  on  land  given  by  Mrs.  Maria  T.  F.  Rugg  of 
Oakham.  The  new  building  is  of  one  story  and  is  built  of  field 
stone,  with  limestone  trinmiings.  It  contains  the  usual  rooms  for 
administration  and  public  use,  and  is  near  completion. 

Oxford.  The  people  have  availed  themselves  to  an  increased  degree 
of  the  advantages  afforded  them  in  the  conveniences  of  the  new 
building  as  a  place  of  quiet  reading,  and  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  interest  in  the  circulating  department.  In  the  selection  of  books 
for  purchase,  the  suggestions  of  patrons  are  gladly  received;  but 
as  a  protection  against  the  possible  overaight  of  any  lurking  danger 
to  taste  or  morals,  all  new  books  are  subjected  to  the  critical  ex- 
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amination  of  special  readers,  whose  opinions  govern  their  reten- 
tion. A  classified  finding  list,  covering  additions  made  since  1895| 
has  been  printed.  Several  portraits  of  prominent  citizens  of  the 
past  have  been  added  to  the  collection  hung  upon  the  walls.  A 
newspaper  department  has  been  opened,  upon  the  table  of  which 
are  placed  the  principal  weekly  newspapers  of  the  county  and 
neighborhood.  In  response  to  a  frequently  expressed  suggestion, 
the  reading  rooms  have  been  opened  on  Sunday  afternoons  as  an 
experiment. 

Petersham.  The  affairs  of  the  library  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  con- 
dition. Two  entertainments,  resulted  in  receipts  of  more  than  $100, 
available  for  books  of  reference  for  the  schools. 

PiTTSFiELD.  The  librarian  says :  "  The  small  library  of  duplicate 
fiction,  from  which  books  are  issued  at  a  rental  of  one  cent  a  day, 
has  proved  most  popular  and  successful.  It  is  the  only  plan 
known  to  me  by  which  libraries  of  moderate  means  can  fairly 
meet  the  demand  for  fiction  hot  from  the  griddle."  The  experi- 
ment of  a  daily  examination  of  all  books  before  and  after  delivery, 
after  a  trial  of  a  year,  has  proved  successful  "beyond  our  most 
hopeful  anticipation,  and  will  be  continued."  It  has  resulted  in 
more  careful  handling  by  borrowers,  And  is  banishing  ragged  and 
dirty  books  from  the  shelves.  Valuable  gifts  of  books  for  the 
library  and  of  articles  for  the  museiun  have  been  received. 

Plainville.  This  town,  which  lost  its  library  privileges  in  the  town 
of  Wrentham  by  its  incorporation  in  1905,  accepted  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  relating  to  libraries  at  its  annual  meeting  in  1906, 
and  allotted  a  room  in  the  new  school  building  for  the  uses  of  a 
public  library.  The  State  through  this  commission  has  furnished 
books  to  the  amount  of  $100  and  the  pupils  of  the  high  school  have 
given  $42. 

Plymouth.  The  librarian  writes:  "The  library. has  taken  up  this 
year  the  work  of  pi*eparing  special  lists  of  books,  and  has  already 
printed  a  textile  list,  posted  in  the  various  mills;  a  music  list,  dis- 
tributed to  music  teachers  and  others  interested  in  the  subject; 
and  we  have  other  lists  in  contemplation.  We  find  that  these  lists 
have  increased  the  circulation  of  books  not  largely  used  before, 
and  have  brought  new  patrons  to  the  library."  The  use  of  the 
reading  room  has  steadily  increased. 

Prescott.  The  public  schools  have,  practically,  unrestricted  use  of 
the  library,  both  at  the  main  room  and  the  branches. 

Provincetown.  The  home  circulation  of  1906  showed  an  increase  of 
over  15  per  cent. 

QuiNCY.  At  the  close  of  1906,  Miss  Amelia  L.  Bumpus,  who  had  been 
connected  with  the  library  since  its  establishment  in  1871,  and  for 
thirty  years  had  been  its  librarian,  resigned  her  position.     The 
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trustees  say:  ''Many  thanks  and  much  unvoiced  gratitude,  not 
only  from  those  associated  with  her,  but  also  from  the  public  whom 
she  has  served  so  long  and  well,  go  with  her  into  her  well-earned 
retirement.  It  has  been  a  good  life  and  a  faithful  one."  Miss 
Alice  G.  White,  who  has  shared  with  Miss  Bumpus  the  responsi- 
bilities of  library  management,  has  been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
''  The  library  building  having  become  inadequate  to  the  needs  of 
its  service,  Mr.  Albert  Crane,  with  unfailing  generosity  toward  the 
city,  has  already  matured  plans  for  an  addition  to  his  first  gift, 
the  present  beautiful  structure.  It  will  consist  of  a  wing  toward 
the  north,  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  latest  modem  conven- 
iences, the  upper  portion  to  be  used  as  a  stack  room,  and  the  lower 
for  a  children's  reading  room  and  stack  room.  The  plan  now  is 
for  the  books  to  be  entirely  removed  from  their  present  alcoves,  and 
the  entire  space  devoted  to  a  reading  room." 

Randolph.  There  was  an  increase  of  over  11  per  cent,  in  the  home 
circulation  of  1906.  "  No  department  has  met  with  a  readier  re- 
sponse in  librarian  and  student,  and  none  gives  greater  promise 
of  permanent  usefulness,  than  the  work  of  the  library  in  its  rela- 
tion to  the  public  school."  The  Hon.  J.  White  Belcher,  for  many 
years  president  of  the  trustees,  died  in  1906.  "  His  ability,  long 
experience  and  watchful  interest  over  the  affairs  of  this  institution 
were  universally  appreciated;  and  his  loss  was  keenly  felt  by  all. 
To  him  more  than  to  any  one  else,  except  the  public-spirited  donors 
for  whom  the  library  is  named,  is  the  town  indebted  for  the  excel- 
lent collection  of  literature  which,  freely  accessible  to  all,  affords 
abundant  material  for  instruction  and  recreation  to  the  citizens 
of  the  town." 

Reading.  The  plan  of  placing  accessions  upon  open  shelves  for  a 
limited  period  before  finally  locating  them  in  the  cases  has  been 
continued,  with  excellent  results.  The  age  limit  for  borrowers  has 
been  reduced  from  fourteen  years  to  ten  years,  and  has  resulted  in 
an  increase  of  the  juvenile  circulation. 

Revere.  The  local  historical  department  is  being  enlarged  and  strength- 
ened by  the  collection  of  papers,  of  pictures  of  old  buildings,  past 
and  present,  and  in  other  ways.  Several  hundred  new  books  are 
being  added,  and  the  entire  library  is  being  catalogued.  Books 
desirable  for  reference  are  being  removed  from  the  stack  to  the 
reference  shelves,  which  will  make  that  department  of  greater  value 
to  the  schools. 

ROCKPORT.  With  the  occupancy  of  the  new  library  building  in  1906, 
with  its  ample  space  and  its  reading  rooms,  a  fresh  stimulus  was 
given  to  this  library.  That  it  reaches  more  persons  than  at  any 
former  time,  is  shown  by  the  increased  number  of  card  holders  and 
the  increased  circulation.  The  Pigeon  Cove  Library  has  received 
a  valuable  gift  of  books  from  William  Pearson. 
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Rutland.  The  library  has  been  reorganized  and  classified,  and  a  cata- 
logue is  to  be  printed.  The  children's  books  have  been  set  apart 
and  placed  in  the  reading  room,  where  they  are  easy  of  access. 

Salem.  The  limitation  of  space  and  other  considerations  have  led  to 
the  discarding  of  several  hundred  volumes  which  had  outlived  their 
usefulness.  These  books  were  little  read,  and  their  absence  will 
not  be  noticed,  while  their  room  is  needed  for  new  publications. 
With  the  payment  of  $500  in  1905,  the  trustees  have  received 
$1,750  on  the  bequest  of  $5,000  noted  in  the  report  of  1903.  It  is 
reported  that  the  will  of  Mrs.  Eliza  0.  Ropes  gives  to  the  library 
her  holdings  of  certain  electric  railroad  stocks. 

Sakdisfield.  The  building  in  which  the  rented  room  fonnerly  occu- 
•  pied  by  the  library  was  situated  has  been  purchased  by  the  town, 
and  the  whole  building  has  been  remodeled  for  library  purposes. 

Sandwich.  A  much  needed  catalogue  has  been  printed.  Cases  of 
books  are  sent  to  East  Sandwich  and  Forestdale.  It  has  been  the 
intention  to  send  books  to  all  the  outlying  villages,  but  the  majority 
of  borrowers  in  those  districts  appear  to  prefer  to  get  books  di- 
rect from  the  library.  The  will  of  Nathaniel  Nye  of  Aubumdale, 
Mass.,  contains  a  bequest  of  $500  for  the  library.  Bequests  in  the 
wills  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  H.  Weston  of  Plymouth  will  result 
in  the  receipt  of  about  $40,000.  The  bequest  of  Mrs.  Weston  must 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of  a  building, 
and  that  of  Mr.  Weston  may  be  used  towards  the  same  purposes 
or  may  be  invested  and  the  income  used  for  maintenance. 

Saugus.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  home  circulation  of  1906.  The 
usefulness  of  the  library  is  hindered  by  a  lack  of  room.  The  need 
of  a  reading  room  and  a  children's  room  is  apparent.  The  shelves 
are  crowded,  and  many  books  are  stored  elsewhere.  An  exhibition 
of  Indian  relics  found  in  Saugus  was  given  in  the  fall  of  1906, 
which  stimulated  the  boys,  and  many  additional  specimens  have 
been  found  by  them.  The  exhibition  Hs  to  be  repeated.  This,  as 
a  means  of  creating  an  interest  in  local  history,  is  worthy  of  atten- 
tion in  many  towns  where  collections  may  readily  be  made. 

Seekonk.  There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  circulation  of  1906,  and 
a  gift  of  $50  was  received  from  a  resident  of  the  town  who  desired 
to  be  nameless. 

Sharon.  There  has  been  a  notable  increase  in  the  use  of  the  library, 
especially  among  the  children.  In  regard  to  the  purchase  of  fiction, 
the  trustees  say :  "  It  seems  desirable  to  exercise  some  restraint  in 
the  matter  lest  our  shelves  become  filled  with  waste  paper,  to  the 
crowding  out  of  literature."  Of  the  open  shelves  they  say:  "We 
all  know  the  pleasure  and  interest  we  derive  from  free  examina- 
tion of  books.  —  the  system  of  open  shelves.  For  this  pleasure 
it  is  an  unfair  return  to  throw  the  books  into  confusion  in  replac- 
ing, and,  by  so  doing,  prevent  others  from  finding  a  desired  vol- 
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ume.  Our  closely  arranged  stacks  undoubtedly  make  this  care 
dilBcult  but  it  is  all  the  more  necessary."  The  will  of  Elizabeth 
C.  Estey,  who  was  a  teacher  in  the  Henry  L.  Pierce  school  in 
Dorchester  for  many  years,  leaves  the  residue  of  her  estate  in  trust 
for  the  benefit  of  this  library;  one-half  is  to  be  known  as  the 
George  S.  Estey  Fund,  in  memory  of  the  father  of  the  testatrix, 
and  the  other  half  as  the  Elizabeth  B.  Hinckley  Fund,  in  memory 
of  an  aunt  of  the  testatrix.  The  income  of  the  latter  fund  is  to 
be  used  in  the  purchase  of  the  best  works  of  fiction. 

Shirley.  Especial  efforts  are  made  to  reach  the  foreign  population 
of  the  town.  The  pupils  of  the  public  schools  are  assisted  in  every 
possible  way,  special  privileges  are  given  to  the  teachers,  and  the 
librarian  is  always  at  their  servdce  as  far  as  possible. 

SoMERViLLE.  The  circulation  of  1906  showed  an  increase  of  nearly  5 
per  cent.,  and  the  use  of  fiction  was  slightly  less  than  70  per  cent., 
—  a  smaller  percentage  than  has  been  noted  for  several  years.  The 
distribution  was  made  through  six  stations  outside  of  the  main 
library ;  books  were  furnished  to  eleven  Sunday  schools.  The  city 
has  accepted  the  offer  of  Andrew  Carnegie  of  $25,000  for  the 
building  of  a  branch  library  at  West  Somerville,  and  it  has  been 
decided  to  build  on  College  Avenue,  in  a  section  of  the  city  which 
has  heretofore  had  a  library  service  of  three  delivery  stations.  It 
is  proposed  to  withdraw  obsolete  books  from  the  general  collec- 
tion. The  librarian  says :  '^  These  books  should  not  be  discarded, 
and  I  think,  upon  mature  reflection,  that  they  should  not  be  se- 
questered from  the  general  view  or  the  general  access  of  the 
public.  They  should  be  put  in  ranges  by  themselves,  open  to 
general  access ;  but  these  ranges  should  be  plainly  labeled  ^  Obsolete 
Books,'  and  bear  a  placard  stating  that  they  have  been  withdrawn 
from  the  general  stock  of  books  because  they  are  believed  to  be 
outdated,  and  consequently  untrustworthy  in  the  light  of  more 
recent  knowledge."  A  portion  of  the  trustees'  report  is  of  general 
interest,  and  is  of  value  in  its  connection  with  the  question  of  open 
shelves,  which  is  of  present  moment.  The  report  says :  "  The  sub- 
ject of  the  loss  of  books  in  consequence  of  throwing  open  the 
library  alcoves  to  the  public  has  been  given  serious  attention  by 
the  trustees.  This  system  of  free  access  has  been  in  operation  for 
five  yeai-s,  and  has  added  greatly  to  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  the 
users  of  the  library:  indeed,  it  has  probably  been  the  subject  of 
more  public  commendation  than  any  other  policy  inaugurated  by 
the  trustees.  The  children's  library,  established  in  1898,  has 
always  been  open  to  its  users,  and  the  children  have  long  been  in 
the  habit  of  consulting  the  shelves  before  deciding  what  books  to 
select.  Doubtless,  both  of  these  classes  of  borrowers  would  be 
roost  unwilling  to  relinquish  the  privileges  which  they  have  so 
long  enjoyed,  and  the  tnistees  themselves  would  be  loath  to  take 
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the  long  step  backward  which  the  revocation  of  these  privileges 
would  signify;  bnt  they  cannot  view  with  indifference  the  con- 
siderable loss  of  books  which  this  system  entails.  One  hundred 
and  seventy-two  books  disappeared  from  the  children's  room  dur- 
ing the  ye&r  1005.  Most  of  these  are  of  small  value,  and  their 
loss  will  not  be  greatly  felt ;  besides,  it  is  probable  that  many  have 
been  taken  thoughtlessly  by  careless  children;  but  the  same  exten- 
uation cannot  be  granted  to  those  who  have  removed  some  hun- 
dreds of  books  from  the  shelves  of  the  main  stack  rooms.  These 
include  works  from  every  department,  even  several  on  theology 
being  among  the  number.  It  is  probable  that  this  list  of  lost 
books  will  later  be  cut  down  from  25  to  50  per  cent. ;  nevertheless, 
in  spite  of  the  warning  that  i  citizen  of  Somerville  has  been  im- 
prisoned for  a  systematic  stealing  of  books,  in  spite  of  the  vigi- 
lance of  the  assistants  at  the  turnstiles,  and  of  the  police  ofiQcer  of 
the  building,  and  notwithstanding  that  the  perforating  stamp  of 
the  library  renders  the  books  abstracted  worthless  for  the  purpose 
of  sale,  —  the  fact  still  remains  that  some  in  the  community  are 
constantly  pilfering  from  the  shelves.  The  question  is,  shall  the 
privileges  of  the  many  be  revoked  or  curtailed  because  a  few  are 
unworthy  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  themf  " 

SouTHBRiDGE.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  home  circulation  of  1906. 
The  reading  room  has  been  used  more  than  ever  before,  and  at 
tim^s  there  are  not  enough  seats  for  the  readers.  The  study  clubs 
come  to  the  library  for  assistance  in  their  courses ;  and  the  children 
of  the  schools  come  for  help  in  their  studies.  The  crowded  con- 
dition of  the  library  makes  it  difficult  to  permit  access  to  the 
popular  shelves.  Either  the  patrons  at  the  shelves  or  those  waiting 
at  the  desk  are  delayed  and  inconvenienced.  The  exhibitions  of  the 
Library  Art  Club  have  proved  of  much  general  interest. 

South  Hadley.  The  new  Carnegie  building  in  the  village  of  South 
Had  ley  Falls  has  been  completed,  and  was  accepted  by  the  trustees 
in  August,  1907.  It  is  of  red  brick,  with  sandstone  trinmiings, 
plastered  gables  and  a  slated  roof.  Its  dimensions  are  67  feet  by 
53  feet,  with  a  height  of  36  feet,  including  a  basement  of  8  feet. 
It  contains  the  usual  rooms  of  a  modem  library  building,  with  a 
stack  of  a  capacity  of  about  6,800  volumes,  which  may  be  doubled 
by  the  addition  of  a  second  story,  as  planned.  The  town  having 
failed  to  make  an  appi-opriation  for  the  furnishing  of  the  build- 
ing, a  friend,  whose  name  is  withheld,  advanced  about  $2,000,  and 
the  building  was  opened  for  public  use  on  the  afternoon  of  De- 
cember 15.  There  was  no  public  dedication  or  exercises  connected 
with  the  opening. 

Spencer.  Mrs.  Nellie  Cutter  Belcher,  who  had  been  librarian  for 
twenty-eight  years,  resigned  in  December,  1906,  and  has  been  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Alice  W.  Curtis,  who  was  trained  for  library  work 
at  Mount  Holyoke  College.    Additional  shelf  room  has  been  made. 
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New  steel  stacks  have  been  put  in  place  of  the  old  wooden  cases, 
a  glass  floor  laid  on  top  and  the  old  cases  placed  above  the  floor. 
At  the  present  rate  of  increase  this  will  give  sufficient  shelf  room 
for  fifteen  or  twenty  years.  A  larger  reading  room  is  desirable. 
Judge  Albert  W.  Curtis,  who  had  been  a  trustee  of  the  library 
for  eighteen  years,  died  March  20,  1907. 

Springfield.  "  The  past  year  [1906]  has  been  one  of  increasing  use- 
fulness in  all  departments  of  the  association.  The  Museum  of 
Natural  History  is  more  and  more  resorted  to  both  by  our  pupils 
in  the  public  schools  and  by  adults  of  scientific  education  and 
tastes.  The  Art  Museum,  which  already  has  an  international  repu- 
tation, is  every  day  becoming  more  truly  appreciated  and  enjoyed 
by  our  own  citizens.  Constantly  increasing  use  of  the  library  is 
being  made  by  all  classes  of  our  people,  as  is  shown  by  the  rising 
statistics  of  circulation,  and  no  less  by  the  important  work  in  the 
reference  section,  for  which  no  figures  are  available."  The  circu- 
lation of  the  year  showed  an  increase  of  11  per  cent.  Besides  the 
three  branches,  books  were  distributed  to  fifteen  minor  agencies 
and  to  two  hundred  and  forty-one  schoolrooms.  Andrew  Carnegie 
has  increased  his  gift  from  $150,000  to  $175,000,  and  plans  have 
been  elaborated  for  a  new  building,  the  erection  of  which  will  be 
begun  in  the  spring  of  1908.  The  successful  architect  in  the  com- 
petition was  Edward  Tj.  Tilton  of  New  York,  and  the  building  is 
estimated  to  cost  about  $300,000. 

Sterling.  Pupils  of  the  public  schools  who  bring  their  work  to  the 
library  are  assisted  by  the  librarian,  and  the  high  school  scholars 
use  the  reference  books  freely.  Teachers  are  allowed  such  books 
as  they  may  require,  and  may  keep  them  while  in  use,  without 
renewal. 

Stoneham.  The  attendance  and  use  of  the  library  in  1906  were 
larger  than  in  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  library.  The 
open-stack  system  has  become  a  fixed  usage.  The  adult  reading 
room  has  an  increasing  attendance  of  older  and  middle  aged  people^ 
—  men  who  read  the  daily  papers. 

Stow.  In  the  circulation  for  home  use  and  the  number  of  card  holders 
there  was  a  gratifying  increase  in  1906;  especially  was  there  a 
gain  in  the  use  of  juvenile  literature,  by  which  the  children  are 
cultivating  a  taste  for  good  reading,  slowly,  perhaps,  but  surely. 
A  list  of  books  for  high  school  use  has  been  prepared.  Henry 
Gates,  a  trustee  since  the  establishment  of  the  library,  died  Dec. 
25,  1906. 

Sunderland.  The  librarian  makes  note  of  the  value  of  indexes  to 
periodical  literature  to  small  libraries.  Poole's  abridged  and  the 
"  Readers'  Guide  "  are  in  use  here.  These  are  found  of  value, 
not  only  as  affording  means  of  reference  to  the  files  which  the 
library  possesses,  but  as  opening  the  whole  range  of  periodical 
literature,  to  which  any  one  may  have  access  with  little  trouble. 
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Swansea.  "  The  library  is  constantly  growing  more  valuable  to  the 
town,  not  only  from  the  new  books  added  to  the  shelves,  but  from 
the  increasing  number  of  townspeople  who  are  becoming  readers 
and  thinkers."  The  two-book  svstem  has  been  introduced.  The 
weekly  delivery  at  South  Swansea  has  been  discontinued  for  the 
present,  and  books  are  now  delivered  at  three  outlying  villages. 
Teachers  are  allowed  a  number  of  books,  and  the  pupils  are 
assisted  by  the  librarian,  and  encouraged  in  the  use  of  reference 
books. 

Taunton.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  home  circulation  of  1906. 
An  increase  in  the  circulation  of  works  of  nonfiction  is  attributed 
"  largely  to  the  demand  for  works  of  reference  for  home  reading, 
for  the  works  of  science  and  for  current  periodicals."  The  use 
of  the  reference  library  has  increased,  especially  on  the  part  of 
advanced  pupils  of  the  schools.  Additions  are  printed  monthly  in 
the  local  newspapers.  A  graded  list  of  books  for  the  use  of  the 
schools  is  approaching  completion.  ''  This  work  will  be  of  much 
value  in  expediting  the  selection  of  books  for  home  reading  and  in 
developing  the  more  effective  relations  of  the  library  with  the 
school." 

TOPSPIELD.  Special  facilities  have  been  given  to  the  pupils  of  the 
town  schools  for  meeting  their  wants  in  connection  with  their 
studies,  and  the  reference  department  has  been  extensively  used 
by  teachers  and  scholars.  The  shelving  capacity  of  the  room  has 
reached  its  limit.  A  bequest  of  $500  for  the  benefit  of  this  library 
is  contained  in  the  will  of  Sarah  S.  Edwards  of  Haverhill. 

Tyringham.  a  card  catalogue  is  being  prepared.  An  exhibit  of  photo- 
graphs of  the  works  of  the  old  masters,  loaned  by  the  Woman's 
Education  Association,  and  one  of  New  England  birds  have  been 
very  popular. 

UxBRiDGE.  A  small  but  healthy  increase  in  the  work  of  the  library 
in  the  circulation  of  books,  the  use  of  the  reference  room  and  the 
reading  room  is  reported.  School  libraries  have  been  established 
at  North  Uxbridge  and  Wheelocksville,  the  success  of  which  appears 
to  justify  their  continuance.  Active  work  with  the  schoob  has 
been  continued,  with  good  results.  Talks  have  been  given  in 
schoolrooms  to  interest  and  instruct  the  pupils  in  books.  A  prize 
was  offered  to  pupils  in  the  seventh  grade  for  the  most  correct 
and  original  letter  upon  a  book  in  the  list  for  that  grade.  The 
letters  showed  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  the  books  read.  A 
reading  club  of  girls  in  the  freshman  class  of  the  high  school  has 
been  formed,  with  the  view  of  introducing  real  literature  before 
the  popular  novel  should  win  its  place;  and  classes  from  one  of 
the  grammar  schools  have  been  instructed  in  the  use  of  catalogues 
and  reference  books.  A  bequest  in  the  will  of  Ida  A.  Lapham  of 
$500,  for  the  use  of  the  library,  is  reported.

Wakefield.  The  waiting  list  system  of  reserving  books  on  request, 
with  notification  by  mail,  has  been  continued  and  has  been  largely 
used.  The  circulation  at  the  Greenwood  branch  in  1906  was  nearly 
double  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  it  added  over  25  per  cent, 
to  the  total  circulation  of  the  library.  This  branch  was  formerly 
kept  in  the  teacher's  room  in  the  schoolhouse,  but  during  the  pres- 
ent year  a  room  in  the  basement  of  the  same  building  has  been 
finished  and  well  furnished  for  its  exclusive  use. 

Wales.  This  library  has,  as  yet,  no  room  of  its  own,  and  is  kept  in 
the  village  store,  but  for  a  small  library,  it  is  said  to  be  unusually 
well  selected.  A  useful  collection  of  one  hundred  volumes,  with  a 
handsome  brass  book-rack,  has  been  presented  in  memory  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Dolliver  Johnson,  former  residents  of  Wales.  This  col- 
lection comprises  books  which  relate  directly  to  domestic  life  and 
others  which  tend  to  enlarge  the  interests  and  ideals  of  the  home. 

Walpole.  The  employment  of  a  permanent  assistant  has  done  much 
to  increase  the  eifective  power  of  the  library.  The  special  work 
of  the  children's  room  has  been  assigned  to  the  assistant,  and  her 
systematic  efforts  to  put  the  right  books  into  the  hands  of  the 
right  children  have  produced  gratifying  results.  Lists  of  books 
in  special  classes  have  been  made  accessible,  and  attractive  bulle- 
tins of  material  relating  to  various  days  and  seasons  have  been 
made.  Lists  of  questions  on  historical  events  celebrated  by  holi- 
days have  given  occasion  for  enthusiastic  competition,  and  in- 
creased the  demand  for  books  relating  to  the  several  events.  The 
proportion  of  juvenile  books  circulated  has  been  much  larger  than 
in  previous  years.  A  number  of  desirable  books  has  been  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  John  Capen,  and  exhibitions  of  views  furnished  by 
the  Woman's  Education  Association  have  been  given.  The  art 
photographs  owned  by  the  library  have  been  used  to  a  considerable 
extent,  having  been  loaned  for  lectures  on  several  occasions.  To 
encourage  the  reading  of  books  of  a  solid  character,  borrowers  are 
not  limited  as  to  their  number. 

Waltiiam.  The  home  circulation  of  1906  was  less  than  in  any  year 
since  1901,  but  its  quality  was  slightly  improved,  the  loss  being 
wholly  in  the  department  of  fiction.  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Bill,  who  had 
been  connected  with  the  library  for  twenty-five  years,  and  was  its 
librarian  for  fourteen  yeai*s,  resigned  early  in  the  present  year. 
The  directors  in  July  elected  Harold  T.  Dougherty  as  her  suc- 
cessor. Mr.  Dougherty  was  for  a  few  years  an  assistant  in  the 
Cambridge  Public  Library,  and  since  1900  has  been  connected 
with  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Wareham.  Mrs.  Harriet  P.  Harlow,  who  had  served  faithfully  as 
librarian  for  nearly  ten  yeai-s,  resigned  early  in  1906,  and  has 
been  succeeded  by  Miss  Alexina  P.  Burgess.  The  library  aims  to 
supply  all  of  the  necessaiy  supplementary  reading  in  school  work- 
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A  larger  appropriation  has  made  it  possible  to  increase  its  use- 
fulness. 

Watertown.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  home  circulation  of 
1906.  *'  There  has  been  a  steady  growth  in  the  use  of  the  library. 
This  growth  is  probably  greater  in  the  use  of  the  building  and  the 
reading  rooms,  with  their  collections  of  reference  books  and  period- 
icals and  works  of  art,  of  which  no  exact  record  has  been  or  can 
be  taken,  than  in  the  number  of  persons  who  have  taken  out  cards 
and  who  have  taken  out  books  for  home  use."  A  bust  of  Keats, 
by  Miss  Annie  Whitney,  has  been  received  by  the  library. 

Way  LAND.  A  branch  library  and  reading  room  has  been  established  at 
Cochituate,  the  town  having  appropriated  $1,000  for  that  purpose 
at  its  annual  meeting. 

Wellesley.  The  circulation  of  1906  showed  an  increase  of  nearly  12 
per  cent,  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  an  increase  of  43 
per  cent,  since  1903.  The  trustees  say :  ''  We  deplore  what  seems 
to  us  the  undue  proportion  of  fiction  which  is  read.  The  ever- 
increasing  volume  of  such  works  and  the  demand  for  them  is  a 
growing  problem  for  all  library  officials.  Most  of  these  novels 
are  of  little  value.  To  fill  our  shelves  with  these  short-lived  books 
seems  unwise,  and  yet  it  would  seem  only  fair  that  the  best  of 
them  should  be  furnished  to  patrons  who  desire  theuL  The  trustees 
have  endeavored  to  meet  the  difficulty  by  purchasing  outright  the 
best  new  fiction,  and  by  supplementing  this  with  books  procured 
from  parties  who  loan  them  to  the  library  with  the  privilege  of 
frequent  exchange.  To  purchase  all  the  new  works  of  fiction  which 
are  asked  for  would  involve  a  large  expense,  and  would  lead  to  a 
rapid  accumulation  of  a  mass  of  practically  worthless  books." 

Wendell.  Mrs.  Mary  E.  White  resigned  as  librarian  in  May  and  has 
been  succeeded  by  Miss  Marion  E.  Whitney.  Books  have  been 
loaned  to  the  public  and  Sunday  schools  in  the  center  district. 
More  room  has  become  a  necessity. 

Weniiam.  There  is  an  increasing  interest  in  the  library  among  the 
young  people  of  the  town,  and  books  suitable  for  their  use  have 
included  nearly  one-half  of  those  purchased.  A  room  in  the  town 
house,  vacated  by  the  grammar  school,  has  been  fitted  with  stacks 
and  furniture,  and  the  library  was  moved  to  it  towards  the  close 
of  the  present  year. 

Westborougfi.  The  new  library  building,  a  description  of  which  was 
given  in  the  report  of  last  year,  is  nearing  completion  and  will 
probably  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  the  spring.  It  was  to 
cost,  by  the  vote  of  the  town,  not  over  $28,000,  but  the  character 
of  the  ground  was  found  to  be  such  that  a  farther  expenditmre  of 
nearly  $2,000  was  necessary  for  excavating,  refilling  and  obtaining 
a  suitable  foundation. 
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West  Bbookpield.  Miss  Florence  A.  Johnson,  after  a  service  of  seven 
years,  resigned  in  September,  1906,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
Mary  P.  Foster.  The  Newark  system  of  charging  has  been 
adopted,  with  good  results. 

Westfield.  Herbert  W.  Denio  resigned  as  librarian  early  in  1907, 
and  has  been  succeeded  by  George  L.  Lewis,  who  assumed  the  po* 
sition  in  July.  The  branch  at  Mundale  has  been  temporarily  closed, 
and  a  deposit  station  has  been  established  at  Pochassic.  The  old 
library  building  has  been  sold  for  $3,500,  and  the  sum  received  has 
been  made  a  permanent  fund,  under  the  name  of  the  Hiram  Har- 
rison Fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  in  defraying  expenses. 

Westford.  a  valuable  painting  has  been  presented  as  a  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  Prof.  William  E.  Frost,  a  former  chairman  of 
the  trustees.  A  modification  of  the  Browne  system  of  charging 
has  been  introduced. 

Westminster.  The  circulation  of  1906  showed  a  gratifying  increase 
of  about  26  per  cent.  Additional  stacks  have  been  provided  for. 
the  purpose  of  making  accessible  the  State  and  government  reports. 

Weston.  A  bequest  of  $2,000  has  been  received  by  the  will  of  Mrs. 
Abbie  J.  Steams,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase 
of  books.  In  addition  to  his  annual  salary  of  $100  as  a  member 
of  the  board  of  selectmen,  which  he  has  given  the  library  for 
seventeen  years  in  succession,  Francis  Blake  has  given  the  val- 
uable set  of  Sargent's  "  Silva  of  North  America,"  at  a  cost  of 
$350.  A  number  of  sets  of  stereoscopic  views  have  been  purchased 
for  use  in  the  library;  but  they  may  be  taken  out  at  the  discretion 
of  the  librarian. 

Westport.  Westport  Public  Library.  This  library  has  been  given 
the  use  of  a  building  formerly  occupied  by  a  primary  school  and 
additional  shelf  room  is  being  furnished.  A  special  school  de- 
livery has  been  maintained,  and  it  is  intended  to  place  reference 
books  and  proper  fiction  in  the  schoolrooms.  Exhibitions  of  photo- 
graphs have  been  given  from  time  to  time. 

Westport  Point  Library.     This  library  has  steadily,  but  slowly, 
increased  the  number  of  its  volumes,  its  readers  and  its  circulation. 

West  Springfield.  The  home  circulation  of  1906  showed  an  increase 
of  over  14  per  cent.  The  trustees  say :  "  There  has  been  some 
criticism  because  of  the  prominence  of  works  of  fiction;  but  one 
has  only  to  inspect  the  shelves  to  realize  that  the  reading  public  is 
pro\dded  with  the  best  that  the  means  at  hand  can  command  in 
poetry,  history,  essays,  travels,  religion  and  science." 

West  Stockbridge.  The  increasing  interest  in  the  library  shown  by 
the  townspeople  is  gratifying  to  both  librarian  and  trustees.  A 
branch  library  has  been  opened  in  the  grange  hall  at  West  Center, 
which  serves  many  who  are  unable  to  get  books  in  any  other  way. 
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Westwood.  There  has  been  a  constant  increase  in  the  home  cireula- 
tion,  and  the  library  is  becoming  appreciated  by  the  citizens  as 
time  goes  on.  The  will  of  Howard  Colbum  of  Westwood  gives 
$2,000  to  this  library,  to  be  known  as  the  Colbum  Library  Fund, 
and  its  income  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Weymouth.  Fogg  Library.  Teachers  of  the  public  schools  may  take 
ten  boolcs  and  retain  them  for  a  month.  Lists  of  books  are  fre- 
quently sent  to  the  several  grades  in  the  schools,  and  books  on 
special  subjects  are  placed  on  convenient  shelves  for  the  use  of 
the  pupils. 

East  Weymouth.  It  is  reported  that  the  will  of  Silas  C.  Dizer 
of  Hingham,  a  native  of  East  Weymouth,  contains  a  bequest  of 
$50,000  for  the  building  of  a  library,  to  be  known  as  the  Silas  C. 
Dizer  Memorial. 

Tufts  Library.  Students'  cards,  on  which  ten  books,  for  special 
study,  may  be  taken,  are  given  to  any  resident  of  the  town.  Many 
technical  books  are  needed  to  meet  the  demands  of  students,  me- 

« 

chanics  and  others,  and  there  is  a  call  for  more  vocal,  instrumental, 
and  organ  music.  Three  of  the  leading  trustees  of  the  library  died 
in  1906. 

Whately.  An  improved  system  of  charging  books  has  been  intro- 
duced, and  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
borrowers. 

Whitman.  The  new  town  ball  and  library  building  was  dedicated 
Dec.  10,  1907,  with  addresses  by  several  clergymen  and  others  and 
an  original  poem  by  Mrs.  L.  I.  Greeley.  It  cost  $150,000,  and  is 
located  on  South  Avenue,  in  the  center  of  the  town.  It  is  two 
stories  in  height,  and  is  of  brick  and  stone  construction.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  main  hall  and  library  department,  it  contains  a  banquet 
hall  and  the  usual  otidces  for  civic  administration. 

WiLBRAHAM.  After  the  removal  to  North  Wilbraham,  as  noted  in  the 
report  of  last  year,  the  old  ledger  system  of  charging  was  aban- 
doned and  the  Browne  system  adopted.  During  the  winter,  Stod- 
dard's lecture  pictures  were  exhibited  by  instalments,  and  time 
was  taken  to  explain  them  to  the  children.  This  was  so  successful 
that  the  superintendent  of  schools  has  asked  that  it  be  repeated. 
A  suitable  place  for  a  reading  room  is  most  needed. 

WiLiiiAMSBURG.  The  trustees  of  the  Meekins  Memorial  Library  were 
incorporated  in  April  of  the  present  year  as  the  Meekins  Library. 
The  library  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  its  use.  The  teacliers  and  pupils  of  the  public  schools 
use  the  library  freely,  and  are  allowed  to  retain  books  as  long  as 
thev  are  needed. 

Haydenville  Public  Library.  This  library,  which  receives  town 
appropriations,  reports  that  one-half  of  the  circulation  is  taken 
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by  the  pupils  of  the  schools  in  the  village ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
library  may  be  made  of  more  use,  both  to  the  schools  and  em- 
ployees of  the  shopSy  in  the  early  future. 

WiIjLIamstown.  Williamstown  Public  Library.  The  circulation  of 
1906  was  the  largest  during  the  last  ten  years,  exceeding  that  of  the 
previous  year  by  over  21  per  cent.  The  trustees  say :  "  It  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  this  gain  has  been  made  in  spite  of  the  con- 
stant increase  in  current  literature  and  its  distribution  among  the 
people  through  individual  purchase  and  private  clubs." 

Wilmington.  The  library  supplies  to  a  considerable  extent  the  literary 
needs  of  the  townspeople.  Books  have  been  purchased  to  assist 
pupils  in  their  school  work. 

YTiNCHENDON.  The  town  has  purchased  a  site  for  a  library  building, 
but  at  present  no  further  action  has  been  taken. 

Winchester.  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  circulation  of  1906, 
apparently  caused  by  the  removal  of  a  local  industry.  A  room  in 
the  second  story  has  been  taken  for  a  children's  room,  which  has 
relieved  the  reading  and  stack  rooms  of  the  confusion  caused  by 
the  gathering  of  the  children.  The  experiment  of  buying  new 
fiction  in  sheets,  and  binding  it  in  materials  more  durable  than  are 
used  for  trade  stock,  is  proving  a  success. 

WiNTHROP.  There  was  a  gain  of  nearly  6  per  cent,  in  the  circulation 
of  1906.  The  children's  room  has  been  well  patronized,  but  more 
space  for  books  and  for  the  children  is  needed  to  secure  the  best 
results  in  that  department.  Anniversaries  of  important  events  have 
been  noticed  by  the  exhibition  of  portraits  and  views,  and  of  books 
relating  to  the  subjects  in  hand.  The  collection  of  relics  and  other 
matter  of  a  local  and  historical  nature  increases  each  year  from 
donations  from  residents  and  from  people  in  other  places. 

WoBURN.  Wobum  Public  Library.  John  M.  Harlow,  M.D.,  who  had 
been  a  trustee  for  many  yeai-s,  died  May  13,  1907.  His  will  con- 
tains a  bequest,  which  it  is  supposed  will  amount  to  about  $35,000, 
to  which  the  library  will  be  entitled  upon  the  decease  of  Mrs. 
Harlow.  "  The  income  of  this  fund  may  be  used  to  procure  books 
and  especially  valuable  standard  works  for  the  purchase  of  which 
the  available  funds  of  the  library  would  not  otherwise  be  sufficient; 
or  it  may  be  used  to  maintain  courses  of  lectures  upon  such  sub- 
jects as  will  best  promote  the  higher  education  of  teachers  and 
others  interested  in  the  subjects  taught." 

Eunice  Thompson  Memorial  Library.  This  library  was  opened 
to  the  public  in  February  of  the  present  year.  The  building,  which 
was  designed  by  J.  Lawrence  Berry  of  Boston,  is  treated  in  the 
English  half-timbered  style,  with  the  underpinning  and  gables  of 
local  field  stone,  and  the  wood  work  with  battens  and  plaster 
panels.     The  large  gable  windows  and  the  casements  give  ample 
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lighting  to  the  interior,  and  the  hooded  i)orch  is  a  pleasing  en- 
trance to  the  building.  The  exterior  wood  work  is  of  eypress,  old 
oak  stained,  which,  with  the  light-colored  plaster  panels  and  the 
red  roof,  makes  a  pleasing  building  for  a  rustic  and  country  land- 
scape. In  the  interior  there  is  a  reading  room  on  either  side  of 
the  delivery  hall,  with  facilities  for  thirty-two  persons,  and  wall 
shelves  with  a  capacity  of  about  2,000  volumes.  Specially  designed 
furniture  in  oak  is  provided,  and  the  electric  fixtures  are  in  old 
hammered  iron. 

Worcester.  A  new  department,  the  Arts  Department,  has  been 
created,  which  will  care  for  photographs,  engravings  and  music, 
and  will  superintend  the  giving  of  exhibitions.  An  exhibition  given 
during  home  week  gave  representations  of  men,  buildings  and 
views  of  Worcester  in  the  past.  A  few  weeks  before  the  schools 
closed  there  were  placed  on  the  walls  of  the  art  room  the  pictures 
contained  in  a  printed  list  prepared  by  the  Worcester  Public  School 
Art  League,  and  printed  by  the  school  committee,  which  enumerated 
pictures  suitable  for  the  decoration  of  schoolrooms.  This  exhibi- 
tion accomplished  its  purpose  in  enabling  children  to  make  good 
selections  for  gifts  to  be  left  in  schoolrooms  at  graduation.  A 
useful  catalogue  of  books  in  the  children's  department,  of  235 
pages,  has  recently  been  issued,  which,  besides  an  author-title 
index,  contains  a  selected  subject  list  for  the  use  of  teachers,  and 
lists  of  magazines  and  reference  books  in  the  children's  room. 
There  are  also  short  lists  of  graded  books  for  home  reading  for 
the  school  grades  of  from  five  to  nine  inclusive,  on  the  contents 
of  which  children  are  examined.  The  Newark  charging  system  has 
been  introduced  into  the  circulating  department,  it  having  proved 
most  satisfactory  in  the  children's  department.  Two  new  delivery 
stations  have  been  established,  there  now  being  ten  in  operation. 
Under  a  misapprehension,  these  were  rated  as  branches  in  former 
reports.  Books  are  delivered  and  taken  from  these  stations  on 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays. 

Yarmouth.  Free  Social  Library.  This  library  is  in  better  condition 
than  ever  before.  "  The  question  of  combining  the  interests  of  the 
public  schools  with  those  of  the  library  has  been  solved  by  placing 
in  the  schools  books  that  may  be  of  help  to  the  pupils  and  teachers. 
It  has  been  found  that  children  will  read  books  in  school  that  they 
would  never  take  from  the  library,  and  by  this  means  we  can 
gradually  assist  in  educating  them  to  a  higher  class  of  reading." 
The  library  is  being  opened  for  two  hours  on  Sunday  afternoons. 
The  success  or  failure  of  the  experiment  will  be  proved  by  a 
longer  trial. 
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LlBTJABIES   AIDED. 

In  addition  to  the  large  volume  of  correspondence  and  advice 
given  during  the  year,  the  commission  has  materially  aided  38 
of  the  smaller  libraries. 

Edttcation  of  Librarians. 

Five  librarians  were  aided  in  attending  the  Summer  Library 
School  of  Simmons  College.  The  ladies  who  had  the  benefit  of 
this  instruction  had  sufficient  experience  in  library  work  to  re- 
ceive the  largest  amount  of  profit  from  it,  and  were  very  en- 
thusiastic in  their  appreciation  of  the  opportunity  which  had 
been  oflFered  them.  This  has  thus  far  proved  one  of  the  most 
satisfactory  results  of  the  new  law. 

Aid  in  Cataloguing. 

The  commission  has  used  the  limited  means  at  its  command 
to  stimulate  the  towns  to  appreciate  and  carry  on  the  library 
work.  It  has  furnished  the  necessary  cards  and  catalogue 
cases  in  5  towns  in  which  the  librarians  and  other  interested 
persons  have  undertaken  to  make  the  simple  catalogue  needed. 
In  two  cases  a  special  expert  has  been  provided  for  a  limited 
time,  to  give  elementary  instruction  in  the  preparation  of  a 
jcatalogue. 

Dictionaries,  ENCYCLOPiEDiAs,  etc. 

Dictionaries  or  encyclopeedias  have  been  "furnished  to  about 
20  towns,  and  are  gratefully  appreciated.  The  poor  towns 
which  can  ill  afford  $15  a  year  appropriation  for  their  libraries 
cannot  purchase  these  expensive,  indispensable  books.  In  a  few 
cases  miscellaneous  books  of  a  popular  and  instructive  character 
have  been  supplied  where  the  necessity  seemed  urgent. 

Books  given. 

About  1,000  volumes  which  have  been  given  to  the  commis- 
sion for  the  purpose  have  been  distributed  by  the  commission  to 
19  libraries.  The  commission  is  grateful  to  receive  gifts  for 
this  purpose.     The  amount  of  money  expended  by  private  in- 
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dividuals  who  have  been  interested  in  the  work  of  this  commis- 
sion will  probably  never  be  known.  It  is  even  doubtful  whether 
the  givers  realize  how  large  the  amount  has  been.  The  great 
advantage  which  the  smaller  libraries  have  received  from  these 
gifts  cannot  be  formulated  in  any  statistics.  The  cheer,  recrea- 
tion and  instruction  which  they  have  brought  to  the  rural  homes 
are  among  the  treasures  of  the  family  fireside. 

Otheb  Aids. 

The  commission  has  acted  as  purchasing  agent  for  some  of 
the  libraries  whose  means  are  limited,  in  order  to  insure  the 
best  books  and  the  most  of  them  for  their  money.  It  also  fur- 
nishes free  borrowers'  cards  when  desired. 

It  will  loan  books  to  small  libraries  when  desired  for  special 
use  or  study,  and  has  answered  a  few  calls  of  this  nature  during 
the  year.

Advisory  Visitors. 

The  board  of  advisory  visitors  referred  to  in  the  last  report 
has  been  organized  by  Miss  Katharine  P.  Loring,  and  the  com- 
mission has  received  about  fifty  reports  from  the  visitors.  These 
reports  give  information  relative  to  the  condition  and  needs  of 
the  libraries,  and  the  visitors  make  suggestions  upon  which  the 
commission  has  been  able  to  give  help  in  the  places  and  in  the 
manner  in  which  it  was  most  needed.  The  reports  have  been 
clear,  graphic  and  concise,  many  of  them  models  in  style  and 
manner.  The  library  authorities  most  heartily  welcome  these 
visits,  and  receive  much  encouragement  from  them.  It  is  one 
of  the  indications  of  the  library  spirit  in  which  the  Common- 
wealth should  take  pride  that  these  ladies  freely  and  gladly 
give  their  time  and  services,  a  service  which  salaried  compensa- 
tion could  not  command. 

Woman's  Education  Association. 

Travelling  Libraries. 

The  commission  again  gratefully  acknowledges  the  aid  of  the 
Woman's  Education  Association  of  Boston,  especially  in  carry- 
ing on  the  system  of  travelling  libraries  wherever  they  are 
needed  in  the  Commonwealth.  They  now  have  58  libraries,  con- 
taining 1,722  volumes,  and  have  circulated  during  the  year 
5,061  volumes  in  56  towns  and  villages.  The  localities  receiv-

Ten  of  these  libraries  are  juvenile  libraries,  which  are  always 
popular,  and  15  others  are  of  a  special  character.  One  hundred 
and  thirty-one  exhibitions  of  pictures  have  been  given  by  the 
association  in  96  different  places.  The  sets  include  romantic 
natural  scenery,  photographs  of  works  of  art,  pictures  of  New 
England  birds,  and  other  subjects.  All  this  work  is  very  highly 
welcomed  and  appreciated  by  the  libraries,  especially  in  the 
smaller  towns.  Three  members  of  the  library  committee  of 
this  association  made  the  annual  library  trip  to  a  number  of  the 
smaller  libraries  in  the  western  portion  ofti.e  State,  detailed 
reports  of  which  have  been  made  to  the  conmiission. 


Library  Art  Club. 

The  Library  Art  Club  now  has  102  members  and  its  exhibits 
number  103;  they  have  circulated  1,409  times  during  the  year. 
Among  the  new  exhibits  are  Japanese  color  prints,  Whittier's 
works,  Boydell's  Shakespeare,  Jamaica,  southern  coast  of  Eng- 
land and  the  Eighteenth  Century  color  prints.  These  exhibits 
have  proved  of  great  advantage  to  the  libraries  and  have  at- 
tracted many  visitors. 
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LiBEARY  Statistics. 

The  carefully  prepared  library  statistics  which  are  appended 
to  this  report  are  worthy  of  careful  study.  It  must  constantly 
be  borne  in  mind  that  these  statistics  deal  only  with  our  free 
public  libraries,  —  those  which  are  free  to  circulate  to  every 
man,  woman  and  child,  —  and  do  not  include  large  association 
libraries,  like  the  Boston  Athenaeum  and  the  college  libraries,  — 
the  libraries  of  these  omitted  classes  numbering  over  2,000,000 
volumes. 

In  1894-95  there  were  3,139,637  bound  volumes  in  our  free 
public  libraries;  in  1900-01  there  were  4,221,290  volumes,  and 
in  1906-07  the  number  of  volumes  was  5,227,316.  In  1894-95 
the  circulation  was  6,267,061 ;  in  1900-01  it  was  8,221,641, 
and  in  1906-07  it  was  9,381,809. 

It  is  stated  that  the  average  free  circulation  of  books  for 
each  1,000  of  the  population  of  the  State  of  New  York  is  lj855 
volumes,  and  in  Wisconsin  it  is  not  far  from  1,000  to  1,000, 
and  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  only  half  the  libraries  in- 
cluded in  the  statistics  of  New  York  are  free  lending  libraries. 

In  Massachusetts  the  free  public  libraries  alone  circulate 
3,127  volumes  to  every  1,000  of  population,  or  3^2%ooo  vol- 
umes to  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  State.  The  circula- 
tion per  individual  in  1894-95  was  25<>%ooo  and  in  1900-01  it 
was  2^^%ooo,  showing  a  healthy  and  steady  growth.

FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 


Revised  Laws,  1902,  Chapter  38. 

General  Provision. 

Section  1.  Library  corporations  and  associations  which  have  been 
legally  established  shall  continue  to  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  restrictions  attaching  thereto. 

Law  Libraries. 

Section  2.  Attorneys  at  law  who  have  been  admitted  to  practise 
in  the  courts  of  the  conunonwealth  and  who  are  resident  in  a  county  for 
which  there  is  no  law  library  association  may  organize  as  a  corporation, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  by  the 
name  of  the  Law  Library  Association  for  such  county,  and  may  adopt 
by-laws  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superior  court. 

Section  3.  The  inhabitants  of  the  county  shall  have  access  to  the 
library  and  may  use  the  books  therein,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  by-laws. 

Section  4.  County  treasurers  shall  annually  pay  to  the  law  library 
associations  in  their  respective  counties  all  sums  which  are  paid  into  the 
county  treasuries  during  the  year  by  the  clerks  of  the  courts,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year.  They 
may  also  pay  to  said  associations  such  further  sums  as  the  county  com- 
missioners may  consider  are  necessary  and  proper.  All  sums  which 
are  so  paid  shall  be  ap]>lied  to  maintain  and  enlarge  such  libraries  for 
the  use  of  the  courts  and  citizens.  The  treasurer  of  the  law  library 
association,  before  receiving  any  money  from  the  county  treasurer, 
shall  give  bond,  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commissioners, 
for  the  faithful  application  of  such  money,  and  that  he  will  make  a 
return  annually  to  them,  under  oath,  of  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been 
expended. 

Section  5.  Each  law  library  association  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  sergeant-at-aiins,  immediately  after  their  publication,  one 
copy  of  the  legislative  documents  of  the  senate  and  house,  the  journal 
of  the  senate  and  the  journal  of  the  house. 

CiTT  AND  Town  Libraries. 

Section  6.  A  city  or  town  may  establish  and  maintain  public 
libraries  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants,  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  city  council  or  by  the  town,  and  may  receive,  hold  and  manage 
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any  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  such  library.  The  city  council  of  a  city 
or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  may  place  in  such  library  the  books,  reports 
and  laws  which  may  be  received  from  the  conunonwealth. 


Trustees  op  Town  Librabdss. 

Section  7.  A  town  which  raises  or  appropriates  money  for  the 
support  of  a  free  public  library,  or  free  public  library  and  reading 
room,  owned  by  the  town,  shall,  at  an  annual  meeting  or  special  meet- 
ing, unless  the  same  has  been  acquired  entirely  or  in  part  through  some 
gift  or  bequest  which  contains  other  conditions  or  provisions  for  the 
election  of  its  trustees  or  for  its  care  and  management  which  have  been 
accepted  by  the  town,  elect  by  ballot  a  board  of  trustees  consisting  of 
any  number  of  persons,  male  or  female,  divisible  by  three,  which  the 
town  determines  to  elect.  When  such  board  is  first  chosen,  one-third 
thereof  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years  and  one- 
third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one-third  shaU  be  elected  annually 
for  the  term  of  three  years.  The  board  shall,  from  its  own  number, 
annually  choose  a  chairman  and  secretary  and,  if  the  town  so  votes,  a 
treasurer,  who  shall  give  a  bond  similar  to  that  given  by  the  town 
treasurer,  in  an  amount  and  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  select- 
men. The  town  treasurer  shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees 
until  the  town  otherwise  directs. 

Section  8.  The  board  shall  have  the  custody  and  management  of 
the  library  and  reading  room  and  of  all  property  owned  by  the  town 
relating  thereto.  All  money  raised  or  appropriated  by  the  town  for  its 
support  and  maintenance  shall  be  expended  by  the  board,  and  all 
money  or  property  which  the  town  may  receive  by  gift  or  bequest  for 
said  library  and  reading  room  shall  be  administered  by  the  board  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  gift  or  bequest. 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  town 
of  its  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  the  property  in  its  custody,  with 
a  statement  of  any  unexpended  balance  of  money  and  of  any  gifts  or 
bequests  which  it  holds  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  its  recommendations. 

Section  10.  The  provisions  of  the  three  preceding  sections  shall 
not  apply  to  library  associations,  nor  to  a  library  organized  under  a 
special  act. 

BoABD  OP  Free  Public  Library  Commissioners. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  free  public  library  commis- 
sioners consisting  of  hve  persons,  residents  of  the  commonwealth,  one 
of  whom  shall  annually  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  five  years.  The  governor 
shall  designate  the  chairman  thereof. 

Section  12.  No  member  shall  receive  any  compensation,  but  the 
board  may  annually  expend  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  payable 
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by  the  commonwealth;  for  clerical  assistance  and  for  other  necessary 
expenses.  It  shall  annually  in  January  make  a  I'eport  to  the  general 
court. 

Section  13.  The  board  shall  advise  the  librarian  or  trustees  of  any 
free  public  library  relative  to  the  selection  or  cataloguing  of  books  and 
any  other  matter  pertaining  to  the  maintenance  or  administration  of 
the  library. 

Section  14.  Said  board  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  library 
trustees  of  a  town  which  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  sections 
sixteen  and  seventeen,  and  which  has  no  free  public  library  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  town,  expend  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
for  books  to  be  selected  and  purchased  by  said  board  and  delivered  to 
said  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  free  public  library. 

Section  15.  If  a  town,  the  valuation  of  which  is  not  more  than  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars  and  which  has  a  free  public  library,  has  com- 
plied with  all  laws  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  such  library,  and  the 
trustees  of  the  library  provide,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board,  for  the 
distribution  of  books  in  different  parts  of  the  town  where  such  distribu- 
tion is  necessary,  by  means  of  branch  libraries  or  deliveries,  and  for 
practical  and  effective  means  of  rendering  the  library  useful  to  the 
teachers  and  scholars  of  the  public  schools  in  such  town,  the  board  may 
expend,  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  they  determine,  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  each  free  public 
library  owned  and  controlled  by  such  town. 

Section  16.  A  town  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  three 
preceding  sections  until  it  accepts  the  same  or  has  accepted  the  corre- 
sponding provisions  of  earlier  laws  and  has  elected  a  board  of  library 
trustees  as  pro\ided  in  section  seven,  nor  until  said  trustees  have  made 
provision  satisfactory  to  said  commissioners  for  the  care  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  books  furnished  by  them. 

Section  17.  Such  town  shall,  if  its  last  assessed  valuation  was  one 
million  dollars  or  over,  annually  appropriate  from  the  dog  tax,  or  other- 
wise provide  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  its  free  public  library,  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars;  if  such  valuation  was  less  than  one  million  dollars 
and  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand,  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars;  and  if  such  valuation  was  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars. 

Acre  OP  1906,  Chapter  183. 

An  Act  to  aid  Free  Public  Libraries  in  the  Small  Towns. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc,  as  follows: 

The  board  of  free  public  library  commissioners  may  annually  expend 
a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  aid  of  free  public  libra- 
ries, especially  in  those  towns  the  valuation  of  which  does  not  exceed 
six  hundred  thousand  dollars.    Such  aid  may  include  the  furnishing  of 
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books  in  small  quantities,  visits  to  libraries,  the  instruction  of  librarians^ 
and  such  other  means  of  encouraging  and  stimulating  the  small  librar 
ries  as  said  commissioners  shall  deem  advisable:  provided,  that  a  full 
detail  of  expenditures  under  this  act  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  commissioners. 

Appropriation  of  MoNEr  for  Libraries,  etc. 

Section  15,  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  towns  may 
appropriate  money  "  for  the  establishment,  maintenance  or  increase 
of  a  public  library  therein,  and  for  the  erection  or  provision  of  suitable 
buildings  or  rooms  therefor." 

"  For  maintaining  a  library  therein  to  which  the  inhabitants,  have 
free  access  and  of  which  they  have  the  use,  and  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  public  reading  room  in  connection  with  and  under  the 
control  of  the  managers  of  such  library." 

The  Dog  Tax. 

Section  163,  chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  money 
received  for  dog  licenses  and  refunded  to  the  towns  "  shall  be  expended 
for  the  support  of  public  libraries  or  schools." 

Defacing  or  Wilful  Detention  of  Books,  Papers,  etc. 

Sections  83  and  84,  chapter  208  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provide  that 
"  whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause,  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book, 
plate,  picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  manu- 
script or  statue  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other  public  or 
incorporated  library  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six 
months." 

"  Whoever  wilfully,  intentionally  and  without  right,  or  wantonly 
and  without  cause,  detains  a  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet, 
or  manuscript  which  belongs  to  a  law,  city,  town  or  other  public  or 
incorporated  library  for  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writing  from  the 
librarian  thereof,  containing  a  copy  of  this  section  and  given  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  which,  by  the  r^ulations  of  such  library,  such 
book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet  or  manuscript  may  be  kept^ 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months." 

Disturbing  Public  Libraries. 

Section  33,  chapter  212  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides  that  "  whoever 
wilfully  disturbs  persons  assembled  in  a  public  library,  or  a  reading 
room  connected  therewith,  by  maldng  a  noise  or  in  any  other  manner 
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during  the  time  when  such  library  or  reading  room  is  open  to  the  public 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days  or 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars." 

Land  may  be  taken  fob  Library  Buildings. 

Section  47  of  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides  that  ^'  any  land 
within  the  limits  of  a  city  or  town  not  appropriated  to  public  uses  "  may 
be  taken  ''  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  building  to  be  used  for 
a  public  school,  a  library,  or  an  engine  house,  or  for  the  enlargement 
of  a  lot  of  land  taken  or  used  for  such  purpose,"  —  but  the  land  thus 
taken  may  not  exceed  two  acres  in  extent. 

Public  Documents. 

Under  provisions  of  chapter  9  of  the  Revised  Laws,  each  town  and 
city  library  is  entitled  to  receive  a  copy  of  the  Manual  of  the  General 
Court,  the  Blue  Book,  and  a  copy  of  the  series  of  public  documents. 
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
